For, fir & you have here all the Empires in dittinSi Chapters by them [elves, 
with the Contemporaries of them diftinguijhed in the fame manner from each j 

other,and from the Empire to which they were Coxtaneom. Whereas both in 1 

Syftems and in larger Volumes of General Hiftory they are mingled toge- j 

ther with a [range confufton, likgthe feveral ingredients of an Olio in the 
fame Difb, where the var iety of the Meats cleftry the tajle of one another, J 

and he that would read any tiifiory by it f If, finds it immediately embroyl’d j 

and interwoven with the affairs of other Nations, fo that he will not eafily j 

form a perfeSl Idea in his mind of that which is given him but in parcels. 

In ihe next place tins Author has furnifhed you with a general Defcription 
of Greece, itr antient Kingdoms and Commonwealths, from their firft Origi¬ 
nals, ihe fucreffions of Kings, changes of Government, and forms of the fe¬ 
veral Republicks, with the power and nature of their refpe&ive Magiftrates 
and Officers, not omitting the moft conftder able Cuftoms, Laws, and Anti¬ 
quities of each of them, deduced from the befl Historians , whom you flill 
find quoted in the Mar gent j this, as it hath never beenintirely performed by 
any Author heretofore, fo ought it tofet a peculiar mark of Honor upon 
ours, who hath been carefull to give m an exaSt account of that Countrey, 
which was the Mother of Arts and Sciences. 

After this, if we will turn our eyes upon the Macedonian Empire, and 
the feveral parts and branches of it,as the Kingdoms of Syria, ^Maccdon, 
and Egypt, we jballJlill have greater occafton to admire the learn d dili¬ 
gence of the Author. T he Grecian Monarchy after the deceafe of Alexan¬ 
der not being more difmembred and rent in pieces by his Succeffors, than by 
thofe Writers who have tr anjm it ted the memory of it to posterity, particu- * 

larly,the Afian and Egyptian Kingdoms under Seleucidae <WPtolomies 

have never been compiled in one Hiftory , and 1 have often wondred in my 
perufal of this Inftitution, by what means the Author of it could arive at fo 
clear a know ledge of thofe perplex’d fucceffions, it was certainly a work of 
great labour to compare Hijlorians, and to weave thefe feveral Arguments 
and loofe pieces into one entire Loom, which I the rather mind the Reader 


ofibecaufe it is not eafily perceivd by every ordinary capacity, for the uni¬ 
formity of the fly le, and the unbroken order of the whole is fuch, that they 
onely who are converfant in Antiquities are able to judge what travel and 
ftudy were required to it. 

Ihe Roman History next invites our obfervation j wherein the fuccejje 
of this Author hath fuff dent ly recompe need his worthy pains: 1 dare confi¬ 
dently affirm, No modem Pen bath yet carried it on with fo great light from 
the Original of the Citie to the time of Conftantine. For from the banijbment 
o/Tarquin to the new modeling of the Government by Auguftus, yon have 
ail the Intermediate Changes, Alterations, and Seditions of it, while yet a 
State,as the contefis oftbeVaLttic\'&v$andOommons,witbtle feveral motives 
of them , I he dijplacing and reflating of Annual Magiftrates, the Def vip- 
tionof their Offices, the Rites and Ceremonies of their Religion ; all collected 
with great diligence from the Fathers of Roman Hiftory, but never given 
us in one body by antient A uthors , or by any of later dayes. I confeffe l have 
read a French Hifiorian,who from the reign of Auguftus almofi to that of Ju- 
ftinian hath given me the great eft fat is faction of any man', Tet he often amu- 
feth himf elf (as Jome of onr bad Chroniclers at home have done jwith paffages 
of [mall concernment,& below the Dignity of an Hifiorian to relate : ana from 
the Foundation of the Citie to Auguftus, pays his Readers with a bare 
Tranflation of Floras. Sr. Walter Rawleigh (never to be mentioned with¬ 
out honour ) concludes his Hiftory with the end of the Macedonian War,and 
the converfim of that Kingdom into-a Roman Province: much about the fame 
time we are forfalign by onr be ft Guide Livy, whofe Decads from the Cap¬ 
tivity of Perfeus to the time of C&avius Cap far (whofe Contemporary he 
was) are wholly l ft: for in the conclufton of his 4 5^ Book (the la ft which 
is left us) he introduces King Prufias [peaking to the Romans, whom he 
came to viftt, in thefe words ', Deos qui urbem Romam incolerent Sena- 
tumque & Populum Romanum falutatum fe venifle , Sc gratulatum 
quod Per/ea Gentiumque Reges viciflent, Macedonibufque Sc Illy- 
riis in Ditionem reda&is, auxiflent Imperium. But as this Author hath 
fapplied the DefeSts of Livy, and continued the Roman Hiftory five 
hundred years beyond Sir W. Rawleigh , fo in the alteration oj the 
Government from a Commonwealth to a Monarchy by Auguftus , the 
reafons which induced the Emperour to make that change , the manner 
how, and the form of it, are delivered with fo great care, and deferib'd with 
fo much life, lhat I could not but take a particular notice of it $ and (with the 
civility of thofe that carve to others where themfelves beft lihgj invite 
the Reader to a more exa& obfervation of that which hath given me fo great 
contentment,

Neither hath he deferred leffe of Chriftian than prophane Hiftory : for 
from the Primitive times till Cor. ft an tine the Great he hath deduced the 
Succeffions of Biflops in the principal Sees, with the praftice of the Cbri- 
ftians , and a faithfull relation of their fufferings in all the persecutions. 

For what concerns our own lfland , l tbinkjje hath perform d the part of a 
Englift-man, and a lover of his Countrey : for he bath vindicated the 
Antiquity of its fir ft Difcovery by the Phoenicians, and that not onely by 
the probable reafons alleged by that great perfon Bochartus for the Ety¬ 
mology of the word Bricannia, but by other indeniable,and convincing circum- 
fiances, which as it redounds to the honour of our Nation, /9 reflefts a part 
of that glory to our Author. 

One particular of no flight confequence I had almoft omitted : I hat as 
the Reader may without any intervening matters impertinent to his prefent 
purpofe read the Hiftory of any Empire, or Kingdom Contemporary to it, 
by it {elf, fo he may like wife obferve that the principal paffages in all of 
them are linclfd together by Synchronies, not onely placed in the Mar gent, 
but in the beginning or end of every notable Occurrence . 

T bus l have briefly, and with much fmcerity coucl/d together fome of 
thofe Excellencies, which among ft many others 1 bavevbferved in this In- 
ftitution of Hiftory : of which if I may prefume to give my private opinion, 
(though I am confcious to my felf how little it cught to fignifie to the World) 
I thm^ the workl tahyi all together is for the order of it handf mly and judi- 
cion fly contrived, for its ftyle perfpicuoys, and for the learning in the five - 
ral parts of Hiftory , Antiquity, and Chronology, uncommon. Thofe who 
defire a greater politenejfe in the Jlyle may confider, that the florid way of 
writing, which hath unclefervedly acquired fo great a name to fome of our 
own Age and Nat ion, is nothing proper to an Hiftorian, and that our Author 
bufied himfelf in matters more fer ions, and of greater ufe, he chofe rather the 
plain but comely flrength of the Dorique Pillar, than the Effeminate , though 
curious fhape of the Corinthian. For my own part, I confeffe that plain - 
neffeandunaffe&ed fimplicity is pleafing to me: andl think,no Intelligent 
Perfon that goes upon bufineffe, will leap Hedges out of the open and dire ft 
Road, to Travel over Flowry Fields , or painted Meadows.

From Uz.nl, the Inhabitants of the Kingdom of 
Alieman (in the eaftern part of Arabia) feem to be defeended, Sanaa the 
Metropolis being by the Jews ftill called llz.al- Did a in the Chaldean and 
Syrian tongues fignifying a Palm ; from him muft that pare of Arabia have 
been called, wherein that Tree moft grows, inhabited by the Mind, obal 
(in the Arabian tongue Aubal and sib.d) feemeth to Have pafled over the 
gulf into Arabia Troglodytica, and ro have given name to the marc-Town and 
Bay of Abalites or Analites. Abimael vv as the Father of the c JMalite, 
whom 7 heophrafttu maketh to have inhabited one of the four Regions fruic- 
full in fpices. Of Seba came the Sabeans properly fo called, named alfo Sa- 
bate, who dwelt by the Red Sea, betwixe the Mineans and Catab.wes, 
which Nations alfo together with the Chatramote , are by Writers often in¬ 
cluded amongft the Sabeans. Befides this Seba , there were three others of (0) Gen.io.7, 
that name and founders of Nations. As (3) owtftheSonof Chus, another O') Gen. a5.3. 
his Nephew by Ragmah, and che (p) third che Son of Jockjhan and Ne¬ 
phew of Abraham. Seba che Son of Jollan joyned to che Arabian Sea j 
the reft to the Per fan ; fo that the Sabeans (of whom the Greeks and Ro¬ 
mans know no diftinSion) are laid by Pliny, to live from Sea to Sea. The 
Son of Jokjan lived on robberie ; but the reft by Commerce with ocher Na¬ 
tions. Ophir (in Arabickt Auphar, fignifying moft rich) gave name to 
that part of Arabia near the Sabeans, which was inhabited by tne Ceffanite, 

Cafandres, or Gafand> e, fo called from the Treafures; gold, for it’s plenty, 
being here in little requeft. Another Ophir there was alfo in India • in the 
Iflind Taprobane, as moft probable; the Phoenicians being accuftomed to 
give old names to new-found places. From (fhauila the Son of Jollan (for 
there was another of this name, Son to Chm) defeended the Chaulonite, 
called otherwife Carbi, and Cerbani, the moft warlike of the Arabians, 
whofe feat is yet called Chaulan . Of Jobab the laft of the thirteen, came 
che Jobabita placed by Ptolomy next to the Sachalites . This was the habitati¬ 
on of the Sons of Irelan from Mefha , called otherwife Mu fa and Muz,a a 
famous port upon the Red Sea, as one goeth to Saphar a mountain Eaftward, 
where was a Cicy of the fame name; both Port and City being well known ' 
to the t/E^yptians and Ethiopians, who ufed to trade into thefe parts. This 
was che inheritance of the Sons of Sem, thechoifeft of all, though contained 
onely within A fa.

Therefore Ereck is rather to be taken for Arecca a City 
of Sufiana upon Tigris , mentioned by Piolomy , which alfo feemeth to be (bylib. t.

tongue fignifyingi rreat. And well Arecca might fo be called, which was fo 
long, that failingup the River one ftiould meet with it three feverall dayes, 
oneVter another; as the Hiftorian relateth.

1406 years to the death of SarAampalus. Some from the building of Ninive, 
as \ Clef as,who hath 13 60. And laftly, others from the death of Bolus, as Tro- 
<jhs and Ettfebius, who give to it 1300 years. That Nimrod faould begin 
his Kingdom wirhin an hundred years afeer the Plood, is not very probable, 
as neither that the building of the Tower of Babel happened, within that 
time ; which would hive been too fhorc a fpace for the propagation of man¬ 
kind to fo great multitudes. An hundred years after the Deluge, Phaleg was A. M. 719 - 
bom, in whofe dayes it was that the Earth was divided. Some make the di¬ 
vifion co have been at rhe fame time of his birth, and thence his name impl¬ 
ied, as from a thing already done, or in doing. Others aflign it to the latter 
end of his dayes, and will have his name prophetically given by his Father : 

But there are not wanting, who take a middle v^ay betwixt thefe two, and 
think the divifion made, when he was come to ripeneffe of age; or in the 
middle of his years; the number of which amounted to 239.

The refem- pflin. ex Tro» 
blance of her fon in all the lineaments and proportion of his body took away go.lsb.t, 
fufpicion; for the further prevention whereof, fhe commanded the fame kind Diodorus,nt 
of Garment to be worn by the people. At length,when fhe thought fhe had t nu *- 
got fame fufficienc, fhe made her felf known, which decrailed not from her 
Her aft*. glorie, but added to the Iuftre of it. She re-edified and inlarged Babylon , 
incompaffing it with a Wall made up of Brick* Sand, and a certain Clay, or # 
flime clammy, like Pitch, which there abounded: and * reftrained, by new 
works, the violence of Euphrates which formerly was wont to overflow into ** -’ 

the Town. Nor contenc with che Empire as her husband left ic, fhe inlarged 
ic by the Conqueft of ^/Ethiopia, and made War upon India , though without 
fuccelfe; in which undertaking fhe onely had hlexander the Great her Emu¬ 
lator, as Jnflin affirmeth. But, after fhe had reigned 42 years, either for 
that flie would have had to do unlawfully with her fon (being reported ex¬ 
ceeding vitious of her body), orbecaufe he was impacienc of her fo Ion" 
retaining the power, he flew her; although fome lay, fhe voluntarily refigned 
the Kingdom. After her death fhe wis feigned co be turned into a Dove, and 
worfhipped for a Goddeffe under that fhape; the occafion of which feemeth 
to have been the bearing of that bird pourrraited in her Enfign. 

Ninia*. 7. Ninjas, or Ninus , (?g Juftin calleth him) fucceeding, imitated neither 

Grand-father,Father,nor Mother;but giving up himfelf wholly to an effeminate 
courfe of life, would be feen by none except Concubines and Eunuchs. _ Yet 
to him is afcribed that politick ordering of the Militia, which was imitated 
conftantly by his Succeffors. A yearly choice was made of Officers and Soul- Diodorus, l.i, 
diers out of each Province, to Ive in Garrifon in rhe Citie, and co be ready A ' 
at all Effayes, there to continue for one year; at rhe end of which they were 
fucceeded by new Levies. Hereby- the fubieit was contained in obe¬ 
dience ; and yet, by fuffering the Soiildiers no longer to continue together, 
all confpiracies and plots were prevented, which might elfe have rifen amongft 
fuch multitudes t the fpace of a year not being fufficienc for fuch through 
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and intimate acquaintance, as might produce any confiderable ftirs. Thofe 
chat followed Nmyas for thirty Generations trod, for the moft part,in his 
paths; nothing either memorable, or certain, remaining of them, except of 
Tcutamns. 1 etttamm the 20th. from Ninyas, to whom Priamus Kin® of Troy, when he 
was befieged by the Greeks, fent for aid. This Tcutamsts is faid to have fent 
him a fupply. of 10000 tj£thiopiar.' and as many of the inhabitants of Su ¬ 
fi ana, with 200 Chariots, under the Command of Mensmn, who bearing 
himfelf very valiantly againft the befiegers, was at length by the wiles of the 
7 hejfalians , circumvented and flain. ~ From the beginning of the dfyrian 
Empire, to the definition of Troy s Eufebius reckoneth 943 years, CappeHus 
from the buildi ng of Nineveh 99 5. 

Sardanapa- 8. The 30th. in order was Tonos-Cttncoleros , by the Greeks and Romans a.M.i\6S . 
l u ' 5> called Sardanapalus, ennobled onely above the reft, for his excefie in effemi- 

narenefTe, and his ruin caufed.thereby. He fpent all his time amongft wo¬ 
men ; with whom he would fit and fpin, imitating them in all things pofli- 
ble , fo as fcarce ever in his whole time was he feen of the other Sex. This 
extraordinary corruption of manners gave occafion ro two of his greateft Of- 
Belcfis & Ar- ficers to compaffe his deftruition. For Belefs (or Belochus ) the Governour of 
baccs co i/jnre Babylon, a great Magician and Aftrologer, out of the Doilrine of the Scarres, 
againft him. foretold to Arbacts Governour of Media , (otherwife called (m) Arbachus, ^ 

(») Orbachtss,and (0) Pharnaces ) , that one day he fhould obtain che whole (a) S:rabo. 
principality of Sardanapalus, and excited him to attempts fuitable to fuch (°J Gacerc 
an atchievement. Arbaces herewith puffed up, promifea him the poffeffion lu *' 
of Babylon, if his Prediction fliould take, and laboured to ingratiate him¬ 
felf with the Captains of the feveral Provinces. Then, having a greac defire 
to fee what manner of life the King lived , he hired an Eunuch to bring him 
into the P.illace, where beholding with his eyes his diffolute carriage, he de- 
fpifed him, and much more incouraged himfelf in rhe hope given him by Be- 
lefts. They now refolved, the one to draw the Modes and Perfans,a nd the 
other the Babylonians to revolt; and Arbaces communicated his defign and 
purpofe to the Governour of Arabia his greac friend, 

9. Thefe things being as diligently put in praiYice, as readily undertaken, Diodorus, 
the next year an Army of 400000 men comin® up to Niniveh, where the 

King then lay; under pretence of relieving tne former year’s Guard , re¬ 
folved to employ their force in the ruin of the hfyrian Kingdom. Sardana- 
falns ,having timely notice of the revolt, drew out fuch forces as were in the 
Citie, and falling upon the Rebels in the Plain, put them to the rout. They 
. . ■ •; flying to the Mountains, arid T recollecting'their courage , came down again 
and ingaged ; but with the fame fuccefle: after which they retreated to the 
fame place. Hereupon Arbaces calling the Officers together to advife what 
was to be done , all of them were for disbanding the Army and departing 
home, except Belefs , who urging them with what the Starres portended, pre¬ 
vailed with them to flay ;■ but to no other purpofe than that the King might 
He obtalneth the third victory, which fliortly happened. Now they fully refolved to be 
three viftories gone; when Beleftt, his credit being deeply ingaged, fpent the whole night in 
ever them, viewing che Scars; out of the myftery of which he was bold ro affirm , that 
help would come of its own accord, and great changes follow, if they would 
have patience but five dayes longer. They being yet prevailed with, for 
this once; before the five dayes were expired, news came that great forces were 
coming from BaClria to the aid of the Ring. To them Arbaces fent, and ea- 
fily perfivaded them co joyn with the Confpirators. 

10. Sardanapalus knowing nothing of this,and puffed up with his fuccefle, 
returned to his former courfe of life; which Arbaces underftanding from cer¬ 
tain Fugitives, and how his Army lay in a fecure and careleffe pofture, drew 
down upon it in the night, made a great {laughter, and drove thofe that efcaped 

Is. worfieef ' nt0 Snivels. Hereupon the King committed the conduit of the Army to 
twice. ' ^ 1 amenss his wives brother, and cook upon himfelf the defence of the Citie 5 

but the Rebels twice in che field overthrew his forces, and killed the Gene¬ 
ral with moft of his Souldiqrs. Then was the Citie qlofely befieged,and ma- 
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nv Nations revolted to the confpirators; whichthe King confidering, and fen- 
fible of his condition, fent out his three Sons, and two Daughters, with a 
greattreafure, to Cotta, the Govemour of Paph/agonia , and, difpatch- 
ing Courriers into feveral Provinces, took what care he poflibly could for the 
making of new Levies. 

11. Neither was he behind hand in providing all things within, that were 
neceffary for refiftance. There being no fear of ftorming the Town, by rea- 
fon of the wonderful (length and heighth of the walls.He confidered the main 
danger to lye in the afleiiions of the inhabitants; to whoirif that they mi°hc 
have no caufe to attempt any new thing, he fupplied all neceffaries in a ple'n- 
tifull meafure. Two years and above he held out, anddoubted not but to be 
able to do it, till relief flaouldcome; and the rather, for that they had an 
Oracle that Nimvie fhould never be taken, till the River firft proved an ene- 
The River my to it; which he never could fufpe&. But in the third year fell fuch rains, 
fwelling with that Euphrates (or Lycus, upon which fome conceive that Strabo placerh the 
SwaU^ Clty> and n °} E “J hra !“> «or r ‘£ ri ** as others) fwelling with abundance of 
waters, made a breach m the Wall twenty Furlongs in length. At this the 
Sardanmius ^mg utterly difcouraged, as judging the Oracle robe fulfilled, left he fliould 
burneth' him- fall alive into the hands of his enemies, he built a pile of wood in his Palace 
pS his “P° L n vvI S? he his treasures, and rich attire ;and, making a lirtle room

fire to the heap, and fo perifhed vyith this Company and the Palace. Such was 
the end of him, who placed all his felicity in his fenfuall appetite, which he 
would have alfo recorded in his (p) Epitaph , and advifed the Reader to imi- % , na!us 
cate.

But his good fortune here forfook (a) Herodorui 
him , and he perifhed with the greaceft part of his Arniy,in the ia year of Mu.ioa.&c. 
his reign. His fori Cyaxares fllcceedin^ is fa id to have been more puiffanc 
then his Anceftors, andthefirftthir diftinguifhed the people of Afa 1 into 
feveral Provinces ,andSouldiers in v o their feveral ranks of Pike-men, Horf- 
men, and thofe that ufed Darts. He fought with' the Lydians • at which cifne 
fo great an Edipfe of the Suri hapned, that the day feemed to be turned 
into night.

' . He diftribured the Captives into Colonies about Babylon, adorned the 
*■ -r JJffe of Belas ( which Sersiramls had built) with the ipoyls ; repaired 
L f!cr d^SinffofdcCWc, and fortified the Channel of the 
Ri ver that the Enemy iRould not make ufe of it againft the Town. He ad¬ 
ded a’new Citie to the old, and compaffed both with three Walls of brick. 
He raffed divers remarkable aedifices, built a new Pallace, and about it a 
Ga--<le^ or Wilderneffe, fo much celebrated bycheG^. Hjsw^be> 
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tall and beatttifull Trees. It was born up by ftone-Pillarsjupon which a pave- curtiim hb.$. 
ment of four-fquared ftones being laid, Earth was heaped up in great quan¬ 
tity, and Engines were made for the conveying of moifture our of Euphrates 
to water it. The Trees that grew upon it were (many of them) eight Cu¬ 
bits in compafle at the bole; and fifty foot high, bearing fruit as plentifully as 
in their Native foyl. Jebojakjm the King of Judah rebelling ag'inft AbAs/_ 2 Kings 23. 
chadnefar, he came up againft him,wafted the Countrey, and,taking him,call: & c - 
him ouc unburied as the Prophet Jeremiah had foretold. Four monerhs at- 1 Chron.3 6 . 
ter, he alfo carried away Captive, Jechenias, or Jehoiacbim his fon, and Jerem.2i. 
made Mattaniah his Uncle King in his ftead. This Mmmiab, whom he 
■■ named Zedekjah , rebelled againft him notwithftanding his folemne Oath of 
fealty taken at his inftitution, and therefore in the eleventh year of his reign 
. he was alio taken by che Babylonian , had his eyes put out, ani was fo car¬ 
ried to Babylon;, the Temple and Cicie were burnc with fire, and the people 
led into Captivity, as vvill appear in its proper place. 

Hij uride 2 5* ^bucb.uinefar retiming home was exceeding proud, and puffed up 
1 p at his fucceffe. He erected a great Image of Gold; in che Dedication where- Daniel 3. 
of all his chief Officers were commanded to fall down and word ip which 
was obeyed by all except three Jews ,Sbad--ach, AUfbach, and ^b, dm go, 
the companions of Daniel. For their punilEmenc they were call into a fiery 
Furnace, heaced feven times hocrer then ufual, and fo miraculoufly pre- 
ferved from the fury of the flame, that not an hair of their heads was findg’d; 
though it killed thofe that call them in. At rhis, the King aftonifihed , by 
publick edidl acknowledged Gods power, and forbad the blaspheming of him. 

Yet repented he nor of his pride, and, notwichftan.iing a fuffieient warning 
given him by God in a dream, exalted himfelf in the conceit of the great- 
nefle and fplendour of Babel, wh.ch he bad built for the frntfe of the King¬ 
dom, by the might of his power , and for the honour of his Majefty, But 
the fame hour , as he was anfwered by a voice from Heaven, the Kingdom de- 
Pimilhcd. parted from him, he was dr iven t from men, made to eat grajfe as Oxen , and 

his body was wet with the Dew of Heaven,till his hairs were grown as Eagles 
feathers, and his Nails like Birds Claws ; and feven times pajfed over dim, 
till he knew that the Mofl High rttleth in the Kingdom of men, ai,d giveth it 
to whomfoever he will. And this time prefixed Deing expired (feven years 
as moft fuppofe, though fome reckon but chree andean half, counting for 

times, fVinier and Summer') his reafon returned to him ,with the glory of 
his Kingdom, his Honour, and Brightneffe, his Councellors and his Lords 
fought unto him , he was eftablifhed in bis Kingdom , and excellent Majefty 
was added to him. T herefore he fhamed not by a publick writing to own 
the thing ; pra/fed, honoured, and extolled the King of Heaven , all whofe 
workj he confeued to be truth, his wayes judgement, and that thofe that wall ^ 
in pride he is able to abafe . 

What is found 2 6. Of thefe ftrange piffages the Heathen were nor utterly ignorant, 
recorded of ( e ) Abydenus wrote,that,being exceeding proud, and going up upoff his Pa 1 - ( e )Apit:l Eufcb, 

Heathen * ace ’ ms t3 ^ en w ’^ 3 ^ vine fury. This he had ouc of che Annals of the pm. E-jxeg. 
Caldteans, who fancied him to have been feized on with a prophetick fpirir, li h. 
and fo to have vanilbed. (/) Megaflhenes in his fourth book of Jud<ta,t n- (f ) -f'.tl Jo* 
deavoured to fhew how this King in valiant exploits exceeded Hercules by 3 HJl 
far; that he fubdued the chief Citie of Africk., and a good part of Spain. 

.Diodes , in h's Second book of Perfa, made mention of him, and Philoflra- 
tus borh in his Hiftories of Phoenicia and India ; writing that he fought 
againft Tyre thirteen years, which ’els probable, at length he took by compo- 
fition and there placed Baal King in the room of Ithobalus. Whit he did 
againft this Citie, God,taking as fervice done to himfelf, promifed him the Ezck.ig. 
Land of Egypt for his wages, which we muft accordingly believe to have 
been paid. At length , having foretold that Babylon ffaould be loft to 
Cyrus , as Abydenus wrote ; he'died, after he had reigned 43 years, being 
in Ptolomies Catalogue of Kings, called Nabocolaffar, which may be corrupt¬ 
ly written for Nabecodolajfar.

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Evilmerodacb. 11. Evilmerodach his Son fucceeded him , who lifted up the he .id of Jr- 
hoiakjm King of Judah, in the 57th year of his Captivity, fpake kindly unto 
him, fet his Throne above the Throne of the Kings that were with him in 
Babylon and changing his prifon garments, allowed him a continuall diet all 
the dayes of his life. But for his wickedneffe and debaucheries, he conci- 
.. . ... nued not long, being circumvented by Nerigliffor his Sifter’s Husband, and 
{lain when he had raigned but two years. Nerigltfor after his death, reigned 
ubmCardi- 4. After him came his Son Labor 0far doc bus, who being of an untowardly 
elm. difpofition, was made away by his Relations, after nine months, and they 

Nabovidus. preferred to his place one Nabonidus a Babylonian , by Ptolomy called Nabo - 

nadiuiy by others Nabannidochus and Labynitus. [ ( £ ) Who reigned 17 
years, for which fome think 27 is to be read.] This fucceflion we have from 
Berofus the Caldaan, attefted by Ptolomy, who yet leaveth out Laborofar- 
dachas, either for his fmall continuance, or becaufe he reigned together with 
his Father. But learned Men do not agree in the manner of reconciling this 
Whether the Hiftory with what Daniel hath writtenof Belfltaz.nr. Some will have 7 *a- 
famc with Bel* hynitsss or Nabonodus, to be Beljhaz.ar , Nabonodus being the laft of the 
Kings, which Bel(haz.ar alfo feemeth to be; at his death, Babylon being taken 
by Cyrus, as the interpretation of the writing on the wall hinteth : Peres, 
thy Kingdom is divided, and given to the Medes and Perfians. As for Da¬ 
rius the Mede , he feemeth to them to be no ocher then Cyaxares the Son of 
A fly ages King of Media, and the Uncle of Cyrus , who of his own accord 
delivered Bab)Ion co him: and chey think this fufficienc to prove that Labo- 
rofardochus could not bee Belfhaz,ar , becaufe hee hath but nine monrhs 
affioned him by Berofus, whereas we read in Daniel of the third year of 
Beljhaz.ar. 

28. Others think they have ground enough todenie Nabonidus to be Bel- 
Jhaz.ar , who is called the Son oj Ncbnchadnefar ; in regard no fuch relation is 
mentioned by Berofus, that can intitle himtofo much as his grand-child, 
which Labor0fardochus was by his Daughter, being called his Son by a com¬ 
mon Hebraifm : For rhe Latin verfion of jofephus which maketh Nabono¬ 
dus of the blood; it is in no cafe agreeable to the Originall which plainly re¬ 
lated! him to have been of the * confpiracy. For the 5* year of Bel(haz.ar 
it well enough agreeth with Laborofardochus , becaufe he reigned 4 years, 

2 with his Father, and, after his Father’s death, nine moneths by himfelf. Now 

the Hiftory of Daniel onely relateth Be/(haz.ar to have been {lain; noc 
that Babylon was then befieged by Cyrus* it being improbable, fay they, that 
a time of fo great danger, the King and his Nobles {hould fpend in fcaft- 
ing and jollity; but rather likely, that behaving himfelfe too infolently in 
that drunken fit, he was knocked in the head by nis Companions, as Bero¬ 
fus * hinteth , and the Scripture rather feemeth to approve than contradid. 
As for the interpretation of the Writing on the wall, it might note what was 
already determined, and within a little time was to be accomplifbed concer¬ 
ning Cyrus the Per flan, who being at that time known to the World, could 
not be hid from Daniel, who had met with his name long before in the Pro- 
phefie of Ifaiah, and had his mind, without doubt, fixed upon the 70 years 
of Captivity foretold by Jeremiah, to which a period {hould fhortly be puc 
by that perfon. That Darius Medus was of Median defeent appeareth, but 
that he was King of the Medes can no way be evinced; efpecially feeing 
that no antient Greek Hiftorian maketh mention of Cyaxares the Son of A fly- 
ages, (whom we read to have had but one Daughter) except Xenophon ; and 
he either one purpofe feemeth to thwart Herodotus, or to have written his 
Cyropadia , rather (h) to {hew what a Prince ought to be, than what Cyrus 
' was indeed, and fo to have taken fome of that liberty of invention which o- 
thers (1) have done of late upon the fame and other Subje&s. But though 
Jofeph Scaliger may feem to {how more reafon for this later affercion, yet 
Pereriw cruly affirmech the thing to be obfeure, perplexed, and difficult. 

29. If Laborofardochus bee taken for Bel(haz.ar‘ , then Nabono¬ 
dus muft be the fame wich Darius Med**-, whomfurther, fome would have 
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to be the Brother of A fly ages , not his Son, and yet called Cyaxares. 
In him the Empire of the Babylonians ceafed, and was derived upon the Per - 
l**}* Cyrus, whote firft beginning? are to be viewed, with the progreffe of 
Cym. his actions, vvhich made way to that pitch of greatneffe whereac he arrived. 

Herein Hiftorians do not relate the fame things. That A fly ages was his 
Grand-facher is acknowledged by all, except Ctefias , who will have them 
nothing akin, and callech him A fly igas : His Father’s name is granted to be 
Cambyfes, his Country Perfta , but his condition is diverfly reported of. 
The fum of Hi erodotw writeth how A fly ages dreaming two dreams concerning his Dau°h- 
what Herodo- ter Mundane , (which by the Wizards were interpreted co porcend the Ioffe 
ten concer- 11 "” of Ws ’ chr ° u S h chs greatneffe of her iffue) gave her in marriage 

ning his Birth c ? one Cam fyf es * Per flan of obfeure fortune; and noc facisfied in this fecu- 
and Fortune. nc y» fent for her when ftie was with child, and as foon as the Boy was born, 
gave him to one Harpagus to be made away. Harpagus fearing he might 
afterwards be called to an accountbythe Mother', for violence offered to the 
Babe, delivered him to the King’s Shepherd, to be expofed in the Woods un¬ 
to the mercie of wild beads. This being done, and the Shepherd’s Wife 
lately brought to bed of a ftil-born child; {he prevailed with her Husband to 
fetch him home; nurfed and brought him up as her own Son amongft the 
Shepherds. At feven years of age"being chofen King of the Boyes in their 
play, he executed the office with feverity, towards fuch as were difobedienr, 
and for this was complained of by their Parents to the King. Being fent for 
and accufed of the crime, he would acknowledge none, alledging he had 
done like a King; and {binding in his juftificition without the leaft change of 
countenance, A fly ages was ftruck wich admiration, andprefencly called to 
mind his dream. Upon examination of the Shepherd , he got out the whole 
matter; owned him for his Grand-fon, becaufe he thought the dream ful¬ 
filled in his boyifh reign amongft the Shepherds; onely he thought it good to 
fend him out of the way into Perfta. 

30. But topunifti Harpagus for his difobedience, he invited him to fup- 
per, andcaufed to be ferved up to the table his onely Son ; of vvhich, after 
he had eaten heartily, and approved the meat, he let him fee his entertain¬ 
ment, by the head, hands, and feet, referved in another platter. Harpa¬ 
gus for the prefent kept down his paffion , Teeming to acquiefee in the King’s 
pleafure, untill Cyrus came to man’s eftice. Then, heiring of his activity 
and forwardneffe, he refolved by prefents to make him his friend, medicating 
a convenient vviy of revenge by the means of this Youth, from whom he 
expeiled fomeching anfvverableto his Grandfather’s dreim. Knowing Afly- 
4 £?jhistyrannicall carriage cowards the Medes, he infinuaced himfelf into 
the chief of them by degrees, and fecretly perfwided them, chat it vvascon- 
venient he fhould be removed from the Government; efpecially feeing they 
might with fome plaufibilicy place Cyrus in his Sear. Hiving thus made 
.War, he w-'ote Letters co the young Man, jnco Perfla, ( which, to prevent 
difeovery, hefoweduo in the belly of an Hare) wherein recalling to his 
memo“ie what he had fuffered from his Grandfather upon his account, he fol- 
licited him ro draw the Perfians to revolc; then cocome down with an Ar¬ 
my into Media, where he might be fure of him or any other the Kings Ge¬ 
nerals, and fo eafilv become Mafter of all. 

Cyrus confidering of a way how co accomplifti this bufineffe, vvhich 
now he made no leffe than a defign, called the Perfians together; firft give 
out that he was chofen their Genera’lbs A fly ages, and then eafily perfwaded 
them, by laying open, how much Liberty was ro be preferred before that 
Slavery they now underwent,to dofe with him and break out into open rebel- 
l lon - The old Man hearing of this, fent a meffenger for him; but he re- 
- turned anfwer, he would come former than he fhould have caufe to defire his 
company; whereupon he armed his Subjeils of Media , and forgeccing how 
he had formerly injured Harpagus, committed the Army to his conduit. 
Harpagus revolting, he loft thereby the firft Bactell; yet was not daunted, 
fcu: threatened Cyrus, nailed to croffes the Magicians, who had perfwaded 
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him to difmiffe him, and arming all borh old and young that were in che Ci- 
over- ty, led them out to a fecond engagement,wherein his fucceffe was worfe than 
throwcth he'i'ore, he being taken prifoner. When Harpagtu, boafting of his revenge, 
jjtjjgts his infulred over him, he taxed him of imprudence and injuftice : of the one, for 
Grand father. t j m having power to make himfelfeKing he fhould transfer the dignity to 
another; and of the other, becaufe, for to revenge a private injury , he had 
en(lived the whole Nation of the Medts, out of which he might rather have 
ckofen one to rhe Kingdom, refufing it himfelfe, than him who would now 
fo order the matter, that the Per fans , flaves before, fhould be Lords and 
Matters of all. Thus Afly ages loft his Kingdom, after he had held it 3$ 
years, enjoying all things elfe at his Grandfon’s hands, till his naturall death: 

And the Medel became fubjett to the Per fans, after they had enjoyed the do¬ 
minion of Afa beyond the River Halys, the fpace of 128 years, ( except 
that (pace wherein the Scythians kept them under) in the 2d year of the 
55 th Olympiad, of the World 3446.

He, info great 
a ttrair, preferring his own fafecy before his Matter’s life, flew him in his bed¬ 
chamber*, che place where the fanlc was commited, and fo enjoyed rhe 
Queen with the Kingdom ; wherein he was confirmed by the Oracle oi D.l. 
phos, ro the fentence of which, he and his adversaries had ag/eed coftand.

Ardys his Son and Succeffor 
fubdued Priene, fought againtt Miletus ; and in his time the Cimmerians being 
expelled their feacs by the Scythian Nomades , paffed inco Ay, a, and took 
Sardu, all but the Caftle. He reigned 49 years. His Son Sadyatiet 1 a , who 
gave place to Alyattes his Son and Succeffor. A’yattes .waged War with 
* Cyaxa'res King of Media, and expelled the Cimmerians our of Aft a, 
took Smyrna, and fet upon CUz,omsna. In the 6th year of the War betwixt 
the Median and him, whilft they fottghc upon equall terms, the Sun was Zl ' 

• eclipfed,which Thales, one of the 7 wife men,had foretoldco his Mi/eftahs, 

Both the armies feingthe day beginning to be turned into night,left off fighting 

• and then by rhe mediation of Syennefis the CV.ician, and Labynhas the Pa. 
bylonian a peace was concluded ; Aritna rhe Daughter of Halyattes being 
marryed to Ally ages the Son of Cyaxares. From'the Tattles of Pto omy (or 
or Hipparchus ) it appearerh that this Eclipfe happened hi the 4th year of the 
44th Olympiad , the 147th of Nabonafir, the 4th day of che Egyptian 
month Pachnn , (wh : ch anfwereth to the 20th 0 f September ) 3 hours and 25 
minutes before noone; 9 digits being eclipfed, and the duration almoft 2 
hours. ITalyattes purfued alfo the War left him by his Father, againft Miletus, 
the Inhabitants whereof received from him two great blows, for thac none of 
the lonians helped them, except the Chians, in way of requitallt'or the aide 
they had afforded them againft the Erythraans. At lengch, having notice thac 
he intended to fend a meffenger inco che City, at. the command"of Thrajy- 
bulus their Prince, they brought all the provifion they had into the market¬ 
place; which appearing to be much, and as fuch related to A yattes, he 
thinking himfelfe miftiken in his former belief of their diftreffed condition, 
made Peace with them; and died after he had reigned 57 years, 

35, Crcefus his Son fuceeded him at the age of 35. years. --He made War Herod.## 
upon Ephefis, which when he befieged,. the Towns-men for their fecuricy, Pfti.c.atf, &c. 
pave up the Ciry to Diana, by a rope fafined from the wall ro her Temple ; 
but for all this he brought them under and fnbdued all the reft of the Greeks 
Cities in the continent. He brought into his fubje&ion all the people of Aft a 
within the River Hulls, as che Phrygians, Myftans,B thynians, Paphlage- 
nians, the Martandym , Chalibes , Thracians , Thyni , Canans 3 lonians, 

Dorian, pollans' Ly clans, and Cilicans. Being grown g-eac, and flow¬ 
ing with wealth, and flourishing with glory, the choifett wics of Greece floc¬ 
ked to Sardis, and amongft the reft Solon the Athenian, who being now in 
his travells, had been wich Amefts of typt, and now came to viflee Croc- 
fut. He kindly entertained him > and, {hewing him his treafures, out of a 
vain conceit of his own felicity, demanded of him, Whom he thought the 
happieft Man. He anfwered, he efteemed for fuch, one Tellus an Athenian, 
who having lived in good credit, and leaving divers Children and Nephews 
of honeft and virruous cariage, died in the War at Eleufme, after he hid firft 
helned to put to flight the enemy; for which he was honoured by his Cicizens 
with apublick and ftitelv funerall. Crcefus expetVing, if not"the firft, yet 
the fecond place, asked him, Whom he accounted nextto Tellus. He replied 
Clcobis and Bit on, two brothers of Argos , who had fufficient to live on, and 
bsing very ft-ong, had gotten the better in tryall of Mafteries. On a time at 
the feaft of Juno, their Mother being to be drawn in a Chariot to the Temple, 
and theHeiffersnot at hand, they yoked themfelves, and drew her thfther. 

She being much affe&ed with the piety of her Sons, praied the Goddeffe that 
vy’hatfoever was beft for Man, mighc be beftowed on them, who fleeping thac 
night in the Temple, were found dead in the morning, and honoured by 
E the 
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the Arrives with two Statues , ere&ed to their memory at Delphos. 

36. The King was troubled that his felicity fhould be fo Uccle valued, as not 
comparable to that of private men. But Solon plainly told him, that all things 
were uncertain in this life,and no man ought to be accounted happy til his End; 
for which Philolophy, as ftrange to the Courtiers, he was difmifled with 
fmall reputation for learning. Crafts, growing exceeding proud and irreli¬ 
gious; to humble him, had a dream, that the choifeft of his two Sons, (where¬ 
of one was dumb) ihould be {lain with che iron head of fome weapon. Here¬ 
upon he removed all things of thac nature out of the way , looked to him dili¬ 
gently, and marryed him out of hand. But at this time it hapned, thic a cer¬ 
tain wild Boar haunted about the Mountain Olympus in My ft a, which doing 
great harm to the Inhabitants, they were in no wife able to matter, and there¬ 
fore Cent to Crafts, defiring him to fend his Son, accompanied with a fuffici- 
ent train, to hunt and kill the Wild beaft. He plainly denied, becaufe of 
his dream, to let him ftir from home ; buc the young Man, having a great 
defire to the exerdfe, thereby to approve himfelfe for aihvicy to his new mar¬ 
ried wife, obtained leave ro be fent, faying, that no fuch thing would be ufed 
in the game as thac of which he had dreamed. He commicced him then to 
the care of one AdraQust he Son of Gordius (and he of Midas) King of 
Phrygia, who having at unawares killed his brother, had been banilTied by his 
his Father. When they came into the field, and had diflodged the Boar, Adra- 
ftus throwing a dart at him, chanced to hit the young Man , and fo fulfilled 
the dream ; for which, offering himfelfe to be killed, upon Crafts his refr.- 
£ 11 , as done wichout any intention, he yet flew himfelfe. Crafts took the 
accident very heavily, and kept himfelfe in mourning two years. 

37. This mourning was broken off by che pr#fperiryof Cyrus, who ha¬ 
ving now overthrown the Kingdom of the Modes, advanced highly the affairs 
of Perfia. Herein he found himfelfe exceedingly concerned, fo as co with- 
ftand, if poffible, his fuccefle, and make an addition thereby to his own For¬ 
tune. For encouragement in chis defign , he fent co enquire of the Oracles Crafts Mtljm 
far and near; which anfwering with one content, chat he fhould overturn a grejfns,magnm 
great principality, he was much incouraged, not doubting but thac of the P e ^atet opm 
Per fans was meant thereby; and much more after the Oracle at Delphos, had Vim ' 

(in anfwer co his requiry, whether his Empire fhould lorg concinue ) bid him 
look to himfelfe, when a Mule fhould have poffefiion of the Soveraigntv of 
Media ; taking this in a literall fenfe, notwirhftanding the confhnt ambi¬ 
guity of fuch anfwers. Now (the Oracle giving way to it) he fent to make 
a League with the Lacedemonians , who being obliged to him, eafily compli¬ 
ed; though no fupplios do we read of fent co him. For he, being in great 
crctfus inva- hafte,prevented the fending of any; and, with all the force he could make'", in- 
deih Capiisds- vaded Cappadocia , to revenge, as he pretended, upon Cyrus, the inrnrie of- 
aid - fered to Afiyages his Brother in Law; but indeed to lay thac fertile' Coun¬ 

try to his own Dominions. Having palled the River Hayis, he came into a 
place of Cappadocia called Pteria , the moll fafe of all the Country, near to 
the City Shop*, which was fituaced upon the Euxine Sea. Taking up his 
quarters here, he made incurfions, took the City of the Pterians, with all 
the reft round about, and banilhed the Syrians (fo were the Cappadocians 
called by the Greeks , till fubje&ed to the Per fan Empire) though they had 
nothing ill deferved athis hands. 

38. Cyrus coming againft him fent to the Ion tans, to draw them to his 
party; but they (landing oft, he proceeded, andpiccht his Camp againft 
Crafts. After fome skirmifhes the Armies ingaged, and a very hot difpure 
continued till nighc parted them, many falling on both fides.CV<r/#j, though 
neither parry owned any defeat, wasblamed by his Soldiers for ingaging with 
fo numerous an Army ; fo thac, Cyrus not ftirring out againft him the next 
day, he thought it beft co retreat to Sardis , and fent out of hand for aide to 
Amefis King of «/ Egypt , and Labynitus of Babylon, whom he hid by a 
League obi iged to h : m : to the Lacedemonians alfo co difpaccb their Auxili¬ 
aries within $. month, with which refting chat winter, he would re-invade 
* the 
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Retreacech to tht Per fans the following Spring. Accordingly he difmifledall his merce- 
Sardis. naries (landing then in no need of their, as he thought; which Cyrus hearing 
refolyed with all fpeed cq follow him r 6 Sardis , hoping he might utterly de- 
feac him before he could recoiled his Forces: and accordingly marchin° into 
Lydia he prevented any meffage of his coming. Crafus, though exceedingly 
perplexed at fo unexpected a thing, gathered his fubjeCfts together, as time 
would give leave, and provided for his defence; wh-ch the other percei¬ 
ving, and fearing the power of his Horfe (wherein the Lydians excelled all 
ocher people of A fa) took off the burthens from all theCaraels,that follow¬ 
ed Camp, and fetcing Riders upon them, placed them in the front; the 
fmell of which (when the Armies joyned') the Horfes not enduring, turned 
Overthrown afide. Yec were not the Riders thereby deterred from fighting but dif- 
inbatcel. mounting, performed on Foot what couldbe expeited, till ovlr-powared 
rather with number then valour, they were put to flight, and befieged in the 
And befieged.

39. Crafts chinking he might poflibly be able to hold out fome confider- 
able time, fent again co his confederates <-0 halien their fuccours. But Cy- 
rui on the fourteenth day of che fiege offering a g-eat reward co him thac 
lnould hrft mount the Wall, one Hyreades , a Marian, hiving taken notice 
of a place, vvhich becaufe of its heighch and precipitancy was held impreg¬ 
nable, and therefore negle&ed by the befieged (where yec he had feen a 
Souldier come down co fetch his Helmet he had let fall) made means t 0 
climb up, and after him more and more followed, till the Citie was chereby 

Sardis taken, furprized. All places being full of {laughters, a Souldier not knowing Cra - 
M was about to kill him; which he neglected,as willing to dye with his 
Kingdom. But his dumb fon, affrighted at the danger he faw him in, is faid y,d e iw 
to have broken filence (or dumbneffe) with this expreflion;^*, * notkill SiX 
c rafts, and thenceforth to have enjoyed the ufe of his tongue. Thus Crafts Aid. Geihum.

46. Then fent he Hyftafpes into Phrygta , who fubdued the Country, and 
took the King prifoner; at what time the Greek* of Afia fubmitted.them- 
felves, procuring by gifts, that they fhould not be conftrained to receive any 
Garrifon, but onely pay Tribute, andferve in the Wars. Afterward, in , 
his march to Babylon, he brought under the greater Phrygia, fubdued the 
Cappadocians and Arabians. He fate down before thac City with a vail 
Army, the walls whereof after , he had viewed, he concluded there was no 
ftormmg of it, and refolved the beft way was to pine them out. Underftan- 
din* then, that they were provided within for a whole year, he divided his 
Army into twelve parts,afligning to each a moneth to lye in Leaguer,ac which 
the befieged fcoffed as utterly out of danger. But Cyrus taking notice how 
the River ran through the Cicy, caufed deep ditches to be made, which by 
dreining, rendered it fordable, and fo taking advantage of a folemn Feaft, en- 
tred by night, and furprized them all in their cups. The King was flam by 
Gobryas and Gadatas, who both, being formerly injured by him, had revolted 
to Cyrus. The Inhabitants, commanded upon pain of death to deliver up 
their Arms i inftantly obeyed. And thus the Babylonian Empire being quite 
overthrown, Cyrus affnmed to himfelfe Royall Majefty, fetling his Court 
with great wifdom, wherein Xenophon, in his moft exquifice Hiftory, maketh 
him to have excelled, in all things, to admiration.

therHiftori- t h e ; r children Spitaces and Magabemts. Aflyigas, rather than they fhould 
Si rvbe tortured, difeovered himfelf, and was firft bound with fetters, but afcer- 
E y wards honoured as a Father by Cyrus, who at length married Amytis , having 
killed Spitama, becaufe he had denied he knew where he was. • After the 
marriage, the Battrians gave up themfetves io Cyrus and Amytis, though 
formerly they made great and effeftuall refiftance. He relateth alfo how Cy¬ 
rus made War upon the Sac*, whofe King A marges he took prifoner; but 
Sperethra the Queen gathered an Army of 300000 Men, and 200000 Wo¬ 
men, and therewith-overthrowing Cyrus, took him with other prifoners, and 
thereby redeemed her Husband. With the help then of Amorges he made 
War upon Crcefus, and befieged Sardis , which City he took by a ftratageme 
taught him by Oebares • making images of the Per fans, and placing them up- ride j ulIutn 
on the Walls, at which the defendants were affrighted. But, before this, Froncinum 
Crcefus deluded by a Spcftrunt, gave out his Son, anHoibge to Cyrus r, and stratagem. 
delaying to perform what he had promifed, procured his death, which the Ub. 3. cap. 9 , 
Motner beholding from the wall, tumbled her felf down headlong, and yet 
was not killed; but, the City being taken, fled to Apollo* s Temple and died 
there. . 

48. Crcefus being bound in the Temple, by an art he had of deceiving the 
fight, three times was loofed, though tne place was fecured, and.committed 
to the care of Oebares ; for which , they thar. were bound with him loft their 
heads Then was he brought into the Palace and more ftrongly fetter d, but 
was loofed again by Thunder and Lightning. H'ereat Cyrus nis anger abated, 
and giving him his liberty, heufed him ever after with great refpe£!, and be- 
ftovved on him a great City called Barene , near to Ecbatane. After this, 

Cyrus fent Petifacas his Eunuch to fetch Aflyigas from the Barcanians, both 
he and his wife having a great defire to fee him: But Petifacas through the 
indication of Oebares left him in a defart place, where he was famifhed to 
death. The treachery was revealed by dreams, and Petifacas was given up in¬ 
to the hands of Amytis, who plucked out his eyes, his skin oyer his eares.

She (married at fourteen years of Age, according to the tradition 
of the Jem) was barren twenty years; but then her husband befeeching God 
for her, flae brought * forth twins (Efau znd Jacob) which ftrugled in her 
womb; the elder'being, as God foretold, to ferve the younger. Fivereen 
years afeer Abraham died, being 17 5 years old, having fojourned in the 
Land of Canaan a hundred years 522 after the death of Sem , four before that 
of Heber ; in the dayes of Inachus King of the Argives , 1821 years before 
the for a of Chrifi , in the 2183 year of the World. Of Abraham (be- 
fides Artapamu md-Charan before mentioned) * Berofus the Caldaan had 
fome knowledge, though he named him not. Hecateus not onely made 
mention of him by the .way, but wrote an Hiftory of him. Nicolaus Da- 
mafeenus in the fourth book of his Hiflories, related that Abraham ,a certain 
granger, reigned at Damafcus ; having come from a Countrey about Baby¬ 
lon, laid to be that of the Chaldaans. That he departed thence_ with his 
people into the Land of Canaan, afterwards called Jnd&a , where his pofteri- 
ty grew very numerous; concerning which he fhould fpeak in another place. 
In Jofeph tu his time the name of Abraham was famous at Vamafcenus ; 
where was fliewn a certain Village, called Abrahams dwelling. 

10. After the death of Abraham ,God bleffed Ifdack^, and made the fame 
Covenant with him. In a time of Famine, he alfo fojourned in Gfr^where 
diflembling concerning Rebecca his wife, the fame thing happened to them 
as formerly to Abraham and Sarah, from another Abimelech, which name 
was common to all the Kings of the Philiflins. Some years after, Ijhmael 
died , aged 137 years, 48 after his father, in the year of the World 2231. 
From his elded fon Ncbaioth, defeendedthe Nabathaans, who (g) inhabi¬ 
ted part of Arabia , from the River Euphrates to the Red-fea, called Arabia 
Petr a a , from Petra the Metropolis of the Countrey ; which, wanning fruits, 
abounded in Sheep and Cartel, (h) 'biodortts deferibeth it to have lyen 
like a Wildernefle untilled, as without inhabitants; without Rivers or Foun- 
tains.lt was unlawfull with them tofow or plant,to drink wine or build houfes, 
being extraordinary defirous of liberty, and judging thefe things but tempta¬ 
tions, to fuch as' were ftronger, co inthral them. Some of them kept Ca¬ 
mels, others Sheep; fome ufed to convey Spices, brought out of Arabia the 
Hapny,to the Sea. When they were invaded by an Enemy, they betook them- 
felves into the Wildernefle,' which being vnft, and without water, affoarded 
them fufficienc protection. Another fon of Ifmael, named Kedar , gave 
name to a place of Arabia the Defart, often mentioned in Scripture. It is 
thought that, though the Chufaans , Madianites , and Ifmaelttes were of 
feveral Originals ; yet they dwelt promifeuoufly together, and grew up into 
one Nation of the Saracens. _

Then , obtaining leave of Pharaoh , he and his Brethren, with a great com¬ 
pany of Courtiers, carried him into the Land of Canaan , andtmed him Gen 50 
there, according to his will, where they alfo mournedifor him 7 dayes. 

17. Being returned into vEgypt, Jofeph forgave his Brethren the fault 
theyformerly had committed againft him (which now they feared he would 
revenge, after their Father’s death,) and as long as he lived, he nouriihed them 
and their children. This fpace of time was 54 years after his Father’s death, 
at the end whereof, having exhorted them to Unity and Concord, forerel- 
Jefeph dieth. ling them their departure ouc of eAZgypt, and commanding them thence to A M 

carry his Bones, he dyed at the age of no years, when he had governed A ‘ ' 15 7 °’ 
*AEgypt ; under feverall King?, the fpace of 89. Trogm Pompenafxs ap¬ 
peared out of Jufiin * his Epitomizer) wrote many things concerning him, * L , & 
partly taken out of the Sacred Hiftory, partly mixed withfuch Fables as the 
Heathen were not wanting to invent concerning the Jews. Abram, M- fes, 
and Ifrael , are made by him Kings of Damafcus , which City rook it’s name 
from their Predeceffor. Ifrael had ten Sons, to whom he committed the 
Kingdom, and commanded them to call themfelves Jem from Judah, who 
diedbefore thedivifion , and whofe portion was dividedamongft them all. 
Theyoungeftof the 10 Sons was Jofeph ,whofe excellent wit tris Brothers 
fearing,they fold him to fome Marchants that carried him down into e/ <£ %yp>. 

Here learning the Magick Arts, he became very dear to the King, hiving 
skill in workin® Wonders, and interpretation of Dreams : moreover, no¬ 
thing either Divine or Humane was beyond his reach ; infomuch, that he 
foretold the barrennelfe of the ground feverall years before ic hapned, and all 
tAEgypt had periflaed withfamine, but that the King, by his advice, caufed 
Corn to be treafured up many years: finally, fuch was his knowledge, that 
his anfwersfeemed rather the Oracles of a God, then the renlies of a Man. 

Then followech chat Mofes was his Son, who, being both wife and beautiful, 
became a leader to fuch t/Egyptians as were infected with fcib and itch, and 
fo returned to Damafcus, the Country of his Anc.eftors. Which lyes (with 
others hereafter to be mentioned ) are to be attributed to the tnilice of the 
^/Egyptians. With the life of Jofeph endeth the firft Book of Mofes hif 
hiftory, called by the Greeks, Gtne/is, which concainech the account of 27,69 
years of the World. The next to it in order of time, the Book of Job is 
thought to be; of which Mofes alfo is reputed Author, by the common con¬ 
fent and opinion of the Hebrews. 

18. After the death of Jofeph, and all that generation, the Children of ExotI - *• 
Ifrael increafed abundantly, and grew exceeding mighty; fo that the Land 
The tfraelites was filled with their numbers. But a certain Kin® arifing, which knew not 
opproffed in Jofeph • to keep them down, he prefled them with fore Labour; and left 
they ftiould increafe, gave order to the Midwives to drowne all the Male 
Children in the River. At this time (58 years after the death of Jofeph, ebap.t. 
and 41 after that of Levi) Aruram , the Son of Caath, and Grand-fon of _, _ . 

Levi, by Jochabed the Daughter of Levi (fo called by an Hebraifm, and not ^*P er ^ ,um 
C aarh'a own Sifter as fome have thought) was made Father of a Son, whom * 2 x ° 1 ‘ 
mfs bo n. f or hjg beauty they hid 3 moneths, not fearing the Kings command, and when A m. J4z 8, 
he could no longer be concealed, put him in an Ark of Bul-rufties, daubed 
within and without wich Pitch, and laid him on the brinck of the River. 

Hither the King’s Daughter (by Jofephw called Thermntis) coming down 
to vvalli her felf, found the Babe; and moved with compalfion, fent fora 
Nurfe> which was Jochabed her felf, through che procurement of M» iam nowribut 

her Daughter, which had watched whac would become of the Child, and f/^olerfiT 
unknown, had offered her felfe for a meffenger. Being nurfed up, ftieedu- v ui. Iacob. 
cared him as her own Son, and called him Mofes , becaufe (he bad taken him Cappellum 
out of the water.

He 
was learned in all the Learning of th z Egyptians, and became mighty in 
words and in deeds. , e . 

19. But Mofes being grown up, by Faith refufed to be called the Son of 
Pharaoh’s Daughter, and defpifed the pleafure of his Court; having, accor¬ 
ding to Jjftpbw his hiftory, thrown down his Crown, fett upon his head when 
a Child, and trampled it under his feet; for which, as an ill omen, the Pneft 
(who had foretold/ that his Nativity would prove dyfaftrous to the oEgyf u ' 
ms) would have hid him {lain; but he was fpared through the affection of 
Thermutis. Being forty years old, hevifited his Brethren th z Ifraelttes; 
and looking upon their burdens, when he faw zntsEgyptian fmiting one of 
them, he Killed him, and hid his bodie in the fand. But this coming to 
Pharaoh' sear, he was forced to flye for his life, into the Land of Midian , 
where h; kept the Sheep of Jethro, or Hebab, Prieft of that Country, who A. M. 24*8.' 
,a W e him Zivporah his Daughter to wife. Forty years he continued with him, 
till the burthens of the Children of Ifrael^ were grown fo intolerable, after 3 * 
above 80 years continuance, that God, being moved with their cries, called 
to him out of a burning Bufh, as he was feeding Sheep, to fend him on a 
meflage to Pharaoh, about their difmiflion. He laboured by all means to 
make excufe; but at length, confirmed bypromifeof Divine afliftance by 
Miracles, and the company of his Brother Aaron , (3 years elder); he under¬

fiohe thereof. And, in memoriall of the thing, this they were to do every 

veer on the tenth day of that moneth (thenceforth commanded to begin 

the year, being called A bib) eating a Lamb in a travelling pofture, with their 

loyns girt, and ftaves in their hands. Thus left they «/£?;/", 43 o years after 

the firft.promife made to Abraham, and his leaving Ur of the Chaldaans , 400 

after the birth of Ifaac, 210 after J^'s defeent into Egypt, in the 2508* 

year of the World. This their departure is alfoattetted by Heathen Writers;

To thefe 
muft be added a mixed multitude; which, having taken up their religion, 
went out with them, and is thought: by fome co have confifted of as many 
more; fo that the whole fum of all together, at this rate, would arife to 
3000000. As for the number of the Ifraelites , ic need not feem incredible, 
chat from about 70 perfons in thefpace of 210 years, fo many fhould pro¬ 
ceed. For if but one man,in the thirtieth year of his Age ftiould begin to be 
a father, and had but in all ten Children, who alfo with their poftericy fbould 22 ?°% 
beget at the fame Age, that one man, before 200 years, would have def- a.m^/ 
cended from him, of thefixth Generation 1000000. of the fifth 100000. of mcmri1 
the fourth 10000, of great Grand-Children 1000. of Grand-Children 100. in civiutc u- 
and of Children 10.

■ 2. Mofes had gathered the people together, as Jofephus writeth, abouc e f 1,1 Aqrita- 
Rameffes the chief Citie of Gofnen, that they might be in a reaiinefle , and 
thence they came to Sttccoth where was their fecondftarion. Here Mofes wo tejintus eft. 
The Paffe- propounded the command of God concerning the annual obfervation of the quo-iaiioqui 
over annually Paffeover, and the Cenfecration of the firft born. A ready way hence co the tunc nevrni 
to be obfer- Land of Canaan would have been through that of the Philiftins ; but becaufe f ildcm

6f the promifed Land. From Etham they journeyed co Pibahiroth , and 
thence to the Red-fea. Hither Pharoh purfued them with all his Forces, re¬ 
penting he had let them go. They wer& there exceedingly ftruck with ter- 
rour, and murmured againft Mofes, for bringing them out of Egypt. In this 
, extremity God divided the waters of the Red-fea, which being as a Wall on 
both fides to them, they pifled over on dry ground. The Egyptians eflayed 
The ifraelites a ^9 to purfue them in this place; but the Pillar then removed from before 
paffe the Kerf-them , and placed it felt between them, giving light co the Ifraelites , 

Sea. but caufing great darknefle to their Enemies. Hereupon enfued great 

confternation , and a pannick fear amongft rhe Egyptians , which caufing 
great difturbance, the Lord alfo fought againft them, and they fled. But then 
the waters returned to their place and overwhelmed them all, fo that nei¬ 
ther Pharok, nor any one of his men efcaped.

He put the Calf into che fire, and grinding ic to pouder threw it into 
the Brook, and made them co drink of the water : then commanded the Lf- 
vites co cake every man his fword,and flay his Neighbour j fo that of che peo¬ 
ple fell thac day about 3000 men. After this, going up into the Mount the 
fecond time, he interceded for the people, and at his return, removed the 
Tabernacle, or Tent, wherein he ufed to fpeak with God, out of the Camp, 
in token of che Lords difpleafure.- He hewed two new Tables of ftone like 
to the former, and having given order for the making of an Ark of Wood, 

• and all things about che Tabernacle, according to the pattern (hewed him in 
the Mount, he went up the third time, and continued there fourty dayes and 
as many nights without eating any thing, as before. In this time God wrote 
anew che ten Commandments;and,being pacified, renewed the league condi¬ 
tionally, and propofed ocher Laws to the people. When Mofes returned his 
face (hone , fo that he put thereon a vail when he fpake to the multitude, to 
which he declared Gods comtmnds, urged the obferv’tion of the Sabbath, and 
che offering for making of the Tabernacle; in the work whereof, the latter 
part of this year was fpent by Bc^aleel, and his Companions.

The Sanbc- ny , and was at length quen-hed by the prayer of Mofes. Here alfo Mofes 

aim. complaining to God of the. e teat burthen which lay upon him; the Sanhedrim 

of the feventv Elder was inftituted. In this place, moreover, God gave the 
people Quailes for a whole monech on which they furfeited, fo that a plague 
arofe whil’ft che fle(h was yet betwixt their teeth, and many perifhed. Hence 
the place had its name of Ktiroth-Hattaavah, or the Sepulchers of eoncu-

7. From Kibroth-Hattaavah they removed to Hazerotb , where Aaron chap. u. 
‘Miriam ftruck an< * Miriam t pake againft Mofes about his wife; Mirians io: that,was ftruck 
with Leprofie. with Leprofie,and caft out of the Campjtill ^rfr<7»,confe(Tmg their fault,and 
interceding co Mofes for her,he prayed to God, and (fie was healed. She 
being after feven dayes received again into the Camp, they removed, and chapa y. 
cameto Ritkma , near unto Cadef-barnea, in the fame defart of Par an. In 
the fifth monech of the fecond year, and the time of Vintage , Caleb che fon, 
of Jepbttnnc , Jofhaa the fon of Nun , a fid ten other principal men were 
The Spies ^hence fenc to fpy the Land of Canaan. After fourty dayes they returned, 
fearch chc bringing with them of the fruit of the Land. Caleb and jojhuah incouraged 
Lan L the people, but the reft utterly difh;atcned them, caufing them to difpair 
ever to poffeffe it , becaufe of the ftrength of the walled Towns and the 
Gyancs which there lived. This raifed fuch a mutiny, chat they not onely 
murmured againft Mofes, but fpike of miking them a Ciptain, and of return- *"• *• 
ing into Egypt , threatning co ftonzCaleb and Jofbtsa, who laboured to the 
contrary. This fo highly provoked che Lord, that he threatned fuddenly to 
deftroy them, and being prevailed wich by Mofes co mitigate his wrath, de¬ 
nounced chat none of twenty years and upwards (fiould ever enter into the 
promifed Land,but wander up and down till their darkeifes fell in the Wil- 
dernefte; except Caleb and lofhua. And this fencence was prefently execu¬ 
ted upon the ten,which had caufed che fedicion. G 8. Whan 
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Sect , 2 8 . When they had therefore now arrived at the borders of the promifed 

Land, they were commanded to turn back again into the Wildernefle towards 
the Red Sea. But to make fome amends, as they thought, for their late fear 
The lftaciitcs anc j cowar dife, they arofe in the morning; and, againft the expreffe command 
commanded ^ Mofes, went up into the Mountain to fight, where the Amalekites - and 
w turn back. C( f n J nitef thac there inhabited, fmote and difeomfited them even unto Her- 
mah At their return they wept before the Lord, but were not heard; and 
upon this occafion, and the death of thofe thac fell daily in the Defart, Mofes, 
as it’s thought, compofed the 9.0 P.fflm, wherein complaining of Humane 
frailty, and Ihorcnefle of life, he fignifieth that Man’s age was reduced to 70 or 
80 years; and fo now the third cime was it, as it were, cut fhorter by the 
halfe; the two former having been immediatly after the Flood; and again, 
in the time of Vhaleg , at the divifion of the Earth. 

a Thenceforth, from their departure from Cadej-Barnea , are numbred 
17 more ftations in the Wildernefle of Par an, wherein they fpentq8 years, 
wandring about, till all the rebellious ones were confumed. The things 
which hapned in thofe years, cannot certainly be fixed upon any particular 
one, Mofes herein being filent. Yet it is thought, that the Hiftory of the 
Man that gathered flicks on the Sabbath day, and for it wasftonedj of the 
rebellion of Corah and his Companions, of Aaron's Rod that budded. See. 
are to be referred to the latter part of thefecond year; none of the forty, 
except the two former and the laft of all, being taken norice or by Mofes , who 
recordeth onely the 17 manfions which were taken up, during the 37 years 
. . w thac pafled between. The 17* and the laft of tbefe ( being the 32nd manfi- 
lan< r (m?7~ on reckoned from the beginning) was at Ewn^abe. , upon the Red Sea in 

the Country of tbe&fewjw, whence they came to Cai'J, where they took N 
up their 3 2 manfion. Httrome and others, account this Cades the fame with 
CaHa-imm the 15* flation, making the Ifrvlim to have after fo many 
windings and turnings, in fo many years, returned to the fame place. But, 
others finding Cadts-bpmea in the Southern confines of Canaan , will have 
diis Ca Us or Kad.e(h, a place different from it, and near to Ezion-gaber up¬ 
on the Red Sea , (whence they immediately pafled to it) m the Defart of 
Zin. Whilft they remained in Cades, Miriam died at the age of 126 years, chap, i«. 
Miriam dicth. ^ ’ ms t h ere buried. After this the people murmured, beciufe the water 
which had fftherco followed them from the Rock Rep hi dim , here failed, 
being, as fomethink, fwallowed up of the Red Sea. Hereupon Mofes and 
Aaron were commanded onely to [peak, to a Rock in that place, to give out 
water; but Mofes, wearied wich the untowardneffe of the multitude, uttered 
fome words of impatience and diffidence, and y^w^the Rock twice, fotmt 
the water gufhed out in great abundance. Becaufe they did not fanaine 
God in the eyes of the people, he was angry with them, and excluded them 

both from entering into the Land of promife. ' .

40 year, the King of Arad, who inhabi- cf) 2f 
ted the fourhem pares of Canaan, came out againft them and took many pn- 
foners; whereupon, they vowed, if God would deliver his Country into 
their hands, to deftroy his Cities. Hereunto God affenting, they went up,

qmihcd. 'about the Land of Edom ( againft which God had charged them not to fight, 
becaufe of their Anceftors) and came to the 35th manfion of Ifalmona, 
which fignifieth an image. Forhere the people murmuring againft the Lord 
and Mofes, becaufe of the tedioufneffe of the journy, and loathing Manna, 
were bitten by fiery Serpents fent by God (the Greeks c all them Dypffides, 
and v£Uan maketh them chiefly to Dreed in Arabia)’, fo that many perijhed

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without remedie. At lengch , Mofes by God’s appointment erected on Sect. 2. 
a pole a brazen Serpent, upon which as miny as looked, were prefently made CS~V~\Lj 
whole. 

11. From Tfalmona they came to Pmon, thence to Oboth, and fotoJ/V- 33,8134. 
Abarim, on the borders of Moab, in the Defarc thereof, towards the Sun- 
rifing. Here runneth the Brook Lared, towards which, when they pafled, 

God commanded them not to make War upon the Moabites, who had for¬ 
merly beaten hence Giants called Emmim, as their Brecheren the Ammo- 
nites had alfo outed others, known by the name of Z*mz.ummim. Thirty 
eight years after their removall from Kades.barnea, the Ifraelites pafled Za- 
red, all the carkeifes of the rebellious being in thit fpace fallen intheWil- 
derneffe, and came to their 39th Manfion of D,kon-Gad. Thence they tra¬ 
velled ro Almon-Diblathaim, ftill in the Defart of Moab, and being to 
touch upon the borders of the A mmonites , God forbad them to moleft thefe 
alfo, becaufe defeended of juft Lot. He commanded them to pafle over 
the River Arnon ; which having done, they removed to their 41 Manfion, 
in the Mountain of Abarim , over againft Nebo. 

Sifm Kin* of I2 * ^ uC the Wildernefle of Kedemoih, Mofes fent to Sihon , the Dcut. ir. 
Hejhbon. 0 Amorite, King of Hejhbon, to defire leave peaceably to pa fie through his Bor- . T , 

ders; but he refufed, and oppofed them at Jahaz., whe-e he was difto.nfited lsuma * f - 
and flain. The Ifraelites thus became Matters of his Cities and Country, 
which (as Jofephtu writeth) lay like an Ifland between three Rivers ; Arnon lib. 4, 
on the South, fabock^m the North, (which falling into for dan , lofeth it’s cajp,f - 
name) and Jordan it felf on the Weft; being on the Eaft, bounded with the 
Mountains of Arabia. As they proceeded by the way of Bafan, Og King 
Og King cf thereof, who remained of the Giants called Rtphidim , oppofing them, was 
Bajhan, alfo flain, and his Country wholly fubdued, with the deftru&ion of it’s Inha¬ 
bitants ; and in like manner all Argob (afterwards called Trachonitis) where¬ 
in were Sixty Cities. After thefe Vi&ories, they removed from the Moun¬ 
tains of Abarim , and came to their 42^ and laft Manfion (taken up by Mo- Numb. 2*. 
fes) near Jordan, lying from fefmoth unto Shittim or Abel-Shittim, in the 
plains of Moab, which was fo called, becaufe the Moabites formerly poffef- 
iedthem, till driven beyond Arnon by the Amorites. Here they continued 
till they were led thence by Jojhna, to pafle over Jordan ; 

13. When Balack^ King of Moab had heard all thac the Ifraelites did to 
the Amorites ; left under pretence of paffage, they mighc alfo feize upon 
his Kingdom, he confulted with the Midianites, and fent into Mefopotamia Numb. 12 
for Balaam the Son of Beor , the Soothfayer, to come and curfe them ; in- 23, 34* chat, 
natim. tending afterwards, to fall upon them. Balaam, having the pleafure of God 
revealed to him, at firft feared to come: and chough he came at the fecond 
meffage, and laboured all he could to curfe them; yeewashe over-ruled, and 
his curfe turned into a bleffmg. But although he had no power to curfe, yec 
the people CC the King to that which tended efpecially to tneir deftru&ion; To

thofe that were hanged and fell by the Sword, being added, advance the 
number to 24000. Phineas the Son of Eliazar the Prieft executing judg¬ 
ment upon Zimri an IfraeUte, and Conbi a Madianitijh Woman, in the ztt 
of Fornication ; the Wrath of God was thereby appeafed, and che Plague 
ftaied.

people. people. In this fpace of 40 years all the Men of War were perifhed, except 
Caleb and Jojbua, which amounted to the number of 503000. Yet was there 
by this time fuch a fupply ofyoung ones grown up, chat they almott equalised 
the number of their Fathers; there being'found 501730, from 20 years old 
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ct. 2. and upwards, befides 23000 Levices, reckoned from a monech old. After 
this, Mofes, by Gods command, fent Phineas with 12000 Men againft the 
AJidiamtes, who had confpired with the Moabites agiinft them. Hedeftroy- cha ?' 3 *' 
m flain. ec { t hem, and among!* them Balaam the Soothfayer, who, as ic appeareth, was 
not yet returned. The Women they brought away Captives; whereof the 
Married-ones they flew, and kept the Virgins for tnemfelves.

The land be-amongltthe Ret.benites, Gadites , and the half Tribe of Manafes, on this 
yoni foidaa condition, that they fhould accompany their bretheren over the River Jor- 
divl cd> dan, and aflift them in the conqueft of the Land of Canaan , fo long as need 
fhould require. 

t 5. The time now drew near, that Mofes muft dye, being not to paffe 
over into the Land of Canaan . Therefore in the ud* monetfi of the 40* 
year, he made a repetition ot the Law to the people, related God’s bene- Deur. 1, See. 
fits beftowed on them, and exhorted them to obedience. The Law he wrote 
in a Book, and commanded it to be read every 7th year, at the Fcaft of Ta¬ 
bernacles. He alfo, at the command of God, wrote a Song concerning the 
future Idolatry, and afflictions of the Israelites . {ojh-a being then ordained 
Captain of the people in his ftead, heafeended from the plains of Moab to 
Mount Ntbo , part of the Mountains of Abarim, and whofe top is called Deut, ult. 
Phafga or P f?ah, looking towards Jericho. There God having {hewn him 
« dicth. t h^ Land of Canaan, from the one fide to the other, he died fome $ months A. M. ay+R. 
after Aaron, being 120 years old (the third part of which time faving one 
monerh, he {pent, as * Jofephtts wriceth, in Government) in the 40 year 4 +• 

ending, after he had brought the Ifraelites ouc of oEgjpt , the year of the 
World 2^48. God buried him in the Valley of Moab over againft Beth- 
Ptor, and no Man knoweth of his Sepulcher to this day. Concerning his bo¬ 
dy, a conteft hapned between Michael the Arch-Angel and the Devill; the 
reafon of which i& thought to be, becaufe Satan wo :Id have had the place 
thereof known, that the people might be drawn to Idolatry out of reverence 
co fo great a perfon. The Ifratlites mourned for him 10 dayes, and with his 
life endeth the Pentateuch, or his five Books. The Book of Jojhna follow¬ 
ed, taking it’s beginning from the 41th 0 f the departure out of t/BgJp^ and 
the 2549* year of the World. . 

1 6. Whilft the Ifaehtes were ftill mourning for Mofes, the two Spies J®* 1 *.',*, 3 ,+ 
were Cent over Jordan , (as fome think) to fea-cia dr Land.

j nt ? the richo. Here, (it’s thought the next day ) God commanded tha r all the Males 
c A ~ fhould be circumcifed, this Sacrament being omi-red ever fince chey left 
Mount Sinai ; becaufe they were in conft-nt exreiVrion of travell : upon 
which account neither had chey kept the Pafleover fince that time. Three 
dayes they refted, and on the fourth they did ear rhe Pafleover, atad the day 
following unleavened bread of the Com of the Land, at which time Manna 
ceafed, after it had continued 40 years. .

themfelves and poftericy; yet fuch,as flavery was joyned therewith. Adan- w 
fedel^ King of Jerufalem, and the Kings of Hebron , jarmmh , Lach/fh , and 
Deber, enraged hereac,confpired againft them and fell upon tfaeir Citie; to 
the relief whereof Jojbua being called, raifed che fiege, and profecucing his vi¬ 
ctory againft the Kings, at his command the Sun flood ftill over Gibeon, and cha l’- l °- 
The Sun and the Moon in che Valley of Aja/on. Upon which ftrange miraculous accident 
Moon ft and this is obferved,chat Ajalon being fcarce a German mile Weftvvard of Gibeon, 
ftxU * the Moon, as *ris probable, was then decreeing, or in the wane , and, thefe • 

cwo Luminaries ftanding ftill and moving together,the Aftronomical account CoiomM ' m * 
was thereby nothing at all difturbed. 

18. Jolhua drave the five Kings to that ftreight that they hid themfelves 
in a Cave at Mark'd* , where after he had utterly vanquished and de- 
flStiuhc ftro £ ed cheir An ™ es > he cook them » ancl killing them, hanged their Carcafes 
King! on “ vc Tress c iii Sun “ fec: then caft them into the Cave and laid a great 

heap of ftones thereon. After their death he warred with many other petty chap 1 1 &< 
Kings, as with the King of Libnah , Lachifh, Gew, Eglon, Hebron, and the 
reft: there was not one Citie that made peace with Ifrael fave the Hivites, 
the inhabitants of Gibeon* all others rhey took in battel, and utterly deftroyed, 
except fuch as iepleafed God to referve, for a lafh and fcourge , wherewith 
to reduce them in times of Rebellion and for cheir exercife to be as Thorns in 
their eyes, and Goads in their fide?. The Canaanites being thus deprived of 
their ancient habitat ion by JoJhua and the Ifraelites ; Many of them , as is 
conjectured, removing to the Mediterranean-Sea, (where they were known 
afterwards by the name of Phan't cions ) continued not all there, but fpread 
themfelves abroad* and lent Colonies far and wide into many places of Eu¬ 
rope, A fia , and Afick^ , concerning which that excellent book of Bocharttci, 
called Canaan, is to be confulred. That ifr remarkable, which * Procopius 
mentioned concerning Pillars ere&ed in the Province of Africk. , called 
Tingitana, with a Phoenician- infeription to this putpofe: We are they who fled 
from the face of JoJhua the Robber , the fon of None. How long this War 
continued till che divifion of che Land, is not exprefled in Scripture ; yet is 
thence to be gathered. For C aleb being fourty years old when with others he 
was fent by Mofes to fearch the Land, was at che time of the Divifion, as he 
faich, 4 5 years older. Now the Spies were fent out in the fifth monech of 
the fecond year, after their departure out of Egypt, or fooner; fo that from 
that time to che entrance into Canaan , followed almoft 39 years; (the Ifrae- 
iites being fourty years in the Wildernefle) which being deducted ouc of the 
faid forcy five,fix years and fome few remain;during which che War in Canaan 
muft have continued.

The Epbraimites took Oreb and Zeeb ; Gideon following the Chace beyond 
Jordan wholly difeomfited them, and cook, and flew two Kings of the Ml cha ^ 
dianices; Zrba and Zalmama. After fo great a viftory the Ifraelites of¬ 
fered him the Kingdom; but he refufed ic, and asked onely the earings of 
che prey, wherewith he made an Ephod which afterwards give occahon to 
idolatry (all lfrael going a whoring after ir) and became a fnare to him and 
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his houfe. But thus Midi an being fubdued, the Country was in quiecnefle 
under Gideon 40 years, as moft read it; but,as others, was quiet in the 4 cth 
year; y z. after quietnefle reftored to it by Deborah and Ba ach. 

.26.Though Gideon refufed the Soveraignty,yec A b, me lech his bafeSon chin¬ 
king fuch a ching was not to be negleited, dealt with the Sichemites , of whofe 
City his Mother was native, to make him King : and by their help he feized 
on the Kingdom , having (lain his Seventy Brethren upon one Hone; Jot ham 
th^ youngeft onely efcaping. The Ifraelites, after Gideon's death, had again 
turned atrer Idols, and therefore God noc onely fubjedted chem to the Do¬ 
minion of this moft wicked of all parricides, but to inteftine diffentions, by 
reaionof him.

Jepthah replyed, that in their 
journey from *A-g'pt, they fent to the Kings of Edom and Moab, to defire 
pafl.ige through their Coafts; but this being denied, they turned afide through 
the Wildernefle, and compaffed about the Lands,of £*Wand Moab , not 
corning within the borders of Moab , and fo at length came and pitched on the

28. Seeing the God of Ifrael had difpoflefled the Amorites, he demanded 
a re Tor, why he ftiould poflefle that Country; and whether he was any thing 
better then Ba/acfthz Son of Zippor , King of Moab, who never ftrove nor 
forght againft Ifrael. Laftly, he asked him, why he recovered not rhe Land 
all the jco years which the Children of Ifrael ha'd enjoyed ic, and appealed 
to God for righ eous. judgement betwixt them.

Some fay, if fo many years really pafled, betwixt the laft year of Mofes, fave 
one, and this time of Jepthah , as thofe fucceflions do make; 400 years was 
rather to have been mentioned, feeing the number exceeded that of 3C0; 
and therefore accounting the other way ihorcof 300, they allegde, rhit it is 
ufuall, when a full or round number is chofen, rather to make ufe of that 
which moft favourech their caufe; and therefore Jepthah meant by 30c, 
about, or almoft fo many. On the contrary, others believe, that the f crip- 
cure doth noc fuffer them to omit the years of Servitude, and contain them 
under thofe of che Judges, which they fuppofe clearly appeareth out of thofe 
* words before mentioned, which in generall deferibe the condition of che s l1,15 ‘ 
Ifraelites , as fnccefively guilty of Idolatry, then punilhed, and delivered; 
after which, falling into an Anarchy at the death of their deliverer, rhey again 
relapfed into the fame fin. They will have al fo the particular accounts of thefe 
things in Scripture, by their order and diftir.clion, to hold out no lefle un¬ 
to us.

twenty years; and that,the time being long, all the houfe of Ifrael lamented 
before the Lord at CMizyeh ; which paffages are joyned unto the ferlous ex¬ 
hortation of Samuel to move them to repentance.

would ask. He asked onely wifdom to govern his people, and neither 
riches nor honour; with which God was fo well pleafed, that he made him to 
excell therein all meer men, and accumulated alfo the other upon him^L

(for which David his Father had made large provisions) Paphres King of Clemens 
tsEgypt fupplying him with S°°oo Men, and Hiram King of Tyre with as Stromat.lib. 4. 
many, befides an Architect named Hypero (whofe Mother was an Ifratlttijh 
Woman, of the Tribe of Judah ) ; he laid the foundation of the Temple in 
the 4* year of his reign, and rbe fecond day of thefecond monetn Zif. 

The building The Stru^ure being iffbuilding 7 years, the work began (according to their 
of the Tcm- computation, who by reckoning the years of the Judges, and the opprelfiorcs 
pIc * feverally, add 100 years to the t /£ra of the World) in the 3089 th year from 

the Creation entering, was dedicated in the 3095 th ending, and in the 
587 th year after the departure out of ^/Egypt, alfo ending ; from which if 
\vefubilraathofe40 they lived in the Wilderneffe, then 547 years willbe 
found to have paffed from the Originall of Jubilies to the Dedication of the 
Temple, which make up eleven Jubilies, and eight years, fo the fervice ^ ov - Ca P- 
therein began in the eighth year of the twelfth Jubilie, or in the firft year of ** us ‘ 
the fecond week of rhe twelfth, which feemeth agreeable to the Ceremoniall 
Law, wherein moft things confift in the number of 7, and are reckoned by 
Sabbaticall years and Jubilies. And if we divide 3095 by 7, we frail find the 
Temple dedicated in the firft year of the44^ week from the Creation, al- 
moft twelve intire Jubilies after the Service thereof had been firft appointed 
on Mount Sinai. 

, 43. About the fame time Solomon built a Navie at Efion-gaber , on the * Kin g«- T * 

Solomon s. ft-ioar of the Red Sea , in the Land of Edom. This' furnifhing with his own 

aTy * Subjects and the Tyrians (then, by reafon of the fituation of their Countrey, 

the beft Sailors in the World) fent to him by Hiram, he difpatched to 
Ophlr, once in three yeers, for gold and other marchandife, whence they 
brought him 420 talents. The Country of Edom, David had formerly fub- 
dued, and thence Solomon his Son had the priviledge of building his Ships 
there. t/£leth or Eloth, called by other Writers ^Elana and planum, 
was then a famous City, feated upon the Arabvw Gulf to part whereof, ly¬ 
ing about it, it gave appellation. As Efion-gaber was the ArcenaU for buil¬ 
ding the Navie ; fo this City feemeth to have been the Emporium or Mart- 
town : and, as long as the Edomites continued under the obedience of the 
Kingdom of Judah, ic is probable, that thence Marchandife was tranfported 
to Petra, the chief City of Arabia, andfo to JerufaUm. But when the 
Edomites revolted (which happened after the death of Jthofaphat ) thecourfe 
was altered from Jerufalem to Rhino colura , a City in Phoenicia upon 
t/E^ypt ; and there continued long, till fuch time as the Ptolomie's with 
much adoe, brought down the trade to Alexandria. To effe& this, they 
made two Pores upon rhe borders, whereof the one bare the name of Bere¬ 
nice, and is miftaken by Jofcphtu for Efion-gaber , that lying at a great di- 
, , , ftance both from this and E/ath, which feemeth to be the fame place, mend- c , ■

44. As thisNavigation of rhe Tyrians gave a beginning to their Fame in m. 16.%. 780. 
that Art; fo from it (as is probably conceived) came the name of the Red Sea, d. & 781. 
or chic of Edom, firft to be famous in other Countries. Their Traffick in- Ab, &c. 
creating, they might well fend out Colonies into other parts; and hence, as 
Herodotus writeth, the Sea-coart of Arabia might be inhabited by them; but 1 
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as for their coming from thefe parts to inhabit Phoenicia^ which opinion feem- c ec t 5 
eth to have taken it's originall, from the journey of the Ifraelites out of thefe 
Coafts) ic is a meer Fable. Sailing out of the Arabian into rhe Perfian 
Gulf, the name of Red Sea might upon this occafion be given by them co both 
(which is ufually to be expounded of both in ancient Wricers) the word Edom, 
being changed into others of the fame figmfication in feveraft Languages. 

As for Ophlr, if we think this Country denominated from' the Son of Sem, 

(or him from ic) either immediately by his habitation therein, or rather me¬ 
diately by the Tyrians impofing that name upon ic, which properly belonged 
to a place in Arabia ; chen need wee not feek for ic in America , and fe%n 
ftrange circuits to have been made, from the Red Sea round about Affct^ 
to fail thither; as thofe, who place it in that part of the World, are for¬ 
ced codo. 

His buildings 4 j t Solomon after the dedication of the Temple , fortified Jerufalem with 
a treble wall, and repaired Hadron, the ancient Metropolis of the Can a*. 
nites ; fo did he Go** of the Philiftins : he builc Bethoron, Gerar, and the 
Millo, or munition of Jerufalem. He alfo builc Me^iddo in Manajfth on 
this fide Jordan, Batah in Van, and Thadmor ; which may be eicher Tha- 
rneronfm the Defan: otjudaa, mentioned by Ptolomy, or Palmyra, as Jo- 
fephm thinkerh, ficuace intheDefarc of Syria, on the borders of his Domi¬ 
nions; which being many Ages after rebuilt by Adrian the Emperour, was 
named after him A { dnanopolis . He built for himfelf in thirteen years time a 
Palace, and an houfe for his Wife the Daughter of Pharaoh. After chis, 
be offered twency Towns, bordering upon the Tribe of A (her, to Hiram 
King of Tyre, as a reward for the affiftance he afforded him in his buildings • 
but he refufing them, be placed Colonies therein.

He had 700 Wives, and 
300 Concubines, which turned his heart after other gods, fo that he wencaf- 
cer AJhtaroth the goddeffe of the Sidomans, and Mdcnm the abhominarion 
of the Amontes : ihe built an high-place for Chemofh the abhomination of 
Moab, in the hill before Jerufalem, for Molech the abhominacion of the 
Children of Ammon; andfo did he for all his ftrange Wives, which burnc 
incenfe, and facrificed to their gods. This provoked the* God of If ael. w ho 
had twice appeared to him ; infomuch, that for his horrible ingratitude, he 
determined evil concerning his Kingdom, to be fulfilled in his Son. Yet

All thefe ftill remained 
the Subje&s of Rehobo am, though ten Tribes are faid to have revolted, the 
Tribe of Dan being attributed to Jeroboam, for that Dan the chief City, was 
within his dominions; and becaufe the Tribe of Manajfeh being feparated 
and divided into two parts, might be reckoned for two Tribes.

He imitated the.impiety.of his Father; his heart not be¬ 
ing perfedf before the Lord his God, and yet God remembring the Cove¬ 
nant made wich David, brought him by a fatherly correflion into order, and 
acknowledgement of his Soverai®ncy. ' He alfo warred with Jeroboam all his i Kinguf. 
dayes, 'who coming up againft him with - 8odcoo Men, he joyned battell 
wich him having but half fo many, and yet rrufting in God, obtained Victo¬ 
ry, and killed 500000 Ifrael/tes, the greateft number vve read to have fallen 
in one battel. He took from him Bethel , Jeskanah, and Ephraim , with 
their Towns; neither did Jeroboam recover his ftrength in his time. Abijah 
waxed mighty,married fourteen Wives,begat two and twenty Sons and fifteen 
Daughters. Yet he reigned but three years.

In his 1 1 th year, accordi ng to Jofephus, $f.ct. ^ 
came Lerach the Ethiopian againft him,wich iooooco Men,of Cajhaansfm- 
habiting Arabia , where alfo Zeroth his Ethiopia is onely to be found) and 
Labaans, befides 300 Chariots. To thofe he oppofed himfelf wich 300000 

of Judah, and 280000 of Benjamin^ and, calling upon his God, obtained 
the Victory, which he profecuted and got much bootie. Recurnnig to Jeru- 
falem, hewasfo wrought upon by the words of A pariah the Prophet, che 
Son of Odid, as together wich his own Subjects and others, (chac fell to him 
in abundance ouc of Ifrael) he facrificed to, and made a Covenant with, God. 

Then proceeding in the reformation of his Kingdom, he removed Maaca 
his Grand-mother from her dignity, becaufe (lie was the patronefle of Idola¬ 
try. Baa fa no.v who reigned'in Ifrael, provoked wich the revolt of his Sub¬ 
jects, and jealous of the growing power of Aft, came up againft him, and 
built Rama, in the 36th year from the divifion, left any ihould go in or ouc 
to him. Aft to divert him, hired Ben had ad the King of Syria to invade 
//r.if/.This Ben-hadad was che Son of Tabrimmon, and Grand-fon to Hez,- 
rin, or Re&iv, the firft King of Dumafeus, and from him the Sirnameof 
Uadad defeended upon his Pofterity. He fmote Jion, Dan, Bethmaach, 
iW Civeroth, with the Land of Napthali, and conftrained Baafa to leave off 
building Ramah. A fa then deftroyed Ram ah, and with the ftones thereof 

- built Seba and Miz.?ab ; but was checked by God for not trufting in him, 

but putting his confidence in the King of Syria • and War for this was de¬ 
nounced to be upon him all his dayes. Hereat he grew angry with the Seer 
that brought che meflage; and opprefied fome of his people: and for this was 
punifiaed wich the Gout in his later dayes, for a remedy to which, he had re- 
courfe to the Phyficians, and not to God. So he died, in the 41 year of his 
reign. 

Jehofaphat. 5. Jehofaphat fucceeded him, to a good Father a better Son. In his l K w gs 

third year he fenc the Ltvites throughout che Cities to teach the people, ha- • 30 7 * 
ving removed che Sodomites out of tne Land. He married his Son Jehoram 
to Athaliah the Daughter of Ahab King of Ifrael, and in his 18 r h year 
made him Vice-King. This affinity drew him down with Ahab to fight 
againft Ramoth-Gilead, where Ahab received his death’s wound, ana he 
efcaped narrowly with his life. For joyning himfelf with this wicked King, 
he was forely chidden by Jehu the Prophet, che Son of Hanani ; which fo 
affected him, as he reformed his Subjects, travelling himfelf from Beerjheba 1 Chron. 19, 
unto Mount Ephraim to accomplifh it: he alfo conftituted Judges, to whom 2 °> z1, chap * 
he gave a pious and ftfiCt charge. After this the Moabites , Ammonites , and 
a great multitude of others invaded him ; againft which he firft ftrove by 
Prayer to God, and thereby obtained Victory, his Enemies being fo ftricken 
with madnefle , that they fell upon, and flaughtered one another. After¬ 
wards intending to fend Ships for gold to Ophir ; becaufe he joyned wich wic¬ 
ked Aha^iah King of Ifrael, the Lord fpoiled the works, and the Ships * 

were broken ac Efon-geber. Some think he made his Son Partner in tne 
Kingdom it felf, having formerly been but his Vicegerent, a year or two be¬ 
fore he died. He reigned 25 years, or rather 24, with fome odd months.

Elijah being vcr£ «*• 
before this taken up to Heaven, the Jews have believed that this Letter was 
fent down thence. Some think, there was another Prophet of this name; but 
moft are inclined to believe, that forefeeing,before his affumption, the Idola¬ 
try of this man, he left this Letter with his Schollers to be delivered to him 
in due time. According to the threatnings therein contained, God firft flir¬ 
ted up againft him the Philiftins and Arabians, who making an invafion took 
away all his goods, his wives, and fons,except Jehoahaz. che youngeft, other- 
wife c died d hazjinh and A pariah. Afterwards God ftruck him with an 
incurable difeife in his bowels, which after two years came out of his body; 
fo that he miferably died, having reigned eight years; three whereof are to 
be reckoned in coniunilion with his father. He was buried without honour 
ac Jerufalem , notin the Sepulcher of Kings; not defired, miffed, nor la¬ 
mented.

to repair the Temple, which now- had flood 155 years. But Jehojada being 
dead (who lived 130 years; the Jews obferving that he, the repairer of the 
Temple, was born the fame year, that the builder thereof died ) Idolatry 
brake out afrefh through his connivance. The Prophets exclaimed againft it in 
vain, efpecially Zacharias , the fon and fucceffor of Jehojada , againft whom 
Jom was fo far tranfported beyond the bound’s of piety, Sc gratitude to his fa¬ 
ther’s memory, that he commanded him to be ftoned, and that in the Court 
of che houfe of che Lord. Whil’ft as he died, he faid, The Lord look, **p°» '* 
and r«]wte it. So he did; for afeer a years ciixte, the forces of Haz.*el, 

King of Syria, though but fmall, invaded Judah , deftroyed all che Princes of 
the people, and fent the fpoyl to cheir King. Jom himfelf they left very fick 
of great difeafes, but when they were departed from him,his own fervants 
confpired againft him for the bloud of the fons of Jehojada che Prieft, and flew 
him on his bed, in the 40th year of his reign.

Yet he at his return, to amend 
the matter, having brought home the gods of the Edomites , fee them up to 
be his gods, bowed down before them, and burnt incenfe to them. The Lord 
beino- fore angry for this, fent firft a Prophet to him whom he reje&ed. But 
burmng wich a defire to be revenged upon the Israelites he fent and d^ied

8. Benhadad King of Syria made feverall attempts upon Ifrael, and be¬ 
fieging Samaria, reduced it unto extreme necelfity by Famine.

The fame ''*• This Mlfraim is thought to be the fame with Ofiris, fo much fpoken 
with ofiris. of by the Egyptians, and accounted the fon of Saturn , the eldeft of the 

cods, and alfo the fon of Jupiter Harnmon, For Ofirts being by the Greekj 
named Dhnyfus, * one telleth us that he had this appellation both from his 
Father and Countrey , the former part of the word noting the one, and the 
later the other, viz,. Nr fa a Citie of Arabia Fcelix , built by Cham, vo 
which he feemeth to have been born. From the reign of Ofiris, to.the corning 
down of Alexander the Great into Egypt, the Prietts reckoned, fome above 
joooo years, others little leffe then 13000. But feveral forms of years be- 
ingufed in feveral Nations we are to fuppofe theirs to have been meafured 
rather by the courfe of the Moon through the Zodiack, than that of the Sun. 
Jacobus Cappellus therefore thinketh 1889 years to have paffed from the 
reign of this Ofiris to Alexander his going down into Egypt , the beginning 
whereof he fixech at the 1778* year of the World ; 100 and odd years after 
the Flood, about the fame time that Nimrod his Nephew began bis pnncipa- 
oftrisM Ip* litv at Babylon. This Ofi> is is feigned by the Egyptians to have named his 
their renown- fifter//fr,and they make them the true Bacchus and Ceres. Much they are 
cd afts. both reported to have done for the benefit of mankind , by bringing it to ci¬ 
vility ; to him they aferibe the finding out of Agriculture, and toner the in¬ 
vention of Corn and Laws. He built Thebes the ancient feat of the Kings, 
with 100 Gates; travelled into the greateft part of the World to teach 
men civility with theufe of Corn and Wine, taking Pan along with him, 
who being had in great reverence amongft the Egyptians, dedicated a Citie 
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to him by the name of Chemmis . In his time lived Hermes, or Mercuric • sf . c t . 4. 
and Hercules , who being otherwife called Gyge» r ’, o" Grgn»n, is faid to h ive 
helped the gods againft the Gyancs. Ofim, when he returned was killed by 
his wicked brother Typhon. 

Ofiris killed by 3 ‘ Typhon, feizing upon the Kingdom, was by I fit, ch-ough the help of her Diadems. 
Typhoa. fon Or ms, difpoffefled again of ic, and his life; after which gathering cogether 
Tw/;»» punilh- the 26 parts of her husbands body (into which he had m ingled ir; (he infti- 
ed by J]»T,and cucedto him divine honours, ordering that the feveral Tribes of the Priefts 
her fon om. lhould dedicate fome one of their living Creatures to him, and for him war- 
. Ihipic as long as ic lived ; then at its death, feeking ouc another of the fame 
kind, todo as much co ic. Several rhings were confecrated in feveral places. 

The Sacred by a general confenc the Sacred Bull, called s*pi*, or was moft 

Bull Apis . valued, and chiefly adored', becaule of rhe fpecial help that kind of Creature 
affordeth to Tillage. This Bull was black all over, having onely a fquare 
white fpot in his forehead, faith Herodotus', on his right fide faith Pliny, like to 
a Crefcent, being alfo facred co the Moon, as Mar cell, nus will hive it. On 
the back he had che imige of an Eagle, a knot on the co igu; like to a Crab, 
and on his Tail double hairs. This kind of beaftdid che Egyptians worihip 
as the greaceft God with aftonilhing veneration, as Macro bin, rermeth ic, till 
‘ it had lived feveral years; buenot being fufferedropaffe a certain term, ic 
was then drowned by the Priefts. Being dead, a greic and folemn mourning 
there was unrill another could be found wich the lame marks. Now fome 
make this bealt to be worshipped in honour of Apis, King of rhe Argives, AugnlUeci• 
who going down into Egypt , was there Deified after his death, and called Se- vit. Du 1 . 18. 
rapis. But there having been feveral Kings in divers places of thac name, they 
are confounded one wich another. 

4. Nothing, indeed, but uncertainties attend che moft ancient Hiftory of 
that Nation ; no two Authors agreeing betwixt themfelves , concerning the 
fucceflion of the Egyptian Kings. This is not onely to be attributed to the 
force of time, but the unfaith'ulneffe of their Priefts, who having ic com¬ 
mitted to their charge, co record the Memorables of their Councrey, foyfted 
things of their own'heads inro the ftory, concealed from the Natives what¬ 
soever made againft their own profit, and from ftrangers all things that tend¬ 
ed co che dishonour of their Countrey. Out of fuch a kind of defign they re¬ 
lated not the fame thing? to fuch as travelled thither wich a defire to be in¬ 
formed ; fo that from the corrupt Fountains of their records have proceeded 
the Hiftories of feveral, who pretending to have taken them out of the very 
Archives, are no leffe diffonant amongft themfelves then from the truth. The 
Catalogues of their Kings are full of inextricable Labryntbs; Manet ho being 
of no credic, becaufe of his notable lying, and all chofe who profeffe to fol¬ 
low him,as yofephtts,AfricanM ) Eafebius,Syncellus,Scaliger,U(hcr,ix\ l & others, 
not agreeing in their ranking, and ordering of them. 

The Dynafiies y. Several Dynafiies areniade to have preceded the time of Abraham, 
of the Egyptian with whofe birtfi (as it is placed in the 43th year of Ninui) the beginning of 
“*■ the i<5«h is joyned. Much labour is fpent by fome, in an endeavour to clear 
the order of thefe Dynafiies, and to expound them. But, if they lhould be 
allowed of; little more then 200 years are to be afligned to the continuance 
of all the firft 15. becaufe the paffage of Cham, and his pofterwy from the 
Mountains of Ararat into Egypt, and che eftabljftiment of a formal Govern¬ 
ment there, could force be performed within one Cencury after the Floodp 
time for the increafe of mankind, and the unpaffableneffe of che earth duely 
confidered j except weeaft the beginning of the firft Dynafiiehsck beyond 
the Flood. It hath been thought therefore thac thefe Were not feveral fuc- 
ceffions of Kings, which continued for fo fmall a rime, but rather certain 
'•Ranks and Orders of Governours under the Kings; who might be concent to 
dfijov their eafe and quiet together wich the Dignity (as the Kings did which 
Jefeph fexvzA) whjl’ft the management of publick affairs was wholly commit¬ 
ted to thefe Regents, or Lieutenants, of fundry linage? or forts of men, who 
fey chrir actions might leave greater impreflions upon pofterity than the Kings 

them-. 
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whofe reign neither darech he to define; though he be exaa, in the years of 
other Princes, as Jofephtu noreth. Now this Amenophis, forfooth, was told 
by a Prieft of the fame name, That he might fee the gods, if he vvould cleanfe 
his Kingdom from Lepers, and other unclean perfons. He, being a very re¬ 
ligious Man, gathered all the infirm out of the Land, to the number of 
80000, whom he fenc with others to cut ftones on the Eaft of the River Nile ; 
there being amongfl them alfofome of the learned Priefts infeftedwich Le- 
profie. Becaufe favour was fhewed towards them, the Prieft who would have 
had them deftroyed, feared much the difpleafure of the gods, aswellagainft 
himfelf as the King, and forefeejng they fhould have power over v£gypt for 
thirteen years, he dutft not tell the King fo much, but wrote a Book concern¬ 
ing the matter, and then killed himfelf j which caft the King ( youmuft 
know) into a great melancholly. . . 

ii. But being ftilldefired to do fomething for the fecunty of the difeafed 
people, he gave them Avaris, the City of the Shepherds, now not inhabited: 
whicher being entred, and perceiving the place to be very advantages for 
rebellion, they made choice of Ofarfiphtu , one of the Priefts of Heliopolis, 
for their Captain, fwearing to obey him in all things. He prefently efta- 
bliftied for Law, that they fhould not worlhip the gods, nor abftain from fuch 
creatures as were moft facred to the ^Egyptians 5 to marry with none but 
thofe that were tied to them by the fame league, and commanding many 
other things (efpeciallyfuch as he knew contrary to Egyptian cuftoms) he 
prepared for War. Then fent he to the Shepherds at Jerusalem, formerly 
expelled by 7 hcmuft, to open their condition to them, and to invite them 
to give their afliftance againft Egypt. The Shepherds readily clofed with 
the motion* and all, to the number of 200000, marched down to Avaris. 
Amenophis much ftartled hereat, efpecially becaufe of the Prediction of the 
Prieft, committed his Son, but five years old, to a Friend; and, together 
with Apis and his other gods, went into Ethiopia, where he was received 
with all his multitudes of Subje&s, and was kindly entertained by the King, 
who made provifion for them for thefe thirteen years. The Solymiuws , or 
Shepherds, with the unclean multitude, made now great havock of all things 
in t/Egypb burning Villages and Cities, and raging againft the facred Animals 
with their Priefts, whom they compelled to be their Butchers, and drave away 
naked ; the forementioned Prieft ftill giving Laws, and framing their Policy; 
tvho being from Ofiris the Heliopolitan-ood called Ofarfiphnt, now changed 
his name into Mofes. But at the end of the thirteen years, Amenophis re¬ 
turned with great power out of Ethiopia, and with the afliftance of his Son 
Rampfes, fell upon the shepherds and unclean multitude, whereof killing 
many they purfued the reft as far as the borders of Syria. 

13. Thefe ridiculous lyes are much more augmented by others. C hare- 

. ,. won, who profefled to write the Hiftory of j£gypt, giveth the fame lyime 

r’diculous 15 Amenophis to the King, and of Rhameff :s to his Son ; but addeth, that the 
Lyes. Goddefle Ifis appeared to the former, complaining rhat her Temple was de- 

• ' ftroyed by War That Phriaphantes a facred Scribe, told the King, that if 

he would be freed from terrors in the night, he muft puree ^gypt from pol¬ 
luted Men : he therefore gathering out 250000 difeafed perfons, caft them 
ouc of his borders: That the two Scribes Mofes and Jofeph (the vSgypuan 
name of the former being 7 ifitbes, and of the later Petefephis) became their 
Leaders, and, coming to Pelufum, found there 380000, which Amenophis 
having left behind would not convey into ty£gyp [ • with thofe they ftruck 
up a league, and undertook an Expedition againft the Land. Amenophis 
not expecting the iffue of their attempt, fled into Ethiopia, leaving his wife 
big with child, which lying hid in a Cave, brought forth a Son ailed Mejfe- 
nes . He, when he came to age expelled the Jews, to the number of 200000 
into Syria , and received back his Father Amenophis out of Ethiopia. 

14, Lyfimachus anHiftorian , going beyond the other two in the malici- 

mancio^ for- oufnefle 0 f his lyes, wrote, that when Bocchoris reigned in the 

gerieg. people of the Jevcb infeCted with Leprofie, Scab, and other difeafes, reforted 
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to the Temple to beg for their living, and many being infefted with this 
difeafe, barrenneflefell upon the Land. Bocchoris , fending to the Oracle 
of Ammon about it, received this anfvver; that the Temples were to be 
cleanfed from impure and prophane perfons, who were to be caft out into the 
Defart; but the fcabbie and Leprous ftiould be drowned, the Sun not endu¬ 
ring they flhould live; which being done, and the Temples purified, fruit- 
fulpeffe would be reftoredtothe Earth. Eocchoris accordingly ordered rhe 
Priefts to gather all the prophane ouc of the Temples, andgfve them up to 
Soldiers, who were to carry them into the Wildernefle ; and the Leprous and 
Scabbie to be wrapped in Lead, and caft into the Sea; which being drowned 
accordingly, the other were expofed to perifh in the Defarc. Buc thofe, con- 
fulting for their own fafety, kept fires that night, and ftri& watch; then, the 
day following, afolemnF.ift to God for their prefervanon. On the next, 
counfell was given rhem by a certain Man named Mofes, that they fhould 
march on in one body, till they arrived at fome good Soil. Then commanded 
he them to be kind to no man, to give bad counfell rather than good, and 
overthrow the Temples of the gods, as many as they fhould find ; wh : ch bem» 
approved of, they travelled through the Defarr, and, after much trouble^ 
came to a fruitfull Soil, where ufing the Inhabitants very in jurioufly, and 
rifling and burning the Temples, they arrived at length in rhat Country, fmee 
called / tedaa, and building a City feated themfelves there. This City was at 
firft called Hterofyla, from the fpoiling of the Temples; but afterwards, to 
fhun the difgrace of the occafion, they changedjt into Hierofolyme , and took 
the name of Hierofolymitans. 

Aom his I ?* Pusher than this; Apton a Grammarian of Alexandria, as he coun- Jofcphu tLlb. 
Lyes terfeited himfelf, but born in Oafs, a Town of tAEjyps, amongft fe- Apw- 

verall other lyes againft the Jews, wrote, that he had received from the eldeft ncn,,J 
of the ^Egyptians, how Msfcs was a Heliopolitan, and, being brought up 
according to the curtoms of his Country, changed the rites thereof at His own | 

pleafure. That he led the Leprous, Blind, and Lame, out of ^oypt-, but 
fairly faith, it was in the firft year of the feventh Olympiad, the fame where¬ 
in Carthage was built by the Tyrians, which happened about 150 years after 
Hiram the King of Tyre (as apppeareth out of the Phoenician Annals) with 
whom Solomon was contemporary. He mentioned the fame number of in¬ 
firm perfons as Lyfimachus , but addeth a reafon why the Sabbath was fo cal- 
led. Travelling fix dayes together, faith he, on the feventh day they refted 
in Judaa , for that they were forely plagued with Ulcers in their privy parts, 
and named it Sabboth, from the vAZgyptianword Sabbatefit , which fignifieth 
that difeafe. Notwithft’nding that he faith they finifhed their journey in fix 
dayes, yet he further writeth, chat Mofes hid himfelf for forty dayes upon 
the Mount Sinai (which lyeth betwixt tAEgyp* and Arabia) whence coming 
down, he gave Laws unto the Jews. As for the Jewifk Religion, he was not 
afhamed to write, that in their Temple was fee the head of an Afle made of '* 

gold, and of great value, which being there worflaipped, was taken thence 
when Antiechns Epiphanes fpoiled the place. 

16. Such abfurditieswere delivered by the Egyptians , and thofe who out 
of defire to gratifiethem, have, after their example, endeavoured to conceaf- 
the truth ; to which Jofephus in his two Books againft Apion, hath abundantly 
anfwered. Severall reafons have moved them to corrupt their Originall Re- 
Reafon for cords. The Ifraelites growing great in that Country, out of it they recurned 
raifcd by the c c KP rom ifed ^. an d the ftretched out arm of God , to the great reproach 
^yptiMSyini P f c - r cru el and imperious Lords. The difference of religion raifed alfo 
others againft betv vixtthe two Nations (as betwixt the Jews and the whole world) mortall 
the Jews. enmity, whilft the one worfhipped the onely true God, and the bafe and de- 
M of the other fell down to things far inferior to themfelves; 
which difference fome (though but few) perfons difeerning, were ambitious 
to become Profelyces to the jewifh DoCtrine : Hence again arofe fuch Envy, 

« that fome descended to that indifererion and weaknefle, as to contradict their 

own moft antient and authentick Writers. The in-bred blindneffe of Men’s

But (to go on with the Storie of the Kings) Themufis : reigned, according to

ver. moneths ; his Sifter Ameffis 2 and 9 moneths. Mf ? h . res followed her, 
and continued twelve years and nine moneths, him Mephramuthofis, who 
reigned 25 and ten moneths; then Thntofis nine and eight moneths, Amern- 
phis thirty and cen moneths, Orus 36 and five moneths. His Daughter Acen- 
cheres reigned 12 years and one moneth. Rat hot is her Brother nine years, 

Acencheres twelve and five moneths, another of that name twelve and three 
moneths, Armais four and one moneth, Armefts one and four moneths, 

Armt ffes Miamun Sixty fix and two moneths, and laftly Amenophis nwteen 

and 6 moneths.

Much time being herein fpent, his Brother in the mean while adfed all things 
in nAZgypt contrary to his injunctions, by the advice of his Friends, afluming 
the Diadem and rebelling. Of this the Chief-Prieft fecretlv gave him intel¬ 
ligence, fo that halting back to Pelufium, he recovered his Kingdom. Ma- 
netho addeth, that this Sethofts was alfo called gyptus , (from whence the 

Country took the name of t/EgyP*) and this his Brother Armais had alfo the 
appellation of Danaus. If fo; then Amenophis, who was (wallowed up of 
His Brother the Sea, muft be taken for Bolus, the Father of <y£ gyptus and E>anam accor- 
Armais or Da- ding to the Greeks , who not being confounded with the Father of Nmus (as 
mu, by Mythologifis he is wont to be) is faid to hive lived 322 years before the 

deftruaion of Troy, which account Learned Ufier ju dgeth fitly to agree with 
the time of Amenophis. He alfo thinketh Ramejfes Miamun to be N*P~

He lent Danaus to inhabit Africk. or 
Lybia (fo called from his Mother); and after gyptus had fubdued the 
Country of the Melamgodi , or Black-feet, , named it Egypt after himfelf 
which, according to Eufebius, was formerly called Aeri*, and, according to 
others, Potam.us. But he whom Moneth , in Jofephus, calleth Sefothis 
feemeth to be che, fame with Diodorus his Sefoofts, and Sefofris of Plerodo- 
tus, concerning whom both of them record ( as Manet ho hath done ) very 
admirable things. Agreeable to what Manet ho delivered of Sefothis, He- r C )Vb z 
rodotus (e) writeth, that Sefofiris fubdued many Nations. (/) Diodorus M # i,Vc 
Mis 'Con- faich > , S t e f 00 / ,s conc i uered Ar(tbia and L y bi * before his Father’s death, and W Eib. r. ‘, 

quefts afterwards having a great ambition to do as much by all the World, firft fecu &c * 

red the affections of his Subjetfs at home (to keep them in obedience) by 
his clemency and bounty. Then with an Army of 6oeooo Foot, ^4000 
Horfe, and 27000 Chariots, he fet upon the Ethiopians, towards the South 
Whom having conquered, he compelled to pay a Tribute of Ebonie, Ivory* 
and Gold. With a Navy of 400 Ships fenc into the Red Sea, he fubdued all 
the maritime Coifts, as far as India ; he himfelf with a Land-Army over¬ 
running not onely tftofe parts of A fa which afterwards Alexander fubdued, 
but beyond Ganges all as far as the Ocean it felf. 

20. After this, he conquered the Nations of Scythia as far as the River 
lanais (which fevereth A fa from Europe) and left fome of his Egyptians 
to make a Plantation by the Lake Maotis, chat gave originall to the Nation 
of the Col chi, which the Egyptians fuppofedthey fufficiently proved to be 
their Colonie from the life of Circumcifion,, imagining that the Jews had alfo 
this rice from them. Finally all A fa he fubdued, with moft of the Iflands 
Cyclades ; but then palling over into Europe, was in danger of lofin° his 
Army for want of Provifions, and by the difficulty of places : therefore in 
7 hr ace he put bounds to his Expedition, having in all places ere&ed Pillars, 
wherein was written his fuccefle; and where fie found courage, he caufed a 
member of a Man to be ingraven, but where he met with cowardife that of a 
Woman. Ac length, after nine years, he returned home with much fpoil, 
where he refrefhed, and rewarded his various Army. Here he was not 
idle, but fee himfelf to fuch works as he thought might eternize his name 
wherein he imployed none of his naturall Subje&s, but the Captives he had 
brought with him. This the Babylonians not enduring, brake out into rebel- 
ljon, and fortifying a place near the River, held it out in defpight of tfm, 
till at laft by compofition they enjoyed a Seat, which they called Babylon, in 
remembrance of their own Country. He raifed up great heaps of ftones and 
earth, and to them removed fuch Cities, as by reafon of the lowneffe of their 
fituation, were obnoxious to inundations from the River: yet, left there 
ihould be want of water, and for convenience of trade, he caufed Rivolets 
to be digged throughout the Land ; he alfo fortified the Country by a wall on 
the Eaft, and otherwife povided againft invafions. 

zr. Foranoftentation ofhisgreatnefle, he caufed fuch, as being fubdued 
held their Kingdoms of him, or had received new Principalities at his hand. 

His pride. at certain times to come down with their Prefents, whom he otherwife ufed 
with much refpea : but being to go to che Temple, or enter the City, he 
would loofe his Horfes out of his Chariot, and be drawn by four of thefe Prin¬ 
ces. At length, having excelled all Men in Conquefts, and other Royall 
Atchievements, he fell blind, and killed himfelf when he had reigned 33 
years; for which aft he was the more admired by che Egyptians. Thefe 
amongft other things are reported of Sefofiris , before whofe Statue many

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vears after Darius, the ion of Hyftafpes caufing his own to be ereited, the 
chief Prieft concradi&ed it,alleadging that Darius had not yet excelled Sefo- 
firis in honourable actions; with which freedom the King was well pleafed,

More likely it is that Sathon the Prieft of Vulcan fucceeded 
him, thought to he Senechus his fon whom Africans placeth after him, and 
it mayTeem probablelenoughthat if he forfook the Kingdom himfelf, yet he 
might leave his fon in the Government. This Sathon (or Sethon) wholely 
devoted to his Superftition negleaed Military men, and tberefore,wben Sena- 
chenb King of Affyna mnded Egypt, was quite forfaken by them ; yet he is 
Jaid by his importunity fo far to have prevailed with his god, that pitching his 
Tents at the Mice did eat the Thongs of the Adrian Targets, and

26. Hejefc the Kingdom to his fon Necos, called in Scripture P bar oh 
'Pbmb-Neio. Neco, who firft undertook chat fruitleffe cask of cutting a paffage from the 
River Nile into the RecLSta , and in chat work fpent the lives of 120000 
men. Undertaking a War at Gods command againft th t Adrian* Jo fiat 
King of Judah oppofed him in the Valley of Megiddo , where he was worft- 
ed, and fo mortally wounded that he died within a fhort fpace. After his 
return he difpofed of the Kingdom of Judah to Eliakjm, to whom he gave 
the name of Jehojakim , and made him his Tributary: Him Nebuchadmz^r 
King of A Qyria withdrawing from his obedience to his own fervice, Neva 
went up againft the Affyrian to Carchemifh, and there was flain as is before 
(<*) (hewn from Scripture. Herodom (b) writeth that he got a viaory over 
the Syrians in Magdalum * and took Cadytis in Syria , which may well be 
that Kadefh mentioned by (c) Mofes. He reigned fixceen years, faith Hero- 
Vftmm dotusy fix faith Eufebm, and was fucceeded by his fon Pfammss or Pfammi - 

fichus, who after he had reigned fix years made an expedition into £thbvia 
Pbmh-Hophra, and died. Him folllowed Apries, his fon,called in Scripture P bar oh Hophra 
or Ap/ies. anc j Vapihres, who invading Phoenicia , made War by Land upon Sidon. He 

fought a battel at Sea with the Tyrians, whom overthrowing, and returning 
home with great fpoyl, he was fofar puffed up, as to perfwade himfelf chat no 
god could deprive him of his Kingdom; fo ftrongly did he think he had 
ettabliflied it. But making War upon the Cjrenaans , he received from 
them a great overthrow, andtheSouldiers thereupon mutined againft him as 
having wilfully expofed chem unto danger. To appeafe them,he fent one 
JmeSt Amafis whom they prefently chofe for their King, and he after fome paufe 
' acccepted their offer. A pries fled, but after fome time was taken, and 
by Amafis delivered up to his SubjeSs, who ftrangled him, having reigned 

^ i-^With this report of Herodotus agreeth Diodorus Siculus his ftorie, re¬ 
lating how Apries vanquiflaed the 5 Cyprians and Phoenicians in a Sea-fight, 
took by force and demolifhed Sidon, wan the other Towns of Phoenicia with 
the Ifle of Cyprus, and finally perifhed, as is before rehearfed, when he had 
reigned 2 2 years. But others of late confidering the more fure Teftimony of 
Scripture, and how Egypt was promifed to Nebuchadnezzar * as wages for 
the fervice he had done againft Tyre ; how Pharoh and his Army fhould be 
flain by the fword , and the Jews in Egypt, and Pharoh Hophra delivered 
’ into the hands of his Enemies as Zedekjah had been; refolve that th t £gjp- 
tian Priefts notably deluded chofe Hiftorians, hiding the difgrace and bond¬ 
age of their Nation. Therefore it is thought fit rather to believe tbe report 
of JojtphuSy that Nebuchadnex.ar in the 23* year of his reign, and the 5th 
after the deftru&ion of Jerufalem Conquered Egypt ; killed the King there¬ 
of , and appointed another in his ftead. Some think Amafis might be ufed as 
an inftrument by Nebuchad»ex,ar , and for that was made Govemour by him* 
others that the Deputy, or Vice-Roy, which he had fet over Land was 
flairi by Amafis. Agreeable to this later opinion, hxwfiovlonians arid 
Carians are held to have been none other than the Garrifons of Mercenaries 
left by the Afyrian, for the Guard of his Viceroy, and cuftody of this his 
new fubdued Province: as likewife the Company returning from Cyrene and 
Barce, who, together with the friends of fuen as were flain in that expedition, 
depofed, & flue Apries, are conceived to have been the Egyptian Fugitives, 
which then recovered their own Countrey, feeing that of the Prophet was 
verified : At the end of fourty years will I gather the Egyptians from the 
people where they were fcattered,and / will bring again the Captivity of 
Egypt, and will caufe them to return into the Land a/Pathros, into the Land of 
their habitation , and they J,hall be there a fimall Kingdom.

Under him the Egyptians boafted rha r their Countrey Was moll 
happy, no fewer then 1020 Towns of good note flourifliing there : n, in his 
jimafts his £ a y e /' Remade a Lavv that all men fhould yearly give account how they 
Law. lived, which if they could nor prove to be by fome honeft callrn®, they Were 
to be puniftied wich death; and this, Solon is faid to have tranflated co A- 
thens. He being the firfl of all others that took Cyprus , reigned 54. or 5 7 
years. It feemech probable enough that he revolted from Cyrus, being before 
tributary to the Babylonian Empire (though the Priefts hid this amongft ocher 
things from Pier-dor us and others) ; and that this was the chief caufe, what¬ 
ever is pretended, why Cambyfes cxmz down and conquered his Kingdom.

As for Aftronomy, though the * I 
ans , for the antiquity of their knowledge herein, had no need to uve them 
place, yet were die Egyptians furthered in the due observation of the Stars, 
by theplainneffe and evenneffe of their ground, and the ferity 
it never raining in Egypt in ordinary courfe of Nature, which defe& is fup- 
plyed by the yearly overflowing of the River. If the World be boundenrc

With the Fable of the Infers, or thofe in Hell; the feverall places whereof, 
with the Ferne-man Charon, are taken out of the Fens of Acherufia, and the 
palling over this Lake by boat to bury their dead there. Befides him, they make 
mention of Mu fans, Melampus, Dadalus, and Homer, who travelled in¬ 
to Egypt to get knowledge. To thefe they add, of Law-givers, Ly cur gut 
the Spartan, and Solon the Athenian , who borrowed many of their Laws, 
and Plato the choiceft of his notions. Pythagoras of Samus from them re¬ 
ceived his Sacred, Speech, as it’s called ; his Principles of Geometry. Arith- 
merckj and T he doctrine of the transmigration of^onls. Democritus of 
Abdera they take for granted, to have lived amongft them five years, in 
which time he proved an excellent Aftrologer. Otmpis of Chius, by his con^ 
verfation with their Priefts and Aftrologers, amongft other things, learnt the 
particular oblique courfe of the Sun. And, to add no more; Eudoxus the 
Mathematician is beholding to Egypt (where he ftudied) for thofe inftru&i- 
ons which much profited Greece a and thereby procured him no fmall honour 
The invention of Philofophy and Laws, with all the reft of the Egyptian 
vvifdom, wherein Mofes was learned, is aferibed by divers unto Hermes, o? 

Mercur,US Tyifmegiflus- 0 f whom yet either as to his perfon or timemorhine 
.certamlycan be affirmed. Cotta \nC,cero, reckoneth up five, who have born - 

■ the name of Mercury, The firft, begotten by the Heaven, or the Day . the 
Jcond, Son to ^*/ and Pheron, who liveth under the Earth, called alfo 
Tnphonius ; the third, begotten by Jupiter the third on Mala- the fourth, Son 
to the whom the Egyptians feared to name for reverence fake; the fifth 
and lalt, whom the Phaneatans worfay, who flew Argus, an d flyin^ there¬ 
upon, was fet over Egypt • to the Inhabitants whereof he gave Law? and 
Literature, and was by them named Then!, But others attribute the find- 
mg oucof LecterSjiiottothe lafl, but the firfl Mercury truly called Them , 

Theyotb, Thot,rmd Tautus ; it being utterly againft all Antiquity, that any 
mould out of Greece cranfporc Learning into Egypt. Others account two of 
this name natural!

35. The moft antient Government of <s£gjpt, though Monarchical!, yet 
.left not Princes to the liberty of their own wills, which were reftrained by the 
aDc ^ Gyftqms, that had fucb authority over theic priyate and domeftick 
avtions, as they could not exceed ,the bounds of Temperance and Moderation 
prefenbed to them, thereby . For no flaves were they fuffered to entertain, 
which might prove inftrumenrsfbr debaucherie,but were attended by the Sons 
.of ^nejmoft nbfile Priefts, excellently educated. Their hours, both night and 
day, were drftmed ;and fee over to particular bufineffes. In the morning 
when-hrLt awake. Letters were brought in to them; that, having pe-fe&intel* 
Jige-nce, they might be better able co provide for. the publick fafety. When 
M 2 waited 
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w a (lied and royally apparelled they facrificed; during which devotion the chief 
Priefts prayed forthem, and their fubje&s extolled their vertues, curling at 
iaft their fins of ignorance, committed without their faults, and refleiting up¬ 
on their Adviforsand Councellors. Then did che Priefts read out of the 
Records, famous Prefidents of Council, or A&ion performed by their molt 
Illuftrious Predeceffors, which were to them propofed as Copies to take out. 

Their cime was prefcribed, not onely of fpeaking to the people, and dutribu- 
tine luftice, but alfo of walking ,wafoing, and other more fecret lmploy- 
ments. Their diet was very moderate: ufually Veal and Goofe, with a mo¬ 
derate quantity of Wine, as if ordered by an exa& Phyfician. No liberty 
was the-e of punilbing any man in pnffion, or choler, either of siting any 
orherwife un juftly; every cafe being determined by the Laws. Yet neither 
did chey hereby account themfelves ftraitned of true liberty, but rather happy 
•in that they indulged not their appetites like other men. Hereby obtained 
they the love of their fubje&s who held them more dear, alive, or dead, than 
their own relations, and the Government continued for many Generations, as 
lon CT as they fubmitted to thofe Rules and Orders.

cions, vtnereof the fir fit belonged to the Priefts, who were in great Authority, 
and high efteem with the people. Of their Revenues they maintained Sacri¬ 
fices throughout the Land, and their own families; being exempted from all 
burthens and impsficions. They were chief Counfellors to the Kings, al- 
waves affitting with their advice, judging of things out of their deep skill 
in Aftrology , and fuggefting ufefull matter out of the Records; their fun- 
£lion hereditarily defcending upon their Children. The fiecond portion of 
Land belonged to the Kings, by which chey maintained their State, waged 
War; rewarded deferving perfons, and which affording)themSufficient 1 rea- 
fure, they burrhened not their Subjeils by any Taxes. The third portion be¬ 
longed to the Souldiers, who were ac all occa'fions ready for the War; it 
feermne reafonnble that fuch as ventured their lives for the fafety of their 
Countrey foould be well rewarded; and good policy nor to commit the fafe- 
euard thereof to any that had nothing dear, or precious in it: and hereby they 
were incouraged robe cwefull-m behoof of their poftenty which fucceeded 
' them in their poffeffions. As for the reft of the people-, they were divi¬ 
ded into three Ranks,or Orders,*/*. Shepheards,Husband,men (that farmed 
the orounds), and Artificers ; who all attending their bufineffe, and not med- 
lingwith Stare-affaires, neither having any right to Offices, thereby _the 
mo j-e improved their Arts,and faved the Commonwealth harmjefle from fuch 
diftempers, as are bred by the violence of an heady, and ignorant mul- 

rt,_ r „ tlf .. Their Courts of Juftice were furnifoed with the moft upright, and 

of Juftice. able men that could be procured. Thirty Judges 

miv (or On), Thebes^ Memphis ,each of them io. Which Affembly would 
not give place, either to that of the Areopagites at Athens, or the Senate at 
Lacedsmott. One of thefethirty beingchofenPrefident, tneCitie for which 
he ferved made choice of mother to fit in his place. All had maintenance 

from the King ; but the Prefident in larger proportion: who alfo wore about 

hi? neck, in a Chain of Gold, an image of Truth made of precious Hones, as 
a bsdge of his Office. When they were, face and the Codes, wherein the 
Laws were contained, laid before them; then the Plaintiff exhibited his Bill 
of the Crime, the manner of ic,and the eftimate of the dammage. The Defen¬ 
dant having a Copy of the Bill anfwered particularly to it, either that he did 

not the thing, committed no Crime in doing it, or elfe had not deferred fo 
great a punifomenc. The Plaintiff had liberty to reply, and the other to re- 
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jovn his anfvver i but after this,>he 30 proceeded to judgement, and the Pre¬ 
fident fee the image of Truth towards one of the parries. No Lawyers were 
fuffered to plead, as being choughc rather to caft a mift upon the Caufe and 
darken the Evidence. ’ 

Particular 38. As for particular Laws; Perjury was puniftied with death as a °reat 
Lavvs - offence, both againft God and man. If one man fuffered another to bemur- 

dred m the high-way, or undergo any other violence, without giving his affi¬ 
ance, he Was to die for it; and if he could give him no help, he was bound 

to difeover che^ Robber, and follow the Law againft him, under pain of en¬ 
during a certain number of ftroaks, and being deprived of all fuftenance for 
three dayes. Falfe accufers underwent the punifoment due to that fault 
they accufed of. Everyone was bound to give in an account to the mU- 
ftrate how he lived under pain of death; which Law was made by Ama%. 

Wilfull murder, either of Bond, or Free, was death; onely this Law took no* 
hold on Parents • but fuch were conftrained to continue three dayes imbra 
cingthe Carkeifes. Againft Children who killed their Parents moft exquifite 
punifoment was devifed : for,having firft their flefo all cut and flafoed, and 
then being laid upon Thorns, they were burnt quick. Women condemned 
were not executed before their delivery. For other Laws not-Capical, it 
was enafted that Souldiers running from their Colours, or difobeymg their 
Officers foould not dye; bur be branded with infamy, as a means to excite 
them to regain their former credit. If any held intelligence with the Enemv 
his Tongue was to be cut of his head. They that imbafed the Coyn, ufed new 
weights, counterfeited Seals; Clarks that falfified and forged Record?, were

59 , Bocchoris ena&ed, that he who denied the borrowing of any money 
Ihould be abfolved upon his Oath; which was accounted as a fufficienr pur¬ 
gation; a mans credit being fo much therein concerned. Ufury upon Bond 
was not to exceed the double of the principal; for which it was lawfull to 
diitrain the goods, but in.no. wife to meddle with the perfon of the debtor 
that was owing to his Countrey, and not due to- his Creditor; efpecially if a 
Souldier, the common fafery fuffering in him. Upon this account,thev were 
wont to feoff at the Lawgivers of Greece, who forbade feizing upon Plows. 
Weapons, and other things, but fuffered thofe chat foould ufe them to be 
carried away,and lmprifoneL For Healing,they had a peculiar Law: Every' 

1 hief entered his name with me Chief of thacmyftery; and when he hadiioln 
anything carried it ttreight ro him, where, if any one could tell the time, 
and place, and prove it by certain tokens (to be his, he was to pay the fourth 
part of the value, and receive it again 5 the Law-giver thinking this the beft 
remejdy againft what orherwife could not be prevented.

But though in Homer's time the whole Nation mbhc 

begin to be called Hellenes , and the Country Hellas; yet cleir it is from 

many witneffes, that thefe names came out of Thejfalie , and were thence 

transferred to fignifie the whole Nation, and their Colonies placed ellewhere* 

infomuch, thacpridein° themfelves, as it were, in it, they wholly remedied 

the other of Graci (which fignifying *#//>«/, as it feemeth, they had alfo ouc 

of 7 hefalie from the fame people) who were afterwards called Hellenes ;

The moft an- Seats and habitations were often changed, according to the power and drench 
}. ,en 5 -If** of fuch as were not Satisfied with their own fortune. No commerce was there 
unfetled cou- amon g ft them, being in continual! fear one of another: they lived onely 
didon,preying front uand to mouth, not regarding money, or the improvement of their 
one upon ano-grounds, knowing not how long they ftiould enjoy anything in prefent pof- 
cher - feffions ; fo that no confiderable City was there, or any Fortifications of 
value. Attica indeed was fomething priviledged by it’s barrennefle, and fe- 
cured from fuch violent attempts as other parts were obnoxious to; whence 
fuch, as were difturbed elfevvhere, flocked thither, and it grew fo populous, 
that not able to maintain the great numbers, under which it groaned, it poured 
out Colonies into Afta the leffe, which made up the body of the Ionians. 

Before the Trojan War, nothing confiderable was done abroad by the Gre¬ 
cians-, but at that time having got fome power at Sea, rhey were rendered 
Nothing con- capable of that expedition. For Minos King of Crete , (whom Thucydides A * M < *773- 
fiderablc done would mike to have had the firft and moll antient Fleet of all others) had noc 
by them a- long before obtained the dominion of the greateft part of the Greek Sea, and 
Swar them3kitl - ; himfelf Mafterof the Iflands Cyclades, call thence the Carians, and 
J * placed Colonies of his own therein, over which he made his Sons Princes 
And, to increafe bis Cuftoms, hd fcoured the Seas of Pyrats; it beinc» then 
the trade of thofe that lived upon the Coafts, topafle over and make prey 
one of another; which to the laft could noc be left by fome, as the tAE to lions 
2nd Acarnauians amongft others. 

i • The Sea being cleared, Cities began to be built upon the Coaft both for 
trade and fecurity, whereas the more antient Towns flood at a good diftance 
Cities begin from the Sea, both in the Continent and Iflands. Then came it to pafle, that 
uponthcSea che 1 , vveaker 1 Emitting themfelves to the more powerfull for matter of 
Coafts. P rofic ’ or che other ^ ftrong hand procuring it from them, fome new and 
confiderable Principalities were ere'fted, Which rendred them fit for the Ex¬ 
pedition againft Troy • wherein Agamemnon praefided, -as the mofl powerful!

This was the chief Tribunal! of all Greece, for de¬ 
ciding of publick and molt weighty caufes, betwixt the feverall Cities, and 
Common-wealchs. The authority thereof was very great; infomuch as it’s 
Decrees have fometimes been executed by the Sword, with the great motions 
of feverall States, fome or other fcarce ever being wanting to undertake the 
work. It ufed to meet: twice ayear, (andoftenerif necefity required) m * 

the beginning of Spring, and Autumne; the Cities fending their Deputies, 
three, two,or one, according to their bigneffe. Thefe were called /Va- ^ 
qora, becaufe they met at Pyla, a place near to the Temple, of which they 
alfo had the overfight, and prarfided over the Games made in honour ot 
Apollo Pythius every other year. This Court continued for many Ages with¬ 
out change, untill the time of Philip King of Macedon , and Father of 
Alexander the Great, who overthrowing the Phocians, m the Sacred War ; 
for their Sacriledge outed them and the Lacedemonians their afliftants, of 
their Priviledgesof voting therein, and transferred the right to his own 
Kingdom. Long after, Auguftus Cafar innovated again, by removing the 
Maonefians , Mahans , and others, from their intereft herein, and making 
Nicopolis (a City built by him in memory of his Viilory zx.Aumm) free of 
that Society, as Paufanias telleth us, who hath alfo recorded, that in his 
time, (which fell in with the reign of Antoninus Tins the Roman Emperour) 
this Councill was ftill maintained and kept up, confiding of thirty perfons.

Hercules > who lived but one Age before the Trojan War j but rather hap¬ 
pened at the original of Mankind. r 

14. Hercules the Tyrian is believed to have been the Captain of that 
Expedition which the Phanicians made into Spain and Gades, which thou®h 
the Gradates attribute to theirs, yet this conyinceth their affertion offal ('hood, 
that m the Ifland Gadcs, was a mofl ancient Temple, wherein Hercules 
was worlhipped, not after the Gracian manner, buc according to the Rites 
of Phoenicia. This was he, who ereaed bis pillars at the bound or unmoft 
limit of the World, and that overran Spam, Italy , and Gaul. Ganchonia- 
thon a Phoenician Author of great antiquicy, wrote, that he was the Son of 
Demacuns , and that his proper name was Melcharthus ( which fi®nified the 
King of the City) by the Greeks called Melicertes and PaUmonf He was *,5 

alfo called Diodas * by Eufebiusf for which Defanans uflho ughc to be corrupt- ifo.i. cap ’\ 4 
Jy written in Hieromst ranflation ) which Phosni^k ffiame he feemeth to 
have had, becaufe he was invocated by lovers; their happffiiccefle bein® fup- 
pofed to depend on him. Some think this Tyrian Hercules was the fame 
With the Egyptian or Libyan, by Paufanias named Maceris, who under¬ 
took a journey to Delphos^ and whofe Son Sardus leading a Colonie into the 
Ifland Icbnufa, changed it’s name into Sardinia. Tacitus * writerh, that * An nd. lib. x 
the Libyans would have the moft antient Hercules a native of their Country, 
and that fuch as came near him in valour and renown, were named after him 
D odor us Siculus, and Eufebius mention three of this name, (though the 
former attnbuceth all their aaions to the youngeft, or the Son ot Alcmena)

fore noted ; that it was the cuftom of old, to call the moft antient Kin®? b\> 
the name of Saturn, their Sons by that of Jupiter , and their mpft valiant 
and adtive Nephews by this of Hercules.

His Father feeing his difpofition, and fearing fome fuch like accident might 
tall out a_,ain, fenthimamongftcheHerdfmen, where not yet eighteen years 
old, he flew a Lyon. For his extraordinary ftrength and courage, he was ca- 

ken 
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ken notice of by Tbefpis (or The/pim) Prince of the Thefpieufes , who made 
him lye with his fifty daughters, of which begetting fo many fons, thefe af¬ 
terwards pafled over into the Iftand Sardinia with the name of Ihejpiadts. 

A little after this he delivered Thebes from the Tyranny of Ergmw, King of 
the Mityans, who exa£led an annual Tribute of looOxen. Hedettroyed 
Ore home»us with his Palace therein, and for this was rewarded with Mega- 
ra, daughter to Creon, Prince of T hebes. When he was about 20 years old, 
he failed with Jafon amongft others to Coh bos, to fetch thence the Golden 
Fleece fo much celebrated by Poets, and varioufly interpreted by Expofitors 
of Mythology. 

1 6. This Jafon was the fon of , and the fourth in defeent from 
being born at Iolttu , which place Pelt*, King thereof, unjuftly de- 

T . . tained from his father. He confidering with himfelf what glory Perfim, and 
g °thers of late had gotten, fought how he might accomplifh fome notable En- 
r'erprrze for the eternizing of his name, and having at length refolved on this 
defign, publiflied his intentions throughout Greece, by a Crier. The young 
and active fpirits of that time were much taken therewith, and 53 of the 
flovvr of Greece gave their names to the expedition, of whom the moft emi¬ 
nent, befides Hercules , were Orpheus, (Scholar to Limu) Oitus, Telamon, 
and Peleus, the fons of t/£acus, Pollux, and C aft or, fons to Ty»danus,King 
of Sparta, Meleager, and Argus, who built the (hip, named after him Argo, 
wherein they failed, and thence were afterwards died Argonaut*. Having 
all things in readineffe (Pehas Applying Jafon with all neceflaries, to be rid 
of him , fearing he fhould call him to account for the Kingdom) they fee 
fail from loltus, and came to Lemnus, an Ifland in the £g*an Sea,whence 
they failed to the Countrey of the Doliones, by whofe King Cyz.icus they Apollonius 
were honourably received ; but thence lanchingout by night , were driven Khodiusl. j. 
backbyTempeft, and being taken by him for the Pefa/gi, with whom he uge simfo- 
was at feud , he fell upon them, and loft his life in the fight,with many of his riminchro- 
fo!lowers; but, his error once underftood, was magnificently buried by them. 

From Circus they came into My fin , where Hercules for want of skill m 
rowing brake his Oar, and go'ng into rhe Woods to provide another, whil’ft 
his companions relied themfelyes on the (hoar, it happened that Hjlas his 
Boy drinking at a Fountair,was intercepted by the Nymphs,as the ftory goeth.

Of thofe that returned home, moft encoun- 
tred with many difficulties; Ulyjfes efpecially, who for manv years wandred

turn home, was done, prefently commanded’the Greeks to prepare for their return 5 buc V, J 
Agamemnon beins* unwilling to depart before he had facrifized to Minerva, 
the Fleet was divided, and a contention arofe betwixt the followers of Menc- 
Uus when they came to Tenedos , becaufe fome would have flayed for Aga¬ 
memnon there ; infomuch as Ulyfes then returned back to him. Nejlor “fee 
fayl thence before Menelaus, buc was overtaken by him about the Ifland Eef- 
bos, whence they failed together as far as Attica, where Menelaus flaying to 
bury Phrontes, the other left him and came fafe home to Pyltts. Menelaus 
his fhips were moft of them overwhelmed in a Tempeft about the Promon¬ 
tory of Male a, and the reft with him and Helena driven into Egypt, where, 
and in other places he continued till * the 8 c h year.

For though we meet with one af- 
Democratical. cerwards, called Ktngoy Argos in Herodotus • yet that name fignified no 
more than it did in the Common-wealths of Athens, Carthage; and Rome, 
where this title was wont to be given to fome forts of Officers", as this work 
will ftiew. The Government was now Democratic*!, the chief power ly¬ 
ing in the people, divided into three tribes, to which the Senate was fubor- 
dinate, chofen every year for the preparing of matters for the whole body, 
and the management of the executive power, with authority to ena& things 
of leffer conference. There was alfo a Council of State, confining of 
8operfons, befides inferior Magiftrates of the City, and Judges for deter¬ 
mining of caufe?,all which are mentioned in the league,made betwixt the Ar- 
gives, Athenians , and others, deferibed by Thucydides in his fifth Book of the 
Peloponncfian War. No fuller intelligence have we concerning the conftitu- 
tion of this Common-wealth, which yet flourifhed downwards for many 
Ages, and had great contefts with the Lacedemonians, efpecially about the 
territories of Thyrea, to which both laid claim. Sometimes they fell out 
about their confederates, being moved with much emulation and diftafte at 
each others Government (the one being a Democracie , and the other an Oli¬ 
garchs) which once efpeciallv brought the State of Argos into great danger. 

But thefe things belong to another place.

mouths of Nile. He was feigned to be double-natured, confifting both of a 
Serpentine and Humane fhape, becaufe coming into Greece , he fhook off 
barbarifm and turned civil. Befides this Colonie, he gathered the people 
of thefe parts into twelve Towns, whereas before that they lived difperfedly 
according to the moft antient culfom of Greece, and called them Athene, af- 
ter the name of Minerva in the Greeks Language. The ftorie is (c) rold, y^E^de ex 
that when the name came to be given, on a fodain an Olive-tree,and a Foun- r ivitat '^ 
tain of water appeared, whereat Cecrops moved with wonder, fent to enquire ig.r. y. 
of the Oracle what they fbould mean. It was anfvvered, that the Olive 
fignified Minerva, the water Neptune, and that they might name that City 
from which of thefe two they pie ifed. Hereupon, all the men and women 
were gathered together to make the choice: the men were for Neptune, but 
the women being the greater number, carried the name for Minerva. Nep¬ 
tune angry hereat, drowned their territories, whom to pacify, they punifhed 
the women feveral wayes. They decreed, that thenceforth they fhould not 
have a voice in any publick matter; that no child fhould bear the mother’s 

name.

She accordingly broughc 
forth a fon (called Thefeus, from putting the marks under the ftone) whom 
Pittheus brought up,and for that he proved exceeding prudent and coura- 
sious, his mother at fixteen years of age brought him to the ftone, acquainting 
him with his Original, and his fathersm junctions. He eafily removing it, 
and taking away the tokens,prepared for his journey; but they were unwilling 
to let him go by Land, becaufe all the wayes were full of Robbers, fince 
Hercules (who went up and down deftroying them) after his killing of//>£/- 
tus had quitted thefe parts, and was gone into Lycia, where for fome years 
he ferved Ontphale the Queen.

wealth; in War commanded the Army with abfolute Authority. There 
was alfo a Senate, chofen out of thofe who in this Office had well demeaned 
chemfelves, being for life, and not liable to be called to account. There was 
an Order of Borftr.en, who were bound ro keep Horfes for the fervice of 
the State, whereas they at Lac, da men had r.o fuch tie upon them. In the 
Concio, or great Ajfembly, all Members of the Commonwealth had equal 
Votes, but its power was nor grear, confirming onely what was propounded 
by the Senate and Cofmi. They had publick Haves, called Pet iaci, from their 
inhabiting up and down the Countrey, who tilled the grounds, and paid in a 
conftant Revenue. All, when ripe of age, were commanded to marry for 
the propagation of legitimate iiVue: Yet they did not lead thejr wives to their 
houfes when newly married, but let them flay till they were fit to govern a 
family. The Boys took their meat altogether on the ground, ferving them¬ 
felves, and the elder fort. They were cloathed meanly,and alike, both Win¬ 
ter and. Summer ; they ufed bickerings with one another, both with Angle 
hand and Weapon on certain dayes, and had thofe who exercifed them alfo in 
(hooting, and a warlike kind of leaping invented by Cures-, moreover in 
certain Ri:hms, called properly * Rythmi Cretici. The Cretiam had feveral * pi/e^oi 
commendable Laws, as that which feverely reftrained drunkennefle, another Kpunm. 
commended by Plato, that required an account how publick Corn was diftri- 
buted and fpent. The younger fort were utterly forbidden to make anyin- 
quiry into rhe equity of the Laws, and if the elder were unfatisfied, without 
their knowledge , they we-e to have recourfe to the Magiftrates, and their 
own equals. But that the Laws might be ingraven in their memories, the 
boyes were wont when they were taught to read, to get fome of them by 
heart,beirg put into Verfe* together with fome Mufical Notes. 

ii. Lj cur gits the Spartan Law-giver made this model the pattern of his 
new Commonwealth, having travelled into the Ifland, where he had con- 
verfe with Thales,* man ennobled for his Lavvs,and Lyrick Poems; fbr we strabo.lib.ro.

tians had their Cofmi , fo the Spartans their Ephori, though moft probable it 
is that fhefe were broughr in after the death of Lycurgus. As they a Se¬ 
nate, fo thefe alfo endowed with the like immunities. The Cencio, or Af- 
fembly of the people in Crete, refolved nothing but what was propounded 
by the Cofmi and Senate , which was followed by the firft conftitutiqn of 
Lycurgus the Senate propounding at Sparta. The Pcriaci, and Heloti fitly Arifot.Politic. 
agreed , though the Cretiam received leffe dammage from the former, be* lib.z.cap.s. * 
caufe being in an Ifland there were no Neighbours to hold correfpondence 
with the Haves. The Syjfitia of the Laced amoniavs were fetcbed,as Arifto- 
tle proveth,from Crete ; and their Phidttia taken from the dndria of that 
place, as alfo their education of Children was agreeable to the Cretian. 

Plato commenderh much the Commonwealth of Crete , and rhe Leg-Ha tor for vc ugibm 
h ; s vvifdom and prudence, though he abominateth the immodeft love of lib.%. 
boyes, and reje£eth his reafon for it, which yet Lycurgus fo approved, as to 
put it in his model. Ariftotle condemneth it, as alfo amongft fome other 
things,the Ele&ion of the Cojmi, and their too great advantage they had of 
ra’fing feditions in the State, when they came to be punifhed. Bur Polybius 
affirmeth the two Commonwealths of Crete and Sparta to have vaflly differ- 
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ed, not fearing to blame Lptoorus, Xenophon, Lalifi^nes, and P-ata. for 
faying they were very like; becaufe with the Cretian, it was ufual to in- 
grofle Land and Money, whence they were avaricious, contentious, fediri- 
on, and what not ? moreover they had annual Magiftrates, whereas the other 
hid two Kings for life.

thereih the f erve well of his Subje&s; whereas before they were difperfed in twelve 
Athenians into Towns or more> he gathered them into one City, as being more convenient 
one City. fQ . ftrenat h, concord,. and difpatch of publick bufineffe. This being hard to 
effeil, by reafon that the people were unwilling to quit their prefent poffeffi- 
ons for new hope?, he went from place to place, flawing them the con¬ 
venience of the rhing, and that he might effe&ually perfwade, he promifed 
them liberty, offering to lay down all power except that of the Generalfhip, 
and of keeping the Laws; in all other things to be like them, and the power 
to r eft in the people. The multitude being allured by this promife, he made 
th^ chief City, called Cecropia , his regal feat, and built another about it for 
the people, which he divided into three ranks, of Nobtiity, Husbandmen, 
and Artificers, all under the fame aiquality of liberty and Law. But the 
fo-mer fo-c he appointed to be the fountain of Magiftracy ; yet fo, as eleaive 
by the fuffrages of the other two. He abolilhed the feveral Courts of Judi¬ 
cature belonging to the twelve Towns, and conflicted one general Pryta. 
neum in the City. Thus did he deveft himfelf of all royalty m a manner, 
and brought popular-government into the State. 

15 As Hercules had inftituted the Olymplck.G ames in honour of Jupiter, march. 

His exploits. fQ ordained the Ifihmian, and dedicated them .to Neptune. He failed 
with Hercules into the Buxine Sea (fome fay, by himfelf) againft the 
Amazons ,from amongft whom he got Antiope his wife,which gave occafion to 
that fort of women to come againft Athens They fore di ft relied it by a 
Seioe, till peace was made by Antiope or Hippolyta, as others called her. 

Some have affirmed, that he was not partaker in any Exploit with any of the 
Hemes of his time, except in that he helped the Lapith* againft the Centaurs. 

Others again contend, that hee failed to Colchos with Mon, and affifted 
Meleager in killing the Boar; whence came the Proverb , Non fine Thefeo : 
he alfope'formed manybravethings by himfelf, without the afliftance of any, 
hence he came to be counted Alter Hercules. Having contracted near fnend- 
fhip and affiance with Perithous the Son of Ixion , being now yo years old, he 
ioyned with him in ftealing away Helena the daughter of Jy»d*reus from 
Sparta , and when they c^fl lots who fliould have her, Ine fell to him. He 
carried'her to his Mother living at Aphidna, there tp be kept till flte wefe 
rip 1 fo" marriage : But having agreed that he who obtained her, fliould help 
• the other to procure him a wife elfewhere, they both travelled into Epirus, 
to fte.al thence the daughter of Aidonev King of the Moloffians, whofe wife 
was called Proferpina , and his Dog Cerberus, he himtelf by the Fable being 
named Pluto. When he underftood their errand, that they came not to 
Wooe but to ftc.il, he laid hands on them both, and caufed his Dog to devoure 
Pernhms , kept The feus in prifon> till Hercules d^M he fliould be fet at 

I’d/whllft Thejeus was abfent, one Meneftheusths fon of Peleus (who 
w as Grand-fon to Erecht’heusb y bis Son O neus) incenfed rhe people againft 
him, and that upon rhe account of that change he had made in ce State, 
which he would have them believe was intended .to mflaverhem under pre- Um 
tence of liberty :• and at this time came down zht.TjndaruU,Caftor and Pel- 
lux (fome chink by his procurement) againft Athens in behalf of their li¬ 
fter.

while he himfelf afforded matter for that office, dying in the Ifle Melos at his 
Dcmopbon. return homewards.

phctsorzoTroy ) went to Athens and obtained the Kingdom. As he retur¬ 
ned, Phyllis daughter to Si.hon and Queen of Thrace, fell in love with him, c • • 
and wood him for marriage.

18. IchapnedchaccheScaceof Athens had War with the Boeotians about 
Celcena , a^place feated in the confines of both Countries, and it pleafedthe 
parties chat their Kings'ftiould decide the quarrel in their own perfons.

Cofiw the laft who willingly offered himfelf to deach for the fafety of his Athenians. There 
Kin S- were now diftafts arifen betwixt the Heraclida, who held Peloponnejus,^ 

them, for that they harboured the tones , and other fugitives out of thac Coun- , ... 

try; and at length the Heraclida intending to make War upon them, con- k 

fulted the Oracle beforehand concerning their fucceffe, which anlwered, that 

they lhould have the better, if they kept off their hands from the Athenian 

King, and not otherwife. They gave order to their men to beware of hurt- 

ttnghim; but he getting knowledge of the matter, dirguifed himfelf, and 

going into their Army, by blows provoked them co kill him. This being 

known, they raifed their Siege, though fome of them had already gor into the 

City, on whom then the Athenians had mercy, and difmiffed them without 

any harm.

Teos Lebedttty Cl*romtn* % Erythra, Phocaa , Chins m the Ifland Chios , and 
Samus in an Ifle of the fame name over againft Ephefus, which at firft being 
fub je£ed to feveral petty Princes, at length joynedan one body politick, and 
became very famous in after-ages. Twelve other A? chons fucceeded Medon, 
named from him Medontida, and in this condition the ftate remained unal- 
’ tered for a x 5 years, during which time there is little remarkable, either co n - Euftb. 
cerning Princes, or Commonwealth ; onely the time of Auphron the 19th. 

Archon fell in with that of Sardanapalus, and A lcm ton the fon of Bfchj- 
'lus was the laft, who dying when he had fcarce reigned two years, the peo¬ 
ple took another occafion to alter the Government; for being weary of this 
perpetual power of their Princes, they confined itcothefpace of 10 years. 

Mon, for This change being made about the beginning of the firft Olympiad , Charops A.M. 3*48. 

ten years. was the firft that underwent it, in whofetime Dionyfius of Halycarnafux 

will have Rome built. Six others fucceeded him in the power thus quali¬ 
fied , whereof Hippomenes the fourth in order was the laft of the pofteri- 
ty ai Codr us , being depofed for his cruelty to his daughter, whom being 
defloured,he ftiut up with anHorfethat had no meat given him, and fo 
caufed to be devoured quick. The laft of all the fix was Eryxias , who after Eufeb. 
he had Governed fix years, either died, or being depofed for fome Crime, 
opened the Door to a new and greater innovation, after 70 years continuance 
of the Decennal Government.

who for birth, wealth, or favour were moft confiderable in the Cine. The Ai’hen. & ui- 
firft in order was properly called A rchon , as principal of the College, and tonemEmmim. 
Eponymtu , becaufe he figned the Calendar, and all things that fell out in that 
year Were faid to be done, he being Archon. He had the care of their fu- 
perfticion* to him it belonged to take Cognifance of differences arifing about 
inheritances, as alfo betwixt Husband and Wife , Parents and their Chil¬ 
dren, and Kinsfolks one amongft another: Moreover,he took care of Orphans, 
and affigned them Guardians. The fecond in order had the name of Kmg y 
who taking care alfo of another part of their,fuperfticion, determined caufes, 
hotb. Civil ?nd Criminal, or referred them to the greater Courts of Judica¬ 
ture. The third was called Polemarchus , who befides the charge of fome 
religious cuftoms, had that of War committed to him (whence he had his 
name); was General of the Armies abroad , and at home the Judge of 
Grangers. The other fix were termed Thefmotheu, being'keepers of the 
Laws, or Cuftoms, Judges in feveral Cafes, and had power to commit to 
prifon all fufpicious perfons. Thefe were their diftintl Offices. Alto-- 
_ gether they had Authority to affemble the people, as the Kings, and 0- 
ther Archon in former times, and to refolve with them about publick bu- 

2 1 .* Such were the improvements of that liberty, which 7 he feus beftowed 
on the people: But though they feemed great, yet were they not arrived ac 
that heighth as to fatisfie. the heady multitude offended with the too great 
power of the Nobler and Richer fortjand which finding it felf aggrieved with 
the many inconveniences that arofe for wane of Laws (the fentence of the 
Magiftrate, or Judge being the onely Law) many grudges and difeords thence 
arofe, which fo far prevailed, as that after 50 years, power was given to one 
v,-acd. Draco , a man honeft and wife, but of auftere feverity,to make Laws. Many

They met or¬ 
dinarily thrive a moneth on Mart his hill (whines the Council had it’s 
name) bur extraordinarily as occafion required, and chen in the place called 
th sKinfs Gallery. As for the Council of Scare confifting of 400* it had 
power alfo to determine great matters and controverfies of it felf, and if ic 
law it convenient, to report them to the people. If the aflfent of cbe people 
was had, then palled it’s aits and conftitutions into firm Laws; if no r , chey 
Continued in force one year, and no 1 onger. To this Council moreover it be¬ 
longed, to provide for fuch as were grown poor, and were co be maintained 
by the publick ; to call all indebted to the State to an account, and provide 
for the making of Gallies. 

The Aflemb’y -d. To the greic Aftmbly of the people alone belonged che power of 
of the People, making and nulling Lawes, t of Peace and War, fending Ambaffadors, and 
giving che freedom of the City. When they were met together they took an 
Oath, with a bitter execration, to confuJc the bell they could for the good of 
the Commonwealth. Thole that were above fifty years of age fpake firft, and, 
after the bulineflfe was throughly debated, they fignified their pleafure bv 
holding up their hands. _ Solon ordained thac all the Laws Ihould be reviewed 
once a year, being recited by the Thefmotheta. Buc when any were to be 
abrogated, or new ones made, the whole Aflembly took not that matter of 
debate upon ir felf; buc committed ic to the care of the moft grave and pru¬ 
dent amongft them, chofcn for thac purpofe, and called Nomotheta, amongft 
which none were admitted, but fuch as had dealt in the moft important af¬ 
faires. Before them five Orators (called Syndics) pleaded concerning any 
Law that was to be abolilhed , which Ihould not be done without mature ad¬ 
vice, left thereby an occafion might be given to fedition and innbvation} and 
whic was concluded by thefe A hmotheta, the body of the people alwaies ap¬ 
proved. The Ajfewbly was had ordinarily thrice in 35 dayes, at the plea¬ 
fure of the Council of Srateot4oo; buc extraordinarily upon occafion cal¬ 
led together, either by the fame authority, of the Strategi or Generals foe 
War, and fomecimes of the nine Ay chons. 

Courts of 2 7- For Courts of Judicature, befides the Areopagites formerly mention- 
judicature. ed, there was that ofth zEpbeta, founded, as its thought, by Demopbon the 
Son of - r he fuss, confifting at firft of 50 Judges chofen out of Attica, and as 
many from Argos • but Draco excluding the Strangers, made the number 
onely f 1 Citizens, and after him Solon tempering the rigor thereof, transfer¬ 
red rhence the more weighty matters to Areopagus, leaving the Judgmenc 
of caf/iai hms-ctde, and lying in weight for life, in fome cafes to it. The 
caufe< brought in thither were reported by the King or fecond Archon. There 
was anorhar Court moft large and common, confifting of 500, 1000, oc 
fomerimes 1500 perfons, according to the occafion, chofen by lot out of all 
the Citizens of 30 years old, and upwards. They judged of many, and 
ofren , of the greateft caufes ; and this was called the Hellafhck. Council , 
becaufe they fate in an open place where the Sun Ihone. A fourth Cour.t there 
w :s of Ari/t^,ttors 9 confifting of 220 chofen out of the Tribes, and being 
arqually divided according to tfie number of them, heard and determined their 
Caufes. A fifth and feift confiderable there was yet ? made up of thirty per¬ 
fons .it the firft, afterwards increased to forty, going in circuit to the feveraf 
forts of people gathered by Tbtfetts into one City, heard and judged leflet 
mirters. As for the Officers belonging to the feveral Courts, the twelve 
men for imprifomnent, and execution, with the Officers of the feveral tribes, 
they are fcarce to be mentioned by this Work.

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Sect. 4. °%ve uncofuch as ware born of Strumpets. He made a Law whereby he 
Save leave to the people to make Teftamencs, which they never could dobe- 
fo-e; all the eftites of deceafed perfons going to the next Heir. He forbad 
women to have any portions, left marriages fhould be made for gain ; yet 
fucceeded they in the inheritances of their Fathers, in defaulc of iffue Male. 

Some things about Marriages and Adultery he decreed, which have been no¬ 
ted, and not unworthily, as abfurd. He commanded the Court of Areopa¬ 
gus, to take an account of all perfons how they lived , and punifh thofe that 
could render none* He forbad all native fruits,except that of the Olive, to 
be tranfported ouc of Attica. And nothing is more memorable than this, 
that he deprived of all honour, and rendred infamous thofe, that,in a time of 
fa&ionana fedition in the City, joyned themfeves to neither party, conclu¬ 
ding that fuch as were concerned for the good of the Commonwealth, would 
according to their beft apprehensions, fide with fuch as contended for it. His 
Laws he expofed to publick view, that none fhould pretend ignorance in 
them. He fware the People, Magi fir at a, and Senate, to obferve them for 
an hundred years, and the Archons, if they brake them, to fet up a Statue at 
Delphos, of their own bigneffe. Then to conclude his Work, he reformed 
the Calender, much amilfe at that rime, and reduced the year into fuch a 
form as was agreeable to the motion of the Sun. 

2p. The work being over, there wanted not thofe who would both praue j idem ibid. & 
solan travel- and difeommend it. Some would be amending it by addition, others by Sub- Herodotus 1 .1 
lcch * ftra&ion or change, fo that plainly feeing what ftir would be about it, he got 

leave to travel for ten years; in which time he went into tAgyph where he 
converted with Amefis , and into Lydia, where he had that notable confe¬ 
rence with Crceftu, before mentioned- But while he was abroad, the City 
anew brake into factions. There were the Pediaans headed by Lycmrgw, the 
Par alians by Megaclcs, and the Diacrians by P if fir am , one who was de¬ 
fended from Codries the laft King. To the later, a company of the poorer 
fort joyned themfelves, fuch as were moft invererate againft the rich , and al¬ 
though they had not much to fay againft Solon's Laws, yet were they defirous 
of innovation, hoping to be gainers therein. Things were in this pofture 
when Scion returned home, who being received with much honour, laboured 
by hi'- a’ thoriry to rake off the ring-leaders of the feveral fa&ions, and re- 
. concile them. P'fftratas feemed to give ear to him, being a man of deep 
diffmi! -non, and fo much apter to deceive, in that no man appeared fo greac 
a friend to equality as he , and cherfore a greater Enemy to the change of the 
•prefent Government. But Solon quickly found him out; yet profecuted him 
not with any open malice , but fought to draw him from his defignsby fair 
means, often profeffmg, that no man was more inclined to Virtue, or to 
make a good Common-wealth’s-man, if the defire of rule and foveraignty 
were but taken from him. . _ 

50. For all this, Pifftram proceeded, and by his feeming rendinefle to 
patronize the poorer fort againft the rich, invaded the Tyranny. He wounded 
himfelf andhisChariot-horfes, and drove into the Forum, making {hew of T[Miarch ut 
an efcape from great danger, and defired of the people that he might have a f u p j. 
guard afligned him to defend his perfon. He fo far prevailed, as to have 
fifty perfons allowed him, though Solon fteppingto him, told him he did not M. 341?. 
well*to aff Ulyffes in Horner, (who, as he counterfeited himfelf wounded to 
circumvent his Enemies, fo did he the fame, that he might cheat bis fellow 
Citizens) and oppofed the thing as much as po(fible._ Having obtained the 
liberty of fo many followers, he then took leave to increafe their number, 
and thereby got theCattle into his tends,at which the City was much ftartled.

But whilefthe thus improvedhimfelf abroad; he 

was much wanted at home, and often earneftly follicited to return, by all 

parties. 

7. For great needthe-e was of his prefence to heal the diftempers into 
which the State was now fall’n, the heady multitude hayjjjg by its defire of 
loofe liberty brought all things into confufion. The firft Government 
till the coming in of the Herdclidet , for any thing that can be found, was 
meerly abfolute , and afterwards we do not find that the Regal power 
was dsminifhecl, till Eurypon . or Enrytion moft imprudently let loofe the 
reigns of Government. This gave occafion to the Rabble to fly high indif- 
obedience, and concert with his Succeffors when they endeavoured the re¬ 
covery of their old Authority. Many great tumults and fedicions were 
hence raifed, infomuch that Eunomus the Grand-fon of Eurypon , father of 
Lycurgusy and fifth from /W*y,was murdred in one of them with a butch¬ 
ers knife. Thefe diftempers increafing, and the Kings not being ftrong Phtercb. 
enough to rule the diffolute Rabble, nothing but abfolute ruin and deftrufii- 

oo was expected, when Lycurgus returning home (of whofe prudence and 
integrity they had had formerly large demonftrations) alone feemed able to 
give any hope of better things. . .

To accuftom the People from their tender years 
to obey the Laws and Magistrates, and hereby.to render them more in¬ 
clinable co live juftly and frugally, to bridle all corrupt affections, in- 
dure labour and hardflaip, refufe no danger for the publick good, nor death 
it felf if the cafe required. Having therefore a defign to make a full 
evacuation of all bad humours , as he accounted them , and knowing 
how full of difficulty and danger this mighc prove to the body poli¬ 
tick, mens minds much loathing fo violent a Purgation, he confidered 
that they were apt to be led by a (hew of Religion, and having learnt 
how Cfrlwos pretended to have received his Laws from Jupiter , wich 
•whom he converfed in a Cave, he refolved to go; to Delphos 9 and make 
ufe of that Oracle to the fame advantage. There was he received with, 
incouraging words, falu ted, Beloved ofthe gods a god, rather than a man r 
and received in an Oracle the frame of a Commonwealth, which bring¬ 
ing home, he called Rhetra to gain the more Authority to it. At.hjs re-, * 
turn he firft confulted with his intimate friends', and drew others on-by 
degrees, dll having made a party-he ordered thirty principal p^rfops to; 
go Armed into the Market-place betimes in the; morning , that they, 
might thereby ftrike a terrour into their Adverfaries. Charilaus at this'A.M.ai2t; 
much affrighted, as thinking it fome plot againft himfelf, fled to Chalc\&cum 
(the Temple of Minerva much fpoken of ) where he took Sanftuary; but un-; 
demanding how things were, came. forth and joyned himfelf to his Uncle, 
being of a moft fweet and mild difpofition.

Lt tcaufe he thought, that thofe things conduced nothing to Coun- 
dl but richer hindrel, for that Statues, Poores, the actinng Rooms of 
Theatre ‘ and^ withdrawing-rooms of the Court, being too curioufly 

adorned* made thofe that met light and vain , diverting them with toys 
and idle thoughts. The multitude being affembled into one place, power 
was not orantld no any of the People to propofe: they could onely enad 
what the° Senators and Kings had propounded. But in after times the 
common People perverting and wfefting their fuffrages P./;^ and 
rheotomvus then Kings, added this to the Rhetra: But if the peope re- 
let it be larc fall for the Senators andKin^s 
to difient • chat is, faith Plutarch , let them not ratifie it, but forthwith 
difimfe the Affembly; feeing the People depnveth the Decree, and al- 
tereth what is bell.

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11. Abroad they were the Generals of Armies, which werehfc to their Sect.j, 
ordering, or difpofal; fo as no Council of War, or any in Commillioiv could j 

thwart their Commands; they onely receiving orders from che State, for 
their expeditions and returns. They had Judges to accompany them, a Gene¬ 
ral of the Horfe, four Polemarchi , befides Colonels , and ocher inferiour Of-, 
fleers, whole advice, as well as help, in the War they might ufe, but were at 
their own difpofal, and obnoxious to none of them.. And what is here fpo- 
ken of a King, is to be extended to his Pretettor , Guardian , or Tutor in his 
minority, by the Lacedamonlans called Prodicus. < uch were chofen to this 
cruft ana charge, as were neareft of kin by the father’s fide, to the Orphans,, 
and confequently the next Heirs, that whole was the hope, his alfo might be 
the burthen. This appeareth. by feverat examples of Lycurgus himfelf, 

Arifiodemus , and Paafanius t to be related in their due places ; which though 
it be not admitted in ocher Commonwealths, and perhaps with good reafon, 
yet thefe Prodici having all in their power, fcarcely ever any of them was 
found to have plaid falfe, or, by treachery towards their Pupills, gone about to 
make way for their own preferment. 

The Senate. 12. The Senate confifted of 28 perfons, befides the Kings, not under 60 

years of age. The firft were fuch as had affifted Lycurgus, and been helpful! Lege Plutarch. 
to him in the fetlemehc, whom he ordere^-tb continue for life, except they in Lymgo. 
committed any offence worthy of feclufion, conceiving it not fafe for this J l ^ oa Ae legib; 
his Commonwealth, co have a frequent change of Senators, which the Kings xmph in r»- 
mighc improve to their own intereft. Into this fecond ranck of dignity, pri. v ‘ 
were none co be admitted, but fuch as had well deferved of the Scace by good Ariftot. p An; 
Service or eminent virtue; chat fo it mighc be a reward co old men, and an llb - 
incouragement to the younger fort, to be conformable co che Laws. They 
had 1 in effedt the whole executive power in their hands. They had the Su- F m ‘ 
preme power of Judicature, wherein they proceded not rafhly, but wich 
great advice and delay, deferring judgement moft commonly for fome 
dayes, till they had heard both parcies, and received the teftimonies of wit- 
neffes: yet it was lawfull afterwards to appeal from them to the people. 

They were not liable to becalled to an account for whaefoever they did; which 
immunity,as exceeding the moderation of a Commonwealth, (together with Politic.U.c.i. 
their fuing to the people for their places, whereas able and honeft men fhould 
be fought for) amongft other things is taxed by Ariftotle. 

13. A Reverend and moft Learned man obferveth,that whatever the Kings tr. Heylin.. 
loft, the People got little by the alteration, being left out of all imployment 
In affairs of State, and forced to yield obedience unto thirty Matters, whereas* 
before they*had buc two. For the Kin^s and Senate affembled, and difmiffed 
them when they pleafed, and propounded to them what they thought conve¬ 
nient. For the People fd affembled it was not lawfull to propound any thing 
to bfe debated or determined, nor to deliver their opinion in the point pro¬ 
pounded^: there being nothing left co them but to teflifie their affenc to che 
Propofidoris made, either by the kings or Senate. But che cunning flattery of 
1 the Ephori in after cimes much inlarged che power of the People. By the ap¬ 
pointment of Lycurgui it met at che River Cnacion (afterwards called Ot- 
Huns) by the Bridge Baby cos. Sometimes onely che Spartans , dr Inhabitants F i m , ch - m Iy- 
of the Citie met together, and then it was called the Lejfer A jfembly ; but C u,go. 
Otherwhiles che whole body of the Lacedammans gathered together out of xenoph.uellem. 
all Laconia , that was free of the Commonwealth, which went by the name of lib.\. & 6. 
Greater Meeting or A jfembly^ called then limply * Ecclefia . * 'E imei*.

Citizens a- 
mountino to fo many) and diftnbutedthe reft to the other Lacedamonians , 
inhabiting the Countrey. Each portion contained fo much as to maintain a j 
family in°i frugal way, and no more. To the Kings a larger quantity was af- 
figned for the maintenance of their degree, fo much as might ferve with mo- 

deration, and not make them abound in riches. 

Iron money. is- That he might take away covetoufneffe, and the defire of hoarding up 
wealth, he forbade the ufe of Silver and Gold Cow, putting m the room 
thereof Iron money, of which a great quantity amounting but to little value, 
no confiderable payment could be made, without the help of an Horfe or 
Wae°on. HerebyV came to pafle, that they were unfit to Traffick with o- 
th-r people, no Merchandize being imported, which he herein aimed at, as 
well ?s by another Law made exprefly againft the continuance of ftrangers in 
the Citie; fearing more the contagion of the mind in his people than that of 
th° body Andeitherwayes co prevent Luxury, he forbade that any man Pimm 
fhould eat at home by himfelf 9 or with his family, or to make any private 
feafts, without fome fpecial occafion ; but ordered them to fup together m 
common, without any diftinftion of Dignity or Fortune, by fifteen together. 

Each one Cent in hisProvifion monethly; as Meal, Wine, Cheefe, and Figs, 
with a little money to buy other vi&uals. If any had killed Venifon, or of¬ 
fered Sacrifice, whereby any flelh was gotten, the ancient men left that to the 
younger fort, and contented themfelves with Broaths, of winch a black fort 
was moft ufed, of no pleafant tafte to fucb as were not accuftomed to eat it. 

As for fiflvnd all kinds of delicate acates,they were utterly forbidden- None 
were to eat or drink beyond fuch a proportion as fufficed nature: the Kings 
indeed were allowed a double Meffe, but this was, that they might have op- 
T u e vhvditia portunity to pleafure and countenance others with part of it. All came to 
l %,£’Sheik publick meetings (which firft were called after the name o£. 

y J thofe of the Cretians , from whom Lycurgus borrowed this conftitution,after- 

wards Phyditia and Syftitia) with their Arms, and after Supper were to go 
nome without Torch or Candle, though never fo dark, that they might 
; -arn, if need fliould be, to make the fame flaift when they lay abroad in the 
field. All ftately buildings he forbade, and all Trades that tended any way to 

the maintenance of Luxury or Exceffe. . . 

16 But to have thefe cuftomes durable, it being highly neceffary to breed 
up the vouch in fuitable Difcipline, he alfo provided for that m ample man- 
The educationner. the firft thing previous co education was very unnatural and cruel; foe 
of boys. the Infant as foon as born, was carried to the moft ancient of chat Tribe to be 
viewed; and if it was found any way deformed, weak, or fickly , whereby 
might be judged that it would rather prove burthenfom than beneficial to the 
Commonwealth, then was it to be expofed upon the craggy places of the Hill 
Tayretns, there to take fuch quarter as wild beafts, fowls, hunger, and cold _ 

would affoard it. But if* feemed ftrong, lufty, and worthy to live,then p Umh.t* 
was it reftored to its Parents t&benurfed. And nurfed it was very harlh y, y &• 
not ufed to any delicate, or coftly feeding, and fo ufed to darkneffe and foli- 
tarineffe as not,to be afrighted at them. When the Children werefeven 
years old they were not committed to any mercenary School-matters, i itcer 
the cuftom of other people, but to the care of the publick, being diftributed 
into feveral Companies, over which fome that were moft fierce, hardy, and 

prudent amongft. them were fee as Captains, who governed them in their 

fports and exercifes, and to whofe correaton they fubmitted. There were 
alfo moft commonly fome men prefent at their exercifes, who would rebuke 
and chaftice them, obferving which'had the moft notable fpirits; L y c “W s 
leaving it in charge to the Lacedamwans to take care of other mens C - 
dren as of their own. All manner of wayes were rhey mured to labour and 
pains. Their hair was cut dofe to. their heads, they went bare-footed from 
their Infancy, fought with one another naked.witb as much earaeflnelie as 
might be, and after a certain barbarous and cruel manner, were once a^year 



wnipped ic tie Altar of O ana latnca, (to which goddefs facrificecould not Sect. 5. 
be offered without m ins bloud) till the blpud ran down in great abundance, t/Y \i 
their P irents beholding the fight. They would bear in with admirable patience 
and emulation,cheerfully, (nay, many times with great delight which they took 
in excelling one another in patience) enduring theftroaks unco death ic felf. 

17. When they were pift their Childhood,at twelve years of age, their 
labours and exercifes were but increafed, left vice cogecher wich years fhould 
grow upon them. They were to be concent with one Coat, both Winter and 
Summer, and flepr by Companies together upon coarfe, and uneafie beds. 

The antienc men alfo overfaw them upon occafion, but the charge was com- 
P<edmmut. routed co one of the principal, called thence P<tdonoi»'is> who had power to 

gather them together and corre& them. Over feveral companies certain 
Iren. young men of twenty years of age , called Irens, were fee, who, if no men 

were nre'.'enc, hid command over them, exercifed them in watches, lying in 
ambufii, and ocher crafts of War,wherein if any were caught they were fevere- 
lypuni flied to make them the more wary for the future; as alfo if they were 
taken in rheft, ftealingwich them being lawfull, and incouraged as an exer- 
cifeforWir, hut co be furprized therein was punifliable, the fame Irens 
flipping with chem would make fome fing, and others propofe queftions, in 
antvvering which they exercifed their wics,accuftoming them to make a fhort, 
clear, and vvitc.y anfwer, in the dexterity whereof the Lacedttmonians excel- pimaycb. in 
led all others; Orators with their long-winded fpeeches being utterly for- Arnhegmt. 
bidden.. When the Iren corre&ed them, there were men ftinding by to Lacanitit. 
take notice of ic, and if it was not rightly done, nor upon good grounds, he 
had the fame punifhmenc infli&ed on him. Thofe boys performed feveral 
forts of exercifes; but amongft the reft thofe called Platan*ft a (from the place 
thick fee with plain Tre.es) were moft eminent, in which with hands and 
feet, teeth, and mils, they fought in good earneft, co the putting out of eyes, 
and fometimes to the danger of life ic felf, none giving over, or fhrinking 
one jot, than which no diljjjrace was efteemed more hainous. Such ftrisft, and 
conftanr difcipline under-vvent they all their minority, till they arrived at 30 
years of age (before which time they married not, went not out ro war, nei¬ 
ther exercifed any Office) fo that the greaceft trouble in the field afterwards 
feemed much more eafie to be undergone. 

The cduca- 1 8. The education alio of young women was agreeable to this of the other 

tiono£A 7 iw Sex, that by Yigihncy, induftry, and enduring labour, they might be fur- 
gijis. 1 nifhed with courage and refolutionaminft all evils, being married with more 
eafe undergo the pains of Travel, and bring forth Children of the fame confti- 
cution. According to their age they had exercifes of fundry forts; moft of 
which they: performed in publick, naked, and chat not onely in the fight of 
Kings and Senate, but the young men alfo j which yet becaufe of the Laco- 
tfick modefty and temperance, with the cuftom of ic, was not judged at all 
co concribute to vice, but rather to an innocenc, and harmleffe emulation,and 
boneft love. Their diet was fuch as might nourifh them, and not any ill difpo- 
ficion in them. Such were their Cloaths, and all things elfe about them, as 
long as Lycjsrgus his conftitutions were in force; and therefore the coo great 
power of the women, their Luxury, and the many great inconveniences that 
thence arofe co the State, obje&ed fo much by Ariftotle, is to be aferibed co 
the married fort; & probable it is chic this corruption crept in,in after-times, 
it being weHmgh as eafie for him to reform the women as to make this great p 0 i\ t \c, nb.3. 
alteration in the Commonwealth, though the contrary be aflerted by the Phi- cap.?,' 
lofopher, who as it feemech was much facisfied in the wilfulneffe of that Sex. 

The fee time for marriage of men was at 30. for women at 20 years, before 
which it was unlawfull; out if a man within fome reafonable time after, be¬ 
took him hot to chat eftate, he was publickly difgraced by command of chs 
Law-giver. Women had no portions; yet the Heirs carried with them their 
father’s inheritance. No plurality of wives did he allow; and yet as for adul¬ 
tery it was no: heard of in that Cicie, againft which neither did he make any 
Law, having already provided fufficiencly againft ic by fuch ftrift conftitutions.

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c E ct . s. i o. As he provided againft the flocking of ttrangers co Sparta, fo forbad 

be any Citizen, or Member of the Commonwealth to Travel, (except in any 
Travel for- expedition of War) left he {hould bring home with him the diliolute and et- 
bidden. feminate cuftoms of other places. Merchandizing was efteemed a bafe 1m- 
plovment, as meerly practiced for getting of wealth. Drunkennefle they ren¬ 
ted more abominable to Children by making their flaves drunk , that then 
thev might behold them in that beaftly condition. He that had been fo un¬ 
thrifty as not to be able to bear the charge of the Phiduia was excluded from 
, all truft in the Commonwealth. To keep them vigilant, he commanded that 
s^unwal- theCide(hould noc be walled, they having fufficient leafure to look care¬ 
fully to it; this being even their whole calling, with their heads and hands to 
attend publick affairs; the drudgery of Tilling their grounds, and gathering 
their fruits, being impofed upon the It dot a, or publick flaves, with other fer- 
vile and Mechanick affairs. Thofe flaves it was not lawfull for any one pri¬ 
vately to manumit ,or fell oi t of Laconia, whereby increafjng to fo great a 
number, that they equalized, or exceeded that of their matters, they fqme- 
times affoirded occafion of great danger; upon which account this conftitu- 
tion is taxed by the PhiUfopher. For theleflening of their numbers^ 

Thc cmt u courfe was taken not altogether clear from a note of cruelty : Certain 
The Ctyptta. men be ing fent ab out into the Countrey, who lying hid in the day

20. Such was the form of the Commonwealth inftituted by Lycurgus, 
which faved him the labour of ereiting any other Courts of Juftice than what 
have been already mentioned. For Gold and Silver bein* taken away, and 
the ufe thereof forbidden upon pain of death, controverfies and futes moft 
commonly thence arifing naturally fell of themfelves. He forbad his Laws TlutaY fc Ht 
to be written in Tables, becaufe he would have them rooted in the minds of /ty,*.

Being at firft no other than Affiftants to the Kings, by little and lircle they 
aflumed power to themfelves, and, no body aware of it, corfticuted a pecu¬ 
liar Office. Hereof, hefaid, align remained at that day, for that the Kin® 
being called by the Ephori, refufed to come once, and again ; but at the third 
call came to them : befides, Ajhropus, who firft inlarged the bounds of this 
Office, was Ephorus many ages after. 

Their Dower r t6 ,‘ T !? 2 powet of thofe Magiftrates, for what end foever corftituted fas 
v ' of others in other places) was moderate at the firft, but in procefle of time 
as the ambition of them, and the confidence of the people thereupon in- 
creafed, it exceeded the due and juft bounds, and made the Government 
almoft degenerate into a Democracy. They not onely confulted with the 
. ^ Kings ovta Senate, refolved about the affaires of State* and judged of con- 
troverfies amongft the people ; but afterwards grapled even the whole power 
into their hands, doing all things rhemfelves that were of moment. They 
governed the Afembliesv? the people, propofing and gathering fuffrages , 
they made and difanulled leagues, ordered what forces were to be fent out 
for which they alfo made provifion, they rewarded or punifhed, accordino to* 
their pleafure, orher Magiftrates, calling the very * Kings to account “for *j ■ 
their lives; infomuch thar, as the Philofipber obferveth, they obtained a 
kind of tyranny : the onely remedy was, that their Office was but annual* pmrmias 
and being five in number, the defigns and indeavours of one or two, were 
crofted and overthrown by the contrary party, nothing being done without ^ , , 

the confent of the vvhole College. They rofe not up, as other Magiftrates, S 
in p re fence-of the Kings, with whom they mutually fware every moneth; tm 
the Kings that they would rule according to the Laws, and they in the name 
of the peopleto preferve their rule thus ordered, fafe and entire to them. 

With their cnennginto their Office, the year began (conftantly in Winter, 
as we learn from Thucydides) and from one of them as principal, the year l ib « 

V ^I named ^ vho thence was caIled E ?o»ymtu,) as from the Archon at * 

Athens. At their firft entrance they were wont to publilh an Edift, that 
the men Ihould take off all the hayr from their upper lips, and obferve ftri&lv Plutarch in 
all the Laws, left they Ihould be conftrained to punilh them, requiring obe- cltommex 
dience in a little, thereby to inure the people to it. In the Wars two of ^rijloteie. 
them ufed to go out vyich the Kings, to affift them in their Councils. They 
were wont to proclame open waragainftthepublick Haves or Helots, oW m l 
liberty to kill them, and thence is ro be derived that cruel cuftom of the 
Cryptia, rather than from any confticution of Lycargw, as Arlftotle tbink- 
ech. The caufe thereof, as Plutarch judgech, was the confpiring of thefe 
Haves againft their Matters, during the Mejfenian War.

Not long after a Truce was 
made^for fourty dayes, during which, he wandrmg abroad too carelefsly, 
was entrapped by fome Cretians, who afiifed alfo in the Siege , and being 
bound with che thongs of their quivers, was carried into a Village, to the 
houfe of a certain widdow. This woman, undemanding who.hewas, caft 
in her head how to deliver him, which ftieeffeaed, by giving his Keepers fo 
much drS, that they falling afleep, with one of their daggers he cut the 
thorns. Being loofed, he ftabbed the Crews and efcaped; and afterwards, 
to require the womans kindnefle, married her to his Son Corpus. _

43. When the Arcadians underftood of the taking of Ira , cheydelired 
of Ariflocrates their King to be led out, either to reltore their friends, or 
die with them; but he having formerly becraied them at the feat Ditch, 
was now alfo corrupted with money, and refufed to do it, alleging there 
was none left to whom they could give afliftance. Yec when it was "clearly 
known that they were alive, they fent fome before to comfort them,then mec 
them with clothes, and meat, as far as the Hill Lycaw, and kindly invited 
them to live amongft them. Ariftomenes boyling with hacred and revenue 
agiinft the Lacedamonians, chofe out of the Company 500 men, whom he 
knew to be no whit defirous to outlive the fortune of cheir Country, and asked 
them in che hearing of Ariflocrates (not knowing any thing of his treache¬ 
ry) and che Arcadians , whether they would venture cheir lives with him. 

Upon their anfwer that they would, he acquainted them with his defign, to 
march ttraight for Sparta , which if he could furprize, now chat ail it’s 
ftrength was imployed in the plunder of Mejfenia , then fiiould he make an . 
even exchange wich che Lacedemonians ; bur, if not, death would be the 
worft that could happen. Befides the Mejfenians , 500 Arcadians cave 
their names to this Expedition ; but being flayed by reafon that che entrails 
of che beaft were not propitious, Ariflocrates had time to give notice 6f the 
•idefign to Anaxander King of Sparta. The treachery was difeovered after 
hiT treachery ^e return of the Meffenger, by fome that fufpe&ed it, and the letter fent 
''backfrom Anaxande-, was red in the Aflembly of th t Arcadians, wherein 
thanks was given to Ariflocrates , as well for the help he afforded rhe Lace¬ 
demonians at the great Bitch, as for this timely notice. Hereac the multi¬ 
tude was fo inraged, as they ftoned him out of hand, caft him out upburied, 
and creeled a monument to his infamy, with this note, that Perjury cannot 
efcape God. They exhorced alfo the Mejfenians to throw ftones at him, who 
looked upon Ariftomenes , as expeiling directions from him; but he onely 
fixed bis eyes on the ground and vvepc. 

44. The Mejfenians defired of Arftomenes to lead them out, to feek fome 
new place to inhabit; but he denied it, refolving to fpend his dayes in doin» 
as much mifehief as he could to the Lacedemonians : onely his fo a Gorgut 
and Man tic l m he offered to them.

Prince of Rhodes at that time, took the youngeft to wife, having been advi- 
fed by the Oracle, to make cho ; ce of chat man’s daughter who was the heft in 
all Greece. He carried his daughter to Rhodes, whence he intended to go 
to Ardys thefon of Gyges , then reigning in Lydia, and chence co Echatane , 
to Phraortes King of the Medes ; but deach prevented him, and he finifiaed 
his daves in that Ifland, being found in the number of thofe few, that lived 
siul dyed in great glory.

7 * Cypjelus having enjoyed the principality of Corinth and Corejra the 
■pimnder fpace of thirty years, then died, and left it to his fon Periander. He was Hewdotta & 

much unlike his father, of a cruel difpofition (if we believe Ariffotle rather 
than Soficles in Herodotus } infoniuch as not trufting the good will of his peb- 
ple, he got a guard of 300 men about him, and would rather be feared than 
loved of his Subjects; yet being hardy and warlike, he held the power longer 
than he. Herodotus, oucof Sofictes relacerh,' th’aifat firft he was very mild 
and curteous, till by acquaintance with Thrafybylus the Tyrant of Miletus , 
he altered his humour; for fending to him for his advice, how he migh beft 
order his affairs in Government, he returned no,anfyyer to the Meflenger, 
but carrying him out into a plot of Corn, fell a plucking off the talleft and 
moft eminenc ears, till he had well nigh marred the whole plot. The Mef- 
fenger returning told Periander whit he hid feen, who eafily guefted, that the 
moft eminenc and powerful Citizens were to be removed out of the way j but

her when {he was dead, and calling together the Corinthian women, as well 
adorned as poflible, to celebrate the feaft of Juno, caufed his guard to ftrip 
them all naked, and made a parentation to Melijfa of all their clothes and 
ornaments. Lycophron his youngeftfon, who onely was capable of Govern¬ 
ment, moved by Procles his Grand-Fatber, grew exceeding ftoward- and re¬ 
fractory becaufe of his Mother’s death; infomuch as, differences and di- 
ftiftsincreafing, PmWrrbanifhed him, firft his houfe, then forbad all his 
Subjects to fpeik to, or comfort him, and at length forced him into Corejra. 

But after fome years growing old, infirm, and unfit for bufinefle, he fent for 
him home, offering to pifTe over all ro him j buc by no arguments or intrea¬ 
ties could he move him to return, till he offered co change places, and deveft 
himfelf of all power. Now, when this was agreed bn, the Corcyraans 
feanng above all things ro have Periander come amongft them, to prevent ir, 
killed the young min. Periander to be revenged, cook away from them 300 
of their cnoiceft Boyes, which he fent to lJ aliattes King of Lydia his friend 
and allie to be gelded; but they being driven upon thelfland Samut, the In¬ 
habitants took fuch pity both on them and their relations, as to fend them home 
fafe, and difappointed the Tyrant. This fo vexed him, now almoft eighty 
years old, that he dyed of grief, though by fome be be reckoned amongft 
tha feven Wife Men of Greece. Stsidas out of moft ancient Authors deliver¬ 
ed! this character of him; That he was an harfh and cruel Tyranr, very mar¬ 
tial, fcirce being ever out of War, very powerful at Sea, having fo con¬ 
venient Havens both upon the Ionian andtxCf tan Gulfs. He reigned nigh 
forty years, and dyed in the fourth of the 48th Olympiad , feven after the efta- A - M. 3410.’

Yet, for certain, the Government was popular, things of greac- 
eft confequence never being refolved on, without the confent and decree of 
the people, (which kept thofe of higheft concernment in its own power) and, 
if :.ny other in the World, was a friend to Antimonarchical liberty, and an 
utter enemy to Monarchy, where ever it was found in Greece. For this 
City undertook many times great Wars for this very caufe, and not out of any 
ambitious delign, as is clear in the cafe of the Syracufians, and others ; fo 
that a Captain out of it was moft defirable upon fuch an occalion; as may 
hereafter be difeovered.

' The antient Kingdom of Thebes. 

I, T}ceotia had on the Weft Phocts, on the Eaft the Euboean Sea, on the 

JLJ North che Eaftern Locri, and on the South Attica and Megans. 

The chief feat and Metropolis of this Country was Thebes, the builder of 

which is not certainly known. Calydnus is reported firft to have reigned here; 

whence by a Poet of Chalets , it is called the rower of Calydntu, and in He- 

fychius, Calydna.au is the fame with Antient. After him was Ogyges , or * 124 * 

Ogygut, from whom Thebes by the Poets is called Ogygian, and that great 

O'/ygian Deluge is named, which is faid to have happened in histime, 1020 

years before the firft Olympiad, in the dayes of Phoroneus King of Argos, 

(as Africanus gathereth) and fo overwhelmed all the region of Attica , that it 
made it inhabitable for 200 years, as Pererius noteth. Paufanias writeth, l» Moticis & 
that he was King of the Edena, che firft Inhabitants of Thebais , and that AUieit. 
from his fon Eleufine a famous Town in Attica took both Original and 
name, asfome were of opinion. Thefe Ellena are reported to have been 
comfumedby Peftilence, whom fucceeded the Hyantes and Aona, that con¬ 
tinued in thofe parts, together with the Temmices (who came from Sanittm ) 
and the Leleges , till Cadmus coming to Greece , made himfelf Mafter of this 
place, in the dayes of Corax King of Sky on, and Danaus of Argos , 347 years 
after the beginning of Ogyges. 

2. This Cadmus, acccording to the tradition of the Greek/, was fon to 
Agenor the brother of Belas, Uncle to Danatu and vGgyptus, who coming A P olloA ' llb -*• 
out of , /Egypt into Phosnice fome 3d years before, on his wife Telphajfa be¬ 
gat three fons • Cadmus , Phoenix , Cilix , and a daughter named Europa. 

This Europa, Jupiter ftole, and carried over Sea into Crete, in the likenefle of . 
a Bull, where he begat on her Minos , Rhadamamhus , and Sarpedon. Afierius 4l 
King of the Ifland afterwards married her, and having no children of his own, F ‘ * 
adopted her fons. Herodotus telleth us that fome Greek* (Afierius perhaps, ^ uca j, u 
or fome for him) in revenge for what the Nation had formerly fuffered from 
the Afiattckj in ftealing away Ino, went to Tyre, and thence ftole Europa 
the Kings daughter, bringing her away in a ftiip, whofe enfign was a Bud, 
whence occafion was given to feign, that fhe was carried over upon a Bull's 
back,

Mars and V tnus , agreeable to which alliance, the gqds are faid to have come ^y*v 
down unto Cadme'a to the wedding. Out of Phoenicia he firft brought letters 
Into Greece, giving them their peculiar names and characters, fitted for the v]o u d - 1 T9Mq. 
language of the place, and thence they were called Phoenician, though after- fiiMAtJel'i 
war^s Pelafgian, becaufe the ufe of chem was, after they were brought over, 
firft made known to the Pelafgi. 

4. Of Harmonia , Cadmus begot Poly dor us his fon , and four daughters, 

Semele , lno, Antome, and Agave. On Semele Jupiter enamoured begot idem l. 3 . 
Dionyfiss i or Bacchus , who found out Wine and Ale, and travelled through- P- »47. 
out the then known World, to reduce men to civility. This he did with an 

Army both of men and women, and after an Expedition of three years re¬ 
turned out of India, firft triumphing upon an Elephant. Ino was married to 
Arhamas the fon of i/Eolus and grand-fonof Hellen , towhomlhe bore dpollod. 

AH eon that was devoured by his own Dogs. Agave became the wife of 
Eetion, to whom Ihe bore Pentheus. After Cadmus had reigned fome time 
at Thebes , he was called by the Enchelea, who had Wars at that time with 
p 0 , xdom the L Syrians , and were bidden by the Oracle to fend for him and Harmonia 

0 * to be their Captains. He left then the Kingdom of Thebes to his fon Poly. 

dorus, and having fubdued the Illyrians, reigned over them , and begot ano^ 
ther fon called lllyrius, who either gave or took name from chat people^ 

The Poets feigned Cadmus and his wife, to have been turned here into 
Snakes, becaufe they feem to have forgot their former civility, and learnt 
barbarifm. 

5. This is the fum of what the Greek/ have delivered concerning Cadmus. 

But, though they, for their own credit, made him the fon of a King, yet the 

SSffaid of Si<ioftian l » whofe Country-man he was, deniethis, alleging that being their 
Cadmus. King’s Cook, he fled away with Harmonia , a certain minftrel. His time, 
as it is computed, falleth in with that of Jofhua, fo that he feemeth to have 
led into Greece a Colony of thofe Canaanites , or Phoenicians, who were outed 
of their habitations by the Ifraelites. His family may be gathered to have 
been that of the Kadmonites , mentioned by Mofes , who were the fame with 
the Hivites , and called Cadmonim , or Orientals , becaufe they poffeffed 
Mount Herman, the moft Eaftern part of Canaan , taken for the Eaft , as 
Thabor for the Weft. Hence came it to pafle, that Cadmus bis wife was cal¬ 
led Harmonia , or Hermione, and apparent why they were feigned to be 
turned into Snakes, becaufe an Htvite in the Syrian language fignifieth a Ser¬ 
pent. That he firft brought letters into Greece is moft probable, 1. Becaufe the 
antienceft Greeks letters, in moft things, are like to the old Phoenician, 
which the Samaritans at this day ufe. 2. Their names are plainly Phoenician, 
or Hebrew , as may be inttinced in Alpha , Beta, See. of which the Greeks 
vyere not ignorant, as appeareth out of V"arro. For Crates the Philofopher, 
difputing in Greece about fome points of Grammar, demanded why they faid 
not Alpha Alphatos as well as Gramma Grammatos , to which the Grecians 
anfwered, that the names were not theirs, but barbarous; and Plutarch 
rendered this reafon, why AIpha is fet before the reft by che Phceniciaus, be¬ 
caufe they called an Oxe by that name. 3. The Greek/ kept rhe fame order 
of letters as the Phoenicians d id, being moft antient, as appeareth by fome 
acroftick Verfesof David and Jeremiah. Cadmus brought over the Rites 
of Bacchus into Greece , and thereupon is feigned to be Grand-father to him, 
who lived many Ages before, and indeed was Nimrod. To this City built 
or re-edified by him, he gave the name of T hebes, of wh : ch name there was a 
place in Canaan mentioned by the Book of (<*) Judges, and by (b) Jofephus 
alfo written Theb&, in the plural number; fo that an end may be put to that $ Antifldt’ 
controverfie about the original of the word, wh ; ch betokeneth mud or dirt. ) a p, 9 . ** 

But concerning all this, Bochartus is to be confulced, in the firft Book of that 
admirable Work intituled Canaan. 

.j 6* Polydorus , fucceeding his Father, marryed NrttHs the daughter of 

a dam. Nydeus, by which he had a fon named Labdacus, whom, dying before he 

came 
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came at age, he* left to the tuition of his father-in- law. Nucleus had an- *A.M.ttfoi. 

, ocher daughter,by name, which Epopeus King of Sicyonia Hole away, 
whence a War infued, wherein both of them received morral wounds,and Ny- tmfan. in 
ficus dying, left the tuition of the young King to his brother Lyras. After Baoticis & 
Labdacus came at age, Lycus rettored faithfully the Kingdom co him, where- CoM 
fore the King dying alfo not long after, and leaving his fon Laius a Child 
but of one year old, having experience of his faithfulneffe, he committed him 
to his protection. Afterwards Amphton and Zethus, the fons of Antiope, 
invaded Thebais in revenge for their mother’s hard ufage and Captivity , the odor.lA. 
having been taken by Lycus in Stcyon, or delivered up to him by L ami don - I9, ‘ 

King of that Citie, when he led down thither an Army, at the defire of his 
dying brother, to revenge him upon her and Epopeus, as we before fhewed. 

Lyctts meeting them in the field was flain in battel , Thebes loft, and the 
Child Laius had mifcarried, but that fome well-wifliers to his flock with¬ 
drew him out of the danger, left the pofterity of Cadmus fhould be utterly ex- 
ti n £l. Amphion then and Zethus obtained the Kingdom; faid by Homer 
to have built Thebes , which muft be meant of the lower Citie diftindt from 
Cadme'a. Amphion was fo excellent a Mufician,that he is faid to have made 
ftones to follow him, wherewich he bnilc Towers about the Citie. He mar¬ 
ried Niobe, the daughter of Tantalus, and fitter to Pelops, which brought him 
many Children, but boafiing her felf mote fruitfull than Latona her felf, pro¬ 
cured the deftru&ion of them all. For Apollo was commanded to kill the 
Boyes, and Diana the Girles, whereat (he was ftruck with fuch ftupidity, as 
fhe is feigned robe turned into a ftone; and Amphion with all his family at 
length died of the peftilence. Zethus having his young fon kitted at unawares 
by the mother, pined away for grief; fo that both brothers being dead , and 
their families ruined, the Thebans reftored the Krngdom to Laius the fon of 
Labdacus. 

7. Laius married Jo cap, the daughter of M'n&ceus, but was admomihed 
by the Oracle to beget no Children , becaufe elfe he fliould be kitted by his 
fon 5 which punishment Pelops had prayed might fall on him for dealing his 
fon Chry/ippus, begotten on a Concubine. Notwithftanding this he had a Apollod. 
fon, but as foon as he was born he thrufl his feet in Iron fetters, and expofed 
him as a prey to wild beafts. Yet, either by thofe that had this charge , or / <4 , 

others thac found him , he was carried to Polybns, King of Corinth, who i8f. 
caufed his feet to be healed (from the fwelling of which he had the name of A.M.2*?$. 
Oedipus ) and brought him up. Many years after when he was grown, Laius, 
either hearing fome rumor concerning him, or carried by natural aflfe&ion, 
wenc to enquire of the Oracle what had hapned to his fon , and at the fame 
time it chanced that Oedipus, having heard of fome defign againft himfelf, 
went thither alfo to enquire who were his true Parents. They met in Phocis , ^,M. 371?. 
where Laius bidding the other fomewhat imperioufly to give way, Oedipus 
moved with choler kitted him, being utterly ignorant who he was. 

3. Laius being dead, Cnon the brother of Jocafte (called alfo Epicafte) 
feized upon his Kingdom, and kept it for fome time, till Oedipus explained 
the ridle of Sphinx. Tis Munfter, which the Boeotians alfo catted Phix, is 
feigned to have had an head and face like a woman, the hinder parts like a Amodorm. 
Lyon, and wings as a Bird , and keeping upon the Hitt Phi cion, or Phiceon . 

(fo named from her) fhe propofed ridies, which whofoever could unridle [lb quodbruta 
fliould have Jocafte in marriage with the Kingdom; but if nor, fhe prefently ratiooe utuntw. 
devoured them. Her ridle to Oedipus was this: what is it that which goeth 
both on two Legs, three,and four} Many having loft their lives for a mif--A,M.i7j8, 
interprecation, he expounded it to be meant of a man, who when an In¬ 
fant creepech on hands and feer, when arrived at ripenefle of age goeth up¬ 
right on legs, and when he cometh to be old ufeth a. ftaff. Some think her a 
deformed, and favage kind of woman , that living on' prey ufed to lie in wait 
for paflergers. But Faufanios writing that fhe was the Baftard daughter of

The \ Ah r tganas had the viaory, but loft Latinw in the bactel. Dionifm 
faith, that Turu* was now alfo (lain with many others, but Livio will have 
him again to renew the War, and to call in Mex.enum King of the Hetruf- 
rant, who was already jealous of the growing power of the Greeks. ^neL 
to oblige his new Subjects, caufed both them and his pwn Country-men, to 
be called by the common name of Latins ; but ingaging in another great and 
bloody batfel wu:h Maww; which nighc onely interrupted, he was never 
ten mere, _ by fome thought to be taken up to Heaven, and by others drown¬ 
ed in the Rivet Numicqn. This happened co him in the fourth year of his 
reign over 1 the Latinos , and the feventb after, the deftru&ion of Troy He 
wasjionoured by a Chapel dedicated to him, under the title of Jupiter 

7. Afcanius his fon fucceeded him, whp before was called Enryleon. till 
ks name eameto be changed in their flight from Iroy, as Dhnyfim, writeth. 

Some thought him the fame with the eldeft fon of ^Eneas by Crcufa, and cal¬ 
led/^/, from whom the family of the juhi took it’s name; but others ac- 
counced him younger. Mejcentius grew very high upon the death of ^Eneas, 
and befieging Lavtmum. forced the Lativtj to fubmit themfelves; but re¬ 
quiring all their wine to be yearly fere as a tribute into Hetruria, they would 
pot endure fo harlhcerms, and encouraging themfelves, fell upon their Ene¬ 
mies ac unawares, and, killing Laufut the King’s fon amongft many others, 
forced him to fubmicto equal conditions.

Pnilofopher wrote, that part of the 
Achetans themfelves, in their return from Troy, were by Tempefts driven 
upon Ualy, and forced to plant themfelves in Latism. Callias che Hiftorian, 
who Recorded the Ads of Agathocles, mentioned a Trojan woman, called 
Roma, that being married to Latinus, King of the Aborigenes, bare to him 
two fons, Remits and Romulus, who building the Citie, named it Rome af¬ 
ter their mother. Xtnagoras reckoned up three fons of Ulyffes by Circc% 

Romks, Aitias, and Ardea, all which built Cities of their own name. D.oxj- 
fint of Chalets, with others, would have this Romus to be che fon of Afca- 
nius ; fome of Emethion, and fame of ltalus by Elellra the daughter of La. 
thus. Befides chefe,many other Greeks Authors diflented about che founders 
of the Citie. 

k 11. Neither have Roman Writers agreed amongft themfelves. Some of 

them would have che fons of ^Sneas to be founders of the Citie, viz,. Ro¬ 
mulus and Remus-, others,his Nephews by his daughrer, which he gave up as 
fc . Hoftages to Latinus, King of the Aborigines. Some write how Afcanius 

being left Heir by his father, divided his inheritance with Romulus and Re- 
mushis brethren : he himfelf built Alba and other Towns, Romulus Capua, 
fo called from Capys his great Grand-father, Anchifa from Anchifes his 
Grand-facher, and that place afterwards called Janiculum, which he named 
after his father tu£neas jchenlaftly, Rome after his own name, which being 
afterwards defolace, che Albans repeopled by a Colony led thither by Romu¬ 
lus and Rem * r. According to this Hiftory, this Citie ihould have been twice 
founded: Firft, not long after the Trojan times, and then again in che fifteenth 
age afte r ; but' more than this, Autlochus of Syracufe mentioned a third Rome 
that muft hive been before the War of Troy, writing,thac from Rome came a 
certain Sicilian fugitive to enlarges, che fon of /talus. King of Italy. By 
reafon of this uncertainty of the founders, fome, whofe prejudice agiinft the 
Empire of the Citie moved chem with envy, accounted it no other than a re¬ 
ceptacle, and forcreffe of Barbarians , Fugitives, and Vagabounds, and were 
ready to call into queftion the Hiftory of Romulus, as a meer invention made 
to hide the defpicable Original of fo greac a Commonwealth.

Cellists, Cenforinus, Onnphriut, Cafar Baronins, TornieUns, Jofeph Scaligtr, 
ind Jacobus CappeUus. SolinUsmW have Pomponius Atticus, artd Cicero, to 
reckon from the third year of this Olympiad ; but as Pliny, Paterculus and. 

Livy, fo Cicero varieth, fometimes counting from the Calends of Januam 
ry of the foregoing , one while of this, and another of the following year. 

M. Porcius Cato knowing that Rome was built fometbing before the fe- 
venth Olympiad , not (landing upon minute and fcrupulous deductions, began 
the t /£ra of the Citie from the firft of January that fell in the firft veai of 
that Olympiad ; and fo the year of his own Confulfhip he faid to be tne 7 58 
year of the Citie. This v£rai$ followed by the Fafti Capitolini, Solinus, 

Eufitbius, Dionyfius of Halicarnajfus, (who taketh pains to prove the accounc 
good) Polybius , Sigonius , *Pirhitts , Occo , Goltzjius, l'faacut Cafaubonus 
upon Polybius, and others. Fabius PtBor wrote that Rme was built in the 
eighth Olympiad, the reafon whereof,as CapptUus thinketh,is.becaufe Romu¬ 
lus might then,have finiflied the Wall and Ditch ; fome deriving the o£ra of 
a building from laying of a foundation, and others from the finifliing of the 
ftrnfture, Laftly, L. Cineius, as Dionyfius informethus, held that the Citie

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T.a. was buikin the fecond year of the twelfth Olympiad. In this great variety of 
ySj opinions we have racher more reafon to approve that of Varro the moft learn¬ 
ed of all Romans, which placeth the beginning of Roine\ nthe fourth year of 
the fixth Olympiad, the fixth of Jotham King of Judah, and che fevench of °f 6 - 
Pekjth King of Ifrael\ about the time that the Ephort were made at Sparta, in 
the dayes of Charopt the firft dr chon ac Athens for ten years.

From the building of theCitie to the defruBion of the Kingdom , 
the fpace of 245 years . 


The founding 1 *‘R Omulut being 18 years old, laid the foundation of the Walls on' the 
of Rome. XvOO eleventh day before the Calends 0 f May, ('which anfwereth to ( a )solim 

the fourth of Ottober ,after the Julian account) betwixc the hours of two and 
three, The Sun being in Libra , and the Moon in Taurus ; Jupiter in Pi fees j Cicero de divin, 
, Saturn, Venus, Mars, and Mercury in Scorpio , according to the Computa- 
tion of 7 arrutius the moft noble of Mathematicians, (b) Varro, (r) Ovid , 
and feveral others write that Rome was founded on the Partita, or Palilia. (b)Dc 'reRu- 
Fefius telleth us that Parilia were fo called a Pariendo, from bringing forth - jttcal.i, c .i, 
thofe Scars in che head of Taurus , (or which make up the head of themfelves fO tab. 4. 
as Gellius cricicizech againft Tiro) named Hyades, and under which Rome Vide 
was founded, being alfo called Parilicium, and Paltlicium Sydus, Scrvius, s f ali & 
noteth that Pales was che Roman Goddefle of fodder, to whom a folemnky * 

being obferved on che elevench of che Calends of May , it had the name of jwg.j*,* 
Palilia. Cap pell us thinketh thac according ro the mind of Tarr suites, the firft 
year of the Cicie commenced from the firft of January, and Capricornfm the 
new Moon, three monechs after the foundation'was laid. 

The number 2 ‘ T ^ e num ^ er of the Colony amounted fcarce to 300 horfmen, and 3000 
of the Golo- foot, wherewith Romu/eu (which fome make but the diminutive of Romus his Di 0)l yjjn,.t. 
•y. true name) pi meed this new Cicie, called after himfelf, To increafe livwlib.t. 

che number of his Cicizens, he opened a San&uary to all malefactors, and dif- 
contenced perfons, which then reforted to him in great numbers from the 
Countreys adjoyning. Setting abouc the frame of the Commonwealth by his 
Grandfathers advice, he remitted it co che choice of the people what kind of 
Government rhey would have, whereby obtaining the Kingdom in way of 
.. gift his power became the more plaufible. He divided the people into three 
onddiftin- 0 ” Tribes , every Tribe into ten Curia , and every Curia into ten parts or 
ft ion of Citi* Decnria, over all which he appointed Officers. According to the number of 
ien$. the Csiria he divided the grounds inco thirty parts, onely excepting one por¬ 

tion for publick ufe, and another for fuperfticious Ceremonies. He made a 
diftin&ion of his people according to honour and dignity, giving to the better 
fort the name of Panes, either for that they were elder, had Children, for the 
Nobility of their flock, or if decra&ors may be heard , he therefore named 
thefe Patricii , becaufe they alone could fhew their fathers, the other multi¬ 
tude being a ruble of fugitives that had no free and ingenuous parentage; 
wherefore when an Affembly of the people was called by the King, th z Pa¬ 
tricians were byaCryer cited by their own, and fathers name, but the infe¬ 
rior fort, or Plebeians , were gathered togecher bv the found of Ox horns. 

Having diftinguiftaed his fubjedfs into thefe two ranks he ordered what each 
fhoulddo. The Patrttii were to take care of fuperfticion, bear Offices of 
Magiftracy, adminifter Tuftice, and Govern che Commonwealth togecher 
with the King: The Plebeians till the fields, feed Cartel,and exercife trades; 
lift by their medling in the Government, and by mutual contention of the 
poorer and ric’ erfort, fuch fedicions might arife as were too vifiblein other 
Commonwealths. 

3. To bind each to the o:her, he commended co the Patricians certain of 

the 


-Patrons ni the Plebeians, whom they ftioald profit and countentnce; liberty being Sect 1 
clients. given co rhe common fore co in ike choice of whom they would for their Pa - 
trons Tnis cuftorne of Patron and Client was very ancient in Greece, efpe- 
cially amongft che Thejfalians and Athenians, where yet the Clients were very ™ 
imperioufly ufed, their Patrons impofing on them fervices ill befeeming free¬ 
men, and beating chem like (lives, if they difobeyed their commands; The 
Athenians called them Pheta for their fervice, and the Thejfalians Penejta, 
upbraiding them with their fortune. But Romulus refined che ufe of Pane- 
nage, rendring it profitable unto both. Patrons by him were ordered co ad- 
vife their Clients concerning Law, of which they were ignorant, and take 
careofthemaswellabfenc asprefent, as their own children, in what con¬ 
cerned mony and contra#?, undertaking fures for them when opprefled, and 
procuring chem quiet both as to publick and private bufinefle. On the other 
hand ic wis che ducy of Client *, to help their Patrons wich money in the mar- 
riige of theft d tughcers, if need (houtd be, and redeem them, or their Tons 
if taken capdve; co bear che charge? of private futes, or publick fines, and 
that ac their own coft in way of gratitude; to atfift chem with their purfes 
m defraying the charge of Magiftracy, or honourable employments. This 
was common co both: char neither ought to accufe che other, to give anyte- 
ftimony or fuffage, or to be reckoned amongft his Enemies: which if any 
one did, he was held guilty of creafon by Romulus his Law, and it was law¬ 
ful/ 0 ^ any one no kill nim. Hereby, for many Ages,this Patronage continu¬ 
ed 10 force, and was as effectual for love and mutual help as confanguinity or 
alliance: it was the glory of che NoSilicy to have many Clients devolved 

upon them from their Anceftors, and obtained by their own virtue. But not 
onely che Plebeians in the City found themfelves fecured by this Patronage. 
but mproceffeofcime all Colonies, affociare Cities, and fuch as were fub- 
dued by war, had their Patrons, to whom many times the Senate would remit 
fuch concroverfies as were brought before ic from the faid Cities, or Common- 
weilrhSjjnd racifie their judgement. Laftly, fuch firm concord followed this 
conftitucion of Romulus, that, for 730 years, as Dionyftm reckoneth,. though 
many and great concerts arofe betwixt the Nobility and Commons about the 
Commonwealth (as is ufual in all both great and little States) yet it never 
came co blood or ft wghter, but, mutually yielding and granting, all contro¬ 
verts were compofed by civil expoftulations; till Cam Grachus, Tribune 
of the people, overthrew th? peace of the City; after, which, they neither 
fpiredtokill stid oanifti one another, nor to commit any ocher wickedneffe, 
whereby they mighr compafleVictory and their own devices. 

• 1 ’ £ fter Rom ' 4lHi refolved tochufe a Senate, which flaould aflift him 
m the Government, and from amongft the Patricians fele#ed 100 after this 
manner. Out of them all he firft nude choice of one particular man,to whom, 
when he was confirmed co be abfent m che wars, he committed the Go¬ 
vernment of the Ciry : Then he commanded every Tribe to chufe three men, 

The Senate, fuch as were eminent for birch and wifdomjand every Curia to ele# three ouc 
of the Patricians. This number he called a Senate, either for their age, or 
virtue { or becaufe, as Fe/tm will hive ir, nothing was done without their 
permtmon, che Senace being named a Sinendo . Perceiving after this, chat 
he flood in need of a Guard for his own perfon, he caufed che Curia by their 
ecleres. Suffrages, tochufe him out 300 young men, (ten out of each) whom he cal¬ 
led Celeres from their readinelfe to execute his commands, as moft have writ¬ 
ten, or according to Valerius Antias , from their Captain, whofe name was 
zf ler ' Under him were three Cencurions, and other inferiour Officers : this 

Company with their Spears defended the King in che City, and received his 
orders : in battels were the firft. leaders and the' keepers of his body, begin¬ 
ning the fight firft, and retreating laftof all 5 which cuftom Dionyftm thinketh 
Ti,*nfl!. c-*? to have taken from che Lacedamonians . Things being thus ap- 
v: n - ffic5 of P oin ted, he limited unto all their work and honours. The King's ducy was 
r ” (? CAre , °f their fuperfiition; to lookjo the prefervation of the Laws and 
Lisjioms, either natural or written ; to decide the Pfoji weighty caufes betwixt 
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man a>>d man, and refer ihofc of leper confequence to the Senate, into which 
he was alfo to have an infpettion. He was to.call together the Senate, affem- 
ble the people, firfttofpea^his opinion, and ratifie what was approved by the 
major part. This was the King’s work at home, who in the Wars had abfo* 

/ate authority. To the Senate this honour and power was given, to debate 
and refolve about fuch things as the Kin? propounded, which were decreed by 
the greater number of voices, as agreeable to theconftitution of Lacedamon , 
as our Author obferveth. To the People he committed three things: to ere - 
aie Magi prates, make Laws, andrefolve about War what was propounded 
by the K<ng ; yet fo, as that the authority of the Senate interpofed. All the 
whole multitude together gave not their votes, but the Curia $part, and 
whatfoever feemed good to moft, was referred to the Senate, which cufiom 
was afterwards changed, when the Senate did not confirm the Decrees of the 
People , but the People the refolves of the Senate. 

5. For the mcreafe of the. City, befides the opening of a SanBaory 
(which Dionyfnts ranketh after this fedement <>f the civil policy) he forbad, 
when any Town was taken, that prifoners of ripe age fhould be (lain or fold, 
or their grounds left untilled; but commanded a Colony to be fent from 
Rome, to which part of them fhould be afligned, and fome of the flrangers 
to be admitted to the freedom of the City ; which device our Author efteem- 
ech of great weight and confequence. He made many good and profitable 
Laws, whereof moft were unwritten. He ordained in reference to marriage, 

* that the wife fhould be partaker of all that was her husband’s, when chaft and 
" modeft. If he died inteftate, fhe wis his abfolute Heir, and if he left chil- Cm m 6 pal. 
dren, equally with them. When {lie offended, (lie was left to his difpofal M(tx , l, 1. c. 1 
for puniftiment, who admitted hjs kindred to judge with him concerning the 
fault, if fhe either violated chaftity, or drank wine, which Romulus ; utter¬ 
ly condemned as an incentive to wantonnefle. So effectual became this con- 
ftitution to the prefervation of the con jugal knot, that for 5*0 years there hap- 
nednot any divorce in Rome , till in the 137*!* Olympiad , when Marctto 
Pompomus and Cains Papirius were Confuls* Sp. Caruilius an eminent man, 
put away his wife; and then, though he fwaretothe Cenfors, that he did it 
onely to provide for pofterity, yet was he ever hated by the people. He gave 
to Fath ars abfojute power over their Sons, and that for all their lives, either 
to imprifon, beat, carry away bound to ruftick labours, or kill; although the 
fon bore thegreateft Office in the Commonwealth, or publickly commended 
and honoured. By virtue of this Law , fome eminent Perfons making Ora* 
dons to the People in oppofition to the Senate, in the midft of popular ap- 
plaufe, have by their Parents been pulled down from their feats, and led 
away to be punifbed according to their pleafure 5 and as they palled along the 
Forum, none could deliver or refeue them; not the Con fit}Tribune, nor 
multitude ic feif, which they had flattered. And becaufe of this abfolute 
paternal dominion, feyeral valianc men have been put to death for their va¬ 
lour fhewed in fome way againft the Enemy, contrary to the direftion or 
command of their Fathers. 

6 . He compelled parents to educate all their male children and their eldeft 
daughters: he permitted a child younger than three years to be made away, 
if it was born defeftive in fome member or monftrous; and yet then wasic 
not to be expofed without approbation of the five next neighbours. If any one 
broke this Law, he, befides other punifhment, forfeited half of his goods. 

The Father was permitted by the Law-giver to fell his Son, and that three 
t|mes over, ,if it bapnedthat he recovered his liberty* a greater power than 
was had over flaves, who if once made free, thenceforth fo continued. All 
fordid Arcs, andfuchas were fubfervient to luxury he forbad, which being 
left to flaves and ftrangers, for a long time the Romans fcorned to meddle 
with. Two courfes of life onely he enjoined them, Warfare and Huskan- 
dric, allowing a Market once in nine dayes. He divided equally to them 
the grounds, flaves, and money, taken from the Enemy. Concerning inju¬ 
ries, be presently decided allcontroverfies, or referred them unto others, in- 
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filing puniflimenc acording to the crime; and feeing the people to be by Sect 

fear beft retained in order, he fee up his Judgment-feat in the moft confpi- ’ tWvJ 

cuous place of the forum , where his guard of 300 Celeres, and twelve Ser. 

grants, or Littors, carrying rods and axes, and in the view of all men, either 

Beating or putting to death Malefaftors, made a terrible flievv. This is the 

form of the Commonwealth, as Romulus firft eftabliihed it, much admired 

by Dtonyfitu above all the conftitutions of his own Councry-men the Grtci- 

ans, whofe Religion alfo (as giving occafion to the vulgar fort to contemn 

their gods involved in fuch misfortunes, or to abftiin from no iniquity and fil- 

ihineffe to which they heard thac their deities were alfo abnoxious) he efteem- 

eth vain, frivolous, and dangerous, in comparifon of chic which was inftitu- 

ced by the Roman Law-giver. 

7. Romulus , considering thac there were feveral powerful Nations round 
about him, which with evil eyes beheld the growth of his City, bethought 
with himfelf how he mighc contract amity wich them. Concluding, tbit affi¬ 
nity vv is the onely means ; by the advice and content of the Senate, he re- 
folved upon a courfe to provide wives for his Subjects. He caufed at the fug- 
rf wsab'ae 6 0 & e ^' on his Grand-father A Tumitor, a Solemn Feift, and exercifes in ho- 
Virginj. notvr pf Neptune, to.be proclaimed throughout the Country, to which rmny 
flocking vyith their wives and children , upon fign given, his men laid hold 
on fuch Vi r gins as were come to fee, and violently carried them to their 
houfes. The number of them amounted to <583, for which Romw'us chofe 
out fo many husbands, and married them after their own Country Rites, ma¬ 
king them covenant a Society or Communion of fire and water, which cuftom 
continued for many Ages. Some write that this happened in the firft year 
of Romulus , but others affign the fourth of his reign for it, which fcarce 
could be done till matters were fomethingfetled. Some delivered, that fcar- 
cicy of women was the caufe of this rape : others thought, that by ic an oc¬ 
cafion was onely fought for War ; but a third party will have, that by this vio¬ 
lent aft an affinity with the neighbouring Cities was endeavoured. 

8. Some were grievoufly moved, and others puc a good conftruftion u on 
Romulus his ^.bufineflfe; hut at length the matter brake out into a manyfold War, of 
defenfive which that wich the Sabines was moft grievpus. The Ciries Canina, Antcm - 

wars. n * ar >d Cruftumium firft began, after they could not perfwade the Sabines to 

joyn with chem. The two former, inhabited by the Aborigines , Romulus 
prefently fubdued, and afterwards the later alfo, which was a Colony of Alba • 
the grounds were divided betwixt fome Romans , fent thither to plant, and 
the old Inhabitants, of which fuch, as would, were made free of the City, 
and without Ioffe of their former elbces, reckoned amongft the Tribes and 
Curia, to the number of 3000 ; fochit now, the Roman footmen were in- 
creafed to6000 men. Upon the Viftory over Canina and Antemna , he firft 
triumphed, and defigned a plot for a Temple to Jupiter Feretrius ( fo called 
from Romulus his bringing home in triumph the fpoils of A cron the King 
of Canina , whom he flew; The fpoiles were named by the Romans Opima 
Spolia ) The plot of ground was about 15 foot long, ana this was the original 
of the Capitol. Having obtained a great name for his valour and clemency, 
many em’menc men went over to him with their families, amongft whom was 
C alius, who gave name to an hill in the City * and fome whole people com¬ 
mitted themfelves to his protection (having taken example from the Me- 
dullini ) and received Colonies from Rome. This fucceffe the Sabines fore 
repined at, laying now the blame one upon another, thac they had not with- 
ftood the beginnings of the Roman greatneffe: wherefore they refolved to 
correfttheir former carelefsnefle by double diligence, and aflembling toge¬ 
ther at Cures , cheir Metropolis, decreed War againft Rome for the fpring fol¬ 
lowing, and made choifeof 7 . Tatius their King to be General. Romulus 
made all polfible provifion for refiftance, fortifying the Capitoline, and Avert* 
tme hills, Lucumo from Solonium , a City of Hetrurta , brought Auxiliary 
forces, and Numitor was not wanting to the afliftance of his Grand-fon.

Sect a theauchorsof the injury delivered up (chat they might baveamore fpecious 
pretence for their aftions) received no fansfata anfwer, and therefore 
fcoth parties drew out into the field.

baffadors fell upon and knocked him in the head. Romulus to bis great con¬ 
tentment thus freed from his partner, made fatisfa&ion to the injured, and 
burying Tatius at Rome very honourably, fubdued Tidena, a Town five mi 
offwhich had feized on provifions coming to Rome in a time of famine. _ la¬ 
ther he fent fome of his own to inhabit, according to his TTTw, 
punifbed the Cruflumini, who had killed thofe Planters windihe?e lent a- 
Thc Veil mongft them; and over them he obtained his fecond tnuI T e ■ 
overcome. moft powerful people of Hetruria inhabiting a Citv no le . 1 

fituated upon a craggy Rock, at fome twelve miles diftance from Sgm ,Tound 
themfelves concerned in what the Fidenatet fuftered, and by an Eipbalfie re¬ 
quired the Romans thence to remove their Garrifon, and reftore th6. Inhabi¬ 
tants to their whole demefens. This being denied, they met at Fideha, and 
there fought rwo bloody battels, wherein Romulus had the better, and^ tri¬ 
umphed the third time.* Plutarch writeth, rhat the Feientes ndtculoufly clwl- 
lenged Fidena to belong to them, and receiving a fcornful anfwer from 
mains, divided themfelves into two parts, whereof with one they fought 
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? ther vvenc tomeec Romul ^ who (lew of them 
fT f 00 n °> Wlthch , e Io f eof *?°°°f hlS °wn men. In the next battel he 
is fabuloufly reported to have killed 7 coo with his own hand, being half the 
number that was (lain. The fctemes now betook themfelves to increades, and 
entred into a League with the Romans for an hundred years, on thefe condU 
tions: to quit a great part of their grounds, with the Sale-pits near the Ri¬ 
ver, and give up fifty Hoftagesof their moft confiderable families Roml 
In* triumphed over them on the Ides o{ October, leading with him their Cab- 
tain an aged man, who had badly performed his office, for which he was af¬ 
terwards perfonated by an old man in all Triumphs. *

At nrft he excufed himfelf; but follicited by his Father, and Marcius his olyt 
indfman, nor to let 'flip fo fair an oporcunity of his own and Countries 
preferment, he accepted of it. He thought it policy toraifethat City by

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c B r t i Laws, and religious cuftoms which had been founded by force and Arms, and 
to fofcen the Genius of it by diverfion from warfare, it being as neceffary to 
employ a people well at home as exercife them abroad. He built a Temple 
co Janus, which was to ftand open in time of War, and be fhut in peace, as it 
continued all his reign.But it onely hapned fo to be twice from his time to that 
of Tiberius Cafar. Th e firft occafion was in the Confullhip of T,tsts Man- 
tins, and Marcus Atftliu /, after the ending of the firft /W^Warj and the 
fecond in Aucuius his reign, after he had fubdued Antonins and Cleopatra , 
at what time there was an Univerfal peace. Nam* disbanded the Royal 
Guard of the 300 Celeres, as Handing in no need of them. To the two Fla- 
mens of Jupiter and Mats he added the third of Romulus. To him is alfo 
afcribed the bringing in of the Pomifies, whereof he himfelf was one, and the 
Original of which name is fo much controverted. He alfo ordained the Vc- 
ftalNans , and the Feciales a fort of Priefts which judged concerning the 
His religion equity of War, and denounced it. His religion much fuited,in the manner 
much failing a ndftrianefle thereof, with that of the Pythagoreans, which caufed the re- 
port of his being Contemporary, and converfing with Pythagoras- although 
g this Philofopherwas born 100 years after his death. The reafon of this mi- 

ftake,befides the ignorance of the times, was his familiarity with Pythagoras 
a Lacedemonian , who gave him advice concerning the ordering of his King¬ 
dom, travelling in Italy in the tenth Olympiad y the third year of which 
was the beginning of Nnma’s reign, according to Plutarch. 

13. As Pythagoras taught that the principle of all things is not to be 
perceived byfenfe,or lyable to motion, but invifible, immortal, and to be 
apprehended by the undemanding alone , fo Numa forbad the Romans 
to ufe the Image of any God which reprefented him after the form of a man, 
or any other living Creature. Neither in thefe antient times was there any 
painted, carved, or molten image amongft them: but for the firft 170 years, 
though they built Temples and Sacred places, yet had they no image at all, 
becaufe they thought it wickedneflfe to liken mpre excellent things to thofe 
below them, and thought God no otherwile to be perceived than by the 
mind. Numa div : ded thofe grounds amongft the poorer fort which Romulus 
had gained in his Wars, caufing his fubie&s to apply themfelves to husban¬ 
dry, to cultivate their minds as well as the earth ; and thac he might take away 
the diftination of Roman, and Sabine, which threatned the State with endlefle 
emulation and prejudice, he diftinguiflaed them all according to their trades 
and occupations, making every Art a particular Company and Fellowfliip. 
He abated the rigour of that Law made by Romulus , concerning the power of 
Fathers over their Children , ordaining ic fhould not be lawfull for them to 
fell fuchfons as by their leave had married, becaufe it was unjufl that a wo¬ 
man which hid married a free-man fhould be conftrained to live with a 
ft we. He reformed the year which in the time of Romulus was quite out of 
all o'der: fome moneths had fewer then 20 dayes, fome hid 35. and 
fome above;the variecy of the feveral courfes of Sun and Moon was not un- 
derftood ; but onely this aimed at, that the year fhould confift of 3 60 

p . day ?4, Kama confidering that a Solar year exceeded the Lunar by eleven 
He refonneth d (the one confifting of 354. and the other of 365) doubled thefe ele- 
y * ven dayes, and every other year, inferted a moneth after February, confin¬ 
ing of 22 dayes, and by the Romans calted Mercedonius , becaufe at that time 
wages were wont to be paid. He changed the order of the moneths, align¬ 
ing to March (formerlythe firft) the third place 5 to January ttefirjl and 
February the ft con d ; whereof this was the lafi, and the other the nth in 
the dayes of Romulus. Many have been of opinion, that Numa added Ja¬ 
nuary and February to the reft of the moneths, and thac formerly the Ro¬ 
mans had but 10. which appeareth by the name of December , the laft moneth, 
and becaufe the fifth and fixth moneths from March were called Qumtilu 
and Sexttlis. Thus March muft have been the beginning of the year, which 
Romulus fo named from Mars his fuppofed father.

One Segalnitis of Alba had two daughters, whereof one he married to Curi-

an Acunatii. that both being' with child at the fame time, brought forth, each of them 
three fons at the firft birth, which their Parents educated as the hope of ch-ic

cipality vvas to be committed, being of equal year?, ftrengtb, and course 
The motion was imbraced by the parties, who difpenfed with their private 
affection (no whit unfuitable to their confanguinicy),no\v that the honour 
and welfare of their Country was concerned. In che Combat two of the 
*Z or ?l W L re C ^e third left to deal with three adverfaries, fpiriced 

afrefhby the great advantage they had of him; but warily retreating, foas he 
might have but one upon him at a time, he flew them all, and Rome in him 
remained Conqueror. Ashe returned into the City, he was met by his Si¬ 
fter, that fell upon him vvich chiding and outragious words, for imbruing his 

hands in the blood of his Coufin-germans, whereof one was contrasted to 
her. Novy elevated by his. fucceffe, and tranfporced with a certain kind of 
:> Ecftacical love to his Country,, he killed her in the place, as one that prefer¬ 

ring private refpeSt before publick good , was unworthy to live. Hereof he 
was accufed, and Julius neither thinking it feemly to quit or condemn him, 
as fame fay, created the Duumviri for capital Judgement, who condemed 
him .; but, if fo, there lying appeal from thefe Officers to the People, the 
multitude granted his life to the tears of his Father, who not onely took not 
ill. his daughters death, but efteemed ic an heroick ail, and gave her an igno¬ 
minious burial. 

) }°* Hoftitiut dealt moderately with the Albans, but Metm Sufetitu 

their D/ffrfwr, or King, thinking his credit much impaired by the event of 
the Combat, fought how he might betray the Romans , and wr^ft the power 
out of their hands. He dealt therefore underhand with the Fidenates and 
Feientes, who now called to account for their double-dealings, brake out in¬ 
to open rebellion, and by promife of affiftance, incouraged them in their en- 
terprize. And when the Romans and che other came to ingage, he refolved 
to.fta.nd neuter till he faw wich party had the better, intending then to cloze 
with it. The Romans were difeouraged to fee their friends ftand aloof, fu- 
fpeit.mg the treachery, which Tutlsu alfo apprehending, gave out, that it was 
by . his order, as meaning by fome ftratagemto furprize the Enemy, upon 
which report the Fidenates and their companions were difeouraged, andac 
length by the Romans , who refumed their courage, put co the rout. After 
r c $ ory » he called the Albans together, and laying open the treachery 
of Sufetius (which favoured the more of Treafon, becaufe he bad truftjJ 
him as his inward friend, and kept him three years in his place) caufed him 
to be pulled in pieces; having beforehand fent Marctu Horatio* to Alb» y 
who rated the City, and tranilaced the Inhabitants thereof to Rome, after 
it had Itood about 487 years, according to the account of D‘tonyfiu*> which is

King firft chofe :co out of the three Tribes, or Legions, and,after theirakin 
in of the Sabines , increafed the Legions,fo that each contained 4 ^ 0 ;( when cc 
it was called Ouadrata, as Fefitu obferveth) yet afterwards a Legion com- 
prifed full folnany men as were found convenient for the fervice of the 
Commonwealth. But he was forbidden by AflmNavm to change the con- 
AZius Witts. ft - ltuc ; on 0 f Romulus, and therefore, without increafe of the Centtmes, doubled 
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the number of the men. This N&vius was the moft famous Augur that Sect. 3* 
Rome ever knew, and fo well verfed in h : s Art, as he never milled in his pre- 
di&ions. Tarquinius on a time,to try him, asked if that was poiiible to be 
done which he had, in his thoughts, who anlwering^w, he laughed him to 
fcorn, faying that he had thought of cutting a Whetftone with a Razor which 
he held in his hand ; but Navi us ftift replying he fhould do it, and bidding 
him to ftrikehard, he cut thorow it. This much inhanced the reputation of 
his skill, and he flouriflaed thenceforth with great honour, till at lengch he was 
fuddenly milling, and his body never could be found, which turned to the dif- 
quiet of Tarquinius. For the fons of Ancas Marcias , now grown men, 
grudged him their fathers Kingdom, and often thought of thruftingbim our, 
expecting much from martial men, who generally bore love to their fathers 
■memory. Now they accufed him to the people of having made away the Au¬ 
gur (becaufe he had contradicted his devices) and created him fome trouble, 
till liilUus his fon-in-lawanfwered the objections, and cleared him of the 
Calumny. Milling of their defign this way, they counterfeited repentance j 
and being ealily reconciled to the old man, out of refpeCt to their father, 
cloaked their malice for three years. Then they clouhed two of their com¬ 
panions like Shepherds, who going to the Court, and pretending to be fain 
out, did beat each other, and called loud upon the King for Juftice, having at 
their backs other Confpirarors apparelled alfo in ruftick weeds, who offe-ei 
to give Teftimony on both fides.Being called in to the King they wounded him 
to death, and betaking themfelves to their heels were caught, comefled who 
Taeavivus were aut h° rs of the plot,and received their juft reward. To this end came . 
murdered. Tarquinius (firnamed Prifcus , after his Grand-fon of the fame name bad ob¬ 

tained the Kingdom) about 80 years old, when he had reigned 38 years, and 
done many and great good Offices for the Commonwealth.

man Tarquinius gave to his Queen Tattaquil. Ocrifia then was delivered 
of a fon in the Kings houfe, named Tullius , and firnamed Servius by her in 
remembrance of her. bondage. When being an Infant he lay in the Cradle a 
flame of fire is faid to have appeared, and incompafled his head, which raifed 
great expectation of him in lanaqml a woman skilfull in the myfterie? of her 
Countrey. She brought her husband into a great opinion of him, fo that hd 
was educated bv them, and anfwering what had been conceived of him at 
length was made their fon-in-law : then abroad he had Command in the Ar¬ 
my, and at home managed publick Aflairs for the King when grown old, in all 
things behaving himfelf with fuch integrity,valour, and prudence, as purchafed 
him the love of all the people. Now whereas Tarquinius had at his death no 
fons (as Dionyfists maketh moft manifeft) but left two Grand-fons both In¬ 
fants , Tanaquil having a defire that Tullius fhould fucceed him, kept his 
death private for fome time, till he had procured the people to banifh the 
Marcii , giving out that the King,dangeroi>fly wounded though not dead, had 
referred all bufineffe to him according to his cuftom. Being fecure of the 
faction of the Marcii, he then carried out Tarquinius to be buried, as newly 
dead, and as Tutor to. the young Children, executed the Office of King,which 
Tanaquil out of the window had told the people, was her husband’s will, 
when yet (be feigned him to be living. But the Patricians grudging Tullius 
this honour, confoired how, the next time he aflembled the Senate , they migi’.t 
conftrain him to leave off all the royal enfigns, and then go to an Election ac* 

• cording ro the ufual manner. 

2,9. He coming to the knowledge hereof Aflembled the people, and pro¬ 
ducing the two boyes, pleaded their cafe and his own: he promifed them to 
pay all their debts, and divide to thofe that wanted, the publick grounds.

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Sect.«. Hereby retaining the power under the notion Guardian • The Patritians 
VW were fore agneved chereat, but the wifeft fort thought it not good to ftir, 
though they plainly faw the Authority of the Senate much infringed. For they 
confidered, that if they fhould make a King of their own body, the people 
would not approve the choice, and if it were referred to the multitude, Tul¬ 
lius would afluredly be the man: wherefore they thought ic more wifdom to 
fuffer him to reign in an unlawfull manner, that fo they might ever have feme 
juft pretence againft him, than by ftirring in the marter to procure him a le¬ 
gal Title. But he prevented this their dehgn, going with his mother, mother- 
in-law, and all his kindred in mourning habits unto the Forum, where he 
lhewed the people how lamentable his condition was through the plots of the 
Print tans againft him, which he deferved no otherwayes than by his good 
deeds towards the commonality: he laid to their charge that they would call 
in the Marcii that had murdred Tar quintas, and expofe his pofterity, who 
had fo well deferved of the State together with himfelf, to the fame cruelty, 
and in conclufion, offering to lay down all, if fuch was the pleafure of the 
people, and undergo any hardship rarher than be croublefom , he offered 
to defcend from the Tribunal. A great clamour then arofe mixed with 
praye-s and tears of tbofe that befought him to retain the Government, and 
prefentlyfome that were provided beforehand began to cry out that he was 
to be chofen King, and the Curia were to be called to the Vote, which thing 
was inftantly refolved by the multitude. He gladly took hold of the oppor¬ 
tunity, thanked them that they were mindfnll of the benefits received from 
him, promifed larger if he wereele&ed King, and appointed a day for the 
Comitia, or Affembly, whereof he intended to have prefent thofe alfo that 
Obraincth were abroad in the Countrey. At the day appointed for the A (fembly of the 
the Kiug- (called Curl at a Comitl *)he was cnofen King by the fuffrages of them 

all, and fo in defpight of the Confcript Fathers , who refufed to confirm the 
choice, as the manner was, obtained the principality. 

30. Prefentlv after his fetlement iae accomplifhed his promife concerning A.M.3417. 
the divifion of the publick Land to fuch as were forced to preferve themfelves 
by dayly labour in other mens grounds; and in the Curt at a Comitia prefer- Sffi?®* 4 *’ 3, 
red fifty Laws concerning contrails and injuries. He added two Hills to ^ ' 

the former five: viz. the Vtminal and Efquilinc, in the later whereof he 
lived himfelf, and was the laft man that inlarged the fomaria of the Citie, 
the Wall whereof was never any further ftretched out , though very large 
Suburbs we^e afterwards added. After he had compaffed all tne feven Hills 
within one Wall, he dillinguiflaed the Citie into four parts, and inftead of 
three, made four Tribes. And as Romulus diftinguillaed the people accord¬ 
ing to their Seats and Communion in Sacrifices IntoTrsbcs and Curia , fo 
Strv'.ui making every one give an account how much he was worth, accord¬ 
ing to their riches divided them into fix Ranks, or Claffts. Ofthefe, the 
firftand higheft confided of fuch as were worth 110000 Affes (each of which 
anfwereth to«£. 9. of our money) the next four decreafed in value a fourth 
part, and in the laft were contained all fuch whofe Eftates were of little , or 
no value. 

The Ccafitt. 71. The Cl affes he rfid alfo fo fubdivide into Centuries, as 192 were made 

in all; his delign herein being to know certainly how many, were fit to bear 
Arms, and whit Treafure might be fupplied for Wars, or other occasions. He 
alfo firft ordained the Lufirum (fonamed a Luendo , (from paying ) faith pgl j^aLa- 
L'lfrH'n. forre, as Fluff rum a F/uendo ) to be celebrated after thisO»y«*, or value tinalit.y.

Citie was expiaced, or Luflrated. This folemnity was termed Sotitaurilia , ^ ^ 

(or rather Suovetaurilia) , becaufe an Hog, Sheep, and Oxe were facrificed, 
as we retd in Quintilian. Thefe things being performed, the Lufirum was 
finifhed, which, becaufe of continual change of mens Eftates, he ordained 
fhould be reiterated every five years, fothac he (who begun it according to 

Lipfius 
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Lipfius in his twelfth year) celebrated it himfelf four times, according to Sect. 2. 

Valerius Maximus, Every fifth year the Tribute or Taxe (called Cenfus) %,/Vv 

was paid and rhence Lufirum feemeth to have had it’s name.

Men and moneys being levied, according to thefe Centuries , and not by poll 
(each Century fuch a quantity) it came to p.affe, that the richeft being fewer, 

The centuries y CC divided into moref enturies (here the word is not to be taken for 100 
and Cextuaata p er f ons precifely, being made ufe of onely to expreffe fuch a divifion) were 
Comma. never free from warfare, ’and contributed alfo more money than the reft: 

they that were but moderately or meanly provided of wealth, being exceeded 
by the other in twenty Centuries % went to the War by turns, and paid but 
'• little Tribute: and they that had not any eftateto fpeak on, underwent no 
burthens. This feemed very juft and equal to him, that they who were moft 
concernd, fhould take moft pains, and bear the greateftcoft; the Romans ac 
that time maintaining themfelves in the Wars without any pay from the pub- 
lick. But the richer fort fomething grieved to undergo all charge and danger, 
for the prefervation of others as well as themfelves, Servius fumciently fatif- 
fied and requited, by giving them in a maoer the whole prerogative in mat¬ 
ters of State, the porer being almoft wholly removed from any power in the 
Commonwealth, though at firft they did not perceive ic, 

33. This fecrec lay in the Comitia or Affemblics, where the people refol- 

*. ved about the moft important affairs; thefe three things being in their power, 

wiz. Creation of Magifirates as well Military as Civil, making or abrogat¬ 
ing Laws , and decreeing Peace or War • concerning which tilings the fuf- 
fragesof the feveral Curia were wont to be gathered, and the Vote of the 
boreft availed as much as that of the richeft perfon : whence the poorer fort 
being much more numerous than the rich, ever prevailed by their Multitudes* 

Tullius undemanding this,inftead of thofe of the Curia, called the Comitia of 
t.' the Centuries upon fuch occafions. Firft of all were called the Centuries of 

the firft or richeft -Claffts, viz. the 18 of Knights or Horfmen , and the 80 of 
Tootmen, which being three more in number than all the reft befides, if they 
iall agreed they overcame in number, and there was no need of calling any 
of the others to the vote. If they difagreed, the 21 Centuries of the fecond 
Claffts were called, and if need were, the third Claffts, and the fourth, till 
97 Centuries agreed in their fuffrages. If this haloed not after the calling of 
the fifth; (192 Centuries being divided equally.in number, and of feveral 
opinions) then was the fixth Claffts called contetning the laft Centurie, free 
from Tributes and War; and to which fide It 'jovned, chat overcame. 

•34. This rarely hapned, and was almoft impoflible, the Comitia being ended 
inoft commonly by the firft call; but, however, feldom came ic to thefourth 
Claffts, fochai: the two laft were fupervacaneous. By this conftirution the 
poorer fort were deceived, thinking it enough that every m m, as well one as 
another, gave his fuffrage, and nor confidering that the fuffrage of the whole 
Centurie was but one, whether it contained more or fewer perfons in it. But 
at length, feeing themfelves freed from danger and charge, they were con-, 
tent, and the ticher injoying fuch priviledges for their pains and coft, were 
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well facisfied; and this order was kept for many Ages, till afterwards, by the 
violent a&ings of fome, the common fore got more power, as Dtonyftus 
himfelf obferved the innovation to have broken in, in his time. At the firft 
Lh firum were found 84700 Citizens j but to increafe their number, hee. 
brought in the cuftom of making Slaves free of the Commonwealth, whom 
being before manumitted or fetfree, he diftributed into the four Tribes of 

1 5. 'thefe Slaves were either made or born fuch, as Jufihian the Emperor 
diftingifheth them. The former fort were either taken in War (then pro¬ 
perly called Mancipia ), or bought of the publick, or of fome private man. 

The later, were thofe that were born either of both Parents being fuch, or of 
the Mother onely. At firft they obtained their liberty gratu, by well de- 
ferving fome way of their Matters, or fome by payment of money earned by 
their honeft labours, they having a certain Feculhm, though all was faid to 
belong to their Matters. But in proceffe of time, when the Romans dege¬ 
nerated from their former worth and honour, fome by Roberies, others by 
breaking of houfesand other villanies, got money , whereby they purchafed 
their freedom. Some by helping their Matters in thefe things obtained liber¬ 
ty as a reward ; others on condition to let them enjoy the monthly allowance 
of Corn out of the publick purfe, or other Largeffes conferred by Princes 
upon poor Citizens. Sometimes they were manumitted through the levity 
and vain-gloryof their Lords; fome having by their Teftaments fet at liberty 
all their Slaves, to obtain a fame of clemency after their death, and that their 
Funerals might be celebrated by a great train of fuch as wore caps upon that 
occafion; in which pomp a thoufand Rogues have been feen , who much bet¬ 
ter deferved hanging. This was laid to the charge of the Miftreffe of the 
World, that challenging the Empire over all,ftie ftiould defile her felf with 
fuch impure Citizens, which cuftom might have been reformed, as Dionyfius 
obferveth, by the care of the Cenfors , who inquiring into the lives of 
Senators and Knights , never confidered what perfons were unfit tojie ad¬ 
mitted Fret-men. ' 

36. Tullus not onelv clipped the power of the Patmans and Senate , but 
took away half of the King’s Prerogative alfo Whereas the former Prin¬ 
ces called before themfelves all controverfies, and took cognifance of crimes 
as well committed againft particular perfons as the publick, he feparated 
thefe caufes, miking himfelf Judge of fuch as refpe&ed the Commonwealth, 
and referring the quarrels of private perfons unto others, to whom he preferi- 
bed Laws and Rules for to go by. After he had thus ordered the Common¬ 
wealth, he caufed the Lathes to build aTemple at Rome to Diana, upon the 
Aventine hill, whereat they ftiould meet and feaft every year, and fo 
preferve themfelves as one body politick in unity and concord. If anv con- 
troverfie arofe betwixt particular Towns, it was to be decided by the 
judgement of others, in fuch a manner as the Amphytliones in Greece were 
wont to proceed, the Council of the Ionians at the Temple of Ephefus , and 
that of the Dorienfes in the Temple of ApoUa, built by common confent at 
Epitropium. Thefe things were done by 7 ull : us at home, according to 
Dionyfius, Livie , and others ; to which we may add from Pliny, that he 
firft ttimped money with the image of Cattel, whence it was called Pccu- 
via, whereas the Romans before his time ufed it in a rude lump or Matte. 

£s for his aClions abroad ; he warred with the Hetrufcans 20 years, who re- 
fufed to obey him, as an obfeure man, and renounced the league formerly 
made. In all battels both with the united Nation and particular Cities, he 
ever had the better, triumphed over them thrice, and at length forced them 
to fubmit to the yoak, on the fame terms as formerly Tarquinitu had impofed 
it, except that from three Towns that had been principal in the revolt, hee 
took part of their grounds, which he divided to thofe that had newly been 
madefree of the City. Having done thefe things at home and abroad, when 
he was crown old and not far from the natural period of his life, he perittied 
bv the devices of Tarquinius his fon in law, and of his own daughter.

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. ?7* TuttiushA two daughters by his wife Tarquinia, which he married to „ 
their two Coufin-germans, the grand-fons of Turquhhs, joyningchem in r ‘ z ' 
wedlock according to their age* as he thought it moft equal and convenient 
But it hapned that they were matched together with thofe of difpofitionS 
clean contrary to one another. Lucius the elder, a man of a bold, arrogant 
and tyrannical nature* had an honeft modeft wife, and one mott dutiful to¬ 
wards her Father: on the contrary, Aruns Tarquinius the younger, bein'* of 1 
a mild and fweet difpofition* light on a wicked woman, one of a bitter fplric 
againft her Father* ready for to attempt any thing. Lucius breaking out into 
pattion againft his Father in Law, for keeping the Kingdom from him, was 
Bill appeafed by his wife, but Aruns being content to ttay his time, and averfe 
to any thing that might favour of difrefpe& to Tullius , was importuned ever 
and difquieced by his wive’s earneft and tedious follicitations * to attempt the 
«moft, chough with the deftru&ion of her Father, for the obtaining ofrhe 
Soveraigncy. This Woman being impatient of her husband’s backwardnefle, 
and bewitched by the fury of ambition, refolved to change husbands if ic 
might be, and match her felf to the ocher Tarquin , who fniced well with her 
own humor : (he brake her mind to Lucius, telling him of what a fordid fpi- 
ric they were, to fufferan Ufurper fo long to poffefs their Patrimony, railin'* 
againft her own husband, as a man of a poor and degenerate difpofition, an3 
at length made a profer for them two to difpatch out of the way their prefenc 
unequal yoik-fellows, and then unite themfelves in that relation, thereby to 
bring about their noble and gallant defign. He was not backward to a com¬ 
pliance, and the device was accordingly brought about, after which, theyrt- 
folved by force to expel Tullius from the Kingdom, if hee would not ojve 
place on his own accord, railing a faftion ofthe Patriuans, that were 3 if- 
concented with the King’s new modelling of the State, and the pooreft PlebeU 
abs, whofe affiftance they purchafed openly, without any refpeCt to ri°hc or 
modefty. Tulltus was not ignorant what they intended, and feared alfo co 
be deftroyed ere hee could provide for his defence; yet thinking it an un¬ 
seemly thing co make War upon his fon in Law, and his own daughter, and 

f umlh them as Enemies, he indeavoltrd by fair means to cake D them off* 
efore their Friends, blaming, admonilhing* and dehorting Tarquinius from 
the mcended injury, 

3 8 -. Effe&ing nothing hereby, but the other faying, he would plead hiS 
caufe in the Senate , he called together the Fathers , and gave him liberty to 
fpeak. Tar quin laid his claim to the Kingdom, as his Grand-fathers Heir* 
and alleged, chat Tullius kept ic from him unjuftly, having got all his prefer¬ 
ment from.their family, add obtained the place illegally, without the con¬ 
fent of the Senate. Tullius replied, that the Kingdom was in the power of 
the People, co difpofe of it to whomfoever they would, which he proved 
from the example of Tarquinius Prifcus 9 who being a ftranger, was preferred 
before the Marctt. He mentioned how well he had deferved of him, by 
protecting and caking care of him in his minority; and as for his coming to 
the Government without the ordinary aflenc of the Senate, that concerned 
the Fathers and not him. He then appealed to the Senate , whether ever he 
had wronged or carried himfelf arrogantly towards any of them, that they 
mould confpire with his fon in Law againft him, and in conclufion told them, 
that if they thought 1 orquimus the fitter man, he ftiould not be againft the 
profit of the Commonwealth, but retire to a private life, and let the World 
fee, he could as readily obey as be obeyed, after he had reftored the honour 
to thofe from whom he had received it. Having ftruck a great reverence of 
him into the Senate, he affembled the People, to whom, after a great com- 
plaint againft Tar quin, and a recital of what good things he had performed 
tor the Publick, He offered to refign his place; but Was confirmed therein, 
ana atcer ne refufed to give ear to fuch as would have Tarquin difpatched, 
with great acclamations brought home co his houfe by the multitude. 

39. Tarquin thus prevented of what he expected from the Patritians % 
counterfeited repentance, and a defire co be reconciled to the King, which

Se ctI vva^eafily obtained. Covered with this Cloak he hidius defign^anew., -and 
v>^C* being continually follickedby his wife to attempt fomething Worthy rf a 
Kingdom, took his opportunity on a day when moft of the people were out 
of th? Citie, with the Roabs of Eftate, and all Royal Enfigns as King, to go 
to the Senatehoufe. There he prefumed to call together the F^hers, and, 

fuch being Affembled as were appointed beforehand, took poffeffion of the 

Kings Seat. Tullius having notice hereof, unadvisedly with a few followers, 

halted thither, admiring the young mans impudence,whom feeing in his 

Chair, hefell of rating, and received as bad language; then gom| about to 

thrufthimout. Tar quin took him up by the middle, and haling him to the 

door, threw him down the flairs into the fomittum. The old man hardly 

recovering his fpirits was led homewards , when his daughter, and 

wife,being come in her Chariot to fee the event, faluted her husband as 

Kin^, but told him his principality would be but uncertain, except, perfeft- 

ing what he had begun, he would fend fome who fcouldovertake and dif- 

p a cch Tullius.

and reftore abfolute liberty with the care of the Commonwealth to the peo¬ 
ple, which fome of the Parisians perceiving, took in the mtereft of Tarqm-

niusy fimamcd and imperious carriage he foon got thefimame of^gfff^, asthatof jf- 
smrbiti . for diftinaion, was given to his Grand-father. He would not fuffet his 

Father-in-law’s body to be buried publicklv for fear it fhould give occahon 
to the people to rife againft him, faying, that Romulus died without bunal. 

He murdered fuch as he fufpeaed to favour the caufe of TuUtus ; and fearing 
what end his wickedneffe might bring upon him, got to him a1 flfong Giiafa 
which continually attended his perfon. He reigned onely by his own arbi- A M.3471,' 
trary will, neither ftanding upon the confent ofthe Senate nor people As 
for the former, he much dimiftied it by the murder of the richer fort K whofe OfympAi. an. 4. 
wealth he feized on for his own ufe , and refolved to chufe no more in,that 
it might wear out, and grow contemptible. All controverfies h& decided 
himfelf, affiftedbyhis ircimate friends, and took cognizance of all oftences, 
fo as he might kill, banifh, or fine at his pleafure. He fought to eftablilh 
himfelf, and confirm his Tyranny by great alliance, marrying hts daughter to 
Octavius Mamilius, the greateft man amongft the Latmes , ’(being defeend- 
ed from Ttlegonus the fon Ulyjfes by Circe) and by falfe actuation, and a 
cunning device caufed them to ftone Turnus Herdonius, who bad dilcove- 
red to them his bafeneffe and vilanies. He began a War with the 
His Wars. which uot w ith him, but lafted above aoayears; and fubdued the Sa¬ 
tinet wbo refufed to obey him. From the Fblfci he took SsiefaPometta, 

(where getting much plunder he firft caft in his head the defign of building a 
Temple to Jupiter , which his Grand-father hadformerly- vowed} and after¬ 
wards the Citie Gabii by treachery, making Sextus his eldeft fon to counter¬ 
feit flight from him for hard ufage, whereby he was made their.General, 
and hiving according to the fecret advice of his father (whoIn imitation of 
7 hrafyh/us the Mile fan carried the meffenger into the field, &nd cut down 
the tailed Poppies, difmiffmg him without any other meffage ) pdt to 
death the moft principal Citizens , at length eafily betrayed it into bis 
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hands. After this he made peace with the ^AZqui, and renewed the league Sect. 2. 
with the Tufcans. Then went he forward with the work of the Temple ✓Vv 
formerly defigned. 

41. TarquinituPrifeus , in his laft War with the Sabines made a vow, 

Buildeth the that if he got the Vi&ory, he would build Temples to Jupiter\, Juno , and 

Capitol. Minerva ; and with great cofthad in his lifetime levelled the Rock , and 

formed a plot for the building ; but died before he could finilh the work. 

Tarquinius his Grand fon refolving to perfe& what he had begun with the 
plunder of Sue fa, fee on all forts of work-men, at which time as they were 
digging to lay the foundation, a mins head was found bleeding afrefh, which 
belonging to one called Tolus , thence the building had the name of Capitol. 

“She Capitol, He perfedted a great part of the Temple, but could not confummate the 
work, being prevented by Exile, which was finished by the Citie in the 
third Confulftiip after its freedom. It wasfeated upon an high Cragge, 
eight Akers in compaffe, almoft two hundred foot wide on every fide, and 
almoft of the fame length and breadth, as differing onely in fifteen feec. 

After it had flood 1 425 years from its Dedication , it was confumed by fire 
in the dayes of Sylla, when Li Scipio and Cat us Norbanus were Confuls, as 
Tacitus writeth : Yet it rofe again with greater coftand Ornamenc on the 
fame foundation. Its front looking toward the South, had a Porch, or Gal- HiJlJ.3. cm. 
lery with three rows of Pillars : on each fide were alfo a double row : the 
three Temples were contained within the fame Walls, the middle belong¬ 
ing to Jupiter , and the ocher two to Juno and Minerva , under the fame 
roof. _ 

42. In the time of this Tarquinius, another great blefling, as it was 
counted, hapned to the Romans. A certain ftrange woman came to the 

sibyls. King, offering to fell nine books ofthe Oracles of Sibyl; which when he re¬ 
fufed to buy at her rate, fhe went away and burning three of them, returned 
and demanded as much for the fix. Being derided for a mad woman, fhe de¬ 
parted, and burning half of them, returned with the other three, ftill asking 
as much as at the firft; whereat 7 dr quin aftonifhed, fent for the A figures 
to know her meaning, who anfwered that the nine ought to have been 
bought, and the three were to be purchafed at the fame Rate. The woman 
after the fale and delivery vanifhed, and never after could be feen. Tar- 
quin chofe two men out of the Nobiliry to keep them, to whom he allowed 
two publick fervants. After his expulfion the people Ele&ed moft Noble 

Sibyls book*, perfons, who all their lives executing this Office were freed from all other 
burthens, both Military and Civil, to whom onely it was lavvfull to look 
in them. No facred thing was fo carefully kept as thefe Sibylline Oracles. 

They were confulted by decree of the Senate when the Commonwealth was 
difturbed by any fedirions, when any great overthrow was received in War, 

. or any prodigies hapned. They were kept by the Decemviri, or ten men 
appointed to this Office within a Vault under the Capitol, in aftoneCheft, 
till they perifhed at the burning of the place. Thofe tha<the Romans ufed 
afterwards were Copied out of fuch as belonged to other Cities, and private 
perfons, wherein were fome fuppofititious things, which they diftinguifhed by 
the difference of the Acroflickj. * 

I 43. The woman that brought thofe books to Tarquin , having the name 
of Sibylla , and there being many found fo whom it hath been given befides, 
fomething is to be faid of thofe women, for diftin&ion. The firft Sibylla , or 
woman Propheteffe (to which the * Council of Jupiter was communicated,is * 2 . 
the word importeth) was a Perfian, according to {a) Varro , orelfe a Cal - ' *’ 

daan, or an Hebrewefe, born ac Noe, a Citie near the Red-Sea • her name 
was Sambetha, her father called Baroffus, and her mother Erymantha. The Anguftin. dc 
fecond was a Lybian. Themis of Delphos was the third. The fourth was called Civ it ate Dei 
Cumaa, becaufe fhe was born at dmeriam, a Town of Campania in Italy, Ub.it. cao.tj. 
near to Cuma, The fifth of Erythra, a Citie of Ionia in Aft a, ac this day 
called Cabo Bianco. The fixth was of the Ifland Samus ; her name being 
Phyto. The feyenthof and called Cumana, her proper name being 
Z 1 Amal- 
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^ect.i Anialthen according to fome ; but Her ophite and Demophila according £0 
■ others. Suite calleth her Hierophile, and faith foe brought nine books co 

Tdrquinius Prifcus, and demanded for them 300 Philippines, being Gold 
Coyn of Philip King of Macedonia. Pirn; contrary to the common account 
of Writers mentioneth three books, not nine, and writeth that ftie burnt two 
of them. Eut the eighth was called Hellefpontiaca , being born in the Trojan 
Countrey upon the Hellefpont , in a Village named Marmifus near toGerge- 
tittm , which Heraclides of Pont as affirmed to have flouriftied m the dayes of 
Sohn and Cyrus. The ninth was a Phrygian, and Prophecied at ^ncyrd. 

The tenth was of 7 ibur, by name A Wane a , being vvorftupped for a Goddeffe 
at that place, near the Banks of the River wherein her image is-faid: 

co have been found holding a book in one hand. Thefe ten are reckoned 
by Varro. There were feveral others alfo. (£) Strabo maketh two co have ^ Ub Mt 
lived at Erythra , whereof the later flourifhed in the time oi'Alexander.'p Jg . 633 , 
There was another of Colophon, a Citie of Ionia. Elijfa and Cajfandra, the 
daughter of Priamus,\vexe. accounted Sibyls. There were alfo a Thejfalian * 

Mar to the d aughter of Treftas the Theban , and another of Epirus. More- 
0 vat,C ar mentis the Arcadian, the Mother of Evander and Fauna , or Fattta, 
the filler and wife oiFamtu, King of che Aborigenes in Italy ,might be recko¬ 
ned in che number. ' . 

The ficae of 44. In the work of the Capitol 7 at quin employed the people, and in: 

Ardea. other bafer works, wherewith he even tired them out j fo that to appeafe 

them , and efpecially to recruit his own Coffers , he made War againft the 
Rutui't, and befieged the rich Citie Ardea, five German miles, coward the 
Eaft, diftanc from Rome. The quarrel he pretended to be for that they re¬ 
ceived the Roman Exiles, and endeavoured to reftore them; buc the true 
caufe was his thirft after the riches of this moftflouriflung place, once che 
Metropolis of the Rutui't. While he lay before this Town , taking greac 
pains to gain it, and the other as eagerly refilling ( yet fo as he feemed to 
have hope to carry it) an aa of his eldeft fon Sextus occafioned both the 
freedom of the one and other Citie. Dionyjius writeth that he was fenc to 
Collatia about fome bufinefle concerning the War, and going co the houfe 
Scxttts Ttiryif of Tarquinius Collatinus his Kinfman (Grand-fon to Egerius the Nephew of 
nuts ravWhcth Prijcus) he ravifhed his wife Lucretia,thz daughter of Lucretius a Noble 
Lucretia. Roman. Livy and Aurelius Vittor relate chat the Courtiers drinking toge¬ 
ther in the Camp before Ardea, and with them Tarquinius Collatinus the 
fon of Eger,us, they fellSeverally on pr-aifing each one his own wife ; in 
fo much as proceeding to an earnell difpute, Collatinus faid there needed 
not many words, for that they might fee within a few hours how far his 
Uactia excelled them all; and he defiredthem to ride to the feveral pla¬ 
ces, and judge accordingly as they fliould find. Being well heated with wine 
they agreed co this motion, and away they rode. _ They found not Lucretia 
junketcing, and idely fpending her time as che Kings daughters in law,but lace 
at night hard at work amongft her maids, fo that by confenc of all Hie far ex¬ 
celled the reft, and Collatinus nobly entertaining his Guells returned with 
them to the fiege. 

45. Now was Sextus Tarquinius inflamed with a. luftfull defire after 
Lucretia becaufe of her beauty, and, as it hapneth towards difficult, or for¬ 
bidden things, the more becaufe of her eminent chafticy. Within few 
dayes, without the knowledge of her husband, accompanied onely with one 
fervanc he returned to Collatia, where being kindly entertained by her, he 
was brought to his bed-chamber; but when he thought all afleep, having 
obferved where fhe lay, with a naked Dagger he went to her, and laying 
his hind on her bread, threatnedher with death if ft>e offered to ftir. He 
mixed threats wich fair words, but yer could not prevail, till he told her 
he would firft kill her, and then his Have, whom laying by her fide he would 
report it was for having furprized her in Adulcery wich him, whereby ob¬ 
taining his prey, in the morning he departed. When he was gone , fhe 
fenc for her father from Rome, and her husband from the Camp, (or fay fome, 

went 
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\yenc her fell co che City) defiring they would call together fome friends, for c F r T 
that a matter of greac importance had befallen her. With Lucretius came 
Publius Valerius, and wi th Collatinus, Junius Brutus, who finding her in her 
Lucretia kill- phamber in a fad and affli£led condition, fhe told them che whole matter 
eth her fclf. refufed to admit any comfort, and increating them to revenge her caufe upon 
the Author of her forrow, ftabbed her felf to the heart before them, wich a 
knife ftie had kept clofe about her for chat purpofe. 

46. Lucius Junius Sirnamed Brutus, was the fon a! Marcus Junius, who be- 
JitniHS Bmtu. jing defeended from one of the Companions of ^£neas, and,for his Virtue,very 

eminent amongft the Romans, married Tar quin, a the daughcer of Tarquinius 
. Prifcus, of which he begat this Lucius. This Lucius was nobly educated 
inflrudled in all disciplines of the City, and of a pregnant wit. But after thic 
. Tar quin had privily murdered his Father (not for any offence, buc to pofleffe 
.bis great efface, as he did feveral others) and wich him his eldeft brother, who 
✓ Teemed to bear fuch a mind as would revenge the injury; he bein^ young ~ 

.and defticute of any afliftanCe from his kindred, counterfeited himfelf a fool* 
which he a&ed all along, and thence had che Sirname of Brutus, this bein^ 
the foie remedy againft the cruelty of the Tyrant, who thinking his lolly not 
feigned but real, defpifed che man, and having Spoiled him of ‘hisP.rritn.tny, 
kept him as an Idiot in his houfe, and fuffered him to converfe with his chil¬ 
dren, not out of refpe&as a kinfman, but to make them fporc by his ridicu¬ 
lous words and ailion?, as.true Idfots are wont to do. On a time a oreat 
Peftilence having feized on the City, he fent him to Delphos with his”cwo 
Tons Sextus and Titus , to confult the Oracle. They were glad they had 
him to make them merry, laughed at him for offering to A polio a wooden 
ftafl, wherein yet he had fecretly pur fome gold, having made it hollow for 
char purpofe. Having privately enquired which of them fliould be Prince of 
Rome, it wasanfwered, he who firft of all ftiould kiffe his Mother, which the 
young men mifunderftanding, agreed betwixt themfelves, that at their return 
they would doit, and fo reign joynrly together: but Erutus asfoon as they 
arrived in Italy, knowing the meaning of the Oracle, fell and kiffed the' 

Earth, which is mother'of all. When under che Vizard of a Fool, he waited 
for an opportunity to revenge himfelf and family upon Tar quin, this diSaftec 
of Lucretia M length prefenced it felf. 

47. Being fenc for beforehand , or coming in with CoUatinus his kinfman 
after the death of Lucretia, as Dionyjius writeth, while her husband and J 
friends were lamenting over the dead body, he told them it was not time now 

to weep, but to fludy how to revenge the injury. He acquainted them with 
the caufe of hisaffumingthe name and behaviour of an Idiot, andmanifeft- 
w v 1 in § himfelf to be a moft cunning man, defired they might utianimouflv joyn 
banSnc f ?. r che ^P ul . flon of and his friends from the City, fpeaking many 

of Tarquin. ch .mgs efficacious to perfwade them to ic. Finding every one very ready, he 
faid there was no need of words and promifes but real deeds, if they meant 
j° P, er /°j m an y thing, and that he firft would begin. Then went he to the 
dead body, and taking the bloody knife in his hind, fware by Mars and the 
reft of their gods, to call out Tarquinius Superbus with his wicked wife and 
progeny, to profecute them or their friends with fire and fword, or any other 
way, and never after thac, tofufferche Tarquins or any other, co reign ill 
Rome. He made them all fucceffively take the fame Oath ; then, for the way 
howto bring the matter abouc, faid the gates of the City fliould be fafely 
kept, that the King might not hear the leafl word, till he, who was Prince of 
C v u C ? cers ’ ^ ou ^’. as he might'by his place, aflemble the people, co 
Which the dead body being exhibited, and Lucretius with Collatinus deplor- 
lng their condition, they might procure thebanifhent of Tarquin by a pub- 
Iick decree, that fliould be prefently difpatched to che Army for ic’s con¬ 
currence. ' 

48. But before Tarquinius fliould be removed, they thought ic wifdotn 
to confider vvhac Magiftracy was fic co fucceed his; left they fliould pull down 
che prefenc dwelling before another houfe was prepared* Some were foe 

Monarchy* 
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Sect* \ Monarchy, as indeed the bett of Governments, others for Ariftocracy, or the 
rule of the Senate, and others would have the whole power put into the 
hands of the People; each party bringing examples of good Government in 
th"feveral kinds; Brutus bid the time was ftraight, and thefe matters requir* 
ed mature deliberation, which neither at length could produce fuch a form 
as would be void of all inconveniences : he faid, he hoped that after .the 
expulfion of the Tyrants, they Ihould have leifure to confider how ^ey might 
belt reform the Commonwealth, // any better way could be found out that 
v/w Romulus, Pompilius, and the other Kings had chalked out to them % 
wherein proceeding , till Tarquin forfook.the path, the Ctty had 
and famous , both for its afts abroad , and conjhtuttons at home. This he 
could not for lhame denie, yet however, he thought thofe mcomtnodities, as 
„ , t . he called them, had procured the Kingly power to degenerace into tyranny, 

Prefcribctb a , therefore were ac prefent to be abolifhed, and to be taken heed of for the 

■hewmodel As becaufe fome men made a great matter of very vivtyfitif. 

Cvemmcm. “” e “ g^htthat of a K*gim was to be left, an°d the other of Cm. 

*motnvealth to be alfumed; fo that for the title of King and [Mmnnh, fome 
more model! and popular was to be invented. Then, the regal power he 
”d»ed not fafely to be inttufted with a Angle perfon; but that two were to 
be chofen, who fhould govern with equal command and authority, and fo be 
a counter-poife each to other. Of all royal enlignts or ornaments, fuch as 
nrneured the envy and grudge of the People were to be laid afide •• viz. Scip- 
and hrpU If Cl,a,h .fg'U .except upon Fe- 
fli val dayes, and in triumphal pompes, which rare ufe of them would not be 
at all fpoken againft : but as for the Ivory Chair in which they fate in Jud - 
ment, with the white Robe edged with purple , called Pratexta, and the 
twelve Littors, or Sargeants, bearing Rods and Axes they were tobe con¬ 
tinued. He added, that the main thing to keep thefe his Maoiftrates m order, 
was toprevent their perpetual power, which vvcwld keep them from giving 
accouut of their aftions; wherefore he thought fit their Magiftracy, after the 
manner of Athens , {houldbebuc Annual , that foeach one might learn as 
well to befubieft as to govern, and this would preferve the mmd from being 
drunk with too much liberty. Laftly, that the name of King might not utte£ 
lv perifh (whence may be concluded, that his judgment vvas not againft the 
Office though his paffion was) he would have the title givento one, who 
fhould be called Rex Sacrorum , and having this honour for his life, with 
immunity from warfare, fhould medle with nothing elfe,but thefe fuperftitious 
Rites, of which the Kings had charge before. _ 

AiQ. Having firft got a decree of the Senate for the Kings bamftmenr, ac¬ 
cording to the cuftom of publick proceeding, the Comitia were affembled by 
Brum, and the body of Lucretia brought in her gore into the meeting place, 
where it was fet for a fpe&acle to all. Brum then difeovered himfelf, 
told them why he had feemedwhathe now appeared never to have been, and 
then declared the occafion of their meeting tobe, that the Patrtuans m&vc 
have their affent for baniffiing Tarquin , who having obtained the Principality 
illegally, had abufed it more than any Tyrant that vvas ever heard of. He il- 
luftratedhis affertion by a relation of his crimes j as of his poyfomng ms 
own brother before he was King, together with his lawful wife, 
ine the other fitter that was partaker with him in his wickednefte : hisKUiin 0 
Servm Tt*llius t avid ftrangling his wife, whom he ought to have refpeitea as 
Parents; then his invading the Government without decree of Senate oc 
Suffrages of the people by force of Arms. He reckoned up the injuries re¬ 
ceived by the Patritians , moft of whom he had made away, and reduced the 
reft to the eftate of beggers ; how from the Plebeians he had taken, Laws, 

Religious Meetings, the Comitia and Suffrages, and ufed them no better 
thm'Maves bought with woney. He then demanded how long they fhould 
enduie this bondage; whecher no longer than till the death of 7 arqum, 
when as he had rhree fons more wicked and mifehievous than himfelf, etpeci- 
fllly the elder, which he proved by the fpeMle before their eyes, teHing 
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them then the whole ftorie. This advantage he improved to the utmoft, Sect. 
fhewing how the King being now abfent, and the Patritians refolved, no- • 

thing could be wanting co them, if they had but courage for the enterprise ; 
not Men, Mony, Arms, Captains , nor forein aid; urging, that it was a 
flume they fhould think of commanding the Volfci, Sabines , or orhers, and 
be Slaves to others at home; or maintain fo many Wars for to ferve the ambi¬ 
tion of Tarquin , and undertake none for their own liberty. As for the Ar¬ 
my now at the Siege, there was no fear, but, for their own freedom and ac¬ 
commodation, they would readily cloze with them; and if any fhould be 
found to intend the Contrary, they had their wives and children as Hoftages, 
in the City, whereby they might eafily draw them off. 

50. The multituae being varioufly affected with hopeof liberty, andfeir 
to miffe of it, during his Speech, yet made acclamations to the particulars, and 
at the end, with one voice defired he would give them Arms. He faid he 
would, if firft they fhould confirm what was offered from the Bathers, as the 
beginning of their liberty 5 and therewithall recited the forme of this fevere 
The people Decree, that the Tar quinn fhould be bani(j?ed with all their ojf-fpring, and be 
decree T/tr- capitalfor any one to fpeakor aSl for their return. The feveral Curia being 
quimui his ca lled, confirmed it by all their Suffrages, which being done, he acquainted 
banuhincnc. t j Jem ^ j c ^ agreed, that unto two men the Government fhould be com¬ 
mitted, whom they fhould ele& in their Centuriate Comlti a, which was alfo 
paffed. Then, according to-the cuftom, by virtue of his Office formerly 
mentioned, he named Sp. Lucretius to be Inter-rex for holding of the Comi- 
tia or Affemblie , who adjourned the meeting to the Campus Martins, where 
it was the cuftom for the Romans in their Armour to eleiT Magiftrates. There 
he named Brutus and ColUtinus (as vvas formerly agreed on betwixt the con- 
fpirators) for to have the Regal power, and the Centuries confirmed them 
by their Suffrages. In the mean time, whilft thefe things were done in the 
City, Tarquinius having heard by fuch as efcapedput ere the gates were fhut, 
that Brutus called the people to their liberty> making none acquainted but his 
fons and fome truftie friends, with them rode away poft, to prevent the ge¬ 
neral defection, but finding the gates faft fhut, and the walls full of Armed 
men, in great grief returned to the Camp. There now he could not be re¬ 
ceived ; fo - Brum forefeeing his fodain coming, fenr. Letcers to the Army (oc 
went himfelf by anotherway than that he knew he would come) wherein he 
acquainted them with the decree of the People, and defired that they would 
revolt from the King. The letters were read to the Soldiers by T. Hermit 
Kites and M. Horatius, whom Tarquin had left m govern the Army, and they 
being called to give their Suffrages alfo by Centuries, all thought that what 
their friends at home had done, was to be approved, and would not admit the 
King at his return. Fruftrated of this hope, he went Care in Hetruria , 
faith Livie, to Gabii faith Dionyfsus, where he had made his fon Sextus King, 

He Is driven now gray-headed, having reigned 25 years. _ Herminius ynd Horatius took 
into exile, truce with the Enemy for 15 years, and breaking up the Siege before Ardea , 
returned with the Army. This happened in the 244th year of the City, after 
the account of Cato, but the *4<;th, according to the computation of Teren- A.M.349^ 
tius Varro, in the latter end of the 67* Olympiad, or the beginning of the . 

68th, A. M. 5496. Pliny wriceth, that it was the fame year wherein the ’ ‘ 

Tiftftratida were banifhed Athens , and Clemens joyneth it with the recove¬ 
ry of Babylon by Darius Hyfiafpis. This wasfomevvhac above twenty years 
after the beginning of Cyrus , and the deftru&ion of the Babylonian Empire.

T RllS having obtained the Empire of the Eaft through 
the Conqueft of Babylon, after a three years fiege, as is , IX< 
conje&ured, was fenfible of Gods providence therein 
(whom he underftood to hive foretold it, and call ed him 
by name.above 100 years before he was born) and out 
of obedience to his decree, give leave to all the Jews 
that were in Captivity in his Dominions, torecurn to 
their own Countrey, the 70 years of their exile foretold by Jeremiah the 
Prophet being now expired.

Army. But ere he had pitted the fifth part of his journy , all provijiotfrfail- {S\*sj 
ed, and all the be’fts that carried burthens were eaten up; yet did he not - 
now recoiled: himfelf, but proceeded till they were .contained to eac up 
every tenth man, and then returned he wirh-great Ioffe and difgrace to Mem. 
phiSy where he difmifled the Greeks from his fervice. The forces fent againft 
the Ar»r»omans^ never reached thither, neither ever returned, being all over¬ 
whelmed, as was reported, in the Sandy Wilderneffe. 

9- C ambyfes at his return to Memphis , found the Citizens in great mirth 
and jollity, for that Apis their god had appeared to them lately ; which he 
interpreting as an exprefiion of joy for his bad fuccette, wounded the beaft 
in the thigh (thinking to ftrike him into the belly ) of which he died. He 
derided much the Egyptians for fuch deities : thofe that were found re- 
joycing, he commanded to be (bin, and the Priefts to be beaten with rods. 

For fuch impiety they accounted him ftricken with that madnelTe, which after¬ 
wards appeared. For nor long after, -he lenc his brother Smerdis back into 
Per ft a, having conceived great indignation againft him, becaufe he alone of 
all the Per fans, could draw a Bow chat was brought him by his meflengers 
out of Ethiopia. After this he dreamed, that one came and told him how 
Smerdis fate bn the Throne, and with his head reached to Heaven, whereupon, 
he fent Prexafpes his greateft confident to make him away, who murdered 
Hemurdered him in a pretended hunting,or as fome faid, drowned him in the Rid Sea. To 
fitter heC & c his he added the murder of his own Sifter, whom, without any example, he 
had married, becaufe ftie upbraided him with their brother’s death. Memo¬ 

rable is the anfwer of his Judges, who, when he demanded, whether there 
was not a Law amongft the Per fans, that a mm might marry his own Sifter-, 
anfwered, they found no fuch Law, but one there was, viz. The Kn,r might 
do whatfbtver he lifled. Then married he one Sifter, and afterwards: anjo,- 
ther, whereof the younger be killed being great with child, as the Egyptians 
reported, fo that me mifearied double. 

10. To chis rage and madneffe againft his relations, he added fury towards 
thofe that were neareft about him. Asking Prexafpes the minifter of his pa- 
ricide, what his people thought of him, and receiving this anfwer, that they 
thought him coo much given to wine, th’tit might be feen how fober he was 
to do mifehief, he faid it fliould be a demonftracion, if he could {hoot with an 
arrow the fon of Prexafpes right into the heart, which accordingly he did. 

The day after he buried quick twelve other Per fans for no fault at'alt, and 
commanded Croefw the hydian to be {lain for admoniflftng him gravely con¬ 
cerning fuch enormities, having difpatched him himfelfwith an arrow, if he 
had not taken bitruo his heels. His fervancs notwithftjnding preferved Crcc* 
fa alive, expe&ing a reward if he fhould afterwards repent of his death. 

And he really rejoyced in his preservation, when he returned to himfeff; buc 
put them to death for their difobedience,., Many more fuch like things he, did 
whifft he remained at Memphis , and raged againft the Images and Temples 
of the lAEgyptiats. ' ■ 1 

.. But whilft he thus fpent his time, two of the Magiy Medians by ‘ 
birth, confpired againft If m. One of them he had left Overleer of his houf- 
The M.rgi a ffdrs, named Patiuithes, who having,certain knowledge of the death 

ufurp. of Smerdts , though it was kept very fecret v .took occafion thereat to rebel, 

becaufe moft of the Per fans thought this. Prince yet living. For, having 
with him.in the Kings houfea brother as like him in che lineaments and pro¬ 
portion of body as in name, him he placed in the Throne, and fent up and 
down through che Empire , to perfwade every one rather to obey Smerdis the 
fon of Cyrus than Camhfes.

U after his thigh-bone being putrified, he died, when he had rejned feven 
cmbyfesi years and five moneths. He left noiffue, and fo the direa line of Cyrus m 
him received it’s period.

Vjtritu 
fceinp himfelf thus mocked, and defpairingto come at them by reafon of that 
perfea knowledg of the Country, and his ignorance therein, fearing alfo 
his provifions might fail, and efpecially left the Iomam rfhould forfake him at 
the bridge, now that the Sixty dayes were expired, bethought how he mmht 
make a fafe retreat.

But 
HifiUus Tyrant of Miletus a City of Ionia, and others, who had enmved 
their own Citizens at home, fearing, left if the power of the Perfians , by 
which they were maintained, were broken, they ftaouldbe reduced into a pri¬ 
vate condition or worfe by their own Country-men, refolved, that nothing 
more concerned them, than that the greatneffe of tlwt Empire might be 
eftablifhed. Yet it was judged convenient tobreak the bridge fo far, as to be 
out ofbow-fhot from the Scythian fide, therein to comply with that People, 
who perhaps elfe mighc force them to do it. Beginning therefore co brealc 
ir, the Scythians believed their promife of performing the whole, and return¬ 
ed to hunt oilt the Perfians. Expefting them to retreat that wavwhtch was 
beft for Provifions, thev miffed of them; for Darius ^returned the fame he

Amyntas doubting of his own ftren°rh 
kindly entertained the Meffengers, and granting what they came for, magni¬ 
ficently feafted them, infomuch that being well heated with Wine they de¬ 
fined that.womeri, according- to rhe cuftom of Perfia , might be brought in to 
them. . He replied, that was riot the fa/liion of Macedonia ; but yeclie would 
gracifie them therein, which being done,thev began to be uncivil cowards the 
women, vyhereac he inwardly fretted, but for fear fuppreffed his indignation. 

But his eldeft fon Alexander being prefenc, a young man of prompc bold- 
nefleand little experience, defired him to quit the room, and let him alone 
to entercam the Guefts j and though he fufpe&ed him for his courage , and 
diflvvaded him from any ralh atcempt,-yet did he withdraw accordingly. A. 
lexander then told the Perfians they mighc have liberty to enjoy thefe wo- 
men, but for that it now grew late, he defired they would let them go out co 
warn, and make themfelves ready, which done, they ffiould come agiin.

Hiftiaus 
having begun to build a Citie of his own in Thrac-, Darius out of colour of 
doing him honour, and ufing his advice in his moft important affairs, drew him 
away from it,knowing his great abilities, and fearing his reftleffe fpiric. There 
he continued for fome years, till not being able co hear fo much talk of Em¬ 
pire, and rule,wherein he himfelf had no fhare, he much preferred his antietic 
Dominion though but over one Cine, before this Real, though plaufible im- 
prifonment, and therefore fought how he mighc kindle a fire in Ionia, that 
for his mcereft in that Councrey he mighc obtain to be fent thither to quench 
it, and fo with his liberty get fome notable advantage for a greac atchieve- 
ment. It hapned that his endeavours did but tend to the blowing up of that 11 
ipark,which was already kindled without his knowledge,in Artftaeoras his fon 
m Law, who Governed Miletus in his abfence.

Hecatams the Hiftorian,who had formerly 
diliwackd him from Rebellion j now advifed him to build a Fort in the 
Iljand Ur us, where he might continue for fome time, till it wereconve- 
nienc for him to return to Miletus • but his refolution being bent for Myrci- 
ntfs f a Town built by Hijlians in T brace upon the River Strymon , and a- 
mbngft the Edones , thither he foon after departed with as many Volunteers 
as would follow him,leaving the Government of Miletm to Pythagoras, a 
Ariflagpm man of the mofl approved fidelity amongft the Townf-men. He obtained 
flain. the Countrey thereabout wichouc much trouble, but befieging the Town was 
cut off by the Thracians with all his Forces. 

. ao * Htfiiaus being difmifled by Darius upon that account formerly men¬ 
tioned was ere this come to Sardis . Artdphernes demanding of him what Herodotus 1.6. 
lhould have moved the lotions to Rebell, he anfwered, that he knew not,but adiaitim. 
wondred at the thing, whereto the other replied, telling him plainly chat he 
bad made that jbooe which Arifiagoras had put on. Fearing therefore to flay 
with him whom be perceived fufficiently tounderftand the matter, he fled 
the night after, and conveyed himfelf into the Ifland Chius, where the inha¬ 
bitants foppofing that be came to promote the affairs of Darius, caft him 
into prifon , but upon farther advice reftored him to liberty. Then fent he 
co fome Perfians lying at Sardis, who were partakers of his confpiracv, wil¬ 
ling them to nfe, but Artapherms having timely notice thereof prevented 
it by putting them to death. This device failing, he procured the Chians to 
convey him to Miletus • but there he could not be received, the inbabi- 
. tan j s re Pycing that they were rid both of him and Ariftagoras • fo rhac 
endeavouring co get in by night he was wounded in rhe Thigh, and forced to 
retire mnffelf again to Chius. Here now not being able to procure any {hips

an if , Though.the Per fan Fleet almoft doubled the other in number of Vef¬ 
fels, vet the Captains feard both the skill and valour of: the Unions, and 
therefore betook themfelves to politick Councils. They feflt for the feve$l 
. Rcattli or Tyrants of the Cities whom Arifagoras had depofed at the be¬ 
ginning of the War, and defired that every One. would endeavour to dravvotf 

. his own Citizens. While they were ufing their uemoft mdeayourherein, Qto- 
nyfius the Phecian Captain, and General of;the whole Ionian Navie, exer- 
cifine his men continually for the fight, they being unaccuftomedco frich dv- 
fcipline, were after feven dayes weary of it, and pitching their tents m the 
I (land, therein (haded themfdves ; and could-rtot be got.tO theftfhips. The 
Samians doubting whitherto their-(luggiftififcffe migfx terid, tfipugh it Wif- 
dom to hearken to the propofitions made from the Per fans by 0*e f s the (on 
of Sylofon their Prince, who advifed themby a timely repentance to (aye 
their eftites, rather than expofe themfelves ro the anger of the ferfian, who 
chough he were beaten at ptefenr, was abld to bring another Fleer five times 
as big, fo that their labour and danger would know no end. Their Captains 
therefore took occafionat thediforder of the lemons , to deny any further obe¬ 
dience, and, when the Phoenicians began to tow their Fleet together to fall 
on, they hoifed up their Sails and departed. ■' After this pattern the Lesbtiu 
and a great part of the Inians withdrew themfelves; onely the. Chans flood 
to it, who caking many of their Enemies (hips, loft more of their own, and 
at length fled coTand. Some of them running rheir Gallies on ground at 
My cole, went oh foot by night unto Epbefus, where the women then cele¬ 
brating the Thefmophoria, the Inhabitants taking them forrhievei lfluedouc 
and flew many of them. But Dionyfius having light on the Perfian Gallos, 
recreated not home, knowing his own Country would go to wrack with the 
reft, but going into Phoenicia, there robbed Certain (hips of burthen of much 
wealth, and thus inriched failed into Sicilie. " ’ 

23. The Per fans hiving thus done their work at Sea, prefendy laid fiege 
to Miletus, which by undermining the walls, , and ufing all forts of Batte- 
ries, they utterly deftroyed in the fixth year after the Rebellion was firft be- *J»**«* 
' gun by Arifagoras. Some of thofe Inhabitant^ which furvived their Coun- 
try, together with the Samians, tranfported themfelves into St cine ; the refl 
being brought to Sufa before Darius, he without any puniflamenrmflidted on 
them, placed in the City Ampia, fituated where the River Tigris fallech in¬ 
to the Red Sea. As for their grounds, the Per fans took to themfelves the 
Champain Country, and gave the Mountainous pares to the Cartons of reda¬ 
ct. Hfiutut feeing what was befallen Miletus with fome Lesbians fub¬ 
dued Chius eafily, being weakened before, whence with many lemons and capp. i4, «K 
t y£ohans y he undercook an Expedition againft Thafus ; but hearing that the f 
Phoenicians were gone from Miletus into the other parts of Ioma, he return¬ 
ed back to Lesbos. Here his forces not cruftirig themfelves,. he went, over 
into the Province of Atarnes, as it were thence, and from the Territories of 
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the ^jfowadjoyningto gatherforrage, where Harpies the Perfian then Sect. 2. 

Mftiaus taken lying with a confiderable force, ingaged with him iri a fight 'at Mama, and ; 

having cut off the greater part of his men, cook him alive. Being carried 
to Sufa unto Artaphernes , they nailed his body cb a erdfo » and fem his head 
asaprefencto Darius, who was difpleafed chat they had not prfcfdritcd him 
alive, and caufed his head to be buried;, as of 4 friend, and one that had Well 
deferved of the Per fans. Now not onely Carta, but all the Iflarids and 

Cities on the continent were alfo recovered without inuch trouble • the mbft 
beautiful of thfe Boyes being made Eunuchs, and of the Girls fent to the Per- 
fan Court. And thus the Ion tans were fubdued the third time; Ortce by the 
Lydians , and twice by the Per fans: the tributes were eftablifhed by Ana- 
pannes , accordingto Darius hte former preferiptidn, and all things feded at 
the coft of the revolcers. 

2^. Two years after the deftru&ion of Miletus , and in the 26* of 
his reign, Darius withdrawing the comtniflions of all his late Captains, fent 
CMardonius the fon of Gobryas , who had married his daughter Artt>x.fjlrd i 
with a gre it power to the Sea. Mardonikt coming into Cilicia) fent away Ci WMMi 
all his Land Forces towards the Bellefpont s andpaflingby Sea into Ionia, there &e ' 
diffolved all the Tyrannies, as they were tilled, or powers of fingle men* 
and brought in the Democratic^ Government into the Cities. After this 
f with his Fleet he fubdued the Thafiant , and with his Land Army other M*.

founded in his ears. Hippias the late Prince of Athens was yet provoking 
him againft that City, and at length procured forces to reduce him into his 
former place. Under colour of reftoring him* Darius intended, if poflibte, 
to fubdue all Gfterse, and therefore removing Mardoniut i under whom the at 

Fleet had of late mifearried, he put iri his foom Datis t Mede , and Art a- $6,&c. 
phernes hisbrothers fon , to whom he gave in charge to lay Wafte Athens With , 

Eretria, and bring the inhabitants thereof prifoners into his prefence, in 
pff’gsi they burnt Naxos, took fome Forces and Hoftagesout of the 
Iflands, and landed their Horfe upon the Coafts of Eretria. They prepared to 
h o hc ? bur, the Enemy keeping himfelf within the walls, they ftrongly ac-

Notwithftandingthe defeat at Marathon , he left noc off thoughts 
of conquering Greece, making all poflible provifion for another invafion. 

Buc in the fourth year after, more work fell into his hands; for though Diodo- 
rwuelleth, thac the ^Egyptians much honoured him as one of their Law-gi- J , ly* 
vers, they now rebelled. The year following he was provided for both Ex- * * 
pedipons, and was about to undertake them, when the cuftom of the Country 
firft required that he flaould name his Succeffor.

7 
bein° the fourth King of Perfia, the right to the Empire whereof he fetched «i mum . 
from 3 Cyrus his Grand-father by the Mother’s fide. He was fcarce fetled m 
Xerxes. t he Throne, when Mardonius his kinfman ftirred him up with earneftnelfe 
not to <>ive over the War which he had begun with Greece, promifing to him- 
felf great command upon the conqueft of Europe, which he made Xerxes 
0 believe 
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believe would be as readily performed as fpoken. He, though ambitious Sect 2. 
enough, was aot at firft of himfelf very forward, but as it concerned him, L/VV 
thought firft of recovering Egypt, for which all things were left in readinefle 
by his father, and in che year next after his death turned his forces thither with 
Recovcmh Patent fuccefle. For, he reduced that Councrey under the yoak, which he 
Egpt. laid heavier upon it than formerly, and committed the Government there- 
of to his brother Achamenes, who was after many years flain by Inarus the 
Libyan, 

29. Egypt being thus fortunately recovered, he Was therewith much ele¬ 
vated, ana now had refolved to follow on the War with Greece $ but to hear 
what his Captains Would fay, he called them together to advife about it [ to 
whom with vanity enough he opened his mind, and was feconded by an in- 
difereet flattering fpeech of Mardonius, who feemed with words to be able 
Confuketh to blaft the prefent condition of Greece. His Uncle dr tab anus, a grave and 
about renew- long experienced man, ftrongly urged the contrary,(hewing how vain humane 
ing the War confidence was, how bride and inftable che fortune of Princes and others, 
viaii Greece. which appeared fuffirfently in his fathers expedition againft the Scythians 
firft, and fince chat, againft the Athenians : that the Greek/ were not fo weak 
a Nation he proved by the battel at Marathon, that che thing which he at¬ 
tempted was moft dangerous to be thought on again, and again, that without 
mature deliberation the attempt would be rafli however the fuccefle fhould 
happen ;tbat God many times pulls down the highett things, and humbleth the 
haughty thac cruft in their own ftrength,by making them t6 fall into fudden ca¬ 
lamities : and as for Mardonius, he chaftifed his youthfull and ambitious heat 
with a {harp reprehenfion,foretelling him what would be the reward of his 
ralhnefle. But this wife Counfel could not be heard from a grave man, the 
cars of Xerxes being flopped by the fuggeftions of one more agreeable t6 his 
head-ftrong, and youthfull humour; fo thac he imputed co his Uncle bafenetfe 
of mind and cowardife , inflifting this putlilhment ilpon him for it, thac 
flaying ac home he fhould noc parcake of fo glorious an expedition. To this 
enterprize he was alfo ftirred up by che Ateuada, or Princes of Theffaly, who 
grudged at the liberties of the Greek /: by the fon of Pififiratus alfo banilhed 
Athens, who living in his Court,abufed his credulity by the help of a Wizard, 
or Fortune-Teller. 

3 °* Yec noc after, confideririg vvhat Artahanus had foid,he changed 
his purpofe, and calling his Council together again, after he had commended 
his Uncles opinion, figmfied thefame unto them, at which all che wifer fort 
much rejoveed; but che thing running much in his mind, fothat he was di- 
fturbed in his deep, he returned co his former refolution, and refolved on 
■ “ e expedition. In the preparation for ic three years {Herodotus faith four) 
were taken up ? all Afia being concerned therein fo far, as to feem to be. re¬ 
moved out of its place. A Navy he provided out of all the Sea-Coafts of his 
Empire to the number of aboveT2co Veflels, which he commanded to meet 
at Cuma and Phocaa 5 and having out of all his Provinces gathered greac 
multitudes of horfe and foot, at length he moved from Sufa in the fourth 
year of the 74th Olympiad, and in the fifth year (noc afeer th tEgyptian expe¬ 
dition as Herodotus hath it, but) of his reign.

Themifiocles communicated what he h?d done to Artfitdes , who ap¬ 
proving of it, went to perfwade rhe Grech to fight, when prefenrl^ whdeft 
theit minds hung in fufpenfe, came a ftup of Tensdos from jhe Perfian 
Fleet, and acquainted them with what was done in the Straights, fothat 
neceflity compleaced what was but half effe£ed by the fpeech of Art- 

9 Then prepared they themfelves unanimoufly to the battel. Themifto ■ idem & hmJ. 
cw made a fpeech unto them, wherem he (hewed where their concernments ut pits, 
lay, exhorting them to fight manfully for their Countrey and Liberty; for 
their Parents, Wives, Children , and whatfoever was dear to them, with 
which being provoked they applied themfelves to their {hips, arid put forth 
the Fleet into the Main. Xerxes placed himfelf on an high Throne to be¬ 
hold the fight over againft Salamine , and had feme with him to wnte down the 
. particulars thereof. A bloudy fight was fought with great earneftneffe on ot 
'fldes, the one fighting under the eyes of their King, who marked every paf- 
fage> and accordingly was affe£ecl, and the other for as much ascould be dear 
to them in fo dangerous a condition. Herein the Greeks had the 4dvanta 0 e, 
that they were more exercifed in Sea matters, and having all they had lving.at 
the flake, they did it with the more earneftneffe, and in that they fought with 
greater order: the Perfian with fo great a multitude of fbips, fought.in ailor- 
der, andhindredone another,and if the Veffelsfunk were all loft, whereas 
their Enemies by their skill in fwimming faved themfelves. At length tneir 
hh ’ /o»/4«/,follicited as was faid.by little and little withdrawing themfelves from 
Fleet defeat* the fight,the reft,what by that difcouraged,and overcome by the pertinacious 
ed. valour of their enemies,began to fly j the Athenians prdTing hard upon them, 

and deftroying many of their fbips; of fuch a* fled towards Phalerm , many 
were intercepted by the ^genatans, the Emulators of the other m defending 
. well of Greece * fuch as efcaped them, and got to the Port, thence withdrew 

amongft thcmThemifiocUs^z Captains of the Fleet each one, when upon 
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their Oaths they pronounced who merited moft, naming him arcer themfelves. Se ct Z 

Amongft the Perftans the valour of Artemifia the Queen was moft confpi- t/v\j 1 

cuous, acknowledged by Xerxes himfelf, who thereupon Laid, that his men ^ 

were turned women, and women became men : fhe was faved as it hapned, and 

efcaped to Phalerm. Many Noble Perfians fell, amongft the reft Ariabicrnei 

the Kings brother, few of the Gracians. Xerxes exceedingly difeoura^ed 

with this great Ioffe,confidered of his fafe retreat out of Europe, fearing the /- 

onions might-break the bridge laid over the Hellefione^tc that'he might colour - ? i 

any fuch intention,he began a new projeft by cafting earth into the Straights* 

to joyn the Ifland Salamitta with the Continent. But Mar damns underttand- 

ing his temper, and bechinking himfelf in what cafe he himfelf might ftand for' 

being the firft adviferto the War, went to him, and extenuating the Ioffe, 

the Land Army being left intire, at length propofed to him,to leave to him.' 

300000 men, with which he would engage to revenge him upon Greece , and' 
reduce it all under his power, if he pleafed to depart himfelf mco Afi a> beino 
nothing tainted in honour for that things had not fo well fucceeded in this 
encounter, becaufe the mifearriage was procured by the Cowardife of the 
Egyptians,Phcenicians,C t licians, and others no better than flaves,rhe Perfians 
having gallantly enough behaved themfelves, and he, their Prince, havin° fub. 
dued already the greater part of Greece, and taken Athens it felf, a°ainft 
which che War was principally intended. D 

51. He liked very well the motion, but flill diffembled the matter,answer¬ 
ing,he would refer it to his Council, which he accordingly called, and asked’ 
the advice particularly of Artemifia . She approved of Mar damns his Coun-' 
fel, for thar if he fhould fubdue Greece it would be to the Kings advantage, 
and if he mifcarried it would be no diferace-tq him, who in his own perfon 
had accomplifhed the main defign of the expedition,in taking, and waftin^ 
Atbensjhsms pleafed therewith , fent her beforehand away with his fons 
he had brought with him, and gave liberty to Mardonim to make-choice of 
what, and how many Forces he pleafed; all this being done the fame day with 
the fight at Salamis. The night following in great fear and diforder the Fleet 
loofed from Phalerm, and fled amain towards the Hellefpont, which the Gram 
cions feeing, perfued them as far as Andros one Of the Cyclades ,and took in 
there, for that they could then no more difeern them, and that Ifland had been 
of the Perfian fa&ion. Here it being debated in the Council of Officers whe¬ 
ther the Enemy fhould be any further perfued, Enrjbiades the General, for 
feveral grave and urgent reafons, diffwaded it, a Bridge being rather to be laid 
for him, infomuch thathe convinced the reft, and Themifiocles , who as He- 
rodotm faith, was formerly for the perfute, or elfe diffembled, for that which 
followed, changed his mind, and reftrained the Athenians. 

. *»• And further forefeeing that through their inconftancy,& known ingra- HcroJotl(S ~> llu 
titude, he might have caufe in time to come to ufe friends, that now he might tmh Dhdom 
make one of Xerxes, and therein alfo further provide for the good of his utfuprd. 
Countrey, he hetook himfelf to his wonted craft and policy. He difpatched 
away to him his former trufty Meflenger,to acquaint him how carefull he was 
for his fafecy, in diffwading the Gracians from perfuing him, and to advife. 
him by all means to make towards the Hellefpont, ere the Bridge fhould he. 
broken down, which he thought would be within a fmall time. He bein'*, 
much afrighced hereat retreated prefently with all his Forces the fame way he 
came, into Thejfaly ,where delivering to Mardonius 300000 men picked out 
of the whole Army, and feeling other matters, with a fmall and'obfeure train 
litteft for hafte (all the reft being commanded to follow) hehifled through' 

Macedonia and Thrace to the Hellefpont , where he arrived after 45 dayes. 

Here, whether he found the Bridge whole, and f° paffed over it, or (whar the 
Gracians hive believed) broken in pieces by Tempefts,and fo paffed over 
obfcurely in a fifliers Boar, obfervable is the great change upon him,who with 
fo great pride had formerly beaten the Sea, and caft Fetters into it. His Ar-

federacy with the ?*■/**; they thanked them for their kind offer to main- 
cam their wives and children in cafe of neceflicy, which they hoped they 
fhould not have much caufe to need, foas to be croublefome to them, and de¬ 
fired them to haften away co them their fupplies, for chat they thought the 
Barbarian would not lofe time after the report of their anfvver, buc pre¬ 
sently invade them ; and they thought it moft convenient co meet him in 
Boeotia . 

Aff doniw having received this anfvver from Athens , in great wrath Hovi. lib. 9. 
mirched thitherwards out of 7 hejfalie. When he came to Thebes, the In¬ 
habitants advifed him to go no farther, for that he fhould never fubdue Greece 
united together, buc flay there in a commodious place, and corrupt with mo¬ 
ney thofe chat vyere moft prevalent in each City, whereby he might divide the 
Graciam mtofaflions , and fo eafily mattering the diffenteisT fubdue the 
whole Country. But he not hearkening to this advice, proceeded, hoping 
by fires made m the Iflands, to give notice to Xerxes ftill lying at Sardis, that 
hewasagamgotinto ^m, which the Inhabitants upon hiiapproach, and 
th z Peloponnefians deferring to fend their fuccors, again quirted and departed 
to Salamwe, He entered^™ the tenth monetb being now competed 
after Xerxes had the pofleflion of that City, and having fo done, fentto Sa. 
lamine to the owners of it, once moreoffering them cbe fame conditions he 
haa formerly propofed by Alexander of Macedonia, hoping, chat upon this 
eiccremity to which they were once again reduced, chey m|hc change theic 
flubbornneffe for a more complying difpofition. 5 

57. But they were fo far from harkening co what he offered, that they 
floned onzLjctdasi Senator, for faying it defervedtobetaken inco confide- 
ration, and co be propofed co the whole body of the people, and his wife and 
children were ufed in the fame manner by the women. Then fent they 
(together with the Megarians and Plataans) ferioufly to expoftulate wicn 
the Lacedamomans for the non-performance of cheir promife, whereby their 
Country wasagain expofed to the will and pieafure of the Enemy, and plainly 
to tell them, that except their affociaces would better (land to their word, and 
dilpacch away their fuccours in time, they muft needs provide for themfelves 
apart, for as much as yet a way was open for their entry into confederacy 
With the common Enemy. The Ambafladors found them celebrating annual 
gaines, and undemood that the Peloponmnejtans were onely intent upon their 
perfeatngthewallatche Ifthmus, having no regard at all to them, whereof 
they highly complained to the Ephori, They promifed them an anfwer the 
next day, buc deferred from day co day, until after ten dayes the wall of the 
ijthmus was perfe&ed. 

5JL After this time came a man of Tegea to them, and blaming theni 
for their neglea of their allies, convinced them of the vanity of the wall, in 
caie tot Athenians ftiould joyn with Mardonitu, for they could with eafe 
convey him otherwife than by the Ifihrnu into Peloponneftu , wherewith being 
ltarcled, in the dead time of the night, and vvithouc privity of the Ambafla¬ 
dors, they fait out 5000 men befides 7000 of the Heilots or publick Slaves, 
under the conduct of Clcombrom Tutor to Pliftarchut the young Kino. In the 
5 J?

were ret ufed. Then fent he his Horfe upon them, which with darts fore 
•troubled the whole Army, and moft of all in that it hindred the fetching of 
water, that the Gracians were contained to change the pi ice, and refolved 
to paffe into an Ifland compaffed about with the River, and near the Walls 
of the Cicie, which was very convenient for watering* and lay alfo well for 
provifions. By night they removed, but moft miffing of the place went to the 
Temple;of Juno in the highway to Plataa, and there encamped themfelves, 
whom1 the \ Spartans being commanded to follow, much-trouble arofe-there¬ 
upon by the means of one Amompbaretus a valiant man, who for fome time 
would not (hr with his Regiment, crying out, it was contrary to the Laconick 
Dtfcipline to fly from the Enemy, and fuppofing Panfanias and che reft dirft 
not forfake him. But towards morning he came off from his refolution, arid 
fo all marched to the Temple of Ceres ,ficuace upon the River Moloe ; beino 
followed clofe by the Perfian Horfe. • 0 

62. The Sun being rifen, Mardonius grievoufly inveighing againft the covv- 
ardife of the Gracious, and Art abacus for his late opinion , marched with 
his whole Army, as to purfue the Enemy flying, and all his Horfe. began fore 
The battel at C0 P re “J'hacks of the Spartans and Tegeatans-, joyned With them 
Platan, and the Chapel of Ceres, fo that then enfued a (harp fight Betwixt them and 
Mardonius betwixt the Athenians who catne in co their fuccour, and fuch Greeks as were 

(lain. confederate with the Perfians. The Tegeatans charged the Perfian infantry,' 
in which alter much toyl and bloudfhed , Mardoniw -fighting on a white 
Horfe in the midft of 1000 choife_men,was (lain by Armnejhis the moft va- 
lianc Spartan. After his death, his men difcoiiraged, were flau^hrred in oreat 
numbers,and put to the rout, which Arfabam feeing, ffiifted for hrmfelf with 
a party of 40000 commanded by him,and fled towardsxhe HcKefipontx tht 
breeds that aihfted Mardonius, though nothing inferiour to their Countrev- 
men for valour 9 were put to flight;; and 3 60 of Thebans, who moft ftoutly be¬ 
haved themfelves, were flam upon the place. 

<53. In che mean time che Corinthians, Megarians, Phtiafians, and th£ 
reft, who had taken up their ftation at the Chapel of Juno, hearing of che 
victory of their friends hafted tothe place all out of order, the Corinthians 
oyer Hill and Dale the neareft way; but the reft through the plain, who were 
circumvented by the Theban horfe, and many of them cut off. The Perfians 
fled into their Camp, which they had fenced with a Rampire for fecurity, 
whither they were followed by the Spartans, who laboured with all their 
might to ftorm the place, but were ftoutly repulfed by the Defendants, till the 
Athenians coming in, and betcer exercifed in fuch attempts* brake into the 
j a yP* J^ e Tegeatans followed with great violence* and took, and plun- 
dred the Pavilion of Mardonius with his brafen manger, and thdn followed an 
unfpeakable ftaughter of the Perfians, fo that of chofe 500000 left to Mar- 
aon us by Xerxes, excepting thofe 40000. which fled With Attabatw, not 
3000 remained, 100000 according to Diodorfts, without mercy being pet to 
death within the Rampire.

Cimon was dead, and with him in a manner the true gallan¬ 
try of the Greekjjh Nation ; for none of their Captains after himclid any 
thing to purpofe againft the Barbarians (as they termed all except them- D J od - ad % 
felves) but being drawn by their Orators to inteftine differences, and none 84 ’ 3 ‘ 
after him being left to take them up, they fell one upon another, and fo affor¬ 
ded an happy occafion to the Per fan to breath himfelf, and for a o 0 od time 
to effect his own fecurity with the impairment of their intereft. For though 
Age flam afterwards (as will be feen) paffed over his Army into Aft a, and 
made a fhort War with the Perfian Commanders on the Sea-Coafts, yet 
without doing any thing of much conference, was be recalled by Seditions ' 
ar home, leaving the Perfian Officers behind him, who exa&ed impofitions 
from the Cities confederate with Greece : whereas whilft Cimon was m com¬ 
mand, not fo much as a Carrier appeared in thefe quarters, nor an Horfe came 
within 400 furlongs diftant from the Sea. 

iy. In the twentieth year of Artaxerxes , Nehemiah his Cup-bearer the Nehcm 1 
fon of Hacbaliah the Jex» received a meffiig?, that the remnant of the Cap- * x, cK ‘ 
tivity left in Judaa were in great affliaion and reproach: that the wall of Je- 
rnfa/em was broken down, and the gates thereof burnt vvith fire. Becaufe of 
TJebmiab oh- c £ isvve P c > fa M> and mourned certain dayes, and praying to Cod to make - 
tainerh ieave [he King favourable to him, obtained to be fenc with ample commiffion to 
to repair Jens- build up the walls. Now was no new Edia promulgated in behalf of the 
Fh, vvhich had been done fufficiently thirteen years before by the confent of 
the Princes: onely letters were written to the Keeper of the King’s Foreft, 
tofurnifh Nehemiah with wood fufficient for the building of tbe gates and 
walls of the City,for the Temple,and an houfefpr himfelf; and the Governours 
beyond the river were ordered to convey him over till he came into Judah. 

By virtue of this authority he came to Jerufalem, and notwithftanding the* 
indignation and oppofition of the Enemies of the Jews, by his great diligence 
and valour, finished the work of the wall in 52 dayes. From the°nevy 
Moon of the moneth Nifan, which followed this repairing of the walls, to that 
new-Moonofthefamemonethin which Chrift fuffered, paffed 475 Julian 
years, which makeup 490 Lunar years, confiding each of twelve Lunar 
moneths. This bein« not without a providence, that as from the going out of 
the decree to the deatn of Chrifi intervened 490 Solar years; fo alto from 
the rebuilding of the walls to his death., fhould intervene fo many confiding 
each of twelve Lunary moneths. This gave occafion to many eminent men 
both Ancient and Modern to follow the opinion of Africansu , in placing the 
beginning of the 70 weeks in the twentieth year of this King, and concluding 
them with the death of Chrift : although he reckonech from that time to the 
fifteenth, of Tiberisu 47 5 years; whereas there are to be accounted but 47 2 • 
and Chrift died not in the fifteenth year of bis reign, but was then bap¬ 
tized. ,

(not confideringagamfl whom they ingaged) decreed aid to be fent to him, 
thinking hereby if he overcame to ingratiate chemfeives with him: but if »#, 1. 
Arttuarxtt ftioud get the better, to excitfc themfelves well enough, as hi¬ 
ving decreed nothing againft him abfoluiely. The Ephori chen prefentiv 
vyrote to their Admiral, to do whatfoeverhe fliould command, who accor¬ 
dingly went to Ephsfmmi joyned himfelf wich 7 amos the ^ and 

Admiral to Cyras, with whom he failed into CUM., and there prevailed that 
Syessssefis the Prince of chat Country hindred not Cynu as he paired bv Land 
againft his brother. T,fapbsracs conceiving thac there preparations were v,w. r , 
greater than fitted the War againft the Pifidians, with a Party of 500 Horfe 
hafted to the King with all poffible fpeed, who as foon as by him he had the 
intelligence, made contrary preparations. C>»» after he had committed the 
care of Ay A. to fome Perjlaas of his kndred, and given the charge of Lidia 
and the parts adjacent to of Mmsphis his faichfuf friend, he’ 
prefentiyfet forwards toward Cilicia and Piftdia, ft being bruted up and 
down that fome of thefe people had revolted. From Sardh he marched 
through ty<fc>,andRafter four encampings,came 11 1 miles and anhalf to Cob n,

orotner. and cb . nce m encampmgs 45 miles, and arrived at the Market of the Ct- 
rama.,aas, a City full of People, andthelaft in the Country of Mrfiai 
and hence m three encampings he marched qo P.arafangs m miles, .and 
reached to the Plam of Cayfier, a City well peopled, where he refted his 
Anny^five dayes. Here the Army made much adoe for pay, being more 
than three moneths behind, which he was enabled to pay them, wich a monech 
over, by the coming of Epiaxia wife to Syemefis King of Cilicia, who 
brought good ftore of treafure with her. From thence in four encampin°s he 
proceeded 75 miles as far a Tyriaum, a City full of people, and hence in 
three encamping 751miles and arrived at Iconiumt he laft City of Phrygia. 

He ftayed here three dayes, and then marched in five encampings through Xr. 
c A oma , x l 1 which Country he fuffered the Greeks to fpoil as Enemy. 

Now he fent away the Cilician Queen by the neareft way into her own Coun- 
try, and with her Menon the Thejfaltan and his Regiment, to make way for 
his paffage into that Country. 1 

31. Cyrwi with the reft marched through Cappadocia 25 Parafangs, or 93 
miles and an half in four dayes, and came to Dana a great and wealthy City# 
where he put to death two Per fans for creafon againft himfelf. From hence at¬ 
tempt was made to break into Cilicia, but the Screights were fo narrow, chat 
one Chanot could but paffe at once, and withall exceeding fteep, fo thac if 
relilt.ance was made it was importable, which Syennefis the King was faid to be 
ready co make at the height of the Screights, and the Army, for thac reafon 
ltam in the Plain. But the next day word Was brought that he had quitted the 
a . P 2rce ived Menon's Troops to be got into Cilicia beyond 
cne Mountains, and heard how a Fleet of Ldcedamonian Gallies were with 
chore Oi Cyrus , under fail to paffe from Ionia thither, under conduit of 
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,; T : Then afcended he the Mountain without any oppofition, from 

which defending, in four encampings he marched 9 3 miles and an half, and 
came to Tar (us and a great rich City of Ciltca, where was the Palace of Sytn- 
nefis , and through which runnech Cydnus , a River two hundred foot in 

bre S* The Inhabitants thereof, except fuch as bought and fold, fled with 
their Kins to the tops of the Mountains, leaving the City to be facked with 
the Palace by theSoldiers, imaged for the Ioffe of loo of their Companions 
Of Menon’s Regiment. Cyrus fent for the King to come to him, who refu- 
fedit till overcome by the perfwafions of his wife, and then he gave him 
oreatfumsof money to uphold his Army, and received back fuch gifts as were 
accounted moft honourable amongft Kings, as an Horfe with a golden bit, a 
Chain of gold. Bracelets, a fword decked with gold, a Perfian Garment, 
and Freedom of his Land from fpoil; as alfo reftijution of Slaves taken m fpotl 
by the Soldiers wherefoever they could be found. Here the foidiers now lma- 
oining that they were lead againft the King flatly refufed to go any farther, it 
Eeins, asthey faid, no part of their agreement. Clearchus went about to 
force h>s men to proceed, but they, as foon as he offered to go forwards, caft 
ftonesathim andat his cirriagebeafts, whereby he was forced to betake him- 
felf to a fair and politick way, and to effea: it (which with trouble enough 
he did) Cyrus gave out that he went agamft Abrocamas an Enemy of his, who 
lay upon the River Euphrates about twelve encampings from thence, that if 
he found him there, he would be revenged on him, and if he fled a way they 
fhould deliberate what to do. Hereupon, though they fufpeded the matter, 
yet they refolved to hold on, and upon demanding more pay, he promifed 
themhalf as much mo* as formerly they had: *;*. a Darick. and an half 
inflead of one Darick. to every Soldier. Ml this while no man heard in publick 

th^FrornT^in five encampings he marched about 8^ miles to Ijfos, 
the lift Cicy of Cilicia , well peopled, large, and rich, and fltuated upon the 
Sea, where he remained three dayes. Hither ouc of 

Cyrus 2< Laccdamonian (hips, under the command of Pythagoras, together 
with Tamos, who broughtfrom Ephefus 2< of Cyrus his (hips, wherewith 
he had befieged Miletus, and Cherifophus the Laccdamonian whom Cyrus 
had fent for, and who brought with him 700 armed Foot. Whilft the Army 
lav here, thz Grdcim Mercenaries thac ferved ainctmus, viz. 400 armed 
Foot revolted and came to Cym. From hence in one encamping he came 
about eighteen miles to the Streights of CJin* and S,r,« tended with 
a wall on each fide, betwixe which ran the River Kerfii 100 foot broad, h 
diftance betwixt the walls was three furlongs,, admitting no °y 

force, the neither way toward the Sea being narrow and fenced with wrong 
walls, and the upper nothing but inacceffible Rocks,in either wall there being 
fet a gate. This paffage Cyrus fufpeaing to be flopped by Abrocamas, fent for 
his-jfhips to tranfport fo many men as might force it: but he upon hearing of 
Cyrus his coming into Cilicia , returned with all fpeed out of Phoenicia to the 
King, though reporced to have an Army of 300000 men. 

24. From the Streights he marched in one encamping eighteen miles, and 
upwards, and came to Myriandrum a City of Syria, inhabited ^be - 
mcians, upon the Sea, being a place of traffick, where many ffips ^ burthen 
then rode in the Haven. Here he remained feven dayes, and ^»^ the Ar- 
- cadian Collonel, mxksVafion of Me gar a (hipping themfelves failed^home¬ 
wards, difeontented, as was thought, becaufe Cyrus fuffered“ 
keep their Soldiers, which refufing to go any further againft the King, remo¬ 
ved into his Camp, with intent to return into Greece. From thence in four 
encampings he marched 75 miles to the River C^, i o o foot broad, wh!ch 
was full of great tame Fifli, which the Syrians counted gods, and therefore 
fuffered them not to be harmed no more than Pigecms. The Villages where¬ 
in they encamped belonged 10 Parifatis being affgned ^ for her mainte¬ 
nance. Thence in eight encampings he marched 168 miles tote Km 
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Euphrates, whofe breadth was 3 furlongs, and upon which was built the great Se c t a. 
and rich Citie / hapfacus , where the Army remained 5 dayes. W'VVJ 

3 5. Here it was openly declared to the Greekj , that they were led a°ainft 
the King, for which they were very angry with their Officers-, who,°chey 
faid they were fure, knew it before, for not acquainting them fooner with the 
defign ; and refufed to ftir one foot forwarder, except upon promife of as 
much as their Countrey-men had, who formerly waited on Cpus to his fa- 
Mm. tfier. He promifed to give every man five pounds of filver (of the value of 
14. /. 11. s. 8. d. fterling) as foon as they came to Babylon, and to continue 
their whole pay, till they ftiould be fent back into Ionia , to which conditions 
moft of them yielded, and Menon prevailing with his Regiment to paffe over 
the River firft, whileft che other were yet‘in confutation, thereby to ®ain 
greater favour with Cyrus , all the Army followed, not a man being wet above 
che breads in wading over; fo that this paffage feemed to be miraculous, and 
to portend more good to Cyrus than followed, the River giving way to him, 
which they of Thapfacus reported never to have been palled over on foot be- 
fore,but onely with (Lipping,which Abrocansus had burnt to hinder him in che 
paffage. Thence in nine encampings he marched fifty parafanes, or 187 miles 
and upwards through Syria , and came to the River A raxes. Here they flayed 
three dayes,and made provifion of vi&uals,and then departing thence,marched 
through the Wildemeffe of Arabia, 130 miles in five encampings, havin* 

Euphrates on the right hand, and proceeding through this Countrey came to 
the River Mafca, where they flayed three dayes in making provifion for the ' 
army;whence in 13 encampings they marched through che defart 00 parafangs, 
or 337 miles and an half, and came to che Straights. * 

} 6 . Proceeding in rheir journey hence, they mighc difeover the footings, 
and dung of horfesj for a party had been fent of about 2000. which coin® 
before the Kings Camp, burnt up the fodder, and made havock of all things 
profitable for ufe. Now came Orontes a Perfian to Cyrus , whom havin^ 
fought to betray him in rimes paft, and pardoned by him,attempted now to do 
the like, but was difeovered, and put to death. Marching (fill forward they 
proceeded in three encamping 4 5 miles through the Country of Babylon. 

In the third encamping at midnight Cyrus fet his men in order, thinking his 
brother to be near, and would give him battel the next morning. The Gram 
urns were in number 10400 Armed, and 2400 Targetiers, the Barbarians 
with Cyrus were ten Myriads (or 100000) befides about 260 fythed Cha¬ 
riots. From hence in order of battel he marched feme twelve miles,thinking 
the King would have fought thaeday, becaufe at the end of this half dayes 
journey he found a Trench caft five fathoms broad, and three deep, running up 
45 miles into che Countrey, as far as the Wall of Media, where the four 
Chanels begin that derived ouc of the River Tigris, fall into Euphrates. This 
Trench the Kingcaufed to be made after he heard that Cyrus was flirting, 
who now palling it without any diflurbance, he and all his Army were ftrong- 
ly perfwaded that the King determined not to fighc; whence he had not fo 
great tare of his March the next day, and the third day after he advanced 
fitting in his Chariot: the moft of his Army marched confufedly, many of the 
Souldiers having their Arms laid upon the wains, and carriage of beafts. 

37. Now it was time, the Market was full, and the nlace of encamping 
where they (hould quarter was at hand, when Patagyas a Perfian , 0 ne of the 
faithfulleft of Cyrus his Train was feen to come upon che fpur,his horfe drop¬ 
ping with fweat, crying ouc in the Perfian and Greeks language that che King 
was hard by, with an huge Army, ready and prepared for fight. This news 
made a great confufion, all thinking they (hould be charged in that diforder, 

Cyrus leaping from his Chariot, put on his Curace, and mounting on horf- 
back, took bis Darts in his hand, and commanded the reft to Arm, and every 
place. Clearchus flood in the point of the right Wing, by 
•the Rtver Euphrates , Menon and his Regiment held the point of tfie left, and 
Cyrus himfelf the midft with 600 horf-men Armed with great Curaces, and 
Tafes, and all of them with Casks, except he alone, who flood waiting the 
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Sect.2 fi°hc with his head unarmed,according to the cuftomof Per fa. The King 
CrAJ ha°d with him 9 0 Myriads (or 900000) and 150 Chariots, having on both 
{ides fyches prominent, and bearing ftraight forth from the Axle-trees, and 
fome from the former feat of the Chariot with their points turned toward the 
ground, that they might cut in pieces whatfoeyer they met and ftruck upon: 
flis purpofe was co fend them with high fpeed againft the Ranks of the Greci¬ 
ans, co break aid rent them afunder. ■ . ri 

l g The Kings Army came on an equal and flow pace, m great filcnce, 
quietneffe, and o?der, which amafed, and difcouraged Qm*, and the Gract- 
lirrle exDeftino anvfuch thing. Cyrus now galloping up to the righc 

t i J 1 Enemies battel, becaufe the Kin- was there, faying, that if he were over 
come, there would be no more for chemto do. Clearchus feeing the mtddeft 
of the battel, and hearing from him that the King,by reafon of his multi¬ 
tudes which ftretched out the body, was far without the point of the left 
Win° of the Grecian Phalang, would not for all that draw away the right 
Wine from the River , fearing to be confronted, and mcompaffed on both 
Ses •. but anfwered, he would have a care that all things fliould go well. 

The word was betrayed before they joyned, fo that they were forced to 
chan-e it to Jupiter the faviour, and vsBory, after the giving of which the 
Grecians finging the Peon, and running on with a fliout, the 
fore they came within an Arrows fliot turned their horfes and fled, the other 
following the Chace with all fpeed, and crying to one another not to hafte too 
much, but to follow in good order. The Chariots void of Guides were car¬ 
ried , fome upon the Enemies themfelv^, fome upon the Grecians, who 
upon a forecaft opened, and let thempaffe through, onely fome were over¬ 
thrown by fear, who notwithftanding were reported tohavehad no harm, nor 
yet any other Grecian in this whole fight, one onely excepted, who was ftruc-

a6 Km» by thofe about him ; notwithftanding he followed not the Chafe, but 
P cd as Kmg., his 6oo horfe, Served wEat theiKing would do, who be- 

ins m tie midtt of his Phalang, without the point of Cyrus his left Wing, and 
feeing no man to fight againft him on the contrary part, wound , and turned 
his battel to the left hand, to overwing,- and encompaffe m b« Enema. Cj- 

rus perceiving it, and fearing, left coming on the backs of the 

fliould cut them in pieces, galloped forth, and met him in front, and 
wichhis 600. overcame, and put to flight the 6000 that were ordered bef 
him, and with his own hands (as was reported) flew ^rtagerfe^atx f 
Generals. His 600 purfuing hotly were difperfed, except a few .^at were 
left with him, for the moft part fuch as ufually fat at his Table, wnh which 

cion, who with other of his Companions had thtnft himfeif. ^bem gnow 
n • dark in amon°ft his followers. Here he died m the battel of Cunaxa a > place 
C)m - ain * diftant from Babylon 500'furlongs, or 60 odd miles, a man m the opinion of 

fuch as had acquaintance with him,of a moft Kingly difpofitton,Mid moft w > 
thv a Crown of all the Per fans that fucceeded Cyrus the Great. Clearchus 
before the fight advifed him to keephimfelf behind the Army, and not to 
venture into danger, to whom he replied as one who w^cd him to carry him- 
fell unworthy a Kingdom whileft he fought for one. In the opinion of rto 
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* " tarchynot fo much his raftineffe (though inexcufable) as the lazineffe, not co Se c t. 5. 

fay cowardife, of Clearchus is to be condemned, jyho having marched fo {/yVi 
many miles for no ocher purpofe chan to place him in the Throne, nor fo 
much endeavoured his fafecyand Conquett, ashisowneafe and fecuicy: 

The event of the fight fliewedjthac none of thofe about the King would have 
endured the leaft brunt from the Grecians, and that after they had been put 
co flight, and he with them, or elfe .killed in che place, the vi&ory and King¬ 
dom muft have remained to Cyrus. But this advantage was loft by Clearchus, 
who fo placed his men chat Artaxerxes could not have defired a more con¬ 
venient order, on his part, they being at greateft diftance from him and his 
Army, infomuch that he neither perceived himfelf overcome by them, and A M * J 6 ° 7 - 
Cyrus was fooner flam than they could reap any fruit of their vi&ory. This ^enoVll * 
battel was fought about the beginning of the fourth year of the 95 Olympiad , piJarcbTut ’ 
Epenem (or Xenenetus) being Archon at Athens, in the third ending , or prills & in 
fourth beginning of Artexerxes. Pmclc. 

41. Artaxerxes commanded che head, and righc hand of Cyrus to be cut 
off, and following the Chace, chanced upon his Camp,which they plundred, 
and took thence his Phocean Concubine,called the wife and Beam if all, vvhofe 
name in her own Countrey was Mitto, but by Cyrus called Afpafia, whom 
the King moft loved , and kept amongft his 360 Concubines. Now were he 
and the Grecians near four miles afunder; thefe Iaft giving Chace to fuch 
Enemies as flood before them, as if they had been Conquerours of the whole 
Army; the other rifling the Camp of the Grecians , as if his Army had 
gained the victory. After this, both parties rallied again for a new engage¬ 
ment, but the Barbarians received not the Grecians, but fled with greater 
The Grecians c han before. Having perfued them fome way, the Grecians made an 
having the Holt ,and retted themfelves,wondring they faw not Cyrus , being ignorant 

better in the what was befallen him. Then after fome confultarion what was to be done 
lenorantof rhey r ? turnec * 10 c he Camp about Supper time, where they found -the moft 
fym hh c ^ r oc her g°°d s rifled, and efpecially che meat and drink, and the 400 

death. Wains loaden with Meal and Wine, which Cyrus had prepared to relieve 
them, in cafe the Army fliould at any time be driven to want. The moft of 
them therefore were fupperleffe, having alfo wanted their Dinner that day: 
for that the King came in fight before they could refrefti themfelves. Thus 
this day ended, and together with the ftory the firft book of the Afcent of Cy¬ 
rus commonly aferibed to Xenophon as the Author. 

41. The. Grecians hearing of Cyrus his death were much troubled, and of- Xenopb, At. 
fered Arieus (a Per fan, who followed Cyrus, and commanded his left hb.t, ‘ 

Wing) to place him in the Throne ; but he refufed it, for that, as he faid, 
there were many Per fans in all refpeits betcer than he, who would never 
endure that he fliould be King. Artaxerxes fent a Meflage to them to lay 
down their Arms, and to repair co his Gate, there co fubmic themfelves co his 
mercy. The Coronels were divided in their opinions concerning it, and gave 
feveral anfwers according co their apprehenfions,buc Clearchus, for all ado'ubc- 
full one, viz,, chat if they miphtbe accounted as his friends, they fliould be 
better friends having Arms, than delivering them up to any man; if no re¬ 
medy there was but War, they fliould better make War with Arms, thin 
without, after they had rendred them up. And whereas he offered them 
Truce,as long as they abode in the fame place, but threatned War if 
they ftirred thence, he replied onely, that they would expeft accordingly. 

Then refolved he , after he knew Arieus his anfwer , and how he invited 
Theyjoyn them to march back again into Ionia, for chat chefacrifice killed about 
with Arieus, matching againft the King was not profpitious, to joyn the Army unto his, 
and retreat, which accordingly he did, Arieus, and rhe Officers of the Grecians caking 
an Oath to be friends, confederates, and noc to becray one another. 

The League was entred into on this manner: They killed a Boar, a Bull, a 
Wolf,and a Ram ; and the Grecians dipped the point of a fvvord, the Barba¬ 
rians of a Spear in the bloud of thefe beafts, being powred ouc into che hol- 
lowneffe of a Target.

Then fet they forward that way, marching more flowly for the better gather- 
ing of neceffaries, and after tne King had fomewhat recovered of his wound, • 4 ' y p ‘ 
be purfued them, and pitched his Tents hard by theirs; but with the noife of y 
them his men were fo affrighted, that fome of the neareft to them removed 
The King their Tents, and on the next day fetting their men in order for battel, he 
purfueth 8 who before had made fuch large demands, fent and offered them truce , and 
and is forced covenanted to let them have free paflage through his Territories till they came 
to difmiffe t0 t fi e Sea, and afforded them provifions for their money, which was alfo gran- 
thcm. tec | [0 c h e Mercenaries who ferved under Arieus (or Arideas') and Clear - 
chut. Then proceeded the Greeks on their journy, and the King returned to 
Babylon, where rewarding thofe that had beft aeferved on him in the laft 
battel, he judged the fervice of Jiffaphemes to have been moft eminenr, 
therefore as a reward (amongtt feveral other noble gifts) he gave him his 
own daughter to wife, and the government of fuch places as formerly had 
been under Cyrus, binding him to him thereby fo, as he proved ever moft 
faithful to him. 

44. Tijfaphernes feeing how the King was incenfed againft the Grecians, 
promifed him to deftroy them all, if he were but furnifhed with Forces to that 
Tiffwherncs In- purpofe , and could but withdraw Aneus from them, by whom he doubted 
trappeth their not but they might eafily be betraied. The King accepting his offer, gave 
officers. hi m leave to chufe of the moft valiant of his Army as many as he would, with 
which he followed after, and incamping near to them, fent for Clearchus and 
the other Coronets to come to him, pretending he had fomewhat for their 
good to fay to them. They wi<-h the' Captains of the feveral Companies go¬ 
ing to him, with 200 more (who went to buy Victuals) he fecured the Coro- 
nels called into his Tent, and killed the Captains at the door with the other 
200, of which one chanced toefcapewith the news thereof to the Camp. 

The Coronels were fent to the King, who put them all to death except 
Menon. The Soldiers at firft greatly terrified, hiving now no body left to 
command or lead them, by the advice of Xenophon made choice of other 
Leaders, amonft whom Chetrifophus was chief, and he himfelf was one, be¬ 
ing eleited into the place of Proxenus, who being his ancient friend and gueft xenopK'Lxptd. 
fent for him, and promifed him if he would come, to make Cyrus his friend, lib, 3. ‘ 
who, as he efteemed him, would be more to be prized than his own Country, 

He communicaced the matter to Socrates thePhilofopher and his Mafter, who. 

The Soldiers for that Cyrut his intereft feemed croffe to rhat of the City of Athens , feem- 
make a new ing to ftand with the Lacedemonians, advifed him to confult the Oracle of , 

choice, in Delphos. Thither he went, and enquired how he might beft accomplifh his 
which xm- j ourn y ) t0 which was anfwered, that he muft facrifize to thofe gods to whom 
pho* is one. 0U gjj c tQ f acr ifi 2 e, which he reporting again to Socrates, he blamed him for 
fo propounding his queftion, alleging he oughc to have asked whether he 
fhould travel or no, and not as one refolved already to do it; but feeing it 
vvasfo, he muft do as he was bidden, and accordingly he followed Cyrus to 
Sardis, where Proxenus prefented him to him. 

45. The Grecians mixdnng on towards Paphlagonia , were dogged at the idem ibid. & 
heels by Ttjfnpkcrncs, who being affraid of the valour of defperat men, ne- d Mms.ut 
verdurft ingage in any battel with them, but onely flancked them or fell in pits. 
upon their Rear, as he could have opportunity, and yet followed them as far 
as the borders of the Carduchians, after which, feeing -he could not do them 
any confiderable hurt, he departed with his men towards Ionia another way. 

The Carducians a warlike Nation and at Enmity with the King, and much 
exercifed in flinging of great and maflie ftones, much difturbed th t Grecians Xe/toph, lib. 4 
in their paflage of their Country , and in the pafling the Mountains thereof 
were fpentfeven dayes. With great difficulty and danger having paffed it,

ing then Governour, entred into league with them* and fuffered them quietly Sect. 3. 
to paffe; but in travelling thorow the Mountains they were near all being 
overwhelmed in the fnow, thedifeerningof wayes being taken away thereby* 

* * The whole Army had perifhed alfo by extream cold * had they not light upon 

fome Villages near hand, wherein being furnilhed with plenty of neceffaries, 
they refrefhed themfelves. The houfes flood within the ground, into which 
the Men descended by flairs,-and rheir Cartel bydefents made for that pur¬ 
pofe. Having here flayed eight dayes, they journyed thence to the River 
Phafis 

46. Having continued four dayes at this River, they marched through the 
Country of the 7 acchi and fhafani , bv whom being oppofed, they fought; 
and made great {laughter of them, and then feized upon their Villages,Which 
were plentifully furnifhed With fuch things as they wanted, they there refted 
fifteen dayes. Thence marching through the Territories of ths Chafciden - 
fans, in feven encampings they came to the River Harp a fas, and thence 
coming into the Plains of the Tafcutin, they there refrefhed themfelves three 
daves, and proceeding, in four encampings they arrived at a great City cal¬ 
led Gymnafa . The Prince of this Country entring into a League with them* 
furnilhed them with Guides to the Sea, of which, after fifteen dayes being 
got up to the hill Chcnius , they got a fight afar of, ac which che Front fbout- 
ed fo for joy,that thofe in the Rear thinking they had been fet upon by fome 
Enemy,prepared themfelves for a Fighr, and there laid they a great heap of 
ftones as a Monument to Poftericy, of the fpoils obtained from the Barba¬ 
rians, and the immortal memory of their Expedition. 

47. Then came they into the Country of the tjMacri, with whom they 
made a League, by taking and receiving a Spear, according to the cuftom of 
thefe Barbartans. Having got over their Mountains they came into the Ter¬ 
ritories of the Coleti , where a great multitude oppofing them, they made 
no fmall (laughter of the Inhabitants, and made great fpoil, where they found 
a kind of Honey, of which whofoever did eat, became according to the quan¬ 
tity eaten,drunken,mad,or as dead, but the next day at the fame hour return- ' 
ed to their right Senfes, and after three or four dayes arofe as having received 
fome Medicine. Thence in two encampings they come to Trapez,ond a 

They came Grecian City well inhabited, fituate upon the Buxine Sea, being a Colony 
to Trapegpni of c (, e sinopeans ,placed in the Cotchian Country.

them home, and for him here they ftaied thirty dayes, but after that term 
he returning not, their provifions growing fcarce, though they had made ex- llt 

curfions. both by Sea and Land, they put on fhipboard ('having obtained a * uprd ' 
little /hipping of the TrapcxMntans ) tne fick, all tho(e above forty years of 
age, with the women and children, and paffed in three dayes to Cerafumx 
Grecian City fituate upon the Sea, being alfo a Colony of the Sinopeans in 
che Colchian Country. Here they remained ten dayes, and taking a mufter, 
found 8600 remaining of thofe that afeended with Cyrut into Per fa, the reft 
being confumed by tne Enemies hand, or Snow, or fickneffe. Here alfo they 
divided the money that arofe out of the fale of Captives, the tenth part of 
which the Officers took into their hands, being fevered as an offering to be 
made to Apollo and Diana of Epheftu j every one keeping and preferving a 
« (hare for his gods. 

48. From Cerafunt they came into the Country of the Mefynecans, the 
verieft Barbarians they had met with in the whole journy, which they paffed 
by force in eight encampings, and in three more that of the Ttbarenes through 
which they came to Cotyora t Grecian Colony alfo of the Sinopeans. Thus 
far che Army marched on foot, the whole length of the retreat from the place 
of che battel in the Babylonian Territories hither, being 12a encampings,

came back in Autumn unto Ephefus , where he cook up his Winter quarters. 

6 1. Whilftthe l^acedamoHiam thus ailed in Afia againft Anaxerxes, 

that they mighc ftrengthen their intcreft abroad, theyfenc to Nepbereus the 
King of which now fora good fpace had revolted from the Perfian 

Empire, to procure him to joyn with them in the War, who fent them 100 
Gallies,and 500O00 meafures of Wheat for afupplie. Phamx then with a 
Navie confifting of 120 Sail departing from Rhodes, failed to Camus, where 
he fet upon Conon, who there had forty Ships lying at anchor; but Artapher- 
»«and Pbawabaws coming into the relief of the Ships and Place wich 
great Forces, he retired back co Rhodes, the Inhabitants of which not long 
after expelled his Fleet, and revolting to the Perfians received CW* and his 
Navy. It hapned after this revolt, that thofethac brought the Corn from 
*AE/jpt being gnoranc of what had happened,thruft their Ships into the Haven, 
which Conon and the Rhodians feizing upon, thereby well furnifhed the Cl:y. 
Afterwards came into Conon poGaliiesmore: 10 from Cilicia, & the r.ft out 
of Phoenicia ,of which the petty King of Sidon had the charge. And here thefol- 
diers of Conon mutinied for want of pay, who therefore more earneftly called 
for their Arrears, becaufe cheir fervice was the rtri&er under fo greac a Captain. 

62. Agefilaus knowing that without Horfe he could not well carryon the 
War, in Champain places, in the Winter-time took order about it, permit¬ 
ting fuch rich men in the City as would not fight themfelves, to furnilla him 
wich each of them an Horfe and a Man in their ftead. Then upon the ap¬ 
proach of the Spring, drawing cogether all his Forcesto Ephefius, he 'trained 
and exercifed them in the management of Arms, that City ferving them as the 
ftiop of War, during thefe Exercifes. When he had thus prepared their minds, 
and encouraged themby rewards, and otherwife, he gave out he would march 
ftraigbc into the moft fortified places of the Enemies Country, further to ex- 
ercife them for the Fight. Tipphcrnes thinking this rumor to be fpread on 
purpofe to deceive him, again marched into Carla, whither he thought indeed 
he meant co go; buc Agefilaut, as he faid, invaded the Territories about Sar¬ 
te r which wafting round about, on the fourth day his men ftragling about for 
plunder, were fee upon by the Enemies Horfe, which flew many of them. 
He going in to their relief, underftanding the Perfians had no Foot there, and 
conhdering how he had all things in a readinefle, refolved to make fomething 
of it, fo that falling on in good earneft, he got a confiderable Vi&ory near th«* 
River Patlolns, and plundering the enemies Camp, from what belonged to 
friend and foe, got booty worth above 70 talents, amongft which was Camels 
which he carried with him into Greece . 

7 ifaphernes at phe time of this engagement (if We may believe Xe¬ 
nophon, who accompanied Age films in this Expedition, rather than TTodo- 
dortu or Paufanlas ) was at Sardis, ana upon that account was accufed by the 
Perfians to have forfaken and betrayed them. About this time it happened that 
Cornn the Admiral of the Perfian Fleet, having to no purpofe for a long time 
follicicedche King by letters, for money to pay his men, refolved now him- 
felf to go co him, Pham abacus egging him on that he mighc accufe Tip- 
phemes of creichery.- Leaving then his Fleet to the care of two Athenians , 
be came to Thapjfacw in Syria, and palling down Euphrates unto Ba¬ 
bylon, nude application co Tithraufies, co whom hee fignified that hee 
would fpeak wich the King. Buc none being to be admitted to his prefence, 
.-.except he adored him,he cranfadted his bufinefle by letters and meflengerJ,and 
prevailed to have Tipphernes adjudged an enemy, the Lacedantonlans to be 
profecuted with War, and to chufe whom he pleafed for rhe paying of mo- 
neys; and wich greac gifts returned he to the Sea, having commiftion to charge 
th z Phoenicians, Cyprians, and other maritime Inhabitants, wich long llaips, 
and having Pharnabazw for his affociatei according to his defire, to provide a 
Navie for the defence of the Seas againft the nexc Summer.

War he would revolt fromthe-.King; but if he fhouldbe, he would ■atrry A P otbc S- Luo* 
it on againft the other with all his might, and to his utmoft ability. AgejL mcU - 

Uhs on the other fide promifed be .would fpeedily depart out of his Terrico -ulS'lib *° 
tones, and as long as any other remained co make War upon, would fpare him 1 ‘ ‘ 4 * 
and his eftate. Upon the approaching of Spring, he led down his Forces into 
the Plains of Thebes, where pitching his Tents near che Temple of Diant 
Aftyrtna , he levied all the Forces he could; for he intended an Expedition' 
into che upper Countries, being confident to curn all in his paffage from 
their obedience to the King, his fame being fpread abroad far and near, ha¬ 
ving fpent now two years in the War. But che gold fent into Greece the laft 
year by Tithrdttfies , had by this time fo wrought upon che humours of the fe- 
veral States there, chat they confpired together in a great and dangerous 
War againft che Lacedemonians, who thereupon fent to Agefilaus , fetting 
him a day by which he muft needs be at home with his Army for the preferva- 
cionof his Country. It troubled him much to leave Afia, for the conqueft of 
which he was m fo fair a way, yet he refolved co obey the call of his diftreffed 
Country, feeing (as he himfelf expreffed in his anfwer to the Ephori) a General 
then truly and juftly commandeth, when he obeyeth the Laws, and the Ephori 
or whatfoever Maoiftraces elfe are in the City. At his departure he is reported 
to have faid,that the King expelled him Aft* by 30000 Archers,wittily intima¬ 
ting the fame number of Darickj ftamped with the effigies of an archer,where¬ 
by he had procured che confpiracy of the Grecian Cities againft Laced emon. 

69. Having pafled the Hdlefpont, and being come to Amphipolis , he re¬ 
ceived news of a Vi&ory obtained by the Lacedemonians about Corinth , 
whereupon he difjpatched Dercyllidas prefently back into Afia, by thefe tidings 

to confirmche affociaced Cities. In the mean time while he marched through *?***• 
Macedonia and Thtffalie towards the Straights of Thermopylae, Conors the 
Athenian and PbarnabazHs, Admirals of che Perfian Fleet, lay about Doryma Xemh. 
a place in the Cher fane fas, with about 90 Gallies, who having notice that the nellen. lib. 4. 
enemies Fleet were about Gnidw, prepared themfelves for an engagement. Pe- T)lodo,lts fid 
riarchw (or Periander) the Laccdamonian Admiral weying anchor failed from Jj?* *’ 0lym? ‘ 
with 120 fhips to Phyfieus another place in the Cher finefus, and thence corn, most* 
directed his courfe ftrait againft the Kings Fleet, and at the firft had the better conone. 
ofic,buc the Perfian Gallies coming in apace to che relief of their friends, the 
Lacedemonian confederates began cofhifc for themfelves. The Admiral 3,^ 1 b ^ 
thought it unfeemely and unworthy of the Spartan valour to run away, and 7 J 
therefore directed his fhip co the front of the Enemy, where firft killing many 
of his Enemies, at length he was flain.Then the followers of Cotton purfuing the 
Lacedemonians to che contnent, took 50 Veflels, and 500 men, the moffpart 
fwimming co ftiore and laving themfelves; & the reft of the Gallies with fafety 
recovered Gnidns. By this vi&ory of Cotton (who made ufe of the Kings Forces 
for, the recovery of the eftate of his own country) Athens and all Greece which 
heretofore were under the Lacedemonian yoke, again recovered their liberty. 

Diodorus placeth it in the fecond year of the 96* Olympiad, when Diophan- 
tns was Archon at Athens - bur Eycias in the year following, being under che 
government of Enbulides, and the eleventh of Artaxcrxes. 

70. Pharnabaz.us and Cotton for the improvement of this Victory, la- idcmutfipra,

But the Amathufians witfrthe Solians and Chians flood ouc againft him, and 
by their Ambaffadors folliciced Artaxerxes for aid, accufing Evagoras for 
the death oLAgyres, who had been confederate with the King, and offering 
him their help for the poffeffmg himfelf of che whole Ifland. He being jealous 
of the growth of Evagoras , and confidering how convenient this Ifland might 
be, by reafon of its fituation, for the promoting of his affairs at Sea , by 
which efpecially A ft a could be defended, refolved to affift them, and dif- 
miffing the Ambaffadors to their content, gave order to the Cities upon the 
Sea-Coafts to build fhips with all fpeed, he himfelf travelling into thz upper 
Provinces for the railing of a great Land Army. 

73. Till he had compofed matters with the Grecians, no confiderable 
thing could he attempt upon Cyprus, and chough they favoured the caufe of 
Evagoras in oppofition to him, yet their enmity one againft another fiindred 
that effect which their Union might have produced, to the great impairment 
of his affairs.

79. Gam the Perfian Admiral,after this War, having married rhe daugh- Diodorus ut 
ter of Teribazeus, fearing, left becaufe of his affinity , he fhould be fufpedted 
alfobythe King, and fuffer upon that account, refolvedfor a prevention to 
fortifie himfelf againft him by entring into league vvith his Enemies. This he 

<5<h« 0U c of did prefentiy with Acoris of Bgypt, and wrote to the Lacedemonians to ex- 

fcar confpi- cite them to break the peace, making large offers of what he could do for 
rcch witli the Greece. They had of late as before caft in their heads how to make them- 
Laccdamorim felves matters of all Greece , and finding that they heard ill for the peace con- 
agamft the duded with Artaxerxes , in which the interefts of their Countrey-men were 
mg * -betrayed, they fought for, upon a new advice, a fit opportunity to renew the 
War againft the Perfians, and therefore now nor unwillingly accepted of this 
confederacy with Gaw. 

80. At this rime Artaxerxes made War upon th t.Cadttfians, leading Plutarch, in 
againft them an Army of 300000 foot, and 10000 horfe. He caft himfelf Anax.cum 
into great ftraighrs marching into a Countrey uneven, rainy, and bringing no D ^oro ad 
Corn, but nourifhing onely its inhabitants with Pears, Aples, and fuch like 

fruits ; fothat finding there noprovifion, and not able to come by it from 
elfewhere,the carriage beafts were killed for meat,an Afles head could fcarce 
Artaxerxes In- be bought for 60 drachms, the Kings fet meals were laid down, and very few 
vadeththe horfes remained; the reft being all eaten up. Then Teribazus under dif- 

cadufians to no grace faved the King and his whole Army; for there being two Kings of the 
purpofe. Cadufians, he himfelf went to one of them, and fent his fon to the other, 
each of them fignifying to him whom he went to, that his Colleague had fent 
about a peace to Artaxerxes, having left him out, wherefore his advife was, 
that they fhould fend with him Ambafladors to treat, and conclude a pacifi¬ 
cation nrft, which, being both deceived, they did, and a League was entred 
into by both apart. Then returned he homewards, and in the way, to give a 
good example to others, alighted from his horfe, and with Quiver and Target 
upon him travelled on foot over the mountainous,and rough places,and coming 
ac length to a place called the Kings Inne, compaffed with pleafaric Gardens 
and Groves, becaufe of the extremity of-;cold, he gave leave to the Souldiers 
to cut down che Cypreffes and other Trees, which becaufe they out of mo- 
defty refufed,he took an Axe,and himfelf cut down che moft beautiful!. But 
coming home, and upon fence of his great Ioffe, both of men and horfes, fu- 
fpe&ing he was contemned for his ill fucceffe, he flew many of - his principal 
fubje<fts,of whom he thought he had caufe to be jealous. 

81. TheC<*^«/M« War being finifhed, hecaufed Teribazau to come to 
his tryal, commending the matter to three of his moft eminent Judges, who 
upon confederation of what was alleged, pro and co» y and of his former great 

. merits, abfolved him,to the fatisfa&ion of the King, who then bellowing on 
him the greateft honours, expunged the name of Orontes his falfe accufer 
out of the Catalogue of his friends, and caft upon him the greateft ignominy. 

About the fame time, following herein the example of Cambyfet his Prede- 
ceffor, he caufed certain Judges convi&ed of unjuft Decrees to be fiead alive, 
and their skins fpread over the judgement feat, where the reft heard, and de- J 
termined caufes, that they might have a conftanc Memento before their 
• eyes. 

Not long after Gaos the Perfian Admiral, who,as before was faid, had en- Diodorus ad 
tred into fociety with the Lacedamonians, and the King of £#^vvhileft he Olymp.99. 
was managing his revolt, was (lain by fome that cunningly laid in wait for . 
him. One Tachos undertook rhe carrying on of his defign,and fortifying ua ‘ n * 
himfelf with an Army, built a Cicie in an high Rock upon the Sea, called 

Leuca , 
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^ c T. 2. 1 »m, Where was a Chapel dedicated to Apollo • but he dying a little tfcer, 
oreat contfoverfie hapned about the place betwixt the Clax.ontenians and C u- 
maans (whereof the former obtained ic) and thereby thole rebellions in 
AfiateW of themfelves, and the Lacedemonians, thinking ic beft tointer- 
medle no more with Perfian matters, gave their minds wholly to eftablifh their 
power in Greece, got into their hands feveral Cicies by one means or other, 
and not obfeurely fought after the Empire of all Greece , contrary to the form 
of the League, made by the means of the Perfian King at the procurement 
of Antaleidas, amongft all the Grecians, as Dtedoms tellech us.

Gaus y and before had given alfiftar.ee ro Evagoras againft Artaxerxes, as one ,o© arm. 4 . 
who hid claimunco his Kingdom, to lengthen himfelf raifed a great Army 
of Strangers, and for that he gave very good pay, and fought otherwayes to 
deferve well of Military men, many Grecians gave their names and lifted 
themfelves in his fervice. But wanting ftill fome famous and expert General, 

Amis of p- ocure d Ckabdas the Athenian, a man of great command and no Ieffe 
valour; though without the confent of the people. Artaxerxes made Phar- 
gainft Artax- nabaz.ni (now of lace his Son in Law) the General of his Forces, whofur- 
erxes. niihed with money made great preparations for the War, and fent to Athens 

to complain of Chabrias, who as he faid, by his fervice to the Egypt' 1 *”' 
alienated che Kings affeftion from that State ; and defired that they would 
fend Iphicrates to be a Captain in his Wars. The Athenians being defirous 
to have both the King and Pharnabazm their friend, prefently recalled Cha¬ 
brias, and gave order to / phicrates to aftift the Perfians . 

%■>. Pharnabaz,us fpenc feveral years in preparation for the War, of idem ad am. 3. 
which Iphicrates being weary, told him he wondred, that he being fo quick & z.Oiymp. 
in fpeaking ftiould be fo (low in doing, to which he anfwered, that the rea- * 
fon was, that he himfelf was matter of hit words, but the King of his a£ti- 
ons. The Grecians were again falien inro civil diffentions, the former Peace 
il iShUa being not long continued tlrough che ambitious pradices of the Lacedamom - 
s ‘ . ans . which Artaxerxes confidering, and how needful their help was to him 
..in this Egyptian Expedition, he fent’to them to mediate and take up their 
differences, which they all liked well and accepted, except the Thebans. Ac 
length after three or four years fpenc in preparation, the King’s Forces were 
•Phmnbaxut drawn down into Ace a Town of Syria, where being a general Mufter, three 
and Iohicrates were found 200000 Barbarians, under the command of PharnabazjW, and 
fent againft 2 o 0 oo under the Enfigns of Iphicrates : the Navy amounted to the 
Acoris ' number of ;co Gallies, betfdes a great number of Veffels of burrhen. In 
the beginning then of Summer they marched for Egypt i che Fleet failing 
along the Coafts, and coming near che mouths of Nile, found the Egyp¬ 
tians furnilhed fufficiently for a W’r; warning enough having been given 
them by the delay of Phxrnabaz.su, who (as other Perfian Generals) having 
rot the full difpofal. of things in his power, was conftrained to fend to the 
King, to know his pleafure concerning particulars, whofeanfwer pot being 
quickly obtained at a great diftanoe, procured much flowneffe in all Ex- 

*84. Nettancbis the King of Egypt (for Acoris was now dead) fenc to 
fpie out the number of che Perfian Army; but hjs chiefeft hope was in the 
. ftrengthof the Country, which was mightily fortified againft any invafion, by 
thefeven mouths of Nile , whereof each ftrengthned with a Caftel, and a 
. wodden bridge to hinder the paffage of any (hips up the River. But efpecially 
he took care of Pelts [mm the readied paffage from Syria, flopping upTuch 
places as might be paffed by water, and drowning fuch as gave acceffe by 
The 'gypti- Fand.

overpowered by the number of Perfians which coming in continually to the

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fight, encompaffed them; a great (laughter was made of them, and many Sect * 
taken alive. The reft betaking themfelves to che Fort, Iphicrates his men 
brake in with them, took it, and razing it, carried che Defendants away 
prifoners. 3 

85. Iphicrates now underftood by thefe Prifoners, that the Garrifon was 
called out of Memphis che ftrongeft City in Egrpt ; whereupon he advifed 
Phamabaz.us with all fpeed to fail thither, before the Egyptians fhould 
have time to unice their Forces. Pharnabaz.ns anfwered, he would firft flay 
* till all his Army arrived , by the which the taking of Memphis would be 
more eafie; but the other replyed, that if he would but let him have all the 
Mercenaries onely in the Army, 1 he would promife to reduce the City 
Phamabaztiss hereupon grew jealous of his valour, and fearing he mi% there¬

Thicher Phaxnabazjm fent after him, to accufe him as guilty of the mifearia^e 
of the Expedition, to which che Athenians anfwered, that if they found him 
gmlcv, they would punifh him ; but within a while they gave him the com¬ 
mand of their Fleet.This year Nicocles the Eunuch (lew Evagoras the King of 
Vat'amine, and feized on che Kingdom, according to Diodorus, who in no 
cafe is to be believed, as to the Author of the Paricide.; for though ic be con- 
nrmed by one {a) that he was killed by an Eunuch; yet it appeareth from 00 drifitt.

yeral Stacesbeing at this time fo contrary, that they prefencly after broke out idem ad olym. 
afrelh into civil, Wars; and what Forces could be fpared ouc of Greece , be -b 
ing not employed for, but againft him. For, three or four years after, the 
maritime parts of ^.revolted from him, and Tachot now Kin® of^erw 
madegreac prbvifion to- the War, both by land and Sea; and hiring many 
Soldiers out of fevecal Republicks in Greece , drew alfo to his party the Lace. 

A defection damomans, who had conceived difpleafure againft Artaxerxet, becaufe he 
from Artax. .made Me few to be comprehended in the general Peace. At the fame time 
erxes. had he then to, deal with the «^E gyptiatts, the Greek. Cities m.Afta, and the 

Lacedamniajtt • and befides them feveral of his Lieutenants in A'fta revol¬ 
ted; amongft yvhom were Ariobarxanes of Phrygia (who had lately feized 
upon chac Country after the death of M 'nhridates ) Maafolm of Caria % 
powerful Prince, having, many ftrong places, efpecially Halicarnaftu'\ n 
his power; wich whom joyned Orontes of My ft a, Antopbradates of L) - 
dia y andof.the Ionian race,the Lycians, Pijtdiant , Pampbyl,a»t Ctlici- 
k»s : and befides thefe the Syrians , Phoenicians , and almoft all that boun¬ 
ded upon the Sea. The General command over all was given to Oro»tes. 

By this fo general a defection , half of the Tributes were withdrawn from 
the King; ^nd the other half fufficed not for warlike preparations. 

93. But Orontes having got the chief command, and therewith received 
a years pay for 20000 men, betrayed thofe chac had ertcrufled him wich. fo 
greata power. For promifing himfeif no fmall matters from the King, he 
hrft fenc up to him thofe that brought him the money, and then betrayed ma¬ 
ny. Towns, and a Bind of Mercenaries to thofe who were fenc from him foe 
that purpofe. Ac the fame time things wenc in the fame courfe in Cappa. 
docta, accompanied^ with fome memorable circumftances. Artabaxau 
the Kings General invaded'that Country wich an numerous Army, and 

_ Vat amts the Governour thereof, who had revolted, meeting him with a 

great. Party of Horfe, and 20000 Foot, pitched his Tents againft him. The 
.Captain oiDatames his f^orfe vv.is his Father in Law, who to ingratiate 

himfeif with che King, and to provide for his own fafecy, having firffagreed 

with Artahazuj, by night pafled over with all his Troops unco him. But 
Datames not at all difeouraged hereby, exhorted his Mercenaries cocon- 
ftancy, and. promifing them a large -donative, prefencly led them againft the 
Revolrers, - whom he fell upon juft as they were joyning with the Enemy, and 
with great, violence made great (laughter of both. * rtabaz.us being ignorant of 
the micrer, fufpedted that the Revolted went about again to betray him, and 
return to Dittamus, and therefore gave order to his Souldiers to fall upon 
the Horfe approaching; whence Mithrobars^anes (for to was the Revoltec 
called) being (nut up in the midft, whilftone part laboured to repel the 
Trayco'-, and the other to be revenged upon him for his treachery, was re- 
duced into great ftraighes, and ouc of extreme defpair made greac (laughter on 
bochfides, till at lengch having loft 10000 men, the reft were put to flight 
bv D4/4 «w, to whom fome returned and asked pardon; others betook 
tnemrel ves to a place, whence being not able to ftir chey were killed, to the 
number of .500 men. 

94* Whileft . thefe things were thus carried on, Rheomithres was fenc irto 
.&ypt to Tacbosjor.iidy from vvhom obcaining yoo T4ents, and 50 Gallies, 
he returned to Leuca y a Cicie in -Afa .where fending for many of the Offi- 
cers of th^revplrers, he laid hands on them all, and fent them up to the King, 
by which Treachery he reconciled himfeif unto him. Tachos by this time had 
prepared all things for the Vy’^r,having obcained Out of Greece 200 Gallies, 

10000 molt valiant Souldiers, and out oiEgypt vt lelf raifed 80000 foot.

much money as they could fpare, and he would repay them out of his yearly 
Tributes, which courfe he following got great ftore of money, and yet in¬ 
jured no man. To him hecommittedhis Fleet, to Age ft lout theepndua of 
the i oooo mercenary Gracians, co Ne ft ambus his fon (or rather the fon of

He out of indulgence to him firft granted his requeft, 

for that fhe being a free Woman, and no flave, might chufe whether fhe would 

have him, and hoping fhe would refufe; but fhe willingly accepting of the 

thing, and he then repenting of What he had rafhly promifed, confecratcd 

her as a Nurt to Diana , that fhe might live for the remainder of her dayes a 

dingle life. Darius hereby inCenfed, through the provocation of Tiribaz.us. 

(who bore Artaxerxes malice for defrauding him of his daughter Amijlris, 
whom he promifed to him, but married her himfelf) encred with roof his 
Is put c» brethren into a confpiracy againft the life of his father, and che plot being re- 
dcath. vealed by an Eunuch, was put to death wich his complices. 

Darius being removed out of the way, Ochus was more inflamed with a de¬ 
fire of reigning, to which he was more incenfed by Ate fa his fitter. But fie 
feared two of his brothers • Ariafpcs legitimate,and the elder,and one^SV- 
famesj who chough bafe bom, and che younger, yet was much efte&ned for 
his wifdom, and efpecrally beloved by his father. Both of them he refolved 
Ochus his wic- to deftroy j che former by his cunning, and che later by down-right cruelcy; 
ked pr aft ices for he hiredjome who never Ceafed to relf Ahafpes, as a greic fecret, that his 
for the King, father jwaslefolved to make him away by a cruel, and fhamefull death , and 
; fo inculcating it unco him is fpeedily to be done, drove him to that 
fear and defperacion that he poyfoned himfelf* Artaxerxes mourned for him, 
but knowing the kind of his death, and fufpe&ing che caufe, yet through ek- 
tream age was unable to fearch into the matter and find it out: onely he im- 
braced Arfarmes more affeaionatly than 6ver,and not obfeurely fignified that 
be onety could truft, and rely upon him. Ochus judging then that no delay 
was ro be ufed, procured ffarpates the fort of Jeribazm (who fell in die 
treafon of DdriuA to murder hita.

The ^Te^ft of he 
nS*. Wat fell upon/ieoifos, wbieh.revolted gpon tbu occafion, AfamousOoe 
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there was therein named Tripoli*, confifting, according to ic’s name, of three Sett „ 
Cicia dittanc a furiongfrom each other, and inhabiced by Tyrians , Sidonians, 
and Arcadians^ in which the affembly General of the Phoenicians met and re- ^ 

folved of their moft important affairs. Herein the Perfian Satrapaes and 
Ambafladors, behaving themlelves very uncivilly, and abufing the Sidonians ., 
they thereupon refolved to rebel, and perfvVading the other Phanicians to 
Tide with them for the obtaining of their liberty, fent to Nettancbus W 
of t/Egppt to defire him to receive them into confederacy againft Ochus. 

Then to begin their hoftilicy they cut down the Paradife wherein^the Kin® 5 of 
Perfia, when they came chat way, ufed to'divert chemfelves; burnt the h*v 
which the Satrapaes had gathered for ufein W i ar, andpuniiLed fuch Offi¬ 
cers as by whom they had been abufed. ’ 

. 5 * 0ch » s having notice of this, longed to be revenged of all the PW- 
ciansy but efpecially on them of • and gathering his Forces together ac 
Babylon, fet out thence againft them. In the mean time whilft he ms on his 
way, the Prefident of Syria and Manaus Govemour of Cilicia, With joynt 
Forces fee upon the Phoeniciansy but ftw/Kifigofito/™, having received 
out of v£gypt a fupply of 4000 Grecians, over which Mentor the Rhodian 
was General, with them and his Citizens together, fell upon the Satrapaes 
worfted, and expelled them out of Phoenicia. Whilft things were thus car¬ 
ried there,* another War arofe to the Perfians ouc of Cyprus , wherein were 
nine Cities of good account; having the leffer Towns in their fubjeaion, and 
each of them a King; but all Subjects to the Perfian, all which now, imita- 
ting the Phoenicia*,, revolted; Mu, receiving tidings hereof, wrote to 
Adrttui Prince-of Oaria (who being newly come to the Government, was 
by the tenure of his Principality a friend and affoeiate in war to the Perfian 
Empire) _ ta provide Forces hoch for Sea and Land againft them, who accor¬ 
dingly with great expedicioh making ready 40 Gallies and 8000 Mercenaries, 
font them into Cyprus , under the cot>du&- of Phocion , the Athenian , and 
Evagoras . 9 who heretofore had held the Ittand as King. Thefe two landing 
their men, laid dofefiege zoSalomincboth by Land and $ea, and che Tfland 
bavingbeen quiet of late, and for that reafon abounding with riches, great 
numbers flocked ouc of deftre of plunder from Syria and fe^infomuch that 
the number of the befiegers was doubled. Hereupon all the other Cities fob- 
nutted themfelves; onely Protagoras held out (fill, and Evagoras thought by 
force to re-inveft himfelf of that Kingdom, devolved upon him from his An- 
ceftors : But at length Protagoras alfo fubmitcing, obtained 5 alamine 
ftill j Evagoras contented himfelf with a larger Dominion given him in 
Afia % which ill governing, he fled again into Cyprus , arid there taken was 
put to death. 

Mentor the The was on his march towards Phoenicia , when Mentor the 

Rhodian offer- Rhodian undemanding what ftrength he had , and how unable the Rebels 
Cth to betray were to make tefiftance, Cent one to him privately , offering to betray Sidon 
Sidos to him. into his hands, and to do him efpecial Ter vice in the conqueft of o£grpt, be- 
ing very well skilled in that Country and the River. Ochus nor onely pro¬ 
cured him indemnity, but a large reward, if he would perform what he pro- 
mifed, and placing his greateft felicity in the recovery of tAZgypt, fent to 
the chiefeft of the Gracian States, to defire aid. The Athenians and Lace, 
demonian, fignified their defire to retain amity arid a good correfpondence 
wirh him, but at prefent could yield him no afliftance; but the Thebans fent 
him 1000 men, the Argives 3000, and the Greeks in Afia willing to (hew 
their readinefle, furnifhed him with 6000. Before their arrival the King was 
%oux\to Phoenicia, and fate down not far from Sidon , which the Inhabitants 
had by this time ftrongly manned within , and fortified with a threefold large 
ditch, and high walls, befides a Fleet of 100 Gallies. For they exceeded 
by far all their neighbours in riches. 

7 . But Tenne, their King had affociated himfelf with Mentor to betray 
the City, whom leaving therein with command of a part thereof for the bet¬ 
ter carrying on of the treachery, he himfelf with yoo Soldiers went ouc, pre¬ 
tending 
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tending to go to the pubiick convention of the Phoenicians, having with him 
ioo of the prime Citizens as his Counfelors. Thefe he brought ftraight to 
Ochus , who put them all to death as authors of the rebellion, and after them 
500 more, who came as Suppliants with Olives in their hands, after he had 
underftood from Jennet that the City fhould be furrendred to him without 
any conditions, thereby to ftrike a terror into the ocher Towns. After this. 

Jennet eafily prevailed with the mercenary Egyptians to let him and the 
King into the Town, which being done, and Ochus having it in his power, 
judging him now to be of no ufe to him, he commanded him alfo to be 
(lain. °The Sidoniant before the King approached had burnt all their fhips, 
left any private perfonlbould convey himfelf away during the Siege. Now 
feeino themfelves betrayed, and their City full of the Enemy which fyarmed 
on every fide, they fee fire on their houfes, and therein burnt themfelves with 
their wives and children, fo that (accounting flaves) above 40000 are thought 
to have periled in the flames. The King fold the rubbilh thereof for many 
talents, much gold and filver being found, becaufe it had flourilhed with 
oreat riches. By this Tragedy of Sidon the other Cities being terrified, yiel¬ 
ded themfelves unto the Perftan. . . 

8. The (4) Auxiliaries out of Greece being come to Ochus after the taking of (a)Dlodom s y 
Sidon, he fet forward with his whole Army tomrds ^£gypt,(b) taking Jericho 0 l ym p, 107. 
a City of Judaa (as its probable) in his way, and drawing many Jems along am. 3. 
with him in his Expedition. Coming (c) to the Lake Sir bonis, he loft part of C b ) sohm 
his Army in the Wbirl-pics and Bogs, through ignorance of the place, and a c ff 2 l' de yo 
length arrrived at Pelufium the firft frontier r town, which was held with a 
Garrifon of iooomen. Now the King divided the Gracian Forces into (c)Diodmt 
three bodies, and over each conftitiited a Captain of their own Nation, and ibid. 
joyned a Perftan with him: the other Forces, he kept in his-own Command, 
being greatly intent about the main bufinefle. On the otherfide JSteft one- 
bus was not a whit difeouraged, having in pay 20000 Gracious, -and as many 
Africans , befides 60000 of his own v&gypfians, and an innumerable Com- 
papanyof boats for the River. But by his eonceitedneffe and want of skil 
hemifearried, having formerly profpered wbilft he uftd the conduct of the 
Gradon Captains, b« now his Fortune changing upon his foie managing the 
War, for which he thought himfelf fufficiencly able. After then he had for¬ 
tified his Garrifons, with 30000 Egyptians, 5000 Greekj, and half of che 
Africans , he feized upon fuch places, as were moft advantagious for paffage 


into the Councry. 

9. Things ftanding thus betwixt them, Nicofiratus the Captain of the 
vines oetting fome Egyptians for Guides, pafledwith the Fleet through a 
ditch,°and in a place fomething remote and out of fight landed his men, and 
picched his tents j which being known by the Garrifon, a party iflued our, 
and fell upon them ; but the Gradans, after a (harp conteft, flew their Cap¬ 
tain, and of them about 5000 nem. Nc&anebus upon report made of this 
defeat was greatly difeouraged, fearing all the reft of the Perftan Army might 
be eafily tranfported, and fufpe&ing left the Enemy fhould bend his utmoft 
ftrength againft Memphis the Metropolis, was efpecially concerned for it, 
and with that party which accompanied him returned thither. In the mean 
time Lacrates the '7 htban, General and principal of all the Graciau Cap¬ 
tains drained che Chanel by cutting a ditch, and palling over his Soldiers 
raifed a batrery againft Pelufium , by which the walls being much broken the 
defendants raifed ftillPallifadoes in the place, and che Grecians Hour¬ 
ly defending the Forr, a great conteft hapned for feveral dayes. But as foon 
as they heard of the Kings departure, tfiey defired a Parley, and Lacrates m- 
terpofinganOath, that upon yielding of the place, they ^ fhould depart with 
fuch things as they brought out of Greece, they prefently yielded. Then Ar» 
taxerxet fent Bsgoas an Eunuch of great authority with him, with a party of 
Barbarians to cake poffeffion of Pelufium, who meeting the Gracious cook 
from them many thing? contrary co the agreement. This they received in 
great difdain, and called to their gods as witneffes of the Oath, which to 
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keep Lacrates fell upon the Barbarians , put them co flight with the lofte of Se c.x a 
fome, and defended his Councry-men, for which being accufed by Bag0as. 
the King defended what he had done, and punched the Authors of the 
violence. 

10. Pelufium being taken, che ocher Towns were eafily reduced by this 
ftratagem o£ Mentor thz Rhodian, the third Captain of che Gracians. Thefe 
places being held by Garrifons confiding of cvvo forts of Nations, Gracians 
and MEgyP t,ans t he caufed this rumour co be fpread abroad, that Artaxerxes 
had refolved to deal mildly with all thofe who ftaould deliver up any Towns, 
buc fuch as fhould witbftand him , he would profecute with as great feverity 
asch zSidonias‘, and he gave in chrrge co che Sencinels to let as many Citi¬ 
zens go out as would. By this means this reporc was prefenly fpread all over 
yEgypt, and thereupon mutinies followed betwixt che Strangers and Natives 
in every Garrifon, each endeavouring firft co betray their truft, and oain ere* 
die of the Conquerours by their fpeedy treachery. Accordingly when Men - 
tor and Bagoas laid fiege co Bubafiis, the ^Egyptians fecretly fent to the lat¬ 
ter co yield to him the Town upon fecurity of a free difmiffion. The Graci- 
ans fufpecTing the matter, perfued the Meflenger, and getting from him the 
whole truth, in a great great rage fell upon the Egyptians, whereof fome chey 
flew, others they wounded, and drove the reft mro a comer of the Town 
They fignified this to Bagoas, and defired him wirh all fpeed to come and cake 
poueffion of the Town, and in che mean time a meflenger was fent to Men - 
tor from the Grecians, who advifed them as foon as Bagoas fhould enter che 
Town to fall upon the Barbarians. As fooncherefore as part of his Soldiers 
with him was encred, they fhut the gates, and killing all che Soldiers, took 
Bagoas himfelf prifoner. 

11 . Bagoas (4) feeing his onely hope to be in Mentor , eirneftly befought CA tfodms 
him to be the means of his deliverance, promifing him to do nothing for the ut fma. 
future without his approbation, who procuring his releafe, and having the 
Town delivered up into his own hands, as he got the credit of the enterprife, * 
fo mgaged he Bagoas to him, who encred by Oath into friendffiip and en- 
dearednefle, which he alfo kept to the laft, and by which union they both 
became afterwards the moft powerful of all the King’s Officers. After the 
furrender of Bttbaftis, the other Cities made their peace, but Ncftanebut 
vff , v ,n 8 , at Memphis, and feeing what progrefle the Enemy made in his conqueft, 

Wou j d noc endanger his perfonal fafety fora Kingdom, bucpackingup all his 
treafures got him away into Ethiopia. Then became Artaxerxes Matter of 
all vEgypt, and demolifbing the walls of the greater Towns, fpoyledrhe 
Temples, and got much treafure. He carried away the Writings of the 
Pnefts, which afterwards Bagoas reftored to them for a great fum of money, 
he (b) derided Apis and all their gods, and for that the 1/ Egyptians had for 
his dulnefle(c) called him an A fie, he facrifized Apis being taken by violence, 0 b ) Sitln. Se- 
to an A fie, making his flefh alfo be drefled up for meat. Then rewarded he V ,us ,^' 
the Gracians with great munificence, according co their particular merits, and rTJlian 
making Phoerendates Satrapa of MBgypt, he returned laden vvich glory and vi. Hifl. hb.4. 
fpoyl unto Babylon, taking (d) in his way a great number of Jews captive, of c - 8 * 
whom fome he placed at Babylon , and others in Hyrcania upon che Caf. s /JfiinOcbo.

°' h “ s rewarded^ Mentor the Rhodian mih ioocalenrsof filver, and Dhdrn^d 
much coftly houlholdftuff, and making him governour of the Coafts of Afia, Olymp. 107

rately towards Artabaajus and Memnon,w\io formerly had revolted, and now

.c This At taxer xes Ochus taking notice of, and being very jealous of his fud- 
i- den growth, commanded the Satrapaes oftheMantime Coafts of Afia to 
relieve the P e rinthians as effeSually as might be, which they fo performed as 
he miffed of his defign ; and this afterwards was obje&ed as a Efficient caufe, 

as fomethink, hapnedthofe things which are 
* faidro have been done in Judaa, during the reign oiArtaxcrxcs, and to 

have given an occafion of.impofing a Tribute upon that Countrey. After the 

death of Elidfhib the Prieft, his fon John fucceeded him in his Office accord- 
ingto his birth-right, whohad a brother nam ~djfu*. ThisJ^being 
in a reat favour with Bapofis, the Kings General,hid a promife from him that 
». hefhould have the Prietthood, by which he was fo hearmed as to ftnve with 
John in the Temple, and fo far provoked him as he flew him there. Bagofis 
hearing this, endeavoured to enter the Temple, and when he was forbidden 
asked if they counted him more impure than the Carkels that lay within, and 
entrin* by force, took thence occafion to punifli the Jews feyen years for the 

death of Jofhua. For two Lambs being dayly offered in the conftant facn- 

fices, he impofed upon every one a Tribute of fifty drachms, which amounted 
to the yearly rate of buy Attiek Talents. But if thefe things hapned in the 
time of this Ar taxer xes , and he be taken for Ahafuerus , then mutt this 
murcher have been committed cowards the beginning of his reign, and this 
Tribute of feven years been exa&ed before Mordecai the Jew came m fa¬

20. Buc Alexander being a young man of a great and reffleflefpmt, and 
of wifdotn & valour far above his age,overcame all difficulties,»th in Greece 
and A fra, which his Enemies had raifed (getting himfelf to bechofen in a

Greece,2nd was much fpoken of for his valour, (hook off his former fecunry JJ* 111 ' 
and buckled himfelf to preparation for refiftance. .He eott^etheraconfi- 
derable Navy, and raifed great Forces, for command of which he made choice 
of moft experc Captains, and amongft the reft of Memnon thzRhodtan,* man 
very excellent in Military matters, whom he font into Phrygia with a 
band of <000 Mercenaries to reduce Cyxacas to his obedience. He palled 
over the Hill Afc,and on a fudderifet up6n the Cine, and had well-nigh ta¬ 
ken it: but the Defendants making ftrong refiftance, he plundred the Terri¬ 
tories adjacent, and then retreated wich much booty. In the mean while 
TArmenia , one of the three Captains fent into Afta by Philip , and who flood 
dofe to the intereft of Alexander, took by ftorm Strynium,2 Town of Phry¬ 
gia, and fold the inhabitants. From thence he went to Pitta* to attempt 
the fame upon it, but Memnon cornrng upon him ftruck fuch a terrour into 
his men that he was forced to raife his fiege.

30. The Pg' ans perfwided him to march in the head of the Army, which 
thereby would fight with more alacrity v but ( handemw (or Eudemiu ) a n 
Athenian^ a man much admired for valour and prudence (who by the com- *'** ‘ ’ 
mand of Alexander being bmithe 1 his Country, was come to the Perfian 
Court) advifed him nor raftily co commit the fortune of his Empire to the 
hazard of his own life, but keeping the chief power in his own hands to fend 
fome expert Lieutenant to the Wari He told him that locooo men would 
be fufficient for this encerprize; a third part of them being GracUns , with 
which he doubted not to engage to perfedl whac already was well be*un by 
Memnon. The King at firft gave ear to whac he faid j but the Per fans ob- 
ftinately oppofed it, and fo interpreted his words as if he affe&ed the chief 
command, for that end, that he might betray the Empire to the Macedonians, 

Hereat he grew angry, and in his paflion upbraided the Per fans with cowar- 
dife, which fo far incenfed the King, before this exafperated againft him, that 
his anger overtopping his reafon, he caftabelt abouc him after the Perfian 
manner, and commanded him to be put to death, who forefeing his ruine, 
cried out as he was led away, that ftiortly he would repent it, and pay fufS* 

'eiendy for foun juft proceedings. After the cooling of his n^flion he repen¬ 
ted too lace of his rafhnefle, and confidering the valour of the Ldcedemoni- 
fi ns -> bethought himfelf whac man of worth he might find fit tofuceeed Mem - 
non ; buc finding none to whom he might commit fo great a rruft, was ne- 
cefiitated to exnofe himfelf to dinger for the preferviron of his Kingdom. 

Then raifed he Forces in all places, Vich he commanded ftiould meet at &*- 
nylon, where accordingly were found 400000 Foot, and above 100000 Horfe, 
and with this number (taking !vs Mother, Wife, one Son of fix years of age, 
and two Daughters marriageable along with him ) hee marched towards 
Ctlic'ta.

22 Darius having notice of the fickneffe of Alexander hafted towards Aims cm- \ 
Euphrates, thinking to prevent him, and feize upon Cilicia But he fending U:is lbtd - 

Varmen.0 before to poffeffe himfelf of the Pyla, or Straights that pare Cilicia 
and Syria, followed from Tdr flat, and came to Anchiale builc by Sardanapa- 
Ihs • and thence to Solas, where he placed a Garrifon, and fined the inhabi¬ 
tants aoo Talents of filver for their affeaion to th cMmw, Hence be 
marched-againft the Ciltaans, inhabiting the Mountains, which havin^broughc 
under, he returned, and understanding how Ptolomy and Aflander his Lieu¬ 
tenants had overthrown Orontobaces the Per fiats , who held the Caftle 
of Halicamafas , whereby the parts adjacent were reduced to obedi¬ 
ence • upop this good news he facrifized to flcalapius , and reftored 
the bemocratical Government to the So Hans. Then giving order to 
Philotat to lead about the horfe to the River Pyr anises, he marched With 
the foot by the Sea-Coafts, and came thither, whence he palled over to the 
Citie Marios, where he had notice that Darias lay at Rochas,z place diftant 
two daves march from the Straights. From Malios he paffed to the Citie //#/,■ 
which being forfaken by the Per flans, Parmenio had fazed on, and cleared 
the callage thither, where he confulted whether he had better paffe forwards, 
or there expe£t his fupplies out of Macedonia. Parmemo perfwaded nim that 
no place could be more convenient Cor him to fight in than that ftraighc one 
about //T«i,becaufe both their Armies would then be equal in effect, fuch 
narrow places being uncapable to receive a multitude. After three dayes 
he palfed the Straights and came to Myriander , where much ram falling held 
the Macedonians in their Tents. 

22. Darius in the mean while by the perfwafion of fome Grecians about 
him, had made choice of the plains of Syria , moft capable to receive his 
multitudes, and opportune for the horfe to charge in; and for fome time here 
he continued ; but Alexander delaying his march, he was perfwaded by his 
Courtiers that he dared not to adventure any further, or look him m the face, 
and becaufe Winter approached he would lofe no rime, and therefore fend¬ 
ing away his money and fluff of moft value,with fuch as were not fit for War, 
unto Dam#fleas, he hafted into Cilicia, where he fuppofed Alexander to have 
poffeffed himfelf of the difficult paffages, as nor daring to try battel in open 
held. Suppofing that he pretended fickneffe, and hid himfelf in the ftraigbts, 
he paffed over the Mountain, and went co moft imprudently paffing by, 

and leaving him at his back. Taking this place, and therein fuch of the Ene¬ 
my as being fick and weak were there left, he cut off their hands, and then 
fearing their Arms fent them away to tell cheir King what they had leen; for 
he thought now the Enemy to have left If as, and fled for fear of him, and 
for that reafon hafted over the Hill Pinaras, chinking to fall upon him in the 
Rear. Alexander knowing for certain that he was paffed by, took thence 
occafion to encourage his Souldiers, who now could not be overmatched 
by multitudes, and fending a party of horfe to view the firaights, returned 
thither by night, and repoffeffed himfelf of them. Then refrefliing his 
men for the reft of the night, he feta ftrong watch upon the Rock, and m 
the morning went down into the path,and fet his Army in order for a battel. 

24. This being done, the Armies joyned ere long, and Alexander feeing 
where Darias was, made towards him, which when Oxyathres the brother of 
Darias faw, to prevent him, he placed a Company of moft valiant horf-men 
before the Charior, which cut off many of Alexander his men, who prelied 
forwards. But the Macedonians giving way to none m valour, with great 
violence broke in amongft them, and then a mighty (laughter followed, and 
a °reat heap of Carkafes lay before Darias his Chariot. Many of the molt 
nobie Captains amongft the Perfians fell, fome ofth z Macedonians, and 
Alexander himfelf received a wound in his Thigh.

Sic, but to repair it he caufed great Trees robe cut.dowrim the Moun¬ 
tains, which together withthe boughsbemg caft. n, and 
upon them, refilled the violence of the waves, and at length by the great num¬ 
ber of bands, and incredible induftry, the Ifland became but a Temnfuh 



But for all this, the Syrians having the command of the Sea, their Cicy feem- Se ct. a. 
ed yet to be impregnable, whereupon Alexander had thoughts of gathering C'VV* 
together a Fleec; bur in the mean time came in the Kings of Aradus and 
By bins, who had Withdrawn themfelves with their Fleet from * utophradates 
che Per Ran Admiral, and with them the Sidonian Gallies. Befides thefe 
Veffels belonging to Phoenicia (which were 8o in number) ac the fame time 
came ten from Rhodes , from Solos and Malios three, and from Lycia ten, 
befides one great Gaily from Macedonia. All thefe he pardoned , as havin'* 
been neceflicated to joyn with the Per [tans. And A^elmicus the King of 
Tyre now left Autophradates and came home; Arrianus writing chat he was 
taken in che City. 

40. From the Mountain Ubanm was wood broughtfor the making of En¬ 
gines, Towers, and Ships, in which work whilft Alexander his men were 
imployed, fomeof the wild Arabians fe\\ upon them, flew thirty, and rook 
fcarcely fo many. He upon notice hereof lefc the charge of the Siege to Perd c- 
cat, and Cruterus, and fpeedily with a ready Ban'd of men went into Arabia , 
where when they came to the mountainous parts of che Hill called Antiliba - 
nut, they left their Horfes and marched on foot. When it grew night, and 
the Enemy approached, though his men were before, yet would he not leave 
his School-mafter Lyjimxchits terns, weary and fpenr, but ftill drawing him on 
was parted from the Army, and forced with a few about him to paffe the night 
in a dark and cold place. But feeing many fires to be kindled afar off by the 
Enemy, he being nimble of body ran to one of them, and killing two Ba- 
barians that there fate, brought away a fire-flick burning to his Companions, 
who therewith kindled a great fire, and thereby ftruck fuch a terror into the 
Arabians , as all that night they paffed in quietneffe. Then partly by force and 
partly by agreement he reduced the Country into obedience, and in eleven 

’ dayes time returned to Sidon, where he found arrived out of Peloponnefm 
4000 Greekijh Mercenaries, under the conduft of Alexander the Son of 
Polemo crates. 

41. Having then got together a. Navy of 199 or 200 (hips, he fee fail from 
Sidon and came to Tyre , the Inhabitants whereof refufed to fight by Sea, 

-but yet let down none of theircourage, though 30 Meffengeswere come from 
Carthage to let them know, that that State bein'* hindred by a domeftick War> 
could not afford them any fuccour. They fent their wives and children thither 
to be out of the danger, being thereby the more willing to undergo any them¬ 
felves, which they little regarded, making float refiftance, but at length che 
City was taken j one faith by treachery, another by a ftracageme, but more 
by plain force; Alexander himfelf alone firft going down from the wooden 
Tower he hadreared, by abridge hid upon che wall. The Inhabitants, 
though the Enemy had encred, called one upon another, and fortifying the 

Tyre taken, narrow paffages flood out ftill, till the number of 7000 (che moft of thofe 
that fought) were (lain. The Conquerour condemned the women and chil¬ 
dren that were found unto bondage, the young men to the number of 30 co 
he caufed to be hanged all along the fhore, or crucified, as another telleth us, 

(which was accounted a fervile kind of death ) becaufe che Tyrian {lives had 
formerly confpired againft tbeir Matters, and flainchem all with their whole 
families, leaving no free people alive, except one Strato and his Son,to whom 
and his poftericy they committed the Kingdom. Fifteen thoufand the Sido~ 
nians faved upon the account of kindred (they reckoning both Tyre and Sidon 
to have been built by Agenor) from whom the City was again re-peopled, 
and to fuch as had fled to the Temple of Hercules, Alexander granted in¬ 
demnity, amongft which che Kino and his family were, with fome Cartha¬ 
ginians which were come for the honour of Hercules to the Metropolis, This 
befel Tyre in the monech Hecatombaon, when Annicetus (otherwife called A - ^ 

Nicer atm and Nicetas) was Archon ac At hens s in the firft year of the 112 th y'r’l'Jl' 1 ' ** 
Olympiad, the fifth of Darius , and the fifth of Alexander , A. M. ^ ar ji 5. * 

42. During this Siege, the Officers of Darius whch efcaped from che bat- Alcxaad. $, 
tel at I flits, with all thofe chat followed them, and che youth of the Cappa- 
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Sect.4. docians, and Papklagonians, attempted to recover Lydia- but Amigonus 
t who there commanded for Alexander overthrew them thrice in feveral pla¬ 
ces At the fame time alfo A rijlimenes , who was fenc with fome {hips by 

Darius to recover the Coaft of A fa lying upon the Ilellefpom , was wholly 
defeated by a Fleet of Macedonians which Alexander had fent for ouc ot 

Gr *li, Whilft Alexander lay before Tyre, another Ambaffage came to him 
from Darius, who now offered him ioooo talents as a ranfom for his relati¬ 
ons, and all Aft a betwixt the He He [pom and the River Halys in Dower with 
his Daughter; which conditions that he might incline him to receive, he fees 
before him the difficulties of paffing into the Eaftern Countries, and laid the 
D^wfendeth Ioffe of the laft battel to the ftrafehtneffe of the place: he fought to terrifie 
new propofalihiroby threatning to incompaflehim in the plain Countries, and bad himcon- 
to Alexander, fi(fer how i mp0 {gble it was to paffe the Rivers of Euphrates , Tigris, , Araxes, 
whichhere- andthereft> wich things of the like nature. The propofals being brought be- 
fore a feleit Committee of Alexander’s friends, Par memo who was now old, 
and full of riches and honour, faid, thac if he were Alexander , he would ac¬ 
cept of them, to which the King anfwered, thac fo would he, if he were 
Parmenio. But he returned anfwer to Darius , that he offered him nothing 
but his own, and what victory and his own valour had pofleft him of; that he 
was to give conditions and not to receive any, and chat having paffed the Sea 
it felf, he difdained to think of refiftance in tranfporcing his Army, over Ri¬ 
vers. As for his Daughter, he faid he would marry her, though without his 
confent, and if he would cafte of his humanicy, he ftiould comp and refer 
himfelf to him. Darius having received this anfwer, prepared himfelf anew 

for the War. , _ , „, . , . „ 

44. Tyre being taken, Alexander invaded Judaa, refolving to bring all . , . 

Pale fine intofubjedtion. At this time Jaddus was the High-Prieft there, c J ■ 
whofe Brother Manajfes married Nicafo the Daughter of Sanbaltar, who had lib. n. 
been fenc from Darius to govern Samaria, being both Sons to John y called m cap. 
KTehentiahy Jonathan and Johanan , who was Son to Jehoiada. Manajfes Jofcphits jfl* 

thus matching himfelf, the people was difpleafed at it, and thereupon Jatttm e 'J'^ ' * 

defired him to put away his wifejnot only the People but the Law fo requiring ] 
it. Hereupon he repaired to his Father in Law, and told him, that his wife 
was dear unto him; but he muft either part with her or his Prieft-hood, who 
anfwered, that he would fo bring it abour, that he Ihould not onely be Prieft, 

A Tcraole but an High-Prieft alfo, being minded to build for him upon Mount Geriz.im 
built by Sait - near to Samaria a Temple like to that of Jerufalem , which thing be would 
ballot on obtain to be confirmed by Darius. Many betook rhemfelyesto Manages, 

mount Geri* being allured with the newneffe of the thing, and the liberality of Sanballat ; 

^ m ’ but Alexander at that time palling the HelUfpont, the confutation thereupon 

was difturbed. After Darius was beaten and rerired back into Perfta, San¬ 
ballat revolted unto Alexander , and going over to him with 8000 men,though 
now very old, defired of him leave to build his new defigned Temple, per- 
fwading him ic would be for his inrereft, thac thereby the Jews being divided 
amongft themfelves, might be the lefle able to refill him. Alexander yield¬ 
ing to his requeft, he returned, and falling with great induftry upon the work, 
he died not long after. 

45. This was at fuch time as Alexander lay before Tyre, duringivhich 
h-Pricft of Sie g e > he fent round about to d«mind an Oath of Allegiance, and afliftance 
the Jews refii- f rotn the feveral Cities, and amongft the reft the meffengers came to Jerufa- 
ling to bre»k lem. Jaddeus or Jaddus the High-Prieft anfwered. That he had entredby 
his Faith, Oath into fociety with Darius , and whilft he lived he might not by any means 
Alexander in- break his Faith 5 with which anfwer Alexander being moved, after the ca- 
vadechyj^g of Tyre (not of Gamuts thinketh, for then he muft have re¬ 

turned backwards) hee invaded Judaa. The High-Prieft and People 
then looked for nothing but mine, but he imploring the afliftance of God, was 
warned in a dream to go out and meet him, adorned with his Pontifical Veft- 
ments, with the Levites and People, as in a folemn Procefiion. Alexan¬ 
der 
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But his wrath der meeting this long train, lighted from his Horfe, and adored the Prieft, at S&CT.4. 
» appeafed. which thing ail the reft being amazed, Par memo asked him the reafon there- V*VN 

of, to whom he anfwered, that he worflaipped not the Prieft, buc the God 
whom he ferved, for that whilft he was yet in Greece, and cotifulted about 
his Expedition into Afa, fuch an one appeared to him, advifed him to it* 
and promifed him fuccefle. Then going up to the City he afeended to the 
Temple, and facrifized according co the dire&ions of the Prieft, who {hewed 
him the Prophecy of Darnel, wherein was foretold, chat a Grecian {hould 
obtain the Empire of the Per fans. He accounting himfelf the man rejoyced 
thereat , and the next day offered to the People vvhatfoever they would 
ask of him, who requefted they might live after their own Laws and Cuftoms, 
that on every fevench year in which' they fovved not, they might pay no tri¬ 
bute, and thac fuch of their Country-men as inhabited Babylon and Media, 
might alfo be left to their own Laws, all which he readily granted them. He 
offered them alfo, If they would follow him, the freedom of the exercife of 
their Religion, whereupon many gave their names to the Expedition; 
and then leading his Forces to the neighbouring Cities, he was friendly re¬ 
ceived by them. 

4 6. the Samaritans met him in the way, defiring him to vifit their Ciry 
Sicsrna , ( feared at the foot of the Hill Geriz,int, and inhabited by the 
Runagates of the Jewijh Nation) to honour their Temple with his prefence, 
and to remit co them alfo the tribute of every feventh year, they flowing not 
therein ; for that they were Hebrews, though not Jews , as defeended of Jo- 
feph and his two Sons Ephraim and Manajfeh, all which he referred to his 

return. By chis time his Officers had recovered feveral places that had revol- cmm lib - *■ 
ted, as Callus Paphlagonia , Antigonw Lycaonia , and Balacrw Miletus , 
after he had ove rthrown ldames the Captain of Darius. Cilicia he bad com¬ 
mitted co the care of Sofcrates , the Country about Tyre to Philotas the fon 
of Par memo, who had delivered his charge of (JebeJUa to Andromachus, 
that he might follow the Expedition. All the Towns of Pale fine he had got 
now into his hinds, except te*, which Bam the Eunuch refolved to hold out 

apainfi him. This was a City diflanc from rhe Sea about two miles and an half f 

He beftegeeh of difficult acceffe by reafon of the depth of fand about it, the Sea near unto 
it being very muddy, being large,. feated upon an high Rock, and compafled 
with a ftrong wall.- Hicher, having commanded Hephafiion to go before 
with the Fleet, he came, and fate down before it with all his Forces. 

47. Having viewed the fituation of the City, he refolved that light kind of viodom, 
earth to be fit for digging of mines, which he commanded prefently to be at- 
tempted, and feeing chat no wooden turrets could be ere&ed by the walls be- An:mm, ut 
caufeoftheloofenefle of the fand, he made a great heap of earth and ftones plus. 

to be laid, which equalled the height of the walls, on which he planted his 
Engines for batterie.. By the advice of Arijtandcr his Prophet, he contained 
himfelf for a time without the reach of the Arrows, but the Arabians whom 
Bat is the Governour (called Babernefes by Jofephus) hidfiired, ifluing forth 
fet fire to the Engines, and beat away the Macedonians from the Mount, he 
ran in with the Targetiers to the refeue, and kept his men from running, but 
be himfelf received a wound on his fhoulder. Afterwards thofe Engines be¬ 
ing come by water with which he had taken Tyre , he caufed the whole City 
to be furrounded with mounts two furlongs broad, and 250 foot high, where-- 
byconfli&ing. both with Engines above ground and below, at length after 
two moneths it was taken, the wall being broken by a Mine, at which breach 
the Macedonians entred. Alexander himfelf led in his men, and when his 
former wound was not yet quite cured, received a bruife on his chigh with a 
flone. The defendants ftirred not from their places, but fighting to' the laft, 
were all {lain to the number of ioooo. The women and children the Con- 
auerour made Slaves , and furnifltiing the City with a new Colony g’- . , 
tnered out of the places adjacent, ufed it as a Garrifon in the War. 

48. From Goza he fent Amyntas the Son of Andremo with ten Gatlies into £ 
Macedonia, to make a Leayie of the ftouceft young men, and bring them cuntus Ub. 4. 
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over, becaufe the War though prosperous, vyafted his old flock of Soldiers, 
and he could not fo well crufl foreiners as his own fubje&s. Then marched 
he ftrait for Ej rypt, and the Seventh day after his removal from Gaz.* arrived 
at that place, afterwards called Alexanders-Camp, and came to Peluftum. 

Here met him great multitudes of Egyptians, who being weary of the info- 
lenceand avarice of the Per fans, expefted his coming, and gladly received 
him. Placing a Garrifon in Peluftum, and commanding that the Ships fhould 
fayl up the River to Memphis, he having the Nile on his right hand, came, 
through the defart to Heliopolis , and thence eroding the River, uhto Mem - 
phis, which when he approached, Ma^aces the Perfian Governour met him, 
and delivered into his hinds 800 Talents, with all the royal houlhold-ftuff. 

Here he facrifized to all the Egyptian Goto, and celebrated Games,and then 
f.iyled down theRiver to the Sea; and when.he came to Canopus fayled about 
the Lake Mareotis, betwixt which and the Egyptian- Sea, he chofe out a 
place whereon to build a Citie, which he would, have called after himfelf 
Alexandria. 

- 49. In this place towards the Sea and Haven flood there once a Village Strabo lib. 17. 

named Rhacotis. When the figure of the new Citie was to be delineated, for 
want of Chalk, they marked out the ground with Meal, which presently was mtarcb. in 
feized upon by an innumerable company of Fouls of all forts, that from the Alexandra. 

Sea and Lake came flocking thither, and devoured it all. Hereat the Kins* 
was discouraged, but his Prophets told him, that it Signified the Citie fhould 
be exceeding populous and wealthy, and nourifh all Sorts of men. He himfelf 
defigned in what place the Forum fhould be, and where the Temples that 
were to be Confecated to the Egyptian and Grecian Gods, and herein 
ufed the skill of that noble Architeft Dinocrates (called alfo Staficrates ) who 
■ was imployed by the Ephefians, in reftorin° of their Temple formerly con- 
fumed with fire. This (afterwards Famous) Citie was founded by Alexan¬ 
der in the fifth year of his reign, and the firft of 112th Olympiad, the 4171k of 
Nabonajar, from which year the moneth Thoth, as alfo the fifth of Darius , 
the fupputation of the years of Alexander is began by Vtolomy the Mathema¬ 
tician,and a Native of this Citie, A.M.3 673. 329 years before the o&ra of 
Chrift. 

50. Leaving the care of his new defigned Citie to fit Overfeers, he took llim> 
a journey toward the Oracle of Jupiter Hammon, ficuate in the vaft Tandy 
defartsof Libya , becaufe he had heard that Per few and Hercules had for- Mams lib. 3. 
merly gone thither; or to know his fortune, or that he might at leaft have 
occafion to boafl of his knowledge of it. In the midft of the way he encoun- Diodom ad 
tred Ambafladours fent to him from the Cyrcnaans, who brought a Crown 0 lymp. i», 
with other great gifts, amongft which were 300 excellent horfes trained up uus.x. 
and tau'ghrfor the War; which receiving in good part, he entred into con¬ 
federacy with them. Two great dangers especially to be met with in this «^ <Wa 
journey, viz. want of water in fo dry a place, and of being overwhelmed 4 
' by heaps of fand,which the South-wind threw upon 50000 of Cambyfes his ar¬ 
my , he eScaped wonderfully by abundance of rain which is faid to have falln, 

: whereby the way was made more firm and palfable; and two Crows are re¬ 
ported to have been his Guides, and in the night-time when they could not 
' be feen, by their crocking to have given notice which way they tended. 

When he arrived at the Temple, the Prieft, either hired to it,or mistaking the 
Greeks language as it is thought , faluted him by the name of Jupiter' s fon. 

Hereupon he took the name upon him, and to his Mother Olympias as well as 
others wrote with that Title. She facetioufly checked him for flanderin^and 
bringing her in danger with Juno ,by making her an Whore to Jupiter. By the GellifU lib l ^ 
terrourhereof he hoped to do wonders with the Barbarians , & becaufe Ham - cap.*, 
won was painted with che upper parts like a Ram, and the nether like to a 
mm, he alfo would appear to be horned , for which reafon amongft the Ara¬ 
bians he obtained then’me of Dulcarnaijn. When he received an anfwer fa- 
tisfa&ory, as he pretended, he returned into Egypt the fame way he came,or, 
as another wrote, by a more diredt one towards Memphis. 

51. Being 



51. Being come to Memphis,he received many Embaflies from Greece, sect 4. 
whence alfo came a new fupply of Forces, viz. 400 Greekjjh Mercenaries G/~VvJ 
from Antipater , and 500 horfeout of Thejfaly. The neighbouring Cities Arwm.cur- 
he exhauftedfor the peopling of his new one, which he ordained fhould be /#*• 
the Metropolis of Egypt. Amongft other forts of people the Jews alfo, Jofcplm de 
whofe fidelity he approved,were inrolled inhabicants, having equal privilege bdlolib ' z - 
With Gracians, and obtaining the name not onely of Alexandrians, but of A .f l 4 uit - 
Macedonians alfo: and to the Souldiers of Sanballat the Cut ha an , who fol* tibAl,ca ^ 
lowed him into Egypt, caufed he Lands to be affigned mThebais^ which Pro¬ 
vince he committed to their defence. He greatly aefired to fee not onely the 

remoter parts of Egypt, but v£tbiopia-a\fo : but the War depending yet 
With Darius, hindred him, and therefore difpofing of Egypt , he removed in 
the Spring thence to Tyre in Phoenicia . Over Egypt he lefc vEfchytus the Curtins. 
Rhodian, and PeaceJes the Macedonian, with 4000 Souldiers ; and the care 
of the River Nile he committed to Polemon with 3 o Gallies. As for the Civil 
Goverment, he lefc it to Dolafpes the Egyptian, to rule according to the an¬ 
cient Laws. 

52. Ere his departure, he underftood of the death of Andromachtis the 
Governour of Syria, whom the Samaritans burnt alive. With all expedition 
then he removed to revenge his death, but being on his way, the murderers 
were delivered up to him, whom he punifhed according to their deferts, and 
placed Memnon in his room. Taking che Citie Samaria, he gave it to the Prr 
Macedonians to inhabit, but the Countrey about it to the Jews Jot their fi- u * £bim ' 
delicy to him,with immunity from Tribute. Coming to Tyre, he celebrated Jofcphus mi* 
Games, as he had done at Memphis, and facrifized again to Hercules ; and tmApioncm 
nominating feveral Governours over the places already Conquered, cook his llbA - 
journey towards Euphrates. 

5 3. Dariw having underftood of his defign, to find him out whitherfoever An \ am C ur- 
he fhould go, pave out orders for all his Forces to meet zt Babylon,wheteot 
fome confided of fuch Nations as rather feemed to fill up the names of men 
than to make refiftance. This Army being almoft greater by the half than 
that which perifhed at Ijfw, many wanted Arms, which were fought for with 
all diligence. Some have reckoned 1000000 foot, and 460000 horfe, be- 
des 200 Chariots, ahd 15 Indian Elephants; whereas Alexander his Forces 
amounted but to 40000 foot, and 7000 horfe. In the moneth Hecatom- 
baon Alexander came to Thapfacw, where he found two bridges on the Ri¬ 
ver Euphrates 5 but fuch as reached not quite over to che further fide. Ma- 
***** was fent thither to hinder his paflage, with order alfo if he could not do 
Alexander par- this > t0 fpoylj and deftroy all things in his way ; but upon his approach he 
feth Euphrates, hafte away, and Alexander then making up the bridges, tranfported 
overall his Forces, and fo proceeding through Mesopotamia, Tjaving Euphra¬ 
tes and the Armenian Mountains on his lefc hand, made for fabylon, not che 
neareft way, but that which was more convenient for proyifion and mode¬ 
ration of heat. As he went forwards, he was given to underftand by fome 
Scouts which he took, that the King had picch’c his Camp on the further fide 
And Tigris, of the River Tigris, with intentions to hinder his paflage, but coming thither, 

he neither found him , nor any oppofition at all. This River was fo fwife 
(being upon that account by the Per fans called the Arrow ) that by the vio¬ 
lent force of its ftream it drave many weighty ftones before it, and thofe chat 
lay in che bottom were made fo round, and well pollifhed by concinual rol¬ 
ling, that no man was able to fight on fo flippery a footing, fo thatthe Md* 

•cedonian foot-men to wade the River , were forced to enterlace their Arms, 
thereby making one weighty body to refill the fury of the ftream; fo deep 
the Chanel was on the further fide, that to keep their Bowesfrom being wer, 
as alfo their Arrows and Darts, they were inforced to lift chem above their 
heads, fo that Darius might here have eafily refilled the Macedonians , and 
given a check to the fortune of the Conquerour, had not the fate .of the 
dying Perfian Empire befotted his mind, and deprived him of all common 
prudence, 

54. Ha- 
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54. Having (though with great danger) pafled the River without any Ioffe 
fave of a little of the Baggage, he led on through 4 fyria, having on the right 
hand the River Tigris ,and on the lefc the Gordon Mountains. On the fourth 
day after his paffage Ma&ttu fent a party of 1000 horfe upon him, which was 
eafily repelled by the Ptoman Captain Arifion, who flew their Captain, and 
bringing his head to Alexander , demanded a Cup of Gold as his fee* accord¬ 
ing co the cuftom of their Countrev, to whom he replied, fmiling, That an 
empty one was due, but he would give him one full of good liquor. Two 
dayes he here continued, giving orders for a march the next morning; but it 
hapned that in the firfl watch the Moon was Edypfed,and feemed of a bloudy 
■ colour, whereat (as all ocher common people long time after) the Macedo¬ 
nians , not knowing the caufe, were marveioufly affrighted. They appre¬ 
hended it as a certain token or prefage of their overthrow and deftru&ion, 
and began to murmur, that for the ambition of onemanrbat difdained to 
own Philip as his father, and would be called the fon of Jfipiter, they fliould 
all perifli, being forced to make War, not onely againft Worlds of Enemies , 
but againft Rivers , Mountains, and the Heavens themfelves. He knowing 
ic to be dangerous to lead his Army to fight whileft it was poffeffed wicn 
marcer of terrour, called the Egyptian Aftrologers, to allure them that this 
Eclypfe was rather a certain prefage of good fucceffe: and he made it out 
onely by this reafon, that the Grecians were under the Afpe<ft of the Sun^ 
and the Perfians of the Moon - and therefore the Moon failing and being 
thus darkned, the Perfian glory was to be Eclypfed. Arifiander the Sooth- 
fayer affirmed the fame, promifed Alexander good fucceffe, and affirmed a 
battel was to be fought in that fame moneth, for the facrifices portended 
vi&ory. Hereby the Souldiers were fetled, and their courage redoubled,ac- 
cording to the great influence of fuperftition upon the common fort of 
people. 

55- Thinking ic wifdom to'makeufeof the prefcnt difpofition of their 
minds he marched thence, and proceeded, till he heard that Darin was not 
much above twenty miles diflant from him, upon notice whereof he refled 
there bis Army for four dayes. Here were interrupted Letters written by Da- 
rim to the Gractons , to perfwade them co kill, or betray him, which by the 
advice of Parmenio he fuppreffed, and removing thence it hapned chat Sta* 
tira, the Wife and Sifter of Darius, through thetedioufneffe of the journey, 
and grief,fell into untimely travel,and died,at which difafter Alexander feed 
tears, and feared no coft in folemnizing her Funerals, grieving that he was 
thus deprived of fo fair an occafion of fhewiiig mercy. One of her Chamber- 
lanes , byname 7 ireos, an Eunuch, flipped away, and carried the news of her 
death unto Darim, He fell of beating his head, and deplored the fortune of 
the Perfians, which nbt onely fufferea the Queen to be taken Captive, but 
dying in that condition to want the Ornament of a Royal Funeral. Being fa- 
tisfiedthat there was no want of any fuch Ceremonies, or of tears from his 
Enemy to bedew her Hearfe, he fell into a jealous conceit that nothing but yueviut in 
unchafte affe&ions had drawn them from Alexander , and lamented his Wife’s vita Altxand, 
condition, who had been fubjefted to the luftfull power of the Conquerour. 

But being with much ado perfwaded of his continency, with hands lifted up 
to Heaven, he prayed that he might be able to reftore the fortune of the Per- 
ftans to his pofterity as he found ic, that fo he might be able to requite Alex- 
dtr for his noble carriage towards his relations: But if the fatal time was come, 
and it fo feemed good to Nemefis, and the vicilfitude of worldly things, that 
the Perfian Empire fhould receive its period; that none but Alexander alone 
might fit in Throne of Cyrus. 

%6 . He difpatched away to him then a new Embaffy of ten of his princi¬ 
pal friends, and offered him for his Mother, and two Daughters Ranfom 
30000Talents, and in portion with his Daughter Statyra all Afia, be- Curdm, 
twixc the Hellespont and the River Euphrates, He anfwered,that fometimes y todmsut 
he endeavoured to corrupt his friends, and otherwhiles his Soldiers todeftroy ' 
him,and that therefore he was co be profecuced not as a juft and fair enemy,but 

as 
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as a pernicious murderer: that what he had already gotten, though now offer- Sect 1 
ed to him, was the reward of War, by which the bounds of both their Kin°- 
doms fliould be limited, and chat they fliould both abide by what the fortune 
of the next day fliould aflign them. Danas had before this time come to 
ArbcU a City belonging to Babylon, where leaving the greateft part of his 
baggage, he went to the River Lyons, over which laying a Bridge* he pafled 
over his Army in eight dayes, and proceeding ten miles pitchc his Cams upon 
the River Bumelus, near to a Village called Gaugamela, which in the Per- 
fan Language fignified the honfe of a Camel . for that Darius the Son of Hi- St ., n 
fiafpu gave this place to the maintenance of a certain Camel which had been ° ' * 

tired m carrying his proviiions through the Defarts of Scythia. This was' a 
Chimpain Country round about, and fuch grounds as were high he caufed to be 
levelled, to be convenient for the fighting of his Horfe, and that he mi°ht have 
a free profpeft round about him. 

57. Underftanding from his Ambafladors returning, that hemuft expefl 
nothing but a battel, he lent Mauaus to defend a p’flage which he never vet

mas. the Enemy, and in his march a pannick fear feized on his Army, bv reafon of 
rhe Lightning of the Heavens in the Summer feafon, which they took as pro¬ 
ceeding from feme attempt of Darin- with fome pains he undeceived them, 
and thought good to forcifie himfelf in the fame place that night. Yet in the 
night he departed thence about the feeond watch, as thinking to fail on the 
Enemy by break of the day. Upon his approach Mazaus with his Horfe fer- 
fook an Hill which he had feized on, and returned to Darim, which place 
Alexander by the advice of Parmenio chofe himfelf, as fafer than the Plain, 
and from which one might cake a full view of the Perfian Army. Before the 
Fight his friends came co him and complained of the Soldiers, becaufe in plat mu >/t 
their conferences they had agreed co cake all the profit of the plunder to them- Apophthegm. 
felves, withouc bringing any thing to his treafurie ; whereat be fmiled, and 
laid, they told him good news concerning the difeourfes of fuch as were re- 
lolved to overcome, and not to flie. Many chen of the Soldiers referred co 
him, and bad him be of good cheer, and not be afraid of the multitude of the 
Enemies, which would not endure their very {limiting for the battel. 

58. The two. Armies lying in the view of each other, in the eleventh night idem hi 
after the Eclyps of the Moon, Damn kept all his men in arms, muftrin” his Alcx.ud. 
Forces by torch-lighr, which made all the Plain betwixt Niphates and the c f‘ ms - 
Gordy&an mountains co be of a flame. Alexander in the mean time whilft S 
wis Aiacedonians took their reft , vvasbufiein his Sacrifice with Arifiander. 

and ocil2rs vvou id have had him fallen upon the Perfians in the 
dead of the night, thereby to ftrike more terror into them ; but he anfwered 
them, that he wottldnatfteal yittory ; which Darius was afraid of, and there¬ 
fore contained his men in Arms all the nighc, which not a liccle in hired his 
affairs the day following. All the night Alexander pafled without deep, be¬ 
ing careful for the main chance; but about the morning watch fell fe faft 
afleep, that it being full day he could hardly he awaked, and to his friends 
demanding the caufe thereof he replyed, tint now he was eafed by Darius of 
all his care, feeing he had gathered all his Forces into one place, and there- 
fore in one day he hoped to put an end to his daily labours and danger. His 
whole force confided of about 7000 Horfe, and 40000 Foot, over which 
his chiefeft Captains were Parmenio , with PhUotas and Nicanor bis Sons* 
whereof this commanded the Fooc Regiment of the Argyrafpides , or Sil- 
ver-Shields; Ccentts , who commanded the Elimiois j Perdlccas Captain of 
cL-J-f and 5 Meleager ; Polyfperchan ; Hephaflion Captain 

of his Life-guard; Menidas ; Philip the Son of Btlaccus ; Craterus ; Ers- 
g ril , Philippas chit had the Theffalian Troups, and Cljtus 

the black who lead the Kings Regimenr. He himfelf commanded the right 
wing, - and m both caufed the battel to bee made femething benditag- 
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z'Tct. 4. wife , left they fhould bee incompaffed with the multitudes of the Per- 

J ‘*Tg. Darius having marfhalled his men accordirg to their feveral Nations, 
took the command of the wing oppofit to Alexander, and lead on againft him. 

Afcer a found to the charge on both fides, and a great fhout, the Armies met, 

'• iv battel of and in the firft place the fcythed Chariots being driven with great f«y upon 
the Macedonians , ftruck them with great conlternacion, for that Ma^us 
the General of the Horfe following the Chariots dofe, made the charge the 
mo-e terrible. But the Macedonian phalange, according to the King s order, 
beatin° their Targets with their Spears, made fuch a noife, that the Horles 
s’kared°therewithvbore backwards, and recreated for the moft part; and though 
fome went ftill forwards, yet the Macedonians parting afender, made a lane 
and ler them paffe through, yet with the Ioffe of many whom the Scythes had 
cauoht. After the Arrows and Darts were fpenr, the Armies came to hand- 
ftroltes, wherein the Horfe was firft ingaged. Vanns in the left wing was 
Hourly defended by his follower?, who fighting under his eye, laboured all 
they could With their multitudes to oppreffe the Macedonians s And M*- 
xaus in the lefc wing charging with great valour, at the firft onfet did great 
execution. Then fent he a Party of acoo Caduaans, and icoo of the choi- 
ceft Scythian Horfe, to fall upon the Enemies Camp, where a great tumult 
following, fome of the captive women took their opportunity, and betook 
themfelves to their friends, but Sifygamble Mother to Darius refufed to ftir, 
and kept her felf quiet in the fame place, not thinking it fit to truft her 
felf to the doubtful fortune of an efcape, or {hew any mgrateful difre- 
fpeft to Alexander : the Scythians plundred moft of the baggage and 

de 6o^In the meanwhile, part of the Horfe that fought about Darius, with 
their multitudes preffed fore upon the Macedonians ,, and forced them back, 
whereby the fecond time the Vidtory feemed to incline towards the 1 erjsans. 

Alexander feeing how he was concernd to relieve his men, broke out with 
his own Regiment upon Darius himfelf, and with a Dart dew his Chariot- 
driver. The Courtiers hereupon crying out, thofe that were further oftlup- 
pofed the King himfelf to have been thin, and therewithall betook thern- 
Telvesto their heels, which the next feeing fled alfo for company, ine 
ranks alfo about Darius began to be broken, till at length all one fidewasba- 
Dams flkth. K( j anc j t h en ha accounted it alfo time to fly, and therevvithall fuch a dutt 
was raifed, Alexander with his Troops giving the chafe, that it could not be 
difeovered which way he fled, ufing great celerity therein, and for thatpur- 
pofe mounted a Mare that had lately foaled, as he had done before at the bat¬ 
tel at fffas. Whilft thefe things were thus carried in the left vying, Ma^asts 
in the ri^ht fore preffed upon his adverfaries, which Parmenio with the TbeJJa- 
lian Horfe and other for a time fuftained; but being put fore to it, he lent 
to Alexander for fpcedy relief. But he could not be found; fothac he was 
forced to ufe his utmoftskil in making the 7 heffalians endure the brunt; 
and at length put the Barbarians to flight, after they were difheartned with 
the report of their Princes fortune. 

61. Darius with a few in his company came to the River Lyctts, which 
having palled, when fome ndvifed him to break down the Bridge, left the 
Enemy fhould make ufe thereof in the purfute, knowing char if he fhould do 
fo, h: mnft leave many thoufands of his men as a prey 50 him, he anfwered, 
chic he had rather afford way to the purfuers, than take it from thofe that fled. 

Here Alexander immediately purfued him, but not being able to reach him, 
he returned, and fought a more (harp encounter than ever with fome forth,- 
ans t hd ans, and many of the valianteft of th c Perfian, , wherein though 
he had the better, yet he loft Sixty of his followers, and PTepha/hon with 
(mans and Agendas were wounded. Of the Barbarians (a) one maketh ^ Dio darns.

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6z. Darius fled from the River Lyons to Arbela, where lie arrived about 
midnight, and then concluding that Alexander would march to Babylon and 
s *fa refolved to flie into the utmoft borders of his Kingdom, there to renew 
the War; and accordingly withdrew himfelf into Media , beyond the Moun- 
taines of Armenia. About midnight Alexander fet fo-wards for Arbela 
hoping to take him there with all his treafure ; but arriving there the next 
day, he found not him, but met with much treafure, with his Bow and Target 
Now feemed the Empire of the Per [tans to all men to be diffolved. and 
■ thereupon Alexander was declared King 0 f A fit, and for joy thereof Aerifi¬ 
ed with great magnificence to his Gods, and beftowed riches, houfes, and 
Countries upon h lS friends. Forefeeing that the air thereabouts, by reafon 
of the corrupaon of the dead bodies might be infectious, he removed with 
all fpeed from Arbela towards Babylon , being in his way met with Mahans 
the Goyernour, who gave it up into his hands , and Bagophanes the Keeper 
of the Caftie and the King’s treafure.?, left he fhould be exceeded by MazLs, 
caufed the way cobe ftrowed with flowers and garlands; filver Altars heaped 
with Frankincenfe and ocher odours being placed on both fides. The Towns¬ 
men came alfo to meet him? vvhom he commanded to follow his rear, and 
lo entred the City and Palace in a Chariot, with his armed men about him. 

I mrcy dayes he fpenc in * looking over Darius his houfholdftuff, all which * f 4 inlib.il. 
time his Army glutted themfelves with the contentments of the Town. Here C ,irtil 
the. Chaldeans fhewed him the motions of the Stars, and the appointed vicifli-“ iW * 
tudes of times: and Califlhenes the Philofopher fent into Greece unto Ari. 
jhtle (whofecoufin german his Mother was) the Cocleftial obfervacions of 
(a) 1903 years. He confuted thefe men about his affairs, and at their defire M Porphyrias 
cauied fuch 1 emples to be rebuilt, as Xerxes bad out of anger deftroyed, afeer a P lt ‘ l simtici- 
hisoverthrovv m Greece.

6 3. He committed the charge of cheCaftle of Babylon to A (rathen of 
Pydna, with a Garrifon of 7 oo Macedonians, and 300 Mercenaries, 
appointing Manaus the Stttrapa of the Country. To Apolhdorus of A m - 
fh'polu and Menetes of Pella, he aflignedthe Government of the Militia 
op thz Satrapies 0 f Babylon, and the ocher Countries as far as Cilicia, lea¬ 
ving them 2000 Foot, and 1000 talents o£ filver, to hire as many Solders as 
they cowd; and to Mnhrinas who betrayed the Caftle of Sardis unto him, 
a-granted Armenia.

64. Drawing near to Safa, he met with the fon of the Satrap* thereof, 
fent unto him with a Meffenger that brought Letters from 'Philoxenus, whom 
prefently afcer the battel at Gaugamela he had fent thither. The Letters im¬ 
ported that the Sufians had yielded their Citie to him, and that all the King’s 
Treafurewas fafeforhim, which A halites the Satrap* fent his fon alfo to 
fwnifie, either for that he fought to obtain favour, or as fome thought, be- 
in” underhand ordered by Darius to do fo; thac Alexander being bu- 
fie & d with fuch booty, he might have time to confult the better for his own 
affairs. On the twentieth day after his departure from Babylon he arrived at 
Sufa, where he took polfeffionof betwixt fourty and fifty thoufand (as is to 
be fathered from all Authors) Talents of Silver, befides Gold and Rich Fur¬ 
niture. Many things he there found, which Xerxes had brought out of Greece , 

and amongft the reft the brazen Statues of Harmodius and Ariftogiton, which 

he fent back unto Athens. He left the Mother and Children of Darius at 
§ufa, with Matters to teach them the Greek, tongue, and then committing 
the Citie to the care of Archelm , the Cattle to Xenophilus , the Treafury to 
Callicrates, and the Satrapy of the Countrey of Safa to A halites, in four 
encampings he came to the River Pafitigris, being refolved to invade Per fa. 

65. Near to the Countrey of Safa lieth that of the Uxiavs , running out Diodorus. 
into the Borders of Per ft* , and leaving a ftraight paffnge betwixt it (elf and 

the Sufi an Dominions. The inhabitants of the low-land Countrey became 
without much ado fubje£t to Alexander ; but the other with fome (laughter 
of them he forced to fubmit; and whereas they demanded money of him Amrnis. 
which they ufed to receive from the Kings of Perfia for their palftge, he im- 
pofed a Tribute of 100 Horfes, 500 Cartel, and 30000 Sheep yearly to be * 

paid, they living like Shepheards, and ufing no nioney. After this he com¬ 
mitted the baggage, with the Thejfalian Horfe, the Mercenaries and Affoci- 
ates, with the reft of the Army that ufed heavy Armour,to Parntenio , to lead 
that way into Perfia, that was paffable with Carriages, and he himfelf taking 
the Macedonian foot with the horfe of the affociates,and others, with all 
fpeed marched a nearer one through the hilly Countrey. Being arrived at 
the Pyla, or Straights of Perfia, he found Ariobarzanes, a Per fan Satrapa, 
feized thereof, by whom he was repelled alfo with fomedifgrace and Ioffe, 
beino forced to retreat four miles from the Straights; but at length being 
led by a Shepheard , another difficult way, he came upon his Enemies on a 
fudden, and put them to flight. Buc Artobarzanes in the midft of near four¬ 
ty horfe, and 5000 foot, with great (laughters on both Tides broke through 
the Army of the Macedonians , which on both Tides had befet him , and 
made ioi Perfepolis the chief Citie of that Countrey, but being (hut out 
by thofe that kept it for the Conquerour, he turned again upon hisE- 
nemies, and with great valour renewing the battel, perilhed with all his 


followers. 

66 . Having private notice from7 jriiates the Eunuch, Keeper of the 
Treafure at Perjepolis , that they there had an intention to rifle it upon hear¬ 
ing of his coming, he took the horfe, and all the night marched thither- 
Hc cometh wards. Being a quarter of a mile from the Town, about 800 Grecians met 
to Pcrfeplh, him in manner of fuppliants, whom the former Perfian Kings had reduced 
into bondage , and as a token of flavery cut oft their Feet, Hands, Ears, or 
Nofes, and having marked them with fome Barbarian Letters, kept them 
as laughing ftocks for derifion. Theybefought Alexander, that as he had 
done by Greece , fo he would alfo deliver them from the cruelty of their 
Enemies. He offered them to fend them back, but they rather chofe to re¬ 
ceive fome grounds to live on, than returning home to carry greater dif- 
grace than comfort to their relations. To each of them then ‘he gave ^oco 
Drachms, and 10 Garments, with Cattel, Sheep, and Com, for the flocking 
of their grounds. The next day he called a meeting of his Officers, whom

1. Y N the time otCyrns the Great, and afterwards, lived Polycrates the 
I famous 7 yrant of Samite, who from a fmall beginning arrived at fuch 
A ex-Tao--dinary power, as no petcy Prince of the Greekjjh Nation was

been derived from the Tyrrhem, a people of Italy, becaufe they were cruel and 
given to robbery. Others thought it was derived of the City Eyre, by means 
of it’s riches and glory. Moft anciently the word was of no ill fignification, 
but was ufed in a good fenfe, there being no diferimination betwixt King and 
it, as * Servim obferveth. for, though Homer (wha never mentioneth * Mad> 
Eyre) either knew ic nor, or would not ufe ic, yet the Poets who follow him, 
call thofe Kings thac lived before the Trojan times bv the appellation of 7 > 
ranni A feerwards through the diffolute and cruel demeanour of fome Prin¬ 
ces, and the antipathic of rhe Greeks towards Monarchy ( after they had ge- 
nenlly ere&ed Oligarchical or Democratical Governments) it came to be ta¬ 
ken in abad fenfe. Herein ic is efpecially given to thofe, who, being once 
private perfons, en fla ved their Citizens by invading, without any juft title, 
the fupreme power; as to Polycrates, Pifflratttt, Dwtsy/ins , and Agatho- 
cles. It’s alfoapplied to the Children who fucceeded their Fathers in the ufur- 
pation And 'ic is al fo given fometimes to thofe who governed by the defire 

and confenc of the People, as Colon of Syracufa betokening, as to this ^ 
particular, a petty Prince or Pegu Ins. For it is feldom or never in ancient • 
Authors, when it'is taken in an ill fenfe, found,applied co any buctheufurp- 
ino Lords of Cities (not any notable Kingdom) and fuch Cities as had before 
been -overned in the way of a Commonwealth. And what is faid of thofe 
Governors called Tyranni, muftbe extended co their Government, mthe

how it increafed in ftrength after the recovery of it s liberty, called back 
H.ppias, refolving to reftore him. He was ready at their call, but then it 
hapned that Softcles the Corinthian Ambaflador and others of their confede¬ 
rates utterly difallowed of this prance, and therefore feei^ there was n^ 
hope of recovering his former condition, he returned ^ . 
laboured with all lu might to poffeffe Anapbernes 
againft the Athenians, that they mignt be conquered by Darius his Brother. 

They fent to Artaphernes, to defire him not to give credence to their exiles,

A * igi After the Ionian War was over, and the Grecians in AJU were forced Herodotus 
once more to undergo theyoke, Darius in 

the third after his viaorv, feno into Greece to demand Earth and Water as 
tokens of fubjeiftion. The Athenians m&Lacedansontans threw Mcflen- 
gers into a well, and bad them thence fetch Earthand Water to carry to their 
Mafter, but the Inhabitants of rfgina and other Iflanders, for fear of the 
Perfians, promifed obedience.The Athenians prefencly took offence thereat,as 
iudain^ that th z^Eginetans did in out of a grudge to them,that they might fight 
unfeche conduSof che *</!.»< agamft Aim, and therefore they fenc 
to Sparta to complain of them as Traitors to Greece . Cleomenes was fent 
fromthat State,and came co with an intention to apprehend the prin¬ 

cipal authors of the revolt; but one Crius there openly oppofed him, threat- 
nine him, in cafe he laid violent handson any,for that hebewhe did it with- 
our any publick decree of the Laced&monians , who elfe would have fent the 
other Kingwith him. This he faidat theinftanceo 'Demaratvsihz ocher 
King of Sparta, who difagreeing with Cleomenes ever fince the invafion of 
Attica, now alfo grievoufty accufed him in his abfence. Hereupon 
nes returned home, eaft out Denar aw, upon pretence of his illegiti- 

mation, 
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macion from his Office, andpuc Lemychtdes his kinfman in his place. Sf.er 
20. The Father of Demaratus was A rift on, 0 f thepofterity of Prlcles. 
a man as worthy as any of his Anceftors ; who having no children by two 
Wives (for which caufe he divorced them) to fatisfie the defires of the people 
(which g-eatly defired fome ifliie male from him) married a third, which 
already was the wife of his friend Agem, covenanting with him fo: her. 

The birth of ( llie being themoft beautiful woman next after Helena) which by the Laws 
Demmttu. of Dycurg’ts he might do. Being married, ithapned juft after feven monechs, 
when he was according to the cuftome fitting amongft the Ephor /, his houf- 
hojd fervanc came and fignified to him that he had a Son born, with the fad- 
dainnefteof which thing being difturbed, he rafhly fworethat it was not his' 
coming fo much within the Time. The Ephori then negletied it, and he af¬ 
terwards repenring of his rafhnefle, brought up the Child as his own, and 
becaufe he was fo defired by the publick willies of the People, gave him the 
name of Demaratus, After his death Demaratus fucceeded, a man of great 
wo'-rb, and who obtained a crown in th eOlympick Games, which never hap-• 
ned before to the Kings of Sparta, But that fpeech of his Father was now obje¬ 
cted againft him, by his Colleague and Emulator Cleomenes the Son of A,J X . 
aniridas, who accufed now alfo for their recreating formerly out of Attica 
which occafioned all the difference betwixt them; and all this was a^ra- 
vated by Lemychtdes, who fought for his place, and had a private Suar- 
rel with him about a wife , of which he had hindred him by taking her to 
himfelf. ° 

ai. Great contention hence arifing. the Spartans refolved to fend to Del. 

P" 0 f> and enquire of the Oracle whether Demaratus was che Son of Ariftor., 
which being done, Cleomenes procured a friend he had at Drlphos to corrupt 
pofcd'Tnd^" Pr ' 1,a - fo thirbelng drawn by bribery foe give the anfwer againll ZW-!i- 
LrnMbhk, put V‘‘ e 7 . rpomms procured him to be removed from the Kingdom, and 
in his place. Le:it y c "ws\i\s kiniman to fucceed him; yet though thus handled,'" he ceafed 
riot to love his Country, and continuing at home/difdained not to bear in- 
feriour Offices, till further affronted by Leutychidcs , vvho to infulc over and 
deride him , at fuch a time as overfeeing the exercifes of cheBoves, he fent 
demanded of him how he liked of that Office after the Kingdom. He 
answered, that he^ had cried both, but che other not, and chat rhat nueftion 
ihould be the original either of great mifehief or hippineffe to the Eacrda- 
mowans, and then getting him home with his head covered he facrifized to 
Jupiter 'and fending for his Mother con jured her to tell him the truth con¬ 
cerning his Father. Being affured from her of his Legitimation, he went out 
j f under pretence of going co Delphos • but took che way to Elis, 
and thence to the Iflin dZacjnthns, andfoto Darius King of Per ft a , the 
Z.icynthians having refufed to give him up to his Country-men who purfued 
him. He was received vvith great honour by the Ptrf.ans, who beftowed Lands D - . 
upon huri, ro maintain him in a Princely equipage j and there his pofterity is uZkf' 

reported to have endured a long feafon. 1 

. 32. Not long after Cleomenes received his juft reward, his own hands be¬ 

ing his executioners ; for his treachery againft Demaratus being come to light, 
and fearing to be called to an account for it, he firft fled into Theffalie , and 
thence returning inco Arcadia ftirred up the Inhabitants againft the Spartans , 
and attempted to fwear them to be true to him whicherfoever he fhouldlead 
cleomenes hi, Lacedemonians hearing of this, and fearing what he might do co 

ill end, m, recalled and reftored him to his former dignity; but when he was 

come home, hiving not had before this time a very ferled head, he now fell 
into a lnrenfie, as he met any one in the City, puflaing their faces with his 
scepter. His friends then bound him with wooden fetters, in which condition, 
partly by increases, and partly by threats, he gnr a Sword of his Keeper, 
wherewith begmning at the calf of his leg, he cut up his fleffi upwards to the 
I ' 5 > ,1nd » w b- n be ripped up his belly, died , leaving no iffue behind him, 
ut a pit tern or Juftice to all Greece , which being amufed at his end, moft 
attributed it cothe corruption of Pjthia , and that injuftice done to Demara .-

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Oi itieir goas ; duc cnc sir give* cunuuucu ui» juu^tu^ia w whwi ^uu 
him, becaufe he had bafely killed fuch of their Country-men as efcaped from 
a barrel fought vvich him, after he had got them out of the Tempk of Argus, 
and had burnt the grove which he had taken. This paffage betwixt the Lace- 
damonians and A'gives, is to be defcribed though in the fame order Herodo - Lacoa - lc ^ 

tus hath done it, it having hapned long before the death of Cleomenes, and as 
fattfanitu faith, in the beginning of his reign. 

13. Confuting the Oracle at Delphos , it was anfwered, that he fliould 
cake Argos , and hereupon he raifed at Army and invaded the Territories of 
that State. The Argives in their own defence made haft to meet him, l uc 
he facing upon them as they were at dinner, put many of them to the Sword, 
and befteged the reft in the grove at Argus, whither they fled. Then learning 
their names from fuch fugitives as were with him, he called them man by man 
out of the Wood to redeem themfelves (which at the Lacedemonian race was 
for two mins a man) and fo 50 of them coming out of the grove (in which 
place they could no fee beforehand what was done to their Companions) he 
put to the Sword, At length one of them climbing up on a tree difcovered 
the matter, after which no man would come out; but then he fee fire to the 
grove and burnt it and them together. After this, asking to whom of their 
gods the grove belonged to, it was anfwered to Argus, and fo he found and 
acknowledged himfelf deceived by the Oracle. Returning to Sparta , he 
was accufed as having been corrupted, for that he might have taken Argos if 
he would $ but the major part were fatisfied with his excufeand acquitted 
him. As for Argos it was rendred by this overthrow fo defolate of men, that 
the Slaves governed all things, till fuch time as the fons of the (lain grew up 
and recovered their Patrimony 5 after which the Slaves conquered Tyrimhes , 
and held it, till perfwaded by Cleander a certain Wizard, they returned, and 
made War upon their Matters, which continued long, till fuch time as the 
Ar gives with difficulty remained Conquerours. 

24. Cleomenes being dead, die^ginetans fent and complained of Leu- 
tychides for the injury he had done to th:m, in caufing together with Cleome¬ 
nes ten of their principal men to be kept as Hoftages at A thens. He was given

thenians to throw Darias his Meffengers into the pit, was afterwards decla¬ 
red by the people one of their Captains, and thence had occafion to obtain this 
famous viftory at Marathon. 

28. Miltiades flourifliing in great glory, and grace with the people, ob- mod.iib. 6 . 
tained of them 70 Gallies well manned, not making known his intention, cap.tji.&c. 
but profefling that he would much thereby benefit the State. He fayled to the 
I {land Paros (one of the Cyclades in the ^j^w-Sea, and famous for the 
beft Marble) the inhabitants of which having alhfted the Per fans at Mara- 
His fruitlefle than, he befieged, demanding 100 Talents of them. They would not hear of 
expedition to parting with money, but made provifion for refinance, whereupon he har- 
P' vos ' razed their Territories, and more clofely befieged them, and attempted the 
Citie for twenty dayes, but leaping oft from a Wall, he hurt his Thigh, and 
was forced to return home. There, when he was arrived, he was accufed by 
Xanthippus (the fon of Ariphron , and father to Pericles , his Emulator) of 
Treafon, as having voluntarily mifearried in the Enterprife about Paras. He 
could not be prerent himfelf to anfwer, his Thigh now corrupting, which 
held him in his bed,but Stcfsgoras, or Ttfagorot, his brother (according to Cor. 

Nepos") or rather,other of his friends did it for him,bidding the people remem¬ 
ber the battel at Marathon t and the taking of Lemnus, which he, having ex¬ 
pelled the Pelafgiaus , had fubdued under the Athenian power.. The people 
{pared his life, but fined him fifty Talents, which fum.this expedition had coft 
them. One tells us it was not out of any regard to his Crime fo much,as ha- Com 2 *j c pos in 
ving lately been under the Tyranny of Piftftratus , they feared now the power vl u Miltiadis, 
of their own Citizens, and him efpecially,who having been much praftifed 
in Migiftracy and power, and enclined naturally to a love of it, could fcarce 
as they thought bear the condition of a private life; fo that though being called 
a Tyrant,he’obtained that power not by his own feeking,but was ever found to 
be j’urt, moderate, and humble ; yet having a great name for Military mat¬ 
ters, and thereby great intereft, they chofe rather to condemn him though in¬ 
nocent, than continually be in fear, though they might have thought on the. 

Oftracifm. 

. . 29. After this, Miltiades died in prifon of the corruption of his Thigh, as Vak>\ &iax. 

urifon C m mort have delivered, his fine being yet upon the fcore; upon vvhich account l ‘£ J- 
V ‘ the Athenians would not fuffer his body to be buried, till fuch time as his fon 

Cimon offered himfelf to bonds in the room thereof. As his father before vii fcimm, , 
him, fo he was unable to pay the fine, and by the Laws of Athens could not Plutarch, in 
be releafed untill he had done it. He had then to wife his fifter by the fa- 
ther’s fide (as we are to take it) named Eipinice, * it being lawful! for the 
Athenians to marry fuch. One C alii at there was in the Citie, a rich man, libs. 

though of a vulgar caft, who had gained much by the Mines; he being in love cap#. & Har¬ 
wich her,offered Cimon, if he would part with her to him,to difeharge the cltn nomad 
fine. Cimon fleighted the offer, but (he avowed that fhe would not fuffer corn. Nepotem, 
any of Miltiades his Children to die in prifon, and that to prevent fuch a 
His fon cimon . thing,fhe would marry Colli at, if he would perform his offer. Hereby Cimon 
was perfwaded, married her to him, and the fine being difeharged, was fet at 
liberty, which he prefently improved for his own advancement. Thefe things 
fell out not long after the battel at Marathon. 

Xerxes inva- 50. Three years the Gr actant had reft, as from without, fo within them- 
dech Greece, felves, till the coming of Xerxes ; onely the War betwixt the Athenians and 
tAZginetans ftill depended,untill common danger drew them to a compofure. 

As the Athenians had given moll occafion to the invafion of Greece , lothey 
bore the greateft burthen thereof, and by the means ollhemiftocles, one of chum in vita 
their Citizens, procured the overthrow and flight of Xerxesfm that by his Ariftidis. 
Stratagems the Peloponneftans were brought co fight, and not fuffered to de¬ 
part to their feveral homes, which would have brought certain deftruftion to 
th ;m all. Afliftmt to Themiftocles was another of his Countrey-men, named 
Arijlides , who though baniflied by the Oftracifm through his procurement, 
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Them:(locks for that as they dilagreed in temper, fo in their way of policy, and Gover- <. F r T 
and Arijlides. ment ( Thtmijhcles being quick, bold, crafty, and eafilv changeable, accord- 
mg co the juncture of affairs; but drift ides conftant and grave, onely intent 
uponjuftice, and who neither in jeft nor earneft would give way to l yin® 
fcurrility, or deceit) yet now with others was recalled bv his means for the 
fatety of the Councrey, and voluntarily laid afide all private quarrels wh : ch 
came into competition with the pubiick fafety. The firname of Juft which 
firftgot this man love, afterward procured him envy, ThemlftocUs whifperir® 
this into the ears of the multitude, that whileft he took upon him to cenfure 
all things, he had prepared for himfelf a Throne, in the mine of the Courts 
of Judicature , and defended with a fufficient Guard. The multitude puf¬ 
fed up with their fuccefl’e at Marathon , and defigning great things in 
their heads,could ill bear any that excelled them in fame and glory , S and 
therefore flocking into the Citie they baniflied him by the Oftracifm, 
cloaking their envy at his gloria with a fpecious pretence of fear of Ty¬ 
ranny. 3 

3 V When rhey were come together ro give their fuffrages,a Countrey- ikmibhl 
man ignorant of Letters, is reported to have given a fliell to Ariftides (not 
knowing him, but to be of the common fort) anddefired him to wricerhere- 
in tor him the name of Ariftides, at vvhich he wondrin®, and askin® him if 
ever he had received any injury at his hands, he faid no, but th« he was 
troubled co hear him all over go by the name of Juft. Adftidts hearin® this, 
anfvvered nothing, but wrote his own name, and gave ic to the min,ancTwhen 
h>_ departed out ot the Citie, with hands lifted up to heaven prayed (contrary 
to what Achilles did when he found himfelf ill ufed by Aoamemnon) chic „■ J 
the eftate or Athens might never happen co be fuch as to give them occafion * 
to chink of Anjndes. But in the third year after, when Xerxes now marched 
through Theijaly and Bceoha towards A tica, the Athenians repealing their 
Decrees,recalled all that were baniflied, efpecially for fear of Ariftides. left 
joyning wirn the Enemy , he might by his Authority draw many of their 
Citizens to revolt. They were miftaken concerning the mins difoofition,for 
berore the Decree for his return was made, he had not been wanting to pro- 
Voke the Grecians as much as he could to defend their liberty j then joyned 
with 7 hemtfhcles , though one moft averfe to him, and for the pubiick good 
advanced him to the ffgheft degree of Dignity. He joyned in endeavours 
With him tor procuring the Gracians to fight, and underftmding that Pfyt- 
talia* little Ifland before Salamina was poflefled of the Enemy, he paf- 
fed over thither with a party of fuch as voluntarily followed him, and put 
all of them to the fvvord, except fome of the chiefeft,to whom he gave quar- 
, ter. He dilpofed Soldiers lo tnro.ughout the Ifland , that on which quarter 
foever any of either party fhould light,he might feize upon them, and fo pre- 
erve nisfnends, and provide that none of the Enemy fliould efcape : upon 
vvhich account a Trophy waserefted in Pfyitaha. And when Themiftocl.-s to 
cry him afeer the victory, faid, that one brave aft was done, viz. the overthrow 
thatanother remained,which was,by breaking the bridge to 
take A fin m Europe , he eirneftly defired him to rejeft all fuch advice, and 
rather to confider how foon they might expell the Mede out of Greece, 
left being fliut in with fuch g: - eat Forces, and all opportunity of flight being 
taken aw y, he might by neceffity be egged on to revenge. 

. After rhe overthrow and flight of Xerxes , ifemi (lodes having the h-/> lotus r>b % 
greateft authoriry in the fleet, went therewith agiinft fuch Blinders as hid cap.ut. " '

the Fleet returned ro Salamine , Themifocles without the privity of the reft, 
going to otner Ifl mds, from whom by his threes he exifted much money. 

After they had at Salamine divided the fpoil, and confecraced part thereof to 
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Sect.i. their gods, they wane co the Ifthmw , thereto reward him who ftiould be idm cap. us. 
i/YV thought to hive bell in the War deferred of Greece. When the Captains fe- h} 

verally came to deliver chair minds in writing at the Altar of Neptune, each rhcm ;jt 0 ^ 
one aferibed tohimfelf the firft place in meric, but to Thcmiftocles afligned 
the fecond, which amounted to as much, as if by a filenc confeflion they had 
acknowledged his merit to be principal. And rhough by the envy of the 
Captains his glory was deprefied, yet was he accounted the molt prudent man 
or' all Greece , and being invited down to Laceaamon, by the judgement of 
. . that fevere State, as the praife of valour was given to their own Eurybiades, 

is g one. ^ t0 f p- u dence and dexterity unto him. They gave him a crown of 

Olives, and the beft Chariot they had, as a reward, and wlrt before was not 
done to any mortal man by them, at his departure, to do him honour, they fent 
300 Horfe to conduct him to the borders of their Dominions. Afcer this, the 
G> &ci*n t overthrew Mar do nits: , whom Xerxes had left behind him, at the 
barrel of Plat&a, and the fame day the Perfian Fleet at Mycale a Promontory 
of Iowa, which they hereby reftored to liberty, Xanthippus being Archon at 
Athens* in rhe fecond year of the 7:* Olympiad, and the feventh of 
the Reign of X-rxts. During which piffages abroad , lirtle hapned at 
home but in relation to them ; the fumme of which elfewhere hath been 
related. 

3 3. As for learned men which flouriflied during this period; fome of the 
Learned Men. feven Wife Men of Grace lived in the time of Cyrus, and abouc the begin¬ 
ning of the Perftan Empire. Thefe feven were. Patacas of M'nylene, C on f uk f> H £ f " 
who was born about the 2 2th Qlympad ; Bos of Prtene, Chilon of Laceda- nm m tu * 
wok, and Cleobnlus of Linds/, all who flourilhed abouc the 47* Olympiad, 
with 7 kales of Miletut, who being born abouc the firft year of the 35* 

Ohn>p'ad, foretold an Eclypfe of the Sun, which hapned about the third year 
or 1 the 48 th , in the reign of Aiyattcs , and A (by ages, and about the beginning of 
the 58 th having helped Crosfus over the River Ha!vs, by drayning it wrba 
ditch, then died. The fixth wtsSolon of Athens,who died the fame year with 
Thales , and the feventh Periander of Corinth. 

54. Befides thefe there was Xenophanes the Colophonian , who being born 
in the 40^ Olympiad, came into Sicilie when Huron and Epicharmus flou¬ 
riflied, about the 70 th Olympiad. Epicbarmt/s lived 97 years as Lucian writ- 
etb, and invented the Comedy eight years before the beginning of rhe Per - 
fan Empire. Phocylides flouriflied at the fame time , to whom a Poem yet 
extant concerning Laws is aferibed, though Scaligtr thinks it made by fome H 
H client ft ickjjeiv. Befides thefe, Anacreon the Telan Poec, who as* 'Pliny 1 * 7 * -* 
writeth, was choaked with the ftone of a raifin, Simonides a Poet of the 
Ifland Ceos, where he was bom in the City lulls. Having lived fome time at 
Athens with Hipparchus the Son of Pifft/atus, he went into Sicilie unto 
Hiero , by whom being asked what Cod was, he demanded a daies time to 
conliderof it, and after that another *, ftillprofefling that the more heftudi- 
ed the point, the more he was to feek in it. Some fay he found out the Art 
of Memory, and that being very covetous, he firft expofed the Mufes to fale. 

In the fecond year of the 58th Olympiad , and eight before the Perfian Em¬ 
pire, died Anaximander the natural Philofopher of Miletus. Anaximenes 
bis Scholar flourifl-ed about that time. T heagenes of Rhegium the moft an¬ 
cient Chronognpher. Democedeso f C^otone a Phyfician, being taken Cap- 
live with Polycratcs by Oetes the Perfian , was carried as a (lave to D*riut,‘ 
with whom he lived in great efteem, afcer he had cured his foot and che breaft 
of his wife A to fa. 

35. Thete flouriflied alfoin Darius his time, Cadmus of Miletus an Hi- 
ftoriographer, there having-been another of this name and place, according to 
Saidas , who in four Books wrote the Hiftory of Miletus and all Iowa : and 
Strabo nameth Cadmus, Phercydes and Hecataus as thofe who firft of all 
Greeks wrote Profe. Hecataus flouriflied at this time, and gave light to 
Herodotus. PI rynichus the Athenian, a tragical Poec, who firft cnifed a wo¬ 
man to be perforated, and invented the verfe with four feet. Heraclitus 
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the fph'jUn, a contemner of Heacheniih Idols, who out of u*

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_ T They Tent accordingly three of cheir principal men to Athens , and 
with ihzm ThemiJlocles his Collegues, to whom he gave in charge that the 
Lacedemonians fliouldnoc be difmifled till bis return. After their departure, 
h* demanded audience of the Magnates and Senate, and then freely and 
openly profefl'ed,that the Athenians by his advice, & agreeable to the common- 
Law of Nations, had fenced their publick and private gods with a wall, that 
!■ they might more eafily defend chem ; and neither could chat be to the dam- 
ma^eof Greece, of which Athens was the bulwark agamft the Barbarians, for 
h*re the Kind’s Navy had twice fuffered Shipwrack. He told them, they did 
ill to regard more their private ambition , than what was profitable for all 
Greece • and, co conclude, if they expefted the return of their Ambaffadors, 
they muft difmifle him, or elfe never expea to fee them return ; which ac¬ 
cordingly they were forced to do with much private regret, though afhamed 
to owdVhe caufe. He advifedhis Country-men further ro fimfti the work of 
the Pit MS o- Port of Athens, which they had begun a long rime before, 
whilft he was Archon ; for he perfwaded them firft to apply thcmfelves to Sea- 
matters, as the way to obtain Dominion , and commended to them that 
place as moft convenient for their defign, having three natural Havens. The 
wall he caufed to be made fo thick as two Carnages loaded with ftones miofit 

pafle by each other; but brought the height of it but to half of that which he 

had defigned. And with fo great a defire was he caned out for the mlarge- 
ment of the Dominion of that State, that obferving the Lacedemcman Na¬ 
vy to be d rawn up at Gy the urn , and fo, eafie to be fee on nie, be much deli- 
red to have it done, and told the people he had a thing of great moment in 
his head, bur fuch as was not to be divulged. The People appointed Art- 
(tides to confer with him, and if he approved it, refolved he might profecute 
it. but he making a report thitThmifiocles advifed a thing, ( than which no¬ 
thin^ was more profitable, and more unjuft, he was commanded to defitt. 

/ A little after thefe things, Paufanjas the Lacedemonian, famous for the 
Vidioryat Platea, was fent with a Fleet of twenty Peloponneftan Galhes, 
and thirty of Attica , againft Cyprus, where he took many Towns, and Byzan¬ 
tium afterwards, held by the Per fans. He was very imperious cowards the 

aftociates, infomuch as he carried himfelf more like a Tyrant than a General, 
and bein» forelvcomplained of to his Superiors, he was by them recalled to 
owe an account of it. He gaped after the Kingdom of Greece , and to chat 
end entred into confpiracy with Xerxes, whofe Daughter he asked to wife, and 
bein'* accufed of much favour (hewed towards the Per fans , yet for that no- 
t hiper could be proved, he was difmiffed, having the government of the Fleet 
0 ncl« taken from him. Yet returned he to the Hellejpont, under pretence of 
cl- tir Wir to continue his intelligence with Xerxes ; but being expelled from 
1 Byz,an>ium by the Athenian Soldiers, he returned not to Sparta , but ltaied 
Troat, and for that was again complained of, as holding clandeftine conful- 
rronswith the Pcrfians , and not having any juft and warrantable caufe there 
toremiin. Hereupon he was called home by the Ephori the fecond time, Mid 
caft into prifon, buc appearing again to his tryal, he was the fecond time 

difmifle tb LacedAmon ' tAnS fent Vorcis with others to fucceed Paafanias in 
th° Fleec * but the aflociates would take no notice of him; for Artjtides the 
7 «>, Captain of the Athenians, fo moderately behaved himfelf, and wrought 
croffe to the aftions of Paufanias, that all the Cities of AJia hating the others 
pride, joyned rhemfelves to him , fo that he became the means of transfer¬ 
rin'* the chief Command at Sea, which (together with that atLandalfo) had 
hitherto been enjoyed by the Lacedemonians, unco his own ^ Country-men,

provided for acthepublick charge. Eight years after the battel of Plat**, 

Cimon bein° fenc out by the Athenians , obtained in one day two notable vi¬ 
ctories at Sea and Land,over the Per ft am at Ettrymedcn# River mPamphylia, 
which brought him and the State no little credit. After this they fell out 
with the 7 hafians, who by their Colonies had taken poffelhon of the rich 
Mines of Silver and Gold, which were in that part of Thrace, lying upon 
Macedonia , betwixt the two Rivers Strymon and Nyffw. For thefe Mines 
the Athenians envied them, and raifed fuch a contention^hat they withdrew 
themfelves from the affociation ; whereupon they prefently commenced War 
againft them, and overthrew them in a Sea-fight, and afterwards befieged 
them by Land. The 7 hafans befieged, fent to che $/*«*«, delirmg them 
to invade Attica, thereby to divert the Athenians from them; and, having 
promifed, they were ready to perform it; but that they were hindred by an 
Earth-quake, which forely afflicted them, and whereupon the publick (laves 
(called Heiotes ) of the pofterity of the Meffenians, took their opportunity, viodom ad 
and rebelling, feized upon hbmt in the Territories of Mefaut, being afted oljaf 77. 
by that bnpreffion, which Poufmas not long before had made upon "J*, 
them. 


g The Spartans much diftreffed by this rebellion, having loft 2000 men 
by the Earth-quake, befides a great Ioffe in their buildings, after three years 
the Thaftans were no longer able to hold out, and yielded to fuch hard con¬ 
ditions as the Athenians hid upon them. The Laccdamoniar,, proceeding 
but {lowly in their War, fent to the Athenians for aid, which was fent them, 
but through finifter fufpicions they fent it back again, and this was taken as 
The becin- an affront by the Athenians , who were very much moved ac it.

Pheacus, ficuate on the Illyrian fliore, and being very populous) fent out a Co- DioJom ad 
lony which buiit a City called Epidamntts, and afterwards Dyrrachdm, but 
not without the leave of Corinth the Metropolis, which at their requeft had 
affigned a Citizen of their own (Phalites of the pofteriry of Hercules ) ac¬ 
cording to the Law and cuftome, to be Prince of the Colony; and out of 
the number of their own Citizens and other Doresmzde up the number. This 
nevv Colony feared in a very convenient place, in a fhort time flourilhe’d ex¬ 
ceedingly, and abounding with plenty of all things, as ufually it hapneth, 
fell out of luxurie unto civil diflentions about the Government, and hereat 
occifion being taken by their next neighbours the Taut ant ians ( who made 
Stirs at Epi- War upon them) fuffered no little dammage.

24. Potidaa being thus blocked up, the Corinthians were highly con- 7 lwyd. 
cerned, both for the Town it felf, and fuch of their own Citizens as were 
therein; and refolving that it was no time now to be idle, fenc to their af- 
fodates of Pt/opannefui CO meet them ac Lace daman, where they grievoufly 
The States of inveighed againft the Athenians.

* The Ccrimhians cunningly fuffered the reft to fpeak firft, thac by them the 
Laced&monians m'ght be incenfed againft the Athenians, but then, after all, 
more fully and earneftly Lid open their faults, aggravated the injuries re¬ 
ceived from rhem, p'efled the great dinger which threatned Pe/oponnefits 
from their power, checked the Lacedamnians for their too much remif- 
nefle in vindk’ting the caufe o c their dift-effed friends and allies, and plainly 
declared, that if now they would not do it, they muft ftrengthen themfelves 


with other confederates. 

25. It hapned at this time that there were at Laced amon fome Ambafla- 
dors fenc from Athens upon ocher bufinefle, who undemanding how things 
went, defired alfo to be heard, and this be : ng obtained, fought co allay rhe 
ftom^ch of the Peloponneftant by calm and prudenc reafons. They defired not 
to be underftood, as though they came to plead the caufe of their State which 
they neither could acknowledge as guilty, nor own them as their Judges: 
but defired,and advifed chem not rafhly to refolve upon any violent courfe, 
nor give credit to all that was objected,untill fuch cime as they could through¬ 
ly underftand the cafe; for that things being once confounded could noc 
Their Am- eafify again be compofed. They mentioned the commodities of peace, and 
baffadors an* the evils that come by War; charged thefe calumnies upon the envy of their 
f.-.er in their accufers, who could not behold the power of Athens without prejudice, 
behalf. though ic was obtained no otherwife than as the reward of vercue , as the af- 
fociates themfelves could not but vvitnefle, who knew well enough how the 
Athenians merited ac Marathon of all Greece, as afterwards ac S si amine ; 
and they averred, thac they had ufed their power fomoderatly, as none had 
any reifon to complain. That they had increifed their ftrength they denied 
not, which to endeavour was agreeable to the Law of nature, as alfo that the 
weaker ftiould obey the more potent 5 fo thac it was without injury, though 
nor wirhouc fo-ce, which was abfolutely neceflary for the maintenance of any 
command, and was pra&ifed nor onely by themfelves, buc the Lacedamonians 
alfo, and would ever fo be m rhe like cafes. Again,they laid before them che 
uncertainty of rhe event of War, and concluded with a religious proteftation.

They had ready 
19000 Poor-men, and 1200 Horfe, befides others that ufed bows on Horfe- 
bnck, and 6coo Archers on foot: of Gallies fic tor fail soo, and he added 
other things to mike them coiiragioufly begin the War. They obeyed him in 
fetching their goods into the City , and taring up themfelves there, though' 
much to their prejudice and trouble; but fuch authority h’d he with the peo¬ 
ple, hiving firft, to ingratiate himfelf, inlarged the authority and liberty of 
the multitude, whereby afterwards in effeft he ruled alone. They fet them¬ 
felves alfo with all their might to the rigging of their Fleet, and gathering 
together the forces of their Confederates.

Being fomewhat long in his preparations, his 
adverfaries thence found matter wherewith to accufe him, as one whoaffeifted 
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the A them ans, and on purpofe before at the Iflhmus, and now alfo protra&ed Sect.-, 
the time till they fhouli have removed all their goods out of Attica. Hein- 
tleed thought they might be inclined to a compofure for che faving of their 1 

goods, and therefore did delay his march , but finding no meffage fenc, and 
not being able to cake the Caftle , he removed about 80 dayes after the The¬ 
bans entred Platea, in the height of Summer, Corn being now ripe , and in¬ 
vaded Attica, which he wafted as far as Achame, the ftrongeft Garrifon of 
all the Countrey, and bur feven or eight miles diftant from Athens, When 
they in the Cicie underftood this, having not fufpe&ed he would have peirced 
fo far, and affli&ed for che Ioffe they fuftained,they began to be much moved, 

(efpecially they of A charm*, whofeemed to themfelves a confiderable part 
in the State) and tumulcuoufly gathering together, now began to rail at Pe¬ 
ricles ,for that he beinj General did not lead them out againft the Enemy. 

He would noc call the alfembly nor any Company together,for fear they fnould 
refolve rafhly upon any thing; but was very caret'ull of rhe defence of che 
Cicie, and fenc out a party.of horfe, of which fome were* 7 heffalian Auxi¬ 
liaries, to rellrain che excurfions of the Enemy into the parrs adjacent, 
which w.:s beaten back with fome Ioffe. Ac length the Peloponnefians feein® 
the Athenians would not come out to fight, removed from Ackarua #nd wa¬ 
fting other places., departed through Bceoua into Peloponnefus, and went feve- 
rally to their own homes. 

7. Whileftthey were yet in Attica, the Athenians, to divert them, fenc 
out a Fleet of 100 Gallies, on which were aboard ioco Soldiers of heavy 
Armour, and 400 Archers, with which the Corcyreans joyned yo Veffels 
The Athenians more > and other affociates contributed their numbers. Coafting the Pelopon- 
fend a Fieec neftan ihoar, befides other harm done, they landed in Laconia , and had 
into peUptnne- taken Mcthone, then unwalled, and meanly manned, but that Brajidas the 
their eSes s ? man w ’ lt ^ 100 msn brake through, and getting into the Town, defended it 
’ fo, as they were glad to retreat to their fhips. Then went they ro Elis, where 
they feized on Phia, and flaying there two dayes, harrafed the Countrey, and 
overthrew fuch as were fent to leflrain them: but their iliips beingiorely 
tolled with a Tempeft, and hardly recovering the Haven of Phia, and" under- 
ftanding alfo .that greater forces were coming againft them , they departed 
thence, and grievoufly diftreffed fuch places as they came to. At the fame 
time alfo another Fleet was. fent from A them co infeil the Lotyians, and de¬ 
fend Eubea , which did much harm upon rhe Coafts of Locris, took 1 hro- 
» nm, took Hoftages with them, and overthrew che Locrians that came out to 
They ejeft the re bft them. In the fame Summer the Athenians call out the Inhabitants of 
Inhabitants of ts£gina, for that they imputed ro them the efpecial caufe of the War, and 
<Ajginx, and judged that Ifland convenient for them ro place a Colony therein of their 
ny of their " own * The Lacedemonians out of requital for che kindneffe received from 
own in the c ^ em during the Earth-quake, and War with their Haves, and our of hatred to 
Ifland. the Athenians , gave them 7 hyrea and its Territories ro inhibit (which fepa- 
rate Laconia from the Counrrey of Argos, reaching as far as the Sea;) but 
fuch of them as this place for its ftraightneffe could not receive, were difperfed 
up and down Greece ir felf. 

An Eclypfe of 8. This fame Summer,at the change of the Moon, hapned fuch an Edypfe 
the Sun on of the Sun (at which time faith Thucydides , ir is judged that it can onely hap- 
P en ) c bat at Mid-day the Stars were feen, which according to the Julian ac- 
• count hapned on the third day of Augufi, as the Aftronomical Tables demon- 
ftrate. About the fame time che Athenian Fleet of 100 Gallies having in 
Acamama taken feveral Towns, came to Cephallrnia, an Mind lying over 
againft Acamania and Leucas, which being inhabited in four Towns, they 
reduced without one ftroak, and fo returned home. In the beginning of Au- 
tuiniyhe Athenians with a vaft Army invaded Megaris, which watting in an 
Hoftde manner they returned, and fo they did once a year, till they got Ni- 
fea into their hinds. At this time alfo they placed a Garrifon in Ata/ante, 
an Ifland belonging to the Locrians of Optts, which hitherto no body had peo¬ 
pled, left it fhould prove an Harbour for Robbers that from 'Locris jn'ght 
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Sf. ct. 2 prey upon E*Ua. In Wincer, according co their cuftom, they folemnifed 
\y-y\j the Funeral for thofe that firft died in the War on this manner.. Firft, their 
The manner bones for three dayes were laid out to be feen in a Tent, where it was lawfull 
of b .rying ' for their friends to come, and do fuch duties as was ufual to the dead. Then 
tiiofe who vv } r > n they were carried our, each Tribe came, and putting the bones of th-ir 
dicu in the feu ovvs hito Cyprcjfe Coffins, carried them away on Chariots, and one Cheft 
Wars ‘ was carried empty for fuch as had not been found ; the women, of their kin¬ 
dred making lamentation as for them. Then were they buried in a publick 
Sepulchre, in chemoft famous Suburb of the Citie, called Ceramics , where 
all flain in War were conftantly buried, except they that fell at Marathon, 
who for their greacer honour were buried in the place of the fight. After 
they were buried,'fome one Eminent for prudence and eloquence made a 
Funeral Oracion in commendations of them, which at this time was moft ex¬ 
cellently performed by Pericles. The fcope of his fpeech was to (hew they 
deferved immo r cal glory for fhedding cheir bloud in their Countreys behalf, 
and to excite the living to feek after fuch renown. With this Winter ended 
the firft year of the Peloponnefian War, whole Hiftory for its influence into 
the whole is the more con fiderable. 

9. In the Spring the Peloponnejians again under conduft of Archidamus rkicyd.lib.2. 
their former General invaded Attica, at which time fell alfoupon.it, a adam.t. 
moft fearfull plague, as it is deferibed by Thucydides, who was fick of it, as 
feldom hapned 5 during the rage of which they plundred and wafted the 
. , Countrey all over. Pericles returning to his former Counfel, hindred the

fourty dayes. After the return of Pericles , his Army was fent under the 
, Command of Agnon and Cleopomptss, Chalets and Potidaa, at the 

later of which it was feized by the peftilence, and greatly dimifhed, and 
with 1500. which remained of 4000, returned home. But the people 
being fore affliaed by the plague and War together, were angry now againft 
Pericles ,as him that moved them to take up Arms, who calling them together 
fharply reproved them; and they confefled what he faid to be true , and. thac 
he had* advifed them upon good grounds, but being inraged at their private 
difcommodicies, they fined him 80 Talents, and~baniffied him the Citie, Diodorus. 
and yet prefendy after, according to the inconftanc nature of the multitude, 
recalled, and created him General with full power. 

to. In the fame Summer a Navy from Pcloponncfus of an hundred Gallies 
fell upon Z azynthas, anlfland addifted to the Athenians , which wafting, and 
being not able to do any more, they returned home. The Peloponnefans 
alfo in the end of Summer fent Ambaflhdors to th tPerfian King to defire aid, 
who were alfo commanded to go to Sitalces King of Thrace, to defire a 
League of confederacy with him; but they were taken near the Bellefpont 
by feme Athenians , through the affiftance of Sadoctu the Kings ion, and free 
of Athens , and being brought thither, in revenge for fome Athenians , Mer¬ 
chants, and others, flain in Peloponnefne , they were put to death. In Winter 
twenty Gallies were fent from Athens to Na»paBs*s to fecure the Straights 
lying betwixt Peloponnefus and ^y^tolia, and other fix to Carta and Lycia , 
to gather money,under Command of Melefander,w\\o in a.fight was there 
, . I; (1 tin with part of his forces. Potidaa now alfo being in defpair of any fupply 

V'-vNoco" from Peloponnefw, and fore afflicted with famine (which raged fo far as 
xIaZmmms. they are man’s flefh) yielded to the Athenians. Of the befieged fuch as 
were Malei had liberty co depart with one Garment apiece , Females 
with two, and a little provifion. The Citie being thus emptied was re- 
plcniffied with a Colony from Athens , to which flare this fiege flood in 
aooo Talents.

Peace; but in the mean while they fent underhand Ambaffadors to Laccia- 
mcn, to defire a ftraight League and alliance, with ptefent aid. The Ambalfi.- 
do-s being ordered by the Spartans to flay at Olympia at the time of the folem- 
nicv of the 88th Olympiad pleaded there their caufe, and in the name of their 
Citv were received into tfc League, and aififtance out of hand was promi- 
fed to them. Another Expedition was then tefolved on into Attica, but the 

Spartam being ready, at the Ifihmsu, whereas their affociates loitered, and the 
Jr henians then with a Fleet of ?o flrips preid upon Pelopomefm, they bemg 
advertized of the Ioffe they fuftsined in Laconia, returned home. 

14. Yet the Pcbponncfians in performance of their promafe made to the 
mticnaJ, difpatched awaya Fleet 0f40Gall.es . which found another 
(rom Men r to oppofe it, confifting of too ; for the ^mant now aboun¬ 
ded in (hipping, having reidy furmfiied iso Gallies, on which they expended 
much, fo as to defray their expences, they now hrft 0. all vvere aflefled, ex- 
aabw vet from their confederates the ufual Tributes, which they paid wuh 
much repining. At the fame time the Mitygaan, and the reft of the Lej- 
bians made War upon the Methymnaam , who perfifled in their obedience 
to the Athenians. Thcfe underftandmg of ir, fent at the latter end of Sum¬ 
mer a band of men into the Ifland, which drew a 1™ *b™ f > 

upon which Guards being fet, the Inhabitants were ftraightly believed. In 
Whiter the Inhabitants of PUua being greatly diftreffed ten,0"tab, 
and defpairin" of any aid from Athens , refolved to break throu h the Ene¬ 
mies Fortifications, though exceeding difficult to be pafled, and^^favethem- 
felves by flight. Many for the difficulty of the thing changed their minds, 
hue yoo flood firmin their refolution, and taking advantage of 
dark and tempeftuous night, 212 with remarkable courage an^nftancy brake

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But Diodouti one of a milder fpirit oppofed him, and having endeavoured the Sect 
day before to nopurpofe to do it, now by very few voices carried it from iTVVJ

16. Then was there difpatched afwife Galley, with order if pofiible co^ c 
before that which carried the former Decree, and command Paches co abftain 
from putting ic in execution. Yet the former arrived ac Mitylene fi r ft 
having fee forth a whole day before it; but whilft Paches was confiderin* of 
the fharpnefle of the Decree, and how co perform it, the laccer arrived “and 
fo che lives of the multitude were faved, being fo near to deftruaion, as 
fcarce any thing nearer. But to punilh the revol t, above ioco of thofe whom 
Paches had fenc to Athens as authors of ir, che People commanded to be puc 
to death, Mitylene was deprived of it’s walls and fhips, all Lesbu • except the 
Methymnaans had hard conditions impofed upon them. The fields were ta-. 
ken from all the owners, of which the tenth part being dedicated to the 
gods, the remainder was diftributed to the Citizens of Athens, the tillage 
thereof being left under a vaft rent co che Lesbians : and all fuch Towns as 
were now fubjea co the Mitylenaans , the Athenians reduced under rheir Do¬ 
minions. The fame Summer they feized upon Minoas, an Ifland lyin* he- 
fore the flaore of Me gar is, and che Port of Nifa, and fortifying ir, Side ’ 
the Coifts more fafe and convenient ro all intents. In the meantime thofe 
that were left in Plata* were forced by meer famine co yield themfelves and 
City co the judgement of the Lac dawvtt.ans^ who fent five menco hear 
their Orators, and the Thebans cheir Enemies. Thefe men adjudged them 
all to death, which accordingly was executed upon them co the number of 
200, with whom were (lain 25 A hemans found in the Town, and the wo¬ 
men ad judged co flavery. The City for fome time was given co fome exiles 
to inhale : then, fcarce a year being paft, vvas by the Thebans ucrerly de- 
Itroyed, an Inne onety being built ouc of che mines of the Temple of Jana. 
and the Temple itfelf inlarged, all the grounds being feized on by che TAr- 
bans. This was the fortune of the Plat&ans (who thought they mioht have 
had fome favour (hewed them for the merics of cheir Anceftors in the Median 
War) afeer they had continued 92 years in che fociety with Athens , and no 
more is to bee heard of them till Plataa was rebuilt by Alexander the 
Great. - 

'■ 17. During thefe things, a mofl lamentable fedition hapned at Corcyra, 

part of the Citizens being for Popular Government, and the reft for that of 
a few or the moft potent; the former trufling to the aid of the Athenians , as 
confomrble to their policy, and che other co the Peloponnefians. Twice 
within the City did they fight, and both the Athenians and Peloponnejians 
fent cheir Fleets to the affiftince of cheir Friends ■ but the Athenians bein® 
ftrongerac Sea, and fending 60 Gallies more to the help of the former Na¬ 
vy, the Pe/oponnejian withdrew themfelves, having onely lightly skirmiflied 
with che Enemy 11a the fight of Corcyra, before che latter Fleet arrived. 

Then thofe for the Popular Govemmenc, ftrengthned by theafliftance of the 
Athenians, cruelly raged againft their adversaries, no mercy being (hewn 
to fuch as took ^an&uary, or hung upon the Altars, neither from Parents to 
their own Children, ■ infomuch that the City was almoft ftnken to pieces and 
made defolate, and a grievous Sedition indeed came afterwards proverbially to 
be termed a Corcyragn. And ic vvas not onely fatal to Cercyra , but to all 
C> eece besides, being drawn into example by other States which afterwards 
broke out into fa&ions. 

_ 18. At the fame timethe G^Citiesin Sicilie fell intodiflentions, fome 
being of the Doricl^, and others of the lonick. fa&ion, the head of the for- 
mer Syr antf e , and of the latter Leontinm , which two made War upon each 
other. The Leontines craved aid of the Athenians , for that they were not 
onejy of the Ionian ft oc k, bur con ioyned with them in an ancienc League of 
confederacy. The Athenians willingly took the opportunity co sec fome 
tooting in Sicihe, co hinder thereby the exportation of Corn thence inro Pe~ 
loponnefm , and efpecially to make way for their power and dominion there. 
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Sect. 3. At the end of Summer they lent thither twenty Gallies. In Winter cbefe 
ihips affifted with ten more from Rhenium in Italy, invaded the ^£olian 
1 fluids near to Sialic , and walled fuch as refufed to yield. At the fame Seafon 
the Plague began again at Athens ,which took away a great number of Soldiers, 
but much greater of the common people: Earthquakes alfo hapned in fe- 
ve ral places. And with this Winter the fifth year of the Peloponnefian War 
ended. 

19, In the beginning of the next Summer, tht Peloponnefans came the 
The fixtfi fixth time to the Jfthmus , with intent to invade A ttica, under the conduit of 
Summer of Agi* the Spartan King ; but being affrighted with the frequent Earthquakes, 
the War. they returned. In the mean while the War in Sicily varioufly proceeded. 

Laches the Athenian Captain taking feme Towns. The Athenians fent out 
one.Fleec zomfcR Pdoponnefus, and another the I Hand Aldus , which ftub- 
bornly witbftood their commands, both which did nothing of very grear con¬ 
cernment, The Spartans planted the Colony of Heractea , in the platform 
of old Trachmia a City in / heffalie, being for the convenience of it’sfitua- 
tion upon the Sea, and the Haven, very fit for carrying on the War againft che 
Athenians. Thefe received a great Ioffe from the tAEtolians, but in Winter 
thrice overthrew the Ambraciois, who were forfaken by their friends the Ptlo - 
ponneftans , which made them now imbrace a Peace with their aclverfaries the 
Acarnanians and Amphilochiansf who called in th z Athenians againft them)and 
entred into a league and fociety for ten years with them.The war proceeding all 
this while in Sicily , a greater Fleet was fent under conduct of Eurymcdon 
and Sophocles , ro oppnfe the Syracufians , towards the end of Winter, at which 
.Atiui break- t } me ^ pjj jj belched out great ftore of fire into the Territories of Ca- 

flames! mt ° tana 1 50 years after it had the latt time fo done. Thus the fixt year of the 
Peloponneftan War ended. 

20. In the beginning of the next, the Peloponnefans under the command rim yd. lib, 4. 
of Apu the Son of Archidamus \ he Spartan King, again invaded Atuca. The 

Athenians having furniflaed 40 fiaips for Sicilie , gave order to the Captains* in 
their way to have an eye to the C'orcyraans, who were much infelled by their 
Attica the own exiles, and were in fear of 60 Pdoponnefian Gallics i'enr ihirher : and to 
lime 1Jl * Dcmofthenes was given the command of fome liiips wherewith he fhould in- 
x * ldu1 ' fel \ Pelopanmfut, As all the fiaips failed by Laconia, Vemojlhencsy man of 

a prompt and earned difpofition, a’vifed the other Captains ro fordfie Pylw, 
which is a ragged Promontory joyned to the main by a lirtle neck of Land. 

Before it lies afmall barren Eland of leffe than two miles comp die, and 
within that a Creek which is a good harbour for fiaips, the force of weather be¬ 
ing born off by the head-land and Ifle. The Promontory hiving anciently be¬ 
longed to the Mejfenians , and now defolate, he prefied fore that they might 
feize upon, and make their own, being very convenient for the wafting of 
Laconia ; but the other Captains diflented from him, bailing for Corcyra, 
when in the meantime fuch a tempeft arofe as forced them to take into the 
ri.t.'u fortified Harbour. Then did he again urge his former advice, and though he nothing 
•y utimjtbciKs niore p ro fj te( j with the Captains, yet the Soldiers defirous to make fome 
die At) cm iii. there, and feeing rhe commodioufnefie of the Haven, fell upon fortify¬ 

ing the place, and with wonderful diligence and pains perfected rhe wall in 
fix dayes. Then was Demoflhenes left there to keep it with five fiaips, and the 
reft dire£ted their courfe for Corcyra, 

21. The news of thefe doings at Pylus drew the Peloponnefans in all haft 
thither out of Attica , fifteen dayes after chair arrival, and rhey broughc their 
whole Force both by Land and Sea to recover this piece of ground, which 

Ekaweth the c bey well forefaw how bad a neighbour ir might prove in time. In the Ifiand 
vdopomcfia-is nimec j SphaUeria, they placed\a number of men all Spartant ,■ which were 
and beingto keen it by their turns'and flopped up the Haven on both fides, that there 
forely laid at might be no entrance in for the Athenian fiaips : then furioufiy did they af- 
the pclaptmit- fault Pyfus both by Land and Sea, but it was as valiantly defended by Demo- 
(i.vts arewor- fthenes; So that wirhfeveral new onfets rhe ftorm was continued till the 
next day, and then the Peloponnefans drew off to recruit themfelves, and 
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provide for a new onfet. In the mean time came in fourty Athenian 
Ihips (to which Demofthenes had before-band fent to acquaint them with his 
condition) and with them fome belonging to their Allies, which firft offered 
fight to the Peloponnefans in the open Sea 5 but that being refufed, fee upon 
them in the Haven, brake, and funk many of their Veffels, cook fome, and 
forced che reft to run themfelves on ground , about which afterwards enfued 
a great concention,whileft the Athenians would become matters of diem and 
the Spartans out of flume, and grief for their friends in the Ifiand, laboured 
with more earneftneffe to gee them off, which they effe&ed by fome, and the 
reft fell as prize to the Enemy, who now clofely befieged the Spartans that 
were left in the Ifiand. 1 

22. Pylw being now fecure, buc the Spartans in the Ifiand as good as loft

He cried out, chat'their defign was firft to fuppreffe and then 
by Mcmades* to do as much for Athens, and at this time there being no good agreement be¬ 
twixt the Argives and Spartans , he lent to them privately, exhoto them, 
as they tendered their own fafecy,r.o enter into a League with Jthen ° They 
Who were now not confulting bow to become mailers of others, but how co 
fave themfelves,vvere well pleafed with hismeflage, and though they hid Am¬ 
baffadors now refidenc at Laccdamon about the League wicb’rhac State, yet 
did they fend away others to Athens, together with the Ebons and Maaru 
neans, to make one offenfive and defenfive with them there. The Lacedt- 
momani hereat were ataftand, feeing well, that fuch a Combination tended 
to their hurt. To keep in with the Athmians the Ephori thought that more 
was done already than flood with their honour or profit; others held it the 
wifeft courfe, feeing they had done fo much, not to flick at a little mpre, 
but rather by giving full fatisfaaion, to recain the friendflr'p of that State, 
which was more to be valued chan all the reft of Greece. This refolirion 
prevailing, fuch were fent away to Athens as had mod affe&ion to peae v 
who faidin the Senate , that they came with full Commiflion to conclude all, ] 
excufed the League enrred into with the Boeotians, as having been done one -1 
lyco pleafure them in the regaining of Panattus, and aflured them of the 
readinefie of their State to give all fatiSfadtion, being much grieved rhac 
things went othervyife than according to cheir pleafure.

4a. The Ambaffadors believed him, and ordered their fpeech to the peo- 
ple according to his direaions. Hereupon he took the advantage which 
their double dealing afforded, and openly inveighed againft them as m.*n of 
no fincerity, come for no other purpofe than to draw the people from ftrensrh- 
mng themfelves with friends, intending co withdraw che drives, and their 
adherents,to their own alliance,as atready they had done the Boeotians ,though 
contrary to their Oath. Then he commended the caufe of the Arrives , Ele -

fore no good opinion of the Lacedam -mans • buc an Earth-quake intervening 
Nicias labour- before they came to the queftion , nothing was done that day. Ac' the next 
Cth for It. meeting Nicias perfwaded them co let him firft go to Lace ‘won to know 
cheir minds concerning the League with the Bceotians, whether or no they 
would renounce it , and their friendfhip with Amphipolis, and refto^e PanL 
Eit*s in fuch a condition as it oughr. But Xenares the Ephorus , and bis party, 
was foftrong, that none of thefe things could bep-ocured; onelv the peace 
with Athens was again fworn to, to gratifieMrf*/, who vvas fenfible how he 
lnould be blamed ac his return , being accounted alfo the caufe of the League. 
After his return the Athenians made a League with the Argives, Eleans , and 
Mantineans for 100 years, ac large deferibed by Thucydides , but tending to 
the mutual afliftance of each other. Hereby nothing in terms was done "de¬ 
rogatory to the League with Sparta, and the Corinthians, chough the Allies of 
Argos, yet refufed to be comprifed in it (as in the former betwixt the Ar- 
Pet:*' * ^ Ie4n * ? and Mantineans) alleging that che former Convention was 
fumcient, which did_-notoblige them joyntly co make War upon anyone, 
though to defend one another. This they faid , for chat they feemed co 
findIreafon to fo-fake thefe Confederates, and co apply their minds afrefh

• together beftde; the Spartan. r, che Arcadian r, Boeotians, Corinthians, Sicyo- 
nians, Pelleniant, PhlUfunt, and Mgarians , and the choice of all t.hefe 
States, who feemed not onely able to fight with the A r gives, and their af- 
fociates, but with any other in combination with them.° The Argives alfo 
not confidering what danger they hid efciped, were fore inraged againft their 
Officers, who hid as they thought let the other efcape out of cheir hands, info- 
much chit they hid ftoned one of them had he not taken San&uary, and they 
fold his goods, Not long after a Parry of 1000 Foot, and 500 Horfe comin^ 
from A -.hsns to their aid, the People, by the perfwafion of Alcibudes , re¬ 
nounced the Truce made with Agis, and the Confederates gathering too¬ 
ther went and befieged Orchomenm , wherein the Spartans had put the Ho- 
ftages received from the Arcadian r, and which was without much to doe de¬ 
livered up to them. 

46. The Lacedemonians being grievoufly inraged againft Agis, efpecialfy 
Severely fen- after the news came about Orchominus, beyond all precedent decreed his 
lence • houfe flrould be demolifhed, and fined him 100000 Drachmes, whichhede- 

preciting, and promifing to redeeffi his credit by fome notable exploit, they 
yet made a new Law, tint there fliould be ten men atlifting to him, without 
whofe confent he fliould not as muckas lead the Army from the City. News 
prefencly was brought that Tegea was befieged, whereupon he cook che field, 
and came to a fee battel with che Arches and their confederates, wherein 
though his right wing wis over-borne through the negligence of the Pblemar- 
According c 0 c hi (who did nor foon enough communicate the orders received from him) 

redeem«h his F h f ^^ Enem V i ! 1 che °* er > then coming to the help of 
credic. o:)ca i n ed the Viftory. This was chat noble fight, as Thucydides excollech 

it, betwixt the moft eminent and powerful States of Greece , than which there 
was none more eminent that hapned amongft the Gractant themfelves. Yet 
the number of the flain was nor great. Of the Argives and their allies about 
1 100, of che Confederates of Sparta not many, and of the Lacedamonians 
themfelves 300 were reported co have fallen. The day after, the Epidanwi- 
ans, whilft Argos was naked, fell in upon their grounds, and killed many of 
thofechic came out of the City againft them. Whilft the Lacedatnonians 
were bufie in their Camean Solemnities, the Eleans and Athenians afliftin* 
the Man-ineans , went and drew a line about Epidaurw, upon which they left 
a fufficient Guard, and departed.

The Argivcs of the Government, took their opportunity when the Lacedemonians were 
recover the ^ u fy j n na fced exercifes of their youth, and killing fome of their adverfa- 
Democracy, . ancl eX pelli n g others, reftored the Popular Government, renounced the 
rSr League with Sparta , and renewed that with Athens. Then they fell on 
with spate, building of their long walls from the City to the Sea, thinking, that if they 
ihould be blocked up by Land, to have entercourfe with the Athenians by Sea. 

In Winter the Lacedemonians knowing that they were bulied (men, women. 

Haves and all) in this work, with their affociates (all but the Corinthians , 

Th c.ucede- who ftirred not) came againft Argos, hoping to take the City by means of 
maidas in thofe within that were of their Party; but being fruftrated of their expe&ati- 
vain attempt on<!j c hey demolitlied the wall, and taking Hypos a Caftle of Argolis , put to 
to take Argos. ^ f vvor< j a [j c h e gules of free condition , and fo returned. After this, the 
Argives wafted the Territories of the Phliafans , for harbouring their exiles. 

This fame Wincer the Athenians renounced the League with Perdiccas , accus¬ 
ing him of confpiracy with the Ar gives and Laconians, of non-performance 
of°the League betwixt them, and laying the blame upon him thac the Expe¬ 
dition mifearried which they had made, under the conduft of Nicias againft 
the Chalcidians and Amphipolls in Thrace. With thefe things the Winter en¬ 
ded, and together with it the fifteenth year of the War. 

49. The year following, Alcibiades with twenty {hips failing to Argos , 
took thence 500 men fufpe&ed of Laconifm, who were carried into the 
Iflands fubjeft to the Athenians , and there committed to cuftody. 

After this the Athenians with a ftrong force invaded the Ifland Me¬ 
los, the Inhabitants of which being a Colony of the Lacedemonians , denied 
them obedience. They firtt fent Commiflioners to the Town to treat with the 
Malians, where there was much canvaflTmg the cafe; but in condufion 
they continuing in their refolution nor to yield, Fortifications were made a- 
gainft the City, and ftrong guards left upon them. Almoft at the fame time, 
the Arrives making excurfions into the Phhafian Territories, by the lying in 
wait of the Phliaftans , and their own exiles, loft 80 of their men. The 
Athenians that lay in Pylus now alfo wafted Laconia, noewithftanding which, 

Mke notice'the Lacedemonians would not take fo much notice as to account the League 
that the broken, and thereupon to take arms ; but onely* caufed it to be proclaimed 

League is byaCryer, that wnofoever of their Subjects would, might prey upon the 

broken with Athenians: the Corinthians onely about fome controverfie made War upon 
Athens. them, all Peloponnefus befides being quiet.

50. This fame Winter the Athenians, with greater preparations than ever, rhucyd. 1 . 
refolved ferioufly to look after Stcilie. Their pretence was to give afliftance 
The Athenians co c i-, e i r friends and allies there, but the true and onely caufe was the defire of 
look after si- p r0 p a g at j n g t heir Empire, by the bringing under of all that whole Ifiand. A 
"" lte ’ good occafion was now given them by the Egefians , who upon ac¬ 

count of former alliance, came and fued to them for aid againft the Sell- 
nuntians their Enemies, upheld by them of Syracufe , offering them money 
for carryin° on the War; whereupon they thought fit firft to fend Ambafladors 
to be informed concerning the money boafledof, and the flare of the War.

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Borders of 2?cmM. The Athenians fent thirty (hips to watte Peloponnefiu ,znd Se , 
fixty (with five of Chius') into Sicily under Demojihenes his command. Out tl 
of Peloponnefus were fent to the aid of the Syracufians, from Sparta 600 ^ 

men,from Corinth 500. Sycion 200. & out of Bceotia 300. to which the Conn- 
thian Gallies lying at Naupaclus were ordered to be a Convoy. At Syracufe 
the affairs of the Athenians , through the skill and valour of Gylippus and 
Hermocratei^ttm down the wind, who being alfo much dittreffed at home 
by theexcurfions out of Deceit*, yet kept up their fpirits to the admiration of 
all men. After Demojihenes had arrived in Silky, and heard of che mifear- 
riages of their Fleet at Sea, he blamed Nicias, that he had not as foon as he 
came applied all his endeavour to Syracufe the head of the War , and caufed 
him to agree to fet upon EpipoU, a difficult and craggy place, where falling 011 
in the dark nighr, they could notdifeern betwixt friend and foe, all fpeaking 
The Athenians in the fame dialed, and thereby great (laughter being made of chem, partly 
defcaced at by themfelves and the Enemy, the Athenians received a greac defeat. The 
Syracufe. Generals hereupon confuting together, were not of the fame opinion; Demo¬ 
jihenes now was for departing away fpeedily out of the Ifland, feeing all things 
hapned croffe therein, though he had been the caufe of the ftaht: on & 
other fide Nicias, who had laboured with all his might againft the War, now 
preffed earneftly that ic was for the honour and intereft of their Countrey to 
ttay and carry onthefiege, and though Eurywedon was of the fame opinion 
with Demojihenes, yet could not Nicias be removed from his, fo that their 
departure was deferred till they underftood that Gylippus was come with new 
fupplies out of Peloponnefus and Sillcy. This refolution he ftuck to fomuch 
for that he knew the multitude rather to look at fuccefferhan the reafon of 
things, and was unwilling to hazard his life and reputation in the hands of 
thofewho would be ready to condemn before they heard him, as they had 
done Sophocles and Pthiodorus the former Generals, pretending they had 
taken money for making peace, when indeed there was not any poflibilitv 
of making War. , 1 


57. But upon the report of Gylippus his coming, Nicias was content, and 
order was given for the Army todiflodge with the greaceft.fecrecie; when in 
the mean time fell out an Eclypfe of the Moon. By this, which was account¬ 
ed an ill Omen,was Nicias again fo terrified, that out of a fuperftitious conceic 
he would not have che Camp break up till 27 dayes werepaft. The Syra¬ 
cufians much rejoyced hereat,and refolved to hinder their flight,or force them 
to Transfer themfelves to fome other place. • They firft beat up their Camp, 
and the next day provoked them to fight, both at Land and Sea, and in the 
mouth of the Haveii ingaged in a great and bloudy battel, wherein Euryme- 
don one of the Athenian Generals was (lain, and though the Squadron of Gy¬ 
lippus was worfted, which made the Athenians Ereil a Trophy, yet had they 
Again at Sea,, the worft of it, all confidered. They made them too late repent that they had 
fo ambitioufly and unjuftly undertaken a War with a Citie as great as Athens 
it (elf, and one of the fame kind of Government, Enemy to Oligarchy. Buc 
the Syracufians were more and more animated,conceiving now great hopes of 
obtaining much glory and favour amongft the Gr&cians, of whom fome they 
might free from flavery, and others from che fear of ic for the time to come, 
by chaftifing their Tyrants, as they were accounted. As a way hereto they re¬ 
folved to block up the mouth of che Haven, that the Athenian Fleet (laould 
not paffe out thence by ftealth. 

57. The Athenians feeing themfelves in this ftraight, concluded it the beft 
for them to make a new, and a more narrow Camp near to their (hips, and 
attempt another battel at Sea, in which, if they had the becter, then to re- 
move to Catana, but if not, to burn their Veffels and depart by Land to 
ftSrne,? [ ome , convenien E place. This was attempted with all careand expedition; 

S • but the Syracufians oppofed chem, and in rhe ftraight of che Haven was fucha 
difputejas fcarce ever before had hapned, which was beheld by the land armies 
with paffton fuitable to che condition of their friends: Notwithstanding the Sy¬ 
racufians loft almoft as many Veffels, yet the other were fo weakned, and. 
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c FC t 2 tbc Sea-m-n fodifcouragid, that chough the Generals would have attempted 
trrsj to break out another time, yet they refufed any more to go aboard ; fo that 

they concluded of going away by Land the next.night. If this had been done 
it might hive falln out well for the Army , but by the cunning device of//«•- ■ 
racer Aies they were circumvented , and perfwaded to flay till the third day 

af 7 o Their departure was moft full of out-cries, forrow, and mifery, fee out 
to the life by Thucydides , fo that none can read it without companion. Gy-

The Lacedemonians having fuch encouragement, fee themfelves very fenouf-

fuch a change there was made in the minds of the People, which now fince 
the banifhingof the Tyrants hadonely been governed by it’s Laws and con- 
ftitutions, and not onely not fubjeft to the authority of others, but reigning 
over many, devefted ic felf of fo great foveraignty and power. But thefe 
400 men thus authorifed, were conduced in a folemn manner co the Senate- 
houfe, with daggers under their coats, and comparted about with armed men, 
where the old Senate having their Salaries paid were difmiffed. They chofe 
the Prytanes or Pr eft dents out of their own oody, and then began to exercife 
They fend to their authority; but not without blood,, bonds, and bannifhmenc. They

Mind.tr ns the General of the Fleet moved herewith, went from Miletus 
towards the IIe!lcfpom, vvich a Fleet of 7 3 fliips, which Thrafijllus the 
Athenian undemanding, made after him with 5 5 Sail, labouring to get be¬ 
fore him. Some flop was made by the way, but nothing very' confidence 
done till they came towards an engagement at Gnofma. Sixteen Gillies of 
Athens were firft met with by the' Peloponnefians, who took three of them, 
and burnt another; and at length both the Fleets joyned bactel, being inlar- 
ged fines they came into the Hellefpont by the accefie of ocher fhips. Ac firft 
the Peloponnefians put to flight the middle battel of the Athenians , and dri¬ 
ving the fhips to Land had the better of it there; but being too eager in the 
The Athenians purfute , they brake their ranks, which Ihrafybulus and thofe with him ob- 
obrair»cd a- ferving in his wing, wound about and fell upon them with fuch violence, as 

Viftory ac f orcec j them to flie. They took 21 fhips, the reft by reafon of the ftraighc- 

nefle of the Sea getting into fome Harbour or other, and though they loft 
fifteen of their own, yet obtained they a feafonable Vi&ory, which made 
them lift up their heads (having been deje&edby fo manydifafters) and ceafe 
to complain of their Fortune. 

7 6. The report of it at A hens, as of an unexpected thing, mightilyincou- 
raged the people alfo , fo chit notwithftanding the revolt of Eubxa, and in¬ 
terne Seditions, they had hopes ftill, if’they profecuted the War with dili¬ 
gence, to have the better. Four daies after che fight the Fleet removed from 
Sefltu cowards Client , where in their way they took eight Gallies that came 
from Byzantium , and caking the Town, which then for want of walls could 
make no refiftance, fined the Inhabitants; che Pdoponnefians at the fame time 
endeavouring co recruic their Navie.In the mean while Aldbiades having been 
with Ti/faphemes returned to Sanaa with thirteen Gallies, bringing word, 
that he had flopped the Phoenician Fleet from joyning with the PeloponnejU 
ans, and had rendred the Sat rap a more friendly towards che Athenians. Then 
prefently adding nine fhips to the former, he conftrained the Halicarnafeans 
to pay a great fum of money, and fortified Cos. Tijfaphernes, when he heard 
that the Peloponnefian Fleet was gone towards the Hellefpont, hailed from 
Afpendta into Ionia, where uiaderftanding chat the Inhabitants of Antandrtu 
had received a Garrifon from the Peloponnefians of by das , becaufe they had 
been ill dealt withall by AJhtcus, whom he had made his Lieutenant in thofe 
parts, as alfo that che Peloponnefians had caft bis Garrifon out of Milena, and 
Cnidus (which they did to affront him, laying grievous matters to his charge) 
left chey fhould proceed any further, and grieving that Pha.nabaz.ta in a Idle 
time, and with lefle exp nee, fhould make more ufe of themngiinft the 
Athenians, he determined to follow them into the Hellefpont , co" expoftu- 
hce vvich them about Antandrta s and purge himfeif as well as he could of 
thofe things laid to his charge about the Phoenician Fleet, and other matters. 

And when he came to Ephefiu he facrifized to Diana. . Here the hiftory of 
Thucydides (a) endech (with the Summer of the 21ft year of the War) (a) Diodorus 
which afterwards was continued by 7 heopompus for fevenceen years ; but by ad olymp .

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The afts of 80. The next year in which the 93 Olympiad was folemnized, wherein 
rh/afybidus Ettbotai the Cyrendian got the prize in the courfe, Euarchipptss beino Ephonu 

the Amman. Sparta, and Euclemon Archon at Athens, 7 hrafybultu having 0 obtained 
the (hips decreed to him, with 5000 Sea-men, failed to Santas, whence after 
three daies he departed, and took Colophon, made excurfions into Lydia , 
where obtaining much booty, he alio went againft Ephefus. Tijfaphemes 
coming in in good time, he was beaten back from che City with double Ioffe, 
whence he failed co the Hellespont, and in his way at Lesbns puc to flight a 
Fleet of 25 Syracufian (hips, four whereof he cook with the men in them. 
Then departed he to Se(fm to the other Athenian Forces, and thence remo¬ 
ved co Lampfactss with the whole Army in the beginning of Winter, which 
Town they fortified, and befieging A by dm overthrew Pharnabazou, who 
came with a confiderable body of Horfe to relieve the Town j which Vi&ory 
reconciled the Soldiers, who before this were at odds, becaufe thofe under 
Alcibiades being hitherto victorious , would not be joyned with the followers 
of Thrafybulus who had been beaten. In the fame Winter the Athenians 
made frequent depredations in the territories of the Per fan King. Then 
alfo the Helots which had fled from Malta to Coriphafinm, were upon agree¬ 
ment difmiffed by che Lacedemonians ; and the Plantation of Heracleaf and 
Trachinia , were by the Acheans the ancient Inhabitants, betrayed into the 
hands of the Oeteans the common Enemy,and 700 of them (lain,together with 
Labotru the Lacedamonian Governour.Thus the 24th year of the War ended, 
wherein the cMedes having rebelled, were reduced to obedience by Darius 
No.hus, and the Temple of Pallas at Phocaa was burnt with Thunder and 
Lightning. 

81 . In che beginning of che next Spring Primacies being Ephortts at Sparta, 
Alcibiades be- ar >d Antigones Archon at Athens > the Athenians with their whole Army 
liegcch c/;.j/fc-and Fleet went into Proconnefm ; thence to Chalcedon and Byzantium, 
do< and fate down before Chalcedon. The Chalcedonies aware of their coming, 

fent all their booty co che By thin a an s their neighbours, which being known 
to Alcibiades, he went with a fufficienc force, and by threats got ic deliver¬ 
ed up co him, after which returning he compaffed Chalcedon from Sea to Sea 
with a rampire, and to the River. Hippocrates the Lacedamonian. Gover¬ 

nor of the Town, troubled herear, (allied out, and fought with that Parry that 
was undet fhrafyllm, for a long time with ambiguous Forcune, till A cibia- 
des coming in, Hippocrates was (lain, and his men repulfed into the Town. 
PharnabatoW during the fight came to relieve him, but could not get co them 
by re Ton of the Athenian fortifications. He, vvhilft Alcibiades vvas ahlenc, 
gathering Money from the Cities, made an agreement with the ocher Athe¬ 
nian Captains , that he fhould pay them 20 ta'lents, chat the Chalcedonians 
flaould pay all their arrears, and afterwards as much as they were wont: in 
che mean time che Athenians fhould offer them no violence, cill the Atheni¬ 
an Ambafiadors, which he took upon him to convey, flaould return from the 
King, Alcibiades at this time vvas at Selymbria , which having taken, he re¬ 
turned ro Byzantium with a body of Horfe and Foot newly raifed in Cherro - 
nefm and Thrace , where Pharnabaz,m expe&ed him to have his oath to the 
agreement. He refufed to take his oath except Pharnabaztts did the like, 
who condefcended to him, and fo they both fvvore not to hurt each other. 
Together with che Athenians , others went as Ambafladors to the King from 
the Lacedamonians ; as alfo Hermocrates and his brother Proxenus now ba- 
nifhed from Syracufe. 

82. The Athenians then prefently befieged Byzantium , which having no 
hopes to obtain by flrong hand, they atempted by treachery, andhadic deli¬ 
vered up ro them, vvhilft Clcarchns the Governour, a Lacedamonian , was 
gone to Pharnabazus to foilicite him abouc money to pay the Soldiers, and 
to gather a Fleet together wherewith if poflible he might riife the liege.- 
News hereof was carried to Pharnabaztts then wintering at Gordium in 
Phrygia with the Ambafladors whom he was carrying co the Kin?. In the be¬

AUibiadcs re- **/«,who were abfent, and Conon prefent in the Cine. Alcibiadcs cn- 
turmh to l couraged hereby fayled to the Citie, where at his landing multitudes of peo- 
tbens. pie came to meet him, admiring his perfon, and the prefent pofture of affairs, 

which they aferibed to his good conduft, whom they now acquitted from what 
was laid formerly to his charge, and excufed him for Tiding with the Enemy, 
feeing he was thereunto led by neceflity. He fpoke to the Senate and peo¬ 
ple in his own defence, and gave fuch fatisfatf ion, no body oppofing, that he 
was created General wichfull power, as ableto reftore the Commonwealth 
by hisown induftry to its antienc power. He firft on Land (which of late had 
not ufed to be done for fear of the Enemy) celebrated the Lieu Jin,a > and 
then in the third moneth after his arrival, with a Fleet of too Gallies,'aboard 
of which were noo foot of heavy Armour, and 15oHorfe, he fayled to jln- 
dfas , the Inhabitants of which he worfted in fight, and thence departed to Sa.

SECT. IV. 

From the end of the Peloponnelian war tothe beginning of the reign 
of Philip King of Macedonia, containing the fface of 44 ■¥«*• 

I nr' He year following being that wherein the 94'!' Olymfiti wasxelebta- 

X ted, in the courfe of which Crocintu che 7 hejfalian got the prize, £»- xmp).ift}W- 
dicus was Ephoms at Sparta, and PythadornsArchomx. whom yet 
the Athenians did not fo account,becaufe that the Oligarchy being brou D hcin 
this year, they efteemedic as anarchical. As fobn as the long walls and the 
PirLs were demolifned by the command of Eyfinder , thirty men were cho- 
fen to make Laws, by which the Commonwealth might be governed. Af¬ 
ter their creation and invefticure in che power,chey deferred DoAjopublift 
or write the Laws ; but conftituted the Senate and other ^agiftrates a 

their pleafure. Then, fitft, they laid hold of all fuch as had under the Da«a- 
ThejoTy- >j ivcd by informing, andfalfe accufing of others, which was not df- 

r “ K at Dleafmoto honed men. fio that thofe being condemned by the Senate, 

They were put to death. But afterwards they began fetioufly to lay their 
heads together, how they might make themfelves Mailers of all. They fenc 
t/E [chines and’ Ariftode two of their company to Sparta to de we a Garrifon 
for the better government of the City, till they had taken one of the w y 
naughty perfons, and had fetled che Commonwealth, promifing themfelves 
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to pay the Soldiers. Lyf tnder being made ufe of procured what chey defired, Se c t . 4 
and Callibites was fent as Harmofles unto Athens , whom chey fo flattered, ^yv' 
chat chey brought him co confenc to vvhacfoever they fhould aft. Now then 
they fell upon, not onely naughty and diffolute perfons, but on the beft, who¬ 
soever they thought ill affe&ed, and would endeavour to flop thei - proceed¬ 
ings, Theramenes one of them protefted againft this cruelty, and added 
that ic was impoflible their power fhould continue in that State without a fuf- 
ficient company to aflift them. Hereupon they fearing him, left he fhould 
make himfelf Captain of the difeontented, which was almofl che whole City 
chofe out of the Citizens 3000 which they thought meeteft for their purpofe^ 
and gave them fome part of the power, with this privilege, that noneof them 
fhould be put to death without the confenc of the Senate; all the reft of the 
People being left to the diferetion of the thirty, whom they alfo difarmed at 
a general mufter. 

2. Now thinking themfelves fecure enough, they filled all places with 
Fill all places murders, not onely of their private Enemies, but fuch whofe wealth miohe 
and rapine fS enric ^. tliem> of which they were exceflive greedy} and to this purpofe they 
r ‘ agreed, that every one fhould name one man whom he would put to death for 
to feize upon bis goods. Theramenes having difliked the eleaion of the 5 000 
uttered now alfo his deteflation of this wickedneffe, refilling himfelf to com¬ 
mit it. For this they were more jealous of him, fearing'he might croffe their 
abhominable practices- and refolved upon his deftruaion ; fo that having 
provided a Company of young men with daggers to affifl them, they called 
the Senate together, and therein Critias (his once familiar friend, but now 
his deadly Enemy, becaufe the moft cruel Tyrant of the thirty) bitterly accu- 
fed him as a turbulent and unfetled man; being now for the People and 
another while againft them ; he objeaed againft'him the death of the fixCap. 
tains procured by him, and concluded he was not a fit man to live in a Com- 
ot'TJUL m J on * vveaIth > especially fo conftituted. Theramenes replyed with undaunr- 
fordcteS edcou ^ e ’ and gave fatisfaaion to the Senate, as Critias perceived by their 
cheir wicked- muttering, who thereupon concluding, that if heefcaped it would endan- 
nefle, i s put to g er “is own life, he confulted with his Companions, and then returning to 
death. the Senate, told them, that having firft expunged his name ont of the Cata¬ 

logue of the 5000, and hereby he being fubjeaedto cheir cenfure, they con¬ 
demned him to death. Theramenes replied again, that his name was no 
more eafv to be blotted out than any other mans, in confideration whereof, 
he advifed them all to make his cafe their own: but none daring to oppofe, 
for that they knew the men that were prefent to be privily armed, he was 
led away, and compelled to drink poyfon, which he did with a refolute and 
gallant Spirit. After this che Tyrants,as being at liberty to do what they plea- 
fed, forbad all that were not contained in the Catalogue, co come into che 
Cicy, from which chey expelled them and the borders, that they and their 
Aflociates might enjoy their Lands. The Citizens betook themfelves to the 
Piraus, but being thence alfo expelled, they filled Me car a and Thebes with 
their multitudes. 

3. This banilhment of the Athenians procured their liberty. For, now 
they entred into confultation, and refolved to hazard their lives for the free¬ 
dom of their Country ; feeing that now what would have been treafon at 
home, would have no danger abroad, but fuch as might be found in the execu- a 
non. Firft Thrafybultu who was then at Thebes, with but * thirty in his * Cm ‘ W 
company, feizedupon Phyla, a Caftlein the Territories of Athens / which ^ Thra ^ hu >> ’ 
the Tyrants undemanding, endeavoured to recover, bur to no purpofe 5 for he 
having gotten to him within a while 700 men, put to flight the Carrifon Sol- 
diers of Sparta, whom they had fet to watch two mi^s off from the Caftle, 
killing of them about 120 men. Herewith the Tyrancs were fomethin^ dif- 
rbrafMm couraged, but thinking it beft to get Elea fine into their power, theyVnc 
Tmnts the u ’ and P erc f vin g;he Inhabitants that were able to bear Arms co go out 
ac the gates, that they might onely as they pretended cake the number of cheir 
heads, moft wickedly murdered them. After this Thrafybulm with 1000 
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Sf CT.4 menfetod upon the Phr<m, againlt whom, though the Tyrants came out with 
their whole power, yet he obtained the vuSory againft them.killing 70, and 
what more. Critic the Arch Tyrant, with H>ppom«chm one of his Collegues, 
and Cb»*itt, one of the ten Captains which had been placed oyer the ft- 
ram When the flam were delivered up to be buried, and thereupon both 
parties met, C.eoeritms a Cryer belonging to the Priefts, and a man famous for 
his loud and audible voice, expoftulated with thofe who fided with the Tyrants 
for expelling them their fellow Citizens, educated together, partakers hereto¬ 
fore of the fame things, facred and prophane pro perous and adterfe,and all 

for to fatisfie the lulf of thofe Monfters, who had kindled fuch a flame as had 
already confumed more than the Pehponneftan War did m ten years His 
fpeech produced fuch cfeft, that the 3 oco fell m difference amongft them- 
felves • ‘fuch as had been bulled in the deftmihon of other men, together 
with the Tyrants, vehemently contended that nothing was. to be granted co 
them in th zPintw ; but thofe that were confident in their own innocence, 
crying out, there was no reafon that they flaould obey the will and pleafure of 
the thirty, and fuffer the Citie to perifh, prevailed againft them. Then. was 
the power of the thirty abrogated,and ten chofen into their room, one 
Their power out of very Tribe, after which they quitted the Otic, and retired to E-

They fend for accord betwixt them in the Piraus and thofe in the Town, but feveral a&of 
aid from s^r- Hoftility they committed againft one another. At length the 3000 in h 
tu. Town, and the Tyrants of Eleufine , fent to Sparta to defire aid a D amft the 

other, faying, that the people revolted from the Lacedamomam 
fander procured them i oo Talents to be fent ouc of hand, himfelf ordered 
to *o General to aflift them, and his brother Libys General of the Fleer. 

Lyfanler Is Then befieged he the Piraus, both by Land and Sea, and_ forely ftraightned 
lent and be- them . but Paufanios the Spartan King thinking much that he ihould get 
Jiegcth T6w/y. he CTlory of Conquering Athenst he fecond time, which he would make as 
andl V s his own, he rerfwadeS the Ephori co give way, that he fliould follow him 
Kr«r with another Army, under preten« of afliftinghim; upon which account. the 
Corinthians and Boeotians amongft the Confederates refufed to follow him, 
alle*in* they ihould break their Oaths by fighting againft them , who had 
done nothing prejudicial co the peace.This they did, concluding that the Lace, 
damonians would lay theTerritories of Athens to their own demms.Paufaniae, 
after his arrival, fent co them in the Piraus to bid them depart, and they refu- 
fin° it, for a colour to his defigns, he lead his Forces againft them. But return¬ 
ing"without any thing performed, he went to view the Walls the nexc day, ac 
which time thev filfied our upon him, and ftill frefti fupplies coming in on 
both fides, wrought, and received confiderable damage. 

*. Yet for all this he underhand fent unto them about a cornpofure, and 
inftruaed them what they Ihould offer. They obeyed him, and he perfwaded 
alio thofe in the Citie to end the controverfie, that both might become 
*„r p rnfmas friends to the Lacedemonians. Thetvvo Ephori prefent with him (for two 
fhc swS« Ufed alwayes to accompany the Spartan Kings in their expeditions) inclined 
King cimla- to his opinion, rather than to the feverity of Lyfander, and fo accordm D ly 
ring Lyfaidcr t h ey f enc Ambaffadors from both parties to Lacedamon about an agreement, 
takcchupthc The Lacedemonians after audience prefently difpatched ten Commifltoners 
matccr * with them back to Athens, who, togeclier with Panfanias, might make an 
agreement. They prefently compofed all on thefe terms : That all jhould re¬ 
turn home to their own habitations , except the 30. and the 10. and II men 
■which had commanded in the Piraeus: and if any feared the people they might 
remove to Eleufine. Thefe things being done, Paufanias drew oft the Spar¬ 
tan Army, and thofe that were in the Piraus went up with their Arms into 
, the Citie , and there facrifized to Minerva. Then by the perfwafion of 
Government Thrafybuttu the popular Government was reftored, and all things ordered as 
SS in former times. A little eta ic being ted that they rn hired 

Soldiers abroad, attem piing new matrers, the whole Citie role againft -hem. 
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cook their Captains as they came to parley, and flew them: the reft bv their 

friends fent to them were perfwaded co agree. Then piffed a general Ad 
of Oblivion for all that was paft, confirmed by an Oath, to keep which they 
being very carefu l, even yet faithX,^W, joyntly mantle the affairs of 
the Commonwealth. By which wile order the Citie returned ro its form- 
quietneffe, upon this Sedition raifed by the 30 Tyrants, who being created by 
a Decree of the Senate, as - another faith,put co death 1400 Citizens unheard, 
and forced more than 5000 to fly into the Piraus,

f,U Z‘Agefilam had not been a year in his Office, before that being to facri- 
fize for" his Countrey according to the cuftom , the entrails of the beaft 
threetimesdid not permit it, which being viewed by the Prophet, he fore¬ 
told cHat a grievous confpiracy was hatched agamft him, and all Ma^ittratw, 
both in Town and Countrey. Five dayes after this a notable confpiracy in¬ 
deed was difclofed to the Epheri by one of the Complices, the head of which 
was Cinadon.

They 
refolved now that they had no War in Greece, and that their affairs were in fo 
good a condition in Afia , to curb their mfolence. Tyfander ™ 
natch-d to Phocis, where he fhould gather the Forces of the Confederates ^ 

m-rhe- and ftiv for Pauianias the King, who was to brin° the Forces of mtarcbinLy 
Wu ind the reft of the affociates to Haliarttts. He parching into Bceotta fando. 
drew Orchomtmts from the league of Thebe!, and impatient of delay tarried 
notfo < P>\u[iniaf, who hovered about 7 egaa, but went with fuch Forces as 
he had already io H«H« rw, which hefummoned, butmvam, the 7 hcbm,

This was the end of 
Ly pander, which he partly brought upon himfelf byhis eagerneffe to make 
this Expedition, being in his oldage fallen into melancholy , which rendred 

His charaaer. him more pevilh than ufual. He left a great name behind him, but purcha- 
fed rather d Y his good fucceffe than Virtue. He would neither fpare for 
cruelty nor hufehood to compaffe bis defigns, taking no rfjnjr« 

byany balance but that of profit. He fcoffed at fuch as faid, that thofe vvho 
were aefeendedof Hercules (amongft which he was reckoned, though not 
of the royal families) ought to manage Wars without deceit, faying, that 
where the Lyon’s skin would notferve, the Foxes was to be fowedtott. A de- 
fienof his was difeovered after his death, whereby he intended to have taken 
the Re°al power out of the two families, and have made them common to 
all in general. To this piirpofe a writing was found containing ajpeech he 
intended to offer to thePeople; which Age flans would have publ.fhed, that 
it might have been feen what kind of Commowealths-manhe was; but was 
diffwadedby Lacratidas chief of the Ephori, who faid, that Lyfinder ms not 
tobedi^ed up again, but rather that fpecch to be buried with him. Notwith- 
ftanding his ambition, yet he died poor, which rendred him the more famous, 
fo that to do honour to his memory the Spartans impofed a muia upon cer¬ 
tain Citizens, who being contrafted with his Daughters before his death, af¬ 
terwards when his poverty appeared, refufed to marry them 

12. The Thebans having loft fo many men m the late fight, thought they 
had but fmall caufe to triumph, counting their Ioffe equal with that: ofthe 
Enemy The day after,when they underftood that the Phocians and others had 
retreated, they took more couragi; but again, when they perceived 
mas to draw near, they efteemed themfelves in no fmall danger.

themfeives they came to a fight, wherein after much dtfhcultie and various 
Fortune the Lacedamonians were conquerours, making great {laughter of 
their Enemies. This Viaory was the more eminent, for that fo fmall a 
number had vanquifhed fuch multitudes, after which, they put to the

At this 
time Ambaffadors came to him from feveral parts, and amongft the reft from

^cb*Js 1C b y the ^*rnamans ,who endeavoured ro wreft from them Calydone ,a Town 
formerly belonging to che Johans, fent to Lacedaemon, and expoftuiated 
with them for not alhfting them, who ahvayes were ready to follow them into 
all places. The State upon this complaint lent Age plans to aid them, who 
invadmg Acarnania, wafted cheCountrey, made prey of moft of their Cartel, 
and being oppofed by them, was much pur to it on the mountainous and pre¬ 
cipitous places, by Darts and Arrows; but coming to hand-ftroaks, they were 
presently put to flighr, and 3 00 of chem flain. then confumed he all things 
with fire and ftvord , and attempted fome Towns by rhe perfwafion of the 
Achxans - but in vain. Now Autumn growing on , he could not be ftaid 
by their intrearies to prevent the Acamanians from fowing their Corn, 
telling them they were nor well advifed in their requeft ; for his intenti¬ 
on being ro return the next year, how much more Com they ftiould have 
upon the ground , by fo much would they be the more defirous of 
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19. And according to his promife,the Winter being over, he returned, at 
che report whereof che Athenians feared in a mid-tanu Councrey, and there¬ 
upon more obnoxious to damage in their Corn, and in great danger of lofing 
their Towns * made an agreement with the Ach&ans , and encred ined a to¬ 
day of War with the Spartans .. This War being over, the Lacedamonians 
not thinking it fafe to contend vyith the Athenians and Bccottans , whileft the 
Argives were at their back, they refolved to fend their Forces againft them. 
The condua of them falling ro Agefipolis, the other King, he would not un¬ 
dertake it, tilf he had confulced both the Oracle of Jttpiter 0 !ympiw,ax\d that 
of Apollo at De/phos, concerning the lavvfulnefle of che War, becaufe che 
Ar gives defired a Truce, but being facisfied therein, he invaded, and wafted 
their Territories; yet ere long ^terrified with divers prodigies, he retreated 
without any confiderable thing done. In the mean time Pham abacus and 
Conon, having overthrown the Ldccd&monians in aSea-fighc at Cnidus , freed 
the & ree k Cities from the Lacedemonian Governours, which Canon fuggefted 
to. che other as the onely way to make chem his own,and not co attempt"ro de- 
prive them of liberty, which would force chem to combine againft him, and 
thereby give him work enough. He attempted Sefiw and Ahydrts- but Der- 
cylhdas having fecured them,he loft his labour,and gave order to Canon to pro¬ 
cure a Navy from the Cities upon che Hellefpont againft che Spring , being 
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WT A "much incenfedagainft the temdemmem, and refolving to invade their 
Dominions. Ac Soring he did fo, and having ftrengchened the Enemies f 
V sZ, as much as poftble, he fumifhed Conm with a Hnet^and n, «, 
rebuild the long Walls of the P.Va»,than which Conm perfwaded him he 
could not do any thing more fuitable to his own mterefl. involved in be dam- 
a a e oi-' the L.cedamonians, and gaining the good will of the Athenians.

27. Things thus profpering, the Lacedemonians more cheerfully purfued 
the War agamft Olymhus, They fent General thither Teleutlas , who with 
Tclcutias fent the help of Amyr.m the Macedonian , and Derdat Prince of Ehmea, 0 ver- 
agaiiaffthe^^ threw the Olynthians under their walls, and wafting their grounds, for that 
olynthians.

Being put into 
Honey and brought home, there he was interred with Royal rites ,°and Polu 
btades was fent to command the Army, who befieging the Olynthlans , at 
myntbus taken len 8 ch / orcecl them by famine to yield on thefe terms : To have the fame 
by Olybiades. friends and Enemies with the Lacedemonians, and to follow them (U ajfociates 
whither(never they (hould lead them in their Wars . 

28. In the mean time the Phliafians grown confident upon the abfence of 
Agefpolis, began to nil very infolently and unjuftly again!! the Exiles which 
of late they were made ro re-admic. The Exiles complained of chem at 
Lacedemon , and they thereupon in their abfence put a mulit upon them, 
which undemanding, they ftill continued and praied juftice from that State, 

At length the Ephori refolved upon War, and Agefilaus was fent again!! 
the Phliafians , who thereupon offering largely to do all things fitting, he re- 
• fufed them, faying, he muft have deeds and not words, to which now with¬ 
out further confirmation he could give no credit. They asking what he would 
demand, he required their Caftle to be delivered up to him, which being 
utterly refufed, he befieged the City. They held out longer than he expec¬ 
ted) becaufe the Magiftrate fuffered them not to eat above half of the ordi¬ 
nary proportion, and by means of one Delphion , who with 30© afliflants, 
imprifoned fuch as fpake of a furrender. Buc at length confumed with famine, 
they defired a Truce, to fend Commiffioners to Sparta to treat of Peace. 

The ’pkliafi- Agefilaus ftomacbed that they ftiould pafle him by* and therefore fending his 
wffubdued by friends to the City, he obtained that the matter !hould be referred back to 
Altji aus. him. He ordered that 50 ftiould be chofen of the Exiles, and as many others,- 
who ftiould determine which Citizens ftiould be fuffered to live, and which • 
put to death, and chat then power fhould be given them to make Laws for 
the Government of the City. Whilft thefe things ftiould be done he lefc a 
Garrifon in the Town, and fo departed, having fpent Twenty moneths in this 
bufinefle. • 

25*, All things thus falling out to the Spartans according to their wifh, they 
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Cr c x a. iud a ed cheir Empire fufficiencly elhbliftied; buc another event (as Xenophon Xcmb.utprm. 
gravelydircourfethof divine vengeance) taught the contrary, it being dear, 
both from the Hilbries of Greeks and Barbarians, that God fuffereth not to $ - 
eicape unpunifhed wicked and ungodly aftions. They had fworn not long be- piutatcb & 
fore to leave the Cities to cheir own liberty, and yet they kept in their hands corn, i^pos 
the Citadel at Thebes, and therefore being formerly invincible, were now ** Ptiopidt. 
fufficiencly plagued by thofe alone whom they hafi injured. There was one 
Pbillidas Secretary to the prefenc P olemarchi of 7 lathes , who being not at all 
fufpefted by his Mate, went to Athens where the Exiles lay, and there 
entered into a confpiracy with Mello one of them, for the killing of the Po- 
Itmarchi , and recovery of their Countries liberty. Mello and fix others be- 
in 0 let in by Phillidas , were in womens apparrel brought in to the Polemar- 
chl as Courtezans,whilft they were drinking and celebrating th<?Featt of r mus 
at the end of their Office, whom they ftabbed with daggers hid under their 
clothes; after which they did as much to Leontides the chief revblter,as he lay in 
his bed| Mello being eafily admitted to him without fufpition.Then went they 
Tbcb Au C °h to the common prifon, and killing the Keeper fet at liberty their friends, 
when now they called the people together, and exhorted them to ftand m de¬ 
fence of their native liberty. They prefently befieged the Caftle, wherein 
the Lacedamonian Governour feeing the alacrity of theaffailants, was forced 
to yield upon this condition, to go out with his Army, and for chat was puc 
to death at his return to Sparta. The Thebans then (lewfuch as they could 
come by, who fided with Leontides , and, too rigoroufly, extended the fame 
punilhment to their children.^ 

2 o. The Ephori follicited by the Exiles that fled to Sparta , and moved by xenoph, & 

’ the authority of Agefilaus (who pretended a fufficient quarrel, for that Tlutmh, 

Ar chias and Leontides were flain) fent Cleombrotus their King againft the 
Thebans now in the depth of Winter. He in his paffage flew thofe whom 
Thillidas had let ouc of prifon, to the number of 150, who kept watch upon 
the mountains, buc did nothing farther confiderable, onelyhelefc Sphodrias 
Governour of Theft* to raife new Forces, and be a refuge to the difeonten- 
ted party amongft the Thebans , and fo returned. Yet herewith were the 
Athenians exceedingly affrighted, infomuch that one they put to death, who 
had confpired with the Theban Exiles, and condemned another who fled up¬ 
on it. The Thebans alfo defpaired of being able to graple with the 
Lacedemonians , and therefore betook themfelves to a politick device, 
which was invented by Pelopidas and Gorftdas principal of the lace Confpira- 
tors. A Merchant was fent to Sphodrias, then lying at Thefpis, a rafh and 
ambitious man, to perfwade him to fall upon the Piraus or Haven of Athens, 
as a work very grateful to his fuperiours, for chereby he Ihould cut off the 
Athenian power at Sea» and he might be fure the Thebans would not affift 
Sphodrias in- t (, em being already too much incenfea . He pricked forwards by thefe con- 
vadeth invaded Attica as far as Eleuftne ; buc there his defign being known, 

nlneotfome and his Soldiers unwilling to proceed any further, as non fufficiencly pre- 
TbeSa>is. pared for fuch an enterprize, he was forced to return. 

31. The Athenians caft inro prifon the Spartan Ambaffadors as confcious of xenoph. 
fuch an unlawful aft; buc they utterly renounced the leaft knowledge of it, Plutarch, 
and promifing Sphodrias fhould anfwer it with his life, they were content to 
expeft the juftice of the State upon him. The Ephori called him to account 
indeed, and yec though he appeared not, was he acquired, to the great admi¬ 
ration of all men, especially becaufe of'the author of his acquitment, which 
r/ was Agefilaus. For the King, though at firft he refufed feveral times to 

hear any thing in his behalf; yet Cleonymus the fon of Sphodrias beloved by 
, Archidamtts, made fuch m«ns to him, chat at length being very indulgent 
to his children, he excufed the matter, and faying, be held Sphodrias to be 
ln-icimiiv, i, n honeft man, and chat the Commonwealth flood in need of fuch Soldiers,

7 hebans refufing to quit the Cities of Boeotta were not comprised in the 
League, being very confident in their good fortune, and much lncouraged by 
Several excellent good Soldiers amongft them, the principal of which were Pe- 
lopidaf , and Epaminondas, who from a poor Philosopher became the molt re¬ 
nowned for martial affairs of all Greece. This change produced great Com¬ 
motions in the Several Cities, but efpecially in thofe of Peloponnefut , which 
by the Lacedemonians had been Subjected to Oligarchy , and now having the 
popular Government reftored, knew not how to ufe it moderately, but by 
un juft decrees oppofed many worthy men, driving Some into Exile, and lel- 
li n o their goods.

1000 horfe and 1500 fooc, in Shew to help the Thebans , but with in¬ 
tention to take up the quarrel; and he perfwaded both parties to accent 
of a Truce. 1 


3 8. Cleombrom was then departing out of Bceotia, when a new Army met 
him from Sparta 3 under the Command of Archidamus ■ for the Lacedemo¬ 
nians feeing the courage and resolution of the Thebans , whereas otherwise 
they could nor do ic, refolved to opprefle them by their numbers. The Ge¬ 
neral then chinking it to be difgracefull at all to fear the Thebans valour* 
marched back to Leuclra without any regard of the Truce, where they found 
the Boeotians ready to receive them. Cleombrotus and Archidamus (both 
descended from Hercules) lead the Winp of their battel. Epaminondas 
gave leave to all chat would to depart, which was done by the Thefpians and 
others, who bore no good will to the Thebans, His prime men he placed in 
one Wing, and the other by themfelves, whom he ordered to give back, as 
tpmimdas [ hou gh they fled. Making then an oblique battalion, he wich the ftouteft men 
overchrowcch began the fight, and whileft the other retired from the Enemy he followed him 
him in th: clofe, who now brake his order to get into it. The fuccefle remained'doubt-

But Epaminondas ftill prefling upon chem,and doing great execution ,at length ^, M 3 <5 34 . 
they fled, having no body to govern them. About 4000 of them Were flam, VHtmU 
and 300 of the other party. This battel hapned in the 34th year after the mil. 383. 
end of the Peloponnefian War, the Second of the ioad Olympiad, the 34th of Artar.mcm. 
Artaxerxes Mnemon, Phreftclides be\n° Archon. A. M. 3634. ' 34 . 

39 : The meffage of this overthrow came to Sparta the la ft day of their xmpb,& 
gymnick Solemnities, wherewith, though the Ephori were So af¥e6led,as thofe 
that Saw now a conclufion of that Principality they had almoft enjoyed 500 ' 

years, yet Suffered not the exercifes to be broken off; buc fending the names 
of the flain to their relations,finiihed the Feftival. The day after,when it was 
known who were flain, and who efcaped, one mighc fee the Parents and Kin¬ 
dred of the^ dead to meet together in the Forum with cheerfull looks ind 1 
fliinds, {Baking one another by the hands; but on the orher fide the friends of 
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fuch as were living, as in Come folemn time of mourning to keep themfelves 
at home , or if they came abroad, to fignifie their fadneffe in their habit, 
fpeech and countenance: and this was efpecially remarkable amongft the wo¬ 
men. But when their affociaces had revolted, and Epaminondas yvas thought 
to be about to invade Peloponnefns , they then called to mind the Oracles, 
concerning what fhould happen to them under a Lame King ; yet reveren* 
cin^ the valour, power, and glory of Ageflaus, they not onely tetained him 
in ms feveral places of King and General, but trade ufe of him as a Phyfician 
in this fad diftemper. Now whereas by the Laws’ of Sparta, fuch as had fled 
from a battel were not onely made incapable of Magiftracy, and of marriage 
with others, who thereupon were noted with ignominy ; but were to be ftruc- 
ken by every one that mec them, walking inadejeited pofture , in Fools 
Coats, with cheir beards half fhaved jf'there being many and powerfull who 
fled from Leuttra ; left any inconvenience might follow upon rheirdifcon- 
tent, Age (Hans procured that the Law for his time fhould be filent, and 
(wichouc repealing) obtain its antient vigour for the time to come. 
Then to recreat the minds of the Soldiers he le:d them out into Arca¬ 
dia , whereinduftrioufly abftaining from fight, he took a little Town of 
the Mantineans , and made excurfions into their Territories, to give his 
Citizens a little hope, and ftiew them that the fortune of Sparta was not alto¬ 
gether defperate. 

40. The Ephori made new Levies, lifting thofe now that were above 60. 
the Tegeatans , Mantineans , Corinthians , Pbliafians , Acheans , and other 
Cities fent their numbers, the Conduit of alhvhich was committed to Ar- 


Arcbidmus in- chidamus f becaufe his father was not yet tecovered. The Thebans prefently 
vadeth Bxotia. after the victory fent a Meffenger Crowned to Athens , to lec them know 
their fucceffe, and demanded aid.; buc the Athenians being not a little trou¬ 
bled at what had hapned gave him no audience. Then fent they to- Jafon 
the Pheraan Prince of Thejfa/y, who though he was otherwife employed with 
the Phocians , yet came, ana when Archidamtts had now invaded Boeotia, pro¬ 
cured a Truce betwixt them, and thereupon the Spartan Army returned 
home. This by Xenophon is related as done after the baccel at Leuttra , and 
becaufe he maketh no mention of any Truce made by Jafon betwixt them, 
before the fight,we jnay fufpeil a miftake in the time, either of him , or Dio- 
a Truce is dorus, who relateth the ftory as before. Jafon returning home was murdred 
procured by by feven young men,hiving great defigns in his head , after he had, partly by 
Jafon prince peefwafion, and partly by awe, caufed all Tbeffaly to receive him as General, 

°f Tbeffaly^ 0 the Lacedemonians having refufed to fend them aid to defend themfelves 
is prefently from his power. After his death his two brothers Poly dor us and Polyphron , 
after murdred ^ ut [j 0rs 0 f death, were made Generals, of whom the former was {lain 
by his bro- w i c hin a while by the later , who turning his Principality into Tyranny, held 
weis. fc b ut one y ear # being then flain by his brother Alexander , under pretence 

of revenging the death of Polydorus , and overthrowing the Tyranny. But 
he proved ten times more Tyrannical, * burying men alive, convering them ♦ piat&th. fo 
in beads skins, and fo fetting them before the Dogsto be devoured,and killing Pclopida. 
others with Darts,to make himfelf fport. At length having a plot againft his 
Wives brothers, he was flain by them by her means, and Tijiphonus the eldeft 
of allthe brothers fucceeded, who continued in the Government when Xeno¬ 


phon wrote his Hiftory. 

41. The Athenians confidering that the Lacedemomans ftill expe&ed Xeaopb, 
they fhould follow them in the Wars as formerly, and would compell them 
thereto if they could, thought it beft for living their credit to revive the 
peace formerly made with Artaxerxes , They fent therefore fifty men about 
it, to the Cities, to take an Oath of them to this purpofe: That they would 
obferve the Truce eftablifhed by the King, and confirmed by the Athenians 
and their Affociaces; and if any injury fhould be offered to any thac took the 
Path, to affift them with their full power. All the States willingly admitted 
of it, and received the Oath, except the Eleans , who after the example of 
the Thebans, pretended chat the Marganians, Scillumians , and Triphylltans 
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ought not co be fee ac liberty, becaufe they belonged unco them. All Cities Sect 
both little and great being by virtue of ; this peace to be fa ac liberty, the 
Mantineans taking occafion thereat, made a Decree to build their Citie V 
again, and to fence it with walls, which formerly had been demoli/hed by 
the Lacedemonians. They were agrieved thac this fhould be done without 
their confent, and fent Age flans co them to flop cheir proceedings; but the 
Magiftraces refufed to call tig People together to give him audience* chough a 
friend upon his fathers account, telling him what was once deceed by the peo¬ 
ple could not be altered. Some of the Arcadians fent and promifed them 
afliftance, and the Eleans helped them with thirty talents of Silver. Ac this 
time the inhabitants of Tcgea felt out amongft themfelves, vvhilft fome 
A Sedition at would have all the Arcadia meet together and choofe fome one man to be 
Te Z ea ' cheir Prince, buc others were for living under their own Laws onely, and the 

maintenance of their liberty. Thefe ac the firft had the better of it; buc by Alias 
the help of the Mantineans, ac length the ocher prevailed, and killing fome vuie - * 
drove the reft of their Enemies to Lacedemon, to the number of 80. 3 ** 

4a. The Lacedemonians thought they were bound by Oath co revenue the 
caufe of the Exiles upon che Mantineans , who by falling on them had broken 
theirs, and gave order to Age flam to invade them. They by the advice o e 
their friends the Arcadians contained themfelves within their walls nevv 
built, and fuffered him to fp.oil their Country , which doing with «reat cau¬

Ac firft he intended to *0, 
but asking the Ambaffadors how their Superiors flood affe&ed co an equal 2i- 
ftnbution of goods and honours, and hearing they were utterly averfe to fueh 
a conftitution, he thereupon refufed to go to them. At this fame time alfo 
Epaminondas fent into Sic die, Italy , as far as the Iflands Euefperites, and all 
over where the old Meffenians dwelt , to invite them home into their ancient c nufaniash 
Country, which was reftored to them, and called after the old name Mef- Mcjlinicu.

43. The fame year hapned fuch a Sedition and Maffacre at Argos, as could 
never be paralleld m Greece. That City was then governed in * Democrats- Myt ioi 
cal way; but the Orators fo ftirred up the People againft che Nobility,* thac «. I 
An unparelled fome being accufed, for fear confpired againft the Popular Government, to 
SSL c ?f- enCthe t. ir 0VVn Bein S hereupon fufpeaed and examined, fome 
ofAnchnonTr-^ r,n " to r b *™ de aW3 V themfelves, and one in chemidft of his 
chical Go- P ains ‘icculed thirty of the moft eminent in the City. The common fort eive- 
verntnent. ing credit: to this accufation, put all thofe to death unheard, and confifcaced 
their goods, and then many others being accufed who were wealthy, they put 
them all co death, and in this manner made an end of i£oo. The Orators 
themfelves now we.re afraid, left in this fo general a Maffacre they themfelves 
alfo might unexpeaedly mifcarry, and therefore ceafed from cheir calumni¬ 
ations; which being underftoodby tne multitude, as though they now for- 
iook them, thsypucasmany of them to death as they could find incheCicy, 
epe vengeance of God thus repaying them. . 

\ 44. The next year, the Lacedemonians fent tooo of their Citizens, and / 
ydo Ar gives and Boeotian Exiles, under the commandof Polytropus into 
rcadta t who there fortified Orchomtwts, but meeting with Lycomedes che 
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C(rT . M anting an, General of the Arcadians, he was (lain in batcel with 200 men. 

The Arcadians after this defiring help of the Athenians in vain, procured it 
of rhe Boeotians , who difpacched 'into Peloponncfw Epaminondas and <Pelopl- 
das, to whom the ocher Bamarch* of their own accord left the command of 
the Army. When they were come into Arcadia , all the Confederates made 
up the number of 50000 men ; bucyettheT^Aw* were very unwilling to 
invade Laconia. They confidered that the Country was well fortified, and 
thac the Lacedemonians terrible every where would fight more defperately at 
. , t heir own dores. But the other prefling them much to it, and fomi bringing 

? p ZcJH lL word how the borders were defolate of defence, and offering to conduft them 
mi a into it, at length they invaded it in four feveral bodies, and bearing down all 

oppofition, met together at SaUafta , whence they marched for Sparta it felf, 
burning and confuming allthings in theirpaffage. Six hundred yearshadthe 
Dores now inhabited Laconia , and for all this time not an Enemy had dared u 

to appear in it, fothat this unufual fight caufed great tumults in the City, A ^i a0m 
the women having never before feen as much asthefmoak of War, nor the 
men able to endure a Siege. Ageftlatu contained them within, bellowing 
them as he found convenient in feveral places, for the defence of the City, 
which had no other walls than the bodies of it’s Inhabitants. He was much 
moved at the arrogance of the Enemy, who challended him by name, as the 
caufe of thefe diffentions, to come out and fight; yet fo contained himfelf, 
as taking great pains for.the prefervation of hts Country, hefliewed clearly, 
that if he had not been, the City could not have continued. 

45. The Boeotians laboured to provoke the Spartans to fight, bidding them 
either do it, or confefferhemfelves to be inferior to their Enemies; to which 
they anfwered, that when they faw occafion, they would not fear to try a bat- 
tel with them for all. They left then the City, and making great wafte of all 
Laconia , returned into Arcadia. The Spartans m the time of this their ex¬ 
tremity, had promifed liberty to fuch of their Slaves as would fight for them, 
and fent to Athens to procure afliftance from chat State, which the Ambaffa- 
dors procured to be decreed, efpecially by this motive, that the Lacedemo- 
nians had faved that City, at the end of the Pebponnefian Wat, when the 
lphicrates fent Thebans were earneft for it's utter deftru&ion. They made choice of lpht- 
to flflift the cmes f or t he General in this Expedition, who ocherwife a man of excellent 
Spartans. con du&, yet Is judged by Xenophon to have been far overfeen in the manage¬ 
ment of this employment. For having loitered at Corinth , and th zThcbans 
being about to return home, he ought to have fortified Cenchrea , where they 
had the moft convenient paflage, and when he fent to fpie whether they had 
pafled OnctUj he fent both all his own and the Corinthian Horfe, whereas few 
ms eooduft had h e en fufficient to fpie, and better for a fpeedy retreat,and hereby he loft no 
v y fewer than twenty men, and the Thebans retuned without any great molefta- 

xenopim. ^ The Lacedemonians having got 4000 Auxiliaries , belides 1000 
Slaves newly manumitted, and many men out of the neighbouring Towns, 
thought themfelvestben fit to try a battel; yet convenient for them firft to. .. 
fend to the Thebans about a peace. They offered it to them on thefe terms; 
that Mejjcne fhould be reftored by them, and the Laconians left to their li¬ 
berty. Moft enclirted to receive thefe terms, till Archidamwndhg up, faid, 
that peace was not to be received upon fucb unequal conditions by them, 
who were wont to give and not to receive it; chat Meffenc was juftly destroy¬ 
ed 300 years before, and could not be reftored, but to the great diftreffe and 
dammageofth q Lacedemonians.

0 *\<tE m- 
with death by the / hebans, becattje he conflrained them at Lett lira to van- mimnda - 
qttifh the Lacedemonians, whom, before he was Genera!, none of the Boeotians 
dnrft once loosen-, and for that in one battel he not only faved the Thebans from 
mine, bat alfo reftored liberty to all Greece-, and brought matters to that cap. 41 
faffe, that rhe 7 hebans fell upon Sparta, and the Lacedxmonians had emu oh 
to do to pref rve themfe Ives ; and left not of till Mejftne being reftored, he t.- Prs/jabt Beta- 
fteged their City. Having faid this, the People nffe&ed with joy fee up a Ms. ‘ 
laughter, and none of the Judges dared to pane fentence. 

47. In the fame year, according to Diodorus , but the next, according to xw'j lib , 
Xenophon, Epaminondas was fent again into PeUponnefus to the afliftance of bioM, Ui ' 7 ‘ 
Arcadians, Argives, and EUans, who afrefii had made War upon rhe La- 
ced&monlans. The Lacedemonians and Athenians hid lately eftablifhed a 
. . League betwixt themfelves on thefe terms : That each fhould command the 

aetininvA- fi v * d l ) ss in tbdr COfir f e -> r ' hlch b -f 0Ye wasfolely left to the Spartans, 

cth Pi(op3rnte~ The Athenians hearing of the coming of Epaminondas, fenr Chabrias with 
fus. ' an Army ro flop his pa if age. He coming to Corinth, with the Lacedemonians 
and other allies, made up an Army of 20000, and then all jovning Together 
fortified rhe paflage into Pelopomejm , making a ditch and a wall crofle the 
Ifthmus from Cenchrea to Lachms. But Epaminondas obfervin° at what 
place the guards were weakeft, there with feme difficulty brake tho:oiioh,ha*a- 
yed the Counrry, had Sicyon and other places delivered up to him, butcome- 
ing to Corinth was gallantly repulfed by Chabrias , who Tallying out of the 
City, and getting advantageous ground, not onely fuftained his charge, but did 
good execution upon the aflailants. At this time 2000 Gattles and Spaniards 
were fent by D.onyfttu Tyrant of Sicilie to the aid of the Lacedemonians, who 
arriving at Corinth, the Grecians to try their valour led them out againft the- 
Enemy. They behaved themfelves very well, did good fervice againft the 
Boeotians , many of whom and their allies they flew, for which receiving a-eat 
commendations and rewards belides, they returned in the later end or Sum¬ 
mer into Sicilie. 

1 48. The 7 hebans being returned home, the Athenians conceived indig¬ 

nation againft them, through the complaints of Lycomedes the Mammon, Xen -A>. 
who urged ic was an unworthy thing for the Arcadians, being more noble 
(as the onely antient Inhabitants of their Country) and more deferving, ro be * ° 3 ' 

commanded by the other, and follovv them in the War. Being much puffed 
The jimdi- up vvirh fuch Conceit< h che Thebans began ro be alienated from them, and the 
t$s fall out Cleans bore them malice, becaufe they could not obtain of them rhe Towns 

with the The- which the Lacedemonians had taken from them. Things being at this pafle, 
bMf ' ^bylifeus of Abydus, fent from Ariob.trz.anes the Verftan Satrapa, 

with much money, to perfwade the States to Peace. The Thebans yet would 
not come to any conclufion, alleging that Meffene oughr ro be exempted 
from the j’urifdi&ion of rhe Spartans, with which he being offended, not en¬ 
during chit old pretences fliould be again revived, he left 2Coo men already 
paid to the aid of the Lacedemonians, and returned into Afa. The Area- 
dians hiving chofen Lycomedcs their General, fent him into Laconia with an 
Army, where he took by ftorm Pallene, and therein put to the fword 300 of 
the Lacediemonia.n Cirrifon Soldiers. To return the like unto rbem the year 
foliowing (the firft of the 103 Olympiad, wherein Pythrojlrams the Athe¬ 
nian was ViiSlor) Archidanms was fent into Arcadia 'wirh rhe Confederates, 
and anew fup ply of men lent from Dionyfms . He rook Cary a, and put all 
therein to the Sword, and going on in his attempts, Ciflidanhs. General of 
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<- c he Sicilian Forces, pretending he had ftaid his fulltimefet him by Dhnyjhts, 

would needs be gone j but in his way was circumvented by the Mefemans, 
and was forced to crave aid of Archiuamm. 

49. He haftned to relieve him , and in his march the Arcadians arid Ar- 
eives onpofed themfelves, whom charging with great resolution, he got a 
moft famous victory, killing 10000 of his Enemies without the lofle of one 
man} fo that asthePriefts of Dodona had fung (that it fhould be a fight with¬ 
out tears to the Laceda womans) yet the meflage being come to Span a. Age- 
fians, the Senators, and the Ephori, are all faid to have wept for joy. As this 
iuccefle revived the fpirits of the Spartans ^hich had been a!moft extinct.by 
the battel at Leuctra, fo, as Diodorm telleth us, the Arcadians now fearing 
their in-roads,for their better fecurity built them one great Citie, twenty of 
Megalopolis the Menalian and Parrhafian Villages being taken in for the hte thereof, 
now built ac- though Panfanias will have Megalopolis built two years .before* The l be- 
coring to Dio- y ans anc j Eleans onely rejoyced in the misfortune of their friends the Ar C a- 
dom ‘ dians, as tending to the humbling of them. The 7 hebans calling much in 

their heads how to obtain the principality of all Greece, refolved upon fend¬ 
ing an Ambaflfage to the Per ft an King to contrail a ftraight League and Alli¬ 
ance with him, and affembling the Confederates they pretended a neceliity 
'pelopidas fcnti hereof, becaufe Eathycles the Lacedawonia* was now with the King m 
by the The- behalf of that ftate. Theyfent Pelopidas , with others for the Arcadians , 
baas ro the EUans.U Argives : the Athenians alfo undemanding hereof Cent Timagoras 
Pcrfian King. and UjJ Pe i 0?id „ being very f am0 us even in A fa for his valour,by his de¬ 
meanour got all the favour from the reft. He urged the King with the merits 
of the 7 hebans, who had never of all Greece born Arms againft him,or his An- 
ceftors, either of old in the Median War,or of late in alnftance to AgcfilartSj 
and he extolled their valour , (hewing that thereafon why the Arcadians 
were of lace overthrown by the Lacedemonians, was bee mfe of their abfence. 

For the truth hereof he appealed to Timagoras the Athenian, whom being ac 
odds with his Collegue, he drew off to his party. He obtained of Artaxerxes 
what he demanded, viz,, that Mejfene fhould be held exempted from the 
lurifdiition of the Lacedamonians, the Athenians fhould abttain from the 
Sea, and all the ocher Cities left to their own Laws: Laftly, that the The* 
bans fhould be efteemed the near Friends and Allies of the Empire. 

50. This employment got Pelopidas abundance of credit (who not long 
Gctteth much after was flain in a vi&orious bated, fought in the behalf of the The (fait ans 
credit bv his againft Alexander the Tyrant) but 7 imagoras returning home received a 
AmbaflTie. oreacPrefenc from the Per ft an, and being accufed by his Collegue of fiding 
with Pelopidas was put to death. The 7 hebans, though they had got what 
they defired of the King, yet their defign came to nothing, for the Commif- 
fioners of the Cities firft refufed to take the Oath of this newLpague, and 
then moft of the Cities themfelves after the example of C orinth , the anfwer 
of which was, that there was no need of this new Engagement. This plot 
then of Pelopidas having not taken good effedl, Epamihondas thought of an¬ 
other co reduce the Arcadians and Allies to obedience ; and that was,firft Xenoph.ut ft* 
by fubducing the Ach&ans , to which purpofe he went again into Peloponnefit*. prd,Diodom 
He eafily effe&ed this, and receiving an ingagement from them to continue 5 

faichfull to the Thebans, returned,for which being much blamed by the Ar¬ 
cadians, and the reft of that fa&ion, Governours were fent from Thebes 
into the feveral Cities, who bringing in the popular Government, thereupon 
drove away many of the principal men, who uniting themfelves, feized again 
upon their feveral Cities, and then ftood no more Neuters, but openly de¬ 
clared for the Lacedamonians. So this fecond device of the Thebans came 
to nothing, and the Arcadians were preffed both by the Lacedamonians and 
Achaans . At this time Eptphron the Sicyonian , a man of great power in 
his Countrey, perfvvaded the people to brinj; in the popular Government, 
which done,and he with others being chofen rrators, hemurderedfomeofIns 
Collegues, expelled the reft, and openly eftablifhed a Tyranny. The aflo- 
ciates he put off by doing them pleasures,through which the Argives being m- 
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couraged, together with him fell upon die Ph iayans,& brought them to great Se c t 
ftraights,becaule ol their faithfulnefle to the Lace damonians ,\x\\t:t\R they ex- 
celled beyond Prefident, noadverficy nor any advantage being able co affright, 
or allure them from it, a? is largely dilcouri'ed by Xjnophon, The Athenians 
fent Chares with relief co them, who overcame she Ar gives in two fights,and 
reftrained their violent attempts againft them. 

51. But tALneas the Symph alias, General of the Arcadians, ; udgirg thing* 
not to be at Sicyon as they fhould, feized upon the Cattle there, and forced 
Etsphron to leave the Town, and give up the Haven co th t Lacedemonians. 

Stirs about Si-Yet a Sedition following in the Town he took occafion thereat, and re- 
qon. poffeffed himfelc , joyning with the people againft the Nobilicy , but the Ga- 

ftle being held by a Garrifon of Thebans, he thought there was no long conti¬ 
nuing without their leave, and fo taking money with him, went to 7 hibes, to 
procure the good will of the people there, thither feveral of his adverfaries 
followed him,to wichftand his defign, and finding thac he wan upon the Ma<n- 
ftraces and San’te, to hinder the progrefle of the bufinelTe, killed him in tlis 
Caftle, at fuch time as the Senate was fitting there. One of them taking all 
the fault upon himfelc, mideftich a difeourfe in his own defence,by tellin" 
what the Thebans themfelves had lately done in the like cafe, and by other ar¬ 
guments, thac Euphron was pronounced juftly fnin, and he was abfolved. 

Yet being carried co Sicyon he was honorably buried in the Forum, and wor- 
fliipped by the people as one of their greeted benefa&ors. The PhUafans 
now had by the afiiftance of Chares taken 7 hymia, which w is fortified againft 
them by the Sicyonians, but their Exiles had feized upon Or opus - the Sicy - 
onians and Arcadians recovered the Haven at Sicyon, and no body a (Lifted the 
Athenians ac Oropus, but all forfook them, fochac it was committed to the 
truft of the 7 hebans, till the controverfie about it fhould be decided. Ljco- 
. mtdes feeing them diffacisfied with their Allies, drew the Athenians to enter 
The Athenians into fociecy with the Arcadians. The conditions were,thac the Athenians , in 
ciety with the Arcad j a was invaded, fhould fend fuccours of horfe, wichout being con- 
Arudians, Grained co invade Laconia. 

. 5^. The Athenians, as foon as this was done, eaft in their heads how they 
might make Corinth their own, through the perfwafion of Demetion ; which 
ho C<?n f ulc bei. n g known there, their Soldiers were difmifled, and the fociety broken be¬ 
come matters cvv ‘ xt: thern - . T ^ s made the Corinthians ,who now had gotcen fo new and 
of Qrr\yab, potent Enemies ,look about them for their own fecurity ; and to this end 
levying all the force they could, they made alfo their peace with Thebes , in 
which they would have the Lacedamonians concluded, faying, they were con- 
flrained to this accommodation ; but the Lacedamonians giving them,and all 
other their Confederates leave to provide for themfelves (which was accepted 
by the Phlia fians and others) faid they would perfift in the War, and com¬ 
mit the iflue co God, being refolved never ro confenc that Mejfene , which 
• they had received from their Anceftors, fhould be taken from them. The 
condition of this peace was onely that each Citie fhould enjoy its own; for 
the Corinthians flatly refufed to enter into a fociecy of Arms, becaufe they 
would not offend, thofe that had well deferved of them, but prefently a con¬ 
tention was revived betwixt the Phlia fians and Ar gives about Thymia, 
which was feized on, and held by the later, notwithftanding all that could 
be objected. At the fame time were twelve fhips, under the Command of 
Timocrates , fent to the aid of the Lacedemonians by Dionyfm the younger 
(vvho now had fucceeded his dead father) which they ufed in the ftor- 
‘sArtaxcms ming of Sellajia, and then the Fleet returned back into Sicily. At this time 
procureth an- Artaxerxes fent once more to mediate about a peace, which was 
r peace, fubmitced to by the Cities , and fo the Laconian , or (as it is alfo 
called) the Boeotian War ended , after it had continued above five 
years.

He fhewed it was an cafie thing 
pcrfwad*cli for thofewho were ftrongeft at land, to obtain, by mftancing in t e ace &- ; 
the v,Kb.vn to mn'umtyW ho though in the War with Xerxes they furnifhed our but ten j 
look after • for iqo of the Athenians , yet for their power on land were obeyed by 
Sea matters, ^ thiSj flnd Qther argumen(:Sj he got them to ordain that 100 Galhes . 

fhould be provided , and that the Rhodians, Chians ,, and Byz,anuans fhould. 
be invited to joyn with them in thefe preparations. He himfelf going with • 
a little Force to thefe Cities, induced them to fide with the Thebans , and io 
terrified Laches the Athenian, who indeavouredto croffe his defign, that 
though he commanded a ftrohg Fleet, yet did he quit thefe parts. Dunn® his 
abfence,fome of the Theban Exiles having a great defire to'change the Go¬ 
vernment in.ro an Ariftocracy , drew into their plot 300 horf-men of the Ur - 
chomemans, who When they were about to execute their defign, it was re¬ 
vealed by fome principal contrivers to the Bceotarcha. The Thebans had 
conceived a grudge againft the Orchomenians of a very longdate, ever fince 
that Cine having paid Tribute to them formerly, was exempted from it by 
The Tn:b.ms Hercules . Having now then an opportunity to vent their malice, they nrft 

deftroy pi .t to death the ?oo horf-men, then taking the Town, they put to the fword 

mum. Jii t he men, fold' the Women and Children, and fo utterly deftroyed \ Orcho- 

menos. This cruelty was utterly detefted by Epammondas, vvhofaid, if he' Paf ,f a „j as ; fJ 
had been prefenr, he would have in no cafe fttffered fuch wickednefle to be 
committed by the Thebans. 

5 5. The Arcadians having the Olympian Temple in their power, me Ma- xemb. lib,7. 
oiftntes converted the monevthereof to the paying of their Epariti, being 
cheftrength of their Armv. this the Mamineans firft protefted againft as T'oamsaA 
Sacrilege, and fent the money which was due from them for the payment of W**- 
rhe Soldiers, which being taken as an affront from the other, they called the 
Mantinean Magiftrates Before the Council of the 10000, who refufirg to ap- 
Srirs betwixt pear, they fentw fetch them by force, but being repulfed, ar length others, m 
tiis jii ctidjuis t be Council appeared for them,being of their opinion,that the money was not 
and iM.niiii:- t0 couc hed, which would brand them for ever with a note of infamy. This 
W as decreed by the Council, which the great ones feeing, and apprehending 
in what danger'they were, fent to the 7 he bans to cell them, that except they 
would come in time Arcadia would wholy revolt to the Lacedemonians.

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The moftfober men amongft tbe Arcadians 'hereupon perfwaded the Council Sect a 
to fend to the Thebans, to proteft againft the coining down of their Army un- l/vvj 
fent for j and by reftoring to the Eleans the Temple, to make peace with them 
All cook the oath of the League, 7 and amongftche reft the Governor of 7e- 
gca, who lay in Garrifon with 300 Thebans • but the great ones who feared 
to be called toaccount for the money, prevailed with him to lay hold upon th * 

Mamineans and other Arcadians , who at Tegeamte making merry for the 
peace. But the Mamineans making demand of their Citizens 0 , promifin* if 
they had done amifle they fhould appear before che Council, the Theban Ge¬ 
neral was at a ftand, knowing not what to do, and at lengch difmifled tbe 
prifoners, purging himfelf by faying, he heard the Lacedemonians were abouc 
to invade Arcadia , and that fome of che Arcadians had defined to betray 
Tegea into their hands. 0 1 

5 ( 5 . Though they believedIhim not, as lowing the contrary, yet they dif- 
milled him, but fent to 7 hebes to accufe him as worthy of death, for atcemp- Alter Polybius 
ting a matter fo contrary to the good undemanding betwixt rhe Scares. But ?• 
Epammondas excufed him, laying the blame upon the Arcadians, who ha¬ 
ving drawn the Thebans into che War, would offer co make peace wichcut cheir 
confent, and thereby were guilty of treachery? and he plainly declared that 
the Thebans would march into Arcadia , and there aflift their friends. The 
Mamineans and others undemanding this, fent to Athens and Sparta to de¬ 
fire aid, laying open the defign of the Thebans plainly to be this: To waken 
PeloponnejHs, and bring it ad tmolubjcttion to themfelves. They jealous of this, 
encredl into League with them, wherein ic was provided,chat each State ftiould 
have the command over the Army in their own dominions. Whilft this was 
a domg, Epaminondas marched from Thebes , leading with him, befides the 
Boeotians, fome Thejfalian Horfe, and Soldiers out of Euboea. When he came 
t( ? Nme f there he ftaied a little, having a great defire to meet with the Atke- 
Epmivondas mans ; but underftandmg that chey pafled by Sea bco Peloponnefm . he

57 * Archidamus his fon being there left, fee the old men and boys upon 
the Houfes to annoy che Thebans with ftones,anddifpofedfoofthofe chat were 
lit to light, m the feveral places of the Cicy, that chough Epaminondat had 
continued his march all night, yet found he that his defign was betrayed, and 
that although he chofe the fleepeft defenc 
tccaccch to ‘ II ? t0 ch f T own ? co h ^ e . the ^per ground, yet was he repelled, che Lacedtmo- 
Mminea. ****** lofing the raott m their coo long purfutes. Then undemanding the 
Laccdttmonian and Arcadian Forces co be all coming to relieve Sparta, he 
thought it notwifdom to hazard a battel with them all; but judging chat 
- Mantinea wouid be left naked, and at this time of the year che Inhabicaincs 
would be much abroad in the fields about their Com and their Cartel at pa- 
Ihjre, he thought it fit to cry if he could furprife them all, and fent before 
the Horfe for that purpofe. Ac this time it hapned well for che Mamineans, 

His Horfe put utal° under the command of Hagclochut were come through 

to flight. , e i J* hm **t into the City, who upon their defire, notwichftanding they fliould 
Iwve to do with fuch Horfe as exceeded theirs inthenumber, andthebeft 
elteemed of in all Greece, refolved to do their utmoft in their behalf. In the 
engagement they had the better of it, and thereby preferved all that the Man-

S ccto ft his ingalmoftexpired, wasfull of various thoughts. If be fliould leave thofe, 
norftay. forthe aid of whom he was fenr, robe befieged by che Enemy, he faw he 

fliould 
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St c T 4. fhould lofe the honour he formerly had' obtained, efpecially feeing he had been 
repulfed ac Sparta by fo few a number, and now alfo had mifcarried at Man. 
tinea : and he conlidered that by this Expedition of which himfelf was author , 
he had given occafion to the LacMmonians, Arcadians, Achaans , Eleans, 
and A thenians , to enter into a ftraight League of offence and defence, from 
thefe reafons he concluded he could not in honour depart without a battel, in 
which if he overcame, he fhould make amends for all, and if hee fhould 
die, fuch a death could noc but bee glorious, which fhould bee undergone 
in an endeavour to make his Country Miftrelfe of all Pelopomefus. 

58. Ere long the Armies of the Lacedemonians and Mamineans appeared, 
confifting, with their allies, of aooco Foot, and about 2000 Horfe. To the 
Laotians were affiftants the Tegeatans, and fuch other Arcadians as were moft 
powerful and wealthy, the Argives, Enboeans, the Theffalian Horfe which 
the / htbans brought^ the Mejfentans, Sicjonians , and other Pelopomeftans ; 
the number of all which amounted to ;cooo Foot, and little fewer than 
3000 Horfe. This is much admired by Xenophon, that Epamwondas fhould fo 
difcipline his Soldiers, that neither night nor day they fhould fhun any la¬ 
bour, refufe to undergo any danger, to be contented with any kind of provi- 
fion, and very ready to obey all orders. When he had ranged his men in or¬ 
der of battel, he led them not ftraight on againft the Enemy, but fetched a 
compare cowards the Mountains of Tegea, and made as though he would 
there picch bis Tencs. This made the Enemy fecure, which he well under- 
ftanding, formed his battalia like a wedge, thereby to break them fooner, and 
led with fpeed againft them, who now were all to feek, and in a confufion, 
fome hailing to bridle their Horfes, others to buckle on their harneffe, and all 
in a condition rather to fuffer than a& any thing. And left the Athenians 
fhould relieve their Companions from the left wing, he placed a Party of 
Horfe and Foot m the hills to keep them in awe, by being continually ready 
to fall upon their reer, 

59. His expe£htion was not croffed, for on what part he fell he carried all 
The battel at before him, the Enemy not daring to ftand; but rufhing more violently a- 
M.vitimi mongft them, the Lacedemonians taking notice of him, flocked to him, and 

laid it him amain with darts, fome of which declining, and fencing himfelf 
mortally from others, thofe that ftuck in his body he took thence and rerorted. Whilft 
wounded. he heroickly thus contended for the Victory, be received a mortal wound from 
one Aftticiatei i Spartan , who gave him fo mortal a ftroak with a dart, that 
the wood of ic brake, leaving the iron and a piece of the tronchion in his 
breift. By thevehemency of the wound he : fank down, and thenenfued a 
moft bitter conteft about him: but the Thebans inflamed with wrathful in- 
dignation at this fad mifchance , with great flaughcer compelled their Enemies r c 
to give back, but knew not how to improve the Vidtory. .For neither Foot J n te v&am 
nor Horfe purfued them flying, but continued ftill in the fame place, and at chrilii 361.

tion. And whereas both fides faid they had the better of ic, neither obtained 
thereby either Countrey, City, or Dominion, other than they before en¬ 
joyed ; but a greater difturbance thereupon followed in Greece. So much for 
Xenophon with thefe matters faith our Author; as for what is behind, perhaps fome other 
it endeth his will take care to commit them to writing, and fo he endech his .Hiftory with 
Hiftory. ^jg battel, though he lived almoft three years after it, as we have from La.

*4? Hipocrates grew fo famous in bis Art, that Ar taxer xes Longima- 
ntts hearin® of him, fent for him, with large offers to come and cure his Ar¬ 
my, then fazed on by the plague. But he faid it was not fit for him to touch 
emu Per Ran Gold, or cure the Barbarians who were Enemies to the Greekj.

Chares and in equal authority to manage the War. On the ocher part the 
Confederates with 100 Gallies wafted chelflands Imbrns and Umbus, and 
coming into Samas, after they had harafed the Country, befieged the City 
borh by Sea and Land, and making depredations upon many otbet Iflands 
under the jurifdiftion of Athens^ got much money thereby. Bu t the Athe- 
nian Generals uniting their Forces refolved to befiege Byzaantium t which the " 

Confederates underftanditig, raifed the fiege at Satnus to come and relieve it. 

They were dbouc to joyn in battel, when fodainly arofe a mighty Tempeft*. 

•which made iphicrates and Titnotheus decline the fight, but Chares would 
not acquiefce in their opinion, but fent to Athens and accufed them to the 
People, as'wilfully having neglected a good opportunity of doing their Coun¬ 
try Service, which foincenfed the heady multitude, that they condemned 
them m many Talents. Ctrn . Nipos relatech, that Menefthem the fon of 

an d lbn Law to Titnotheus, Was fent as General, and they two Uwtit Tim- 
as ms Advifers. That the action was about Samus wherein Chares mifearried, the i& ipW- 
and whereupon he acciifed them to the 'People. That Iphtcrates being quieted, crgtls ‘ 
Timothens ms fined ten Talents, which he being unable to pay departed to 
Cheius., where dying, the multitude repented of their rafti judgment, and 
remitting nine parts of the fine,'caufed -his fon Conan to pay the other, to- 
wards retiring of the Wail.

The Aibenitins amongft che n , proniling them their alliance and urmoft afliftmee, in this Sect e 
heg-.n CO look work. And now at Jengch by che fpecial advice of Demojihenes ( the ^reateft 
" dlcmrJv “' Wit and Orator of a.r.c) they openly declared themfelves L Enemies, 
and undertook che quarrel. But lb far were the fpirits of the Greeks de«ene- 
raced, chacchis endeavour of theirs could not counterwork the efficacy of his 
Cold, fo that having a mind to take a Town that was ftrongly fortified and 
one of the place telling him it could not be done, he asked him if he thought 
it not poffible for his Gold to get over the walls. He had in all the Cities up 
and down his inftrumencs and fecret workers, who fought for a little °ain to 
undermine the fortune of their own Country. After the taking of O D ymhHs 
he celebrated the 0 //>«/>/d^Games, and featted all Comers • and entertain¬ 
ing them wich great magnificence, by this cunning ingaged many to betray 
their Faith. 1 


23. The following year thzBmtlans and Pbocians mutually preyed upon idcmadan.i. 
each other, and feveral Skirmifties hapned betvvixc them, which produced 
no great Ioffe on either fide. But Phalacus the Phocian General, bein° 
accufed to have ftolen the facred money, was put out of his place, and three 
Generals fubftituted in his room, A ntocrates. Cal lias, and Sophanes, who 
were to make inquiiition about the money which was ftolen, and call the 
Trurtees who had the management thereof to accounc. The chief of the 
Trurtees was Philo , who being not able to give an account, was racked, and 
confeffed many of his fellow thieves. They had taken out of the Temple 
4000 talents of gold after the rate of filver 9 and above <5ooo talents of Silver of 
fuchprefencs as Croeftts and others had fent: and there wanted not fome who 
affirmed as much to have been rifled out of this Temple, as Alexander af¬ 
terwards found in the treafures of the Per fans, PhaUcas was about to fearch 
in the pivement for treafure, hinted at by Homer • but when the Soldiers 
came to dig near to the Tripos , fuch Earthquakes hapned, as deterred them 
from proceeding any further. Th tPhociam affifted with thefe riches caried 
on the War, and by this time had got into their hand three ftrone places in 
The Baptisms BtZotia ; OrchoMentis, Cheronta, and Cor ft as. The Boeotians bein® much 
Thill P re ?¥ herewicfl ’ h ‘ tvin S lott ver y many men, and wanting money, fenc Am- 
bafladors to the King of Macedonia for aid* Philip was very glad to find 
them in fo weak a condition, defiring to abate that Spirit which they had got 
- at the battel at Lettttra, yet he fent them a confiderable number of men, be- 
caufe he would not feem to be Wanting to fo religious a caufe, as vindicating 
the right of che Oracle. At this time the Phoctans building a Caftle near 
Aba, were fallen upon by the Boeotians , and fliifting for themfelves into 
A remarkable neijhbouring Toivns, 500 of them ftepped by into a Chapel of Apollo 
accident. Aba. Fire being left in their tents, feized upon fome ftraw there. 

Whence a great flame arifing, caught hold at length of the Chapel, and there¬ 
in burnt alive thofe that had fled thither? for ah example (as Diodorus account¬ 
ed) it) to all facrilegious perfons. 

24. Philip being now imployed in the War of Thrace, which was to the 
great damage of che Athenians , to lull them afleep , promifed he would en- 
zet into a ftraight league and alliance with them, and pretending fair things, 

. fo corrupted fome of the chief Orators, (a) (^feines accufech Demoflhenes, M Qm cm 
and (b) Demoflhenes layeth the load upon ^£fchines) that a peace was ciefiplmt/ 
made up which continued feven years, (e) Demoflhenes advifed them to ityorat.

The Athenians hearing of his coming, notwithftanding Replace, were in 
great fear, and caufed all their goods to be brought into the Cicy.The Thcfali- 
ans and Boeotians eameftly now defired of him that he would undertake the 
condu&of all Greece againft che Phoctans; an d oh the other fide the Am- 

biffidors 
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Sect.< baibdors or'the Ph*.c*a»(, Lacedemonians, and Athenian*, earneftly de- 
horted him fromthe War. He hearing both fades, beeing accuttomed to 
double dealing, proofed them he would do as all had defired, and fo mi¬ 
king them fecure hereby, feized upon the Straights of 7 hermyyU. 

25. The Phocians having fentto Laced&mon for aid, procured 1 coo Too:- Dlodom ad . 
rrvn of heavy Armour, which were commanded by Archidamus. Philip in 0 lymp. ,08. 
conjunction with the / heffalians with a ftrong Army went down into Locru, an.i. 
where finding Pha/aeus reftoredtohis Generallhipj he halted to decide the 
controverfie by action, but the other lying at Nice, and perceiving himfelf 
too weak to fight, Tent to treat with him , and they agreed that he fhould 
have freedom to depart wirh his men whither he pleafed. Faith being given 
and received, he departed with his Mercenaries to the number of 8000 into 
He endeth Pctoponnefw, and the Phocians being thus deferred, were forced to yield . So 
the Thocian t p, e War vvas en( ] e d by Philip without a ftroak, in the tenth year after the be- 
War ‘ ginning thereof, in the third year of the 108 Olympiad, according to Dio - 

dorm, when Archies was Archon ; but as* Paufanios writeth, in the full of bsVhocicu 
this Olympiad , and in the government of Theophilus. 

26. Philip calling a Council of the Boeotians and Theffalians , it was re jy. 0( f ms ibid. 
folvedto remit the matter of the Phocians wholly to the judgment and fen* 

tence of the Amphyctiones. They decreed that Philip as a reward for his Taufan. at pii* 
qooa fervice {host Id be t nr oiled in the number of thtmfelv<, and have the IU - 
double voice which the Phocians formerly had. 7 hat the Phocians (hould be 
debarred from the Temple. That they fhould neither have Horfe nor Arms 
till fuch time as they had repayed the money which they had ftolen front Apol¬ 
lo, All their Exiles and as many as were guilty of Sacrilege in their own 
, . per fans fhould be accounted piacular, and it might be lawful to take them out 
The p of any place. All their Cities were to be levelled with the ground , and they 

by'the^L- 6 reduced into Milages 9 not exceeding the number of Fifty little Families apiece , 
pby6tiom. and difiant a furlong one from another. They were to pay to the Tem¬ 
ple a yearly tribute of Stxty talents , till the money ftolcn was made up. But 
from this punifhmenc, Paujanias cellech us the Ab&ans were excepted, who 
alone had not contaminated themfelves. The Council then took order for re- 
ftoring of the Oracle, and for the eftablilhment of peace in Greece; and 
Philip having confirmed their Decrees, unbracing them all with lingular kind- 
neffe, returned into his own Kingdom, flourilhing with great glory both up¬ 
on the account of Piety and Martial matters. This Expedition made not a 
little for the enlargment of his Empire, and the improvement of his defign 
already laid , to procure himfef to oe chofen Captain General of Greece , and 
co make War upon the Per fans. 

27. Two years after 5 and in the 17 of his reign, he invaded the Illyrians viodom ad 
his old Enemies with a potent Army, took therein many Towns, wafted the olymp. 1®?. 
Country, and with rich booty returned into Macedonia. Then went he into an. 1. 
Theffalle, where calling out the Tyrants out of the Cities, he much won up¬ 
on the People, having a defign hereby to make ufe of their favour, as a de¬ 
coy to bring in the affections of the reft. And it failed not; for their neigh¬ 
bours led by their example, very readily entred into League with him. The 

year after he profecuted this defign ro a further advantage, for Kerfobleptes Jdm adM)t 
the King of the Thracians much diftreffing the Greek, Cities in Thrace , he ex¬ 
horted them to joyn together, and with a ftrong force going againft him over¬ 
threw the Thracians in feveral battels, and forced them to pay the tenths of 
their Lands to the Kingdom of Macedonia. He built Forts in fuch places 
fhrovredTthe as were convenient for the bridling of their power, whereby the Cities being 
Thracians, delivered now from their fear, moft gladly imbraced his alliance and fociety. 

The year after this, Arymbas King of the Molojftans died, who left a Son Jdm ad M 3 
named t/£acides , the Father of Pyrrhus, but Philip deprived him of the 
Kingdom, and give ic to Alexander the brother of his wife 01 ) mpias.* Ano- *y :i p n 1 7 .&

City, ficuate upon the fhore of the Propontis, the Inhabitants whereof in fa- Se c t . <. 
vourof the Athenians croffed hisdefigns. With his uemoft might, he fell i/yv', 
upon ic, continuing the ftorm wichouc imermilfion, by freih men fenc in the 
Befieeetlrn-P Iace of the dead or wounded : he built Turrets higher than theirs, and with 
rintbut battering rams and mines brake down a pare of the wall. But rhe defen¬ 
dants being relieved from Byzanuum, mmfully refilled, and built a ftronger 
wall in the room of that which was thrown down, By this means the Siege 
being drawn on in length, and great calk being in A ha of the power of etie 
Macedonian, Ochns the Per fan King being now jealous of his power, 
thought it wifdomto ballance him, and for that purpfe gave order to his 5«- 
trapaes upon the Sea Coafts to a (fill the Perinthians. They uniting their For¬ 
ces together, give them their utmoft afliftance, which with the natural 
ftrength of the place inabled them to Hand ic out. For it was feared upon' 
the cliff of aPeninfula about a furlong in length, thehoufes were thick apd 
high, riling one rank above another, according to cheafcenc of the hill, fo- 
that the whole Town reprefenced the form of a Theatre, Hereby , though 
the wall was batcerd down, yet flopping the ends of the ftreecs, their defence 
was little diminilhed, which Philip perceiving, and how all things necefla- 
Marcheth ry for the War were abundantly fupplied from Byzantium, he left a ftrong 
thence co pirty under expert Captains to carry on the Siege, and with the reft of the 
Byzantium. Arm y againft chat City, the inhabitants whereof having fenc their men 
and arms to the Perinthians 9 were thereby much ftraightned. 

29. By this time the grudges betwixt Philip and the Athenians were fo 
heigbtned, that now the peace was held as broken on both fides. Phocicn 
the Athenian was fent againft Clitarchus the Tyrant of Eretria, who was 
made by Philip, and call him out, being by (a) Plutarch called Plutarch, (a) in fhocion. 
(£)They fent aid alfoto the Byzantium, at the perfwafion of (*) Demo ft he- C^Viodmu 
ues, contained in the fourth Oration of his PhilipUhj , With them joyned ^ , w ' ' JO ' 
the Chians, Coans, Rhodians, and other Greeks, which fo terrified Phi ip» as (c) Thumb 
he was glad for the prefenc to yield to necelficy, and made a peace with them, w vemofihen, 
For Demoftbents having perfvvaded his Citizens forgetting all committed in 
the Social War, to fend relief to the Byzatttians and Perinthians, and he 
himfelf being fent Ambalfador to the Cities, wrought fo effectually With 
them, that befides their ordinary Militia, they raifed 1 yoop Foot, and 2000 
Horfe, and liberally contributed money for their pay; at which time the Al- 
fociates defiring that the fum of the taxe might be fet, Crobrlus the Orator 
faid, chat War had no fet rate of allowance. At this time (d) Atias King of , d . * 

Scythia being invaded by the Iflrians, fenc co Philip for aid, promifing him ' * ’ 9 ' 

fucceflion in his Kingdom; which being fenc wh.enas the Iflrians recreated, 
he alfo fent back the c Macedonians, and recalled his promife concerning 
the fucceflion. Philip hereupon demanded money to pay the naen, but he 
alfo refilling it upon pretence of poverty, raifed his Viege from Byzantium 
to go againft him, ana fent meffengers before colecthe Scythians'know he' 
had vowed to fee up to Hercules a Statue .upon the bank of Ijler , and to de¬ 
fire peaceable acceffe and receffe for that purpofe. He anfwered, that if he 
pleafed to fend the Statue it fhould be ere&ed, but refufed to give leave for 
him to enter his borders with.an Army, faying, that if he fet it up by fpree, 
thc T^l' he would pull it down after his departure, and turn the Braffe thereof into 
; ^ tm *' heads of Arrows. Philip entering Scythia, a battel w*,s foughr, wherein he 
overcame them by,craft, who in courage exceeded, and took aoooo women 
and children, with multitudes of eattel, but neither Cold nor Silver. Twer- 
tv thoufand Mares of the choiceft were fent into Macedonia to breed. As 
Philip returned, the Triballi oppofed themfelves,.refufing to give him paffage 
except he would part with fome of fiis booty. He difdaining the rh ; ng, for¬ 
ced his paffage, but received fuch a wound in his thigh, that through it his 
Ac his return Horfe WAS un der him, and being taken tip for dead , fo little care was 
wounded and fyd of the prey, that it was left. lfocra>es the Orator caking occalion at this 
diftrefledby difafter., fought by his fecond Epiftla co draw his,mind to a peaceable inclint- 
che Triballi. tion; but to no purpofe.

T'TT To Two years afrer, having drawn moft of the Gr actons into iociecy ’Diedenu ad 
with him, he longed after the Empire of all Greece, in his way to which the W“o. 
Athenians onely leerned the main obftade.^ He refolved now to dauiic them, h 

and obtain his purpofe , and for that end ieized firft upon Elate a a Cine of ocmojtbot. 
fbocti and calling his forces thither refolved fpeedily.tomake War upon 
them, hoping his work'would be the leffe, becaufehe fhould take diem alto¬ 
gether unprepared, and fecure upon the account of the peace. The Athe¬ 
nians exceedingly tlruck hereat for fome time lbod mute,after they were 
met together, being come of their own accord, for chat the Maoiftrau.s .cau- 
fed an Allarm to be founded all the night after they received the news. At 
len°rh all their eyes were turned upon Demofthenes , who perfwaded them 
to fend to the Boeotians to defire their affiftance in the vindication of the li¬ 
berty of Greece , and being fent himfdf by his Oratory perfwaded them to it, 
though they held themfelves upon the account of the Phoctan War obliged 
to Phi/ip The Athenians were incouraged by this acceflion of the Boeotians, 
which doubled their force, and difpatched their Army under the conduit of 
Chares and Lyficles towards Charonea in Boeotia , all of flounfhing age Wil- 
lin°ly giving their names to the expedition, and the Boeotians admiring their 
readineffe hafted alfo themfelves, and joyning to them expected the coming 
of the Enemy. He fent his Ambaffadors to the Council, one whereof was 
Python an eloquent man, to withdraw them from the Athenian;,^ prevail¬ 
ing not, he notwithstanding refolved to fight them both, and with an Army 
of° 2 goco foot, and jooo horfe invaded Bceotia. He overmatched his Ene¬ 
mies as well in skill as numbers^ all the Athenian Captains of note being 
now dead, and Chares Chief, who was nothing better for conduft than an 
u ■ u ,- n ,rh ordinary Soldier.

The foundation 
of a oreat Empire was laid by Philip, and a great pattern left unto his fori, 
which to make, was far more hard than what with greater glory was atchieved 
His great at- by Alexander. The recovery of Mace Aon when there were w° Competit 
chievementsj tors that had fuch afliftants, was a work of much prudence 

regainin'* of fuch places as were loft to the Illyrians and Oljnthans , with the 
overthrow of the neighbouring Kings, and the State of Olynthus, were fuch 
things as would have feemed too difficult for many ages to his predeceffors.

j. QIC IL IE is an Ifland of the Mediterranean Sea , lying over agailft 
O/m/v at five miles diftancefrom which it is thought to have been feve¬ 
red by fome Earth-quake, or the violence of the Sea, being joyned formerly 
by an IJlhmttt, or n«ck of Land,to the Continent. ; • . 

The old In- 2 . It was firft,from the Triangular Figure, called Trinacrta, then Spam*, 
habitants of anc } afterwards obtained the name of Sicilie..

M y thence paffed into Sicilie. The Phoenicians alio inhabited all over 

the Ifland in the Maritime parts, and the little Iflands near ad joyning, for the 

benefit of Traffick with the Siculi ; But after chat many Greeks arrived thev 

removed, and joyned themfelves to the Elymi, and inhabited Motya, Solans 

and Vanormw ,becaufe thence was but a little paflage unto Carthage So -l, ■ 

many Barbarians, and after this manner, inhabired Sicilie faith Thucydides 

with whom in the main of their relations, confent Diodorus, Strabo, Dionyi ' ‘ 

fnts of Halycamajfm, Paufanias, Conflantimu Porphyrogenntta and 0- 

thers.

About the fame time Lamts brought a Colony from Megara, which he firft 
placed upon the River Pantaciw, in a place called 7 rotilus. I n the a< year 
after Syracuse began to be inhabited, Amiphernu* from Rhodes , and Euti- 
musmt of Crete, \vvh their feveral Colonies planted Gel a, fo named from 
the River by which it flood, the Inhabitants whereof 108 years after ere&ed 
the great and Magnificent Citie Agrigen turn, or Agragas, f 0 called alfo from 
a River of the fame name, Zancla was firft inhabited by fome Pyraces of 
Cuma, a Citie belonging to Chalcis ; but afterwards by a multitude that came 
promifeuoufly from Chalets and other parts of Euboea, under che conduit of 
Per teres o£ Cuma, and Cratamenes of Chalcis, and were hence aft out again 
by the Samians and other Iomans, who fled from the Medes into Sicilie. 

Zancle was fo named by the Siculi, from a Side, h their language Zancla, 
which it refembled. Not long after A nax il M Tyrant of Rhegium banifW 
the Samians filled it with a mixed multitude, and called it Mefma, after the 
name of his _ own Countrey. Himera was planted by the Zancl&ans, and 
many Chalcidians amongft them, with whom alfo joyned certain Syr actsfans 
being expelled by the contrary fiction,and called Myletida. Their lan°uige 
was mixed betwixt the Chalcidian and Doric tongues. Thefe were the Co¬ 
lonies which from feveral parts of Greece planted Stcilie. As for other Towns 
that were Colonies of thefe Colonies, they (hall be told whofe thev were up¬ 
on occafion. 1 r 

4. That Gy ants inhabited Sicilie ( although to fome ic hath feemed no 
other than the invention of Poets, who ufuallyfpeak monftroufly of antienc 
Gyms in si- things) the difeovery of the laft age hath made moft manifeft; ac what time 
* vvere in feveral places of the Ifland found the bones of fuch kind of men, and 

the perfea proportion of one or more wirhin the earth, which upon- 
touch mouldred all into duft. Cluverim in his Defection of Sicilie, and 
Fazefllw, herein give abundant facisfa&ion , which might be further ftreng'h- 
ned from what thedifeoverers of America relate concerning men of fndi’fta- 
ture; but that che Teftimony of Scripture alone fufficeth to make evident che 
being of Gyants. That they were indigent, or firft Inhabitants of Stcilie, 
is probable, and the very fame with the Laflrygones. As for the Siam), no 
credit is to be given to che Teftimony of Thucydides in this point that they 
came out of Spain, for that Diodorus being this Councrey-man, and cer¬ 
tainly rather more concerned in the delivery of the Antiquities of it, than 
other Nations, averreth the moft accurate Hiftorians to have affirmed them

Aemonttrate. Thucydides , who firft obtruded this fable upon the Greek?, 
confeffeth that they themfelves were of a contrary opinion, and though they 
in a matter concerning their honour mi°ht not be heard, yet this may fatisfie, 
that in Spain there is no fuch River to be found as ever had the name of St- 
caniU , which fome of thofe who follow the opinion of Thucydides ^change 
into Sicoris (at this'day Sign) and others fpeak of a Cine called Sicama, 
and one Sicanus Captain of the Colony > all which are as true as any. Nei¬ 
ther could thefe Steam be driven from their feats by the Ligures, whofe ha¬ 
bitation was not in Spain beyond the Pyrenaan Hills , but m Gauljiexc the 
RWerXH and the Alps. Laftly, that difficult journey which thofe 
obfaire people mull have taken by Land (for theufe of {hipping was much 
lat« in Spain) through the Countreys of th ^Tyrrhenians Utnbn,Ltgures 
Aufomt iOpici, Oenotrians, and other fierce and warlike Nations, after the 
naflapeof the Pyren&ans ,Alph and (?<*#/, may juftly induce astogwe cre¬ 
dit rather to the opinion of Diodorus, and of Demetrius Calattanus a moft 
antient Writer; who, as the Scholia]} of Theocritus tellech us, derived the £/-

<r. That the Siculi came out of Italy feveral grave Authors relate, as a- 
mon°ft others Diodorus and Dionyfius of Halicarnaffus from the credit of 
HelSmicus the Lesbian, Philiftus, and Antiochus,both ol Syracufe; but they 
fo diverfly relate the ftory, that it appeajeth to be no other than dubious , and 
fo intricate as nothing certainly can be pitched on. ^ 

Opic 'u in Antiochus the Oenotrians and Opict drftve out the Sicu -hut m 
Hellanicus inftead of Siculi the Elyml and Aufont were expelled, with Si¬ 
culus their King, by the Oenotrians and Japyges. Again, according to the 
mind of Philijfus, neither any Siculi, Aufona, , nor Elyrn tranfported tbem- 
j elves out of Italy ; but the Ligures under conduft of Siculus. Soltnusind 
Martianus make this Siculus the fon of Neptune, the btother of 
Italus, Servius Captain of the Sicani , and Antiochus will have him a R- 
man Exile, whom Morges the Succeffor of Italus entertained, further , Vio- 
nyftus writeth,that th e Siculi were Native Inhabitants of and thence 

beuen bv the Aborigines, which is plainly out of the road of hittory, the 
cult never having been mafters of Rome. It wouldlb.e too tedi 
feveral opinions concerning the time when-thefe: ffiould make their 

paflage out of Italy into this Ifiand. And what Thucydides bringech for a 
confirmation of his opinion, viz,, that in his time fome of the Sicuh remained 
in Italy, cannot but be falfe, nofoot-ftepsofthem being to be found out m 
that Countrey by the difeovery of any Geography j fo that others, on thecen- 
trary, grant that ,the whole Nation paffed over. Thefe arguments drawn 
from the uncertainty of reports conftrain us rather to acquiefce m the opinion 
of Bochartus, who concluded that no other ftranger came from other part 
to inhabit Sicily , but all were Indigenes, except the Greeks and 
the Siculi and Sicani not being diftinguiftied in Nation but onely mplace. 

From the Phoenicians (who efpecially lived about the Promontory of y- 
baum . though they were difperfed throughout the Maritime Coafts) he ihew- 
eth the Ifland it felf, and every notable Town and River to have been named, 
in the firft book of that admirable work intituled Canaan, . _ ^ * 

6 . Sicily, faith Juftin our of Trogus, was from the beginning the Countrey “ • 
of the Cyclopes, which being extinft Cocalus made himfelf King of thellland. h 
To him fled Dadalus for proteftion, from the prefence o£ Minos Kmo of 
Crete. This Dadalus was an Athenian ,of the family of the Erechthtda i, and 
a famous Artift in all manner of Graven and Carved works. _It hapned that 
he had a Scholar, his own Nephew by his fitter, named Tales, who going 
beyond him in skill, he privately murdred him, and the matter coming out, 
was forced to fly for his life, and went into Crete. There being courceoufly 
entertained by Minos, he wrought many rare pieces of Architecture, but at 
length fo difpleafed the King inTome thing which concerned Pafiphae his 
wife, that he alfofled thence into Sicily, where he was entertained byc^- 
calus King of the Sicani, then reigning at Inycus , called alfo Cdw/ca/.^om^ 
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thought chat by the means of Pafiphae he efcaped by boat, his^n lcaw ac . i EfT T 
companyinghimm another, and that having invented fails, (whereas be- Iv-v-vj' 
fore oars onely were in ufe) Icarus not managing his with skill enough, his 
Veflel funk, and thereupon a rofe the Fable chac they efcaped with win"s 
made of feachers waxed together, and of the young man’s foaring Vo hi°b 
till the Sun melting the wax, he thereupon fell headlong into that part of the 
Sea which afterwards bare his name. Others thought Icarus was drowned as 
he took water. But Minot getting notice whicher Dadatusvns fled pir- 
fued him with an Army, and required Cocalus to give him up. Cocalus ^re¬ 
turned him a fatisfaftory an fiver, and invited him unto his houfe, where he 
ftifled him in abarh, or elfe his daughters, for the love chey bore to Dadalus 
when they came to wafh him (which was the cuftom for women and maids to 
dountoguefts, according to Athenaus) inttead of warm water, poured on 
him balding pitch. He gave up his body to his men, pretendino he had 
flipped by chance into hot water, and perfwaded them to flay and plant in the 
Ifland, where they builc Minoa and Er.gyum, now Gauge, the two firft Greek 
Cities founded in Sicily, as fome note. The Cretans afterwards in re¬ 
venge for their King’s death, came and befieged Camicus five years to no 
purpofe, and were fliipwrackcin their return upon the Coaft of Italy where 
chen refolvmg to ftay and hide their difgrace, chey builc Hyria, betwixt 7 a. 
rentumand Brundufium, and from them defeended the lapyges and Me(ld- 
pu. This paflage concerning Mims the younger, happened'in the da yes of 
Hercules the Gractan, an Age before the Trojan War. 

7. After Cocalus the feveral Cities {becaufe they wanted rightful and fac¬ 
er(five Kings, as it feemeth, and lived under loofe Democracy ) became the 
Kn 7 j° 7 r' 7 , r t mJ Z ’ thereof no Country was ever more Ur til than this 
Ljland, faith Jufhn.

r. CTI e a, or our of fear of revenge, fent co him co intimate that they had revok- 
ed what had been formerly done againft him, as unjuft. He deftufed not this 
late repentance, but fent them his hearty thanks , and rewarded them. Ha- 
vino obtained a vi&ory over the Leonmes, his fon Panrolas fent him a Crown 
of Gold, which he returned back unto bis wife E rythia. She was at length 
poyfoned by Python one of her Sucers, inraged at a repulfe; which thing 
Phalaru took moft impatiently. 

o. It hapned that one Per Him an Atbensa»,znd an excellent Statuary, came 
to Aarigentum, where {hewing his rare skill, he was kindly entertained by 
phalaru. He taking notice of Phalaru his cruelty, framed a brazen Bull, 
which being heated and a man put in his belly, would by the roaring of him 
Pcrillus and tha{; ms thus corrae nted, imitate the voice of a natural one. Prefennng him 
“ n with this exquifite piece, as incomparable for the torturing of men, he ad- 

1 mired his skill, but decefting his wickedneffe, caufed him firft to make a cry 4 

of it, and excufed himfelf to the Athenians , who took it ill, as having done 
nothing but what was juft and meet. If Pcrilists had onely made experiments, 

Phalaru had fatisfied all reafonable men ; but chreatning his Enemies vvich 
this Engine, and making good his word upom them as often as he could have 
occafion, he thereby incurred, and flighted the hatred of mankind. Ac the 
fame time flouriftied one Stefs chorus a Poet of Hmera , who died eighc 
years before Phalaru. He wrote verfes againft the Tyrant , and raffed an Ar¬ 
my, animating the Inhabitants of Himera againft him, with whom joyned 
Cotton a moft leud and naughty man, and divers others, all which, together 
with the Poet, at length fell into his hands. Conon was prefently condem¬ 
ned to the Bull. He doubted at firft what to do with Stef chorus but zz 
length beholding his worth, he not onely difmiffed him unpumfhed, but with 
large sifts 5 and ever after mightily reverenced him both alive and dead; in- 
fomuch as he defired the Himerians to build him a Temple, and Altars ( of¬ 
fering for that purpofe men, money, and all neceffanes) and moft lovingly 
comforted his daughters. . .,. 

10. He was fo great a contemner of Popularity , and fo confcious of his 
wickedneffe and publick infamie, that he refufed the honours offered him by 
them of Melita, not for any pride, but with a friendly admonition, thane 
would be co them infamous, and to him not at all advantageous. So when 
Stef chorus, Cleanct *, Iheano, and others, thought of writing in bis praile, 
he ferioufly defired they would forbear, wifhing rather that hw name might 
be buried in oblivion, than celebrated in the Writings of Learnea men, and, 
to no purpofe, adorned with falfe commendations. Being gnevoufly pro¬ 
voked by the affronts of the Mejfenians , Catanians , Leonmes , ZancU- 
ans, and Taur omen's tes, heprofecutedthemtocheutmoft, often faying, that 
he moft certainly knew they would fall into his hands, which accordingly 
came to paffe. He confeffeth that he had tortured in the brazen Engine 37 
men, ferioufly wifhing they might be the laft ; but he forefaw that Lamachns 
and Epiterfes , though abfenr, would increafe the number. Thefe things are 
related in the Epiftles that go under his name, which fome Learned Men 
think written by Lucian, But whoever fo drew to the life another s difpo- ^ 
ficion as he there doth his own,infomuch as Suidas accounted them * very ad- * SsmjwI* 
mirable. If one confider their ftyle, accuteneffe, and invention, there are * * 
no Epiftles of any Tyrant , no noc of any Orator or Philofopher to be com¬ 
pared with them. But if one look at the difpofition of the imn, he was a 
'Phalaru his portentous thing, born for the chaftifement of the naughtinefle of men, of 
difpofition. cruel hatred andunparalleld cruelty ; yet of a moft propenfe and munmcenc 
mind towards his Friends, and wicball reverencing Virtue fo much in pis 
very Enemies, that for it’s fake he would pardon injuries, and relinquiih

length forced to defift, which caking very ill, he complained of it to his Lo v w 
ver, and defiring his afliftance for killing the Tyrant, thought of taking in 
cbxaion and young men into the confpiracy. Chanson defired of him co cruft Kim 
Mel*»ffm, f°! e v 7 l , ch ch ® ma " er 5° cake an opportunity to revenge him, unwilling chic 
both of them lhould mifearry m it if it were difeovered ; and on a time made 
at Phalaru with his dagger, but was prevented by his Guard, which he had 
continually about him. Being examined concerning his Complices, he en¬ 
dured great tortures, fo long, that Melanippus more fenfible of them chan he 
himfelf, went to the Tyrant, and revealed the whole matter. He admir¬ 
ing the courage and love of both, difmiffed them, with this condition that 
they ftiould depart the fame day out of Sicilie. This love which appe’arerh 
co have been no better than an unnatural luft, was afterwards by Apollo cal¬ 
led div/ne, whence, as in other refpe&s, chefe impure Spirits, the°odsof 
Heathens, betrayed themfelves vvhac they were. And hence it is no wonder 
that the Philofophers of old, fuchas Socrates, Plato . Xenophon, ^£fch : -

his enrercourfe with Phalaru is therefore defervedly fufpedted; becaufe the 
Philofopher being yet young had fcarce paffed into Italy. The death of Phalaru 
hapned about the firft year of the 58 Olympiad, and the twelfth year of Cr- 
rus his Reign, reckoned from his firft obtaining the Kingdom of Media,

Cleander , after feven 
years, was fucceeded by his brother Hippocrates, who fore afflicted the peo- she Elia *1. 
jpleof Naxus, of Zancle, or Mef ana, and Leontium, whom he forced to pt/flcriorc. 
acknovyledge him for their Lord. After feven years, he was alfo (lain in a bat¬ 
tel againft the Siculi, having before this made war with the Syracuf 'ans , and 
Gelon of sw# r C0m P 0 ^ t ' 0 ^ s ot them the City of Camerina. After his death Gt- 
cuje, I®* the fon of Dinomenes (defeended of the race of the Rhodians, \vho vvith 

the Cretans and ocher Greeks had feared themfelves in Sicilie) that had com¬ 
manded his Forces with great fucceffe, and to whom he committed the cruft 
of his Children, breaking all obligations made himfelf Lord of Gela. Af¬ 
ter he was in poffeffion of this Town, a Sedition happening in Syracufe, be¬ 
twixt the Magiftraces and People, he being called in to the afliftance of the 
Governours that were driven out by che multitude, made himfelf Prince. 

Such being the danger and infirmity of all Governments, except rightfully fuc- 
ceflive Monarchy. This fell out in the fecond year of the 71 Olympiad, 
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Sect 2 vvhen Hybrilides was Archon at Athens , the 3 ith of Darius Hyftafpis , and 
the fame, as fome reckon , wherein the battel at Marathon was fought. 
Now the comportment of Sicilian affairs conftraining uscofpeakmoft con¬ 
cerning Syr*cufe-> fo confiderable a place, both as to its felf, as a Citie, 
and as°the fcene of fo great tranfaiVions , requireth a more accurate de-

2. Syracufe was firft inhabited by fome Greeks of v£tolia, and had the 
name of Onygia. Thefe were expelled by the Stasis, who poffeffed them- 
felves of the place , and at lenp.th were outed alfo by a Colony led hither 
out of Pelopomefui bv Arcbia* the Corinth:tyn the eleventh Olympiad , Ro- 
mulM then reigning ac fame, and me Me fusion War being very hot in IV- 
loponnefw. This new Colony,becaufe of Archias, and for that many followed 
him from Corinth , owned that Citie for its Metropolis, which ac that time 
was moll powerfull at Sea. Etc many afterwards flocked out of other parts 
of Peloponnefut , and by little and little the Citie of Syracufe To increafed, as 
ic became not onely the greateft, and mod beautifell of all in Sicily, but of 
Greeks Cities whatfoever, as Cicero affirmeth. It contained, as he writeth, 
four great Cities; the I (land , Acradina ,'i ycha, and Nsapolis. Its com- 
paffe was 180 furlongs, having, befides Suburbs, two Ports very commodious 
for fbipping, being feparated bv the Ifland, and grounds about it very fertile, 
in fome places rifing into little Hills, but comcalfed about with Fennes. 
The furt Inhabitants dwelt in the Ifland anciently called Ortygia ; then as the 
Citie merer,fed the other parts were added, whereof the laceft was Nenpolis. 
As for the Hate of the Citie * after it received a new beginning from Archias , 
the form of the Commonwealth was without doubt the fame that then was 
in the Metropolis under the Government of the B.-ckiada,\v.1. Oligarchical 
bordering upon Arifacracie. .Afterwards the common people waxing heady 
outed the better fort of the poffeffion of the grounds, and feizing on the 
.Government, made bad ro be worfe,as the fad changes and deflations will 
(hew. The Exiles (by Herodotus called GamoTi) betook themfelves to (?<■- 
Ion the Tyrannus of Gel.t, who coming to rertore them with an Army, the peo¬ 
ple reflfted not, but received him into the Citie, whereby obtaining the whole 
power, he reftored ic not to the Nobility,but made himfelf mafter of Syracufe. 
This hapned at the time aforefaid, and about 244 years after the Plantation of 


Archias. 


5. Gelcn fo ufed his power as he was loved by all, and feared by none. He 
The a ft s and every way much inlarged, adorned, and inriched the Citie : out of all Con- 
power oiGe~ querea Towns he took the Nobleft, and worft difpofed Citizens, and brought 
Ion, them to Syracufe. He procured the affections of almoft all that dwelt in Si- 

city, and fo greatly flrengthen’d himfelf, that he was able with a Navy of 200 
- Triremes, and as great an Army as all Greece could fet forth againft Xerxes , 
to help the Grecians in the Median War; and had gone to their afliftance, if 
they would either have granted him the Command of the.Land Army or. the 
Fleet. When he could obtain neither of thole, he imployed his forces a- 
gainft the Carthaginians , who had been called into Sicily by the Egefians , 
and on the fame day wherein the Greeks obtained their viilory at Salamine , 
got fo great an one over them at Himera a. Maritime Town, chat his glory 
is thought to have equalled, if not exceeded, the other of Themiflocles. At 
Kis fuceeiie ^ t j me ^ Carthaginians were very powerfull, and become Eminent; 
cfrtSSuw. whofe affairs being by neceflityto be joyned with fuch matters as relate, to 
this Ifland of Sicily, a more convenient place cannot be had, to fpeak fome- 
thing (as this work requireth) of the Original,and progreffe of their Common¬ 


wealth. 

The Original 4- Carthage was a Colony of Tyre , and Tyre of Sidon the moft antient 
of nnhage. Metropolis of Phoenicia , mentioned by Homer with commendation for inge¬ 

nious induftry (who hath not one word concerning Tyre) and built by St- 
don the eldert fon of Canaan. Tyre was builc about the 2747 year of the 
World,and 240 years before Solomons Temple, as (a) Jofephus hathob- /buiquit. 
ferved. The Greeks thought it received its name from Tym the Founder: 1.8. ca

Afnck., with which Virgil clofing, feigneth Dido to hive reigned at Carthacre 
at that time; vvhereas fhe was ^oo years later, according to the Teflimony of 
the Annals; fo as Servlets upon the Poet affirmeth the whole ftory 

of cAZveas ana Dido to be a fiaion, and utterly agflnft the courfe of Hiftory. 

Further, Eufeb,us noteth that fome accounted Carthage built 142 years af- 
ter the deftfuaion of ' Troy , about the 2 966 year of the World 4 , and the n 
of the reigtrof David, 154 mrs or more before the time afWd to Dido by 
It conliftcd • Menander For the reconcilement of thefe feveral aflercionsit mufl hi 
of three parts, considered Carthage con filled of three parts, viz.

But learned men explode this ftory of 
the Hide as a meer invencion,and a fable raifed from a falfe explication of the 
word, which in the Hebrew tongue is Bo fra, and fignifying a fortified place, or 
Caftel, is changed into Byrfa for the beccer found ,becaufe the Genius of the 
Greek language fufferech not S Sc R to be joyned together. Juft in out of Tro- 
f us relatech that Hlarbas King of Mauritania fent for ten of the principal 
Carthaginians , and required Dido in marriage, threatning elfe to make War 
upon them. At their return they told her he defired fome one who might 
teach his people breeding and manners, but none could be found that was 
content to leave his Countrey, and joyn himfelf with the Barbarians, whole 
lives were like to thofe of wild beafts. She blaming them all exceedingly, 
that they preferred their private commodity before the good of their Coun¬ 
trey, to which if need required they ought their very lives, they opened to her 
the whole matter, faying, thac what (he would impofe upon others, (he ought 
not herfelf to refufe. Being caught with this wile, (he long called on the 
name of Sichaus, her husband, with many tears and great lamentation , then 
taking three moneths time for the doing of what there was necemcy for, 

(he made a pile of wood, as though to make a Parentation to Sichau*, and 
appeafe his G'noft before her fecond marriage. Having killed many beafts, 

(lie afcended the Pile with a Sword in her hand, and turning to the people 

faid, that now (he was going to her husband, and therewithall killed herfelf.

Such were efpecially preferred as were 
accounted moft eminent for Vir^e, and able to defray the charges of their 
place. Ariftotle commended this above the Lacedemonian cuftom, all but 
thac concerning their wealth, imputing it as an error to the Legiflator } who 
ought another way to have provided for Magiftrates, that they might attend 
publick bufinefle without any detriment to themfelves, and fo be preferred 
meerly for their Virtue. " 

The Sitjjeies. . Thefe Su fetes were more rightly in their own Language called Sophe- 

tim , the Hebrew name of thofe chief Judges amongft the Ifraelites, who 
from Jofhua to Saul governed their Commonwealth, and the Hftory of 
whofe actions by us called Judges , hath the fame title of Sophetim, for thac 
interpretation which renders it Sophim (i. e. Overfeers) at the firft fpht ap¬ 
peareth lefle probable. Their ^Office was to * affemble the Senate, in "’which ibid. 

doubtlefie they prefided and propofed. They decided caufes Criminal, but Lege ubhoim 
their power was confined to home, nothing appearing of their medlin^ with Ponmimin 
warlike matters, or having command of the Armies.

mon,mvy befuppofed ele&iveouc of the beft fort and moft antient men, ‘ 
and the Senators it’s likely, injoyed the dignity all their lives. How many 
they were in number doth not appear; but that herein this Senate exceeded 
the other of Lacedamon , is to be gathered from * Juftin , who fpeakech of „ ■, 

100 perfons that out of it werechofen for Judges, to take account of the 19 ‘ 
aftions of all Generals at their return from the Wars. This Senate, as that 
at fteme, was the chief member, and as the Soul of the State, wherein the 
Su fetes propounding, as the Confuls there, all chines of moment were 
brought to it; efpecially what concerned thofe great things of Empire: viz. 

Peace, War, and Leagues. The Su fetes deliberating with the Senate, if it 
was unanimous, and they refolved the fame thing . their Decree was Law to 
the whole State ; but if the Senate and Su fetes difagreed, then was the mat¬ 
ter referred to the People. 

Corns or Af- 9. In the Concio or Afembly of the People, anyone of the rabble might 
fcmbly. fpeak his mind freely, ana without danger concraditt the Magiftrates. The 
People’s Decree concerning any thing referred, was taken for the ultimate de¬ 
termination of the whole and State, and being once patted was fo binding 
that it was not lawful to offer any thing agaihft it, which Ariftotle repre- 
hendeth (and well may he) as too Popular, and too much declining from the 
beft form of a Commonwealth, affirming this Conftitution to have no 
place in the beft modelled States. But * Polybius diftenting from the Philo- *qt(0 flip,a, 
fopher, where he compareth the Carthaginian wich the Laconick and Roman 
Commonwealths, fheweth that it was poifed of the three kinds of Govern¬ 
ment, that the Sufepes were as Kings , the Senate held the place of Opti- 
mates or Nobility , and the People a convenient power. Yec he adderh, chat 
when Hannibal made War upon the Romans, (which happened ten years af- 
terthe death of Ariftotle ,) the State of Carthage declined from it’s antient 
apd beft condition, the People having affumed more than formerly, when 
the Roman Senate’s authority was yec whole. This he thinketh to have much confute Vote 
mcommodaced their affaires, and brought great advantage to the Romans # him! 

But what authority the People had during the beft and moft ancient State, he 
no where in thofe Books and fragments that are remaining, declarecb. Ep,. 
muss thinketh thac it confided in elefting Magiftrates, making Laws, Leagues, 

Peace, 
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Sect. s. Peace, and War} in appointing and ordering Negotiations, Cuftoms, Tri- 
butes, and fuch like things, which concerned the generality, and refpe&ed 
the profit of the multitude. Butfomeot thefe things feein rather to have 
fallen under the confideration of the Kings and Senate;, however the difor- 
ders that followed, as in all other fuch Governments, will fatisfie the Reader 


in his opinion of the excellency of Monarchy. 

Council of io. Befides the Senate there was a Council of 104 men, whereof Ari- 

*° 4 . ftotle onely informeth us, and which, according to the round number, from 

him we may call th tCentumvirate. They had power to chufe five men out of 
their body, who had very large and great authority; JBoth thefe forts ofMa- 
giftrates retained their cower longer than any other, enjoying it both before 
and after they came to be of the five, which thing was plainly Oligarchical, 
But in that they were not chofenbylot, but by the Suffrages of the People, 
and ferved without wages ; in that they alone took cognifance of, and judg¬ 
ed controverfies, and publick aftions, none being remitted to others, as the 
cuftom was at Lacedamon, this he taketh notice to be Ariftocratical. He 


comparech the power of the Cemumvirate with thac of the Ephori at Sparta , 
whereby he teicheth us, that the power of judging lay in it. And as the 
Ephori were (acordingto him) Confervacors of Popular liberty at Sparta ; 
prote&ing the Plebeians againft the power of the greac ones, fo it is likely, 
from thefe ^vords of Ariflotle, that thofe 100 men at Carthage were the 
Keepers of the Popularity, Herein he prefereth them before the Ephori, 
that they were not chofen out of the rabble, but the better fort of Citizens, 
wherein lay alfo a piece of Anfiocracy ; for mean perfons being preferred 
to greatefl places, do much hurt a Commonwealth, faith he, and have alrea- 
CenfoM. dy endamaged that of the Lacedamonians. Amonft civil Officers there were 

fome that madeinfpe&ion into the manners of the Citizens, as Com. Nepos 
.. telleth us in the life of Amilcar, the Father of famous Hannibal, from 
retor ,p ‘ whom they removed a beautiful young man called Afdrttbal, becaufe he was 
reported to be more familiar with him, than modefty required. There was 
alfo a Prat or (hip which had authority to look to the Cuftoms and Tributes, and 
alfo to prefer Laws, as appeareth by Hannibal, who being chofen into this 
office, not onely reformed the Cuftomer?, but alfo taking notice of the corrup¬ 
tion of Judges, procured a Law for them to be chofen every year. But 
whether there were more than'one of thefe Officers, is not to be difcovered 


from anrient Writers. 

n. Befides the faults before mentioned, Ariflotle reprehendeth the Cu¬ 
ftom of chufing the Sufetes for their riches , which openeth a dore to avarice 
Faults In the an( J indire6L practices thence arifing. He alfo noteth it as a fault, thac one 
Common- anc ] c h S f ame man had feYeral Offices, which yet they efteemed as a great 

wealth. honour. One deteftable praiYice they ufed of old, to facrifize to their gods 

humane Sacrifices, when any affli&ion or difafter fell upon them, and even 
their own Sons, as Plato witneffech, which cuftom they feemcohave brought 
with them out of P alafine, every year fending thither fuch kind of prefents 
unto Hercules , as we find in Pliny. Another abfurd Law they had , which Lib, 30. cap. 1. 
forbad any Citizens to learn the Greek, Langage, left they fhould hold intelli¬ 
gence with the Enemy, becaufe one Suniator had fo done vvirh Dionyjiw the 
Good Laws, elder, as Jiftm writeth. This indeed was laudable, that this City abhomi- 
nated Drunkenneffe, and feverely prohibited Wine as much as to be rafted in 
in the Camp, as Plato recordech in his Laws. This alfo Ariflotle commend- 
eth, that, for an incouragement to warfare, they had a Law which gave liber¬ 
ty to a Soldier to wear fo many Rings as he had ferved times in the field. 

... . The People were by rheir natural conftkution, morofe and furlv, obedient

For binding to him the indigent rabble by bis gifts, and 
nfing them as a Guard, he manifeftly prefled towards the foverainty, but by 
the Union of thofe who were in greaceft grace with the people, be was re- 
preffed, and when the beggerlv fort would needs undertake his protection, 
killed in a tumult. When others not at all deterred by this example afpired 
after fuch power as threatned liberty, the people for to humble thofe that 
carried their heads higheft, in imitation of the Athenians brought intheufe 
The Tetaliftn- of the Petalifm.

Ltontiam a moft flouriftiing Town Was utterly deftroyed 
when it now gaped after the Empire of Sicily, the principal Citizens being re¬ 
moved to Syracafe, and the multitude driven into Exile. Out of thefe mo¬ 
tions they fell into the Athenian War in che firft year of the 91 «h Olympiad , 
concerning which We have already fufficiently fpoken. Syracafe was fo ex- 
haufted therein wich expences and.(laughters, that upon the brink of ruin it 
was meerly preferved by the Wifdom and valour of Gylippus , a ftranger qf 
Sparta ; and not onely preferved, but made vi&orious to admiration , and in- 
abled to return to the Athenians fo great overthrows by Land and Sea. This 
War viHiich begun in the 50th year afcer the recovery of their liberty (by 
means of the Egeftans, who craved aid of Athens againft them and the Seli- 
nantians ) lafted not fully three years, leaving a fuffleient warning to all, of 
the viciflitude of humane affairs, and (hewing, that they who gape after Do¬ 
minion, and are bufie to inlarge their bounds, being.carried out by the force of 
ambition rather than reafon, often fall into a neeeflicy of defending cheir own 
Eftate, and fometimes lofe all* 

18. The multitude grown exceeding high upon this fucceffe, would roc reft 
fatisfied wich its former privileges, but fo ordered the matter, chat the temper 
of this Commonwealth more and more degenerated. Diodes a man of prin- catA 
cipal note, who had perfwaded them co put to death Ntcias and Demoftbenes p,( ^ 
the Athenian Generals, being of a moft fevere and rigid difpofition, elo- . 
quenctongue,and great reputation for wifdom, perfwaded the people co 
change the Commonwealth, and eleit Magistrates by lot, whereas formerly Jn i. 

T . they were left to che fuffrages of the people. The former way inclined to v.c. **> 

new mi? 11 .Oligarchy i but, by this, admiflion was given co che meaneftand unfictbft Dttrii ttotbij 
by Diodes. Cd P er f° n c ? Govern, which ill agreeth with the fame of Diocles his wifdom. **' 

Some think that che multitude having got a promife from the great ones in 
Eee » the 
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Sect. a. the late danger, in cafe they would well demean themfelve?, now wrefted 
this Law from them, that Diodes perfwaded the Nobility, and the better fore 
to give way to the time for avoiding fome greater mifehief, and then he with 
his Collegues having, power from the whole State, as Diodorus addeth, form’d 
this new Commonwealth with convenient Laws, whereby this liberty was 
bounded, and other things defined as they thought,but falfly, madp for pub- 
lick good. This Diocles was in punifhmenc of vice rigid, and inexorable, 
and yet moft juft in what was deferved by any man. His Laws were fo well 
thought of by the vulgar, that many Cities of Sicily received them on their 
own accord , the whole praife of the invention being given to him, though 
he had others joyned with him in the work, that were excellent for wifdom 
and prudence. In after-times one Cepha/us under7/»w/*0»,and Polydorus 
under Hieron >were deputed to the making of Laws, but neither of them were 
accounted Legiflators, but both Commentators upon him, who in the form of 
his fpeech was fomething fhort and obfeure. 

19. Diocles amongft other Laws ordained,that it fhould be Capital for any viadadotyuf. 
man to come into the Forum, or,place where the people was wont to meet, 
with his Arms, and that neither the plea of ignorance nor any other excufe 
fhould ftand him in ftead that fo; offended. Afterwards it hapned that he 
himfelf having iffued out againft the Enemy who made incurfions, as he re¬ 
turned with his fword, heard of a tumult in the Forum, and fo went dire- 
re&ly thither, not thinking what he had about him. Being for this repre¬ 
hended by a private man as breaking his own Laws, he cried out he would do 
no fuch matter, but eftablilh them with his blood, and therewithal! killed 
himfelf. In the Commonwealth thus new modelled by him, ’tis uncertain 
what order there was, or what method was obferved in a&ing. There was a 
Senate confifting of 600 men,as vve underftand from Diodorus • but the fame 
of it was very oofeure, and the power, as may be gathered, exceeding fmall, 
which maketh it be fofeldom mentioned. The multitude was foie Lord of 
all, and .dayly meeting together created the chief Magiftrates,.difpofed of 
the Militia, placing, and difplacing Officers therein , decreed War, made 
peace, contracted Leagues and Alliances, exercifed power as to life or 
death , granted Indemnity , banifhed, and recalled at their pleafure. 

Other things of letter moment were left to Magiftrates, which were various, 
as in other popular Commonwealths. They were annual, as the Generals 
abroad, 2.3.4. or more, as the people pleafed, the General at home who 
was over the Militia of the Citie in time of peace, and had great authority. 

Others were chofen by lot, as judges,.Treafurers,Cenfors,and fuch like, 
amongft which were alfo thofe that overfaw the matters at Sea, the Citie 
having an excellent fite for trading. But things could not thus long ftand, 
the Government being fuch, and wherein .the wifefl fort could do leaft, and 
the foolifti unexperienced rabble was moft powerfull, though having no skill 
instate affairs they little minded what they did , and onely aimed at their 
private advantage. Hereby they were eafily led afide by one,who cunningly, 
d loyfiiu in- thbugh underhand, wrought his own defigns. For fcarce were 8 years paffed 
flavcch Sy<a- over from the overthrow of the -Athenians, when Dionyfwsthe fon of Her- 
C ife. mocratesy a man of a fubtile head, and deep diffimulation, fo fooled the mul¬ 

titude, as obtaining from it a Guard for his perfon, he invaded the Tyranny in 
the fourth year of the 93th Olympiad) the very fame that the Citie of Athens 
was yielded up to Lyfander. How this was effected muft more particularly 
be relaced, to let the reader behold the danger of Antimonarchical Govern¬ 
ment, and the happineffe of a people under chat of hereditary Kings. 

How this was 20. The Citizens of tALgefl* (who had entrpd into League with Athens 
eftefted by againft the Syracufiansy and been caufe of the Athenian War, by reafon of 
degrees. the controverfie betwixt the Selinunuans and'them about fome grounds) 
were in great fear after the overthrow of their friends to be called to account, 
quitted thofe grounds for which, they had contefted. But their adverfaries 
not refting fatisfied with the reftitution of chefe Territories, but feizing alfo 
•upon part of the adjoyning Region, they fenc to Carthage for -help, giving up

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Sect 2 havingdonein chree monechswhac ocher Captains would have required for 
larger time co tSSeSu After his departure, Hermocrates the Syracufian 
(who having been fent as General to the affiftance of the Lacedamomans, 
was condemned to banilhment intais abfence, through che malice of his Ene¬ 
mies') returned with a confiderabie Porce into Sicthe, and to ingratiate him- 
fclf with his Country-men, reppopled Selims, and fell upon the tributaries 
of Carthage. The more ftill to indear himfelf, he took up the bones of thofe Dl0l j ms 
Syracnlions that fell at Himera, and in a cariage fent them to the City, well 0 lymp. 9 un.i. 
knowing, that this would procure as love to him, fo envy and hacred to Dto- 
, cles his main adverfary, who having been the Captain of e ,.^f e tak b e " 
no care for their burial. Diocles much oppofed their publick Sepulcure, but 
the People refolutely decreed it, then banned him, and yet they re¬ 
called not Hermocrates , being lealous left he fhould improve his power and

fwer, and made all poffible provifion for an Army, wherewith to 
whole Ifland. Before they cranfportedany Forces they fent a Colony thither, 
which at the hot waters built a City, and called.’it Thermo. The ytdx follow¬ 
in'* thev ordered Hannibal to go over as General, who excufing himfelf by 
reafon of his Age, they joyne§ with him Imilco Mon of Homo, one or 
the fame Fam'ily. Thefe two Generals then made Levies throughout Afnch* M M h 
hired Soldiers out of Spain, the I(lands Baleares, 

theran Army of 120000 men according to Ttmaas, but after Ephorus his 
reckoning acbooo. Asthey were palfing over, the Syracujians met them, 
and funklfifteen of their Veflels, but with the reft Hannibal pitted fife: over, 
and fell upon the rich and ftacely City of ' Agngentum, which cowamed 
200000perfons. The Agrigenttnes wanted not afliftance from thenr fi tends, 
all the CJVwiCities being deeply concerned in their welfare, and cheSy o~ 
cuftons gave chebefiegers a confiderable defeat. , who demoli jun^ the 
Tombs and Monuments the better to get to the walls,had thereby pulled down 
a Peftilence upon chemfelves, faith Diodorus, wherein Hannibal died. But 
Imilco (or Imilcar) thereby not difeouraged , contmued the Sie^e, expiat¬ 
ing the offence, as he thought, by facrifizing a Boy to 5^r», and drovvrnng 
a company of Priefts in the Sea as an offering to Neptune. His Soldiers mu¬ 
tinying for provifions, he fupplied, by taking of the (hips which loaded with 
neceffaries were fent from Syracuse to the befieged. Hereby he flarved 
And Agrigen- them within, and conftrained them co quit the City, being guarded t ^ 
turn. by armed men. Imilcar found extrordinary rich plunder in ^whereof 

fome rarities he fent to Carthage , amongft which was Vhalans his Bull, 
chough Timaus the Hiftorian carping at all others, by denying that there was 
ever any fuch thing, is juftly cenfured by Diodorus For Scipio Afnearns the 
younger, 260 years after, having deftroyed Carthage , reftored this Engine 
to the Agrigemines , with whom it was yet remaining when Diodorus wrote 

^ 24. ^Imilcar having, after a Siege of eight moneths, thus mattered Agrigen- 
tum, a little before the Winter folftice, deftroyed !t not prefencly, that therein 
he might quarter his Soldiers that Winter. All the Iftjnd was ftruck WLth 
great fearupon report of what had happened; fome of 
to Sir acute , and others tranfported their Wives and children with their 
wealth into Italy. The Agrigenttnes being got fafe to Syracufe , accufed 
their Captains, as having betrayed their Country, and the were 

alfo blamed by the reft for having chofen fuch Generals, as by their difhonefty 
had brought Sicilie into extreme danger. A meeting being had at .fyracuje, 
and great fear of a War poffeffing all men’s minds, none dared to fp eak ™ e 
WorS, or give any advice. All fticking at the matter, at Iengthftoodup^- 
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njfius chi Son of Hermocrates , and accufing the Captains of having betrayed Sect. 2. 
T) 0 lyfius his Agrigentswi, earneftly moved the People to piwifh t hem forthwith, and not C'W, 
cricks for nu- flay the time prefixed by Law. For this unlawful and feditious motion, the 
king himfelf Magiftrates fined him; but one Philtftus^ a wealthy man, who afterwards 
abfolucc. wrote his Hiftory, bade him proceed, promifing to pay his fine, though it were 
a whole day together. Animated hereby he proceeded, urging chac the Cap¬ 
tains had been corrupted to betray the incereft of Sicilie, and accufing others 
of the beccer fort of Citizens as affe&ing Oligarchy. He therefore moved 
that new Officers might be created, fuch as were not eminent for power, but 
■good will towards the People, for that the other ufurping dominion defpi- 
fed the common fort, and made their own markets out of the publick; where¬ 
as thofe being of lower fortunes, by a confcioufneffe of their own vveakneffe 
could not actempt fuch a matter. 

25. Having difeourfed thefe things fitly to the humour of the multitude, and 
, his own defign, he made no fmall impreffionin the minds of the Vulgar, who 

having had the fidelity of the Captains in queftionbefore,gave credence to thefe 
(landers, and depofing them, made new, amongft which was Dionyfus, ha¬ 
ving got much credit for his valour againft the Carthaginians . The foundati¬ 
on thus laid, he beat his head all manner of waies how to accomplifh his de¬ 
vice, and refolved if poffible to get his Colleagues removed. For this pur- 
pofe he never would meet in council with them,giving out they batched dan- 
deftine defigns againft the State, and feeingche Citizens much affrighted at an 
approaching War, procured the Exiles to be called home , hoping that chey 
being obnoxious to him , and defirous of innovation? would be fit for his 
- purpofe, caking great delight in feeing their Enemies killed, and their goods 
* fold, their own Eftates being reftored to them. Ac this time it happened 
chat a Sedition falling out in Gela, he had an opportunity co lead thither 
2000 Foot, and 400 Horfe, where procuring their principal men to be puc 
to death, and their Eftates confiscated, he thereby much ingratiated himfelf 
with che multitude and Soldiers. Ac his return he found the People juft de¬ 
parting from che (hows of che Theatre, which asking him news, be faid he 
knew none, but chat their Governours were greater Enemies co the State than 
the Carthaginians, by whofe flatteries they now kept holy day, and who 
fleecing the Commonwealth, cheated the Soldiers of their wages. Now was 
. an innumerable Army hovering upon the borders, and ready to invade, which 
they not at all regarded. This he underftood a lictle before, but now fully, 
having received a meffage from Imilco that defired his connivance. Wherefore 
for his part he would lay down his Office, not induring chac others making 
merehandife of the Commonwealth , he alone (hould, together with the 
Citizens, bear the burthen, and undergo the danger j and yet alfo be accoun¬ 
ted as treacherous as the reft. For this night every man in great fear went 
home to his houfe. The next day he called them together, and loading his 
Colleagues with great inveftives, fo ftirred che multic ude, that fome beginning

26. The wifer fort had all along fufficiently underftood whither thefe Eli¬ 
ons tended, but the multitude ftopped their- ears againft all accufations, as 
proceeding from the malice of the great ones. But now upon further confi- 
deration they began to fufpe&him, and repent they had puc che power out of 
their own hands, which he being aware of, left the difcontenc ftiould fo 
feize upon the generality as thereby to procure him any let or hindrance in 
the full compleacing his defign? he drew out the Army to Leomium , which 
now wasufedasaForcrefleor Garrifon, and there (hutting himfelf clofe up, 
pretended a great confpiracy againft his life. The day followng he called che 

multitude 
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multitude together, and alleging many probable reafons to perfwade them of 
the danger, obtained to have600 men asaguard for his perfon,which he fhould 
chufe out where he pleafed. This number he increafed to 1000, picked out, 
andconfiftingof fuch as were defperare in fortune, and thereupon backed 
with ftomach.and refolution. He called the Mercenaries, and ingaged them 
to him with good words, then new modelling the Army, gave fuch commands 
therein as he knew would beft ferve his own turn : he gave free admilfion to 
all Exiles and malefactors, knowing fuch would be effectual to all his purpo- 
fes. Having thus in imitation of Pififtratus got him a guard, and made him- 
felf Tyrant, at his return to Syracufe he openly {hewed himfelf fuch, pla¬ 
cing his Tent in the Arcenal. The People murmured in vain, being befet 
with ftrangers and mercenaries at home, and in continual fear of a War hang¬ 
ing over them from abroad. To eftablifh himfelf he cook to wife the daugh¬ 
ter of Hermocrates , who did fuch fervice againft the Athenians, and was 
{lain in attempting to feize on the City : he alfo gave his own Sifter in mar¬ 
riage to his wives Brother, thinking it his intereft to be allied to fo great a 
Family. Then affembling the People, by his devices he procured Daphneus 
and Demarchust he moft potent of his Adverfaries to be put to death; and 
fo from a Scribe and a man of mean condition, he became Matter of the 
greateft Greek.Cvi\t > continuing fuch for 38 years, unto his end. 

27. Imilcar having wintred m Agrigemnm, at Spring-time razed the 
City, and then fell upon Gtla. The Inhabitants Betook themfelves to 
Vionyfius for help; but nis indeavours not well fucceedinft they were for¬ 
ced to quit the Town, and leave it alfo to the difpofal of the Enemy. D'tony- 
fus made the Citizens of Camaritsa to do the fame, poffelfing them with a 
fear of the Carthaginians - fo that departing thence in hafte, fome with their 
Gold and Silver, others with their wives and children onely, and the waves 
being full of both fexes and ages, who miferably {hunned fervitudeby exile, 
the Syracufan Horfe-men pitied them exceedingly, and accounting this but 
a fetch of their Tyrant, to make himfelf Mafterof the place , confpired how 
they might kill him in the way, and the rather, becaufe they had obferved how 
remiffe, or rather induftrioufly treacherous, he had been in the relief of Gela . 
He keeping the Mercenaries clofe to hipa, they could not execute this defign, 
but rode faft to Syracufe, where being eafily admitted , they rifled his Pa¬ 
lace, and ufed his wife very'harfhly that flie died. Being fecure of him as at 
a great diftance from them, he conjectured the fame, and in pott-hafte come- 
ing to Syracufe, fet fire on one of gates, and fo got in. Then flaughtered 

- he fuch of them as he could light on, as alfo of thole Citizens whom he knew 
to be moft averfe to him, fome he flew, and others he expelled the Town. 
Scarce were things fetled, when a meffage came from Imilcar , inviting the 
Syracufans, though conquered, unto Peace. D/onyfius moft gladly imbra- 
ced the offer, fothat it was made upon thefe terms: The Carthaginians 
were to have fubjett to them, befides their old Tributaries and Colonies, the 
Sicani, Selinuntians , Agrigentiues, and Himerians, and alfo t\io.Getaa»s, 
and Camarinaans, who might inhabit their Towns unwalled, but be tributary 
to Carthage. The Leontines, Meffenians , and all Sicilians, were to be 
free, and the Syracufans fubjett to Dtonyfius. All {hips taken on both 
fides were to be reftored. Thefe things confirmed, Imilcar paffed over in¬ 
to Africa having loft half of his Army by the Plague, which fo raged alfo in 
Africa, as great multitudes both of the Carthaginians and their Affociates 
fell thereby. 

28. Dionyfists knowing.that the Syracufans noweafed of the vtar, would 
bufie their heads how to recover their liberty, to prevent fuch a defign, forti¬ 
fied that part of the City called the Ifland, which he caufed to be inhabited 
with his own confidents: he alfo divided the publick grounds to fuch as he 
thought fit, and admitted ftrangers to equal privileges with the Citizens, 
Having thus as he thought fecured his eftate, he refolved to march againft fuch 
Sicilians as he thoughc moft alfifted the Carthaginians , and was about to be- 
iiege Erbefa, when the Citizens of Syracufe* low armed, confidering what 
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rn oppormmty wKjwc into that hinds, and repenting they hid not affifted’ 
the Horfemen m cheir.revoulr, refolved to declare for their liberty The ar 

tempt generally took , the Citizens flood upon their defence, aid theTv- 
Anotherdc- rant was befieged, for whole head a great fumof money was offered He 
to againft ms much aft down, and thought to relign his power, according as fome ad- 
hun vifedhtm: but PhUtRus turned his minti _ u:- __

vifed him; but PhMfius turned his mind, and made him refolve to ven¬ 
ture all richer chan do it. Bethinking himfelf how he mighc circumvent the 
Citizens, he fenc to them, pretending a wiltingneffc to quit all,' if chey woufd 
but permic him to carry away his goods; and at the fame time he difparcbed a 
meflage to ch z Campanians (mercenary Soldiers of Campania in Italy) of 
feting them large rewards if they would ftand by him. The Syracufanscon- 
fenced he (hould depart with five (hips, and then, as if their liberty was fullv 
recovered, grew fecure, remiffe, and idle, disbanding fome of their men 
negleihng tneir guards, arid caking their pleifure in the fields: The Cam! 
pantans allured by his prowifes broke in to him, fome Troop? of Mercena 
d ries alfo came to his affftmee, with which he fet upon the Tovvns-men and 
eafily putting them to flight recovered his power. He hindred his men from 
killing, and a1 great number flying to y£tna, he lent to them, offering them 
pardon, which fome imbraced, and others refufed to venture themfelves 
upon it. 

_ 2 * When he hid well re-fetled himfelf, he mide War upon feveral

ttanding that in the Athenian War a line had been drawn before Syracufe , 

from Sea to Sea, and thereby acceffe into the Country cut off, with admirai- 

ble celerity he raifed a wall to prevent this for the time to come, labouring 
himfelf amongft the workmen , to caufe them the more chearfully to under¬ 
go the toil: Then did he make extraordinary provifions of all forts of Arms, 
compleatly furnilhed himfelf with {hipping, and hired Soldiers from all 
parts.Thus provided, he caufed all che goods of the Carthaginian Marchancs, 
and others dwelling there, to befeized by the multitude of the Syracufans , 
to whom now he cacied himfelf more mildly, being very ready to be°in Mod.adolymp.

A year or two after 
thisheput outto Sea with 60 Veflels, pretending an intention to clear the 
Coafts of Pyrates, but wanting money, according to his cuflome towards 
the Temples of Sicilie , he feized upon a Chapel near Argylla, on the Coafts 
of holy which being exceeding rich, heplundered of 1000 Talents, and 1 dmadoiyn, 
got much fpoii from the Inhabitants of the place, who oppofed him, Bein° 99. 1 -' 

now furniflied with money, \ e -efolved to renew the War againft cbe Cartha° 
gtmans, and the next year drew divers of their tributary Cities from their 
obedience. The Carthaginians made great preparation^ defenfe, railing 
a numerous Arihy, which they committed to the conduft of Mago He M an ' l - 
He over- Pqureclout a great number of men both into Sicilie and Italy. Intheifland, 

throweeh the Pfionyfifts overcnrevv mm in a battel n^ar Cabala , wherein were {lain more 
Carthaginians, than 10000 of his men, and 5000 taken : he himfelf with the reft retired to 
an hill, where fighting manfully he was flain, and bis men fent to Dionyfms to 
deiirs 


3 8*. P'onyfrus anfvyered, that the onely way to obtain their defire, was to 
quit &«/*, and pay the charges of the War, To this he feemed to affenc, 
but alledged they had no power to deliver up the Cities, and therefore defired 
. a truce for fome time to advife about it. During the truce, Mage’s fon be¬ 
ing advanced into his Father’s place, trained the Soldiers, andexercifed 
then continually, fo as he brought them into a good condition for fighting 
and then at the end of the Truce led them down, and gave battel fn 
ftead of receiving Peace. Now were the Sicilians fo puffed up by their late 
Victory, as che other took advantage of their carelefnefle, and fo playdthe 
Andreceivcth men, that though Dionyfms in his wing, and Leptines his brother in the 0- 
«omfte™ OVr n^ r ’ valiantly, and the former prevailed; yet the later being 

from tnena. fl am , his party was prefently put to flight, in which great execution was 
done, the Carthaginians giving no quarter ; fo as 14000 Sicilians are faid 
to have been flam. The Conquerours departed to Panormus , and thence 
lent to Dtohyfius, offering to have the quarrel taken up, which he gladly 
unbraced. Both fides were to retain what they already had , onely the Car- 
thaginians cook to themfelves the City and Territories of Selims , with fo 
much ground belonging to Agrigentnm as .reached to the River Helyctts - 
and required of Dionyfim tooo Talents. Long after this he refted from 
. War, but ftill grudging the Carthaginians any footing in Sicilie. Thismoved 
him at length with great preparations both by Sea and Land to invade their Modor. ad 
Territories, wherein he took fome Towns, watted the Country, and befie- 
ged Ltlyhastmj but perceiving it very ftrong prefently again rofe up from an ‘ ** 
before it. Then hearing that the Arcenal at Carthage was fired , he care- 
lefly behaved himfelf, and fent 130 Gallies tofeize on the Haven of the Ery- 
ctmans 9 commanding all the reft to return to Syracnfe • but the Enemy un-

tes one of his Guard, This much ttartled Dions friends, and Plato amongft 
the reft, by whom Dionyfius fearing that fomething might underhand be 
wrought againft him, gave them good words , and laboured to keep fi** 0 * 
who earneftly deflred now that War was begun in Stcilie to be difmifled ; 
efpeciallv feeing his mind far remote from thq love of Philofophy. By his 
importunity he got leave to depart, upon condition that, when Peace was 
made, Dion fhould be recalled, and he return with him. 

41. When the time came, Dionyfius earneftly deflred the return of Plato , 
bur would have Dion difcontinue a year longer, who earneftly befoughc Plato 
to return to Syr acts fe, for that it was reported that the Prince now was won¬ 
derfully taken with Philofophy. He ftifly refufed to do it, objeaing his age, 
wich the breach of Covenants, but being again urged on all fides, a fhip was 
fent for him, and large letters were written, wherein the Tyrant promifed 
to deal with Dion as his friends ftiould judge reafonable; many of the beft 
fore alfo in Sici/ie and his acquaintance were fent to accompany; him over. ; 

Wherefore Plato once more undercook the journy, with intention to recon¬ 
cile Dion to Dionyfius, and reduce the Tyrant to a more ftridt and commen¬ 
dable life. But not long after his arrival Dionyfius flopped Dion's Revenues, 
which Plato taking ill,once prevailed co have the ftoppage removed,for other- 
wife he would be gone; but when the fliips were departed, and Plato's paf-' 
fage thereby prevented, he again fequeftred the Eftace. After this he fell 
plainly out With Plato, for holding that faith was to be kept with Hcraclidcs , 
who was fufpe&ed to have raifed a Sedition, and put him out of his Court, 
fo as the Philofopher was glad to take up his quarters with the mercenary Sol¬ 
diers, amongft whom alfo (landers were fpred concerning him, whence he 
flgnified his condition to his friends at Tatentum in Italy, who with much 
adoe prevailed with the Tyrant to fend him home'fafe. Such was the enter¬ 
tainment of Plato with Dionyfius bothfather and fon. _

Dion being Corinth, together with, Aiegacles hisbrother, and Cba~ 
ricles the General of Dionyfius, raifed as many Mercenaries ’as he could, 
which not in hiimber paffwg 500, he tranfported tn two (hip of burthen in- 
r D'm in/adeth to Stcine, leaving Charities (or rather Hercules) behind, to brin« after" 
Sicilie. more (hips; fych-was his courage, that he durft venture with fo inconflderable 
a forceuponfogreac apower. : After his landing, mulitucdes flocked co him 
as he paffed through the Ifland; and out of Syacuft'vi felf, whom D onyfius 
dn fufpition had difarmed. To them he gave weapons, having brought many 
over with him for fuch apurpofe. By the time he got unto the City he was 
5000 ftrong, which he eafily encred, notwichftanding the opposition of thofe 
Captains that Dionyfius had left there, who at this time was upon the Coafts 
of Italy . Upon his declaring to the People chac he came co reftore them co 
their antienc liberty, they made him and Megacles their chief Generals with 
with full power. Dionyfius feven dayes after returned and gocinto the Caftle, 
which (landing in the Ifland was fevered from the reft of the City, whence 
hefenc for Ambaffadors to treat of Peace, that he might gain time. The 
People overreached, fent their Commiflioners, whom he kept wich him, till 
feeing the Citizens negligent and careleffe by reafon of their hopes, he poured 
~ out his Mercenaries upon them; but Dton with much ltbour repelled them, 
and (lew 800 men. After this h&fent again to defire a Treaty, but Dton an - 
fwered, that his onely way to obtain peace was to lay down his power, and 
concent himfelf with certain honours; whereat he was much vexed, and cook 
counfel how any way he mi°hc revenge himfelf.

try. He being armed by precepts of Philofophy^ againft private grudges 
marched for Syracufc, and was met by a number of old men, women, and 
children, who with lamentable cries implored his help. As the Garrifon 
Soldiers were bufie in plunder, and had fet the houfes near the Forum on 
fire, he brake in upon them, diftribucing his men to the feveral quarters of 
the City. They fell upon them all in diforder, and burthened with plun¬ 
der , killed 4000 *, and fo forcing up the reft into the Caftel, cleared all. 

4 c. Dion having atchieved much honour by this aft, was made General 
of the Land forces; but Heracl.des his emulater ftill retained his Admi- 
• a ralfhip This vexed him fo, that he gave ouc fome words that a Common- com. Htptsin 
EnV wealth could not he well governed by many , which procured him great envy, Vtone. 

as if he thereby fignified that he would get the Sovereignty over all. He 
ftudied not how to palliate the matter, but fought to cary on all things by 
an high hand, and in a way of force; and either procured Herachdes to be 
made away, or connived acthofe whom he formerly hindred from doing it; 
after which he feized on the goods of his Enemies, and diftribured them to 
Plunged into his Solders. But prefently again money failing him, and having none to 
ereat difficul- run upon but his friends , he was conftrained either to lofethemor his Sol- 
tici, diers, who being alfo difpleafed for want of pay, the common People 

might fafely revile him, affirming that the Tyrant was not to be endured. 

Whilft he with thoughts of thefe things tormented himfelf, came to him one 
Calhcerates (or Catlippw) an Athenian, a moft cunning diflembler and irre¬ 
ligious perfon. He told him, that feeing he was in fuch danger, both in re¬ 
ference to Soldiers and People, his beft way was to have fome friend, who, 
counterfeiting himfelf his Enemy,, (hould hold intelligence with his adver- 
faries, and thereby difeover all their plots and praftices againft him. This 
part, by Dion s confent, he took upon himfelf, and under this pretence really 
and indeed praftifed his deftruftion, which DUn’s wife and fifter hearing of, 
therewith acquainted him j but he regarded them not, (giving toomuch cre- 
dit to what Callicrates had promifed. The women neverthelefle brought 
tedb Tcaui- Callicrates into the Temple of Prefer pin*, and there nude him fwear, that 
crates! and he had not at all plotted againft Dion's life ; buche minding no Religion, 

flaw. but bein g egged on more forward .to the accomplii hment of his defign, rent 

certain young men, natives of Zachynthus , in to him, whilft he was private in 
his chamber, who being eafily admicted , for the knowledge his family had 
of them, fell upon and prefently bound him: but being unarmed could no^. 
kill him, till one Lyco 1 Syr a.cufiats reached them a Sword in at a window; 
his Guard hearing, but ftirt;ing not. He died in the $5 year of his age, and

Tac *f e ' finding all men in deep fecurity, he expelled Nafaus , and erefted his Ty-, 
ranny afrefii. When he was gone, the Locrians expelled his, Garrifon, and 
in revenge for h : s raviihing their Virgins tormented his wife and two daugn- 
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ters to death, by thrulhng lharp Needles under cheir Finger Nail?. The c ‘T - 
Commonwealth of thefe Locrians being very femous, is commended much 
by the ancients, noconely Diodorus Siculus arid Strabo, but more anrienc Aits*** 
than they, as Plato and Demofihenes • the former in his difeourfe which he Ol.iol.avii. 
maketh to have been betwixt Socrates and 7 imaus a Locrian Philofopher of K c * 4 ° 7 * 
the Pythagorean Seft, concerning the nature of things , and Original of the Vf 
World; and the later m his Oration againft 7 imocrates, an Author of new

Gracia, reckon him as Contemporary with Charondas the Law-giver ofc the Kc P lt!j - Lome- 
* T"*% atfS t another of Pythagoras his Scholars, and who is famous for che ftri- f ,:m ‘ 
ftneffe anddesericy of his Laws, which he is faid to have confirmed by his 
death fn the fame manner as Diodes did his; the fame ftory being told of 
him. According to their account he mull have flourished about the 8o t h O- 
lympiad. In the beginning of his Laws, or his Preface co them, this to feme 
appeareth to have been his defign; to affeft the minds of his people with 
Ipiecy towards God, as the Original of all Right and Juftice, the Lord and 
Governour of Heaven and Earth, as alfo an hater and punifiacr of wicked- 
Then mentioned he Laws , not very many in number, but moft 
effectual for the defence of Juftice, reftraining Vice,preferving concord and 
tranquillity m the State, preventing innovations, and for che eftablifhment of 
themfelves; which as long as obferved (and they were obferved long) pre- 
ferved the Commonwealth in fafecy. He thought a few liable and unalterable 
Laws well obeyed,to be more profitable for a State chan an infinite multitude 
of we?k ones, which are eafily changed by th.ofe that have a mind co inno¬ 
vate, and he concluded, chat the fpedieft way co'cheruin of a Commonwealth 
was by change and innovation. That his opinion was true, che example of 
Athens abundantly demonftraced, which erring in this point paid dearly for it, 
zsDemofihenes often complainech; and Rome alfo, which being infefted with 
this itching diftemper, at length was conftrained to fubmic to che power of 
one man. It being almoft impoffible, but chac popular Governments fhould 
tocter, what ever might happen cochisinconfiderable Cicie. He commanded 
lus Laws co be ftri&ly obferved, and the Magiftrace co proceed according co 
the Letter of them, without giving his own glofle, or pronouncing fentence 
according to hw private fancy. To this purpofe is moft memorable of all his 
Laws^, that which Demofihenes and * Polybius relate concerning one who * . 
mould afterwards,prefer a new Law,abrogate any old one, alter any thing ; 

in it, or difpuce concerning the meaning of tt. He was co come into the 
Council of 1000 men with an halter about his neck, where /peaking his 
mind, if to them he (hould demonftrate his opinion to be profitable for the 
State, then was he to be difmifled fafe,and the Law admitted ; but if it 
(homd appear contrary, then was he to be ft tangled forthwith in the fight of 

48. Zaleuctu chofe 1000 men out of all the people, in whom he appoint¬ 
ed the Supream power to refide.

In explaining and illuftrating Socles 
his Laws, he ufed the help of Cephalut, and Dionyjms, both C*r/»rW He 
ordained a new annual and chief Magiftrate, whom he would have called 
the Servant of Jupiter Olympias, in memory of their recovered liberty, coim 
mandin° that by his name the year fhould be figned, as by the Archons at 
Athens^ and the Confuls at Rome The firft that bore this Office was Calh 

meds, amanof prime note, being chofen by the Suffrages of the People. 

Now whereas by reafon of Wars, Seditions, and Bamlhments, the City 
was even exhaufted, he recalled die Exiles out of Sicilie, Greece, and 
which being in number i oooo, he increafed by a far greater, confifting of 
Sicilians and Italians of Greekifh Original, to whom being made free of the 
City, he diftribured Lands and poffeffions. " ? 

Icetas having retired to Leoniium, Timoleon laid fiege to that City; 
but finding it ftrongly manned, rofe up from brfore it, and went about to o- 
ther places® to which be reftored liberty, expellmg their Tyranm. ^ In this 
mean while Icetas went againft Syracufe ; but was forced tomtreat with great 
Ioffe Timoleon s renown was by this time fo fpread abroad, that many 
towns of the Sicanians , and others fubjea to the C arthagimant , fent to him, 
todefirethey mightbe admitted into the forial League. The Carthaginians 
herein were fo concernd, as to prepare amain for the renewing ot the War, 
procuring Soldiers out of Gall, Liguria ,, Spain, and A fa** Mago had 
killed himfelf after his fhameful return, and his dead body was nailed to a 
croffe for the mal-adminiftration of his Office; therefore irrthe third year 
after they fent over Afdrubal and Amilcar, with 200 long-lhipS, and above 
iooo of burthen, wherein were fo many man tranfported as made up thofe 
already in Sicilie 70000 Foot, and 10000 Horfe, which with1 warlike Cm-* 

• riots marched againft Timoleon . He! having compofed the difteroic* with 

Hicetas muftered all his forces, and judging it wffdom to transfer the War in¬ 
to the Enemies Country* for this purpofe he chofeout of all 12000 men, 
with which he marched away in hafte; but in his journy a great mutiny hap¬ 
pened amongft his Soldiers. Foron sThraftus a rafh impudent fellow, who 
with the Phocians had rifled the Temple at Delphi, cried out, that Timoleon 
being mad, led them into moft certain death, for that the Carthagintans in 
number fo far exceeded them: and he advifed the Mercenaries to return to Sy- 
raenfe, and demand the pay already due to them. Timoleon had muchadoe 
to take up the matter, and 1000 utterly refufed to follow him. But he re-* 
joyced that the mutineers had already fallen off, before they came to • any in- 
gagement, and with the reft hafted coward the Enemy. . ....

Their power. a. The power of Confuls wgs at firft the fame with that of King,, allayed Se c t . 1. 
onely by plurality, of perfons and. ihortneffe of time, fo that Cicerd*ca, ifech ic 
Regtum Lmperim, and Regia poteftaf, and the Greeks chok to call them 
Hypateiy which fionifie^ t'hofe that ate mott excellent pr chief, as Dmyfiu* 
celletb us. In the oeginning they might fmprifon atrd fentence ac their pl^a- 
fure, baying the power of life and death oyer the Citizens, though fcarce the 
authority to make peace and vva,r, as Upfus affirmech. By degrees this 
great power was diminiftied, and that efpecialjy by tvyo things, viz. -dpual, 
and Interpofing , called Provocatio and Intercejfio, The former was prefently 
brought in after the b,aoiftiment of the Kings, hyp alarms Poplicoia, yvho 
preferred a Law. for taking away animadverfion upon Citizens from the Con - . 
fa Is, and giving liberty of Appeal to the People as' the higher Judge. But by 
the Inter pofit ion of thz Tribunes of the people who were afterwards created^ 
all adfions of the Confuls wharfoever might be obftrudled, as by the voyce 
of the people ic felf, vyhofe power and dignity thenceforth dayly increafed, 
and took authority over all Magiftrates. Hereby was that of the Confuls 
much diminiftied j Yet not cjuice broken’^nd diflblved as long as the Com¬ 
monwealth continued; their Offices being both many arid large. For firft 
they were the head of the State, all ordinary Magiftrates being fubjeil and 
obnoxious to them, (except the Tribunes) in wbofe actions they might in- 
terpofe. Secondly, they haa the chief Coirimand in the War over Citizens 
and Aflociates, as alfo over Provinces and Subjefis, whom they might punilL ; 
and Authority to appoint Officers in the Arttiy, as appeareth out of Cicero 
and Poljbivs in feveral places. Thirdly,they aflqnbied the people, con¬ 
futed with ic, preferred Laws alfo, vvhich if enidled bore their names. 

Fourthly, they received Letters from Goyernours of Provinces,from Nations 
atjd Cities: gave audience to Ambafladors, arid what was to be done either 
by Senate or people paired through their hands as chief Minifters pf State. 

Fifthly, a? the Senate handled and executed all things in peace arid war» fo 
did they govern it in fome fence, they affembled JjnS aifmifled it: there¬ 
in they asked the Members their opinions, counted und divided them: aijn in 
conclufion they fteered the fhip of the Commonwealrb. This was their 
power whijethe free State continued; btit after w'was’fubje&ed to the 
power of one perfon,their authority yyas ag^n much impaired, few pf all 
,. thefe privileges remaining to them j for that the Prince aflbmed the rights 
" • “of aUM^iftrates, buc efpecially chofe of the Confuls znd Tribunes. Un¬ 
der the Bmperours they wereemployed in confufcing che Senate, admini- 
firing Juftice, affignirig Tucorf or Guardians, inanumiccing Slaves, letting out 
$0 farm the Cuftoms (which Office formerly belonged to the Cenfors) and 
pianaging publick Games: befide% they h^a che honour qf having' the year 
Cnara&eriKd by their n^qies, as formerly. Thefe things will he fufficiently 
evinced^t 'leaft moftof phem) if* thefequ^l of this Hi/lory cpncernirig Roman 
affairs. ;

When he came be 
faid, that by bis full authority ne had animadverted upon his own Sons, and 
left the other delinquents to the People, giving leave to every manto lpeak.

Their duty, as is clear from feveral Authors, was to garner, lav up, and pay 
Their duty, out the publick revenues, to keep the military Enfignes of Gold and . dyer 
. (for they then ufed no banners) in the Treafury, to fell plunder and booty, 

receive, lodge, and carry out Ambaffadors. They had aifo the government 
of certain places, zsOpatnd Cafes. Theyreceived from Augufius the 
privilege of keeping the Sonatas confulta , which formerly belonged to the 
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files and Tribunei. And the EmfsroUrs had a certain Qustffor of their i 

own called Ca*did*t*s Principe, and Quaff or Priueipis, AuchPL whofe 
Office Uipta* deferibech. This gave origin il to the Quajhr PaUtU - (faith s 

Lipftui) to whom was granted great authority, as to make taws and Decrees, 
fubfcribepecition?, recurh anfwers, and to be as it were the keeper or. pre- 
fident of the Laws, which name is now changed into Chancellour. But, to 
fpeak fomethlng of the Treafurj, the Temple of Saturn was firft tnade ufe 
The of to this purpofe, as Plutarch tellech us. Here alfo , were kept the &‘bri 
or Trcafuxy. Elcphamtni, pooks wherein the 35 Tribes Were written, and the Decrees of 
the Senate; bucthe Libri Untti^x the Annals, were kept by the Ponttficej 
who therein recorded fuch things as were memorable. In the^ t/grartHm \ y g 
alfo a more fecret place* where the twentiethpart of the revenues were re- 
ferved for cafes of extremity onely. The t&rariam was afterwards daftqd 
Ptfctu, from the FifceUu, or bags wherein the money Was. kept, according to 
Mro. The firft Advocatus Fifci was ihftituted by Adrian the Emperoiirt ns 
Spartianus witneffeth. Amongft other tributes, the , People of Rome had 
the twentieth part of all revenues of Corn throughout Italy , befidet Sale, 
which was the device of Livie , cheace Sirnamed Satixator. Thofc that far¬ 
med the Tributes or Cuftom were called Publicans , and the principal of 
them Mancipes , according to Pedianit, whom Materanus followed).

eth. This granting of the Pafbes was yec but for the firft moneth, which indeed CiU 
afcerwards.was wont to be granted to the elder ^ Conful ; but ne longer thin 
till the Lex Juba, in the fe'venth Chapter .vyhereof this privilege Was given 
to him who had moft children, either ftill in his own power (that is to be unr 
derftood not emancipated ) or already loft in War.

L The year that followed, being the firfli of the 70 Olympiad (wherein 
NicZas of Opus (a Town of Locri) was Viaor, (Myras executing the An¬ 
nual Office of Archon .at Athens') had for Confuls Ptjlhnmiu, Cominius , and 
T. Lartius, Now all the Lathes (to the number of thirty feveral Cities, 
faith Livu) confpired againft Rome, by the procurement of MamiliusQCta- 
vitts, fon in Law to Tar quints* s (who at prefent was with him at Trfcalum) 
though Valerius the Roman Ambaffador pretended to anfwer to fuch accufa- 
tionfas were made, and laboured to diffwade the feveral People of Latium. 

In the mean time alfo the Slaves ac home contrived how to feize upon the 
Capitol, and burn the City, but were difeovered, and nailed to crofles. 

The following year wherein Ser.Sulpitius Camerinus, and Mamas lull** 

Unties , were Confuls, a Faction in Fidena, having received fome men from 
7 ar quintas, killed or expelled their adverfaries, and caufed the Town tore- 
volt from the Romans. The Senate would not make War upon the L <* ine * 
in general, knowing many amongft them were inclined to Peace, and though^ 
it Efficient to block up Fidena, for which they fenc out Manias with a Itrong 
Army. The befieged implored affiftance of the Lathes, who m their gene- 
rail meeting heard alfo the complaints of 7 arquintas, and though they vvere 
much importuned by fome amonft them, yet they onely ordered Arpbafladots 
to be Cent to demand the reception of.the King, and the removal of the liege 
from Fidena, which was done alfo meetly to gain time , giving th e Romans a 
year to confider of the matter, and taking fo large a fpace for to make prepa¬ 
rations, in cafe the overture were rejected. Taraumins and Matmlms ha¬ 
ving little hopes to prevail this way, feeing that the minds of the generality 
were averfe from War, endeavoured to bring his right about in an eafier way, 
by railing in Rome an unexpeaed andinreftine difference betwixt the rich and , 

P °a? e . r Tor at this very time, as Dionyfins writeth, a great part of the corn-- 

mon People, efpecially the indigent and fuch as vvereburchenedby Ufury, did- 

notlikeof theprefenc Hate of affaires, which diffatisfa^ion was caufed by 

the extravagant courfe of Creditors, who feizing upon the bodies of their 

Debtors* ufed them no better than Slaves purchafed with money. Tarqui- 

nius not being ierjopant hereof, fent certain 6f his friends With Gold, who 

gave them fome in, hapd, promifmg more after the King’s Fetation, and 

procured thereby a confpiracy of many poor Citizens, with fuch Slaves as had 

been offended with their Mafters the year before,, for the feverity fhown to- 

wards their fellows. The matter was difeovered to SutpieTas, who rtrf 

ter he had returned a denyal, thoughwery civilly, to the Lat>» A mbaf la- 

dors, by a wile dreWthe Confpirators into the Forum; where incompaflmg 

them about, he put them all to the Sword. The ftirs being thus aliaied for 

a time, the Confuls of this and the following year looked abraMi and, in A M ^ 0+ .

Tarquinmt and Mamilias 

fo improved this opportunity, that all the Cities (*4 in number, as they Cminiu > 

are reckoned by Dionyfms) decreed War againft the Romani, ingaging that Auriacu$t 

none fhould forfake their affociates , nor make Peace without common con- t. uum, 

fent, fealing it with an oath, and direful curfes againft fuch as fhould break Ruftu.coJJ, 
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the League, who were to be held as Enemies by all the reft. They give li- Se c t i 
bercy to Farqsinius and his fon in Law to levie what Forces they thought 
convenient, and chat they might hive fome kind of pretence, fent a mefta^e W 

to Rome, whence the Senate returned a flout and refoluce anfwer. ” 

War with the 26. Great were the preparations of the Lathes; the Romans fendin® round 
behalf 111 abour > could make no friends, and yet were not deje&ed, but truftim ro 
their domeftick ftrengch alone, yvere thereby rendred much more refoluceand 
courageous, as fuch upon whom lay a necelficy of being uliant. But a 
great difficulty was found in lifting Soldiers; for the poor, and thofe chat 
were furcharged with debt, of which there was a great number, bein^ cited 
would not appear, faying, they had nothing to do with the Patritianf, excepr 
their debts were remitred by Decree of the Senate, nay fome talked of lea¬ 
ving the City, and exhorted one.another not to flay in that place, where no 
pod thing was communicated to them. The Patritians by good words la¬ 
boured r.o appeafe them, but all in vain ; fo that the Senate fell into a feriou; 
debate about fo weighty a matter. Some were for a free remillion of the 
debts, after the manner of the Athenian S>fachthea , as rhe onely way to 
remove all prejudice, and beget a fair correfpondence beewixe Nobilicv ar.d 
Commons. Others condemned this as coo great a condefcention, and which 
would encourage them to like Seditions for the time co come, thinking it the 
better way to lift fuch as would give their names, and not ac all value the 
reft, who chough gratified ac prefent, would hereafter be unferviceable. Be¬ 
twixt thefe extremes feveral other wayes were propounded; bur this at length 
prevailed, that nothing fhould now bedetermined, bur cheVVar bein° hap¬ 
pily finifhed, the Confuls ihould report it again to the Senate, and°in the 
mean time all fates and proceffe concerning debts were to ceafe, that Ma¬ 
gnates might make effe&ual provifion for the matter now mainlv incumbent. 

This expedient, though fomething ic wroughc, had not fufficient ftrengch to 
end the difference; and therefore the Senace Was put upon another exi^enr. 

Whereas by the Law of Valerius, power of life and death was taken away 
from the Confuls , and all conftraint, by an appeal to the People, fo that 

no man could be forced to the War; It feemed heceffary to create a Ma°i- 

ftrate, who for fix moneths lliould rule as abfoluce above the Laws, and from 
whom Ihould lye no appeal. Thus having renounced Monarchy in effe&, they 
had^again recourfe to it, and (hewed as well the neceflity as excellency

ordinary Magiftrace of old Lai,am. Dionyfias bringerh the teftimony of - l - % 

Licinius Macer for this opinion ; yet he thinkech the Office firft taken from [\f usin ™ : - 
the Greeks, who had their ^ymneta or excraordinay King* made upon' ZTuxL 
fome urgent occafion, with abfolute power.- The Dictator was created upon tiqua, 
fome urgent occafion of War or Sedition, for fixing a hail in time of a Pligtic, 
to hold the Comltia for election of Confuls, celebrate Games, make inqui- 
ficion, choofing Senators, or in fum, when there was need of a fodain and 
extraordinary command. The manner of his creation was’ not, as of ocher 
Magiftraces, by the Suffrages of the People? but, at the-command of the 
pehate, the Conful named fome one of Confular dignity whom he pleafed, 
m the night, and who was approved by the Anfpicinm, oc divination from 
birds, a ceremony obferved ever in the ele&ion of fome Officers. The oc¬ 
cafion being many times fodain , they could not ftay for the Suffrages of the 
People, and the defign being to reftrain, or conftrain, the multitude, many 
times, he was not to be chofen out of their body, although fomecimes. thefe 
rules were nor fully obferved, either through the abfence of the Conful, or 
fome other refpe&.

His power. j n o hr^e. He had power of Peace and War, to levie Forces, lead them forth, 
and disband them, and a& aU things according to his pleafure, without refer¬ 
ring them to the Senate. So that not onely had he the power of both Con. 
r a fs (whence the Greek? called him Difypatos , or Double Conful) but more 
alfo, in chat upon his Creation all other Magiftrates, except the Tribunes, laid 
down their Offices, and the whole Government was left in his hands He 
could punilb as hepleafed, without all appeal, and for the oftentation of his 
power, had » 4 bundlesof Rods caried before him, with as many Axes, or 
Huchets, as Plutarch and Polybius do tellies although Live diffencmg 
from them, will have Sylla firft of all others to have had 24 bundles. Hence 
this^Office came to be fo terrible, astheEdL^of the Diliator was ever ob- 

fc-ved as the command of a Deity. ,. 

Th* bounds It was neceffary, according to the Roman Government, that this e. - 

he & DerDecual Diftatorfhips of Sylla and Cafar were notorious violations or the 

jaws P And not onely the time but the place alfo was limited, it being un¬ 
lawful for the Did at or to ftir out of Italy, leftbeing ouc of fight, hefhould 
take advantage at the diftance of place, to attempt fome nevv matterj and 
this conftitutfon was never violated but once whilftthe old Coinmonvvealth 
flood, by Audltut Collating. He was not to come on horfe-back, but inarch 
continually on foot, to fhew, faith Plutarch, that the Roman length lay 
in the Lesions, or rather to teach him humility. Now becaufe in great Ex¬ 
peditions this could fcarcebe obfetved, he formally b^re hisdeparture 
asked leave of the People that he might ride, as Liv,e ir.formeth us. But 
thofe reftridVions were inconfiderable, in refpeft of the Appealwhichafter- 

Anpeal from wards came to be made from him to the People. Feftus mttete words ty- 

Kim. timaLex, faith, that firft the power of the Magifter Fopull, or DMater,

Hereupon the 
People affembled, and the Tribunes were prefent at the meeting. Fa ? ,r, * s 
denieth neither the power of the one nor the other, buc contmuethrefdute 
for the punilhmentof theMsftorofrheHorfe.raen.whohadfouglitm Ins 
abfence contrary to his command, fiiemng how all topline elfe would be 
deftroyed. A way was found out to prefervethe honour of both O frees, 
the power of People, Tribunes, andDiaatot, with the ftrength ofdifci- 
pline. For the People betook it felf to intreaties, and was feconded by 
the Tribunes. Whereupon the Diaator pardoned the party, granting his 
life to the requeft of thofe, who, as he confeffeth, might have command- 

Cd %o. At what time this Appeal was brought in, or how long it continued 
in force, feeing that Sylla and other Motors made ufe of the old and abfo- 
fuce power, is uncertain. It is probable, that the People being ® vcr ^ r ^ 
in ratifying the Decree of the Senate (as Dwnyfius telleth us they were) 
grew Sle, how <he, M thereby given the" power agin out rfte 
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hand?; it being lawfull for the Senate at any time when they lLould pretend Se~ct~i 
a necefficy, and that for the bridling of the People ic felf, to give order to the 
Conful. to name a Diaator, and therefore relumed its ancient power of Ap m 
pea/, without which no lawleffe freedom could be enjoyed. But in the de¬ 
clining condition of che Commonwealth, when Dictators grew more impe¬ 
rious, their Soldiers more diffoluce, and che Tribunes of the people efpecial- 
ly more fa&ious, an opportunity might be wanting for ic to exert that ri°ht 
which as yet it had not given up to any other. If what Dionyfms wriceth°of 
<he Dictator's being approved by the people after the Conful’s nomination 
be true, the State flood in lelfe need of the Appeal; buc ic being no: pofli- 
blefo: a multitude never to m : ft ike in its opinion of a perfon, ^his defeft 
might ar length experimentally be difeovered,and thence arecourfehid to 
that remedy which was ever certain vvhileft it could be applied. By thefe 
cautions and reftriitions, with the modefty of the Romans , this Grand Office 
was fo: 400 years managed for the publick good, as it was accounted, till SyL 
,la, and afterward Co,far , converted ic into a Tyranny, as the multitude 
counted it, and rendred the very name thereof fo odious, tha: after Cafar's 
death, in the 710 year of the Ci'tie, when M. Amonius and P. Cornelius Do. 
labelhwnz Confuls, a Law was made (fro n the former Conful called Lex 
The Uxg’ftsr A non!a) whereby ic was fo- ever baniftied. The Dilator when he was 
Ejiuim. Creaced made choice of one who had either b *en Conful or Praetor, to be 
Magifter Ecjttttum, who, fainh V erro , had chief power over the horf.men, n 
and Adccnfi (Criers, Beadles, or publick Mongers) the Dictator had ZtStb* 
°ff r Roman people , whence he alfo was called Magifter Populi. 

The reft, becaufe they were of leffe value than thefe Magiftri, were named Ma- 
giftracus, as from ahus Albatus. If the Dilator was abfenc, the Mafter of the 
ho:f-men executed his place in che Army, but if he prefent, he commanded 
the horfe, yet fo as to be obedient to che Diaator’s orders, and not ro fi°ht, 
eiche: contrary to, or without his command. In the fecond Punick. War, 

M. Fabius Buieo was made Difhto: for filling up che Senate, vvichouc a Ma¬ 
fter Oi horf-men. Bathe alleged, that he could noc approve of twoDi- 
aacors to be at the fame time, nor a Duftitor wichout a Mifter of horf- 
men, and hiving perfefted his work on the fame day hid down his Of¬ 
fice.

to follow. Livy mentioned) no other caufe of the Original than a falling ouc 
with the Sabims , and che confpiracy of the 30 Latins Cities, putting off che 
Sedition till after the finifhing of the Latine War; but as there can little 
hold be taken of one w'10 uncertainly relatech marters; fo no need would 
there hive been of an ibfoluce Authority for che Latine War, if no ftir had 
been made in the Cicie, aU giving their names wich alacrity, and obeying che „ 

Confuls, as in fimne: Wars. And if che Confuls hid been fufpe&ed to fa¬ 
vour the caufe of larqtinias ( as fome wrote they were) then new ones 
might have been made in their room;, nothing being prevalent to alter che 
o-dmary form of Government, but a necefficy of abfolute powee for a rime $ 
and no ordinary accident about Wir could mike this necefficy; fo that cotn- 
pulfion mail hive been che end, and che taking away fhit help from the multi¬ 
tude, which was unalterably given to ic agairift che Confuls by che Valerian 
L iw. Thus might the Nobility, if they had had chat duty, have feen caufe to 
repent in time of their Kings bani ffament.

fir ft Diftator. c i me c f Pophcola,bz(oK the chief Magittrates, both Kings;and Confuls. Ha- 
vin« with thefe 8c other Bnfigns of power terrified the Seditious, he began the 
CeZju: after the Pattern of Ser. Tullius, according to the Tribes, taking the 
names and ages of fuch as were Ceffed, and of Children, In a ihort lpace, 

fear of lofing freedom or the Citie, and Eflates, fo prevailed, as 150700 of 
fuch as were ripe of age gave their names, which he dillnbuted into four 
parts, whereof taking one to himfclf, he gave the reft to his Matter of horf-. 
men, and two others, one being to continue in the Citie for the defence 
thereof. This done, he fent fome who underhand dealt with the feveral La- 
tine Cities, and procured them to fufpend the War, and-make a Truce for a 
year, notwithftanding all that Mamilius and Sextus Tarquinius could do to 
the contrary. Then returned he home with the Army , and ere his 6 moneths 
were out, the Confuls being appointed, laid down, no Citizen being killed, 
banifhed,or otherwife chaftized by any grievous pumftiment ; which carnage 
was imitated by his Succeffors, untill the third age from that wherein we live, 
faith DionyfiHs. But in the time of our fathers,400 years from the Diftatorlhip 
of I,arotus,L.Cornelius Sylla firft of all others behaved himfelf cruelly m this 
Office, fo that the Romans conceived then what before they had caufe to be 
ignorant of, that the Diftacorlbip was a lyrannis. 

?, 2 . When the Truce betwixt the Latines and Romans was ended , both 
parties prepared for the War: The former were again ft their wills, ’tisfaid, vm'jfjib.6 
drawn in by the intereft of Mamilius ; but the later with all cheerfulnefle 
'unbraced the opportunity. The Romans thought fit a Diftator ftiould be 
Created, and accordingly firginius the Senior Conful named A. Poflhu- 
mins his Collegue, who chofe for Matter of horf-men T.Ebuttus Helva, 
and hafting his Levies, divided his Forces into four parts, whereof one he 
kept to himfelf, affigned the fecond to Virgin'tus 3 the third to Ebutius , and 
—, f the fourth to Sempronius ,who therewith was to defend the Citie. News 

overthrown being come that the Lames had taken the Field, the Diftator with fpeed 
at the Lake marched to the Lake Regillus (at this day called ll Lago di Santa Sev ‘ ra ) 

Kcgillus. j n the Countrey of Tufculum , where he fortified his Camp againft the hne^- 
my,who as yet had hot united his forces, & expefted affiftance from the Vo/fci. 

The Roman Army divided into three parts incompaffed the Lames , who in- 
deavoured to beat off Ebutitss from an Hill he had feized on betwixt them 
and home; but he kept his ground in defpigbc of them, and fortified himfelf. 

The Latines hereupon being hindred from all Provifions, refolved to fight: 
the Diftator at firft was minded to end the War without bloud, by famiihing 
his Enemies, but underftanding that the Polfci were expefted within three 
daves, changed his refolution. The right Wing, of th z Latines was led by 
Mamilius, the left by Sextus Tarquimus , arid the middle battel by 7 itus 
i arquintas his other fon. On the other fide againft Mamilius flood Vvgt- 
nim, Ebutim was oppofite in the right Wing to Sextus Tarquinius r, and the 
Diftator led the middle battel againft 7 itus, and che Roman Exiles. The 


Romans brought into the field 24000 foot 8c 1000 horfe,but tbcLatines 40000 
foot and 3000 horfe. When they joyrved, both parties miffed of their expecta¬ 
tion; for the one crufting to their numbers, and the other to their valour, 
thought to bear all down before them. The Diftator gave the; firft oppor¬ 
tunity ofviftory by over-powering Titus , after which , thorigh Mamilius 
and Sextus omitted nothing requifite to valiant and able Captains, yet both 
lofing their lives, their followers were difcouraged and overthrown; fcarce 
10000 efcaping home of the whole number; Of the Romans fell 
levins , whofe dead body bis two Nephews by his brother * 1 foplicola , Publius 
and Marcus ndeavouring to get off,were alfo (lain in the attempt. 

33. After'the fight, the Pel fa, whom the Latines had expefted , arrvied 
at the Campi which feeing full of dead bodies, and learning the iffue of the 
■ battel, fome of them were for falling on che Romans now weary; but an¬ 
other 
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ocher party prevailed to fend Meffengers to the Difticor, co tell him they Sect i 
came to his alfift.mce, thereby to ingratiate themfelves with the Conque- 
rours. But che Diftacor convinced cnem of falihood by cheir Letters which 
he had intercepted, and giving leave to the Meffengers to return, whom the 
multitude would have pulled in pieces, refolved on che morrow co fall on 
them; but in the night they deferced their Camp and fled. From the place 
of this a ft ion the Diftator obtained the firname of Rhegillen/i t . 

The Latines fent co deprecate the anger of the Roman State, laying all the 
blame upon cheir Nobility. The Amba^fadors managed their work with fuch 
earneftneffe and humility (catting themfelves at the Feet of the Senace, and 
making great 1>mentations) that the motion of Largius prevailed in cheir 
behalf for the former League to be renewed. This was the end of the War 
which in behalf of the Tarqninii had been carried on for fourteen years : 

7 arquinms himfelf being onely left behind of all his flock, now almoft ninety 
years old , for chat the Latines , Hetrufcans , and Sabines , refifed to harbour 
him,as alfo all other neighbouring Cities which were free,went into Campania 
to Arifiodemns the Prince of Cuma, with whom he fhortly after died. Of 
che man we miy judge charitably, becaufe his ftory was onely related to po- 
fte:icy by his bitter Enemies. However,bis banithtneric our religfin mutt 
cenfure as rebellion. And fuch Were che ftirs, fedicions and tumults after¬ 
wards, and fo many changes and rechanges, as if the Reader ferioufly confide:' 
them,he will fee that the Romans fuffered much for wane of Monarchy, and 
the contrary Government did not contribute to their h.iprinefte. Thac this 
may appear, he hath here a fuller view of their changes than in any other mo¬ 
dern Writer. 

34. The Romans now freed from this War, fell into a grievous fedirion 
Great ftirs in in the Citie, the Courcs of Juftice being again opened by che Senate, and 
the Citie the proceffe againft debtors revived. The Plebeians alleged they were 
not able to pay cheir debts, by reafon of their Ioffes fuftained in the late Wars 
through want of tillage, and plundring of their Caccel by the Enemy. Their 
Creditors replied, thac thefe Ioffes had alfo befallen them, which made the 
remiflion of the debts impolfible; and fo neither fort would yield at all, 
hue many tumults were raifed, wherein che parties did not abftain from blows. 

Pofihumius the Diftator perceiving fome expedition co be neceffary for the 
quiet of the Citie, created Confuls for the following year, and laid down 
his Office. The Confuls were Appius Claudius tbs. Sabine, and P.Servi- 
lins Prifcus, who being of the Diftators mind as to the War, refolved to go 
out againft the Volfci, whohadalfifted the Latines againft the State, and now 
were making new preparations for War; when they came co mike Levies 
none of the Plebeians would give their names, complaining that they having 
already undergone the heat, and danger of che War, both for liberty and dol. 
minion, they were by their fellow Citizens at home kepc in bondage (it be¬ 
ing the cuftom then for Creditors to make ufeof them as Slaves bound in fet¬ 
ters) and many times cruelly beaten, till they could pay their debts. They 
cried out,that the fecuricy of the common fort was more provided for in War, 
and amongft their Enemies, than in peace, and with their friends. The dis¬ 
agreement of the Confuls amongft themfelves added totheprefenc diftem- 
per; Ser villus being willing to comply Something with the defire of the 
poor, hut Appius inveighing againft chem with great bicterneffe, and e.tmeftly 
urging force and rigour to be the moft fuieable means for appealing thefe tu- 
Diverccd by mults. The Senate was forced to betake it fetf co che popularise of Ser- 
War. vises , who with fair words drew the people out againft the Sabines , and 

when he had by this good fervice deferved a Triumph t the honour was 

denied him through the fuggeftions of hi? Collegue to the Fathers, for 

that by bearing wich che multitude he impaired che Dignity of their 
Order. 

3 5 . After the finiftung of tfie War the common fort thought again of 
their own concernments, and expefting' performance of what Servilms had 
promifed, Appius exafted the payment of debts as rigoroufly as ever :This 

doubled 
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Sect. i. doubled the people’s rage, and made them carry on all things by force, Co 
^/y\j chacihey refeuea their Companions out of the hands of Sargeancs, and hold* 
Renewed. j n o fecret councils by night, denied to the fucceeding Coniuls to take Arms, 
tiff they could have a relaxation of their burchens. This putting the Senate to 
a ftmd, Appius ftill urged that nothing was to be granted to the rabble, and 
procured a Dictator to be created. When moft looked upon him as fitted 
for the time, the Confuls judged quite otherwife, and made choice of 
M. Valerius the brother of Publius, and fon of Volefns, a populir man, be- 
in° perfwaded that the terror of the Office alone would do the work, and chat 
a man of mild temper would beft manage it. The Di&aror promifed the 
People, in cafe they would freely follow him, not onely what they juftly re¬ 
quired concerning their debts, but other rewards alfo, and by this means lift¬ 
ed ren Legions againft the Volfci, t/£qui, an d Sabines, who were all up in 
Arras, which being brought under, he divided amongft his ‘ oldiers. fome 
grounds taken from the Volfci, but requefting of the Senate, that h*5 and 
their promife might be made good, was checked for his love co the multitude, 
and becaufe he was an old man above 70, being unfit as he faid to contend, 
he laid down his Office. The People hereac much inraged, kept private 
meetings, and confulced how cofeparate themfelves from the Patritians , 
nvhich when the Senate perceived, they gave order co the Confuls pot to dif- 
band the Armies, pretending that the Sabines and had confpired a- 

gainft Rome. The Soldiers being bound by the Oachcakenat their lifting 
(called by them Sacramentum , and ever ftrongly obfervea) could not for- 
fake their Standards, but the Confuls having their Camps near to each ocher. 
The firft fe- t hey all went into one by the advice of one Sicinins BeHulas, and taking away 
paration Of t hs Enfignes from the Confuls, departed to the Mount called afterwards 
the Com.

2 6 * Notice hereof being brought into the City, filled all places with 
marvelous tumults. The Patritians were in great fear left War ffiould^be 
made upon them ; the Plebeians grew exceeeding highl and many Hocked 
to the Army, though the other hindred it as much as poffible. The Fathers 
had alfo great ftrife amongft themfelves, while fome pleaded for the multi¬ 
tude, arid others would hear of nothing but carrying che matter through 
by ftrong hand. But the former fort prevailed to fend a meflage to the 
Armies, defiring them to return home; promifing that for the future all things 
fhould be forgot, and the Senate would be ready to reward their faichfulnetle 
and ferviceableneffe to their Country; wichall, the Ambaffadors had it m 
chargetoknow the utmoft of their defires. To the meffage nothing would 
be returned but difdainful words, and high complaints, fomething mixed 
with tbreatning language, which more gnevoufly affixed the Fathers, not 
knowing what way to procure a reconcilement; and now would not fuch as 
they had by their authority and intereft hitherto retained in the City, be 
with-holden from going to the Army. The time for creation of new Con¬ 
fuls was now at hand. The old ones appointing the Comma, no Candidates 
?fo called becaufe they appeared in whice garments) would ftand for the Office, 
nor any accept of it, till at lengththe Confuls appointed by their foie authori¬ 
ty Pokbumms Cominius , and Sp. Cajfius, who had born it before, and were 
equally in favour with the Nobility and Commons. They having entred on the 
Calends o\ September (fooner thanufual) in the 72 Olympiad (wherein 7 V- 
ftcrates of Crotone was Vi&or, and Diognetes Archon) firft of all confulced 
the Senate about the return of the Commons. 4 grtppa Menemus a man 
of great wifdom and temper, being firft asked his opinion, by all means pof- 
fible exhorted the Bathers to a compofure. He (hewed what neceflity there 
was of it in regard of the Roman Dominion, which could not be either pre- 
ferved or increafed without che inferiour fort of People, and made it clear, 
that they could not expeft to have any of better temper than the prefect vvere, 
for as much as all,whofoever they were,who by their labour and blood obtained 
power and Soveraigncy for the City, would expe& to be fharers in it s advan-

The buildings, of which they took care, or thofe particularly, wherein the PU- 
bifcita were kept, of which they had the over-fight. This later Etymology 
is rendred by Pomponius, who in his feeond book of the Original of Law, de- 
fcribin^ the feveral Offices of Magiftracy, maketh the end of the conttitution 
of the Hies to have been, chac they might take care of that houfe where 
the Decrees of the people were laid up. Whence foever the word was de¬ 
rived it came out of Latiam, being a name of certain Magiltrates in the 
Lame Towns, as was alfo Dsolator and Duumvir, as fome oblerve out of 
Spartianus . To thefe <^ddes Plebu, who Were inftkuted in the 171 year 
of the Citie, atthe fame time witbthe Tribunes, were added two more out 
of the Patritian order 117 years after, called for diftinaion t A.ddcsCu- 
ralcs , becaufe they ufed the Curate Chair, whereas the other onely fatt on 
Benches, as the Tribunes and Quafiors. The occafion of creating thofe 
lLall be (hewn in its place ,.the end was onely then for celebrating of

Sinks, and Streets, both for repairing and cteanfing of them. Of Previous 
for that they had the over-fight of all things to be fold, 1nen,;^^ther crea¬ 
tures, determining, judging, and cenfuring by their words and edifis. j f- 
lemn Games , and onely folemn (not votive and private ones) as the d 
Floralesy Circenfes , Megalenfts i Romany &c. Sometimes at their own charge 
they made thefe (hews, and ever examined the Fables written before they 
were ailed. And (whether from this infpe&ion of Play-books it came or no 
is uncertain) they feem to have been Licenfers and Judges of other wri¬ 
tings , being ordered by a Decree of the Senate, as (c)TacmszM us, (c)MnaU 
to burn the Papers of Cremutius Cardus. It is further (d) obferved, ^ the i,b 4 
Generals whenchey returned home after fomev.&ory, delivered up the Corn fdjjms 
and Provifions which had been made prize, to them, as che Captives to the 
Prator , and the money to the Qaafior. All fuch Vi<ftuallers as offended 
againft the Laws, as alfo Monopolizers and others that cranfgreffed in thi 
kind, they accufed to the people, and with the ^ celebrated Games, made

took care that none but Roman gods, and thofe after the Roman manner onely,

Town, and following hnnfelt ruffied in with him, whereat the befieged were 
fo afnghced,thac nor coniirlering their own numbers, they fled to the contrary 
part of the Citie, and fuffered him to let in che reft of the Army. When the 
Soldiers now fell to plunder, he fuffered them nor, but hafted to the battel 
to help the Conful, and with the good news of his fuccefle to chear the 
Army.

they had been faithfull in the lace Sedition and War! and had f^ncVo congra! 
tulate for the peace made beewixe Nobility and Commons. The Senate 
for this Civil Union decreed fupphcacions or thanks to their gods, a third 
j*r/4, or Holy day, to be added to the other two Latme Feria , whereof Tar- 
quintas had dedicated one , when he Conquered Hetruria , and che People 
the other after che baniftiment of Tar quintas. In this Confulftiip died alfo 
AenppaMenenhtSy whom the People out of gratitude refolved to bury at c he 
publick charge, every man contributing fomething, becaufe he died poor, and 
when the Senate would needs defray che charge out of the Treafury, they be¬ 
llowed the money upon his Children. Nowalfo the Cenfus being celebrated 
above x 10000 heads were Ceffed. 

47. The year following wherein T. Gegamut Macermus , and P. Minu- 
cius were Coufuls, a great dearth fell upon che Citie, the effect of the late 
A dearth, s ^ dic . l0n * .^ or > the Commons having departed a liede after the Autumnal 

TLquinoitial, about che time of fowing, the Countrey was forfaken of huf- Dmyf. 47, 
band-men; the richer fort betaking tbemfelvesto the Patricians, and the 
poorer to the Army,and the divifion continued till a little before Mid-winter. 

All the middle fpace of time there was no, tillage, though ic was moft pro¬ 
per for fowing, and for fome time after the agreement, ic could fcarce be 
renewed, for thac Slaves had run away, and there was great fcarcity of Cartel^ 
by thefe means for the year following they were little beforehand in Com, 
either for feed or. provifions. This put the Senate upon fending into feveral 
parts of Italy y and alfo into Sicily to buy Corn. But notwithftanding their 
care, the multitude beingexceedingly pinched with Famine, raifed tumults, 
fcth'rSr. FT* COg ?, h ?. r com P aaie5 > and laying all the fault upon the Fathers, as if 
»ion, y. wdfull neigleft they had in this way revenged themfelves. The F'ol- 
fet being acquainted with this new Sedition, and the weak Efface of Rome, 
conipired now ro improve che advantage; but were diverted by a grievous 
plague, which fo raged, as Vtlitra a Noble Citie of chat Councrey was almoft 
ucterly exhaufted, the fro ill remnant of the Inhabitants whereof gave up 

them- 
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Sect l themfelves to che Romani, defiring they would fend a Colony thither. 

4 8. Of this advantage the Senate was very glad, to leffen the multitude of 
the City; and the poor were content to inhabit fo fertil a place; but when 
they confidered the danger of infeaion, they were again dlfcouraged, and. 
wrefted this to fobad a fence, as to make it adefign to deftroy them. But 
the Senate laying a great penalty upon fuchas refufed to go, many obeyed 
and went thither, as alfo to Norba a Latin Town. This inrajed more fuch 
as Ibid behind, being ftill pinched by the famine, fo that raihng great mul¬ 
titudes, they tailed the Tribunes into chcComitium. Great ftrife haphed 
betwixt the Confuls and them; The Tribunes affirming they had promifed not 
to interrupt them in their dUcourfes to the.People, to which the other an- 
fwered, that it was onely when they called the People together, not when 
the Confuls themfelves did ir, as now they had done, topromife them all 

And this a fair accommodation from the Senate. Hereupon Brutus, yvho being fo great 
new Law in a ftickler before, was chofen orle of the firft Tribunes, devifed a Law, which 
behalf of the unc j er f uc h a penalty as the Tribunes fhould impofe, forbad any one to con- 
Tribuncs. tra( j^ 0T interrupt them, when they fpoke to the People, Such as could or 
would not give fecurity for the payment of the fine, were to be put to death, 
and their goods be facred to Ceres. If any controverfie arofe about the fine, 
it was to be determined by the judgment of the People. 

49. This Law being enacted by the Suffrages of the Tribes, caufed grea¬ 
ter difturbance ; the Senate refilling ro ratific the rcfolves of the People, and 
the People the Decrees of the Senate; yet proceeded it nor to any greater 
inconveniency thm words,' and fome blows without weapons. - For the poor 
broke not into the ftore-houfes of the rich, but were content to purchafe 
vi&uals at an exceffive rate; and when money failed were contenced with 
roots and herbs: neither did the rich deal harfhly with the poor, but carried 
it towards them as indulgent fathers, fo that we muft fay, ic was the infirmity 
of the Government, and notanybaddifpofition of the People which cau¬ 
fed the Seditions. The Confuls, to divert their minds, and eafe the charge, 
offered tO lead them out into the Enemies Country, but few or none would 
give their names;. fo that Marcius Coriolantu with fome Patricians, and a few 
of their Clients made incurfions, and returned home loaden with booty ; 
the knowledge whereof made the poorer fort murmuragainft their Tribunes, 
who had dilfwaded them: from the Expedition. The following Confuls 
M, Minucim Augur insu, and A. Swtpron'ttts Atratimu, famous for their 
abilities both in War and Peace, bene themfelves, by making provifion for 
Corn,to allay the prefenc diftempers; though not with wilhed fuceffe. They 
procured much to be imported, and this Summer returned thofe that were 

Com brought fent into Sialic, with a great quantity of Wheat, whereof half they bought 
out of sidlic. ac a ver y cheap rate, and half was bellowed on them by Geton, the Son of 
Dinomeues, Now the fatritians confidering how to difpofie of the Corn ; 
fome were for felling it to the poor at eafie rates, thereby to win upon the 
multitude, but others urged they were to be harfhly ufed and affli&ed, and 
the Com to be fold to them on dear rates; that by necefficy they might be 


brought to fobriecy , and become fubjed to the Laws.. ' 

50. Among!! thefe was Coriolantu the chief, being offended with the 
Commons, as was given out, for a repulfe at the laft election of Confuls. He 
eoriolanus his had been ever an extraordinary alfertor of the power of the Nobility, which 
counftl made the People afraid to chufe him ; but now incenfed he much more fhew- 
ihcreupon. e d his inclination, openly declaiming againft the innovation of che multi¬ 
tude, and exhorting others to refill the petulant endeavours of the Tribunes 
and rabble. The Confuls calling together the Senate, he inlarged himfelf 
in a fet fpeechto this putpofe, andpreffed that by force they Ihould take 
away che Tribune(hip , as the onely means for the recovery of the State; 
concluding with his opinion, chat no favour at all Ihould be fhevved to the 
multitude in the fale of Corn. Some were offended with this freedom, per¬ 
ceiving what inconvenience ic would bring *,but others approving of it,the Tri- 
buneswho were prefenc (fay both D ’mjftm and Pint arch) ran forth, and 

crying 
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crying out, called the People together, and declared to them the effeft of se 
Mar dm his fpeech. The multitudeinraged; would havevkdaced the Senate- w 
inllantly, but chat che Tribunes Hayed the®, laying the Whole blame upon 
Mar cm*. They fent fome Beadels for him to come and an/wer it before 
the People, but they returning with nothing bur ill Words, they/went tbem- 
p all j a felves, and commanded the ^£dUet bo apprehend him.. Tbefe.were 
aame. m and IcUltu the firft Tribunes, who going to. do what was, iftjoyned, were 

repulfed and beaten by the young Post mans he. had got about h ; m. This puc 
all into a flame, the whole City king gathered together and ready to deftroy 
it felf; but by the wifdom of the Confuls chemaetof was puc off 411 the fol¬ 
lowing day. Then the Confuls laboured to hesl the breach, confamme as 
from cne Fathers, what was formerly granted to the Commons, and par¬ 
ting as much as might be the fupppfed offence of Marti* m. The Tribunes 
anfwering, inveighed againft the Senate, as ddkoustokeak their faith, and 
laying open the fault of Mar cm, concluded the a&ion with z Decree of 
their College, That he (hould be forthwith down headlong from the Jar* 
peian Rock. For, haying given him liberty to fpeak, he was fo, far from re¬ 
canting his former fpeeches, chat he flew out incothe fame inveftives, as they 
were termed. 


51, The ^Sdiler laying hands on him, che Patritiant again refeued him, 
the fober part even of them caking ic ill he AiquM be condemned to death 
without due proceffe, and the more underftanding fort of che Commons not 
approving of the attempt; fo as a great tumult being railed, the Tribunes nul¬ 
led their former Decree, and fee him a day wherein to anfwer, and Hand 
or fall by the judgement of che People. In the mean time the Senate, by 
felling the Corn at moderate rates, and by increacies, fought either to procure 
the tryal to be utterly laid afide, or acleaftto deferic till che wrath of the 
multitude ihould be appeafed, which was alforo be imployed in a War againft 
Antium, When the former could not be done* and the Wat was blown 


over, the Confuls being very unwiHing to let the People take fo much upon 
themfelves, as without Decree of the Senate'firft hid (according to the an¬ 
cient cuftom) to paffe their judgement in any cafe» procured cne Tribunes 
firft to fue out foch a Decree, on this condition,' that they might he beard 
fpeak their minds, and each Senator before he gave his judgment, fwear fer 
lemnly,as wasufualinjudicacUrieproceffe, to deliver what he thought moft 
behoveful for the Publick. ThzJribunes then argued much in behalf of the 
Commons, who they faid had undergone the heat of all Wars , both in the 
time of Kings, in the expulfion of them, and fmee in che inlarging the 
Roman Dominion j in confederation whereof, th$y could not in confidence 
have leffer privileges than of late they had obtained. They aggravated by 
feveral circumftances the crime of Marcim, who info high a manner had 
gone about to infringe them, and therefore as well for maintenance of right, 
as che fafecy of the City, they defired he might be left to che juftice of the 
People. Appim C last dm ftifly impugned the Decree, arguing chat the Se¬ 
nate would be enervated, and the Commonwealth betrayed, if they granted 
to the People power of judging Patritians, 

ya. M. TaUrht), and other popular men made a better conftru&ion of 
the People's deGre, thinking they would ufe this? power moderately, and in 
oppoiition to Appiu's hispolitick reafons, ftrangely conceived it would mike: 
for the fecurity of the Commonwealth, and particular members thereof, if 
the Commons were admitted to fome {hare in the Government; that fo ic 


might neither wholly lye in the Patritians nor Plebeian* , btic be tempered 
and poifed betwixt both. He urged, chic they had allaied che Kingly power, 
by giving ic to two annual Magtftrates, and tbit therefore there was no fear 
of it’s degenerating into Tyranny, being alfo awed by the overfight of yoo 
moft prudent and worthy perfons,- of Which the Senate confiftem. But for 
the Senxteic felf, there was no curb; fo that it might afterwards (though of 
the prefenc members he had nocaufe to judgefo) draw all things into ex¬ 
tremity, and indeed mine the State,' except tkPtople might k admitted 
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ci^ri tobave an hand in the judgment of fuch faulcs as concerned the Common- 
l^V -0 wealth, as when any was accufed of moving Sedition, affeaing Tyranny, 
Treafon, or the like crimes; becaufe the more folemn and fevere the tryal 
was, ambitiousmen would be the more terrified from fuch attempts. The 
generality inclining to give up the man, Marcius demanded of the Tribunes 
whereof they would accufe him. They confultin® with themfelves apart, 
knew not well how to form an impeachment out of his former words, which 
"might pafie with the Senate , and therefore anfwered, they would lay the 
affe&ation of Tyranny to his charge. Hereat he very cbearfully put himfelf 
-upon tryal, not refufing the fevereft punifhmenc, if it could be proved *, and 
, a Decree of the Senate palled accordingly , time being given -him till- the 
the third Market day, to prepare for it. For a Market was kept once m 
nine dayes, at which time the People that lived in the Country, came either 
•cotraffick, receive juftice, or give their Suffrages in fuch matters as either 
. primarilyconcerrid them, or were referred from the Senate. When the day 
came, a greater multitude of Country-men than ever formerly was feen, 
early in the morning placed it felf in the Forum , and the Tribunes called the 
People to the Comma Tribute, ot 4 (femblies of the Tubes , fevering each 
Tribe from another by cords. Novy it having been the cuftom for the Peo¬ 
ple to °ive their fuffrages by Centuries in the Campus iMartius in arms ,' and 
under their Centurions, the Patritians called hard for themand protefted 
againft this innovation; but by the ocher way of Centuries brought m by Ser- 
vius, the ordinary fort of People being excluded, (for that molt commonly 
the two firfiClaflescaried it from the other four) the Tribunes would in no 
cafe fuffer it, andthe crime oiCoriolanus feeming to concern $11 alike, at 
length they obtained the confent of the Parisians to this innovation. 

.. <Y. Mimciutihz Conful beginning the aaion, declared the worth of the 
perfon now to be judged,. and exhorting the People to mildheffe, fignthw 
He anfwereth that the Senate became petitioners in his behalf. Sieunus one of the Tri- 
before the bunes faid, he would neither betray the liberty of the People, nor fufier ano- 
People. ther to do it; therefore if; the Patricians Would, as they prerended, fubjeit 
him to their judgment, he Would give forth the balls wichout any more to do, 
to which the Conful replyed, they did fo, but on this condition, that he 
fhouldanfwer to the charge-of afte&ed Tyranny, and therewith proteftmgj 
went down. Sieinius theft ripping up all 'that ever ConoUnus did, that 
mioht any way make for his purpofe, laboured co puc a bad iconftru&ion upon 
it. ° But when the party came co fpeak, he fo related what particular fervices 
he had done the State, and fbewed the skars'received all over his body; with- 
all, chofe that he had faved in che Wars,- made; fuch lamentation ihbis be¬ 
half, that the People generally cried ouc hewas to be difeharged. Then /*- 
another of the Tribunes flapping up, faid, that feeing the Senate, as the 
Conful alleged, hadabfolved Marcius thofe words he had fpoken m 
their houfe, and fuffeted him not to beaccufedfor them, he would wave 
his words, and come co a&ions, : by which he : Would make good the charge. 
Their was ^certain Law, that all booty and plunder got in War, j (hould be 
appropriated to publick ufe , fo as no General was to meddle with it, but 
give it up-' into the hands of the Qu*pr. -.Now, whereas no man ever 
Brake this Law, or fo much asfpake againft it, this Mar cm , faithhe, hath 
dared to contemn it; for when in the late ihcitrfion into the Territories ot- 
Antiuw, we Bad got great plenty of Slaves, Catceli ’arid Provifions, he 
neither delivered thefe things up to the Ostapr , nor payed any money unto 
the Treafury, but divided all the booty amongft his friends, which could not 
but be taken as an argument that he intended to inflave his Country; it be- 
ino the cuftom of Tyrants', this way to procure themfelves inftruments for 
their purpbfe.* Though he had done chis riot with any fimfter intention, but 
- forthe fervice of his CouricVy,- ac fuch time, as all were full of Seditions at 

home, and the Enemy from abroad vvafted the Roman -Territories; yerthe 
multitude interpreted icin thefame fenceas D^w, andche. whole matter 
was quite changed '; he btfngabafted ac fo dmexpe&ed a. charge*, and trie 
v .

HisthreeConBilflaips, and two Triumphs, made him 
feem co himfelf far fopcriour to any of the fame rank, fo that no lefle than

68* Having purchafed a Truce by the grant of provifions for two moneths 
to the Conful’s Army, and fix moneths pay ', they had leave to lend to the 
Sehace. The Fathers upon reading of J&miliits his letters, who advifed 
them by all means to finifh the War, refolved to make Peace; and left the 
conditions thereof to him. He having a fefped rather to equity than .the 
profit of the Gonquerours, made: a League with them, neither taking froni 
them any grounds, nor any mOre money, nor receiving any Hoftages to 'fe- 
cure their obedience, which procured him mticbevil will, and deprived hiifl 
of the due honour of a Triumphs ' They ordered’ him to affift hiS' Colleague - v 
againft th z Yolfci ; but he complaining grtevoufly of them to the People, 
andfuggelEng cdtbe multitude that they wete> angry r , becaufetbe War 'Was 
finifhed, out of a defire to have the Peoples'-'choughts diverted from the 
Agrarian Law, disbanded his Army, as alfo that of Furikt , and hereby af¬ 
forded much matter for - contention betwixt' the Nobility and Commons. 

The year following, : being thefirft of the 7 6 Olympiad, wherein Scamande* 
of Mitjlene wasVi&or in the courfe, axi& Pbtdott Archon at- Athens, the 
new Confute, C.Horalias, and ?1 Menenius; found fome obftru£tion in the 
Levies; the Commons ftill complaining that the Agrarian bm ms not exe¬ 
cuted. But neceffity cut off the difpute , etevefi feveril Cities ;^>f Hetruria 
having declared againft the V'eientes, for making Peace wirhout publick cqn- 
fent, and forced them to break ir. The pretence vy'as, for that the Fabii 
were not drawn off from Cremera, who fedding intelligence to’ the SenatC of 
this intended breach, it ordered Menenius to march into Hetftma, as Ho- 
ratius againft the V’olfci. While Menenius loitered in his Expedition, Cre- 
mera was taken, and the F4&7 all cut off. Some wrote-that it was by an- 
Ambufh, as they were returning io Rome, tofacrifizefor the whole family, 
according to their aiftome. But others delivered more probably, that being 
accuftomed to mike depredations, they were, drawn into friaresby the He. 
trufeam (who caufed herds of Cartel to be driven ditcher; where they had 
beftowed a fufficienr quantity of men) and being overpowered, were all at 
All the ad- i en g t h deftroyed, though with the great lofle of the affaliarics, except fudva? 
— arc they hid left to keep the Cartel. Thefe were fd far from being difeouraged 
at what had befallen their fellows, that they alfo ftood it out to the laft min, 
enduring all extremity, and fighting when half dead, with weapons vvrefted 
from the hinds of their Enemies!, 

69. A tradition remained to pofterity, tbar 306 of this family being "cut 
off, none remained except one Bov, wno for his youth could not ferve m the :

70. The I'eientts having recovered the Caftle, went confidently aoainft the W ^ ' 
Legions, Which lay mcamped not for of, and as was thought mi<% 
have relieved the Fabn , but. that Menenius the Conful out of envy would 
not make ufe Of the opportunity. They took the advantage of his unskilfut- 
neHe, and feized on an Hill near unto him,where placing a Guard, they made 
fallies upon the Camp, and fo ttraightned it, that they brought him to fi°hc * 
upon very unequal terms, and.put his Army to the worft. Thz Roman, 
fook their Camp, and fled info tumultuous a manner, th it had the reiemes 
not been too greedy of plunder, they might utterly have deftroyed them. 

Theday foUovvmg they invaded the Roman Territories, and came as far as 
The Vcimct the Hill Jamculw, two miles from the Citie, whereon they feized, and thence 
peirce vvithin made excurfions to the great difgrace of the Romans, Herat,ns the other 
rSct Conful returning from the fVM overthrew item twice, and gave tfe people 
fome refpic from their fear. The following year cwo skilfull men inMili- 
tary matters, Sp Seryll'm and A, Vtrg mitts, encred the Confulfhip after 
the Summer folftice in the monech Sextilu, Now the Hetrufcan Warre, 
though difficult enough, feemed profitable, compared with domeftick affairs: 
for the feizmg upon the Mount, and the depredations thence made had hin- 
dred Tillage for the laft Winter, and no Traffick having been for that time, 
there was fuch_ fcarcity of Coen that the Citie was brought into excream 
want, contaimn 8 noooo msnof ripe age, asappeared at the next Ccn- 
fus, befides Women and Children, Slaves, Merchants, and Artificers (for no 
Roman vyas allowed to keep a Vi<ftualling-houfe, or to exercife any 

fordid Trade), thrice as many. The people made greac tumults, and were 
ready to cake away violently the provifions of the rich : che Tribunes alfo 
made great difturbance. ■ ' 

71. The Confuis laboured to facisfie the pooreft fort by buying in all they 
“uld, and caufing fuch as had Corn to fell it, till their Levies were finiflied. 

Then led they out by night againft the Enemy, and palling the River before 
day, unexpectedly fejl upon him, and.got a bloudy victory ; after which the 
^°. unc T ^ 0 y rfa , ke . n b y th ? Garrifon, which having no relief fenc in, retired ro 
Memius fined This War being ended, Menenius the laft year’s Conful was called to 
an . r accountj , and condemned in t pecuniary mulft for fuffering the Fabii to 
carnage of che nufearry, vyhom the people fo gracefully efteemed, chat they hated all who 
feemed to have been co blame asto cheirdefeac, and placed the day thereof 
amonglt their Nefaftt, or unlucky ones, wherein no good work was to be be- 
gun The following year alfo, when Serviliut wasouc of his Office, he was 
called before the people, forthicinthe laft battel againft the Hetrufcans, 
he had fo unadvifedly purfued the Enemy, as thereby co lofe the flowr of 
his Army; but the man's abilities being confidered , and his own defence 
with thin of his Collegue weighed (vvhodefired either co ftandor fall with 
him) he wis acquitted. This ye ir and chat following, thsFeiemtts were fo 
overpowered, having been overthrown in battel, together with their affiliates 
tne 04 W««,and now clofely befieged, begged peace once more, and having 
with a whole yeir s pay for the Confuis Army, and money for two moneths 
provifion purchafed leave to fend to the Senate > obtained a Truce for fourty 
years. The next year being thefirft of the 77th Olympiad , wherin Dates an 
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sXr i Arrive was Vidor, and Chares Archon, Mumrcus the third 

time and Mpifcts W** were Confute. Their ConfuHbip was very turbu- 
lent through the attempts of C*. Gcnatlus Tribune of the People, who re- 
2 J?,h? quired them to dividethe grounds formerly Decreed to che people by the Se- 
nate. They denied it belonged to them to execute what had been Decreed 
in the Confulfaip of others, and alleged that a Senatus Confuhnm was not 
of force, but for one year; Becaufe he could not compel htsSupenors, he 
fee the day to Manlius and Farius, the laft year’s Gonfuls, to anfwer before 
the people, why they did not divide the grounds, pretending feme reafons 
wherefore they ought to be queftioned more than others, though it was now 
i a years fmee the paffing of the Decree, and alleging, that except the prefenc 
Magnates were quickned by a fence ofpumlhment infixed upon others, 
they would never fet upon the work; „ ', 0 . . , 

7 2 The Patritians exceedingly ftartled at fo bold and impudent an at¬ 
tempt,refolved byforce of Arms, if fairer means would not prevail, to pro- 
te&the accufed, and the Citie might have been mbloud had noc GenuttfH 
died fuddenly that very morning, no fign of violenfce appearing on the body. 

This allayed the fury of the multitude, and the Sedition might have been 
quite appeared, had the Confute bom their fucceffe with -moderation, and 
confidered whac was fitting for the time. But making new Levies, they would 
force ore P. foitro, who had before-time been an Officer, to go in the pfe- 
fent e xpedition as a Common Soldier, and when he alleged that he ought 
not to be compelled fo to ferve, for that hehad not deferved it by any of¬ 
fence, tney commanded him to be flrip’t and beaten. He flying to the alfi- 
ftance of the Tribunes appealed to che People, wherewith they not being at 
all moved,' he became a 'i ribme to i himfelf, with blows repelling one or two 
Lifters: and when the Confute fent all their Officer to take hxti, fuck <PJ*~ 
freiavs -as flood by calling one upon another rtfeued him fromi their hands. 

This diverted mens minds from thoughtsof Land, and raffed a ieal for P r ™“ 

\e<k ahd liberty; the Patricians complaining that the Chief Magiftrates fbould 
be fd’doncemntd^awS tbePlefoitos alleging icwas a great breach upon their 
right for a RbinXn Citizen not to be heard When he appealed to the people,but 
fcourged like a Slave: and theydemanded juftlte 'Of the Senate againft the 
ConfdStwith thefe flirs, without any other thing of moment, was their Cott- 
fulfhip paffed over. For the following year Meto an impudent fellow,

and vided all things for a Siege, and to divert the Romans invaded the Latins 
Folfci. and Hernici their affociates. Thefe fending to Rom; for aid, Enbutitts was „ 
already dead, and Servilin as yet alive, infmallhope aflembled the Sena¬ 
tors, who were brought half dead in their Litters to the Court. They gave 
them liberty to defend themfelves, which doing, when the Enemies had wa¬ 
fted their grounds at their pleafures, they marched for Rome , but contrary to 
their expe&acions, they found it fufficipntly guarded, though with fickand 
Feeble men. When the next Confuls were created, L, Lucretius and 
T. Veturius Geminus, the Peftileuce ceafecj; and all things being quiet at 
home (for the Tribunes making adoe according to the cuftome about the 
Agrartan , were commanded by the People to defift, and expedl better 
times ) they invaded thofe who had taken advantage at the publics calamity. 

They had good fuccelfe abroad, and better near home, when the tABqai in 
their abfence came and thoughccOhavefurprized the City. For undemand¬ 
ing the walls robefumiflied with armed men,and four cohorts of doo apiece to 
ftand before the gates, they altered their courfe when they came to 7 ufculum^ 
but Lucretius met and gave them battel, which they were hafty toimbrace 
before the coming of his Colleague. For a time they fought couragioully * 
but feeing a band of men behind them, which came from a certain Caftle, . 
they thought ic had been the other Conful, and fearing to be indofed ran 
away, having loft both their Captains, and many other valiant men. After¬ 
wards withouc any let, the Confuls wafted the Territories both qf the t/Equi 
and Polfcj, and returned home at the time of the Comitia : Lucretius in full 
triumph, and foturius in the other called Ovation, bv decree of the Senace, 
with the like pomp in all things, except that be entred on foot , and not in a 
Chariot ; which words conclude the ninch Book of Dionyfius his Roman An¬ 
tiquities.

P. ifolumnius and Ser. Sulpitius Camerinus were created Confuls, who ha- Dio *yfL 
ving nothing to do abroad, imployed themfelves ac home in defending the 
power of the Patritians againft the Commons, now much inftigaced againft ic 
by their Tribunes. They were come fo far, as to afferc, that ic was moft agree¬ 
able with the conftitution of a free State,Tor the Citizens to have equal 
power in Government.

W < “V“'w C. Tcrcnnur , or TerentiUus Arfa according to Liyie , Tribune of the 
Commons the foregoing year, had endeavoured to circi tttfcribe within cer¬ 
tain Hmits the power of the Confulfhip ; but left the matter unfinifhed, be- 
caufe the greater part of Citizens were imployed in the War • the Confuls 
on fet purpofe drawing it out in length, till the Comicia. Now the whole 
College of Tribunes renewed the attempt by the procurement of A. Virginia* 
one of the number; the whole City being divided about it. Much conten¬ 
tion there was in the Senate, betwixt the Tribunes and the contrary Fa&ion; 
butatlengch, not doing any good in that place, they called the People to¬ 
gether, andpropofed aLaw, that ten men might be chofen in Lawful Af- 
fembly, fuch as were moft eminent for age, prudence, and dignity, and who 
efpecially refpefted their repute, and honour: that thefe menfhould publifh 
Laws both concerning private and publiek bufinefle, by which right fhould be 
preferred, both to private perfons and Annual Magiftrates. The Qiieftion 
they put oft till the 7 rinundinum, giving any one leave to fpeak freely, either 
for or againftic. 

80. The Patricians extraordinarily moved, that the Senate’s authority m 
this matter was utterly neglected, both by fair and foul means laboured to 
hinder the debate ; catting the meaneft fort like Slaves out of the Forum, 
who minded their private commodity more than the publiek Peace. Amongtt 
Cee t 0 onirtius thofe fticklers Cafo Quintius the fon of L.Quintitu Cincinnati, was principal, 
called to an one of great Nobility , beautiful in perfon, and very flout and expert in 
account. War. Him the Tribunes refolvedto make an example to all young men, 
and called him to anfwer for his life before the People. He refufed to an- 
fwer, except at the Tribunal of the Confuls; but his Father ea rneftly increa¬ 
sed for him, recounting the fevecal eminent fervices he had done for the 
Scace, and imputing this mifeariage to his youth, and indifcrecion. The 
multitude plainly declared by figns, that they were ready to gratifie him, 
which when Vrgin'm perceived, knowing, that if Cafo efcaped without 
punifhraent,the infolence of the Voung Patricians would be intolerable, he pro¬ 
cured MVolfcius, one of his Colleagues,to tellfeigned a ftory,ho>v in the time 
of the Plague he and his brother returning from a friends houfe in the night, 
were fet upon by C*fo and his drunken Companions in the Forum, who kil¬ 
led his brother outright, and left Volfcius himfelf half dead. r He added, that 
both the Confuls dying of the Plague, he could have no fatisfa&ion, and In 
the fucceedingConfulfhip, wbenfoever he cited Cafo before the'Magiftrates 
(as feveral could bear witnelfe) he received nothing blows. This fo inraged 
the multitude, that they had tom him in pieces , but that the Confuls and 
fome of rhe Tribunes kept them off. His tryal then was deferred, not with¬ 
out a great controverfie, whether he fhould lye in prifon, or be out upon bail, 
the latter whereof ac length was accepted by the interpofition of the Senate, 
and he fled into Hetruria, leaving his ten fureties to pay the money, which 
Flieth and is W as exafted of rhemlby the Tribunes, who. atfo condemned him. His Father 
condemned. c ^ e greacett part of his eftate to reinburfe the fureties, and content with 
a fmall quantity of ground beyond liber, and a little cottage, fuftained him¬ 
felf very laboriouflyby the help of a few (laves • for grief and poverty ab- 
ftaining from the City and his Friends, and negte&ing to divert himfelf with 
publiek folaces. / : 

8t. The Tribunes were much crofted in their expe&ations. For the ca- 
lam : tyof Cafo was fofar from moderating the infolency of the young Patri : 
tians, that they grew much higher, oppofing the Qiieftion both by words and 
deeds; fo as in this Confulfhip the Law could not be preferred. For the 
following year P, Valerius Poplicola, and C.Clauius Sabin us, were crea¬ 
ted Confuls; and the Commons made the fame Tribunes as the year before, 
who perceiving the Law was norbv perfwafion to be ena&ed, fought to cer- 
A plot ofths rifie both People and Confuls. They caufed various' rumours' to he fpreud, 
Tribunes. that Enemies had hatched a great confpiracy againft the Commons, then 
coming into the Senate, there affirmed it, pretending they had letters frotrt

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fome friends to afliire them of it. They faid certain Senators were in the Sect -t 
plot, but that the greateft part confifted of the order of the Eqmtts , which i/vvj 
ic was not feafonabte then to name; but they had defigned in Conjun&ian " 
with Cafo Quint,us x he Exile „ to murder the Tribunes with others-by-nkfoc 
and then ar their Ieafure torefeind whatever had been graced bythcSenate 
unco,the Commons: In conclufionthey d^ired the inquificion of fo.tmevqus 
a defignmight be committed uncothemfelves.

put them upon this exploit, fully convinced the Fathers how the matter

never before, which, faith Dionyfius, had been foretold by Sibyll’s books that

83. Quintius reftrained the Tribunes from preferring the Law,by de* 
nouncing, that except they were quiet, he would lead out all the Citizens 

againft 
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«kct i a®ainft the ^//c/.When they faidthey would not permit him to make Levies, 

\sJ\j he called the people, and put the younger fort:in mind of their Sacramemum, 
or Military Oath, whereby they had bound themfelves to the Confuls to fol¬ 
low Whitherfoever he would lead them, and not be wanting to the Majetty of 
the Roman people. He affirmed they were all obnoxious- to him by this Oath 
now he wasConfut ,and fware he would animadvert upon Oftendors accord- 
in® tothe Lawgi Herewith he commanded the Standards to be moved out of 
the jZrarium, and told them that to make them know they fhould have no 
leafure for Tribunicial a&ionsin his Confulflaip, he let them underltand, he 

would not return out of the Enemie’sCouncrey till his Office was at an end, 
and bade them prepare for wintring in the Camp. The multitude ternheo 
tahUOffik hercac, defired mm co forbear this rigour, and he did « upon ih.s ccndimn, 
that they would not moleft him for his whole time, but fuffer him co fpend it 
in admimftring Juftice. He behaved himfeirwich fuch prudence, Juftice, 
painfulneffe, and courcefie, that the Commons thought they lbod not m need 
• now of any new Laws, and the Senate was defirous to have him Conffil for 
the following year, to oppofe him to the Tribunes, who executed that Office 
nowchethird time., Butashe approved it not in them, fo 
notcommit the fame fault as he counted it, andmche Affembly leaking 
much againft fuch as would not quit their Office when their time was fimffied, 
fwxe molt religioufly/hat he would not accept the Conful (hip till heh’dlaid 
down his prefenc charge. Having finifhed a new Election, he betook him e

84. The year following, the ^ui furprized Tufculum_ ,, which aShon 
caufed a War becwixtthem andJ?<^, wherein they were worfted, together 
with their friends the Wfci, and forced to beg pee. But mchenextCon- 

fulfliipthey were drawn again to.revolt , and making War upon the^‘»^, 

by Gracchus Claims their Captain, an induftnous man, who had improved 
the power granted him by his Countrey almoft to regallity. He drew tne Diony f iUi u tf^ 
Rman Army into fo difadvantagious a place, that it was thought comemenz m lavm 
He U made to make a Diftator, which was L. QuintiusCtncmnam. The Meflen ers 
Sift«or found him newly dreffed; for when he efpied the company, fufpea ng they 
came to him,he left the Countrey-work he was in band with, and put on his 
better Clothes. Seeing himfelf made Diaacor, by the trapped Horfe?, tne 
24 Axes, the Purple, and other royal Enfigns, he was fo far from being e- 
He over- lighted with this honour, that he faidwith indignation: Ihu years CropwJ 
throweth the affo be loft by reafon of mine imp ley mens, and my family^ 
o&i «i. When he came to the Cicie he incouraged the people, and named Matter of 

Horf-men, L. Tar quin, us,z man of no great efteem by reafon of his poverty, 

but a good Soldier: Having gathered co^ether t he Forces, he gay bat¬ 

tel, and heat him into his Camp, which having befieged fome time, be forced 
the £q*i togive him up,with other incendiaries,to be pumfoed with death ac¬ 
cording to their deferts, as alfo to paffie under the Jugum (two Spears fet m 
the ground, and athird laid over upon them in form of a pair of Gallows) in 
token of fervitudejand becaufe they had the year following without any 
provocationplundred Tufculnm , to fuffer him todeal in the likemanner 
with CorB\o. Thechoiceft part of the plunder he caufed to be carried to 
Rome ; the reft he gave to his oWn f.oldiers, and thofe of T. 

Ouaftor , faying, that the other of Minn tins the Conful ; who had been be¬ 
fieged by the Enemy, ought to be content that they fell not as a prey into 
his'hands. Having caufed Mmutius to lay down his Office , he recitrned to 
theCitie with a more illuftrious Triumph than any Captain jefore him, (tne 
General of the^ai, and other Eminent prifoners in Chains precedingjus 
Chariot) having overthrown aftrong Army,and plundred, and fortified a 
Citie of the Enemy within feventeen dayes after his Creation. Thac abfo- 
lute power which he might have kept for fix moneths he prefently refigned, 
havirg firft given an account of hisadmtmftration And whe'n the Senate 
and hfs private Mends would have enriched him with pubhek Ground, Plun¬ 
der, and Contributions, he utterly refufed ic, and betaking h.mfelf again to 
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his fmall Cott age, prefer^d a laborious life before Kingly power, for thac he Se c t 
pleafed himfelf more inWpovercy, chan othecs in the abundance of cHeir I>vn 
wedth. * 

. 8 5; The year following , the ^;»«,whofe grounds the other Conful 
.■ Natitins had wafted, as alfo the were in Arms, having retaken Cor bio 
againft whom when Levies came to be made, the Tribunes again withftood 
them, being all new Created the fourth cime. Hereupon the Fathers with 
weeping eyes fienified to the People, thac being forfaken by them, who hi¬ 
therto had filled themfelves their Children, they would go forth and fiohe 
againft the Enemy in their own perfons, wherewith the multitude bein® fore 
moved, and Virginias feeing that do he what he could they would ®ive°their 
names, he averred ic to be the refolution 6f the Commons to live and die 
with them; onely they, defired fome reward for all their pains and dan®er 
which was, that they might live in equal freedom.

had for Confuls M. Vtlertas and Sp. rirgmias , who having nothin® to do v - c - iio - 
abroid, had too much employment in the.Cicie. Before this cime, the Tri- Ua - La "& l m. 
buna onely reigned in the Affemblies, -neither caking upon rhem to call to- IO ‘ 
gether the Senate, nor give their voices therein. But now they ventured co af r 
femble the Fathers, by the procurement of Icilius principal of the College, an 
induftrious, and eloquent man, who prefumed to make, a further innovation 
m the State , requiring the Ayemwe Mount for the People to build upon 
which being a mile and an half in circuit, was not as yet fully inhabited, but 
Their in- publick,andfull of wood. The Tribune moving the Confuls to procure a De- 
croachmenw. cree of the Senate for his tiew projeft, and they deferring the matter, an Ap 
paritor was fent from the College co cite the Confuls hefore ic. He aptiv- 
ing himfelf co one of their Li&ors, was beaten, and fenc back /which fo in- 
raged che Tribunes, thac apprehending the Liclor, they led him to the 7>. 
pcian Rock, the Confuls, though much troubled, not b*eing able to refeue him- 
for chat none could hinder the execution of what the whole College refolved- 
all they could do was to defire fome of che Tribunes themfelves to interpofe: 

But this could not be effefted, they having refolved at the beginnin® not to 

diflent from one another, that thereby they might preferve their Authority in¬ 
violable. As concerning the Li&or ,‘then they anfvvered they were refolved, 
yet they put not the man to death, giving his life to the intreaties of the 
graver fort of Patricians, left that order Ihould be driven by juft indignation 
to attempt fomethin® extraordinary. Having then aflembled the Senate, the 
Confuls lharply reprehended them, but Icilius excufed whachad been done 
co the Li&or, by the facrecf Laws,which forbade all, both publick an.d private, 
cocrofle a By a premeditated Oration he endeavoured to lhew 

that he had not unj'uftly aflembled che Senate, and when he had feemed fuf- 1 , 

ALawfordi-n c i e ntly to have anfwered the. charge of the Confuls, he men'rioned the

S rematft unto them ; robot ground by force, or fraud, was already furnifted 
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with buildings , the expence of building bemk conftdered by arbitration, 

(hou/d be recovered to the ufe of the People, arwwhat was yet publicly be di¬ 
vided amengfi them. He lhewed that this Law would be exceedingly profi¬ 
table for the fuppreflion of all Agrarian Seditions, forafmuch as the Com¬ 
mons would be fatisfied with poflofions at home. No man diffenting, except 
C. Clattdttts, a Decree of the Senate palled for it accordingly.. 

87. The remainder of the year was fpent in building. Tor the next were 
created Confuls T. Romnlm and C. rewrites-, lalitts and his Colleague be- 
i n a continued in their Office: The civil diffencioosfuppored to be removed 
by°the late Law, were again revived, and the forein Enemies of the Com¬ 
monwealth were in Arms, to the greater prdfit than difeommodity of it. For 
fuch a viciffitudenow there was, that Peace brought Sedition, and Warre 
procured Concord, whrnh the chief Magiftrates apprehendm*, Wilhed for 
nothing more than external motions, and when there was'Peace abroad» 
fought occafion for War; as undemanding the growth of the Citie s pro- 
foeritvtobe procured thereby. The prefent Confuls were of this mind, be¬ 
ing jealous of the beggerly and idle multitude. ; And their opinion was right, 
that they were to be diverted ; but there they failed, that wheras in fo ill a 
crafis of the States they ought to have proceeded gently, they admitted the 
excufe of none who defired exemption from the War, but feverely inflated 
penalties upon all; which gave occafion to theTnbunes to make difturbance, 
crying out, that they violated the privilege of their Office, by imprisoning 
fuch as appealed to it. From mutual revilings fometimes itcameco blows, 
both parties being berounded with thofe of theirfa&ion, and the People not, 
fully complying with the Tribunes in their demands , they went into the se¬ 
nate, where they required, that the Confuls might either, lay dowri their 
Offices, or anfwer their crime againft the Sacrofanft Tribumtial power be¬ 
fore the People. The Senate, determined nothing,Teeing irdangefous to 
diminifli the power either of the Confuls or Tribunes, at which the later 
much difeontented, returned to the multitude. Some were for departing f 
againfromthePatritians; others more moderate , would expert the courte 
of Law againft thofe who had violated fo facred an Office; and a third (.the 
moft fober party) difliked this as well as the other, for that the Confuls were 
the Supreme Magiftrates; and thought it meete'r to pumth their abettors 
If the Tribunes had not at length reftrained their anger againft Senate and 
Confuls, the City that day had deftroyed it felf, fo intent were both parties 
upon Arms and War. But they fet the Confuls a day to anfwer before the 
People, and then were prevailed with to let the matter fall, telling the 
Commons, that they remitted what concerned themfelves for their fakes 
whom they ought not to deny it,. but would revenge the injury done to the 
whole, to prevent an ill example. ...... , „, 

88. This was by promulgating the Agrarian Law, which hitherto had 
layn dormant for thirty years, to which another was added of eejnal right, 

M which the former year could not be parted. Having with an oath promifed 
30 to prefer thefe Laws, they appointed a day for the Comma, vyherem having 
firft themfelves fpoken largely, feveral others related what good fervice they 
had done for the Commonwealth, and laboured to fhew bow unworthy z 
thin° it was for them ro be defrauded of thofe grounds, which by their 
labour and danger they had gained, and admitted to no part of reward. 

The multitude gladly hearing fuch difeourfes, none more arretted mens 
minds than L. Siccitts Dent anus,* man of admirable fhape, 58 years old, 
and furniftied with military eloquence , for a feditious attempt. He told 
them, he had ferved his Country in the Wars forty years, and been an Othcer 
thirty ; fometimes a Centurion , afterwards a Tribune. He. was raifed to 
that honour by Sianns the Conful, for defending the Enfign of his Cohort, 
when the Cencurion was (lain, for which hewasalfo adorned by his fellow 
Soldiers with agolden crown. In another battel, wherein the Tribune of 
the Camp was ftruck to the ground, and the Eagle for Standard) taken, 
fightingfor the whole Legion, he recovered it and. faved him, for\^ichthe 
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Tribune Would have given-him his place, but he refufed it, and the.Conful Sect 7 
; made him Tribune ot che firft Legion, which Office was then void. Having i/Jvj

90. Siccitts proceeded > faying, that though he had fought fo many years, 
ferved info many Expeditions, received fo many founds, and helped to gain 
fuch large Territories for the Roman People, yet neither he , nor his fellovv- 
u rT S Pj rca .^ e . rs withhim m the fame dangers, had received any portion of 
thofe Lands, being poffeffed by others, who could neicher ftievv title-nor 
meric for them. After this, he accufed the Patricians of having put Caffm to 
.dear!?, . f<>rn °’ other caufe than favouring the Commons, as alfo of privily 
murdering Gemttius the Tribune, eleven years after , which had terrified 
others iince from fuch attempts as his were. He mentioned the affronts late¬ 
ly made to theTnbunes, and concluded’ with an exhortation to the multi¬ 
tude, to free themfelves from this Tyranny of the great ones, by paffin* the 
Law without gwing heed ro the difivvafions of any. The' Affembly ms fo 
moved byhis vyords, that they feemed impatient of any thing to be faid a- 
gamft It; but fahtts rifing up,after he had extolled the worth of che man,Taid, 
it was neither juft, nor agreeable with rhe cuftome of the City, ro hinder 'any 
one from fpeakihg againft the Law, efpecially fuch an one as afferced' rjoht, 
and oppofed violence. He adjourned then the Comitia till the next-day, 

S et1 rw he F? mar idcd 10 be prefent, who would fpeak any thing agalfift it. 

.The Patricians meeting at the Conful’s houfe in the evening^ refolv^d, if they 
could not with words, by deeds to hinder the-piffing of‘the Law, andbe- 
timesm the morning cook up the Forum, fpreading themfelves all'Over to 
binder the uniting of the Commons. The Comitia being full, thofe that 
TaroUts a- ipake could pot be heard, fome mcouraging,' and others mrerrupting them 
boot thcLaw. With great clamours. The Confuls protefted againft' this carriage, and that 
if any violencefucceeded, the Commons were che procurers of it- and the 
Tribunes anfwered, that they had heard tong fuch difcourfe.s as they were now 
making. • The day being far fpenr, the People required rhe baliocs; but then 
the young Patricians htndred them from uniting in their Tribes, and fnatched 
away the ppts .and b’aHots, beating out of che Forum the Officers attending 
for the gathering of Suffrages. The Tribunes crying out > and carting them- 
fclves in to foe throng, they gave way to them, where ever they went, but 
hindrea fuch as would have followed , and rehdred their Office' thereby mv 
ferviceab^e. Atlength.the Patritians prevailed againft the paffing of the 
Lf w >; by foemieans of: three Families efpecially, vmw che Pofthumii, 'Sem- 
fXPJlth ?ha:moft eminent for Nobility, Riches, and Clients, who 
auo .efjpecqllymmdred the confirmatioriof.the Agrarian by^a f lebifcititm. 
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Sect. i. 91. The Tribunes confultinghpw to vindicate their caufe, the moft moderate 

V/Vv opinion prevailed, that neither the Confuls, nor any other Patricians, fave 
thofe of the three Families now mentioned, fliould be called to anfwer be¬ 


fore the People j and not for their lives, but eftates, for refiftin® the Tri¬ 
bunes in preferring the Law. The Patricians gave way to it, and having' re¬ 
deemed the eftates, reftored them to the owners. Afterwards, when the 


Tribunes again went about to prefer the Law, news came that the Enemy 
was on his march to Rome, as far zsTuJculum, which place onely flopped him, 
but could not long hold out. Levies now being to be made, according to a 
Diverted by Decree of the Senate, the Tribunes endeavoured to hinder them, but another 
War. Decree being publifhed, that the Patritians with their Clients, and fuch as 
voluntarily came in, would undertake the War j Tome for fhame, fome for 
plunder, and others to gratifie the Nobiliry, gave their names; and amongft 
the reft Siccius himfelf, whom followed a Cohort of 800 old Soldiers to do 
him honour, though excufed from warfare by the Laws. A ftrong Army be¬ 
ing prefently raifed, the Enemies retired, arid were followed by the Confuls 
to Antium, where the Armies lying incamped one againft the ocher, the 
t/Eejui, confident of their ftrengch, at length provokedtbe Romans to fight. 
Romulm having then the command, fent for Siccius , as the ftory goes, and 
gave him order with his Cohort to go a certain way, and fall behind upon the 
A plot aeainft Enemies Camp ; intending either to difgrace him upon refufal, or deftroy him 
siems. 6 by fo impoffible an undertaking. When Siccius laboured to (hew him that 
the thing could not be done, he upbraided him with his fpeeches ufed in the 
Comitia concerning his own exploits, and obje&ed to him pretended valour. 
Hereat he undertook the matter, and giving all to underftand bis cafe, depar¬ 
ted with his men all weeping, to the regret of the Army, who expected of 
thefe 800 to fee no man return alive. Siccius led them not the fame way 
as the Conful thought, which being mountainous, would have brought cer- 
tain deftru&ion to them afeending, but another through a Wood, by which 
as Co ue- che y came upon the Cam P of ciie where it was forfaken of the guard, 

rour. now gone to behold the fight of the two Armies, before this time joyned. 

Falling in wich a fhout, thee/£gr<« fuppofing the other Conful prefent, for- 
fook the Camp and fled, after which Siccius and his Cohort marched down 
towards the battel, whom the Enemy difeovering on their back, and knowing 
their Camp to be taken, were alfo difeouraged and fled : The Romans pur- 
fued them till night, and did great execution, but none fo valiantly demeaned 
himfelf as Siccius Dentatus. 


92. ‘ Siccius having lodged himfelf and his men in the Enemies Camp, the 
next day fee it and all the fluff therein on fire, and with hafle marched for 
Rome , on purpofe to deprive the Confuls of the honour they expe&ed. 
Coming into the Forum, he related to the Tribunes and People the whole paf- 
fage, how he and his old men being deftined to ruine, had obtained the Vi- 
Hc revengeth 3ory. Hereby he not onely ingratiated himfelf with the People, but pro- 
himfclf upon cured the difpleafure of the Senate alfo againft the Confuls, who were denied 
the Confuls. t h e honour of a Trimph. The Commons gratified Siccius in the higheft mea- 
fure they could, making him one of their Tribunes for the following year, 
wherein Sp, Tarpeius, and d. Ternius (or Thermus rather as Gellius hath it) 
were Confuls. The firft he did relating to his Office, was to fet the former 
Confuls a day to anfwer before the People, for violating the power of the 
Tribuneftiip, and deviling the deftru£tion of him and his Soldiers: and fo 
refolved was the whole College, that the judgment paffed without interrup¬ 
tion intended by the Patricians, and they were both condemned in a pecu¬ 
niary mul&. The prefent Confuls were hereby rendred more inclinable to- 
wards-the Commons ; fo that they procured a Decree of the Senate, and a 
A new Law. Law paffed in the Centuriata Comlti4 , that AH Magistrates fkould have li¬ 
berty to pumjh fuch M violated tbeir authority , which was formerly the pri¬ 
vilege of the Confuls onely. Buc the mul£ was not lefcto their diferetion, 
provifipn being made* that it flaould rtbc exceed the worth of two Oxen, or 
thirty Sheep; which Law was long ©bferved by the Romans. After this* 

the 
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the Tribunes propounded to the Senate, that Laws might be made, which the 
Romulm per- Gicie Ihould ufe for ever, After a grave debate,the advice.of Romultus the lace 
fwadeth the condemnedGonful prevailed, who contrary to the expedition of both parties 
Senate to fpoke in behalf Of the thing propounded.He faid, he was for the intereft of the 
fubmic co new Patricians as long as there was any hopes of its continuance, but finding 
rhbgs.in fuch a condition, as it mutt neceffarily decline, he thought it wif- 
dom to comply with that necefficy, and advifed that Ambafladors might be 
fent to the Greeks Cities in Italy, and to Athens, thence to fetch fuch Laws as 
Were moft excellent, and befitting the Commonwealth. After their return 
was to be propounded t« the People the choice of Law-makers, what their 
power ihould be, for how long,:and what ocher things lLould appertain to 
them. ^ Siccius extraordinarily affedled wich the mans ingenuity, faid he was 
Bow > friends-with him * and-, remitted his: fine 5 but he.rcfufed to forbear 
the payment of. it, becaufe-afteady facr«d their gods., A Senaius Con - 
fultum being made, and confirmed by, a Plebijcitunr, Ambaffadors were 
Commiflio- chofen to fetch Laws from the Greeks. Thefe were Sp. Pofthumius , Ser. 
nerschofcn co Sulphites, and A . CM.anliw , to vvhofe ufe Gallies were ffligned, and fur- 
oucoSL niflied at the publick charge, as wasfuicable with the Majefty of the Roman 
’ People. 

92. For the following year, being the firft of the 81 Olympiad, wherein 
Lycut a Thefalim of Lari fa was Vidlor in the courfe, Charephanes exerci- 
ling the Office of principal Archon , the joetli year of the Cicie being now 
ended (as DiottjJiM computed], following the account o£Cato) P.Horatm 
and Sext. Quintilius were Confuls. Now fell a greater plague than ever 
had been known, upon both Cicie and Countrey, which fwept away Quin, 
tilinnhe Conful, and Sp. Farias chofen in his place, with four Tribunes^nd 
many Senators.. . The fucceeding Confuls were L. Mentnius and P. Sextius 
who took care for Corn to fupply the Cicie, which laboured under a famine! 
by reafon that the grounds lay untilled the former year. In their year the Am¬ 
baffadors returned out of Greece with Laws, prefently after which the 7ri- 
banes required, that according to the Senates Decree, lawmakers might be 
appointed. The Confuls knowing not how to deny them, yet umvilfin® to 
weaken the intereft of the Patritians, deferred themntter, faying, that°che 
rime of the Comitia was at harid, after which they would labour, joynriy 
with the Confuls Eledl, in'thebufineffe. The Tribunes were content ; but 
when the Comitia were paft, wherein Apptus Claudius , and 7 .Genutius'\vc re 
chofen, they grew idle, and negledled the adminiftracionof affairs, as now be- 
longing unto others; and Menenius was fickly, pining away, as was thou°hr, 
by melancholy; of which Sextius cook advantage, pretending he could do 
nothing by himfelf. The tribunes then betook rhemfelves to the Confuls 
Ele&, and though they had not yet entered upon their Magiftracv, importuned 
them co gracifie the Commons, by propofing great honours and rewards. Ap. 
plus being elevated with che hope of a new kind of Magiftracy, grew popular, 
and perfwaded his Collegue to a compliance, fo thac Sextius was forced co 
call together the Senate,and propound concerning Laws. ' 

93. Many things were fpoken, as well by thofe that defired a new model, 
as others, who thought it fufficienc to reft facisfied in che cuftoms of . 
their Countrey. But the opinion of thedefigned Confuls prevailed, which 
Appim the principal of the two delivered, being asked his advice, according 
to the cuftom, before any other Senators.Their fenfe was, that ten men but of 
the chief of the Senate were to be Ele&ed, whofe power continuing for a 
year flaould be che fame with that of the Kings and Confuls, and all other 
Magiftracies ceafe rill they might be renewed according to Laws: in the mean 
time the ten men, or Decemviri, were toadminifter Jufticeto private men, 
and model the Commonwealth. When the day came ^herein this Senam 
Confultum was to be confirmed by che People, the defigned Confuls re- 
figned chejr Office,for which tfiey were exceedingly admired,and remembred 
in the choice. In the Ceniuriate Comitia were created App, Claudius and 
T. Genmiui, late Confuls Ele&; P. Sextius Conful for that prefent year, the

The afts of 2. The Decemvir} having taken upon them the Government, in reference 
the 'Decemviri fo a new conftitutton, agreed that onelyone of them at one time (hould 
for the firft t jj e Fafces and other confular Enfigns. He alfembled the Senate,con- 
ycar ‘ firmed the Decrees, and did other things agreeable with chief Magiftracy. 

The reft. (for to leflen envy) differed little in habit from private men, ha¬ 
ving onely an Accenfus, or fort of Beadle,going before them , which Livy ad- 
deth to the relation of Dionyfius. They fucceeded by turns, for a certain li¬ 
mited time, till the year went about. The prefent Pofleflor of the Fafces 
onely faith Livy , but all of them as Dionyfius feemeth to mean , judged 
private caufes together with publick ones belonging to their fubjeSs, and af- 
fociates. All things they managed with fuch Juitice and moderation, that 
the Commonwealth feemed molt happy under them, having no need of ap¬ 
peal. Appius above the reft grew exceeding popular by his familiarity with 
the ordinary fort; fo as in a manner he carried away the praife from the 
whole College, for that he had a further defign than any of the reft. 

3. At length having made a model out of fuch Laws as were brought out 
of Greece, ana their own Countrey’s cuftomes, they propofed it to the view 
of all men in ten Tables, that any one might make exceptions; liberty be¬ 
ing given to private perfonsto inform the Law-makers, whoconfulted much 
with the Nobility about the work. When all approved of them; a Senatus 
Confultum pafied, nemine contradicente , for the ratifying of thefe Laws, 
and the queftion being put to the People in the Centuriata Comitia , they 
were confirmed moft religioufly in prefence of the Pontifies, Augurs, and 
Priefts. Then were they ingraven in brafle, faith Dionyfius and others, in 
Ivory faith Pomponius the Lawyer, and propofed to the publick view in the 
molVconfpicuous part of the Forum, as Minos of old, according to Plato, and 
long after him Solon, caufed his Laws to be written in Tables by the Athe¬ 
nian ; called * Cyrbes and Axones. The year being almoft out, the Decemviri # & 

moved the Senate about the Comitia. After a great debate it was refolved to 
continue this kind of Magiftracy for the following yejr; becaufe fomeching 
feemed yet wanting to the new model, through the ibortneffe of time allotted 
to rhe work;but efpecially for that by this Office the Tribuneftaip was fufpen- 
dadj of which the Patricians had caufe to be moft jealous. The commons 
thought they had good reafon to concur with the Fathers in .this choice, and 
the day for holding-the Comitia was appointed.

1 . blifhed, it followed, that deputations and concroverfies of the Court fhould 
bfe neceffary, for as much as an interpretation was to be built upon the autho- 
v--.' rity of the Learned* This deputation, or this unwritten Law, compofedby 

the Learned, is not called by any peculiar name, as all other parts, but by 
the common one of Jus Civile, or Civil Law onely. Befides, out of thefe 
Laws, at the fame time almoft, were compofed certain cafes, wherein men 
conteftedone with another, which cafes, left the People Ihould make them 
at their pleafure, were to be certain and folemn ; and this part of Law is cal- 
Thc Original led Atliones Juris , Or Cafes at Law, Thus almoft at the fame time thefe 
of the Civil three forts of Lawsarofe, vix,.thz Laws of the twelve Tables j from thefe 
Law. flowed the Civil Late : and from the fame were compofed Cafes at Law, 

But the knowledge of-expounding all thefe, and the Cafes tHemfelves, were 
kept by the College of Pomsfices, who appointed yearly thofe that judged 
Private Perfons , which cuftomethe People ufed almoft ioo years. After¬ 
ward, when Appius Claudius had propounded, and reduced thefe Cafes into 
form, (<•) Gttaus Flavius his Scribe, andthefonof a Libertine (or of one ( c ) confab 
whofe father was once a Slave) ftole the Book, and gave it to the People, Valtu Max. 
which accepted fo thankfully of the gift, that he was made Tribune of the U.c.uxtmpx 
Commons, a. Senator, and ty£ dills curulis. This Book was called Jus Cl- d.Gtlltm

led Lex) and a Plebifcitum, yet the authority Was the fame. ‘Then for that l “ m i€ 
it was difficult for the People to meet, becaufe of it’s multitudes, neceflity 
it felt devolved the care of the Commonwealth upon the Senate . So the 


Senate began to interpofe, and whatfoever it refolved wasobferved : and that 
Law was called Scnatus Confultum. At the fame time the Magiftraces alfo 
adminiftred Juftice, and that the People might know what they would deter¬ 
mine concerning any thing, -and te fore-arm themfelves, they publifhed 
Edifts, which Edith of the Prators conftituted the Jus Honorarium , fo na¬ 
med from the honour and authority of the Prater . Laftly, as the courfe of 
affaires reduced the making of Laws to fewer fafhions, at length it came to 
paffe throngh feveral Fattions (viz., of Sylla, Marius , Pompey, and Cafaiy 
that there was neceflity of the Commonwealth’s being governed by a Angle 
perfbn. For the Senate not being able to govern all the Provinces, a Prince 
was ordained, and what he appointed was taken for Law. So that in the- 
Commonwealth of Rome , all Law was either fo conftituted by a Law called 
Lex, as that of the twelve Tables; or properly called Jus Civile , which being 
unwritten, confifted in the interpretation of the Learned; or Cafes of Lane, 
•which contained the form of Pleas; ora Plebifcitum made without the au¬ 


thority of the Fathers: or the Edith of a Magiftrate, called Jus Honorarium : 
ora Senatus Confultum , which without a Law (Lexy was ordained by the 
foie authority of the Senate : or Principalis con(litutio, which thePrincehim- 
felf emitted. 


7. Thefe things arc written by Pomponius in this narrative 1 of the Origi¬

■ cur to deliver his opinion. He attributedall that had been faid agamft ttk. 
Decemviri to envy, faying, it was becaufe the fpeakers themfelves could nor 
compaffetheOffice, and laboured to (hew, that it was moft foolifli counfel 
to refolve upon new ele&ions, which would require time, and defer the 
War that threatned mine and deflation. By prefling the danger very clpfe, 
and urging what neceflity there was of committing the War to the manage- . 
ment of the Decemviri , he drew almbft all the younger fort to his party, 
there being many even in the Senate from whom fear wrefted compliance. 

After all thefe, the Decemviri gave Valerius leave to fpeik, whom hrft of all 
.-tfiev had interrupted. He profelTed he was of Claudius his 'judgement as to 
the whole, andanfwered all the reafons of Cornelius^ one propofal; that 
a Ditt at or might be inftantly named, fhewin-, that iF they miffed of thu 
opportunity, they could not expert again to beeaflembled by die Decern- 

W jo. Few that delivered their opinions after him remaned unconvinced, 
and many were changed from the fenfe they had before delivered. He required 
then of the Ten, chat the n atter might be further confidered of, aid all might. 
have liberty to recall their voces, which caufed a great conteft-te&vixt him 
and Cornelius , • who defiring that the Decemvirs might have the command in 
the War, cried out, that the thing was already decided in a legal manner, 
and defired the parties mighc be counted. Much heat being (hewed by both, 
the Fathers were alfo divided, Which advantage the Ten took to* do what they 
pleafed. Appius then formally declaring for what caufe they had been affem- 
bled, !told them they were divided accordingco the chreefeveral opinions ot 
Claudius, Cornelius , ’and Valerius , every one having bad liberty to [peak his 
mind freely : and feeing that moll had approved of what Cornelius had pro- , 
pounddd, he declared his partie to have overcome. Then commanded he the 
Clerk to draw up a Senatus Confultum , whereby power of railmg Forces, 

. and commanding them, was given to the Decimvtri ; and therewidwhe Se¬ 
nate was difmifled. They were by this kind of vi&ory rendred more conh- 
dent, and imperious, as naving now in their own thoughts eftabllined tnem- 
felves, by having an Army at their command, which Valerius had advifed 
, the Fathers earneftly to beware. HoratiuszxA Valerius made provmon for

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Ssct 2 ' Senones under theconduftof their King Brcnmu, befieged Clufium a City 
y-y^ of Httruria , whofe inh tents fent to , defiring of that State to in- 
Thc -GdUs be- ce rpofe, by fending Ambafladors and Letters to their unjuft oppreffors. The 
fiege £lufium. c e nate performing this neighbourly part, the Galls required part of the Ter¬ 
ritories of the Clufini, who were, as they faid, unable to manage them all, 
and & ennui not condefcendingto any other conditions, the Ambafladors (all 
t hree of the Fabian family) in great anger went into Clufium, and caufed 
the Inhabitants to make a Tally out againft the befiegers. It hapned, that in the 
fioht Fabius Ambujlut one of the three killing a Gall, vvhilft he difarmed , 

hiBH was difcovered; whereupon Brennui conceiving juft indignation, broke 
up his Siege, and marched towards Romp. * 

34. Yet becaufe he would not feem to proceed unjufty, he fent thither, 
requiring that the Ambaffadors might be given up to him, as having broke the 
Law of Nations. But favour fo far prevailed above equity, that the matter 
bein° referred from the Senate to the People, no fatisfaftion could be had 
from either: nay the Ambafladors on the contrary , were with three others 
Defeatthe seated Tribunes Military, for carying on the Warre. Brennus then 
ns at ‘ ‘ continuing his march, and breathing revenge, was met by the Tribunes at 
the River Alia, eleven miles from the City, whofcarce ftriking one ftroak, 
quickly betook them to their heels, and their'Army after them. The Galls 
perfued them, being amazed at the flight and cowardize of thofe who had al¬ 
ready obtained for their valour a great name in the World ; but were aftonifil¬ 
ed when they found the gates of Rome] open, and none upon the walls to 
mike refiftance ; for it hid been refolved to quit the City and fecure the Ca- 
ftel. Thejreiter part of the People departed into ■ the adjoyning Country; 
the reft poflefled themfelves of the Capitol, all but certain old men of Sena- 
rorian degree, who in their robes placed themfelves in the Forum, refolving 
to take fuch quarter, as the difpofition of the Enemy would afford them. 

Come to T^mc Brennus at firft fearing fome ftracagem, after he perceived all to be clear, 
which is for- ehcred the City. His Soldiers were amazed,, to fee the grave Senators lie- 
Taken all but ting without fear in the Forum, and hurt them not', till one handling the 
the Capitol. i on obeard of M. Papiriui, the old man ftruck him with his ftaff upon the 
4 iead, whereupon the Gall flew him, and then all the reft were killed, with all 
of both Sexes and all ages that were found about the City, which was alfo now 

burnt to the ground, and the Capitol clofely befieged'. 

35. Whilerhe Gulls lay before the Capitol, they careleflv demeaned # 
themfelves, as fecure of any Enemy , and were fcattered into the Country 01. 97 .an. 3! 
a'djoyning. CamUlus at this time living in exile at Ardea, procured rhe In- V. c. 3*4. 
Habitants of that Cicy to iflue out upon them, and killed many; which the Artax - Mntm. 
Romans, who lay at Veii, underftanding, chofe him for their General, defiring iy * 

' him to forget injuries, and fuccour hisdiftrefled Gbuntry. He objected his 
condition of baniftimenr, and refufed to aft, except by commiffion from 
thofe in the Capitol, whom ,he confidered to be the body of the Roman 
■ State yet furviving. There was one Pontius Cominius, who undertook to pro¬ 
cure him leave from their friends in the Capitol, whither by a ftrange adven- 
cmiltus made ture he got, parting by rhe Enemy, and fwimming the River till he came to - 
Diftator. the Rock, which then he made a ftiifc to climbe, and having procured the 
Senate.to pronounce Can. % 'Ins Diftator , returned in rhe fame manner. By 
this time as well the befiegers as befieged were well wearied, both parties for 
want of provifions, and the Galls by reafon of a Plague which raged amongft 
them.; fo as (having once attempted to furprize the Cartel, by climbing up 
the Rock, they were difcovered by the crying of the Geefe, confecratea to 
Juno, and repelled by the valour of one Manlius efpecially) they agreed for 
fifty pounds of Gold co rife and depart. Yet fo covetous were they, that 
they took our the Gold as ir was weighing, and added to thes weight, which 
being complained of, Brennus caft in his Sword alfo, crying V* vittts, which 
afterwirds£ecame a proverb. But in the mean time came Camillas , and nul¬ 
ling this compaft, as made without his confenc, who before was Diftator, 
and therefore alone had power of making Peace , overthrew them in fighc.

Hindereth the 3 & The Tribunes now renewed their importunity about removin* unto 
multitude reitj which caufed the Senate to procure CamUlus bis holding of the Office 
from depart- of Diftator, chough contrary to the cuftome, for the whole year He with 
ing w Veil, gentle language appeafed the multitude, fliewing them, how unworthy a 
thing it was to forfake the feat of their Anceftors, and of their Country rites 
(which were appropriate to the fame place) for to inhabit a conquered and 
enflaved City. Then was Rome rebuilt in great hafte, whereby afterwards ic 
became rather an heap of houfes than a well ordered Town, and that the vva- 
tercourfes formerly laid in theftreets, now ran for the moft pare under pri¬ 
vate houfes. Camillus having laid down his Office was forced the year fol¬ 
lowing to reaffume ir, becaufe of the F'olfci, who now took Armes, as alfo 
the 'ugqtti and Etrttjcans, all which he overthrew, and forced the Volfci to 
yield themfelves after the War had continued with them for 70 years I n Liuuitib - 6 - 
the third year after this he overcame them again, and with them the Herat. 

ci and Latines, whereof the later had ever From the battel at the Rheoillan 
Lake been trufty and faithful until now : and from the Etrafcans hereco- 
covered two Towns which they had taken from the Allies of Rome. This 
he did being Tribune Military, though envied by M. Manlius , who having 
done fpecial fervice in the Capitol, by repelling the Galls, obtained the 
Sirname of Capnolinus. Being naturally haughty and ambitious, he was 
herewith puffed up, foasto extenuate the deferts of CamUlus, and by in 
gratiatmg himfelf with the common fort, through paying their debts, and 
railing againft the great ones, plainly to aim at the Soveraignty. This, to¬ 
gether with the War depending with the Volfci, which was alfo aggravated 
by the defeftion of the Hernia and Latines, caufed the Senace to refolve 
that a Diftator fhould be created. 

37. This was A. Cornelius Co (fas, as Livie writeth, though Plutarch 
nameth Quinttius Capitolinas, whom the other reporteth to have been Ma¬ 
iler of the Horfe-men to Cojfus. He triumphing over the Enemies from Tlutareb in 
without, called alfo by the help of the Tribunes Manlius to account, and ’ 
fhuthim inprifon. The multitude much afflifted hereat, took mourning 
garments, and made fuch difturbance , that after fome time he was fee at li 
berry. j Bat holding private meetings in the night, and growing more bold 
in hisdefign, the Senace committed it co the care of the Tribunes Military 
whereof CamUlus was one, (as afterward in cafes of great exigency to the 
Confuls) to take care that the Commonwealth Jhould receive no dammaoe 
Being then brought to his trial again in that place, whence a view of the Capi¬ 
tol might be had, he would ever pomt.to it, and put the People in mind of 
what he had done there for them; whereupon Camillas caufed his Judges to 
Manlius remove without the gate, into the grove called Lucas Petelinus, where bein® 
thrown from no fight of the Capitol, he was condemned. He was thrown headlon° from 
the Tarpetan the Tarpesan Rock, the place both Q f his honour and infamie ; "and it 
was decreed, that none of the Manlu fhould afterward be called Marcus 
38. After thefe things the Lames rebelling, and the Wolfes, were fevtrally 
overthrown without, and great tumults hapned within, by reafon of the debts 
of the Commons, now again exceedingly increafed. Their Tribunes incen- 
fed them againft the Patritians , and the conteft was fiiarpened by Fabius 
jimbuflus one_of this order, who having maried one daughter to a Patritian 
and another to a Commoner, this took fuch diftafte at her ‘husbands condition, 
being void of honourthat Fabius told her he would fo order the macter, 
that the fame dignity fhould be communicated co her houfe, as was co that 
of her Sifter. From this time he confuted with Licinius Stolo her husband,

War, they betook themfelves to the Campanians for fuccour. Thefe bein* 
luxurious and effeminate, were eafily worfted, and fenc to Rome for aid* 
their Ambaffadors imploring ic. with tears, and giving lip themfelves and 
Country into the hands of che Senate and People. The Senate was at firft un¬ 
willing to ufe any force , for that the Sammies were their friends in confede¬ 
racy; but upon the. importunate cries and prayers of che Ambaffadors, and 
the fcornful denial of the Samnites coabftain from the Territories of Capua 
and Campania, their requeft was granted, and the Confuls fenc forth, che 
one to Capua , and the other into Samnium, where the Samnites were over¬ 
thrown in both places, and many thoufarids of them {lain: For, in Ckmpa- 
nia, Valerius after a bloody battel became Mafter of their Camp. In Sam. 
nium Cornelius having unwarily led his Army thicher where they lay in wait 
for him, P. Decius a Tribune in the Army, poffeffed himfelf of an hill above 
the Enemy, who much vvondring thereat, applied themfelves thither, and 
fo gave liberty to the Conful to draw, forth his men incoa more conveni¬ 
ent place. Then brake he through, chough befieged, whereat the Enemy 
was fo much aftonifhed, that the Conful falling on obtained fo great a Vi- 
&ory, that 30000 of the Samnites were flain. 

45. This defeat, together with, inroades made upon them the next year, 
drevv them to make a peace, the Sidicini being left to cheir mercy. They

Mafterof Horfe-men; but nothing memorable was done Tte Confuls for 

^ the following vear, T. ^milius Mamercus zrd'Q.Publists fhslty overthrew

departed to demand that honour. The Senate was offended, artddehiedro 
permit him the honour, except Pedus was either taken, or furrendred, winch 
■ caufed him out of revenge all the year following to ioynwiththeTribuneSft- 
gainft the Fathers, hisCollegue not oppofingit, becaufea Plebeiam The 
Senate having a defire to be rid of them, commanded a Diftator to be named, 
but it belonging to v£militts to name him, he whofe were the Fa fees fortlns 
monetb, named bis Collegue, who appointed Junius Mafter bf 

Horfe-men. And his Diaatorfhip was very grievous to the Nobility, being full 
of inveftives againtt them, and the procurer of three Laws, whereof the 
firft altered the very conftitution of the State. This was, that the Plebtfctfa

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Hcdefaoyech Xe^^es flying out of Greece, they betray’d the Treafuresof Dtdymaan Apello 
the Bmcbida. j nc0 hands ; and for this, not daring to ftay behind, they left Miletus and 
followed him, who gave them this place, where their Pofterity dearly paid for 
their fault. After this, he parched tothe River Tanais , ( another than that 
which fevereth Eure ft from A fid) falling down from the Mountain Caucafus 
into the HyrcanianSw. Here fotne of his Soldiers going forth to gather for¬ 
age, were intercepted by the Enemy, which to the number of 20 or 30000 
betook himfelf co an Hill, and thence was beaten down and wafted to 8000, 
yet with great difficulty, and hazard to the King himfelf, who received a x iams. 

. wound in his thigh. Thence in four days he marched in a Litter to Mar ocan- 
d4, the chief City of Soriana , where leaving a Garrifon , he over-ran the 
* neighbouring Territories 5 and fhortly came an Ambaffage from the Scythians, 
called Abii° who thereby gave up themfelves into his power. But in the mean 
time the Barbarians of Maracanda flew the Garrifon of the Macedonians, 
bein®, together with the greateft part of the Sogdians , drawn back by thofe 
that took Bejfus, who alfo drew to their party fome of the BaBriaus and Su- 
fians, Alexander fent to fuppreffe them Spitamenes and Counts, who had 
delivered up Be(fus- but they confirmed them in their Rebellion, and became 
Leaders in the Revolc, giving out, that the BaBrian Horfe was fent for by the 
King on purpofe to be made away. 

7? To reduce thefe Revolters, Alexander prefently fcntCraterus, mo 
befieged Cyropolis the chief City,fo called, becaufe built by Cyrus the Great; 
and he himfelf befieged another called Gaza, which be cook, and put all of 
ripeneffe of age to the fwotd, for a terror to their Country-men. After this 
he reduced feveral other Cities, and then went tothe affiftance of Craterm 


' againft Cyropolis, which was defended by i 8000 men. Here he loft many a 
valiant Soldier, and by a ftroak of a ftone on his neck was fell’d down fenf- 
lefs; but this increafedhis natural vigor, fo that out of indignation he fee fu- 
-riouflyon, and prefently took the place. Eight thoufand of the Inhabitants 
were Rain, and the reft retiring into' theCaftle, fhortly after yielded for want 
of water; and then one City remaining onely of feven, whither the Barbarians 
had fled, he reduced that alfo in a fhort time. Spitamenes now had fhut him¬ 
felf up in Maracanda , where he befieged the Macedonians in the Caftle. 

Againft him he fent a Party, and began to build a City upon the River Ionovs, 

which being raifed in few days, with a wall fix miles u compaffe, he called 

after himfelf Alexandria. His defign was to have a convenient Fortrefle cm - mulfu ^ 

forthelnvafion of Scythia, which the Scythian King, inhabiting beyond the fufiin.l. 1*. 

River, fufpe&iiig, fent his brother with a party of Horfe to beat away the Animus l, 4, ■ 

Macedonian forces, and demolifh it. Comming to the narrowed place of the 

River, they not onely caft over their Darts, but opprobrious fpeeches, which 

fo incenfed Alexander, as though he was extream ill, and for fome time had 

nor been able as much as co fpeak to his Soldiers* yet he refolved topaffe over 

againft them. 

8. With admirable induftrylffr goc over his men, partly m Boats, and parc- 
M * r a C u h cl W upon Bladders , notwithftanding the earneft oppofition of the Enemy , 
fhim thC SCy ‘ whom he put to the Rout, and* though he was very much indifpos’din his own 
•perfon, purfued them 80 furloflgi, then fainting, he commanded his men to 
follow the cbaceas long as th^ day would permit. The want of water 
in thife place was fueh , that the Army was thereby exceedingly di- 
ftrefs’d , and the King himfelf drinking of fome that was corrupt, fell into a 
Diarrhea. But not longafter the Scythians fent to excufe themfelves, deny¬ 
ing that the War had been undertaken by their general confent but onely by 
a certain party that lived upon robbery. Giving themfelves up into his hands, 
he difmifs’d the Ambaffadoft courteoufly, and with them the Prisoners he 
had taken. By this time Spitamenes had cut off the party fent agunft him, 

Which Alexander urtderftanding,- in three days time marched 1500 furlongs 
to Maracanda , whither he had notice that he was returned ; but hearing of 
cheKings comming, he fled amain, and was puifued for fome time, but to no 
purpofe, Alexander then dividing his forces, over-ran the Country which 
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had revolted, and gave command, ; that all of ripe age Ihould be put to the 
. ftford, for a terror to others,,, >by. vvht^fev^ity fell 120000 of the Inhabi¬ 
tants tfSagdiana, Leaving there with 3000 Foot, he departed to 

BaBra, ( a City fo called from the River W'ms which runneth chroughit, 
being ocherwife named Zartafpa)whzteke caufed Btffns to be. brought to the 
head of Ijis Army:, Here he. made his nofeand W s to be cut otfi/andxhen Tent 
- tiimto $chatdi>e. ta be judged and executed by Sentence of a Council pf 
• Medes and Per [tans. Tmspiodorus relateth chethe ftory^but Plutarch 
■ wriceth, that by Alexanders command,. the boughs of two .Trees being firft 
drawn together, and he made faft to them both, they then were fuffered to 
return to their natural fite, and he was thereby pulled aliunder. 

9. Having much encreafed his forces by the comming in of frelE fupplies, Animus. 
he once more over-ran the Country of the Sogdians , as yet not fully fubdued, 

and the five parts of his Army afterwards met and united at Maracanda , 
whence he fent Heph&ftion to lead out Colonies into the Cities of Sogdiana, 
zs Canfts and Artabazw againft the Scythians ,.for to them he heard that SpL 
tamenes was fled, who with a.company of BaBrians and Sogdians, and about 
8ooHorfe of the Majfagetesgot aCaftle near BaBra irko his hindi/then came 
againft Zariafpa,o: BaBra , & by an Arnbulh cut off many of the Defendants 
in their Sally out againft him. Upon Canushls approach the Mapgetes fled, 
but he purfued & killed many of them.^Wfr having fubdued more of the 
Sogdians returned to Maracanda, whither the King of cne European Scythians 
inhabiting above Bofphorus ,fent to him,offering him bis daughter in marriage: C c TV ilbt 8 ‘ 
op if this liked him not, he defired, that the principal Macedonians about him h 
might contra& affinity with his Nation; moreover he offered to come in per¬ 
fon and receive his commands. After ti\\s y Alexander hunted in the Forreft of 
Bavaria ,w hich had been untouched for four Ages. Herein a Lion coming up¬ 
on him, Lyfimachus (who afterwards reigned, and had flain a Lion ere this ) 
went about to ftave him off; but the King forbad him,and receiving the Beaft, 

' flew him at one ftroak. Four hundred Beafts more being killed, He feafted his 
whole Army, and again repaired to Maracanda, where he flew Clytus, 

10. In a Feaft (to which be had invited him ) being heated with Wine, he Iiem > ■ 
fell of commending his own afts, andtherein.foared fo high, as to fpeak fcorn- iZTfifc?' 
fully of the things performed by his father Philip. , Clytus having alfo drunk oS 4' 
fufficiently wisnetled with this, and defending Philip, in His replies plainly 
reproached Alexander ; who therefore ran Hiipxhrough and killed him out¬ 
right, having a little before defigned him to the Government of Sordian* in 

. the room of Artabavus, whoexcufed himfelf by his old age; For bein® the 
fonof Dropis, and brother to. Hfllanica Alexander 's Nurfe, he hid ^one 
good fervice to both Kings, and was now an old Soldier. Alexander 4 when 
he came to himfelf, confidering what he had done, would have made way foe 
following him by his own hands, and when he was hindred by his friends from 
violent attempts , would have done it by falling four days. On the fifth, his 
attendants brake into his Tent, and comforting him, caufed him to eat. The 
Macedonians judged Clytus rightfully put to death, and decreed he Ihould 
not be buried; but he commanded this laft office' to be performed to him. 

Leaving a good Guard wich Canus to defend Sogdiana , and take Spitamenes 
if.he Ihould come rhit way in Winter, he marched to Xenippa, where, after, 
a {harp Encounter, he received the BaBrian Exiles, who having revolted had ' 1 

betaken themfelves to that place, lying upon the confides of Scythia. In the q! M ‘ i6l% '

Horfe he clearedthe Country of the revolters About the fame time Spita- 
mtnes coming into Sogdiana was encountred by Ccenus, who drew from him 
the naturals of the place, and the BaBnans, fo that he had onely left him mtm . 
a Company of Maffagetes. Thofe flying with him into the Wildernefle, 
when they heard that Alexander purfued them, cut off their Captains head 
and fent it ro the King, though fome wrire, that his own wife cut it off, and 
prefented it to Alexander, who detefting the treafon, commanded her to 
deparr his Camp. After this the V*ka who had revolted by the procure¬ 
ment of Dataphernes , delivered him up, and returned to obedience, and 
Crater usmth Polyfpcrchonhinns, finilhed the War againft the revolters in a 
iiiort time, they all met at B«tira. Alexander was now fo puffed^ up, as to 
require divine honours from his followers; which CalUfibenes the Philofopher 
ftifly refufing to give him, felt the effeft of his ambition. 

ri. It hapned that the King hunting on a time, one Hermolausz Gentle¬ 
man of his guard, and Scholar to CalUfibenes, killed a wild Boar, which Alex¬ 
ander himfelf intended to have ttruck, for which he was beaten by his Corn- 
mind. The young man bearing the difgrace moft heavily, as alfo Uofiratus 
his inward friend, they confpired with others of the Guard to kill the King, cm - mut ^ 
which to perform, they agreed that one night they would all watch together. ^ 

It was long ere they could fo change their courfes as to bring this about, but at Plutarch in 
length having done it, it chanced that the King fate up dnnkmg a» that ^ 
night, fo then the matter being fruftrated, was revealed by one of them, and j. 

they were all Honed to death. Now whether any of them accufed C alhfibenes , 4t 

as feme reported, or Alexander did it himfelf, he was made away, though 
as to the manner of bis death, they who were prefent themfelves agreed not in 
cdliflbeMs put their relation. CalUfibenes was the Scholar of Ariftotle, and the fon of his 
to death with (^oufin germane, bf fo fevere a temper, that he could not order himfelf ac- 
others foe cor dW f0 his Matter’s direftions, who when he fenc him to Alexander , ad- 
trealon. vifed him, Either very pleafamh or very rarely to converfe withhtm, thatfo jfalcr. Max. 

he mifht be either more acceptable for bis difeourfe , orfafe by his ftlence. Ari- lib. 7. cap. *. 
fiotle alfo himfelf feemeth to have been threatned in a letter written by the 
King to Antipater in Macedonia. 

12. Alexander hid ere this time refolved to make War upon anc * 

bound hisOonquefts with the Eaft. That he might not leave any impediment 
at his back, he commanded 30000 men to beraifedout of the Provinces, 
that he might have them both as Soldiers and Hoftagcs. _ Out of a conceit of 
the glory of the Expedition, beadorned the (Fields of his Soldiers with filver 
places, their Horfes with golden bridels, and their Armour was fet out with 
gold and filver. Leaving then Amyntas in Batlriana with 3500 Horfe, and 
marchech for i ooooFoot, he fee forwards in the Spring, leading an - Army of iaoood 
itdi*. men In ten dayes he paffed over Caucafus and came to Alexandria , which 
he had caufed to be built in. the Country of the Par apotnifade , whence 
he marched to the River Cophenes , and fent to Taxiles to meet him, who 
came with fuch prefents as India afforded. Dividing now his Army, with 
one part of it he fent Hapheftion and Perdiccas another way, with com¬ 
mand, that when they came at the River Indus , they flaould provide things 
neceffary for patting over it. He with the other invaded the Afpians ■, Thy* 
nans , and Arafacans ; and eroding the River Choe y thefirft City he came 
at oppofed him. He himfelf and Ptolomy the fon of Laws were wounded m 
the ftorm, buc he* took the place, and putting all the Inhabitants to the 
fword, burnt it. In the Country of the Afpians he got a booty of 40000 
' men,.

14. After this, he took Ba*ira, and Norams forfaken by ic’s defen¬ 
dants, who betook themfelves to aftrong rock called Aornas. This 
was exceedingly fenced by ic’s wonderful height, and the River Indus l hirh 

ran by one fide of it; as alfo by deep pics and craggie rocks, by reafon 
whereof the report went, that Hercules himfelf attended, bur Juld not 
take it. The llory o£ Hercules inflamed the King with a defire to matter it, 
who having firtt taken feveral other places, brought his forces, and by means 
of an old man who ttiewed him the onely paffage, clofely befieged it Bv 
incredible diligence he filled up the ditches, fo as he could bring his men to 
fight, buc yec he was not able to ftorm the Rock, and therefore refolved to 
ftarve them out, leaving a way for their efcape j and they feeing his refoluti- 
on, cook rhe advantage, but many were flainin the perfute. Taking order 
then for the full clearing of the Country, he patted on to the River Indus. 
near to which he hunted Elephants, and continuing in the plains thirty daves 
for the refreftiment of his Army, facrificed to his gods, and celebrate! games 
and exercifes. Now Hephafiion and Perdiccas had finilhed all things necef- 
fary for patting the River; and not of this onely, but others alfo with one 
(almoft) and the fame labour. For, divers Rivers rutting through India (as 
befides Cophenes, Coes and Indus ; Hydafpcs, Acefmes, HyarotU , A

t 9 , E:e Alexander ^flirred from this place, Hephafi.on returned to him Cmiut nt, 
from his expedition , ( having,fubdued India in a great compare that way he DiodoL P * 
was fenr) whornhe received with honor fuitable to his worth. Afterward he Arrimr 
departed into the Kingdom of Phe gem (or Phegelni) who.alfo fubmitced him- 
fetf, and receiving the Conqueror, entertained him very magnificently. Af¬ 
ter two days he marched toward the River Hyphafis (or tiyparU') caking 
Phegeus and Partes along with him. At the River fide he enquired of Phe- 
£fftthc er Ea Councriesla y beyond it? Heanfwered > That there was a vaft 

, ftern limit, of Wilderneffeof 11 or i a days journey, and next to that ran the River Ganges. 
hi* Expeditr- beyond which inhabited, befides others, the Gan gar id* , over whom reigned 
' pn. A/yrammes(pr Xandrantes ) provided of 20000 Horfe, 200000 Foot, aSoire 

2000Chariots, and about 4000Elephants. Thefethingsfeeming incredible 
to the Macedonians , he asked Pot us of the truth of them, who confirmed 
what the other had faid as to the ftrength of chat King, but wkhall added 
That being by a Barber begotten on the Queen., who had killed her Husband* 
that he might reign, he was for this caufedefpifed by his People. Alexander 
now confideredthe labors and perils undergone by his Soldiers, who from the 
beginning of his reign had followed him eight yeaFS; withal, how of late for 
70 days together they had been forely diftreffed by Rain, Thunder, and 
Lightning; that he might oblige them,he gave them the plunder of the enemies 
Country,being very Tich, and in their abfence gratifi’d their wives and chil¬ 
dren. Then after their return to the Camp, with a premeditated Oration he 
laboured to perfwade them to undertake the War with himagainft the Gan- 
aartda, but in vain.. 

ao. For, Catmt the fon of Poly crates , anfwered him in fuch a manner, as 
he might eafity perceive how contrary the affcaionsof the Soldiers were to 
che Expedition. After which, as Arriams writeth, he kept himfelf dofe in 
his Pavilhon for three days, and would admic none of his friends to his pre¬ 
fence. Then fending for his Officers, he told them, That feeing the minds of 
his men were averfe from proceeding any further, he intended to return home• 
yer, ere this, he had facrifized for palling over the River, but finding that the 
Intrals of che Beafl were not lucky , he feded himfelf in a piirpofe to retrear. 

Hecaufed twelve large Altars of fifty cubits heighch, like to fome warlike* 

Towers, to be ere&ed near the River, whereon he facrifized according c-o the 
cuftom of his Country, and he celebrated Games in che grounds adjoyniiw 
After this hecaufed to be made a Ditch 1$ foot broad and 10 foot deep *, 
whereon, of the earth, he raifed a confiderable Wall, making the compafle of 
his Camp feem three fold larger chan indeed it was. He commanded the 
Foot, that each one in his Tent Ihould get two Bedfteads of five cubits apiece 
and che Horfemen to make theirs with the Mangers ofeheir Horfes as bi* 

- again as they were wont to be. He caufed Arms, Bridles, and other things to 
be framed after the fame proportion, to amufe poflerity with ifalfe appea¬ 
rance of a Gigantick proportion of his own perfon and bis followers. 

He retreatetb. ai. Herecumed the fame way. he came, feeling the Government of the 
Provinces in his paffage, till he arrived at the River Hydafpet. Ever fince his 
departure hence, the weather had been rainy, which fpoiled much of his new 
City BucephaUa ; but he caufed.it to be repaired; and here died Carnes his- 
trufty and faichfiil friend, but one who had grieved him by bis Anfwer to bis 
late Oration/ Down this River Hydafpes he refolved, according to his for- 
pier purpofe, co fail into the Southern Ocean, and therefore providing for 
fuch places as he fhould leave, he reconciled Porusmd Taxilet by affinicy 
contrailed betwixt them, and made theformer,Kmg,not of that Country one- 
ly lying betwixt Ace fines and Hydafpes,. which formerly he had given to 
° ut alfo of fuch free Nations, as lying betwixt Act fines and Hypkafit 
he had lately ftibdued. Having increafed hk Army by a new fupply fent him 
out of the Weft, 1 he divided it into three parts, whereof two he committed, 
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to Crater ns and Hephtfhon , commanding chem to march on either fide 
He faileth the River, down which he failed wich thtthird in a.Fleec of 1000 Veffels. 
down the Ri- Loofing from (hoar about the beginning of November , hefirft landed^upon 
ver Hydafpcs. c ^ e coa ft s of the Zibari , who being reported to-be descended of tnole Greekj 
that with Hercules attempted the {forming' of the Rock Aornos , claimed 
kindred of him, and fubmitced themfelves. Making excurfionsmto the neigh¬ 
bour Countries, he defiroyed many thoufands of the Inhabitants that would 

rot vield;-and then returning aboard, hafted a°ainft the Oxydmct and Mailt, 
who, as he-heard, had carried their wives into their ftrong Towns, and mtend-

Here his Soldiers alfo begin to murmur that they ihouldbegin a new War, but AmamtUb. 6. 

he quieted them eafily by a Speech, The {«**« having-flattered together jhtmbut 
. goooo Foot and 10000 Horfe, fhewed themfelves near the River, saving Q P ^ & 
chofen their General out of the Oxydraco ., who made many fires, andufed 
other vain attempts to affright the Macedonians j yetasfoon as thefe began 
to Arm, either out of fearor hy reafon of Mention amongft themfelves , 

He fiftieth i : avvay they fled to the craggy Mountains. Alexander then marched with all 
fpeed, through a large, drie, and barren Country, agamft the Mali, to defeat 
HalhwlOxy ^ mcreth " ^^d joyn with the other; and coming unexpeftedly upon 
*** them, manyhe flew, both in the Country and thofe ftrong places which he 
formed. After this he marched to the- River Hydraotes where he killed 
many of them , and thence to a City of the Brachmans,vihihv -he heard that 
\fome of them had fled: This he took, with the Caftle into which they retired, 
as aUo the chiefeft Cicy of the Matty whence they fled bsyond the River Hy¬ 
drates, on the bank whereof they drew up into a Battalia. . He followed, and 
with his Horfe skirmiftied a little, not thinking it fit to engage w ch themm 
, . Baccel, being 50000 in number, till the Foor came up. Then they betook 
themfelves to the nexefortifi’d Town, where byhis hardmeffeheran rntoex- 

Thwphoon his Prieft acquainted him, how that by bis art great danger 
. was portented to his perfon, and therefore he advifed him, either to omit, or 
at leaf! to defer the fiege. But he rebuked themany becaufe hereby he weak- 
ned the valor of his Soldiers, and dividing them iiito two pafts, fee upon the 
Town, whereat the Defendants left it and fled into the Caftle. The King 
with thofe about. him broke open a Gate y and entred firft; Then he com- 
. manded Ladders to be fee to the Caftle wall,; which .being but fbwly per¬ 
formed , he took one from a Macedonian , - and reauingat mounted himfelf: 
after him went up PeucefteSy who bore ufualjy bis Shield before him, ( which 
. being taken out of the Temple of Pallas atJM, he would always have fo 
carried) and after him Leonatus by the fameLadder , andone^^j by an¬ 
other. The Areyrafpidcs alfo, ( or thofe who ufed the fivered Shields) fol- 
licitousfor the Kings fafecy, mounting haftily broke the Ladders, and thereby 
hindred others as well as themfelves. The King upon the Wall wasdaidac 
' with Darts on every fide, antflwhen his left armwas wearied with holding hi? . • 

Target, his friends would have hid him leap down again-unto them, who 
were ready td receive him-vn their arms.' 'Buc byan unparallel’d attempt he 
leaped down ton rhe. other fide-into theToft i .where ifhehadnoe by good

By this time thofe three that 
mounted the wall after him were got down, and fought ftoutly for him, of 
whom Abreas was Ibot in the face and fell; the King alfo in the breaft with 
an Arrow,which piercing chrough his Armor near his Pap, fome affirmed, that 
blood and breath iffued together out of the wound, ana he fwooned, being 
covered by Pencefies with his fhield. Now the Macedonians brake into the 
Caftle* and put all to the fword, fparing neither Sex nor Age. They carried 
their King out on a Target, not knowing whether he was alive or dead ; but 
fhorrly after he came to himfelf , and his wound was dreffed, (fome fay by 
CrhobulUs the Rhyfician, others by Perdiccas ) out of which much blood if- 
fuing, he fvVooned again, and that very thing (launched the bleeding. While 
heftayed a little in this place, a report flew to the Army then lying with the 
Fleet at the meeting of the two Rivers Hydraotes and Ace fines, that he was 
dead, and ic gained fuch belief, that the Letters he fenc were taken but as 
counterfeit. Therefore he hafted to the Camp, where he prefenced himfelf to 
the view of them all'there. . ~ 

25. Having efcapedthis great danger amongftche Mailt, (foramongft 
them ic was, and not amongft che Oxy dr actus fome have miftaken.) and re¬ 
turned to his Fleet, he failed down the River, and on the fourth day came to 
a place forfaken of its Inhabitants, but convenient for to make fome flay in. 

Herehe refted many days for the better curing of his wound?, and employed 
his men this while in building of fliips. Hither the Mailt ind Oxy dr act fenc 
to ask pardon, and fubmic themfelves. After which he failed further, and 
came to the confluence of Hydraotes and Ace fines, the former whereof lofeth 
ic felf in the later. Proceeding further, he came through Acefmes into Indus, 

Sailcth into fubduing a certain People in his way who lived in a Free State; and here he 
Indus. made Philip Governor of the Malli and Oxy dr act ^ with all che Country 

down to this place, wherein he alfo gave order for a City to be built. Fol¬ 
lowing on his voiage , he arrived at the Country of the Sanbeflt, ( or 54- 
bract) who living alfo in a popular way of Government, were very populous 
and ftrong, and hearing of his coming nad got together doqoo Foor* and near 
' 8000 Horfe, but upotra fight of his Fleet they let fall their courage, and fenc 
fifty of their principal men to ask peace. From this place on the fourth day 
he came to the feat of the So£d,£> who alfo yielded themfelves ♦ and here by 
Upon which t ^ e River Indus he caufed to be built another Alexandria, which he furnifh- 
hcbuildeth an ed with convenient Havens and Arfenals. Thence he failed down with fuch 
Alexandria ., expedition into the Country of Mufcantts , that he was upon him ere’he 
andfubducch heard of his coming ; therefore the Indian met him with fuch gifts arhis 
cmjicamt, Country afforded , and gave up himfelf with all he had into his hands, ac¬ 
knowledging his fault that he had no fooner done it, 

26. Having here commanded Teryeftes, whom he had fee over the Pare* 
parmfadt , to be put to death, for abufing that People by a covetous and 
tyrannical Government, he caufed a Fort to be raifed in the chief City of 
Mnfic.wus , wherein he left a Garrifon, becaufe che place feemed very con¬ 
venient for keeping the neighbouring Nations in obedience. _ Leaving Mtsfu 
canus in his former power, though not authority, he failed down to the 
Prafli, another Indian Nation, over which ruled Oxycamss . Here he ftormed 
two Cities, in one whereof their King being retired into the Caftle , fenc to 
him to beg pardon , but too laje; for ere the Meffengers could come, at 
Alexander, two Towers fell down, which made way for the Macedonians, 

aod OzycsHis. who entring, killed Oxycanns amongft the reft; which being reported to the 
other Cities, they all yielded themfelves. After this he came into the bor¬ 
ders of the Brachmans, whofe King Sabas (or Sambas') caufed the Gates of 
his principal City to be opened, but afterwards revolted at the inftigacion 
of his Subje&s, fome of whom paid dearly for it in a certain Cicy wherein 
they were taken, Sambas himfelf with thirty Elephants efcaping. Some of 
rhem'were upon pain of death to anfwerto certain hard Queftions, which 
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havin° done, they were diTmiflcd with rewards, as rhoard informed) us. 

Buc ere this, mficanu, had revolted, againft whom Pub™ was Tent, who' 
overpowering him cook himprifoner. He was Crucified in his own Coun- 
crey by Alexandtr's .Command, with all fuch Brachmans as had drawn him 

C ° ^Returning to the River lndm % in the fourth day he came to a Cicie of 
the Brachmans 9 called Hamatelta, the inhabitants whereof hearmg that he 
was invincible, poifonedthe heads,of their Arrows, crufting to their own va¬ 
lour, and the natural ftrengch of the place. He fent a P^y» 'vhich by ^- 

• proaching their Walls, and then retreating, drew them forth, by whichi ftrata- 
Ln, of 5000 he cook 1000. and killed 600. Many of his own men died, 
and thofe who furvivedwere brought into extream dangera™on B ftwhom 

• Ptolemy the fpn of Ugm. He beinplmoft ready to die the ftory goerh 

that Alexander in a Dream had an Her§ (hewed to him ’! vh,c ^ ru ^ 
outwardly applied, helped againft the poyfon; the truth being »^at the virtue stuba libl1 
of this plant was by fame declared to him, and this ftory feignedout^fla C 
tery.' For all this, the befieged yielding, had indemnity granted to them, and 
then came Maris King of the Ifland Pattalena , which he gave up into the 
Conquerours power. Alexander reBored, and Cent him back, commanding 
him q to provide ail neceffaries for his Army l bur failing down thirh r he 
found that be had left theCitie, and retired to the Mountains, vrah all his 
' fubjefts.both of Town and Countrey Alexander fent b °*” en “ 
petfwade them to return, which accordingly diverfe did. Thenhe order 

V H,ph*ft,on ro build a Fort in theCitie, and fent a parey to dig Welbmrtat

But this did not faosfie the Macedonians, fo as to keep them from 
mutinying For, hiving failed the River EhUhs to the Sea, thence to the 
mouthof hffu, and up this River as far as Opts , he there calling them t£ 
gether, give liberty co all who were rendred unfit for fervice, either* rhroneh 
age or maimednefle, to recurn home, promifing great rewards to fuch as wouH 
voluntarily flay and fimfh the War with him. Though he intended hereby to 
gratifie rhem;, yet they made a bad conftruftion of it, as proceeding from 
contempt of them and their fervice, as counting them unfic for War. Thev 
lulled alfo rominde how he ufed the Perfian habit and cuftoms, as did fome 
The Micedo. 2 ? bis favourites; chat the barbarous Nations were admitted amonofl that 
mm mutinic, Jro®p called his friends; and that he had lately caufed 30 odd young men to 
be picked up out of the Provinces, whom trained up in the difcipHne of Mo- 
c 'do»t* y he called Eptgom, or his pofterity. Confideringthefe things, and 
thinking that henovv dtffpifed their'perfons, fafliions, ancf Country, they all 
defired to be disbanded, and bade him go alone to the Wars wich his father 
Hammsn, feeing he fet fo light by his Soldiers. 

* 5*. The Kin* imaged* prefencly caufed thirteen of the ringleaders' to be 
apprehended, and drowned in the River; and reviling the relt bade them 
all begone home. Then entering his Palace, for that day and the next he 
would admit none to his pfefence.

He 
themfdvet he refuted to admit them, but they continued ftill two dayes and as many niches 
i» reconciled, before the gates, profeffing that they would nor depart till he bad companion 
on them. On the third day, perceiving them thus humbled, he came forth to 
them, and Callwes after mutual weening, told him, that it troubled them 
to know others received into his kindred, and tbemfelves excluded from it.

Civil Wars Vox, Perdiccas breathing afeer the Soveraignty, and knowing how able the 
amongft the ocher were to withftand him, grudged Ptolomy exceedingly the poffeflion of 
captain*. Egypt, and through the perfwafion of Eumenes procured much enmity, in viod. 

that having married Nicaa the daughter of Antipater, by his advice, be re- . 

folved to puc her away, and take Cleopatra to wife, the daughter of Philip , 

and fitter to Alexander. This being made known ro Antigonus, he certified yMn.ht, 

Antipater of it, and being calumniated by Perdiccas (who intended co make J 

him away) he fled unto him, with Demetrius his fon. Perdiccas confuting 

with his Officers what in this cafe was to be done, refolved firft to fee upon 

Egypt, left Ptolomy during his abfence in Greece, fihould feize upon Afia,

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VOiui» Alexander now borno: Roxane (who was eight moneths gone With 
child of him when his Facher died) for a more fpecious pretence, marched 
a „,i n ft Ptolemy. Antipater , and Craterus , hearing how things went, clap- 
d up a Peace nrefendy with the t/Etolians, and leaving Polyjpercho h to go¬ 
vern Macedonia and Greece, palled over the Hellespont , and difpatched away 
meflen°ers to Ptolemy to enter inro a league and fociety with him. 

6 . Alceias, with thofe Macedonians he commanded, flatly refufed to fight 
againft chem ; and NeoptoUmw envying Eumenes the chief command, plain¬ 
ly revolted. ’After this, fome were fent to feel Eumenes, but he anfwered, 
that he would rather die than betray his truft, whereupon Antipater and Cra¬ 
ter m divided their Forces. Am,pater marched towards *&gypno joyn with 
Ptolomy, and Crater* ftaied to oprofe Eumenes, wi:h whom fighting in C ap- 
padocia , his Horfe ftumbled, and he was run through with a Lance, and after 
the fiohe died of the wound: Nsoprolemat alfo gracing with Eumenes was 
fl a in by him. By this time Per diet m with the two Kings came to Pelufium 
in isEnpt, where though Ptolomy purged himfelf of the crimes obje&ed 
aoainft him, yet he would purfue his enterprize, though contrary to the incli¬ 
nation of his Soldiers, his end being hereby ro be brought about. Divers of 
his friends nrefendy forfookhim ; yet hefet upon a Cartel near the Nile , 

• and not being able to gain it, marched away and came over againft Memphis, 
where the River parting into two ftreams, maketh an I (land very convenient 
for die lodging of his Army. Endeavouring ro bring his men into it, he loft 
2co in the Ford, for that thofe who firft waded over fo removed the fand at 
the bottom, that the River was coo deep for fuch as followed. Yet did he com¬ 
mand thofe who had got fafe over to return; of whom part were drowned, 
fome caried down the ftream to the Enemie , and others being tolled to and 
fro in the River were devoured by Crocodils. By this imprudent act the 
■ minds of his followers were fo turned againft him, that too of his chief Of¬ 
ficers revolting, he was flain by certain Horfe-men, after he had continued 
in his power almoft three years. * One reporteth, that he was flain at the Ri¬ 
ver Nileby Stleucus and Antigonus. 

n. Ptolomy came over to rhe Kings, whom with the Officers he magnifi¬ 
cently entertained, and then an ele&ion being to be made of a new Gover¬ 
nor for them in the room of Perdiccas , though he could eafity have procured 
himfelf to be chofen , yet he got two others elefted, viz. Pithon one ot 
Alexander' s moll intimate friends, and A idaus, who having the care of the 
funeral committed to him, had at the defire of Ptolomy buried the King’s bo¬ 
dy at Memphis , againft the will of Perdiccas. The Army now being dil- 
pleafed at the death of Craterus , declared Eumenes an Enemy, and chofe 
Amioonus together with Ar.tfater Generals for the fubduing of him. But 
Pihon and A^idaus held not their places long, for Eurydiee the wife of Ari- 
d&us the King, beinga woman of a notable fpirit, would have nothing done 
without her knowlege, and grew fo intolerable, that Pithon therewith wea- 
risd} nnd fccin 0, ths ArfAccdohiuns coo much addicted to her $ called the Sol** 
diers together, and laid down his Proce&orlhip. Into his room then Antipater 
was elefted with full power. . 

8 . A gainft him alfo Enryd.ce raifed fuch a Sedition in the Army, taking 
oca (ion at the want ofpay, that with much ado he efcaped the danger of his 
Pfe, by the means of Antigonus and Seleucus. After this, he anew divided 
fuch Provinces as he faw convenient, placing and difplacing Governors. He 
created Anti genus General againft Lnmenes, fending his ownfon Cafunder 
as CoKonel with him, by whom he might be certified, in cafe he attempted 
any thing for his own eftablifliment; and then with the two Kings be marched 
for Mace o»ia, Eumenes having intelligence concerning thefe Councils, made 
all p.remrr ions poflible for refinance. In the Spring Antigonns came againft 
him inro Ca-padeeia; where he firft attempted by Libels thrown into his Camp, 
to draw his Soldiers from their obedience, offering a great reward for his head.

u. Eumenes not able today any longer m Cappadocia, becaufe Menander 
was Cent from Antimonies againft him, hafted into Cilicia, where the A gy~ 
rafpida being 3000 m number joyned with him. Fearing the envy of the 
Macedonians , for that he was but a Stranger of the Chtrronefus of Thrace 
he caried it with great civility towards all, and made himfelf but equal to the 
other Captains. To contain them in order, he feigned that Alexander had 7 
appeared to him in a dream, fitting upon his Throne, and commanding as P 
forrae-ly, in compliance wherewith, hecaufed a Throne to be erefted in a c 
Tent as for the King, whereon was alfo laid a Diadem and Scepter; and * 
he-ethe Council of Officers were alwaies to affemble : Then, fending his f 
friends abroad he raifed many men, the report of the largneffe of his pay 
drawin* Soldiers out of Greece it felf. Ptolemy and Antigonus fent to take 
off xhz Argyrafpida, and Teutamus one of their Captains was perfwaded by 
them, but was reduced to his former refolution by Antigenes his Collegue, 
and the common Soldiers were quieted by Eumenes , who came upon them 
while yet they were in fear of Antigonus, who threatned, that except they 
would deliver him up, he would come and deftroy them with his Army. Af¬ 
ter this, Eumenes marched into Phoenicia, intending there to provide {hip¬ 
ping that if need were, he might haveencercourfe with Poly fperchon. He alfo 
intended to refeue Phoenicia out of Pcolomie’s hands; but finding himfelf un¬ 
able to accomplifti this defign, he began his march through Catlefyria, *nd 
paffed on till he came to Carr a near Babylon , where he took up his Winter

cth co Cant. ^ „ Antigonus having overthrown at Sea Polyfperchon's Navy, and attemp¬ 
ted fomeching againft the Governours near the Hellefpont, now hafted to 
make a full conqueft of Afia. He chofe out of all his Army 20000 Foot, and 
aoooHorfe, wherewith, for expedition, he marched with fpeed into Cilicia 
to fupreffie Eumenes his forces ere he could get them together, which caufed 
the other fooner to depart into Phoenicia, whence he marched to Carr*. 
Whilft he here remained he fent to Seleucus Governour of Babylon, and Pi- 
thon of Media, for aid againft the enemies of the Kings; to which they an- 
fwered, that they were ready to affift the Kings, but not him, who was con¬ 
demned by a Council of the Macedonians, and they folicited the Captains 
of the Argyrafpid* to forfake him; but in vain. ^ After this he refolved 
To Sufa. for Sufa, thinking to get aide out of the upper Provinces, and money out of 
the Treafurv, and thither he came with much difficulty, Seleucus having 
fo drowned his Camp, that he was forced to get off his men with boats. It 
hapned that the Governours of the Provinces were at this time gathered toge¬ 
ther with many forces againft Pithon, who having flam Philotas, had placed 
his own brother Eudramus in hisftead. Fearing the like might be attempted 
acninftthemfelves, they armed, and having overthrown him in battel, drove 
The Gover- out of Parthia to Babylon, where he fted to Seleucus for relief. Having 
nours of the formerly fent them Letters from the Kings, he now alfo folicited them for 
upper Provin- a -,<j w h e n thus met together, to which they agreed, and came down. Thefe 
eesjoyn with vvare p eiiC cfl's Gove'nour of Per ft a, one of the Keepers of the late King’s 
him ’ body, and now chofen by the reft for their Generaliffimo ; Polemon of Cara- 
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mania , Sibyrum of Arachofta, Stafanaer of Aria, and Drangiana • An- 
dr abacus, who was fent[from Oxyartes Governour of the 'Parapomifada, 
and Eu damns (or Eudamon) Governour of the Oxydraca and Mails, who 
brought with him out of End a 120 Elephants (befides other Forces) which 
he got into his hands after he had flain Perm the King.

Eumenes marched into Perjia, where 
the whole Army was Magnificently entertained by Pencejles the Satrapa, 
who now thought to eftablilK himfelf in the Chief power, but by the great 
cunning of Eumenes,, together with the orher Captains, was retained in his 
former condition, and brought to a greater obfervance of him. Antigonus fol¬ 
lowing him into Perjia, he returned to meet him, but feafting his Army, he 
drunk fo exceffively, that a great diftemper thereby contracted, ftopped him 
for fome dayes,and then was he carried in a Litter out of the noife till 
fuch time as the Front would not march without him in the head of them 
He was therefore conftrained to lead them, and ftiorcly after to frame 
the battel in his Licter, which Antigonus faw, and laughed at ir.

16. Antigonus finding himfelf to have had rhe worft of it, went his way Modem

Here l 'r & 
he divided his Forces into their Winter quarters, not accordingto his own mf ° S ‘ 
defire, but the pleafure of the Soldiers, for the old ones which had followed 
Alexander in his Conquefts were grown fo high, as they would rather «/ive 
Laws to their Captains than receive them.

jnLnqw chought of no lefle than outing him alfo of Egypt it felt' j where¬ 
fore recalling his fon from the Ifland, he commanded all his Forces to meet 
at Anti^onia (a Citie newly built by him upon the River Orontes in Syria , as 
convenient for the lying in wait againft the upperProvinces & Egypt)whkh af¬ 
terwards Seleucus deftroyed,& tranflated the Inhabitants to his Seleucia. An¬ 
tigonus leading the Land-forces himfelf, committed theFleec to his fon, 
which was'to fayl along upon the Coafts with the Army as it marched. Ha¬ 
ving good Provifion both for men and beafts, he marched through the defert; 
the Navy went through great hazard at Sea, but the Tempeft ceafing in good 
time, they came all together unto Nile. Ptolomy by this time had fo fortified 
h,s the feveral mouths of the River, as the Sea-forces could do no good, though 
pedkinna-" removed from one to another , and the Land-Army could not find any 
gainft p lolo- food ac that time of the year, the water being very high: Moreover,many fell a.

Pyrrhus thus obtaining all the Ar¬ 
my without a ftroak, was faluted King of Macedonia by the Soldiers ; but

His de* 
fign was to take^f he could, Caria and Lydia from Lyfimachus , and he took 
divers Towns, ana feized upon Sardis, but A gat bocles, Lyfimachus his 
fon, coming down with an Army againft him, he marched for Phrygia, with 
intention to paffe into Armenia and Media ; and fo attempt to make 
himfelf Matter of fome of the upper Provinces of A fta , which at the worft 
would afford retreating places enough, and other helps to a beaten party. 

In his way hee was fuperiour to ^Agathocles who purfued him, but being 
brought into great diftreffe for want of provifions > there fell withall fuch a 
Plague upon nis Army, that he loft 8000 men, and fo was forced to retreat, 
and came to Tar jus. This place being under Seleucus, he was very loath to 
hurt, for fear of giving him offence, but being forced by wanr,he wrote to him, 
whereby he excufed himfelf, and fadly lamented his condition. Seleucus, 
pitying him at firft, commanded his Governours to ufe him and his Army 
with great refpeCf ; but Procles one of his moft familiar friends, filled his 
head with fuch fufpitions, that he led down an Army towards Cilicia againft 
him, whereat hee wondering retired to the moft convenient place of the 
mountain Taurus, where he fent to him to give him leave to feize upon fome 
Country of the Barbarians, where he might put an end to his flight and wan- 
drings, and fpend the refidue of his dayes. 

i». Seleucus making a bad interpretation of the meflage, onety would idem, 
give way,that giving up for Hoftages the chiefeft of his friends.he might quarter 
for two moneths in Catoania (a Country bordering upon Cappadocia nd fecu- 
red the paffage out into Syria. Here he was kept up as a wild beaft, what by 
Seleucus on one fide, and Agathocles on the other; fo that he was contain¬ 
ed ro betake himfelf to force, and wafting the Territories alwales had the 
better of Seleucus in their encounters, and got pofleffon of the Straights 
which led into Syria. This fo encouraged him , that he thought novy of gi¬ 
ving battel to Seleucus , but falling into a (icknefle thereby his affaires were 
ruined, his Soldiers falling away' from him to the Enemy, or running away, . 
yet he recovered after forty dayes, and away he marched, and getting over, 
the hill Amanus wafted the bordering Territories, Then Seleucus coming 
near him, he joyned and fought him, and overthrew ope of his wings, but 
then all his Army revolted, and he with a very few fled into the Woods, 

At length is Centre endeavouring to paffe to the Sea through the mountains, his djfco- 
forced to yield verin g there the Enemies fiers prevented that attem.pt, and then one faying he 
himfelf to muft even' yield himfelf, he drew 1 his Sword and would therewith have ended 
Stleutus, his life, but being hindred by his friends, he fent to Seleucus by their ad¬ 
vice and yielded.

cher, and ftirred him up to make War upon her husband. The■ 
fled to the Romans for help againft the j£to!ians , who were then comman 
dedto abftain from their incurflons, but defpifing the Ambaffage >harrafed 
the borders both of A carnaniawd Epirus ; an d Olympias having delivered 
nn the Kingdom'to her fon, they all ffiortly after died ; Demetrius alfo 
(whom we read * to have alfo enjoyed Cjrene and all Lybia, but know not 
how he pot it) furvived not long after, dying when he had reigned ten years, 
and softer the death of Alexander the great. _ . n . 

n.He left hehind him a fon called Philip who being very young,and the Prin¬ 
ces of Macedonia fearing an Anarchy, they confuted Anttgonus {the brother ^ h 

or uncle of the deceafed, for both are affirmed) his Tutor, giving his mother to ^ 
him in mariage.

Sparta cometh fought .for an opportunity of War as moft ficto bringi about bis purpofe. 
to be ingaged Ever (jnce the Viifories of Lyfander, luxury and OEhdr .vices bad crept into 
and how. Sparta, together with the ufe of riches. And the equality of poffeffions in 
Land was taken away by one Ephades m Eph'orus , who’having a fon that dif- 
pleafed him, that he might difinherit him, procured a Law to be paffed, uieTlmt* 
that any one might difpofe of his Lands, either in hislife time or at his death, chum in Agide 
to whom he pleafed.;. - Hereby it was come to that paffe, that there be'rn^ & clemene - 
700 Citizens of Sparta and more , of. thofe not above ioo pofTeffed all the 
Lands and Eftate, and-the reft being void both of wealch and honour lay idle 
at home, unwillingly ingaging in War, and expeaing-an occaflon of change. 

’TheEphori tyrannized with unparalleld impudence, domineering over the 
Kings,, and ordering thofe at their pleafure, the fervants of whom they had 
•formerly been. Agisms of the Stdrtan' Kings, of the family of Enrythn , 
che fonof ■ Eudamidos^ md thz lixth from Agefilauty burned with a defire 
of bettering th^ftate of. affaires, and ;as.a means unto itj endeavoured the 
reduction of Lycnrgus his model for nheequal divifron*jbf Lands; but Eeom 
nidae.his Colleoue being of a luxurious temper oppofed "him, and he was wic¬ 
kedly murdered by the hands of the Popular Villainsxf&Ephori. 

11.. This noble fpirited man being taken away, apd his brother Archida - 
mas deftroyed, Cleomenes the fon of Leonidas was King alone, and being of 
a far different temper from his Facher, upon hearing whit Agis hid gallantly 
endeavoured, refolved to purfue and accomplish what- he hid atcempred, and 
to take away utterly the power of thofe Popular Tyrancs, who ufurped the 
whole authority. Neither did thefe cvvo Kings defire to become affercors of 
Popular power by the reftitucion of the Lott of Lycurgus , bur rather of 
Monarchy ; for the reftitucion of thofe-Lots would not promote the power of 
the Commons who were ftill to be kept under, as they were by the Laws of 
Lycurgus ; but onely reduced chem to that equality of wealth which might 
fecure them from being infulted over by their fellow Commoners, as they had 
been of late, by fuch as had ingrofled the riches of the State. As this might be 
-.intended by the two Kings, fo it appeareth from Plutarch, that A git ac- 
temptedtoget himfelf reputation, and Cleomenes for bis prefervation, by gain¬ 
ing the good-will of the People, and making them fure on ■ their fide when 
foever they fhould be ready for the great defign of -deftroying the Ephori. 
cieoi ene fe'l Nowthougb A git mifeariedin his attempt, yet Cleomenes perfected what he 
lethffic^ S £pfjori ^ intended. For he furprized the Ephori by his Mercenaries, killed four 
andreftoreth of the five, overthrew all their chairs except one , which he intended as a 
Lycurgus his Chair of State for himfelf. Then reftored he the Laws of Lycurgus, as to 
Laws. equal poffeffions. and difeipline, and for that there was none left of the fa¬ 
mily of Eurytion , made his own brother Leonidas King with him. But as 
was fa id,perceiving this change would be becter made in War than Peace, he 
caufed the War betwixt the State, and the’ Achaam 9 'and bribed the Ephori 
to fend him forth in the Expedition. 

12. To him therefore the Italians fent, and ftirred him up againft the. 

Achaans % 
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Ach&ans ; and chat they might ftrengthen themfelves, and more eafily fup- 
pretTe them, they made peace again with Macedonia , and without doubt had 
brought abouc their purpofe, had chey not had to do with Aram , who un¬ 
dermined their Councils. They (uttered Cleomcntt to take in divers Towns 
which belonged unco themfelves, not onely not oppoiing but confirming 
him in the potteftion of them, which knowing well enough to be in¬ 
tended onely to ftrengthen him againft his party, yet thought none were co 
be firft oppofed with War; but after that C leone ties with great boldneffe had 
be^uo to build a Fort in the Territories of. Megalopolis , then were the Lace¬ 
demonians declared' Enemies. At firft the Ache an s undertook the Warre 
againft them by themfelves; partly for that they thought it more honourable 
apd-fafe to defend their own Eftate, and partly for that they were loth to dif- 
Ptolomy (whohad been formerly a good friend to them) by feeking 
fcff .thspatronageof any other j but the War going on. ( Cleomenes now ha¬ 
vin'* oyerthrown the Achaans in divers battels) Aratus thinking it a difgrace 
forliim to be worfted by the young Laccdamonian, and being jealous ftrll of 
; t be knavery of the o&i\olians, concluded it was high time to look about him; 
at ieaftfor a fupply. ' . 

13. Confidering with.himfelf the power of Antigonus King of Mace* 
donia , and withall >his faichfulne'ffe; and that he was prone to enter into 
Leagues and alliances, he refolved to make a Confederacy with him; biit 
‘ chat fecrecly, as well becaufe he .knew the Italians would feek to prevent 
him, as for, chat,his people would be difeouraged at the thought of expe&ing 
help, from an Epa^]. Knowing therefore the Megalopolitans to be (ore pref- 
fed With, the War, ..(?having little help from the Aohaans ) and how good af¬ 
fection. they bore to the Macedonia* Court ever fince Philip the fon of 
Amjntaiy who deferved very weft of them, he fent for two of his friends 
thence (Nicophanes and CercidA) and dealt privately with them to perfwade 
their Citizens to crave aid of Antigonus. Thefe two were therefore fent to the 
Achaans ,and to Macedonia ifcheyfhould thinkfit, who giving way to it, 
they coming co the King according to the inftruCtions from Aratus, propofed 
to him co confider,, . Whither this con junftion of Cltomtnes and the f/ptolians 
would tend ; and whether when the Achaans were eaten up, he himfelf 
would nor be in danger, feeing the covetoufneffe of the f/E.tolians , and 
Cleomenes his ambition could not be contained in letter limits thanthofeof 


Greece it feif. He anfwering, that if it Jhou/d feem good to the Achaans, 
he would fend aid to, tbofe of Megalopolis : thefe being at this much encou¬ 
raged, laboured co perfwade them to give way to it, but Aratus then fear¬ 
ing that if the coming down of Antigonus fhould breed any inconvenience, 
the blame would fall all upon him, difl waded his People from receiving as 
yet any aid , and made them try firft what they could do of themfelves, ex¬ 
horting each particular City to fight ftoutly for their liberty:but Ptolomf find¬ 
ing the Lacedamomans now cp be more for his pupofe to wichftand the Ma¬ 
cedonian ^ ftirred up Cleomenes againft him, and furniftiing him with money, 
he alfo had brought the Achaans by divers ingagements to fuch a low ebb, as 
they were now in great danger to lofeall, and therefore they implored aid 
of Antigonus ,and Aratus fent his fon co confirm whaefoever baa been of¬ 
fered on his part. 

14. He then marched down, though a great difficulty there was at firft for 
this to be hoped for by the Achaans, by reafon that the Cartel of Corinth 
Who march- which chey had taken out of the hands of the Macedonians together with the 
«h down. ^ x 0V Yn, and which would be now mighty convenient for the carrying on of the 
And alfo Wari r heyknew not how to reftore unro him. But Cleomenes now profpering 

u * om > exceedingly, and having reduced nine Cities into his power, the Corinthians 

fent to bun, offering him their City, and commanded all the Achaans to be 
gone ; fo rhac at this Aratus taking occafion (who before, durft not give them 
up into the hands of the Macedonians without their confenc) reftored the 
Carte! into the power of Antigonus. Cleomenes (who after his taking the 
nine Cities, went and fate down before Sicyon ) hearing the intention of the 

Achaans 
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f chains an .i the Kinfti arched with great fpeed to the Ifthmus, and then 
- tortihed the place net yveen the Cattle oi. Corinth’and the Mountains, Onii 
vv ith a c.Yxn and buivKirV; Am looms with 20000 Foot,, and 1400 Horfe, 
coming '•b'fit’gh ^/Euboea. (tor that the ^/Etolians had forbidden him at his 
peril pr-fic through the Scraightsof I hirmopyla) found no little oppofition 
from (-h*v>mes, till Argos revolting 'to Aratus (by the means of Arif ode 
t rend, who with help from Sicponfa upon the Cartel, Megiflonus who 
wn;!encto -elieve it being (bin) fotthac he feared if this Fort fhould be ta- 
k. J :t the Enemy might thereby flop up thepaflage , and at his eafe invade La- 
c ^ iul 7 he drew down his forces from Corinth ; then Antigonus encering 
Pehponhefsts cook Corinth in his way,: where placing a Garrifon he followed 
Cleomenes to Argot, who having by a wile entred the Town, laboured again 
co reduce ir, and took feme parts thereof , but feeing him come down from 
the Mountains againft him, withdrew himfelf out, and fo by Maminea re¬ 
turn'd ro Lacedxmon. Antigonus coming to Argos commended and encou¬ 
raged the Citizens, and thencemarching prefently for Arcadia, reduced di¬ 
vers Forrs, which he delivered into the hands of the Megalopolitans : after 
which coming to tABgiuns to the general meeting of the 'Achaans ( where he 
held confulncions with them) he was declared General of all the Alfo- 
c'vres, and there cook up Winter-quarters for his Army, viz,, at Sic)on an d 
Corinth . 

t^.At the beginning of Spring he gathered tip Ms forces, and befieged TV™*, Toh ,. .... 
wnere the met him. Having this Town yielded co him, hecbence mJdtin 

marched fpeedily into Laconia, where Cleomenes meecing.him unon the bor- Amo, 
ders there patted fome light skirmifhes betwixt them, and then he hearing that 
the Garrifon Soldiers at Orchomenusw ere coming ro help the Enemy,der>arred 
fodaitilv thither, and prefently' ftormed the place ar the firft. onfec. Thence 
moving to Maminea, that Town prefently was taken, the chief of the inha¬ 
bitants whereof (beciufe though, when A talus cook the. City, hee re¬ 
ftored rhem to their former privileges, yet they again revoked, and put all 
his Garrifon ro the fword) for their ingratitude were puctodeach; of the 
reft parr were fold, and pare fent into Macedonia , their wives and children 
made Hives; and their Town was given by Antigonus to the Ar gives , who 
thirher refolved to fend out a Colony, and Aratus being made Prator , made 
a Decree for changing rhe name of it into Antigonia. After this, Andgo- 
nus took Uerea and te/phufa, and Winter then drawing on he went again 
to the general Attemblyof the Achaans , lending out his Soldiers to their 
quarters, which Cleomenes taking notice of, and that Megalopolis wasthree 
dives march from ^£gium, and wanted a fufficient Garrifon, brake in thi¬ 
ther fecrecly in the night, where though he found fuch oppofirion as both he 
and his were brought into great danger, yet' became he Mafter of the place, 
and fo cruelly raged againft it (as Polybius a 'Citizen thereof telleth us) that 
no hope rhen feemed to be lefc of Peopling it again. This City being taken, 
he marched a Way to Argos (where Antigonus wintered) co harrafe the ter¬ 
ritories ; a rafh enterprife as the Vulgar judged, but prudent enough of it felf, 
con fide ring that the King’s Army being at a great diftance, and he thereby un¬ 
able ro refift, the Ar gives would then murmur againft him, and he thereby be 
brought into contempt. This hapned juft as he imagined , but Antigonus 
though very much fpenc of the Ptifick, lived to the next. Summer to regain 
his credit. 

16. In the beginning of Summer he led towards Laconia an Army of 
26800 men (his own and of the attociates) which Cleomenes expeiling for¬ 
tified the pattage betwixt the two mountains Eva and Olympus , placing his 
brother, ar the former, and fecuring the later himfelf, having in all about 
20000 in his Army. Antigonus wondering at his skill and induftry in this 
fortification, pitcht his Tents upon the River Gorgylus, bethinking himfelf 
whit he ftiould do; at laft finding all paffages made up, they both agreed to try 
the Matter in battel. At the beginning of the fight thofe on Cleomenes hisparty 
vvith the light Armour placed amongft his Horfe,feeing the Illyrian cohorts not 
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^ robe backed by the Achaans, fell upon their Reer, and had done great mi- 
rchief, but that Fhilopomenes a Megalopolnan (then but young) giving no- 
tice of it to the Officers, and they not regarding him, ftirred up his fellow Ci, 
tizens, and fell upon'the Enemies horfe, which made the other return to their 
former place to help their Companions. After this the fortune of the day in- 
dinedto Amigomts his fide,for Euclidas undid himfelf by the bad choice of 
his oround, receiving the Illyrians not on the fide of the Hill, fwhereby though 
he mi°ht have been repulfed,yet ftili he might have had the advantage of be- 
in* higher than the Enemv) but juft on the top,fo that being thence removed, 
and forced downwards o'nthe other fide, the Illyrians had rbe advantage of 
him. Cleomenes perceiving his brother overthrown, and the horfe on the 
plain to have the worft, for fear the' Enemy ffiould compaffe him in , was 
forced to remove thecarriages from behind his Army, and draw it out as well 
as he could ro prevent that. Then the Files coming to be Antigonus 

~ r u orelfina upon the Macedonians in great violence with his doubled Files , put 
them to flight/and many being (lain, Cleomenes efcaped with a few in his 
Company, and got to Sparta. 

27. Cleomenes coming to Sparta, advifed the people which flocked about Polybius ut 
him to receive the Conquerour,and then by night getting to Gytbium, thence JW*- 
went to Alexandria in Egypt, w hereas if had either deferred the battel a lit¬ 
tle longer, or Rayed at home, he might eafily have recovered his former con¬ 
dition. For, Anf igonus fuddenly following him got Sparta , and very nobly, 
and with great humanity ufed the Citizens, reftoring to them their antient li¬ 
berties, but jfhortly after was conftrained to leave thac place, and Peloponnefus 
alfo, being palled home by an invafion of the Illyrians mto Macedonta,\\hve 
they madehavock of all things. From Sparta he came to Tegea , which he 
again j-eftored into the form of a Commonwealth, and thence to Argos, at 
tEe cime of the Celebration of the Nemean Games, where by the Decree of 
the General Affembly of the Achaans in common, and each of the Cities m 
partiailar, he had all pofflble honour given him. After this he marched with 
areat fpeed into Macedonia, where he overthrew the Illyrians in battel, but 
got his own death ; for with exhorting his Soldiers, and Iboutmg in the hght, 
he lo ftrained his Lungs that he fpat bloud, and thereby his Confumption was 
hei*htned, which in a (hort time made an end of him, after he had difcharged 
the Office of a faithfull Guardian, a good King, and of an expert and valiant 
Dicth of a Captain ten years, A.M.3782. and the id of the 139 th Olympiad, 100 years af-

18. Philip then fucceeded this his Uncle, and once his Guardian, being panfan. « 
fixteen years old, in whom the Prediaion of Sibylla was verified, that the Achate*.

21. Thefe things having given the occafion to the Social war,ic prefently was 
decreed againft the o£tolians. For, the A chaans meeting together, ordered 
that fomeffiould be fent ro the Epirotes, Boeotians, Phocians, Acarnani- 
. ans , and unto Philip, t 0 acquaint them that they had broken the League 

now twice by the invafion of Achaia, to defire help againft them, and to re- 
, ceive the Mefjemans into che alliance ; moreover it was refolved, that the 
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~ ' j> r£ , or Hiould agree wich the Lacedemonians and Mefenians, what Forces 

Ihould be raifed by their States. The Italians alfo affembling, that they 
miohr make a breach betwixt the Acheans and their affociates> refolved to 
make Peace with the Lacedemonians and Mefenians, but as for the Acke¬ 
rs themfelves, they abfurdly decreed, that on no other condition would they 
have Peace with them, except they forfook the fociety of the Mefenians: 

The Epuotes, and Philip, after audience given to the Ambafladors, willing¬ 
ly received the Mefenians into the alliance ; but as for the «/£ tolians, not 
at all wondering at their cariage (for that it being but agreable to their cuftome 
o; piracy and robbing, their cuftome fometbing excufed the badneffe of the A• M. 37 »j. 
aftion) they refolved Itill to keep Peace with them. But Scerdtlasdas the ' h

dccre A ed , a ‘ him, and unammoufly decreed a War againft the JEtolians, in the firft year 
Siix? of the 140 Olympiad (as Polybius telleth us) and about that time that Ban.

22. whilft Philip was about Corinth, great ftirs hapned at Lace demon by 
real'on of him. For fuch as were his Enemies there, caufed fome of his par¬ 
ty left they fhould tell how they flood affe&ed, to be (lain, and afterwards 
the Ephon (who had brought the People to decree a continuance in the league 
with him) to be murdered as they were facrifizing, and then joyned their 
State to the Atolians, and after they had heard of Cleomenes his death in 
£oyp ti made a new election of Kings (whereof one was Lycurgus, an ob- 
feure man, and no: of the race of Hercules) having lived m way of a Free 
State about three years, ever fince they were fee free by Antigontts y till phis 
time, when their liberty fo called, had bred great ftrife and emulation. 

Philip coming to JEgium to the general meeting, the Acheans renewed the 
Changes at leagues and confederacies formerly made with his Anceftors, and then with . 
ucedtemon . a oreat deal of credit he returned into Macedonia , thereto make provifions 

for the War, where fpending the Winter in levying Forces, and fortifying 
that Country againft forein attempts, he alfo fo dealt with Scerdilatdas as 
hee drew him over from the JEtolians to his own party, byreafonthey had 
not made him partaker of the booty, as they had covenanted with him. Du¬ 
nn" this time feveral affociates were fent to for afliftance in the War , and a- 
mongft the reft the Mefenians , who though they gave the occafion of it, 
yet anfwered, being overpowered by the Pretors of the Italians, that fee¬ 
ing Phygalea was fituace in their borders and belonged unto them, they would 
not affift in the War, except it was firft taken out of the hands of the JEto- 
lians, Lycurgus the Lacedemonian King getting fome Forces together,m- 

vaded the borders of the Argives , and took feveral Towns, they not {land¬ 
ing at all upon their guard, expecting no a£ts of HoftUity from theft' friends 
aslhey counted them , and then was War proclaimed by the JE tolians againft 
rhe Acheans. They were much elevated being now in a flourifhing condi¬ 
tion, the other on the contrary were put to it, for that Philip in whom was 
their chiefeft hope, was onely yet providing for the War: the Epirotes would 
do nothing till they faw him begin, and the Mefenians remained neuters; 
but fhortly after, the marching of Philip from Macedonia revived their 
drooping fpirics. 

23. For having got together an Army of 15000 Foor, and 500 Hone, volybius 
' he departed from Macedonia , for Thefalie and Epirus, intending through fiipra. 
them to invade i/Eio/ia. Coming into Epirus , he was perfwaded there by 
the Inhabitants to fen upon the City Ambracus and recover it, (which the 
t/Etolians had gotten ouc of the hands of the Epiortes) to which he was fo 
D unwife 
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unwife as to agree, and thereby loft rhe opportunity of finishing the Warre 
prefently, by negle&ing to invade the inland Countries of JEto/ia , and by 
harkening to the Epirotes, who more regarded their private profit than the 
publick good. In the mean time, in Peloponnefus things went on in favour 
of the Italians : for chough they had been repulfed with fome Ioffe from 
&g*r*, a City of the Acheans , yet Euripidas the General of the Eleans 
made inrodes upon divers of the affociates, got much booty, and took divers 
Towns, with the Caftle of the Dimeans ; Lycurgus the Lacedemonian took 
Atheneus a Town belonging to the Megalopolfans , and Aratus fon to the 
other the Captain of the Acheans could hire no Soldiers (becaufe behind al¬ 
ready wich much pay) and with fear and indiferetion managed the bufinefle 
Scopes the Scopes the Pretor of the JEtolians, through 7 he false invaded Macedonia, * 
oeiolkn inva- where wafting all with fire and fword about Plena, he thence went to Dium 
dech Maccdo- whi cb ,the Inhabitants thereof nor flaying his coming,he burnt, and overthrew 
Ka the images of the Kings. Philip by this time had taken Ambracus in the 

fpaceof forty dayes, and thereby fatisfied the greedy defires of the Epirotes • 
then hearing what Scopes had done in Macedonia, he pafled fpsedily over the 
Bay of Ambracia, and through Acamania invaded the JEtolians. 3 

24. Pitching his tents before Pheteas, after many ftiarp skirmifties he ldem 

And Philip received that ToWn upon compofttion,and overthrew a party of 500 t/Etolians, MA> 

o£tolia. who were coming co relieve it; after which, as he was wafting the Country 
the Ambaffadors of the Achxans came to him defiring help. He promifed to 
cake their bufinefle into confederation, and marched for Metropolis, the In¬ 
habitants of which flying into the Caftle, he burnt the Town, and thence 
moving towards Conope, fome Forfe endeavoured to hinder him from paflin" 
the River, but finding ic to be in vain, retired into the Town, and after this” 
none daring any more to fhew themfelves, he pafled unmolefted through the 
Country, taking many Towns and Caftles, the walls of which hedemolilh- 
ed, onely Oeniade he refolved to fortifie. Whilft he thus imployed himfelf, 
news came from Macedonia, that the Dardamans had refolved co make an in- 
vafion; whereupon judging ic requifite to look home,he difmifled the Achean ■ 

■ Ambaffidors wich this anfwer, that as foon as he had provided for the fecuri - 
ty of his own Kingdom , he would ufc his be ft; eudeavo r to relieve them. 

Returning that way he came, wich great journeys he pafled through Epirus, 
and when he had arrived at Pella, the Dardanians hearing of his return dif- 
banded their Army, and then he prefently marched back "into Thefa/ie, in¬ 
tending to pafle away the remaining of the Summer at Lari fa, Dorimachus 
now being created Prator of the tAEtololiam invaded Epirus, and aarrafin» the 
Country, robbed, and then deflroysthe Dodonean Temple; but Philipxmi 
in Winter, when ic was little expe&ed by any, leavech Lari fa, and paflin" 
over his Army from Theffalie into Euboea, pafled through Bccotia, and the 
confines of Megaris , and about the Winrer folftice , cometh co Corinth , 
whither calling Aratus the elder to him to confulc of affaires, he writes to 
the Prator , and feveral Cities of the Acheans , afligning them when and 
where to meet him. * 

25. Having taken rhis orderhe departed from Corinth to Diofcurtum i a 

Cicy of the Phliafans , and thence to Caphye , where he had appointed the ldm lbld ’ 
And p elopo i- Ach «* m t0 meec & m , lighting in his way upon a party which Euripidas was 
nefus. leading towards the Territories of the Slcyonians to wafte them, whereof 
22oo he took; the other being {lain by his men, and perifhing amongftche 
high Rocks, ^100 onely efcaped with their Leader. This vi&ory got him 
abundance of honour (it being heard he was come, and had overcome alfo at 
the fame time) which to maintain and increafe, after he was come to Ca¬ 
phye, he jov.ned Aratus the younger to him with about 10000 men, and 
marched to Pfophis an ancient Town of Arcadia, fituace in the middle of 
Peloponnefus, and upon the confines of the Eleans , who then had ic in their 
hands, and whither Euripidas their Captain had now withdrawn himfelf after 
his defeat. . This place Philip had a great mind unto, as very convenient 
for the carrying on the War.

27 Writing to the Prator of the Achaans to relieve the Mermans, he 
invaded their Country, andcaking Thermos, gavehis; Soldiers leave: to plun¬ 
der the Villages, in revenge for what the ^£toham f had done at Dim in Ma¬ 
cedonia, rifled and burnt the Temple, for which he is gnevoufly reprehen¬ 
ded bv Polybius. After this returning on fhipboard, Leontius and Megaleas 
in their cups fo abufed Aratus, as to throw Hones at him, for which the for¬

Here letters of cJMegalea* were brought to him, wherein he flirred up the 
JEtolians to proceed m the War, for that he would be in great ftrai°hts for 
provifions, whereupon he judging Apelles to have been the chief caufe of thofe 
evils, fent him in cuftody co Corinth , and ordered Alexander to *o to 
Thebes and purfue Megaleas.

6 • L&vintts took prefently Zacynthus an Ifland near to Mtolta, having a Citie in

After this he hifted inro The (false, 
where leaving Per feus with a party to reftrain the Etolians , he thence mar¬ 
ched cowards Thrace againft the Madi, which were ivont to make inroads in¬ 
co Macedonia when the King was abfenc in the Wars; from them he cook 
Jampharnia, and attempted other places. But the Etolians now aiming ar, 
and expecting great things, becaufe of their conjunction with their Romans, £j' y* m 
flruck terror into almoft all the other Greeks ; wherefore the Achaans , Paso. ‘ ' 
tians, Euboeans, Epirotes , and Acarnanians implored his help, for all which 
- he provided as well as hemighc,and fent a party to defend Preparethus the 
Ifland, at which he heard chat Attains coming into Europe , arrived , bein® 
chofen by the Etolians their Commander in Chief. Scopas the Etolian 
hearing he was gone into Thrace, invaded Acarnania , the Inhabitants where¬ 
of fending away their Wives, Children, and Aged into Epirus , vowed never 
co return except as Conquerors, rather than to be again enflaved under the 
Etolians, This the Enemy hearing, was fomething amated at their refolu- 
tion, and then knowing of Philip his coming, returned home, and he when he • 
jheard they had fodone, returned alfo unto Pella. The year after he fuc- idcmlib.ij 
coured the Achaans fore molefted by Machanidas Tyrant of Sparta, and 
the Etolians , & went’againft Lamia, a Citie of the Etolians, who coming 
out co meet him, he overthrew them in two feveral ingagements, after which 
they (hutting up themfelves in the Town, he drew down his Army to Pha- 
lara a Maritime Citie of 7 hejfaly , whither AmbafTadors came from Ptola- 
wy , the Rhodians, Chians, and Athenians to compofe the difference betwixt

holding it an unworthy thing that thofewhohad theworft of it inthe War 
fhouldVwe Laws to the other, broke up the meeting and leavying 4000 men 
for a def ence to the Achaans, went to Argos. In the mean while P.Snlpicms 
cornin'* with the Roman Fleet from Naupaflus, landed betwixt Corinth and 
Stcyon° and wafted the Countrey; but Philip lighting uponhis:men1 drove 
them to their fhips, and then going to Dyma, caft out thence the G«r iron °| 
the EMians, called thither by the Eleans. Their .Territories he alfo wafted 
(Cydiadas the General of the Achaans having united his Forces with his) 
a£ ,,- in and then went againft the Citie it felf. It hapned that Snlptctnsms fecret- 
worflcd by the j y o 0C in thither with 4000 men, which ftruck a terror into the beftegers as 
Romm at Elis. p oon as t hey efpied the Roman colours , and Philip would fain have drawn oft 
his men ; but a skirmilh being begun he was forced co charge the Roman Co¬ 
hort with his horfe. His own horfe being fhot under him, a lharp conflict 
followed about his perfon now onfoot, but being overpowered, he was refeued 
by his followers, and mounting another fled away. Then pitched he his 
Tents five miles from Ells, and the nexc day marching to Pyrgus a Caftle not 
far off, '.here took a multitude of Countrey people, which with their Cartel 
had fled thither for piore&ion ; but as he was dividing the plunder, a Meflen- 
t*er came out of Macedonia, and informed him, that a certain manof the R- 
ropiam had taken Lychn,dns,znd was raifingthe Dar damans ; wherefore lea¬ 
ving 2500 men under the Government of Menippus and Polyphas , for a 
Guard to the A c h<tans,zmy he marched into Thejfaly^whzrQ he heard the 
Dardaniam had invaded his Kingdom, and that he was reporced to be {lain. 
After his departure Sulpiaus went and wintred at Egina with Attains , and 
the Ach&ans fought profperoufly againft their Enemies.

Philip now being at Demetrias , great complaints came to 
him of the Etolians , who being very high, troubled grievoufly the Affociates; 
the A cha ins moreover being molefted again by Machanidas Tyrant of Lace- 
dt£>non, and defiring aid, he difmifled the Meffengers with promife to pro¬ 
vide for the fafety of all as near as he could, and appointed fires to be made 
on the tops of the Mountains, with a Watch-Tower, to give him warning if 
the Enemy invaded the Sea-Coafts. The fires upon the coming of the Navy 
to Orens were by the cunning of Plator made too late; but upon thefign gi¬ 
ven he hafted with his Army (having beaten off the Etolians who oppofed 
him at the Straights of Thermopylae) and came to Elatea a Town in Phocu. 
Attains at this time,& the Proconnl having'attempted Chalets tonopurpofe, 
came to Opus, which being taken, the King’s Soldiers were to have the 
plunder of it, as the Romans had befote of Orens . Here he flaying too 
long to gather money, was almoft furprifed by Philip, and hafting to his 
(Flips, hid not got all his men aboard before he fell upon him ; then depart¬ 
ing to Oreus, he there received news that Prnfias King of Bthinia had in¬ 
vided his Kingdom , fo chat he prefently returned home, and Snlpicius to 
Edna.

for fifteen dayes. This feeming ftrange to the Rtolians , they prefencly 
concluded he was bribed fo it by Philip^ not accounting barter of otners than 
according to their own covetous humour; burffc being displeafed with them, 
not onely for the matter of the plunder, buc alfo for that they gave out 
fleighting words of the Roman valour (Attributing the good fuccerfe to cherri- 
felves) nearing alfo that Antiochus King cfi'Afi* was coining -towards E*-

liberty, thefe were left to their diferetion becaufe of Antiochus, who, as all 
Step thought, had incewiqgs to attempt fomething upon Europe : therefore 
Elaminims perfwaded them to give up Corinth inco the hands of the Acha- 
t an 4 .keep that Caftle, Demetrias md Chalcis in their own power.

♦ dot? with his former, he grew fomething impatient , andefpecially amongft 
other thdngs, this vexed him,that power of animadverting upon thofe Mace¬ 
donians who had revolted in che War, was taken from him; for after that An¬ 
tiochus was overcome, and the War with the BLtolians was now in hand.

This pacified him for the prefent, yet did he not let fall his 
indignation, but in time of peace made all provifionpoffible for another 
War, increafing his Revenues not onely by Cuftoms, but by renewing 
the works of the Mines, and digging others, as alfo caking care for increafing 
the number of his people now exhaufted. Whileft he thus imployed himfelf, 
there wanted noc an occafion co inflame his mind anew ; for the T 'heffaUant 
and Athamanians fent to Rome to complain of him; Eumenes alfo about the 
Cities 0$ Thrace. The Senate not being willing to judge the matter in his 
abfence,fent three Commiffioners into Greece, to hear and determine it, who 
fitting, and hearing all parties as Arbitrators, were fomething provoked by 
fome words he uttered, affirming, that as yet the Sun of aH the dayes he had to 
live was not fet ; and all being heard,they Decreed he ffiould withdraw his 
Guards from all the Greek. Cities, and that the Kingdom of Macedonia 
ffiould be terminated by its antienc limits. As for-the Cities of 7 hr ace, 
much being alleged pro and con , beewixt him and Eumenes ; chey. kept the 
middle way, referving the decifion of that to the Senate, and ordered in the 
meantime that his Garifon Soldiers ffiould be drawn out of them. The Se¬ 


nate refolved he ffiould quit - them, and all che Maritime Coafts o£ Thrace- y

Had Fhilip lived a little longer, Amgonas had got poffeffion of the 
Kingdom by his means; but things being not now ripe he loft it by chepro 
cutemmtof the Kings Phyfician, who when he faw there was no hopes of 
life, fent and acquainted Perfeas with it, and kept clofe bis deatb 'dlhs 
arrival fo that then hiving opportunity to oppreffe his Enemies not once 
thinking of it* he obtained the Kingdom.

From him ««*• 
the 'Partb'vm the Parthtans firft revolted. Who being (as * Juft in out of Trogus tells us) *Lib. 41. 
revolt. Exiles out of Scythia (in the language of which Countrey Paribus fignifieth 

fuch an one) were very obfeure under the Government of the Modes and Ttr- 
ftans, and being Conquered by Alexander , when none of his Captains after 
his death would accept of the Scveraignty over them, fell to the lot of Satd- 
genor a ftranger, but a friend co the Macedonians. They followed firft 
menes in the Civil Wars; after his death Antigonus, and then fubmitted 
chemfelves co Seleucus and hisSucceffors , til! now they took occafion to 
revolt at the inftigacion of Arfaces. His brother 7 iridates, Argathdcles the Strabo lib.u.'i 
GQvernour of thefe parts endeavouring filthily to abufe was flain,and then the 
Macedonians were thence expelled. At the fame time Thtodotus the Go¬

ptolomy Eucr- unworthy aCl the Cities conceiving great indignation, provided a great Fleer, 
getes reven- and to revenge her death, gave up themfelves to Ptolomy, who invading Syria 
geth the de«h fl e w Laodice, feized upon Calejyria, with Seleucia , got into his hands Syria , 
of his fitter Cilicia , and the upper Provinces beyond Euphrates, and almoft al \Afta, 

Berenice. even as far as Battria. Without doubt he had Conquered all Seleucus his 
Kingdom, had he not been forced by a Domeftick Sedition to return , afrer 
whofe departure Seleucus having prepared a great Fleet for the reducing of 
thofe Cities which revolted from him , loft it in a great Tempeft , at the 
which they were fo far from rejoyring, that pitying him for this fliipwrack, 
they voluntarily returned to obedience. 

7. Re- 
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7. Rejoycing that he fared fo well by his flupwrack, be now made War 
upon Ptolomy, but being overthrown fled co Antioch in great fear, being as 
deftic ureas before, though be found not fuch relief. For, writing to his Idcm ***** 
He invadeth younger brother Amiochus, he craved his help, offering him all Aft a wirhin 
ptolomy and the Mountain Taurus for a reward, who (though he was but yec fourteen 
thence is caft years old) being greedy of reigning imbraced this occafion, and then behaved 
into great not himfelf asannelper or brother, but like a robber, intending co gee the 
foaigbc*. vvhole Kingdom. He {hewed incredible boldneffe in invading and fnatching, 
whence he had the Sirname of Hter ax or Goftauck . Ptolomy hearing of • 
his aiding his brother, left he fhould have two to deal with at once, made 
Peace with Seleucus for ten years; and then Antiochus hiring the Gauls , 
wich them made War upon his brother in the other’s ftead, in which he had 
jtntiodm the better of r, and they fuppofing Seleucus to be flain in the battel (chat 
Hiccax his cutting off all the Royal race they might be Lords of A ft a) turned their 
brother rebel- f orce againft him that hired them; fo that Antiochus was glad to purchafe 
ct ‘ 1, his freedom with Gold, and enter into fociety with his Mercenaries. The 

two brothers being thus at odds, and every one gaping after Aft a, Eumtnes 
of Bithmiapm in amongft the reft, and overthrowing che Gauls , and after 
them Antiochus, got a great part of it into his poffeflion. Now alfo A/fa- , 
ces hearing df the diftreffe of Seleucus, perfected the revolt of the Parthians; Um 41 
for, invading that Country with a band of robbers, he flew the Governour 
Andragorus, and invaded the Principality; and not long afrer feizing on 
Maces per* the Kingdom df the Hyrcanians, fo lengthened himfelf thereby, that after 
fefting his f ome y ears he overthrew Seleucus , and eftablilhed his Kingdom. Hence 
bliihcth his Parthians accounting ever after the day of this Viriory as the day of 
Partfnan their liberty, conftancly obferved it , and Ar faces being no leffe memo- 

Kingdom, rable to them than Cyrus to the Per [tans , Alexander to the Macedonians, or 

Romulus to the Romans • out of honour to him they called all their Kings by 
his name. This beginning of A r faces fell out in the firft of the 135 Olym¬ 
piad, of the City 510, tbefecondof Seleucus , and the third of Ptolomy 
Euergetes. A. M. 3761. 

8. Now underftanding chat Eumenes had got the greateft part of A ft a into 'idem lib. *7. 
his power, and both the brothers had even loft their Principalities, yet could 

they not,agree, but inftead of oppofing the forein and common Enemies, 
fought the deftru£lion of each other, by renewing the War. In the next bat¬ 
tel Antiochus was overthrown, and flying many da yes, and not knowing how 
T . . ^ to beftow himfelf, at length beingwearied, hewenc zo^rtaments King of 
thers renew 0 " Cappadocia his Father in Law, by whom at firft being received very civilly, he 
the War and afterwards underftood there was a plot laid againft him ? and fled thence. 

Whereupon-not knowing where to be fecure, he betook himfelf co Ptolomy , 
judging he might rather truft to him chan his brother, being (as well he might 
be) mindful of what he would have done to him, or had deferved of him. 

Ptolomy commanded him to he narrowly looked co, but by the help of a cer¬ 
tain whore with whom he had been too familiar, he deceived his Keepers and 
got away. Yet as he was flying he was flain by thieves. Seleucus alfo al¬ 
moft at che fame cime, being outed of his Kingdom, and thrown by an horfe, 

D ended his life, after he had reigned about ewenty years. A. M. 3779, the

9. He left two fons, Seleucus and Antiochus, of which the former fuc- seleucus Ce-au- 
ceeded according to his birthright, in the feventh year of Antigonus Dofon )JHS . 

King of Macedonia, and was Simamed Ceraunus. Eumenes King of Per- 
gamus, who had got fo much of A ft a into his power now being dead of 
Drunkenneffc, Attalus his younger brother’s fon fucceeded him, and had got 
all on this fide Taurus into his power, which being underftood by Seleucus 
Ceraunus , he thought it concernd him to look about him , and with Ach&us 
(whofe Father Andrcmachus was brother to Laodice his wife) paffed over Polybius lib. 4. 
Taurus with an Army againft him : but then waspoyfoned in Phrygia by the u Sy " 
treachery of Apaturius a Galatian, and Nicanor , after he had reigned ' 
fcarce three years. Achaus to revenge his death prefently flew the confpi- 

rators, 
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rators, and then ordering the Army withgreat wifdom and courage, recovered 

all on this fide the Mountain Taurtts , which had been loft; infomuch that A. M. 3779.

have taken this opportunity ; but he refufed it, and kept the Soveraignty for v ; o d m ^ 
Antiochus brother to Seleucus , who afterwards was called the Great. He geta 21. 
Antiocbus the [ n his brothers time lived a private life in the upper Provinces , and now was 
Great. called from Babybon by the Army in Syria , to take upon him the Govern¬ 
ment, being about fifteen years old ; after which heentrufted Matts with 
all that Region he had lately recovered, made Melon Govemour of Media, 
and his brother Alexander of the Country of Perfis. 

10. He fell into great troubles immediately upon his firft entrance upon ..... 
the Kingdom; for Molon and his brother confidering bis youth , and hoping PBJ0 ' 
that Achaus would joynwith them in their enterprize, efpecially out of fear 
and hatred of one Hermias, who now ruled all at Court, confpired together 
to withdraw all the upper Provinces from their allegiance. This Hermias a 
Carian by birth, had been left by Seleucus to look to his Kingdom when he 
cook his Expedition over Taurus, and then being fet in fo high a place, began 
to envy the power of all others, grew proud and cruel, his malice above all 
others being again Q.Epigenes, who had been Seleucus his General; for that 
he faw him to be a wife and prudent man , and the Army much at his devo¬ 
tion. A Council being called to confult about the rebellion, Fpigenes ad- 
vifed that the King fhould go inperfon to fupprefs it; for thereby the rebels 
would either be terrified and dehft, or the Country at his prefence would be 
moved to croffe their defigns, and deliver them up ; but Hermias interrup- 
medStiv”Lo ting him, imputed this to a defire that the King fhould mifearry, that there- 
ftteat trouble* by he might feize upon his eftate, and prevailed that two others fhould be 
by the means fent againft Molo, and the King go againft Ptolomy Philopator (who now 
o( Hernias, thinking bimfelf fecure in the youth of Antiochus , and Philip of Maeedo- 
.. nut, had given himfelf up to all luxurie) hoping thereby to have an eafie War 
of it, for that he was of a cowardly difpofition, and hoped by expofing the 
young King to dangers and hazards, to efcape the puniftiment due to him, 
and maintain that power he already enjoyed. Antiochus being very young, 
was very earneft to get Calefyria, and Hermias to prick him ftill forward, 
framed a letter from Achaus, wherein he tells he is defired by Ptolomy to 
take the Diadem and affume the title of King to himfelf, promifing to fend 
him fhips, money, and all things neceffary for that enterprife. 

11. Having maried firft Laodice daughter of Mithridates King of Cap- 
. padocia , he prepared for his Expedition , when news came that Molon went 

ctllhimto 11 ^ onwithhisdefign, and how the Captains fent againft h-m, out of fear had 
march againft fecured themfelves in Garrifons. Hereupon he bent his mind to go himfelf, 
ptolomy, but Hermias being tenacious of his purpofe, again diverted him, telling him, 
though Molon was fi ct;er f or Subjects to fight againft fuch, and Kings againft their equals, 
rebelled. ^ n d fo fending one Xmatas an Achaan againft Molon, again turned his mind 
now obnoxcious to him for want of years. Then marched they to Laodicea, 
and thence through the Defert to the Valley called Marfya , lying between 
the Mountains of Libanus and Antilibanus , where about the Straights he a. M. 3783 - 
rook in divers Towns; but the principal Fort held out and put him to a ftand, ol. 139-^3- 
which made him the more defirous to go now againft Molon ; For Xinatas , Kc. 13*. * 
who was fent againft him with full power, growing arrogant and careleffe, had f to[ ‘ r fu tm x 
ralhly ventured over the River Tigris , and then Molon making as if hee 
fled, came upon him in the night, and cut him off vvithmoft of his men, 
and thofe that efcaped the Sword caking the River, fcarceany got to the other 
fide. After this, Molon purfuing his Vi&ory took Seleucia, all the upper. 

Provinces, the Principality of Babylon, thofe parrs lying upon the red Sea, 
all about Tigris as far as Europus , and Mcfopotamia as far as Dura • onely 
the Caftleat Sufa flood out, the Town being taken ; Antiochus at this re¬ 
port called a Council to confult what was to be done, where Epigenes expo- 
ftulating that his former advife was not followed, moved the fame again; 
but was taken up as before by Hermias , wich foul language, who defired the 
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He is necefll- King , he would not think of leaving Calefyrtai but all being for going 
rated to go a- againft Molon, it Was concluded, and he was glad to comply for his own

12. The Army before it ftirred mutinied for pay, and then Hermias caking 
advantage at the Kings necefficy, offered to lay down money, on condition 
Epi.rcnei might be removed from his prefence , which having obtained, he 
procured the mm to be murdered. The Army marched and came to Anti- 
tchin Mygdonia at the. Win ter folftice, where flaying 40 dayes till the ex¬ 
tremity of the cold was over, after 40 dayes it came to Uba, Molon then 
lying at hand about Babylon . Here a Council of War being called to con¬ 
fult which way was to be taken, that they might not fail of provifions ; Her¬ 
mias was for going along by Tigris, that it, and two other Rivers, Lyons and 
Kapros, they might have for a defence ; but Zeuxis, though fearful to fpeak be- 
caufe of him, fhewed the danger of chat advice, becaufe it would be a great 
compaffe, and after fix dayes travel through a Defert, they fhould come to 
place called The Kings Ditch, which if the Enemy got before them, they 
lhould in no wife be able to paffe, and be reduced into great ftraights for 
want of Viiliuls; but on the contrary, if theypaffed over 77 ^, there was 
no doubt but the Inhabitants of the Country called Apollpniatis would return 
to obedience, obeying Molon at prefenc onely out of neceffity; further, in 
that plentiful Country they fhould have plenty of victuals, and (what was 
moft confiderable) Molon would be hindred from recreating into Media, 
and thereby being ftraightned, after that the place where he yet remained was 
emptied of provifions, would be forced to fight, or if he durft not do that, 
then his Soldiers would revolr to the King. This counfel being taken, all 
thing? fell out accordingly; for Molon fearing his paffage into Media might be 
flopped, little trufting thofe parts in which he then was , determined to get 
if he could, to the hilly Country of Apolloniatis, but it hapnedthat the 
Scouts of both parties mer there, and skirmifhing for fome time, afterwards 
retreated to their feveral Bodies, and fo gave occafion to a total ingagemenc 
the day following. 

15. Molon confidering how dangerous ic Was to bring his Soldiers out in 
open face againft their King, thought it the baft way to chufe out the moft 
ftrong and valiant, and fee upon his Camp in the night. Going about to do 
this, ten young men went over to the King , and told him the defign of the 
rebels, fo thin Molon was olad to return, and put his other Army left behind 
him into fuch an Alarm, for that they were ignorant of the enterprife, that 
much ado he had to quiet them. The King being provided to fight, drew ouc 
his men by break of day, and placed them in a bacalia j Molon couldbut do 
Melon and his j n great diforder and confufion, byreafonof that confternation whichfell 
Army deftrny- *^ men [ n c h e m *gh r . In the fight which prefently followed, the right 

cd * wing of his Army ftood faft to him, and fought very earneftly, but the left as 

foon as it came in fight all revolted, which he underftanding, now compaffed 
in with Enemies and confidering the torments he was likely to undergo if 
taken alive, killed himfelf, and fodid all his companions in the confpiracy, 
but bis body being found was nailed, for an example, to a croffe in the high- 
eft parts of Media. After this Vi&ory Antiochus fecled the affaires of thefe 
Countriesdealing more mercifully with his Subjefts chan Was defired by Her¬ 
mias , and then refolved to invade the Territories of the Barbarians lying 
upon his borders, to terrifie them from aflifting his rebels for the time to 
come ; which Hermias difliked for the danger of the War , his mind ftill 
. running upon Calefyria , but news being brought that a young fon was born to 
the King, he was content he fhould expofe himfelf to this danger, hoping that 
in cafe he lhould mifeary he muft be made Guardian and Prote6^or of the in¬ 
fant, but he was ignorant that his juft reward hung over his head. For one 
Artabuz>ewes, his Country being invaded, being unfit for refiftanee becaufe 
of old age, made Peace with Antiochus, fubmitcing towhatfoever he de¬

Ptolomy prefently received all Coelefyria again intohis power, the Inhabitants

peace and adverfe fortune, and fufpeifing Achaus mighc make ufe of this opportunity 
eafily obtain- againft him.

This being with greit earneflnefle promifed, Bolis prevails with Ntcomachus 
and CMelancoma, wholly ignorant of his treacherous intent, to write letters 
in Cipher to Achaus, which he fent by Arianus , for whom paflage was pro¬ 
cured into the Caftle by means of Cambylus. Achaus being eirneftly advifed 
by his two friends to cruft Bolis and Cambylus ,and withal confidering the diffi¬ 
culty for him to efcape ; hoping if he got out to pafle prefently into Syria 
whilft Antiochus was yQt zt Sardis, and then to get all the parts about An¬ 
tioch into his power, yielded to put himfelf into .the hands of Bolt* , who

tiers reign to -fyria. Both of them after this gave up themfelves to nothing but idleneffe ca P- 1 7> & 18.* 
jpther. and luxurie, onely preying upon each other as their opportunities fierved them, 
which difference of theirs mightily conduced to the fietlement of the affairs 
of the Jews. CyxAcenus getting of Ptolomy Lathurus s 000 men, went to 
relieve Samaria, which Hyrcanus befieged, by watting his territories, but 
to no purpofe. Afterwards it hapned that Lathurus being expelled ts£gypt 
by his mother, and (he fearing that by the help of Cyz,icenus he might recover 
his Kingdom, (lie fent great fupplies to Grypus , with Sclents\r a wife Minutpms 
(whom fhe had taken from her Ton before his expulfion) to provoke him there¬ 
by againft his brother, whence fucceeded thofe civil Wars betwixt them, cort- 
ctrning which we have onely the title left unto us in the Epitome of the 
68 Book of Livie , who related the ftory. Grypus died firft, being (lain 
by the treachery of. one Haracleon , after he had lived 45 years, arid reigned ' * 

26, vvherof 15 were in conjun&ion with his brother. He left five Tons, 7 °J e Pb- /«- 
whereof Selencus his eldeft and fucceffor made War upon his uncle Cyzicenus p>a ca ?‘ a1, • 
for the Kingdom, and overthrew him m battel, after which the Horfe of Cy- 
z,icenus ran away with him into his Camp, wherein, when he was about to be 
taken, he killed himfelf, after he had reigned eighteen years. Seleucus after 
this, obtained Antioch , and the Kingdom, but againft him arofe Antiochus P°p^y y - a P Ucl 
Greac ftirsa- firnamed Eufebes , or Fins, the Ton of Cjzlcenus, who having avoided bis 
mongft their fin ares by the help of a certain Cowman that extremely loved him, went 
ok. co jiradus^httz taking a Diadem, he gathered forces, and in one battel 

clearly overthrew him. Seleucus then fled into Cilicia , where being recei¬ 
ved by the Mopfueflians (as they are called) when he began to exa<ft money 
of them, had fire fiet to the houfe wherein he lay, and was burned quick witn 
thofe about him. 


81. Two twin brothers of Seleucus , Antiochus and Philip, caried down u 
forces to Mopfueftia , which having taken , in revenge for their brothers Umtbid ’ 
death, levelled it with the ground; but Antiochus Pius coming prefently Jofepbusibid. 
upon them overthrew them in fight. Antiochus taking the River Orontes in 
his flight was drowned. Philip efcaping caried the title of King, and ga- Appianin sy - 
thering again confiderable forces, ftrugled hard with Antiochus for the whole nock. 
Realm, till fuch time as Ptolomy Lathurus calling from Cnidus his,fourth bro¬ 
ther Demetrius , made himfelf King at Damafcus , fio chat they joyning their 
forces together, they both oppofed Antiochus , who though he manfully re¬ 
filled, yet was put to the word, and glad at laft to flie into Parthia; whence 
yet returning after two years he re-obtained Syria. Philip being thus depri¬ 
ved of that Kingdom, fell into conteft with his other two brothers, Deme¬ 
trius Eucarus and Antiochus firnamed Dionyfus for the Kingdom of Damaf¬ 
cus, and being driven into Beraa, was there befieged by Demetrius.

Four years he kept it, till fuch time as fomgey the Great having fimftied the 
War againft Ttgranes, reduced it into the form of * Roman Province, jpfimin Mi - 
though he challenged it as his inheritance ; But it bei^ eafie to deal with him <*»*&* *.

P Tolomyshz fon of tagus had feveral fons by Enrydice his wife, the daligh- . 

ter of ntipater, and by Rere»ice,,which woman wasfent down by Anti- PMfm.inAti 
pr onely to accompany her, with whom yet he fell fo in Love,as marrying ,, • •* 

Ptolomy Phi la- her > he pamonacely attested her alwayes, and a year or two before his death ^ tm 
detphus. made one of her fons, called afterwards Ptolomy Philadelphut, his Coparc 
ner in the Kingdom, and more chan that, ferved him fomecimes as one of 
hw attendants, faying it ms more excellent than a Kingdom to be the fon 
of a King. His eldeft fon by Enrydice feeing this, thought it was no flaying 
for him mtAEgypt, .but Bed to' Seleums, by whom being honourably encer- 
ume^ with fome hopes of being fetled in o£gypt after his fathers death, 

5f.5f °?cjly requited him, as he treacheroiifly flew him, as we before fliewed 
Philadelphus, after his fathers death made away two of bis brothers, the 
one as confpiring againft his fife, and rhe ocher as fufpe&ed to raife a Rebel- 
Tl In P oweran 4 riches he furpaffed his father. - Being learned 
hnnfelf aboye the common raite of Princes, he fought to promote know- 
ledge,_by rewarding the moft eminent and induftrious (of which flourifhed 
many m his time) and founding that his famous Library at Alexandria, con* 
filbrng of 200000 Volumes. Demetrius Phalereus that noble Philofopher, 
and fometime Prince of Athens, being he that was imployed in theColle- 
aion, perfwaded him to fend to Eltaz.Hr the High-Prieft of the (*) jews ,. . 

todefiretbeirlw andth* he mighc be the eifilier injuced to fend it,

caft °ut of favour, and died by the biting of an Afp, which he puc to his 
hmd. He had a brother by his mothers fide named Maqas , whofe father . 
was one Philip a Macedonian, but ofbafe Original. Him his mother had 
procured to be made Governour of Cyrene, tie Inhabitants of which heSS"W 
novy raifed>and caufed. them to revolt from him, and marched with an Army * m 
tompdS tAZgppt ; and Ptolomy Securing all the paffages, went out to encoun- wt - 
ter him.

rm * feize upon Egypt ; but he brought them all to, *he number of 4O00 through 

the Nile to a Mafc'Iflirid, WhdjdWit!h famine^ and other wayes, they were 
made away. Magas after this having married Apamet the daughter of An. 
tlochm Sour , perfwaded him tqbreakthe League betwixt him and his bro¬ 
ther, and invade Egypt, Which he prepared to do ; but Ptolomr fent feveral 
parties abroad into Syria, arid fohnd him fo much work at home, that he 
could have no time to look abroad , atidMagas before his death having a 
defire to be friends wich his brother, betrothed his daughter to his fon. Be¬ 
twixt this Ptolomy , and the next Antiocbus firnamed Theos were continual 
Wars, till both befog vveary thereof entered into an Alliance, Ptolemy gi¬ 
ving him in marriage his daughter Betemce i which proved but an oCcafion of 
greater trouble , and the deftru&ion of the Bride, though he lived not to 
fee it. For he, notwithftanding all his learning , t gave himfelf up to luxury, 
and fondly dreaming he foould live alwaves, and chat by him alone was found 
out immortality, prefently died, after he had reigned 38 years alone, and one jttkenm (it. 
(with fome odd moneths) together with his father, A. M. 3758. and the id of ta. M/.17. 
the 13 3th Olympiad. 

3. Ptolomy his fon by Arfinoe y the daughter of Lyfmackusjucccadtd him Juftin iib.z 7 , 
in the 16* year of Antioch ns 7 heos, ana was fimamed Eucrgetes. Asfoon 
as he came to the Kingdom, he had work enough made him in Syria ; for 
there Amiechus, who had put away his former wife (upon the marriage of Ayphninsy 
Berenice his fitter) now overcome with Love, took her, and her Children, mciu 
again into his Court, whereupon foe fearing yet his ficklenefle, and another 
difgrace, to prevent it, procured him to be poyfoned, and conveyed his King- Hitrnym. in 
dom to Seleucus CaUinicus bcreldeftfon.

Out of difdain at this unworthy aft the Cities revolted to Ptolomy , who en- 
trine Syria killed Laodice , patted to Babylon, and got almoft all Afta into Jofepbus mtn 
his hands , at which time he vifited Jerufalem alfo, where he offered many Apian, lib, a. 
facrificesof praifeto God, and dedicated gifts fuitable to fo great a victory. 

The Kingdom of Syria had become a Province to that of Egypt, in allproba- 
bilicy at this time, hid he not been recalled by domeftick troubles, which be¬ 
ing very urgent, he left Ctlicia to the Governance of Amiocbus his great 
favourite, to Xanthippus another of his Captains the Provinces beyond 
phratet , and fo plundring Seltucus his Kingdom of 40000 Talents of filver, 
he carried down alfo many coftly Veflels and Images of Idols to the number 
of 2 5 co. amongft which were thofe which Cambyfes had after bis overthrow 
of Ansafis , and Pfammiticus , conveyed out of Egypt : And therefore the E. 
gyptiant, becaufe after fo many years he had reftored to them their gods, ho¬ 
noured him with the firname of Eucrgetes. 

4. Seleucus provided a Fleet for the recovery of the places revolted, but j utfrlbt, } 
before he could come to ufe it, loft it all by a Tempeft, which yet proved the 
greateft gain ; for the Cities out of commiferation of his eftate, and as if he 
had already fufficiently fmarted for his pariride , returned again to their obe¬ 
dience. Being exceedingly encouraged, and animated herewith (as richer 
by his Ioffe) he then made War upon Ptolomy • but as if he had been born 
for a laughing flock to fortune, and not recovered the Kingdom for himfelf, 
he was overthrown again in battel, and as deftitute of followers, as after the 
m foipwrack, fled to Antioch, when applying a remedy worfe than the dif- 

V eafe, he fent to his brother Antiochus (from his ravenous difpofition fir- 

named Hierax) for aid j andfo Ptolomy fearing himfelf not to be able to 

graple 
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His wife Bere- graple with both, made a Truce with him for ten years. Whileft he was 
air^s hair gi- abroad in Afta , his wife Berenice , daughter to his Unde Magas t and be- 
rConftcJU- 0 croche d t0 as we faid before , vowed to confecrate her hair to the gods, 
tion< * in cafe he returned fefe, and' accordingly cutting it off, laid it up in a certain 
Chapel, whereupon Cohen the Mathematician , who flourifoed at this time, 
out of flattery to them both, feigned it to be taken up into heaven , and in¬ 
vented that conftellacion which yet is known by the name of it. In his time 
a Phoenix is reported the third time after thedayesof St fo frit, and the next 
after them of Amafis to have flown (being a bird (acred to the Sun) accom¬ 
panied with a great number of other birds, admiring her new face, co the 
Citie Heliopolis , as Tacitus tells us, who reporcs chat the fame thing hapned ^nnal. lib A. 
afterwards in the reign of Tiberius ; Panins Fabius, and LjFitellius being 
Confuls. To this Ptolomy fled Cleomenes the King of Sparta after his over- 
’ throw received from Antigonns Dofon ofMacedonia , and the Achaans , Polyb. lib.i.fr 

who honorably receiving him, apd prizing him very much for bis worth, was PlMarcbThvh 
much afhamed that he had fuffered fuch a man co be defeated, and promifed ta 
to re-eftablifli him; but he died before he could bring it about, after he 
had reigned 24 years, in the 139th Olympiad , vviebin which Polybins 
* obferves both Antigonns Dofon , and Seleucus Ceratsnus y King of Md- 
cedoniay to have left the World , and their Kingdoms to their Succef- ub.z. 
fors.‘ 


5. His fon fucceeded him, being firnamed Philopater , ironically, if we be¬ 
lieve J uJHn t who one of Trogus accufeth him of making away both father ^ i9 & , 0 

and mother. Certainly if we look at his general carriage and difpofition , he ' 9 ' S ' 
was likely enough todo it, giving up himfelf to all luxury and effeminace- 
neffe, thereby neglecting his affairs, whence he obtained the name of Try. 

Ptolomy Tbilo. phon .' Finding his brother Magas by his mothers means to be very great wich A w . g . 

pttor. the Army, he made them both away by the means of Sofkius, who was his ol.\%Vam,z. 

greateft Counfellour, and manager of his publick bufineffe. His laiineffe, KC.ti*. 
and negleCt,encouraged Antiochus the Great to make War upon him for Cee. Antioch. M.t. 
lefyria , in which, chough he got the better, yet can it not be aferibed to' any Mybius lib A. 
thing of his, he thinking of nothing leffe than preparation for refiftance,- and 
whereas he had opportunity enough after the battel to have ouced his Ene¬ 
my of Syria, yet being overjoyed that he had recovered Coelefyna onely, 
he fent Softbitts co confirm the peace. In his return out of Syria he went 
to Jcrufalem, and would needs fee the inward holy places of the Temple, 
but was fmitxen fo with a blind horror, that he fell, and could fcarcely be re¬ 
covered to himfelf, but departing home raged againft the Jews ac Alexandria. 

Then with great earneftneffe returning to his a little intermitted jollities 
he doted fo upon Agathoclea his Concubine, that he killed his fitter and 
wife Eurydice, and forgetting all credit and Majefty, fpent the nights in fil- 
thinefle, and the dayes‘in feafting. Thefe things ac firft privately aCted with¬ 
in the Court Walls, prefently foamed nor at the publick view; the impu¬ 
dence of the Strumpet containing it felf in no bounds, being increafed byche 
favour of her brother Agathocles,' one of as filthy a life as her felf ,• and the 
Conjunction of her mother Enanthe , who fpenc high, and prefumed much on 
the fcore of her Children’s great grace with the King. Henceforth thefe 
women noc contenting themfelves with the King, poffefled the Kingdom al¬ 
fo, and fhamed not to appear in publick in great equipage to be reverenced.' 

As for Agathocles , he reigned, and not Ptolomy , by the direction and ad¬ 
vice of his two Afftflants, Mother and Sifter, difpofing of Offices and Com¬ 
mands in the Army at his pleafure. 

6. Yet, had Ptolomy the ftrange fortune to overcome all diffcul- j Hylnmibii. 
ties he met with. Cleomenes the Spartan entertained, as we Laid , lovingly & Plutarch, in 
by h : s father,with promife to endeavour his reftirution^ now finding things .to C lemtn .

fine him For one Meaner a* a M'ffenian, who ought him an injury, co- 
min° toTown, he not at all confidering to whom he fpake, jeered the King to 
hinffor his filthy manner of life; which he being glad of, as bavin® an op¬ 
portunity asainft him, acquainted Sofbius with his words, and they two plot 
together that Nicagoras at his departure Ihould leave a Letter dire&ed to 
the other, wherein he fhould iccuitC/eemenes of an intention to make ftirs 
in Egypt, except he were Cent away according to the promife of Euergetes. 

This’ being laid to his charge by Sofbius, and foundly aggravated to the 
-■Kin®, he was fecured in free cuftody, having a large houfe, but kept with a 
Guard ,affigned to him; whereupon growing defperate, one day when Ptole¬ 
my was gone out of Town, he made his Keepers drunk, and with his follow¬ 
ers brake out into the ftreecs,and called the people to liberty. But none 
(fining, being all aftonifhed at the greatneffe of the Enterpnze, they made . 
for the Caftle, which finding to be ftrongly defended, he and all with him, 
after a Laconic fafhion, as Polybiw termeth ic, killed themfelves. This was 
the end of this famous man, who being indued with a lingular. dexterity and 
prompeneffeof wit, had ageniou* fuitable to great and weighty matters, 
and was fitted by gifts of nature as well as experiences, for the Offices either 

of a great Commander, or a Prince. 

7Though Cleomtnes his fodain and uncxpe£ed attempt made no fuch Im- 
preffion upon the City, as that any infurreaions enfued thereupon ; (.and... 

indeed the luxurie of the Court had infeaed it and the whole Land with the 

fame diftemper) yet the minds of the People being fomething fcowred by 
the Wars with Amiochw from this ruft, and elevated upon their fuccefle a- 
oainft him, after the battel at Raphia , and the recovery of Ccelefyria they be- ut p IUSi 
San to flight their lawful King, and then arofe to fuch an height,as they clearly 
revolted, intending to fet up againft him a Captain of their own making, 
which fhortly after they did, and waged War with him ; though in what man¬ 
ner, or with what end, we know not, further than thus, that, as it feemeeh, 
he had the better of it, for he retained his dignity and power. About this .

15 
long time kept clofe, by Agathocles and bis party, till his mother and lifter 
had rifled the Court, and he had found out fuch a way as he thought moft effe- 
<ftual for the eftablilhment of himfelf in that power be already enjoyed. 

His fon Ptolo- Then brought he out the King to the Macedonians, and with great exprefli- 
mj Bpipbam onsof forrow for the death of his Father, tells them the childe was by him 
a child of fivj delivered into the arms of Agathoclea his lifter, inveighs bitterly againft one 
Shim 6 * Tle f oletmu (who being a true Patriot was an eye-fore to him) as if he inten¬ 
ded to feize upon the Kingdom, labouring to impofe upon the belief of the 
Soldiers, and fecure himfelf by their ftrength'; but no man gave any credit 
to whatever he faid, Co intirely was he hated by all. The remembrance of 
the former outrages committed by him and his, being more frelhly renewed 
by.fome other attempts of cruelty whilft things ttill bun® in this condition, 
foinraged the multitude, that from all the quarters of the City flocking to 
the Court, they would not be fatisfied, till having the young Kin® firft Sli- A - ^ 
vered to them, they broke open the dores, and getting him, his filler, mo- 
ther, and other of his creatures into their hands, they put them to death, Ant £ to 
mangling their bodies afterwards; ic being natural to that People to be cruql ’ * 

if once in choler. After this, fuch as had an hand in the murder of Euridice 
the Queen were knocked in the head by her women. The infamy of the Na¬ 
tion being thus in fome meafure expiated by the flaughter of thefe mifercants, 

Ariftomenes an Acamanian was made Proteaor of the King, his Realms and 
Dominions, who though for his own intereft he beforetime temporized with 
Agathocles , yet now managed the affaires of his Prince with much honefty 
and wifdom. And indeed fuch there was need he Chould be at this time, 
when the King,being obnoxious by reafon of hisiyears to injury and wrong,was 
ftruck at by tvvo thegreateft Princes then living, viz. Amiochw King of Sy- 
Jntmbus and ria, and Philip King of Macedonia, who pretending fair things to his Fa- 
p bitip gape af- ther ,and nothing towards him but kindneffe, now fought to devour him, and 
t« Ag#t. ma ke a prey of his Kingdom; Philip by laying hold upon v£gyft and Ca- 

ria ; ana Amiochw on Ccelefyria and Phoenicia. The onely remedy .was to Mm lib. 3. 
fend to Rome to complain, and defire aid j and an Ambaflage was quickly dif- 
patched away for that purpofe. 7 

9. The Ambaflage was no whic difpleafing to the Romans , who fought an 
occafion againft Philip , for his entering inro alliance with Hannibal and ffli* M. 5 ®, 
were feldom backward to medle in the affaires of other Nations,especially now & * u 
fearing none of them aftert.he overthrow of the Carthaginians . Ambafladors 
were fent then to the Kings,to require them to abftain from Egypt, and M.le. 
pidtu thicherto be Governor and Prote&or of the young King, whofe Fa¬ 
ther, at his death, left him to the tuition of the People of Rowe t over and 
Amothus his above that it was now defired of his friftids. But ere the Ambafladors could

Scopas the t/Ezolian a year or tvvo after fent into Ccelefyria with a great Ar- M. 1 2 ,c. 3. 
my, reduced many Cities thereof, with Jtidaa, to Ptolomie's obedience, & Hieronymus 
but again quickly loft all, being'overthrown by Antiochw the head of the inDaniel * 

River Jordan near to Pane*, whence he fled to Tyre, where the Kingbe- 
fieged him with ioooo men ; and though v£*°pw and c Menocles , two fa¬ 
mous Captains were fent out of vSgypt to relieve him, .yer was he forced 
for want of provifion to yield the Town, and match thence without his Arms. 

Antiochnsthtn in puffuteof this Victory, befides what he did in Coelefyria, Appiahiitgy- 
withdrew divers places in Cilicia and Caria from Ptolomy, concerning whom mCH ' 
alfo a rumour being fpread that he was dead, he made hafte to feize upon Cy¬ 
prus. What Cities he had got in A fa, the Romans divers times by Ambafla- 
dors demanded robe put into their hands, which being refufed by him, this, 
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“ with his ambition, and ocher things, minittred occafion of a Warre betwixt 
them (as is foewed before) and that turned to the commodity of Ptolomy . 

For hebein° unwilling to have any Enemies at his back, fought to eriter into 
affinity withfeveral Kirigs; and amongft the reft gave to him in manage his 
„ :' daughter Cleopatra, and with her in dowy all Ccelefjria and Jndaa; having 

hi'S« thisalfo in his eye, by means of bet togecfome footing m v£pth though he 
was miftaken. For Ptolomy his Officers underftanding his cunning well 
enough, behaved themfelves more wanly ; and Cleopatra together with the 
man maried his inteteft, and afted accordingly. 

10. Scopai the ^tolian, Ptoiomie his Generahn Ccelefyrsa, returning to 
Alexandria after this overthrow, fell into difconcent, and thence to plot a- vw***t- 
oainft the Kin* and State. Yet though he had many Soldiers at his command, 
had he no heart to ftir, andthough having a fufficient opportunity in the mi- 
nority of the King, he ftill delayed to execute his defigns, till he was pre- - 
vented. For Anftomenes having difcovered what he was about, juft when 
he was plotting with his affociates, fent for him to the Council, whither being 
. conftrained to come, he was ! accufed by the King firft now fitting in Coun- 
S Zlianl lot-cil, then by Polycrates theGovernour of Cypms, and laftlyby Artfiomenes, 

«h againft who laboured to prove him guilty of what was alleged, for that he was 
the King and found in confultation with his friends, andrefufed to come unto the King 
receivech his w h en f e nt for; and he confirmed the charge from the teftimony of divers 
reward. cm i nent Grecians, and the Ambaffadors of the* Italians, who were then 
fent about a Peace. His anfwers were no whit fatisfa&ory; fo that being 
condemned not onely by all the Council, but fuch forein minifters as were 
prefent, and being fecured that night, was together with his complices the 
next day taken away by poyfon, being a man fo extraordinarily covetous a- 
bove all others, that having broke down the walls (as Polybms terms it) of 
the Kingdom, he had exhaufted it with rapines. f With him fell Dtcaarehtu 
one of his companions, who being tortured to death, thereby (as the Hifto- 
rian tells us) made facisfaftion to all Greece , againft which he was made Ad¬ 
miral of the Fleet by Philip of Macedonia , when he wickedly fetupon the 
Iflands Cyclades, and alfo to the gods, into whom as well as men he thought 
to ftrike a terror, for calling anchor in the Haven, he there erefted two al¬ 
tars, one to Impiety, and another to / mcyuity, * on which he facnfized to them 
as gods. This conlpiracy being thus fuppreffed, fuch ^Atolians as would, 
had leave to depart with all they had, and then che Country betook them- 
felves to prepare for the folemnity, conftantly obferved when any one was 0 J 
faluced King, termed Anacleteria ; for though he was as yet fomething too V Ct s , 8 . 
voung, yet thev thought that when it was known he was his own Mafter, and Ant. cMag. *8. 
at his own difpofal, his Kingdom would be more quiet, and his affairs be 
more promoted. . ., * 

it. He caried himfelf exceedingly well for fome time, and with great g xeeY p t <x>iod<j- 
commendation, but afterwards was undone by flatterers, and fo far corrup- n skuli. 
ted, as he poyfoned Arifiomenes , whom he had before conftantly obferved as a 
Father, and who had deferved well of him and che Commonwealth. After 
this he degenerated more and more, whence he contraaed fuch hacred of his 
Subjeds, as he well nigh had loft his Kingdom thereby. Towards his later 
end, having fome high defigns in his head, he fent Dcmetrjw an Ambafla- Po[ bius 
dor to the Achaans, to renew friendlhip and alliance with them, who glad- - & i?4

Prepared f or he begin to caft his thoughts upon Ccelefyria , which being given to his mother 
Saltfyit, as a portion, was unjuftly kept from him as he conceived , by his unde' An- 
tiechtfj Epiphants, who now had fucceeded his elder brother in the Kingdom 
of Syria. Antiocbks hearing of their preparations for the War at Alexa- 
dria, came down into Egypt to prevent them, and overthrew che King feveral

entertained very nobly, and on the nexc had audience, wherein they laid ali 
the blame upon Enlains the Eunuch, and urging the youth and kindred of the 
King to him, laboured to pacifie him.

. thefe things, and fpoken more co the fame purpofe, laboured with much 
earneftneffe co demonftcate, that Ccelefyria belonged to the Crown of Syria, 
alleging it to have belonged to A ntigonns che firft founder of that Kingdom, 
and produced the conveiances of it to Selcucus after the death of the ocher, 
from the Macedonian Kings. Moreover calling eotheir remembrance , that 
Antiochns his Father had lately obtained it again by right of conqueft, he 
flatly denied that ever he paffea it over as a portion with his daughter, to the 
late King of Egypt, and fo having difeourfed on this fubjeft to the farisfa&i- 
on of all his hearers, he then departed toNaacratis, where friendly treating 
the Inhabitants, and giving a largeffe to fuch Greeks as dwelc there, 'he thence 
departed for Alexandria, deferring to give any anfwer to thofe chat had been 
fent to him, rill fuch time as Arijhdes and Theris were returned, faying, he 
Would have all the publick minifters of Greece to be confcious to, and wit- 
neffesof, all his intentions.

i<. Departing out d Italy mo Greece t he there hired a Wrong band of njil $,i7. .

calling to mind the Decree of the Senate, which was, that they (hould reduce 
him without force, perfwaded him again todifmiffe them , and paffe over 
to Cyrent, and they in the mean time going to Alexandria would en¬ 
deavour to perfwade his brother to comply with the Senate, and bringing him 
along with them meet him in the Confines of both Kingdoms. He accordingly 
wfent to Crete , where hiring pood Soldiers, he patted over to Ltbyna , where 
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he expected to hear from Alexandria ; but the Roman/, chere creatip° with ' 

his brother about a reconciliation, and the yielding of Cyprus up to him, fome- 
chmg he affented to, and put off others, on purpofe drawitjg out the time 
m length. Fourty dayes with extraordinary entertainment he detained them 
at Alexandria, during which time news came to Euer^e.es that theCW- 
nians had revolted from him, who underftanding well the mind 0 f his bro¬ 
ther from his prefenc carriage, and feeing nothing fuitable to royalty in Ener¬ 
gies, ailing all things after a Tyrannical manner, could not brin° them- 
felves to fubmic any longer to his Government. Hearing this, he fayled 
to Catabathmus, thence to make for Cyrene, in which place he found the 
Straights kept againft him, but fending feme about to come upon the Defen¬ 
dants on their backs, fet upo.n them alfo himfelf, and fo cleared the paffa°e 
but coming to Cyrene , and ingaging with the Natives, was worfted by them! 

Whether he recruited himfelf again, and recovered his Sovereignty here or. 
no, we have nothing from Hiftory to fpeak exprefly; but not Tong after he 
was in a capacity to attempt Cyprus (being encouraged by the Senates re¬ 
nouncing their friendfhip with his brother upon his account) where he was alfo 
overthrown by his brother, and then befieged, and taken in the C-itie Lapi- 
thus. Yet did Philometor f p are him, what for his innate clemency and bro¬ 
therly affeaion, and for fear of. the Romans • and not onely fo, but made 
a Covenant with him when Conquered, wherein be reftored him Cyrene, 
and for Cyprus certain Cities with a quantity of Corn yearly, and promifed 
him his daughter in marriage, worfe than this being not accounted inceft in 
that Countrey. ^ 

16. Not long did they accord^for Euergetes, fome rwo or three years af- ‘polyb.ugat, 
ter, being mcouraged by his former fucceffe, made another journey to Rome, 13*. 
where in the Senate hejnade another loud complaint againft his brother, ac- 
cufing him of plotting againft his life, for a witneffe of which defign he 
(hewed skars upon his body, and aggravating the thing with, all his mi°ht, 
endeavoured to move the minds of all to companion. Two Ambaffadors

Now as out of the Hafidaans arofe the P hari fees, fo from amongft the Karl 
raim the Saducees, fo named from Sadoc. j 4 ntigomes the mailer of this Sadoc 
and fcholar to Simeon the Jn(t , amongft other heads of dodtrin had taught,’ 
that they ought not to be like fervams, who ferved their Mafters on°this 
condition to receive their wazei, meaning that we ought to ferve God out of 
Jove, and not for our own gain or advantage. But Sadoc, or Saduc y & Bait bus 
interpreted this godly faying into a wicked fence, teaching, that there was no 
reward after this life ; and therefore denied the future Hate, and framed their 
herefie. The third fe£t was that of the Ejfat or Effini, vvho as it’s probable 
fprang from the Phari fees, though when it began be uncertain. Philo Judases 
thmketh they were fo called from their holineffe ’Zwotioi, as thouob 
though more probable from Haft the Syriack, , whence the Greek *n S id 
may be derived. The Hebrew fignifieth fuch as live apart from noife, vvhich 
agreeth much with thofe EJfeni , who like the Pythagoraans kept /Hence and 
lived in deferts or Villages by themfelves, far from others. They had’ skill 
in phyfick, and thence fome would derive their name from the Hebrew ACa 
which fignifieth to heal. This Seil was later than that of the Pharifees, and 
fome think it arofe at this time when Hyrcantu turned Saduce, and perfected 
theSeft of the Pharifees • for then might many of the Pharifccs to Ihun 
perfection deparc into the Wildemeffe and defert places, and afterwards 
be called Effai or Zjfem, who were held more ftri& than the Pharifees 
themfelves.

Both at the firft laboured to 
draw their Enemies men to revolt, Demetrius rhofe Greeks that were m pay 
with Alexander, and he the Jows which had called him m , but this fuc- 
ceeding on no part, they both refoived to end the controverfie with dint of. 
fword. Demetrius had the better of it (all Alexanders Auxiliaries being 
{lain, though they behaved themfelves .moft gallantly) but he was no whit 
better, but much worfe for his victory. For the Jews taking pity of their 
. Kin^ after this his defeat, about 6000 went over to him,which fo difeouraged 
that he thereupon retreated into his own Countrey. 

0. They thenceforth waged War with him by themfelves, but ftill bad 
the vvorft of ic , and many of them were Gain. At length he forced the 
ftrongeil up into a Town called Bethoma, which reducing, fie took them in it, 
and brought them up to Jerufalem , where he caufed 800 of them to be A. M. 3910. 
nailed to Croffc, and cheir Wives and-Ghildten to be flain in their fight, yet 
living,he beholding the SpetTadeTrotn an high place, banquemng, and dally- 
ing with his women. He was highly provoked with that flubborn people, who ^/ eX(HM j ao< 

■ not .onely brought him often into excream danger of life and eflare, but not 

contenting themfelves with what they could do by their own power, with¬ 
out calling in of forein aid , had reduced him to that neceffity, that he 
was glad to reftore tftofe places he had fubdued in the Countrey of Moab 
and Galaad to the Arabian ; and for animadverfion upon them they nick¬ 
named him Thracida. About 8000 men got away by night ,and palled 
all .the; time he lived, in Exile , and fo ever after the Kingdom continued 
free from {editions. Antiochus Dionyfus King of Sy ria intending to ^ nl -^^

other Countreys- ; whereofa Catalogue ofmoft J#« hath left unto us, 13.wp.13.

bitants. refufed to- receive thzjevifh Rites. Alexander towards his latter 
end fell to drunkenneffey whereby he corm&eda Quartan Ague, which held 
him three years; yet. recovered he hisSmtieric temper of mind, though not of

10. His wife Alexandra, feeing his end approaching, bewailed much the 
condicion-of her felf imdchildren, being deftitute of fuccour, and about to 3927 * 
enter upon the government of a People, likely enough to be untoward to- r.’/ftfV?’ 3 ’ 
wards them, which bore him fo much ill will. He advifed her, that fhe Selmil lay. 
bright reign fecurely, firftto keepdofe his death till that place fhould be 
gained, then going viiforioufly to Jerufakmto fend for the chief of the 
His advice to Pharifees , whom both he and his Father had grievoufly offended, and thereby 
his . W1 f e c ° incurred the hatred of the People, and to gain their favour to fbew them his 
S£* *' body, and give them power of difpofing of it at their pleaftire, either as to 

beftow burial upon it, or c.ift it out without Sepulcure, or othervvife to abufe 
it at theirpleafure; and withall, to promife them to do nothing without their 
counfel and advice. The Caftle being taken , {he ordered her affaires ac- 
cording to his diredUon, whereby fhe purchafed the love of the Pharlfees; 
who going out and fjpeaking to the People, related the great things done by 
Alexander , fignified to them the Ioffe of a juft King, andfo ftirred up the & 
multitude to mourning and lamentation, that hereby fhe procured him (even priuf^ 9 U 
as he foretold her) a ntore honourableburial than elfe he could have had, and 
fo fumptuous a funeral at any of his Predeceflors obtained. Alexander 
left two fons by this his wife, Hyrcams and Ariflobtths ; but to her left the 
ni“ Ch , management of the Kingdom. The elder of their fons was noc at all made 
reieneth her for » overnmenr » buc dul1 and heav y* she being in great grace with the 
felf. People, becaufe fhe ever- had pretended to diflike the proceedings of her huf- 

band, made Hyrcanus the High-fricfl, not fo much out of refpeflt to his 
birthright as his lazineffe, keeping the title of Queen znd Governeffe, though 
indeed all things were ordered at the will and pleaftire of the Phan fees , 
whom the People were commanded to obey, and againft whom all fuch con- 
ftitutious as were rmdz.b'j Hyrcanus were taken away. Yet fhe took care 
for fomething her felf, for fhe kept in pay a great number of foreiners, and 
fo increafed her power, chat fhe became'formidable abroad, and fuch a 
terror to the neighbouring petty Governours, that fhe cohftrained them to 
giveHoftages. 

ix. Yet no great matters were done abroad, biic ftirs fufficient hapned 
within the Kingdom;, for the Pharifees knowing no moderation in the pro- 
fecutionof their own ambitious and envious defires, caufed her to put to‘ 
death thofe that had counfelled her husband to deal cruelly with the 800 be¬ 
fore mentioned, and they made away divers of them j till fuch time as thbfe 
‘ . of moft power arid efteem being backed by Ariftobulus (who complained of 
' the too great power of his mother) came to Court, and there laid before her 
how anworthy it was, thatthey fhould fuffer fo much for their faithfulneffe 
to Alexander, and how joyful news it would be to Ay etas the Arabian and 
This raifeth others, to hear that the Kingdom was deprived of fuch men, who had done 
ftirs betwixt goodfervice againft hith..-; They befought her, that if their adverfades were 
the two faftx- noc f at isfied with what bloodthcy had fpilt al ready, to give them leave to de¬ 
part, and provide for their own fafecy, or if that could noc be granted, to 
diftribute them into feveral places of flrengch, that there they might live quiet- ’ 
ly and meanly, with which condition they would be contented, feeing For¬ 
tune fo frowned upon-.the favourers of Alexander. They fetcing thefe ■ . 
things off with all advantage poflible to pin compaffion, and calling oh the 
ghoft of Alexander , Ariftobulus alfo foundy reprehended his morher, buc 
withall added, thatthey Were juftly punifhed, for permitting the chief power 
to a woman, as if no pofterity Had been left by his Father. She riot knowing 
what to do, delivered into their hands all her Cattles, except three, in which A - M, 3934, 
fhe Hid hoarded up her choifeft goods,- and fhortly after ferit her younger fon ??• *77. aa. t. 
againft Ptolomy Menittfis^ who troubled forely Damafcus * but he^^ returned sdeiidd\i 
withouthaving done any thing. A report \vent at the '-flttfie time, than '77 - Alexandras. 
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aranes the Armenian had invaded Syria with 50000 men, and would fpedily 
come into Judda, which fo terrified both Queen and People, that they fenc - 
Ambaffadors to him then lying before Ptoiemau ; for Ccltnc or Cleopatra 
then reigned in Syria , and had adviCed the Subjeas to exclude him. He 
kindly received tne Ambaffadors, becaufe come fo far to tender him refpe&, 
and gave them incouraging words. And after he had taken Ptolemats , word 
bein^ brought him , that Lttcullus in hispurfute of Mitbridatet the Great, 

King of P ontus, wasentred Armenia, and wafted the Country, he being fon 
in Law to that King, and therefore taking his part, departed home with all 

After this, Alexandra falling grievoufly fick, Arifiobulus judged that 

now or never was there a fit opportunity for him to doe fomething, andjeft 

the Pharifcct ftiould get all into their hands, departed by night with one man 
in his company, and got the Caftles within a ftiort time into his power, which 
{he had committed to their adverfaries, even to the number of 22 within 
little more than fifteen dayes. This being known, {he and all the People 
„ , , . were ftruck with confternation, knowing that he would take the Supreme 
Ar,jlo i? r tn Power, and fearing they ftiould dearly pay for what they had done to his fa- 
SSSSe miliars. They thought good then to fecure his vyife and children in theCa- 
ftate of King, ftle ad ioyning to the Temple at Jerufalem. He increafed in followers and m 
power dailv, taking the ftate of a King upon him, and got an Army from tbe 
Mountain Libanus, Trachonkii , and the petty Princes thereto adjoynmg. 

The chief of the Jews therefore with Byre anus came to the Queen, befeech- 
• in a her that fomecourfe might be entered into to prevent his attempts, who 
now had gotten fo many convenient places. She with fliortneffe of mind 
told them they might do whatfoever they thought meet and convenient for 
the Commonwealth, that they had liberty and ftrength enough both as to 
Soldiers, and money alfo the nervs of War; but as for her felf, {he could' 
look to nothing, her body being now fpent; and {hordy after ftie breathed 
sh derh her la ft, having reigned nine years, and lived 73. A woman of wifdom, cou- 

ra o e , and induftry above herfex , and who in the whole courfe of her go- a. M. 393* 
vernmenc could nor be drawn (for the generality) from moderation, juftice, Ol. 177. **4. 
and honefty. But whereas ftie looked more at the prefent than future times, r.c.6* 5. 
feemed to fide with the Enemies of her houfe, and to have made the King- a 
dom naked of fit Rulers, after her death the effects of her mal-adrniniftra- 
tion was felt by her family, which came inro fuch misfortunes, as it mif- 
caried and fell from that power, wherein (he had laboured and taken fo much '

Confab, his brother Arifiobulus now prefently made Warre upon him. fupra&c. $. 
A^attel being fought near Jericho, moftof Hyrcanut his Soldiers revolted 
to the other, whereby he was forced to betake himfelf into that Caftle where 
Arifiobulus his wife and children were kept, and he now made his conduc¬ 
tions to be fuffered to live quietly a private life, remitting to his brother the 
Kingdom and Principality, changing eftates with him, he removing into Ari¬ 
fiobulus his private houfe, and Arifiobulus to the Court, which covenant 
was folemnly fworn ro, and confirmed in the Temple. But not long did , 

MfioMiuby t ^ ig a g re em en t hold, being broken by the means of Antipater , who bein° ‘ 

Dofleffcth his Govemour at that time of Idumaa, feared the power of Arifiobulus , and 
brother Hjna- therefore endeavoured his deftruftion, borh by ftirring up Hyrcanus and the 
m. moft powerful of the Jews againft him. The famoufneffe of Herod fon of 

this Antipater , caufeth his original to be more enquired inro. Nicolaus Da - 
mafeenut to flatter the faid Herod , derived his pedegree from the chief of 
the Jews, which returned from Babylon ■ but Jofephus deniech thar, and 
reporcs him to have been an Idumaan. born. * Others have delivered, chat ub. 14. c. s. 


this Antipater, or Antipas, wasthefon of one Herod the Prieft of Apvtto's 
Temple ac Afcalon, whichCicy being invaded by.the A/*w<e4»chieves, he 1 ‘ 

was taken with other fpoils out of the-Temple, and whereas his father was 



not able tor anfom him, was brought up after the manner of the Idumaans, 
and became very familiar with Hyrcanus the High- Prtejl . Jofephus faich, 
that he was conftituted Governour of Idumaa by Alexander the King, and 
his wife, and then minding his own intereft , entred into fociety with the 
Arabians, Gasans, and Afcalonites, having purchifed their friendfhip 
vvith § reat § ifts * He P rofeffed t0 the 3 em thac ic was unjuft, that Arifiobu- 
nu& to recover" ^ us ^ould be fuffered to enjoy bis ufurped power, from which he had caft 
hi* juft right, o°wn his elder brother, and had deprived him of the prerogative of his a<*e. 

The fame things he often inculcated into Hyrcanus, adding withal!, that his* 
life was in danger, except he would in good time fave himfelf by for 
that the friends of his brother ftill confulced, how they might rid him out of the 
way, and eftablifh the Kingdom upon the other. 


14. He being a plain and well-meaning man, gave no great credit to rhefe 
flanders ; but the other ceafed not for all that to invent frefh accufations of 


Arifiob itu', as if he laid in wait for his life , and at length hardly obtained 
- ofhim<oflieto ^rc/^Kingof xhz Arabians, becaufe his Country was nigh 
to Jstdaa. Antipater went firft to that King, to get a promife from him not 
to betray his fuppliant into the hands of his enemies, which being obtained, 
ethhfmro flic berGturne ^ t0 Jerufalem, and thence not long afeer taking Hyrcanus out 
to Arcus King ni g ht > b y g reac journeys came to Petra, where Aretas kept his Court. Being 
of Arabia, very great with the Arabian, he laboured to perfvvade him to reftore Hyr¬ 

canus, and with his importunity and gifts at length prevailed. Hyrcanus 
alfo promifing, if by his means he fhould recover the Kingdom, to reftore to 
him that Country vvith the twelve Towns, which his Father Alexander had 
taken from him. Aretas being drawn in bythefe promifes, undertook this 
' Expedition vvith 50000 men, and overthrew Arifiobulus, who bein* firft 
■ forfakenof his followers, who now fled amain to his brother, retired to Je. J°f e pbusnt 
rufalem, where the Arabian and Hyrcanus befieged him in the Temple. l msca P- 3 - 
Whobefi The Feaft of thePafsover hapnin^ during the fiege, the Priefts who onely 
«h Jerufalem, remained with Arifiobulus, thac the Sacrifices might not be omitted, bar- 
* gained vvith the befiegers for beafts to be fold them for that fervice, but when 
they had let down the money from the walls, were derided by them. But 
this vvickedneffe the Hiftori.in obferveth to have been punifhed vvith great 
ftorms and tempefts, which procured extraordinary fcarcicy of Corn. In this 
mean while Pompey the Great being diverted by the War with Tygrants in Idem cap, 4. 
Armenia, fenc Scatirusfa Ouafior , as Appiah calls him, into Syria, who M 

coming ftraighc to Damafcus (taken then by Metellus and Lollius) hafted M ' 3941 * , 

without intermiflion into Judaa. To him both parties fenc, to defire his v.cH'to' *’ 
friendfhip and help, but though each promifed as much as the other (^.400 selentid. 149, 
Talents) yet he clofed wi’ch Arifiobulus , being counted more free and rich, Arifiob. 6. 
and whofe requeftvvas more eafietobe fulfilled, in driving away the Naba - 
thaans, than that of the other, to take the place which he held, being fo 
ftrong both of it felf and by defence. a 

15. Taking the money of Arifiobulus he eafily raifed the fiege, denounce- 
ing to A ret m that he fhould depart, except he would be declared an Enemy 
But is beaten 01 the People of Rome; and then returned to Damafcus . Arifiobulus 
off by Scaum. having gotten this advantage againft'his Enemies, followed them vvich a greac 
Army, and joyning battel overthrew them ac a place called Papyron , about 
7000 of them being (lain, and amongft the reft Cephalio the brother of An- 
tipatcr. But not long after Pompey came to Damafcus, and going about Ccele- 
fyriai thither were fenc to him Ambaffadors from feveral parts,. Arifiobulus 
fent him an excellent prefent, being a golden Urn of the value of 500 Ta- cmca PA. 
lents, which afterwards was dedicated by him amongft other things in the Ca¬ 
pitol ac Rome. Shortly after were fenc fome to him from both the brothers; 

Both brothers Antipater from Hyrcanus,. and one Nicodemm from the other, to whom he 
fent to Pompey anfwered, thac coming to Damafcus he would hear thf caufe. Thither was 
to complain, fent alfo an Ambaflage of the Jews themfelves, who declared they were un- 
' : willing to live under Kings,' it being the cuftom of their Country to yield 

obedience to the Priefi of their God 5 and thac though rhefe two were of 


thac 
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that race of Priefis, yet being defirous to change the Government into an¬ 
other form, they thereby intended toenflave them. Hyrcanus accufed his 
brother of ambition and violence, in that he had gone about to deprive him 
of his birth-right, and the other excufed himfelf by the neceffity of the 
thing, left the Principality (houid have been transferred into another family 
by his heavy dulneffe , which rendred him incapable of employment. To 
Hyrcanus bare witnefle 1000 Jens which ssmipatcr had brought for that 
purpofe , but to Arifiobulus a Company of effeminate Gallants , ridiculous 
to all for their fantaftick bravery. Pom fey having heard them, and difapproved 
of Arifiobulus his violence, difmiffed them both kindly at prefent, promi- 
fing he would come to them as foon as he had infpeaed the affairs of the 
N.ibathaans, bidding them to be quiet in the mean time, and ufing Arifio¬ 
bulus civilly , left he fliould ftop up the paffages. Buc hereby he won nothing 
upon him, for not expe&ing his promifes, he went co Velium, and thence be¬ 
took himfelf into J"d*.t. ■ , 

1 6 . Pom?') being offended with this carriage of Arifiobulus , took ch 
Army which he tad provided againft the Nabathaans , and with other fup- 
plies out of Syria , and the Legions which were at his command followed 
him. Coming into Judea, and hearing he was in a Caftie near Coreas , he 
fent to him to'come and fpeak him, which he obeyed, being advifed by thofe 
about him to take heed of Warring with the Romans . When he had dispu¬ 

ted the cafe with his brother, he returned co the Caftie, and fo he did divers 
cimes, willing to pleafe Pompey , and pretending a willingneffe to obey 
him in all things, buc providing ftill for the War, fearing the Principali¬ 
ty might be beftowed upon Hyrcanus. Tompey in condufion required him Lib.u.cap.j. 
to deliver up into his hands the Garrifons, and write to the Governours of 
them for that purpofe; which he obeyed alfo, buc then prefently departed A.M, 3 ? 4 *. 
to Jerufalem there to prepare for War. He followed him, and in the wav 
heard how Mithridates of Pomus was killed "by his fon Pbarnaccs. His firft 
nights quarters he took up at Jericho , where the Trees grew, that being cut 
diftilled with the precious Balfamum ; and the next day marching towards 
J.rufalem, Anftobu us forethinking what he had done, came and met him, 
offered him money, and referred himfelf to his pleafure, fothat omitting 
War he would order things in a peaceable manner. He pardoning him, 
fent Gabinius to Jerufalem to fetch the money ; but he being (hut out by 
Arifiobulus his Soldiers, returned empty handed, which Pompey caking in 
greac difdain , committed Arifiobulus tocuftody,and went himfelf to the 
Citie. There were two fa&ions difagreeing from each other , that of Ari- cap. 8. 
fiobulus brake down the bridge, which went out of the Citie to the Temple, 
and cherein fortified chemfelves, whereupon the other let in the Romans in¬ 
to the Citie and Palace. Then did Pompey befiege the Temple, filled up 
with the greac royl of his Soldiers the Ditch before it, and then with En¬ 
gines brought from Tyre battered the Wall, taking occafion at the fuperfti- 
tion of the Jem, who thought it finfull to do any thing on the Sabbath-dayes, 
but defend chemfelves. The greateft Tower being battered down, the Ro¬ 
mms broke in (< Cornelius Vauftus the fon of Sylla firft entring 'the breach) 
and then made (laughter of iaooo, the Priefts even then (as they, had done 
all the liege) nor negle&ing to offer facrifices , andamongft the reft Abfa- 
lom the Uncle, and father-in-law of Arifiobulus was taken, being the young- 
eft fon of Hyrcanus, Pompey with many followers entred into the Temple, 
and looked on thofe things, which it was unlawfull for any buc the Priefts to 
behold ; yet touched nothing he faw, fo great was his abftinency. The Tem¬ 
ple was taken as Jofephus tells us, in the third moneth, and the faft day, 
which was kept in memory of Jehoiakim’s burning the Roll,in the ij 9 Olym¬ 
piad, C. Antonius and M. Tullius Cicero being Confuls, A.M. 3942. about

But efpecially the forward and bold difpofition of Herod affrighted them, 
whom th'ey. looked upon as a young and growing Tyrant, and therefore they, 
grievoufly enveighed againft Amipater to Hyrcanus, as one who caried away 
all the profit of the Kingdom, an empty name being onely left to himfelf,- 
and laboured to bring him into fufpicion, hinting, thac ere long the vizard 
would be taken off, and he would dearly pay for the negligence of his own 
affaires. This they enforced by that bold ad of Herod’s killing Ezechias, 
and the reft, in contempt of the Laws, which fuffer no man, how wicked fo- 
Hcisfum- ever, to be put to death, till hefirft becaft by the fentence of his Judges, 
monedcofc- fyreanus though flow enough to believe any thing, yet having thefe things 
vifalem to an- often founding in his ears, together with the lamentations of the mothers of 
fvreefor kil- thofe that were {lain, grew fomething moved , and fummoned Herod up to 
ImgEycbias j erf4 jalem, to give an acconnc of his adions before the Judges.

the thing, and fee himfelf about building of a monument for his Father. He- 
rod viiicing Samaria, aud feeing it much out of order, laboured what he 
might; to cherilh ic, and fate in Judgement, deciding the controverfies of the 
People, and then prefently came up to Jerufalem to the Feaft with a Com¬ 
pany of Soldiers at his heels. Malicbus being exceedingly afraid of his

refufed to forfake Hyrcanus and his brother, and going to Ba z,apharnes 9 cn.Domtio 
blamed him for harbouring fuch defigns, cold him, if he wanted money, he Calv f° *■ 
might have more from him than Antigonus , and how bafe a thing it was to 
betray Ambaffadors, innocent, and who had been drawn out upon the fcore 
of his own faith. The Parthian fwore there was no fuch matter, and that 
he troubled himfelf with vain fufpitions, and prefenrlygo: him out to Pa* 
corns \ but he being gone, ftraightway hands were laid on Hyrcanus ,and Pha- c 
felns, in vain upbraiding the Barbarians with perjury ; an Eunuch alfo was 
difpatched to Jemfalem to get Herod by fome means or other out of che 
Walls, and apprehend him, Phafelns had fent to make known his con¬ 
dition to him , but the Meflengers were intercepted, which he havin° 
knowledge of, had a conference with rhe Chief of the Parthians then at 
mod befieged J e rnfalem , who by all means laboured to get him out of the Palace. But 
at Jernfalem he fufpe&ing them, and giving no credit at all to their words, prefently beard 
gpKcth forth, for certain of his brother’s Captivity, and feeing them in doubt what to do 
againft him , refolved to fliift for himfelf, and taking the opportunity 
of the evening, departed with his relations that night, unknown to the 
Enemy. 

29. He travelled towards Idnmaa , whither at length he came to Maffad* 
the Caftle; but as his departure was fad, fo his journey was as dangerous, be- 
He goech in o purfued by the Parthians , whom following behind his Train he kept off, 
through 'idu. ti and was oppofed alfo more violently by the Jews, over whom yec he got a 
ma to Petra ‘ vi£lory, and afterwards in memorial of it builc a fumpruous Palace in ths 
in Arabia for fame place. Once his mothers Utter was overturned in the way, with which 
ai ’ Ihe being brought into danger of death, and he fearing the Enemy might over¬ 

take them, he drew out his fword to kill himfelf, and had done it, but that 
the next to him interpofing themfelves hindred it, fhevving him how it was 
not the pare of a valiant man to forfake others, by fetting himfelf at li¬ 
berty, as they termed it. After he came to the Borders of Jssdaa , his bro¬ 
ther Jofeph met him, and perfwaded him todifmifle the moft of his followers, 
becaufe the Caftle could not harbour them , which he did to the number of 
9000 and above, giving them money to bear their charges, and taking the 
ableft Soldiers, whom he had culled out from amongft the reft, with his rela¬ 
tions, to the number of 800. he marched on to Mafada , and there placed 
them, where no fort of Provifions was wanting 5 but be himfelf held on for 
Petra in Arabia , hoping of chat King, who was fuch a friend of his father, to 
obtain help for the recovery of his brothers liberty. Bur rhe Parthians af¬ 
ter his departure from Jernfalem plundred the Citie and Palace, and wafted 
the Countrey, in wich they deftroyed Martfa a wealthy Town , and fo redu¬ 
cing Antigonus into Judaa, delivered up Hyrcanus and Phafelns inuo his 
hands, who was grievoiifly troubled that che women had efcaped , which he 
intended together with the money to have given to the Parthians. 

. 3°. Then fearing that Hyrcanus by the favour of the people might again 
be reftored to the Kingdom, he either cut or. bit off his ears, making him ' 

thereby uncapable of tne Priefthood r which by the taw was not given, but 
to one of an entire body.

Pbtfdut, de- ^ lf - n g b e f ore his death that his brother Herod, had efcapdi, underwent it 
formerof his chearfulty, as leaving behind him a revenger of it. And he certainly know- 
ears, and Ph/r-ing nothing thereof* laboured exceedingly to prevent it, going to Malcbus 
jelus daflicth t hg Arabian, whom he knew to be obliged to his family, hoping of him to 
out his own get money, either upon free gife or cruft, and refolving to give 300 Talents 
brains ' for his brothers Ranfom, whofe fon alfo a Child of feven years old he car¬ 
ried with him to leave as a pledge. But the Arabian being perfwaded by 
his great ones ro retain the money owing, with the goods which Antipater 
had depofited with him, fenc fome to meet him, and command him to depart 
from his borders, and after be was gone repented of what he had done, and 
fenc after him , but too late. For he was now almoll got into Egypt, hear¬ 
ing of his brothers death in the way, where Cleopatra kindly entertained 
him, intending to ufe him in her Wars ; but nothing could hinder him from 
bailing to Rome, though in the Winter feafon, and though great flirs were 
. reported to be in Italy , whither alfo he came, though with great danger, for 
the difficulty of Navigation.

S by the menc made betwixe Antony and Cafar the Triumvirs (the former having 
Arabian, he married OH avia fitter to the later) and another betwixt them two and 
go:th to Rome. y 0un o Pompey , who then held Sicily, which was a time convenient enough 
for his affairs. He made his application to Antony, of whofe favour he had 
formerly rafted, recounting to him the whole ftory of the Partbians over¬ 
running Jud&a, of his brothers death, and the mifery of his family now be- 
fieged m a Caftle, and how through tbefeTempefts both at Sea and Land, 
he had ventured to come to him as his onely harbour and refuge; and with¬ 
al l was not fparing in the offering of money to him, in cafe he could procure 
him to be declared King of Judta. Pity wrought fomechinp with Antony 
(being backed with the memory of that friendlhip which had paffed betwixe 
A»t.pater and himfelf ) the money more, and to thefe being fuperadded an 
hatred of Anti gomes , whom he accounted a turbulent man, and one that bore 
a mind full of hatred towards the Romans, he much inclined to favour him. 
Cafar alfo, partly for that Antipater had done good fervice for his adoptive 
father in Egypt, and becaufe he was willing to gratifi t Antony , was ready 
to do him all good Offices, being alfo inclined to favour him out of a pardcu-, 
lar phancy he had ro the man for his courage. The Senate therefore being 
called, firft Meftla, and then Atratonins commended him to the fathers, 
relating his father’s, and then his own merits towards the Commonwealth; 
and wichall they accufed Antigonus , and inveighed againft him as an Ene¬ 
my, for that he'had not onely born himfelf as fucb heretofore, but now of 
lace in the calling in of the Parthians. Herewith the Senace being offended, 
Antony then declared to them that it would much conduce to the carrying on 
of the Parthian War, which was now depending, if Herod fliould be King; 
fo chit without any more to do, he was fo declared by the unanimous confent 
, he of all, and then being accompanied into the Capitol by Cotfar and Antony on 
wonder both each hand, the Confuls going before, there facrifized, and according to the 
Of himfelf and cuftom, laying up the decree of rhe Senace, was feafted by Antony. Thus ob- 
others, he his tained he the Kingdom with the wonder of himfelf as well as others,through 
declared King ^ efpecial friendlhip of Antony, having ever feared thac the Romans would 
of pdxa. never con f enc he fhould have that honour which was not wont to be be¬ 

llowed, but upon a royal race, and therefore he intended to have fued for it, 
not for himfelf but for Alexander , brother to Mariamne his wife; and this 
increafed the wonder, that within feven dayes he fhould be difpatched and 
difmiffed out of Italy. But thus obtained he the Sovereignty of Judaa, 
A. A. M. 3965. in the firft of the 185 Olympiad, Domitius Calvinns the fe- 

cond time, and C. Afinius Pollio, being Confnls , fome 37 years before the 
birch of CAri/?.

People of Rome, he procured Antony to dijpatch him out of the way, who lib - 59 
pretending at leaftthe unquietneffe of the Jews for his fake, caufed him to 
be beheaded at Antioch , And fo the Principality of the Afmonaans ceafed 
after it had endured free from the yoik of Syria 98 years; and Herod a man 
of forein and obfeure birth was confirmed in the Soveraignty over Judea by 
th z Romans, in the Empire of whom we fhall hear further of him. ; 


CHAP. VIII. 

The affaires of Sicilie Contemporary 
with die Enipire of the Macedonians. 

From the death of Timoleon to the Sicilian or firfl Punick 
fVar 3 containing the fpace cf 73 years. 


1. T^He confticutions of Timoleon being Popular, and tending to the loofe 
JL liberty of the Vulgar, which was defficuce of lawfully fucceflive Prin¬ 
ces, Sicilie continued not in Peace many years, being of all ocher places, 
through want of lawful Monarchs, moft fubjeft to the ambicion and tyranny 
of thofe, who, though private Citizens, through flattery and' deceit enflavedf 
their neighbours. Amongft the reft Agathocles is moft eminent; none that 
. . ever in any time went before him, coming up to him, or, reaching him by 
Sgy 11 ftr in cunning and cruelty. He was the fon of one Carcinsts a Potter, and Diodorus'Sicu- 
. *•""**• brought up by his father m thac trade 6f life;, who being banifKed from RBe- lus lib. 19. , 
gium in Italy his native foil, came into Sicilie , and, placed himfelf at 7 ‘for- olymp. iif. 
me at that time fubjeSt to th6 Carthaginians, Before he was born, and when Mn ‘ 4 * 
his mother was yet great with him, the Defphhk Oracle foretold, that he 
fhould-be the author of great calamities to the Carthaginians,' and alfo to all 
Sicilie. , andfor thatcaufehe’ was expofed by his facher , buc preferved by 
his mother, and referved to fuch a time unknown to him, as He repenting. of 
what be had done, gladly imderftood from her of hisfafetyi Being then again 
received by his father, he vyis brought up in the trade of a Potter, and was 
but young when Timoleon overthrew the Carthaginians at the River Cremif- 
f H, r and made all free of Syr'dcufe that would come thither. He was then 
with his father admitted into thac City, and not long after his facher died, 
but one Damas a chief Citizen being extraordinarily afife&ed cowards him 
for his coffilineflej gave him whereon fufficiently tolive, and afterwards be¬ 
ing created the Capcain of the Argentines, beftowed on him the place of a 
Colonel in the Army, for that he vyas wont formerly in mufters to wear thofe 
aritB which none elfe could bear for their bigneffe.

the Exiles of Sofftratus his fa&ion being received, and a peace made with the 
Carthaginians, he lived as an outlaw within the Country , but gathering to¬ 
gether confiderable forces,proved fo formidable to his own Citizens,and their 
new Allies, that they foughc to him themfelves to return, and having brought 
him into the Temple of Ceres, there took an Oath of him not to be againft the 
Recalled and pop^t Government. Making a (hew then of Patronizing Democratic, he fo 
made Gene- inveigled the people by his fair fpeeches and cunnmg pretences, that hewas 
« 1 . conftituced General, and keeper of the Peace, till fuch time as the diffe¬ 

rences then on foot, through tne reftitution of the Exiles, fhould be compofed;- 
‘ and then having obtained his wiffied for opportunity, the Army being at his 

beck, and under pretence of oppofmgfome, who at Erbita had lately re¬ 
volted, fufficienc occafion being taken to increafe his ftrengtb, be marched out 
as a°ainft the Rebels, and united unco him 3000 men, fome whereof had for¬ 
merly ferved him againft the Carthaginians, and were moft additfed to him¬ 
felf /and adverfe both to the people in general, and, the 600 who now had the 
power in their hands, after the Ariftocracie wasjaken away. With thefe, 
and certain Syracuftans, who being poor themfelves envied the wealth of 
others, he ftrengchned himfelf, and accufingthq Aoo to the Soldiers as ha¬ 
ving plotted againft him, procured them eafily to be taken for Enemjes, and 
caufing an Allarm to be founded, commanded the Army to march to the 
Citie, and there co kill the Malignarits, and take the fpoyl of them and all

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< The Eland being hereby cleared of the Enemy’s Forces, he fecurely 
laid divers Towns to his Dominions, and with the acceifionof many places to 
his former ftrengch, fufficiently confirmed himfelf, having over and above his 
Syracufians, and Confederates* 10000 foot* and 35 00 horfe of Mercenaries 
in conftant pay, and making Provijion of all forts of Ammunition, for that 
he forefavv, that the Carthaginians difapproving of the peace made by ^mil- 
car. would within a fhort while renew the War: The year after feeing himfelf Ad am. 1. 
fumciently furnilhed, he refolved then not to expea them,but b^tn him- obW' 7-1 
felf: yet defiring firft to clear his way, by removing whatever mi°ht hinder 
him from the neighbouring Cities, he firft attempted Meffene whither the 
Exiles of Syracufe bad fled ; and he firft prevailed with them to expel thefe, 

and then to admit him into the Town, where he killed <500 of the chiefeft of 

them, and moft adverfe to his power. Thence he went to Agngentum, think- a. M. i6 9 £ 
in° to mike alfo a prey of it; but fmy (hips of the Carthaginians with OUi 7 mi. 
Fo°rces having lately come .thither, he forbore to attempt any thm°, and Keg ♦*. 
drew his forces into the Territories of the Carthaginians , where he took in di- x \ n 
vers Caftles. In the mean while Dinocrates the principal man amongft the 
Exiles fenc to Carthage , defiring aid befor z Agathocles ftiould reduce all 
Sicily into his power, and having gathered his Companions together, and 
raifed a pretty Force, fent Nymphodorus to the Town of the Centorippini 
held then by Agathocles , but being promifed to have it betrayed into his 
hmds under condition they ftiould be left to their own liberty, He got 
by the night into the Town , but che Garrifon having timely knowledge of 
it, cut him off, and all his followers which had entred, ‘and Agathocles 
punifhed the Confpirators. But Dinocrates bring called by the Inhabitants 
of Gahria,mth 3000 foot, and 2000 horfe marched thither, where Agatho- 
cles his fa&ion being call out, be pitched his Tents without the Town ; but 
he fent two of his Captains againft him with 5000 men, who at length put 
him, and his whole Army to flight, and recovering the place, animad¬ 
verted upon the Revolted Agathocles being elevated with this fuccefle, 
bearin'* the Carthaginians were feized on an Hill, marched thither,in¬ 
tending to fight them with all the power he could make, but they de¬ 
clining an engagement, in a Triumphant manner he returned unto Sy-

6. The year following, the Carthaginians (hipped a great Army for Si- Ad mi. x. 
city under Conduft of A mile or , a man of high Nobility ; but fuch a Tem- 
peft feized on the Fleet, that 260 Veffels loaded with men and Provifions 
mifearried, which made them cover their Walls with black, as ic was the cu- 
ftom upon fome great and publick difafter. But Amilcar being an induftrious 
man, gathering together the. Relicks of the (hipwrack, lifted more men after 
his arrival, and made up a compleat Army of 40000 foot, and well nigb 
5000 horfe. Agathocles perceiving himfelf. too weak to encounter the E- 
r.emy at prefent, took care howto fecure his Towns and Caftles from re¬ 
volting , and efpecially Gela, near to which the Enemy then lay. To fend in 
a ore at party at once, he thought might awaken cheTownf-men too much, 
ancl put them upon fome attempt difaavantageous to himfelf, fo that be got 
fome Soldiers in at feveral times, rill they amounted to a number too ftrong 
for the ocher, and then going thither, accufed che Inhabitants of Treachery,, 
and took occafion to make a Maffacte of 4000 of them, the goods of whom 
he feized, with all the 5 ilver and Gold of thofe that remained. Then pitched 
he bis Tents againft the Carthaginians, encamped on an Hill where the Ca- 
ftle of Phalaris the Tyrant of old time was reported to be, whence it got 
the name of Ecncmos , i.e. wicked or unlaw fall. A River ran betwixt the 
two Camps, concerning which a rumoar having been of old time fpread, that 
a great multitude of . man ftiould perifli near unto it, this hindred both the 
Armies from ingaging, till fuch time as excurfions bring made on both fides, 
the Africans broke out of their Trenches to refeue the prey, which Agatho - 
ties forefeeing, had placed many men in ambu(h upon the River, who fal¬ 
ling upon che Carthaginians, as they purfued their friends, drove them back, 

and 
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•and wnh great flaughrer gave thechace unto their Camps. Agathocles 
judging this a fit feafon for an iugagemenc, arofe with his whole Afmy, and 
feli upon them m their trenches, into which he brake, and there maintained 
for fome time a hot difpute, till the Enemy repulfed him at that place, bv 
help efpecially of Slingers, natives of thelflands JBaleares, who being ex 7 
erafed after the faftnon of that Country in dinging of ftones, forced back the 
Syr acufans, by throwing at them thofe of a pound weight. Yet he broke in 
m other places, and had almoft done bis work, when fre(h fupplies to the 
Enemy arrived out of Afnck l, which falling on him in his rear, turned the 
fate of the day dear againft him, and put his men to flight, of which great 
Overthrew w« done by yoooAfricans chatgave the chace, manyalfo killing 

AMbosles. then ^ves by drinking over haftily, out of extremity of the heat which then 
raged through the influence of che Dog Star. So that he loft no fewer chan 7000 
men, $00 onely of the Carthaginians being (lain. ' 

7. Agathocles getting together his.ftraglers becook himfelf to Gela ha¬ 
ving given out,that he determined for Syracnfe with all fpeed,fo that 3 00 Af¬ 
ricans entering Gela, and fearing nothing, were all cut off by him. Then 
(hut he himfelf up there, that the Carthaginians laying fiege to the place 
the Syracufians might have time enough co vidual their City, and indeed 
Amilcar thought firftof alltobefiege it, but afterwards underflandin* what 
forcewas in it, changed hispurpofe, and rook in feveral Towns and Caftles, 
and behaved himfelf fo lovingly, as many within a (hort time revolted to 
him. Agathocles then withdrew to Syracnfe , which hi fumifced with all 
forts of provifions for the enduring of a liege, intending to leave a party for 
defence thereof, and remove the War into Af rtc ^ by palling all his Army 
over thither For, confidering tbit the Carthaginians had almoft got all 

Sicilies and his confederates generally revolted to tEem (who were moft po- 
tenrnow both at Sis and Land) he judged it (though the moft venturous, yet) A 
the fifeft way to invade the Enemy in his own Territories, which bein'* a fud- 
dain and moft unufual thing, he ftiould dapnt him -therewith, and dnve his 
Subjedts into an open revolt, and force him tocall back the Army out of Si - 
they having Communicating therefore this purpofe to no man living , he left Sr- 

aU of his brother Amander and fevering all there-

procured them to be cut off, and corjfifcated all their goods. Then manumic- 
tirgalUlaves that were fit for the Wars, he (hipc his men in fixty Veffels 
and; gating out into the Main whilft the Carthaginians knew not his delign > 
efcaped them by thedarkneffe of the night, and though they chafed him all 
the Way, yet arrived he in Africk with nis Army in fafe^y. 

^ 8, Once arrived heburnt hisfhipsj as well to take away from htsSoldiers 
Being landed hopS of efcape (thereby to hei^crii f heir valour) as alfo having no great 
he buraeth his Amay, left for the defence of the Navy, it (hould be divided. * Then fell 
%s. he upon two Cities immediately, which he cook (the Soldiers being incoura- 
ged at the fignt of rdpreafant and rieh a Country) but fuffered none of his 
Army to lye there,' but deftroyed che places, left his men fhoul relie upoft 
themasa reftjge.

thinking that their'enmity tbwards each other which had been in-

rbou°h indeed theteinthey were miflaken. Thefe two Generals thought not 
fi', to llay fot their aflociat«,but mufler as many of their own Citrons as 
would nuke a fhtft, and fp raifing 40000 foot, and 1000 Horfe.withjooo 
Chariots, they encounter the Enemy. Aeatboclti his men, .many of 
them, wanting Arms, he made them counterfeit ones, to be fo‘ eftemed a 
far off, and perceiving them to be difcouraged at the number of tht Cmbap. 

„i/m Horfe,he procured many Owls to be let go in the Camp, which birds fe- 
ing taken to bring alwaies good luck with them, the Soldiers were therewith 
fo cheated, that rfiey refolutely fet unon the Enemy,, and brake prefently the

thrown by whkh heY cbargc a alfo with fuch refolution, that the wing where . 

'commanded ivas difcomficed, and he himfelf flain. Bomilcar h,s 
Colleuue undemanding this, having formerly wiflied for fomegood opportu¬ 
nity to invade the Tyranny (which the mod eminent men of c * nh H' were 
mmy times forced to do, forthe avoiding of thole centures and punilhments 
conftancly infli&ed upon them for the lead mifcamge of fortune, by thehea- 
dv rable) thinking now an occafion to be prefettted tobim, as ir.were from 
Heaven, he refolyed to take hold of it. And for that he thought it mod con¬ 
venient for him, that the Enemy ihould not be overthrown, but an awe conti¬ 
nued upon his Citizens, he retreated by little and little , differing the Sin- 
few toprevail, and at length drew off his men roan hill, whence they all 
fled as faff as they could to Carthage > having loft of their number x ooo men, 
and killed of the Greek* but zoo. . ,, ,, .

Ever fince the death of Agathocles, hid th z 'Syraenfians laboured with all p^b ** 
their might to reduce that whole Iftand into their power, and now ac this time 
rather doubling their diligence chan at all flicking their endeavours, fenc over 
into Italy co Pyrrhus King of Epirus (who now was bufie in War againft the 
Romans, being called thither by the Tarentinei) defiring aid of him for the 
expelling of the Africans, and to cake upon him the prote&ion of Sicilie. 

Hicetas having held the Dominion of Syracufe nine years, was then ejected . , 

Tpbui King by Thynio, wno together with Sojlratus were fo vexed with the Carthaginian ‘ D:ocims lbtd - 
of cal- War, that they again called Pyrrhus into Sicilie, The Mamertines entered 
USE into League with the Carthaginians, and refolved if poflible to hinder his 
sjrmfiMt. landing, the Romans were alfo by reafon of their enmity with him eafily drawn 
into the confederacy, fo chat the Straights of Sicily were narrowly watched. 

He delaying his coming till the next year, the Carthaginians fenc back thirty 
of their (hips upon other occafions,.and befieged Syracufe. Bur then he a.m. 3728. 
(having been in Italy now two years and four moneths, without fuccefle) ol 115. m.s,. 
paffed over without control,and came directly to Syracufewhzre. the Cartha- V- f 477.

„ 26, Pyrrhus coming to the City, second led the Inhabitants to their Gover¬ 
nors, for which getting great favour, and receiving' meflages from diverfe. 
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Cicies which °ave up chemfelves into his hands, he not onely thought now 
of lining Sicily (which he intended to give to his fon, begotten ou Lanajfa 
thedaughcer of Agathocles, as Italy to another) but of laying Afric\ it felf 
alfo to bis Dominions. Making a journey through the Ifland, he received the 

Cities to protedion, and within a lhortfpace fubdued all the places held by 

thzCarthaoinians, except Ulybtum^ Town built upon the Sea by their 
Anceftors,"after chac Diovyftu had taken Motya After he had been fome 
time before it, though a great fupply had arrived, yet fent they alfo co him, 
offering him money to raile his fiege ; and he was inclined to accept of the 
offer; ‘but his friends in Council perfwaded him by al means to refufe it, 
and utterly expel the Africans out of Sicily. Then did he with all his might 
attempt the taking of the place by force, but it being ftrongly defended, he 
every time came off with Ioffe, and finally afeer he had continued the fiege 
for two moneths, rofe up and departed. After this he had thoughts of be¬ 
coming matter at Sea, and tranfporcing his Army into Africk; buc behaving 
himfelf too Magifterially in the preparation for this attempt he loft himfelf 
exceedingly, and then fusing the fidelity of Tbamo and Softram, the 
one he compelled by fear ro revolt from him, and the later he flew as guilty 
of the fame intention. This fo provoked the Cities, that fome revolted back 
to the Carthaginians , and others to the Mamtnmes, fothac perceiving a 
great defection, and a confpiracy alfo hatched againft him, being now fol- 
iiciced alfo by the Samnites and Tarentines for more aid, he departed again 
into Italy , being oppofed fo in his paffage by the Carthaginians on the Sea, 
and that he lott moft of his fhips, and fo much after he had landed by the Ma- 
mer tines (who had before wafted over 1000 men) that with much ado he got 

fafe to Tarentttm. , . , 

27. After the departure of Pyrrhus , the Soldiers which quartered in the 
Towns near -to Syracnfe, beyond all example, created two Magiftrates out of 
their own body, Artemtdorus & Hiero, to the great indignation of the people, 
which took it in difdain that their privilege fhould be thus ufurped by the Ar¬ 
my. Yet afterwards did they confirm the honour unto Hiero for his greac 
moderation and high abilities, who being the fon of Hierocles had ttrange 
prefages whileft yet a Child concerning his future Dignity. He perceiving 
how in the abfence of the Proctor Syr acnfans were apt to befeditious, 

and attempt new matters , entred into affinity with Ley tines (by marrying his 
daughter) whom he knew ro be the moft confiderable man^and of greac 
Authority amongftrhe vulgar, that he might fupply his olace asitwerem his 
ahfenccj and contain the people in obedience. After this marriage was over, 
taking notice of the loofe Carriage of the old Mercenary Soldiers , and how 
rhey were ever inclining co mutinies, he drew them out againft the Mamcr- 
tines , vvho being Barbarians (as the Greeks alwayes termed all belides them- 
felves) had feized upon Me (fenc, and dividing them from the reft, which he 
kept with himfelf, expofed them againft theEnemie, and fuffered them 
every man to be cut off, fo that being, rid of them, he thenceforth go¬ 
verned without any fear or trouble. Three or four years after he fet upon the 
Mamertines in good earned, who though they bare chemfelves high fo long 
as their friends and affociaces continued Matters of Rhegium (created much 
trouble to the Carthaginians, and compelled divers Towns to pay Tribute; 
yet now ftnee the defeat of them, arid efpecially after that Hiero had got in¬ 
to his power two places near unto them, they were exceedingly ftraitned. 

28. Yet fent they out againft him 8000 foot, and 1000 horfe under the 
Conduit of one Cios, who calling the Soothfayers to divine what the iflue 
fhould be , they anfwered, that he was to fpend the next night in the Ene¬ 
mies Camp > at which being much elevated, he fee his men in order, and 
paffed over the River. Hiero fent 2000 choice Mefmians, and 500 ci¬ 
thers, to get about the Hill Thorax t and come upon their backs, he in t e 
mean time charging their front.

The Tarentines affedYing, took Demecratlcal Government, obtained great 
power in thofe parts, having a more confiderable Fleet than any of their 
nei°hbours, 2C000 foot, 5000 horfe, and 1000 perfons fit to command 
them. They imbraced the Philofophy of Pythagoras , efpecially one Archy- 
tas , who governed the Citie a long time. In after times luxury was produced 
by profperiry to fuch exceffe, that if credit may be given ro Strabo , the Ta¬ 
rentines had ‘more publick Feftivals yearly , than the year hath dayes; by rea- 
fon whereof, the State of the Commonwealth under fuch a Government was 
rendred much worfe. One of their bad cuftoms was (as he judgeth it) to 
ufe the Conduct of fcreiners in their Wars; for againft the Meffapii and Lu- 
caai they imployed Alexander the Moloffian , and before that Archidamus 
the fon of Agefslaus, as afterward fleonymns and Agathocles ; and afterwards 
Pyrrhus againft the Romans. They contended with the Meffapii about He- 
raclea, and imployed alfo againft them the two Kings of the Daunii and' 

Peucetii. Neither would they obey the forein Captains for whom they had 
fenr. but fell to odds with them, which procured no fmall inconvenience. . 

9. Near to the Haven, in the view of the Sea, was the Theatre of the City, 
which proved the caufe of all its mifery and calamities, faith Floras.

The r urentines finding themfelves too weak for the en¬ 
counter, fent to Pyrrhus King of Epirus for aid, whom they had formerly

ces, reftrained them from walking (in which exercife they were wont to dif- 
courfe idly concerning War) and forbidding drinking , and Games, called 
them to Arms, making Levies of che youth with fome rigour and feverity. 

Valerius L&vwtu the Conful hafling rogive him battel ere the alfiftance of 
the Confederates came, he drew out his Army to himj but before they 
fhould ioyn, fent to him, offering himfelf an Umpire betwixt the Romans , 
and their adversaries, to which Valerius anfwered » that they neither cared for 
him as an Umpire, nor feared h'm as an Enemy,md caking his Spies,he caufed 
them to be led throughout the Camp, and then bade them return, and tell him 
what they had feen. Pyrrhus pitched his Tents beewixe Pandofa and Hera- Eutrop, 
clea, a Town fituace betwixt Tarentum and Metapontus , built by the Taren- 
sixes.

having (lain of them 6000, and,loft 5505 of his own men, as Hieronymus 
relaceth out of the King’s Records. But he addeth, that Dionyftus neither 
wrote any thing of two battels fought at AJculum , neither, for certain, of 
Pyrrhus his Viitory: one fight he mentioned fought till Sun-fet, ac the con- 
dufion whereof Pyrrhus was wounded in the Arm, which wound,.with the 
Samnites rifling his baggage, put an end co-it; either party having loft above 
15000 men. That this battel (or thofe battels) fell out in the year afore- 
faid is clear from thac which moved Pyrrhus this way to accempt theendin® 
of the controverfie. For the Confuls, Fabricius and t/£milins, receiving 
a letter from the King’s * Phyfician, wherein he offered to poyfon him, upon 
condition to be well requited, theywrd r e back to Pyrrhus to acquaint him *P eb * c biftt* 
with the treafon, and in theirs included the Phyficians letter. To requite the J tosnfati^ 
Romans for this courtefie, he fent back their prifoners gratis ,. and difpacched confute Uvii 
away Cineas again to treat of Peace.

For at the 
fame time, the Agripentines , Syracuftans , and Leontines , out of Sicily, 
give up themfelves to him, defiring his help in cafting out the Carthaginians , 
and clearing the Ifland of Tyrants : and out of Greece came intelligence , thac 
Ptolomaus Ceraunus was (lain in battel by the Galls , and therefore it was 
moft convenient for him co come into Macedonia , now withouc a King.

As for Pyrrhus, he haying fpenc fix yens, 
and fallen from his hopes ^both n Italy and Sicily, returned into Epirus , yec 

with a mind nothing daunted. He was thought the ableft Captain of all the 
Kings of chac time, both for military skill, and perfonal valour; buc what he 
had already obtained, he loft ftill by ftnving to grafp more. Therefore A»tu

1. 'T'He Umbri and Salient ini being newly fubdued, and the number of 
JL Quaftors being increafei to ei<pic, the Romans took occafion to tranf- 
fer their Armies over the Sea into Sicily, and begun that, which from the 
Ifland (that gave both occafion to, and was the feat of, it) is by Greeks 
Writers called the Sicilian War. There had the Mamertinet moll perfidi- 
Tfie original oufly feized on Mefana, as is already related, and thereupon were become 
of the Sicilian Enemies to Hieron King of Syracufe, who befieged them juftly as thieves 
or firg Punick anc | mus j erers> and had taken the City, but that Annibal the Carthaginian 
w s ' cunningly diverted him, with an intention to get it into his own hands, as it 
came to paffe ; for pretending fair things to the Mamcrtines, as before to 
Hiero, and fending them in provifions, he poffeffed bimfelf of the Caftle. 

They being thus cheated by him, and now ftraightned by both, who had joyned 
together againft them,betook themfelves tothe Romans for relief. The Se¬ 
nate begun to be very fenfible of the power of the Carthaginians, who had 
now almoft the whole Ifland in their hands, and was jealous of their ap- ' 
proach fo near to Italy *, fo that a juft quarrel with them feemed very accepta¬ 
ble. But fo bad was the caufeof ttje Mamcrtines, as they could not in con- 
fcience undertake the patronage of it, and gave them a denial. From the A M __ 40 
Senate the thing was brought to the People, which befides it’s antient ufeto oi. 118. a*. \. 
debate matters concerning War, had by the Hortenftan Law obtained power V.c. Vjo, 
by it’s Plebifcita to bind the whole State. The Prators (hewed what great selemd. 49. 
•profit would redound to the Commonwealth in general, and particularly to 
private Citizens (who having fuffered much by the late Italian Wars, were 
defirous by a new one to recruit their fortunes) and therefore by a Flebifcltnm 
they decreed aid to bee fent to the Mamertinet, in the 489 year of the 
City, Q. Fabius Maximus G urges the third time, and t.

Wherefore they concluded, there was neceffity of betaking themfelves alfo to 
Sea matters. Having never as much as thought of the Sea before, they now 
fet upon building of 100 Quinqueremes and 20 Triremes, a thing moft dif-

Cornelius bein^comman¬ 
ded to paffe mto Sicily, therein, this year, took feveral Towns, and returned" 
Their fucceflors C. ServiliusCapto and C, Sempromas BUfo , in the begin¬ 
ning of the next Spring wich all the Fleet paffed into Sicily , and thence into

And not onely did they plainly yield the Domi¬ 
nion or the Sea to the Carthaginian<, but feared them alfo on Land, becaufe 
of their Elephants, which had often times done them great dammage. Afdru- 
bal the JWc^General underftanding their fears, and how one of the Gon- 
fuls was returned back into Italy with half of the Army, in *reat confi¬ 
dence wafted the grounds about Panormus , and the morecareleflefy, becaufe 
Metellas kept himfelf within the walls. But the Conful taking an opportunity,. 
fo placed his men in refpeft of the Elephants, that when the Carthaginians ‘ 
eame agatnft the Town, he overthrew them, flew tbooo, and took 76 Ele- 
pbantsi according to Eutropius.

make no War upon the Syracufians or their allies ; releafe without ranfom all 
pri [oners, and pay within the [pact of twenty years 2200 Talents of Silver. 
This plea fed not the People, and therefore ten men were fent into Sicily % 
Aud obtain wich full authority to conclude the.Peace, who floor tned the time of payment t 
Peace. added i 000 talents to the former fum , and further cautionated that the Car¬ 
thaginians (hould not onely quit Sicily , but all the Iflands alfo betwixt it and 
Italy. Thus ended the firft P«»/Vj^War, after it had continued 24 years, and 
Lilybaum had been befieged ten; in the 515 year of the City , the fourth of 
the 134 Olympiad, the fixch of Seleucus Callinicfts t and the fixth of Ptolomy 
Ewrgttes, A. M. 3764, 239 before the birth pf Chrift, A. Manlius Tor- 
quatus the fecond time,. and Q. Lutatius Cerco being Confuls. 

8. The Carthaginians fubmitted to the terms of this Peace, that they 
might recruit themfelves by a ceffation; but the Peace procured them greater 
danger than the War could well have done. For, Amilcar Barcas , after the 
ratification, drew down the forces to Lilybturn, and giving them up into the 
hands of Gefco to be tranfported, laid down his Office. Cefco wifely conli- 
dering what danger there was of fuch a multitude of Mercenaries it’s fal¬ 
ling into fedicion (especially becaufe they wanted their pay, which the pub- 
lick Treafury already exhaufted could nor afford them) conveyed them into 

A lamentable Africl^ by fmall companies together. But his Superiors, either through in- 
mutinyof the advertency, or for want of money, difmiffed them not as they arrived; but 
Mercenaries. chem “N a11 ^ 10U W come together, with intention to prevail for an 

abatement of their wages. The City growing full, many outrages were com¬ 
mitted by the Soldiers, which caufeathe Townfmen to procure their Cap¬ 
tains to lead them out to Sicca a Town not far off, and when they left their 
biggage behind them, as intending fhortly to return to Carthage , they fear¬ 
ing their unwillingneffe to depart, or their fpeedy return, becaufe of their 
wives and children, in the cariages, forced them to take all away. When they 
were come to Sicca, they fell into greater licentioufnefle through want of em¬ 
ployment, and demanded larger pay than formerly they had pretended to, 
expefting alfo great rewards promifed them by their Captains in dangerous ad¬ 
ventures. As foon as they were all come thither, Hanno the Carthaginian 
Prator was fent to them, who was fo far from curing, that he heightened 
the diftemper. 

9. He not onely brought none of thofe things with him which they expe¬ 
nd* ferit <fted, hue complaining of the emptineffe of the Treafury, talked of abating 

T kC h*' - forciething of their conftint wages. This put the multitude into a rage, into 
lareethu. wnich hav!n - 0 " i ce fallen, it was hard to be appeafed, as upon other.accounts, 

6 ‘ fo through the diverfity of their fpeech, things being either mifreprefented 

by unskilful incerprecers, o- mifunderftood by them who were willing enough 
robe miftiken. Breathing nothing but fury and violence, they took Arms, 

and indefpight of Hanno and the other Officers marched toward Carthage ,

Their lace Matters nor daring to deny them any 
thing, prevailed that fome one who had commanded them in Sicily ftioujd 
be chofen as Moderator, and the whole matter left to him. 

10. The Soldiers made choice of Gejco , as one who had heft deferred 
of them. And he laboured to pacifie them all he m ; ght,arid was about to 
spendius and pay them their Arrears. But there being in the Army one Spend **, a Cam- 
Mathos hinder panian of Italy bybirth, but by condition a Roman flare* who having ran 
the agree- away from his Matter, wanted neither ftrength nor courage; 'and on Ma- 
Kovoke the thot ™/?f rican ? the former fearing to be tortured to death if his Matter 
multitude. caught him, as the Roman manner was, and the later though free, fearing to 
be called to account for his too great forvvardneffe in the late ftirs, Tou°bc 
howto drive all things into extremity, that they might procure a War, inveigh¬ 
ing grievoufly againft (jp/w arid the Carthaginians ',**having a defign as foon 
as the reft were difperfed and gone home, to fpend their rage agiinft the 
Africans. The multitude herewith were ftratigely incenfed ° fo that who 
ever attempted to fpeak,before they could be heard what they would fay, were 
all ftoned to death except thefe two. Gefco yet would not ceafe to do his 
duty, but went from one Nation to another, labouring to pacifie them; but 
when the Africans demanded allovvance for their Provifions, he bade them 
ask ic of Mathos their Captain. This fo tranfporced them,that chey plundered 
the goods of the^ Carthaginians, with all the money he had brought for the 
difebargement of the Army, and binding him and his followers in a contume¬ 
lious manner call them into prifon. 

11. By the advice of Mathos they rebelled againft the Canbagians , and 
Whence arl- [0 began the War called Libycum and Africum, as al£o Hmov. Their num- 
ferh rhe Li- bers being increafed to 700^0. Math and S pen dm now created Generals, 
ton War divided their forces, and befieged Uf tea and Hlppacra. Hanno was fent 
from Carthage co the relief' of rhe tlticans, arid at the firft onfec drove away 
the befiegers; but entring the Town, and loirering there, they fee upon his 
Camp without, and killing many, took all his Engines, and ocher things pre¬ 
pared for the War. His Superiors troubled hereac, created Captain Amilcar 
Barcas, and fent him inro the field with 70 Elephants, and toooo men. 
There he was encompaffed by the Africans on his Front, ,the Numidians on 
his Rear, and Spendm on his Flanck, where Naravaflu a Numidian with' 
Amilcar Boreas aoooof his followers revolted ro him. Encouraged by this addition he en- 
defeateth the gaged with his Enemies, caufing his men fo to face about* as'the Front became 
Mercenaries. t h e Rear, whereby feeming to be in confufion, the Mercenaries thought they 
ran, and breaking their Ranks to purfue them he took this opportunity, and 
fetting on tbemout of order'obtained rhe vi&ory,having (lain ioooo,and taken 
4000 prifoners. 

12. He gave Arms to all fuch prifoners as would ferve under him , and 
having exhorted the reft to fight no more againft the Carthaginians, difmiffed 
them freely. Spendius and Matho, together wich Autaritus Captain of the 
Galls, hearing this, doubted how far his clemency, efpecially the offer of in¬ 
demnity, might prevail with the Africans and others, and confulced how ro 
obviate this his defign by fetting the multitude at irreconcilable enmity with 
thi Carthaginians. To this purpofe they feigned Letters to be fent out of 
Sardinia from their friends, giving them to underftand, that certain amon°ft 
them held intelligence vvich theEn^mv , and advifing them ro keep clofe 
Gefco, and the other with him. Spendius cak : ng hereat occafion, earneftly 
Who are fur- advifed them not to truft to the pretended clemency of Amilcar, and by no 
thcr provoked meancs to permit Gefco to efcape; for rhereby they (hould incur the con- 
oj; their Cap-tempt of rheir Enemies, and byftrengchning them through rhe affiftance of 
nm. fo great a Captain,nor a little damnifie their own affairs. Whilefthe yet fpake 
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Sect. 2. another Carrier brought; Letters as from luni* of the fame Contents with 
thp former t and tben openly protected, that whofoever had any 

regard to the klndneffe of the Carthaginians could not be faithfull, and 
therefore fuch w.ere to be beard as perfwacM the moft bitter things againft 
Cprtb*& fi all others beipg Traitors and Enemies. Then did he perfwade 
them to' Torture Gefco to death, with fjuch as were now with him > and aH 
that hereafter fhould be taken. There were many which fpoke againft 
this cruelty, especially as Gefco was concerned in it; bur for fotne time 
they were pot underftood, fpeakipg in their own languages, and when what 
they ajm^d at was fully known, fome one cried out ftrike them, which fo 
provoked the multitude,that they fort with ftoned them. After this,bringing 
forth Gefco^ and the other Cartfaginians to the number of 70P, they cruelly 
tormented th.em to death; and made a decree, that whomfoever of them for 
the time to come they fhould take, he Should he ufed in the fame manner, and 
if any of their Aljies were taken, his hands being cut off, he fhould be fenc 
back to Carthage. This they very carefully afterwards obferved, having 
alfo refufed to deliver the dead bodies to the Meffengers that came for them, 
apd tb’reacnpd, if any more came, to deal with them as they had ufed 
Gefio,

ces. brought matters into a fairway of recovery, they prefentlv relapfed into a far 

worfe cpnditipn than ever. For, the (nips that brought Provifions raifear- 
ried by force of Tempeft; Sardinia at the fame time revolted from them, 
which was wont to fupply them with large Provifions; and Wppacrita and 
U\ica which hitherto had remained faithfull, now revolted without any mani- 
fefi caufe. Maths and fyenjuu: herewith elevated, refolved to lay fiege 
matbos and co < * lC f?lf, and fbortly after performed it. The Carthaginians ‘in 

spenditu elc- this their diftrefie betook themfelves to their neighbours, whereof the Ro- 
vaced by chcic mans, and Hie.ro King of Syracnfe in Sicily , being fenfible of the faweineffe 
fucccffc be- of their Enemies, were ready to do them all good Offices. Herewith better 
fiege Carthage, enabled, they held out, and Amiicar lying abroad , fo cut off all Provifions 
from the Mercenaries, th^t being no other than befieged themfelves, they 
were forced at length to rife up and depart, refolving to obferve Amitcar’s 
Amiicar for- nations, an< ^ ty wait for him on the fides of the Mountains; for they would 
ceth them to not venture to take the plain, being afraid of his Elephants, and the horfe of 
break up. Naravafcns ; and ocherwife they were much inferiour co the Carthagini¬ 
ans, who far furpalfed them in Military skill, chough buc equal to them in 
valour. 

114. But Amiicar fingling them out by parties, killed many of them, and 
when they ingaged with their whole force cut them off by ftratagems: fome- 
. times by day, othervvhiles by night he would fall upon them on a fudden with 
great terrour; and fuch of them as betook he caft them to cbe beafts. Ac 
length he compaffed them about in fuch a placets, though they were afraid, co 
fight, they could not efcape, and being (bur up within a Ditch andRampire, 
they were forced to devour one another. Though they now could exped no 
mercy, yet they fent to defire a Parley,and having obtained leave, Autarohu, 

ZarxM, Sptndius, and other Captains were ordered 10 manage it. It was 
agreed that the Carthaginians fhould pick out ten men whom they pleafed, 
and the other be difmiffed in their Coats. The Covenants being nnifhed, 

Amiicar. declared that he made choice of thofe who were prefent, and, fo got 
the moft eminent Leaders into his power. The Africans undemanding that 
thpir Officers were feized, took Arms in great hafte, buc Amiicar with his 
Elephants and his Army comparing them in on every fide, put them to the

antient and plain Roman fport of the Hi fir tones brought out of Etruria, (as 
we (hewed before) for the Hopping of the Peftilence, through the command 
„ r of the Oracle. Thefe LudiSccmci were firft managed with rude geflures, 

The utcU Sc- anc j incompofed Songs, called Verfus Fefcenmm from Fefccnmum a City H 

* of Hen stria. From thefe jocular fpeeches, which at random were wont to de'satha^- 

be uttered at the Roman folemnities, came the Satire, as later in time fo more mm. 
elaborate, and as for metre a perfect Poeme containing ridiculous things di- 
gefted into Verfe, which they were wont to utter amongft themfelves, after 
c ■ the antient cuftom. Itdiffered as much from that of theGreekj. as from the 
The Satire. re jj diflereth Poetry, whereof the Romans at this time knew not 

fo much as the name. A Satire being afterwards varioufly handled by the 
Romans, at length was reduced to two forts, which Fabius onely acknow¬ 
ledged!. . The former was found out by Lucilius, and the later ennobled by 
Varro, Horace mentioneth two kinds of moft antient Poetry; one whereof 
they ufed in the praife of their gods, as when they appeafed Tellsts with a 
fow-pig, and Sylvanns with milk : the other, when in jeft and fport they 
-jeered one another, being the- fame ‘with the Fefcennine Verfes, whence 
came the Satires, to which I-ivius Audrontcus added the playes of Comedies 
and Tragedies, as was obferved. 

18. Four years afrer, were celebrated at Rome the third timethe Sacular A M 37< j p 
Games , concerning which it is convenient to fpeak in this place, that begin- 0/. 134. ««.i, 
ners miy know the differences of Roman exercifes. Thefe were called Ludi V.c. 518.

There was one Valefius a man of prime note, amongft the Sabines , who li¬ 
ving near Eretus , and not far from liber, in a great Plague , had two fons and vide Vakmm 
a daughter which fell dangeroufly fick. Amongft his prayers for them, he MaximJ.iM. 
heard a voice that they fhould recover, if carying them to Terentus, he would 
fetch them fome warm water of Tiber from the altar of Pluto and Proferpina. 

He thought the City Tarentttm was meant, and doubted how he fhould come 
by any 7 iberine water in that remote part of Italy ; but refolving to be obe¬ 
dient, he failed down the River towards Ofiia, and late at night arrived at 
the Campus Martins, where he undeftood there was a place called Terentus . 

Landing here, he gave his children fome warm water, wherewith refrefhed 
they fully recovered, and told their father, how in a dream thev had feen a 
Tlie Original certain god, who commanded, that at the altar of Pluto and Profierpina black 
otihcTcrca- coloured facrifices (furva hofiia) fhould be offered, as alfo that Lettifternes 
emc Games. ^ e ds m ade for the caufe of facrifice, as whereon to lye down after the Ro¬ 
man fafhion at a folemn feaft ) and night games fhould be made. Vale pus 
feeing no altar in the place, thought of making one, when, as his {laves were 
digging for that purpofe, they found one in the earth dedicated to Plato and 
Profierpina. Here then he facrificed, and three nights together, becaufe of 
the number of his children, made Lsttifierns and Games, being afterwards 
from this thing named Manius Valefius 1 ereminus. Zez>imns vvricech, that Tfi 4 * 
the Romans 100 years before being to fight with the Albans, were admo- C nZiudoM<>». 
nifhed to build this altar in the earth, and that having facrifized they covered 
ir. .But this paflage concerning Vale fust harmed about rhe twelfth year of 
Servius Tullius, wherein he founded rhe Luflrum ; in the 188 of rhe City, 
and the fame wherein the Panathenaa were inftituted (or rather reduced to 
rhe coirfe of five years, being-formerly inftituted by Thefietts ) at Athens , this 
being the third year of the 53 Olympiad.

Two Solemni¬ 
ties alfo at the diftance of 110 years, as in che 188 and 203, after the ac¬ 
count of Varro, to which may be added thofe made by Poplicola extraordina¬ 
rily .n the 245 year. So that the Games celebrated this year (viz,, in the • 

4P6) may rightly be called che feventh Games. The Ouindecimvirals ( or 
thofe of 100 years) continued till Con famine^ time, 7 vho forbad them to 
be celebrated in the 1 o6 7 year of the City. His fon Conftamius alfo prohi¬ 
bited ^Centenaries, which in his time fell in the 1100 year of the City 
Fifty feven years after, che Heathen got leave of Honorius to celebrate tha 
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Te/entitle Games again in his fixth Confullhip ( foe which Clandian thanks 
, him) 200 years after they had been kept by Severn. But to return, thefe 
Third Sacular Games which gave occasion to this difeourfe, and were cele¬ 
brated in the 518 year of the City, and the fifth after the firft Panicky Warre, 

P. Cornelus Leninites and C.Ucinith farm being Contois, were thofe of the 
Oumdecimvlri , or of the interval of 11 o years; that we may note thus much 
for the information of Students. , % ^ 

22. In the fixth year afer the firft PunickjWax («) the Temple of Janus 
was (hut at Rime now the fecond time , all things being in quiet, and the 
Romans having no Wars any where after the reducement of Sardinia by 
r Man ins I orejttatus the Conful. In the following year, being the 5 20 
of*the City, the firft (b) divorce was made by Sp. Carvilius Ruga, who, 
though he did it under a fpecious pretence of his wives barrenneffe, was ever 
ill-willed for it by the People. This fame year was M. Porcius (c) born in 
the precin£ls of lufculnm, who had the name of (d) Cato for his wifdom; 
Cat as in the Roman language (whence the diminutive fatulus) fignifying/k- 
oacious, acute , or ingenious. And this year did Cn. Navius the Poet 
(<■) publifh playes to the People, who wrote alfo the firft Panicky war, (where¬ 
in he ferved ) in the moft ancient kind of Verfe called Saturnii far fa, 
which were fucceeded bv the Fefcenni»h fome being with merre, and fome 
withour. He died in the 30 year after this, and left a proud (/) Epitaph of 
his own making, which he commanded fhould be ingraven on his Tomb, 
and Gelbtti hath recorded together with thofe of Plautus and P acuvttu. 

23. Five years the Temple of Janus continued (hue, and in the fixth was 
opened by a War with the Illyrians. For, Teuta Queen of that Nation, the 
widdow of Agron (who for joy that he had profpered in his enterprifes 
againft the oEtoliansy drank fo hard, that he fell into a Pleurifie, and there¬ 
of died) elevated by her profperity in Peace, gave out commiffions to her 
Subje&s to rob all at Sea whomsoever they met with. The Illyrians then ha¬ 
ving taken Phamlet a ftrong City of Epirus , ftruck a great terror into all the 
maritime parts of Greece , and fetting upon the Italian Merchants, fome 
they robbed, others they killed, and not a few they caried away prifoners. The 
Romans having hitherto' negleiled all complaints againft them, when now ma¬ 
ny came together, Cent unto Illyricum Caius and Lucius Coruncani , to in¬ 
form themfelves concerning thefe matters. Teuta anfwered, fhe would 
take care that no publick injury fliould be offered to the Romans^ but it was 
not the cuftom to hinder any from making what private commodity they 
could out of the Sea. But faith Lucius , the Romans have a good cuftom pub- 
lickly to profecuce private in juries, and to relieve the injured : therefore we 
wilHEortly endeavour, God willing, toconftrain thee to amend thefe cu- 
.ftoms. The Queen took this libercy of fpeech fo hainoufly, that her woman- 
ifh impotency and anger prevailed againft the Law of Nations, to have fome 
fent after the Ambaffadors, who killed Lucius. For this, War was decreed 
againft her, and both the Confulsof the 525 year of the City, Cn. Ful- 
vins Centura alas, and L. Pofthumius Albinus Conful the fecond time, were 
fenc into Illyricum • Vulvius with the Navy, and his Collegue with the Land- 

24. Fnlvius received Ccrcyra , given up into his hands by Demetrius Pha- 
ritu ; then took he ApoRonia, and the Armies joyning, the Confuls freed 
Dyrrhachium befieged by the Illyrians, Then moft of the Illyricfc Cities 
were either taken or delivered up, whereupon the Queen retired with a few 
followers to Bhutan a ftrong Town, fituate upon a River of the fame name, 
and the Spring following fent to Rome to defire Peace. It was granted to 
her on thefe terms : To pay a yearly tribute • to quit all Illyricum , except a 
very few places : and Not to fail beyond the River Quijfus with more than 
two Barks , and thefe unarmed. For nine years the Illyrians continued in 
obedience, till the 53 5 year of the City, wherein rebelling, they were again 
reduced bv ^£m\Hus Paulas and M. Livius the Confuls. For, Deme¬ 
trius Phwrists chen their King, forgetting the greac favours received from the

Annibal now 26 years of age, 
tbajrtnianWy in the Spring moved from his winter quarters with gc 000 Foot, and iaoco 
bcginnetn. Horfe, and paffing over the River I her us , fubdued all the Towns as far as 
the Pyrenean bills. Then leaving Hanna with a fufficient force to keep the 
Ambal ha- ^Country, and fending as many of the Spanijh Soldiers home, he marched 
eHl sJSfas w “h t { ie c ^ e refl,in number yoooo Foot,and nigh 9000 Horfe, over the Pyre- 
far as the Py- hills ; and fo through Qall unto the Alpts. Having marched 100 miles 
■mxsA hills, in ten days from the River RhodanttSy he came to the foot of thefe mountains, 
which when he afeended, he encountred with great difficulties, being oppofed 
by the A/lobroges (inhabiting the Country now called Savoy ) who poffeffed 
themfelves of the places through which he muft neceffarily paffe. On the 
ninth day he came to the top, whence his Soldiers had a profpeft of Italy % 
Proceeding after a little reft, he loft as many men here in the depth of the 
Snow, as formerly by the incurfions of Enemies, and at length came to a 
place which would affoard no paffage for Horfe, or Elephants. The place of 
it felf was precipitious, but lately by a falling of earth ir was become fo> to 
chedepthof 1000 foot. He laboured then to bring his men through other 
wayes never before trodden, but at length the Snow making them impaffible, 
he was forced toberake himfelf to the levelling of the Rock,. They made a 
great fire, wherewith the Rock being heated, they putrified it with Vinegar, 
then did they cleave it, and fo diminished the defeent by moderate turn¬ 
ings, that not onely the beafts of burthen, but the Elephants alfo might fafe- 
Paflec h oyer ly paffe. Four dayes were fpenc about the Rock: and by this time almoft all 
the Alps imo the beafts were wafted ; for on the top was little graffe, and that covered 
Itay ' wich Snow. Coming lower, certaing valleys afforded pafture, where the 
cattel were refreftied, and reft was given tothe weary Soldiers. Thence de¬ 
fended Annibal into the Plain, in the fifth moneth after he had parted from 
new Carthage (built by Afdmbal, and now called Cartagena ) in Spain y 
having paffed over the Alpts in fourteen dayes. In the paffage he loft a greac 
part of his Army, bringing into the Country of the infubres , but 10200 
African Foot, 8000 of the Spanish, and 6000 Horfe. 

34. Scipio the Conful having Spain for his Province, was by Sea going 
thither, when he underftood that Hannibal was near the River RbodanBs. 
There he intended to have given him a ftop; buc miffing of him, he returned 
on Clipboard and hafted to Italy, there to meet him, before his men had yet 

Defcateth refreftied themfelves. They met and joyned battel, wherein the Conful had

According to or¬ 
der he brought over his Army, and united it with Stipes at the Riv-r Trtbia 
Having hid ths better in fome skirmillies with certain parties of Annibal be • 
dehred. to make trial of. a battel, that his Collegue being fck, he mi*ht have 
sll the glory of Wtory and though SO,i. alleged, that by delaying to 
hght the Galls might be farther drawn in, and thetr own Soldiers better exer- 
cifed, yet left the battel fliould be deferred till the coming of the next Con 
fuls, he refolved to fight alone. Annibal feared nothing more, thin that 
they fliould refufe to fight, becaufe as yet the Galls continued his, and he 
knew the beft of the Roman Captains to be unable to ait, and his own Arrav 
frefli and chearful.

The Carthaginians having purfued them to the River Irebia re 
turn ed to their Camp fo ftupified with cold, char they were fearce fenfible of 
the Viitory For, ram mixed with fnow, and intollerable cold, killed manv 
men, and almoft all the beafts and Elephants. ^ 

3 5. At this time things went better with the Romans in Spain and Sicily 
In the former Cnaus Sc/pio (being fenc thither by his brother the Conful upon 
his return into Italy ) overthrew Hamo the Carthaginian, and cook in a good, 
part of the Country, wherein was alfo new Carthage . For the following 
year C Flammus (who being Tribune had preferred the Agrarian Law) 
was the fecond time made Conful, together with Cn. Scrv/lm Geminus He 
had a good gift in fpeaking, buc no skill in War, being yet heady and impa¬ 
tient of advice. Hannibal having all this while made the Country of the 
Galls the feat of War, refolved to change it, and after fome confutation a- 
bout his way into Etruria, refolved upon that of the Fens, as fliort and un¬ 
expected to che Enemy, chough more sroublefome to pafle. Bain* forced 
to march three or four whole dayes through water, this forely diftreffed all 
his men, except the Galls, many of the beafts were left in the mud, and th- 
hoofs of the Horfes came off. He himfelf riding on an Elephant thac was 
onely left, efcaped with his life, buc was forely pained in his eyes, one 
whereof he loft utterly. Being arrived at dry ground, he hoped by fome 
means or other to intrap the Conful, underftmding whaebis difbofition was • 

He paffed by his ~amp and went further into the Country, which inra*ed 
Flamsmw, who thought himfelf flighted by the Enemy. When amon°lfche 
Romans fome told him thac he muft not ralhly purfue, but ufe°reat caution 
efpecially by reafon of the Horfe; buc above all things ftav forhis College* 
and not hazard a battel without the conjunction of both Armies, he was fo far 
from following their advice, chat he could not bear their words, Riim° with 
all his forces he hid neither refpeft to time nor place, onely feekin° to & fi«hc 
as if nothing had been more certain than the Vi&ory, wich hope whereof he 
he fo elevated the vulgar, that a rable followed the Camp greater in numbe- 
rhanrhe Armvitfelf, and furniftied with chains, bonds, and other thin^ 
wherewith to keep faft chofe prifoners and booty, whereof they doubced not 
to become Mafters.

rnn Gee T folace as ic were by agreemenp. Philopoeme'n Captain of the Atbaaus was 
ofthcJJ/i^through the fall off hisHorfe, taken in an engagement with the Meffenians , 
and compelled to drink poyfon, having done great fervice for his Countrey, 

Hannibal having notice that the Romans would demand him from Ayjtiochus, 
fled into Crete to the GortynioMs, Having great treafure with him, and know¬ 
ing himfelf to be in much danger, becaufe of the Avarice of the Cretans , 
fie filled many barrels with -Lead,'which covering on the top with Gold, he 
depofited in the Temple of Diana, trufting the Gortynians with his wealth. 

Then put he his money into brazen Statues , wich he was wont to cary about Lcze Uvium ut 
with him, and caft them before the gate. They then watching the Temple fupra. 
diligently from none fo much as him, he got away fecretly, and went to Pm- com! Ncpst. in

Petilius Spurinus the other Conful fighting againft 
the Ligurians, laboured to take a certain Mountain called Lews , concern¬ 
ing which in his fpeecb to his Soldiers he faving, that that day he would take 
Letus (Ho die ego Let urn utique capiam) by rafh fighting confirmed what he 
had faid in another fence (viz., wherein Ltthum fignifietn death) than he had 
meant it. Thefe aftions abroad were fhortly after followed by the fecond 
Macedonians^^ or that with Per fed s, in the 583 year of the City, 24 
after the Peace made with his Father, and feventeen after the condition with 
Antiochus.

The Wat his Father having intended and made great preparations for it. Puffed up by 
with Vttfetts. thefe preparations, he fought to draw away the Allies of the Romans from 

their friendfhip, and abufed feveral of their friends. Their Ambaffadors he 
flighted, refufing to give them audience, which made the Senate refolve upon 
the War ; but it was to be committed to one of the following Confuls; on¬ 
ly for the prefent, C«. Sictnitss the Prater of the City was commanded to 
raifetnen, and tranfport them into Epirus , there to feize on the Sea- 
towns chit the Conful might more freely land his Army.

The Ambaffadors were °lad of this addreffe, and 
to divert him granted him Truce, that he might fend to Rome, for he had all * 

peace it deni- things in a readineffe, and might have begun the War , as with great advan¬ 
ce him by the ta g e c0 himfelf, fo too fpeedily to the Romans , who as yet had neither Army 
Senate. nor Leader arrived. Peace was denied him by the Senate, and A. Atuliut 
was fenr to feize upon Lari fa the chief City of Tbefalj. Whereupon he 
drew together his Forces, having got a greater Army than any of hisprede- 
ceffors were Matters of lince Alexander the Great. He took in fome Towns 
upon his borders, and Licinius the Conful led fo raw and unexperienced an 
Army into Macedonia , and through fuch difficult and almoft unpaffable pla¬ 
ces, as had Per feus taken his opportunity, he might eafily have deftroyed it, 
as alfo if he had not too foon retreated in a battel fought ftiorrly after.

But there wanted not pretences. v For, di- £ p , 
far the third vers times had Mafanijfa King of Numidi *,and the Carthaginians , quar- cei j t , lib.itf 
PunickWar. relied about grounds upon the Borders, and often had the Romans Cent to Appian. in •pw> 
take up the quarrel, but efpecially of late hot with indifferenty had they war. Liv'd 
judged , for that the fault lay in Mafanijfa, who being a great friend of ^^* 4 #. 
theirs, prelumed coo much upon their affe&ion to himfelf, and the jealoufie f ^ ^ 
•wherewith he’ knew them prejudiced againft the other. The Ambaffadors cap.if.' 
alfo that were fenc to Carthage, finding the Cicie full, and flourifhing, from &trop. lib.*. 
that peace they had now enjoyed about fifty years, and provided alfo for War °™f tm lib.i,* 
as well as peace, fpake much of the danger which chreatned Rome from it; ca ^ 2t ‘ 
efpecially Cato, who never came into the Senate, but after that he had fpo- 
ken his mind to any bufineffe, added, This I thinks, and that Carthage is to 
be dcjhojed. He was earneftly conrradi&ed by Scipio Nafica, who feared, that 
this rival for Empire once being removed, fecurity would breed the deftru- 
ftion of the Commonwealth, as it too' tmely proved, this fecurity being 
ftrertgtbned by luxury and avarice, which the Triumphs had brought 

But Cato *s reafons drawn from prefent danger, fo,in tne apprehenfion 
of the Senate, over-ruled Scipio *s forecaft, that they refolved upon a War, 
and kept the refolution dofe till they could catch at a convenient opportuni¬ 
ty and pretence. 

ig. There heing-at this time three fa&ions in Carthage, one affe&ed to¬ 
wards the Romans, another ftandittg for the true intereftof the State it felf, 
and the third for Mafanijfa, this later was expdled by the fecond, and 3 
Law made that they fliould never be again received. Thofe men flying to 
Mafam'Jpt,. he fenc Culafa his fon to tncercede for them, who being laid in 
wait for by Amlcar Samnis, although he efcaped,yet thereupon the Kingbe- 
fieged Horofeopa, a Town he much defired 5 which ad: was exprefly againft 
the articles of the League. Afdrtsbal went with a great Army to raife the 
fiege, and abloudy battel was fought, wherein the Carthaginians were over¬ 
thrown $ but more died of the Plague, being incompaffed near a Lake, which 
by its noifom vapours corrupted the air. Hereby the remnant were forced to 
yield, andconfent to a great Tribute, with the receiving back of their Exiles, 
and yet were they almoft all flain by a party of horfe fent againft them, out of 
revenge by Gsslujfa. The Carthaginians therefore had now had an Army 
in the field, and that againft a confederate of Rome, which was againft the 
tenour of the laft League. This advantage the Romans took, and ordered the 
Confuls to undertake the War, though the other condemned thofe that had 
broken the League, and moft humbly offered any reasonable fatisfa&ion. 

M. Manilim Nepos, and L. Marcias Cenforinus being now on their jour¬ 
ney, it was anfwered, that they fliould enjoy all as formerly, if within 50 
dayes they would fend 300 hoftages, (all ions of Senators,or the principal Ci¬ 
tizens) to Liljbaum, and do what the Confuls fhould further command them. 

The Cmhaginians defirous to give fatisfa&ion within the time limited 
fent the Children, and when now the Confuls were landed at (which 
being a Sea-Town convenient for their purpofe had been feized on before¬ 
hand) thither they fent their Commilfioners to wait on them, and know 
their pleafure. Cenforinus the Senior Conful commending their diligence, 
demanded all their Arms, which without any deceit were delivered up. Now 
Thc 2*^“ with tears imploring mercy they defired to know their laft doom , and were 
comm anded commanded to leave their Citie (which the Confuls had order to level with 
to leave their the ground) and build another any where in their own Territories, fo it were 
Citie, rcfiife but ten miles from tbeSea.

They ordered none of Carthage to be left 
and thap it ffiould never be rebuilt, laying heavy curies on thofe that fliould do 
it. Alkhe Cities which affifted k in the War were to be razed, and the

were to be tributaries, and governed yearly by a Prator. All the Captives 
were fold, except fome of the chief. And fuch was the deftruftion of this 
renowned City, fo famous once for command and Empire, and rival to Rome 
it felf, after it had flood about 700 years, in the fourth after the beginning of 
the War, the 608 of Rome, the third of the 158 Olympiad, and the fifth of 
Ptolemy Phyfcou.

17. Calpumius invaded Numidia with great fiercenefle, and took in lome 
Towns, but was prefently flopped in his career, being allured with the gol¬ 
den balls of Jugurtha ; fothat a Treaty of Peace was fee on foot. The Se¬ 
nate was moved hereat, and at the power of M. Scaurtu, who accompany¬ 
ing the Conful as his friend and counfellor,was guilty of the fame crime.The 
Peonle was perfwaded to fend L.Cafjius Longinus the Prator to fetch Ju- 
ffurtka to Rome upon the publick faith, to difeover his complices, whereof 
he had by gold procured many in the Senate it felf. Cafftus perfwaded him 
Fighting with tQ caft himfelf upon the Peoples mercy, and he came to the City in a mourn- 
oonshe con- mg habit. But coming into the Affembly to do as he was commanded , Bt- 
quereth all lus the Tribune bade him hold his Peace, being alfo bribed to put off the 
oppofition, bufinefle, and delude the People. At this time there was one Maffma the 
fon of Guluffa his coulin german at Rome r who when he had murdered Ad- 
herbal efcaped out of Africk, Him Albinus the Conful, ( who gladly 
would have had to do with Numidia') perfwaded to beg the Kingdom of the 
Senate: buc Jugurtha haying fome notice hereof, procured him to be killed, 
and conveyed away the murderer into Numidia. Hereupon within a few 
dayeshewas commanded to be gone, and being out of the City, he looked 
back upon it, and uttered thefe words: 0 City that wouldefl be fold if there 
was but a chapman for thee. This he faid, as having himfelf experience of 
the corruption of it’s Inhabitants; fo horribly, were they now degenerated 
from the fidelity and abftinenceof the preceding age.

with whom alfo as is formerly (hewn he loft his life. Now again* their ex¬ 
pedition was heightned by Vrufns ; but then was he murdered,and all the 
greac ones banilhed who flood for them, by a Law which the Eftites by 
force of Arms obtained, who hoped that having the power of Judicature in - 
themfelves, the profit would be great which would arife in ridding away thejr 
Enemies. They alfo thought they had reafon enough to expea this privi¬ 
lege from that Citie, which was maintained both in its fubfiftence and 
Empire by their valour, they ever fending out forces double in number to 
thofe of the Romans. Upon thefe grounds they refolved to procure by 
force what could not be by fair means obtained , fending Meflages to and 
fro, and for the performance of what was agreed on, receiving Hoftages from 
one another. 

This being known late enough at Rome, fo bufied with its pnvate 
fedicious contefts, Spies were fent out into the feveral quarters. One of 
them feeing a young man of Afculum carried into another Citie as an Ho- 
ftage, therewith acquainted Servilins the Pro conful, who going to Afculum 
anfl chiding the Citizens, was fee upon and (lain, together with all the Ro¬ 
mans. After this, the Confpiracy being cpiite difeovered, all broke out into 
open Rebellion : the Marfi,?cligni,Viftim, Marrucini, Foremans, Hirptni, 
Ficcntesfompriani, Venufini,Apulians,Lucanians,zvid the old Enemies of the 
Romans, the Samnites. They thought good firft to fend to Rome to com¬ 
plain ; but the Meffengers could not be admitted without repentance for 
Preparations what was already done. Hereupon cbe War was committed to both the 
for it. Confuls, L. Julius Cafar , and P* Ratiliut Lupus, to vyhom were added 
Cn. Pompeius Strabo (father to Pompey the Great) C. Marius, who had been 
fix times Conful, L. Sylla, Licinius Crajfus,C.Ptrpenna, Q.Capto, 
tellat Pius (fon to the Nutnidian ) M. Marcellas, V * 1 . Mejfala } znd T. Vi¬ 
dius, who were all Cent with P roconfular power. The forces on either fide 
amounted to 100000 fighting men. Rutilius the Conful quickly loft his life, 
falling into an ambufh laid for him by the Marfi, and many other blows did 
The Ro n ns the Romans receive ; fo that they Were forced to lift fuch as once had 
receive many been flaves. The bodies of the Conful, and thofe of feveral others being 
blows. carried into the Citie, the fight of them fo difeouraged the people,that the Se¬ 
nate made a decree* that thenceforth the (lain ftiould be buried where they 
died, which as a prudent example was followed by the Enemy. 

27. None fucceeded Rutilius all the year, for that da far could not come 
to a new Ele&ion, but his Army was committed to Marius his Lieutenant, 
and £. Capio. Capio was killed not long after, being intrapped by Popcdws 
one of the Italian Generals. Marius now alone commanding the forces* 
did good fervice, as did alfo Sylla. For the following year, Cn. Pompeius 
Strabo , and L. Porcius Cato were made Confuls. Now the Senate thought 
fit to make fuch Italians free of the Citie as had not revolted, which - 

thing eftabliftied thofe, who fomething wavered in their minds, and took s 

off the courage of the other already ingaged: Yet they chofe them not into 
any of the 3 y Tribes , but placed them by themfelves behind all ; fo that as 
in voting they could not hinder the reft, fo feldom were they called to vote 
at all, which afterwards confidered, though rm»zt prefent, wrought fome di- 
fturbance. Cato the Conful did very good fervice * but thereof boafted fo 
much, that he compared himfelf to Martas , for which, as he' was fighting a- 
gainft the Mar ft, he was killed in a croud by Marius bis foil. P empty over¬ 
threw the Picenjes and Afculani. Having long befieged Afculum , he 
defeated the Enemy which fallied forth, killed 18000 of the Marfi , took

2. The Senate knowing Well che aim of both, took from Mithridates 

Cappa - 
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Sect. 5. Cappadocia ; and Patagonia from Ntc$medes y who had got it into his hands, 
and left chefe two Kingdomsco their own liberty. But xht,Cappadocians 
protefted that they could not live without a King-, -and being therefore allowed 
to chufe one from amongft themfelves, made-choice of one Ariobat^ams. 
Mithridatcs forely repining to be thus overruled, procured Tigrates the King 
of Armenia and his fon in £aw to be an Enemy to the Romans , and perfwa- 
ded him to expel Ariobarz,anes t whilft he did as much by young Nicomedes , 
Vvhonowhadfucceeded his dead father. Both of thefe Princes fled to Rome 
for relief. Which was decreed them, and Commiffioners were appointed to 
re-eftablifti them, whereof Manius Aquilim was chief. This Being perfor¬ 
med, they perfwaded borh the Kings to invade Mithridates ■ Nicomedes 
Andreftored <jid j c> though unwillingly, whilft Mithridatcs oppofed him. not, that he 
caftouc * rnight have an advantage agaipft him j onelyhe fenc Pelopidat to the Com- 
4 ' mimoners to complain of him. They confidering that Mithridates was a 

powerful Prince - returned this anfwer, that they did neither like that he fhould 
mole ft Nicomedes, nor Nicomedes him • for the former was, not. convenient 
for the Roman Commonwealth. He nothing moved with this anfwer, re- 
invaded Cappadocia , fending PelopicUs back wicba bold expoftulation. They 
hereupon raifed a confiderable Army againft him on their own heads, without 
any decree of Senate or People. Nicomedes ingaging firft of all with him 
was put to flight, though Muhridates his main body never ingaged, and next 
. after him Manias was difcomfited. Then feized Mithridatcs upon Bithy- 

rccovercrh >a w,4 > Phrygia, Mfta, Lycia % Pamphylia , and other Provinces, as far as 
many Cour.. Ionia. He rook alfo £>. Oppius and AquUius , the later whereof he killed 
trie*. by melted gold poured inco his mouth, being ever wont to upbraid the Romans 
with avarice and corruption. 

3. The Romans hereupon decreed a War againft him, though they were 
now imployed in the Italian and -L. Cornelius. Sylla and 5 .. Pompeius Ru. 
Sylls hath the fus being Confuls, it fell by lot unto the former. But whilft 1 he was yet im- 
chargeof the ployed in finifhlngcbe Italian War about Nola, C. Marius , who had been 
W * r < fth- ectl ^ IX times Conful, either moved by a defire of profit or of glory, perfwaded 
agamit him. p Sulpitius Tribune of the People ro prefer a law for transferring the com¬ 
mand againft Mithridates to himfelf. He drew the People of Italy to his 
party, by promifing them that had been of late made free of the City, equal 
privilege with the reft, which were diftribured into 3 5 tribes; fo that the 
thing was caried on by ftrong hand, and Pompey’s fon, the fon in law of Syl- 
la , was killed in the heat of contention. SyU* hearing of this, hafled to 
the City, eafily perfwading his Army to any thing, for that his Soldiers were 
unwilling that any other fhould go that Expedition, from which they pro- 
mifed themfelves fo great matters. To him his Collegue Pompey joyned, 
and though Marius and the Tribune made all dppofition poflible, with fome 
■., M difficulty they entred the City, and Marius with his complices betook them- 
feeklng urt-^ feIves co c ^ eir ^ eels * Offered no harm to be done to the Citizens, but 
jtiftly, is dri- reverfed what Sulpitius had done, regulated the Senate, and procured Ma~ 
veo from the rius, with Sulpitius , and ten others, to be declared Enemies to their Coun¬ 
try and de. t ry, whom it might be lawful for any to kill, and unlawful to harbour; their 
Ene r mv an goods alfo being fet to fate. 

y ‘ 4. Sulpitius was found and put to death. Marius hid himfelf in the fens 
of Minturnum , and being difeovered, a Gall was fenc to kill him, but could 
not do it, hewasfo dallied at his prefence; fo thac being conveyed ouc.of 
that place, he efcaped into Africi. To him Cethegus and others, who had 
fled into Numidia , joyned themfelves, expe&ing an opportunity to invade 
their own Country.- Pompey the Conful, to fecure Italy , was appointed to re¬ 
ceive the Army of Cn. Pompey $ who had done fuch good fervice in the Mar- 
fian War; but the Soldiers unwilling to leave their old General , who alfo 
took it heavily,made away the Conful. For the year following L.Cornelius Cits? 
tia and C. Oftavius were Confuls, whereof Cinna as fome think corrupted, 
was altogether for the new Denifons, and recalled Marius with the reft of 
the Exiles \ but he was driven away by his Collegue, and I. Merula was pat 
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in his place. He then going about to the Italian Cities, by giving them frefh Si c t . 5. 
hopes of equal privilege, and pretending that he fuffered chefe things for their 
fakes, got much money. Marius alfo coming over to him, they raifed a con¬ 
fiderable Army, wherewith Ctnna face down before the City. Marius took 
Recalled by Hoftia by force, and Cinna being not able to do any thing at Rome , ftormed 
Cinna. Ariminum. The Confuls, for thac they could not recall Sylla, fenc for Me- 
tellus then lying in Samninm, but he differing with them about fome condi¬ 
tions, had them granted by Marius, to whom then he joyned himfelf. In the 
mean while the Cicy itfelf was near being betrayed to Marius by Appius 
Claudius a Tribune of the Army, who being incrufted with the Janiculum . 
thus requited him for former kindnefle. 

5. Though he and Cinna brake in , they were repelled by OUavius and 
C, Pompey the Proconful, who Ihorcly after was killed with a Thunder-bolt 
Manus after this took in feveral Towns about Rome where provifions lay,* 
and Cinna by promife of liberty, drew many flaves out of the City, which 
the Senate undemanding, left the People (hould make difturbance within, • 
fent C6 him about an agreement.

After this he was fought by Brittius y who had put to 
fliohc Metrophanes fentalfo 'mto Grccce from the King; but havingfrefh 
fuppiies, Brittius withdrew himfelf to the Piraiss, or Haven of Athens, . 

which fhortly after Arche tans took in with his Fleec. Now Sylla arrived in j™* jggj** 
Sylla arriving Greece with five Legions and fome Companies of Horfe, and having furnifh- cu^vktmh 
in Greece , ed himfelf wich money and proviftons in «/£tolsa and l beffaly , marched into \ n s y iu. 

Attica againft Archelatu, almoft whole Bototia, with Thebes the chief City, 
revolting to him in his paflage. He befieged Archelatu in the Pirates a very 
ftrong place, as fenced with a wall almoft 40 cubits high, confiding of fquare 
ftones, and built by Pericles during the firft motions of the Pcloponncfian War. 

Having alfo befieged Athens it felf, he fpent the whole Summer in the fiege, 
and actengch took it, the Inhabitants being unable to make any more refi¬ 
nance through famine, which fo far prevailed, as they made meat of fodden 
T&keth Athens lether, and fed upon the bodies of dead men. The Piratts was alfo Shortly 
auJ the Pi/atu after taken,and the walls thereof demoliftied,with the Arcenal, and all the ra- 
aad over- r j c i es therein were deftroyed. Then Sylla followed Archelatu through Bceotia ,

Then fent he another fupply to Arcbelaus of 80000 men, which with the 
other 10000 remaining of the former Army , were routed by Sylla near Or- 
chomenes , and about 15 coo being (lain, the reft betaking themfelves to their 
And again Camp were alfo killed or taken, a vaft (laughter having been made. Arche - 
lasts hiving loft his fon Diogenes hid himfelf in a fen, and thence fled to 
Chalets once more. After this Sylla chaftized the Boeotians for their fickle- 
neffe (for they would ftand to neither party long]) and took up his Winter 
quarters in Theffaly, providing himfelf of (hipping, becaufe he heard no¬ 
thing of Lucullus, whom he had fent into v£gypt to procure a Navy. Now ' 
at this time was Flaccus, who bad fucceeded Marias, fent into Afia by Cinna 
to fucceed Sjlla. Him Fimbria his Quafior killed in a quarrel about lodg¬ 
ing, being hated by his Soldiers, and he headed his Army, with which he fe- 
veral times fought, and that profperoufly, agair.ft Mithridates his fon, and 
drove the King himfelf into Per gamut, and thence to Pitane , where he 
rook (hip and fled to Mity/ene, and might have been taken if Lucullus would. 

Then did Fimbria haraze Cappadocia , and burnt Ilium the daughter of Troy, 

for that the Inhabitants had given up themfelves to Sylla, and not to him; fo 

that though a Roman and fo akin to them, he is faid to have ufed them worfe 

than did Agamemnon himfelf. This hapned to Ilium in the later end of the *• 

17 3 Olympiad , about 1050 years after the firft taking it by the Greeks. ^ 

- ic. Mithridates receiving intelligence of the blow he had received at 
Orchomenus , wrote toArchelaas , to procure his peace on as good terms as 
he could. To a Peace Sylla was not now averfe, being in great want of 
mony, and receiving no recruits from the City, where he was declared an 
Enemy, and defiring above all things to carry back a good Army into Italy 
to revenge himfelf. He offered Peace therefore on thefe conditions: That he 
Forceth Ali- jhotsld deltver up all his Navy, all fugitives and Captives , refiore the Inha - A. M. Jpu. 
thridates to bit ants of Chios, and others whom he had carted into Pontus, remove his Ol- i 7 AM.t.

S hortly after Mithridates himfelf met him, and found him fo refoluce, as he U'VV 
gladly accepted all the terms. So ended the firft War wich Mithridates , -be¬ 
ing concluded by Sylla three years after his coming into Greece. 

1 r. Sylla required of Fimbria the Army co be deliverd up to him, as held 
by no authority ; but was anfwered, as having as little himfelf. Yet the Appian.

medling with any other, either old or new Citizens. The Senate hereat af- ' 
frighted fent to treat with him, offering their indeavour for his fatisfaftion 
if he wouldprefently make known his mind. Cinna they ordered to (top his 
leavies; buc he oiiely returned them a plaufible anfvver, and proceeded, de¬ 
fining himfelf and his Collegue Car bo Confuls again for the following year 
that there might be no need of going to Rome to a new creation. He pafled 
over fome of his forces into Dalmatia, there to fight Sylla ; buc the hinder- 
moft were driven back by a cempeft, and they refufed abfolurely to fi°hc a- 
gainft their Country-men; fothacchofe, who as yet had not pafled the Sea, 
refufed to go aboard. Hereupon he going co fpeak with them, an Officer 
who made way befpre him ftruck one of them, who ftruck him again, for 
which offence he commanding him robe laid hold on, a tumult arofe, where- ' 
in he himfelf was ran through, and fo perifhed in his fourth Confulftiip, and 
the 670 year of the City, a man worthier to have died by command of the 
Conquereurchan the fury of che Soldiers.

‘ Their goods he fet to faie, and willing the people to be of good chear , for 
chat he was neceflitated thus to a&,he left a fufficient Garrifon, and deparced 
to Clufium, where he and his Officers feveral times overthrew Carbo s Ar¬ 
mies. Carbo fent to Prane/le to relieve Marius his Collegue eight Legions, 
which Pompey meeting in a ftraight place flew many of them, and moft of 
thofe that elcaped departed to their own homes.

14. A bloody battel was fought at the Gates, where many thoufands were 
(lain on both Tides. Yet Sulla had the better. Carinas and Marciut were 
taken, and their heads fent to ‘pranefie to be (hewed to the Inhabitants, at 
which fight underftandmg how things had parted) they yielded up the Town 
to hucullus, and Marius killed himfelf, whofe head was fet up in the plead¬ 
ing place at Rome . All hisfaftionin Pranefte were put to death, and all 
the Natives with the Samuites 3 the Romans onely with the Women and 
Children were fpared, who loft all they had, the Town (the richeft at that 
time of all others) being plundred. 1 Norba a little after was taken, and 
burnt to the ground by a fire which the Inhabitants kindled over their own 

r , .. heads, fome one way, and fome another deftroying themfelves. So came Ita- 
itaLimahls l J into the power of Sylla, who in the improvement of his viaory (hewed 

power. what fury and revenge backed with power are able to do. 

15. Having fenc Pompey into Africk, againft Carbo , and given him a 
charge thence to parte into Sicily againft others of that party, he called the 
people together, android chemthathe would put them into a better con¬ 
dition if they would obey his commands, but he was refolved to profecute 
his Enemies with all forts of calamities. So he did in a larger meafure 
than any before him. He put to death Sooo together in the Villa publica, 
a large houfe in the Campus Martins made for the reception of the Ambaffa- 
dors of Enemies* and liberty was given to his Soldiers to kill all they met, 
till Furfiditu putting him in mind chat he ought to leave fome to reign over;

Of. thofe outlawed perfons fome ware {lain in their houfes , others kil¬ 
led in the ftreets, and others proftrate at his feet ; thofe'that fled their 
goods were feized on.

16. Both the Confuls being now deftroyed, Sylla withdrew himfelf out 


of the Cine, and willed the Senate to create an Inter.rex, which th-y wil 
Itngly did, hoping theyffiould have a new eletfion of Confuls, and named 
Valerius flac cm. He then wrote to him co ask the people, thac feeing the 
neceffitv of affairs required fo great an Officer, a Dt flat or 8?i°hc becrea 
ted, and that not for any limited time, but rill all evils ftiould be redreffed • 

He maketh and now he fpared not to mention himfelf. This the people was forced ro 
?oHn P c?i- a,yie d ?’ as ^ng in his power, and fo this office which for the fpace of i 20 
years (ever fincethe years after Hanmbals quitting of Italy) had* been incer- 
micteci, was conferred on him wichout any limitation of time.

Being now fupplied with men and money, he, and his afliftants, fell upon the 
places fubjetl to Sertoriw ; yet did they this year no great matters. But 
many of Senorius his Army came over to them, being aggrieved that 
he nude the Cdtiberians his Guard, as diftruftingthemfelves, and upon 
fufpicion of the alienacion of their minds, being cruelly ufed by him. 

20. The year following Pompey and Metellus being more bold, made 
excurfions into feveral places, and with more fucceffe; yet no connderable 
batcel was there fought. Indeed it needed nor. For, SertoNus now grown 
lazie, fpenc his time with women, and falling into an humour of cruelty had 
put many to deach, whereby he wrought his definition from his own party. 
t mur ,icred Perpenna fearing it might fall to his lot to be made away amon°ft the ref, 
ti refolved to prevent it, andfo inviting him to a faft, mutdred him after he 

had befotted him and his attendants with Wine. This was the end of This ^ R ^ 
oreat Captain, who for fome ten years had ftoutly refifted fuch as bad been 0i.176.awtA. 
fent againft him, being rather Superiour to them all, and admired by the v.c.6 81. 
Spaniards as another Hannibal. Perpema with much ado was owned as 
bis Succeffor, and not long after was overthrown, and taken in battel by Fom^ 
pey. He offered, if his life mightbefpared,to difclofe certain things of con- 
ioquence in private unto Pompey ; but he to his oreat commendation, com¬ 
manded him to be killed, left accufing any man be fhould bring the tate 
into further trouble. So ended this War in. the 681 year of the Citie.

Mttrena being ambitious of a Triumph, had 
upon What cacch ® d ac aI1 occafions to renew the War , and had one prefenced to him af- 
occafion. ter rhis manner. Mahrtdaiei waging War with them of Colcbosznd Bof. 

phorn s who had revoked from him j the former defired and obtained his fon , 
, for their King. This proved che deftruaion of the young man, for his father 

thinking it co have been procured by his feeking, put him to death, haying 1 
fent for and bound him with iron chains, though he had done him efperi.il fer- 
vice againft Fimbria. Againft the Bofphodam he made then great preparati¬ 
ons, infomuch that every one thought hedefigned another Watre againft the 
Romans. Arcbetaus was now at this time ouc of favour, for that he was thought 
to have granted coo much unto Sylla in the Treaty of Peace , and there¬ 
fore fled to Murena, and ftirred him up to invade Mitbndates, who neither 
had reftored che intire poffeflion of Cappadocia to A r iobar<.ants. Afterena 
did fo , fligh ing the mention of Peace, which was objeaed to him. Mi. 
tbridates fent to Rome, to complain to Sylla , and expecting the return of 
his Ambaffadors, ftirred not, though the other paffmg over the River Haljs 
fired 300 of his Villages. Afterwards came Callidms from Rome , who 
chough he (hewed no Decree of the Senate, yet faid, it was the pleafure of the 
Tk. Fathers, chat all afts of hoftilicy fhould be forborn, and afterwards he talk- 

SS ed with Murena alone. Yet did not Mur». fo[bear , fo tha[ the 
bimna, J ud g«ng that War indeed was intended, refolved to look to himfelf, and paf- 
ling over the River overthrew Murena in battel, who fled into Phrygia. This 
Vitfory brought many over to the King’s party, and hereupon he drove all 
jlfurena's Garrifons out of Cappadocia.

22. Prefently after the laft conclufion, he fent to Rome to have the con¬ 
ditions of the League recorded, but the thing was negle&ed. Ariebarvaries 
fent alfo co complain, that he kept the greater part of Cappadocia from him, 
whereupon Sylla commanded him to quit ic, which accordingly he did. Af¬ 
terward he fent again to defire that the League might be recorded; but Sylla 
being now dead , the matter was not as much as reported to the Senace. 
Hereupon he underhand procured Ttgraves King of Armenia his fon in Law 
The Warre a- to invade Cappadocia y whence beledaway 500000 perfons, and there built 
gain breaketh a City, to be the Metropolis of the Kingdom, which from himfelf he named 
ouc an why, jjgranocerta, i. e. the O'^/Tigranes. T. Afayiut, ttndL.FannitU, who 
had fled to him from Fimbria's Army, perfwaded him to fend into Spain , and 
joyn in Leigue with Sertoritu, which he did, and had granted to him Bitby 
nta and Cappadocia , receiving from him as a Captain M. Harm (or Manus) 
one of his Officers. Being now withouc hope of pardon , he made all pre-

2 3. In che < 58 o year of the City, L. Licinm Lucullut and M. Aurelius 
Cotta being Confuls, the former of them was fent againft Mithridates with / 
one Legion out of the City, to which were -joyned thofe two that belonged to* 
Fimbna t and two more, fo that in all he had an Army of 30000 Foot, and 
1600 Horfe. He found^the King before^ Cyxdcus a City of Propontis, and 
Ucullm be- prefently befieged the befieger. Hee drove him to fuch ftraights by 
ficgcftihim the help of C. Mauitet (who now again revoked) that though having a great 
cJ2 ng ffefireto the place, he laboured much to take it, yet through extreme famin 
he was forced firft to fend away the Horfe, and ffek Footmen , into Bithynia,

And forcing f u ff ere d moft grievous (hipwrack, and had been caftaway, but that he was 
perfuethSm received into a Pirate’s Veflel, to which he was glad to commit himfelf in fo 
imo his King- great danger, and at length, after many difficulties, got into his own King¬ 
dom, dom, whither now Lueullus purlued him, having in his way taken in BU A M 

thynia and Pa\hlagonia , He made all poffible preparations for refiftance, ' 1 $ 
fending for aid to Tigranes hisfon in Law, ana to his own fon reigning 
in Bofphoruj j and hee fent Diocles with great gifts to the Scythians ; 
but he ran away to Lueullus. In the fpace of a year hee got together 
40000 Foot, and 4000 Horfe, with which force be once or twice repelled 
the Romans, and ftruck fome terror into them. But Lucallus fending out 
fome Horfe for provifions, he alfo fent a party to interrupt them, which fight¬ 
ing in a difadvancagious place was worfted. Being now deftitute of Horfe, 
he thought of removing from Cabira , where he had wintred ; and communi¬ 
cated his intention to his friends. They not expetting the fign began to pack 
up, and fend their baggage out of the Camp before day, which the Army 
taking notice of, thought much they Ihould flye without any warning given, 
and in great fear and diforder breaking out of the trenches ran away. The . 

King went about to hinder them, but none taking notice of him, he was bom 
down in the crowd, and being got on horfeback betook himfelf alfo to flight, 
and might have been taken, but that the Romans were too bufie in plundering 
the Camp, though warned by their General to forbear. 

And into jif- 24. Mithridates firft fled to Comana, and thence into Armenia to Tigra- 
mcnia. ties , who admitted him not to his prefence, but caufed him to be entertained 
like a King, though in fenny and unwholefome places. All Pornus, except a 
few places, yielded to Lueullus, to whom alfo Macharts King of Bofphorus 
fent a crown of gold, and purchased the title of his friend and allie. Afer this 
Lucullw purfued Mithridates into Armenia, intending to fall on Tigranes 
King thereof, if he gave him occafion by defending his Enemy. Tigranes 
at this time was a very potent Prince, having conquered feveral Natioiw. He 
wreftred Afia from the Parthians , rranfported many thoufands of Greekj out 
of Cilicia and Cappadocia, into a Citybuiltby him near Euphrates, and ai¬ 
led Tigranocerta ; be obtained Syria and Palefiine, difplacing the Kings 
- thereof, as was acknowledged by Lucullw. This made him intollerably 
proud, fo that when he rode, he would have four of thofe Kings he had fub¬ 
dued to run befide him like Lackies, and ftand before him with their hands 


folded in token of fubje&ion, when he fate on his throne. Lucullw fent 
to him Appiw Claudiw his wive’s brother, to demand Mithridates ; but he 
was then bufied in Phoenicia, in reducing fome places, which the Meffenger 
made an opportunity in his abfence, fecretly to withdraw from him many, 
whom his intollerable pride had rendred impatient. At his return he gave a 
negative anfwer, and therefore Lucullw with two Legions and fcarcely 3000 
Horfe, parted over Euphrates, being not acknowleged a General, becaufehe 
had not given him the title of King of Kings. 

25. Tigranes had no good intelligence of his coming, for he hanged him 
that firft brought the news, as a diftufber of the Peace j but when he percei¬ 
ved it was fo indeed, he fent Mithrobarzanes with 2000 Horfe to inrerrupc 
his paflage, left Mancaus to guard Tigranocerta , and went himfelf up and 
down levying forces. Whilft he was bringing 250000 Foot, and 50000 
Horfe, the former was beyen back, and the later could not defend the City.

28. Spstnacus puffed up by foch foccefle, now confuted of no leffe thin 
fetting upon Rome it fdf. Ac tbe Comitia for Praters, when the Canditace 
appeared, < JM^icittius Crafts, a perfon of great Nobility, and exceeding 
rich, undertook the Office, and was fent agaibft Spmacus with fix Legions. 

He ordered Afummiushis Lieutenant wkb two Legions to attend the Ene¬ 
mies motions, but not to fight, which doing, he was worfted, and many be¬ 
ing taken, many alfo aft away their Arms and fled. Craffiti coterrifie others, 
ufed great fevericy againft fuch as forfook their Colours,decimating 500 who 
had mft begun to fly; which ancient kind of Discipline being of a long time 
difufcd, he hereby revived. Spartacsts havingby this time pafled to the Sea, 
thought of going over into Sicily ; but failing of hisdefign upon fome C 7 - 
c tli'nn Royers, he fate down in. the Ptninfula of Rbiglttm, where Crafts as 
it were befieged him, having drawn a line through tbe Jfthmus from Sea to 
Sea, to cut oft all Provifions. Spartacus in a ccmpeftuous night made a fhife 
to fill up the Ditch, and get over the third part of his Army, then iogaging 
with Cra fas loft 12000 men. After this defeat he went toward the retiliue 
Mountains, and the Lieutenant and Qttafitr o£ Crafts purfuing him, he faced 
about, and put them to flight, whereby his men being incouraged, refuted not 
to give the Remans battel. Crafts now defired alfo to fight, becaufe Pom- 
P7, who was lately retnmed out of Spain was reported as coming to end this 

Ik it defeated War. Pitching then one againft another, Spariaeus engaged with all his for- 
and {lain by ces> and made at Crafts through the midft of Weapons and Wounds, whom 
Ciaffus. yet he mified> but killed two of his Centurions. At length fuch as ftood near 
him running away, whileft he ftood his ground manfully ne was (lain, and the 
reft were disordered and put to flight. Some that efcaped from the battel, and 
made head again, Pwwpiy fuppreifed, three years before he undertook the War 
againft the Pirates. 

29. The Pirates who had been a little reprefled by Strvilim Jfattricus 
(as we faid before) were now grown fo numerous and powerful! , that 

The infolence there was no paffing of the Seas, nor any dwelling upon the Coafts j for they 
of Pirates. not oneiy took and robbed (hips on the Sea , but alfo whole Provinces on the AffiM M j. 

Land; the chief place of their'Rendezvous being Cilicia the Rough. AtU thridatick. 
thridates firft fee them on work, which finding profitable they ceafed not 
when he left off, but continued their Robberies; many thoufands of feve- DlolibA ^ 
ral Nations, as Syrians, Cypriots , Pampbylians, the Natives of Pontstt, and 'ptmicb. i*' * 
almoft all others of that part of the World joying together. For, feeing that Ttmytit, 
the War continued, they thought it more wifdom to damnifie others, chan 
lofc their own Eftaces. Becaufe they made choice of Cilicia, as meft com¬ 
modious in theMountainy and Craggy places thereof to fecure themfelves, 
they all went under the name of Cilices. They had defeated feveral Roman 
Prams. M»rtna did little good againft them, and Serviltm but a little 
reprefled their violence; for fo impudent were they now grown, that befides 
their incurfions into Sicily and other places, which made the Inhabitants of 
the Coafts forfake their habitations, they landed in Italy near Brttndttfittm, 
whence they took away feveral women of quality; and more than that, two 
Armies with their Enfigns.

Mitbridates t, ey coming out of S\ria had through ambition done what he condemned in

Then came be down to his wives, daughters, and concubines, 
to whom when he had given poyfon, fearing he fhould be delivered up to the 
Romans, he took fome hirnfelf; but having ufed much his body to antidotes 
(fuch as yet are named from him) it would not work, though he walked 
much for chat purpofe, whereupon he wounded hirnfelf, but this not difpatch- 
u t-11 u ing him foon enough, he called one Bit atm (or Bithoctu) a Gaily who, the 

hUntilf wall being broken, had got in, by whofe hand partly, and partly by hisown, 
he difpatched hirnfelf. A man, as one faith, neither, without good heed, to 
be omitted nor fpoken of; in War moft eager and fierce, and alwaies Of no¬ 
table valour. Sometimes in fortune, all times in courage of higheft rank; 
in direftiona good Captain, in execution a good Soldier, in hatred to the 
Romans another Hannibal ; finally, the greateft King after Alexander in the 
judgment of Cicero. This end came he to, after the War had firft commen- 
ced°juft 20 years ; for it began when Cn.

And 
the fir ft Latin Atithdr to his knowledge that made mention of Britain was 
LucrttiuSy in his Verfes Concerning the difference'of aire. Nowthit Lu¬ 
cretius Jived but a little before Cafar no man denieth : at what time we are 
taught out of Cafar himfelf, chat Divniacus King of the Soiffons , and the 
moft mighty Prince of all Gall) Governed Britain , which, as alfo appeareth 
from Cafar , is onely to be underftood of the Maritime Coafts. Howbeic, 
Diodorus Siculus writeth that Britain had experience of no foreiners rule; 
for neither Dienyfus (or Bacchus) nor Hercules, nor any other worthy, or 
Demigod have we heard (faith he) to have attempted War upon that peo¬ 
ple. Now Caefar, who for his noble alls is called DivuS, was the firfi that 
fubdued the Britans, and forced them to pay a certain Tribute. From his 
time (faith Cambden ) and.no further off mult the Writer of our Hiftory 
fetch the beginning of his work, if he throughly weigh wich judgement 
what ; the Learned Varro hath in time paft written (viz,, of the three di- 
ftin&ions of rimes which we have formerly mentioned , uncertain before 
the Flood, Fabulous before the Olympiads , and Hifiorical fince the begin¬ 
ning of them) andmyfelf already heretofore fignified. This mod learned 
man mentions this divilion of Varroy becaufe thac the Brififh Hiftory of 
Geffrey of Monmouth cakech its beginning 333 years before the firft Olym¬ 
piad. This Hiftory we muft abfolutely difdaim as uccerly Fabulous in re¬ 
ference to King Brutus , and other fi&ions depending on His ftory. But

Now Erato(lhones y who, as he faith, was 
the laft that handled Geography, Suidat writeth to have been bom in the 116 
Olympiad , which was celebrated in the 37 year of the Seleuada , the feventh 
of Antigchttt So ter, the ninth of Ptolemy Philadelphia , and the 478 year 
of tfccity, when Q^Pabiw Gorges and G GenHtmsClepfwa, were Con¬ 
fab Pyrrhus then warring in Sicily , 274 years before the birth of Chrift. 

But Dicaarchus boftechin Athenaus, that he bad Ariftotle for his Mfter; 
andchen Pytheat who was cited by, both, muft needs have preceded them, 
yet thefe Writers were but of late in comparifon of Orpheus the moft an- 
tient Poet, one of the Argonaut a , by whom Cambden himfelf affirmeth 
Britain to have been deferibed. Although in truth Orpheus was not Author 
ofthofc Poetsas fathered on him, but Onomacritus an Athenian Poet, who 
lived, under the Piftjtratid* , as both(» Clemens Alexandras and {b) Ta- ( a )SMm*J.L 
titnut inform us; yet two advantages we have hereby. For firft, Cambden (b) o-,au m- 
is inconftant, denying that Britain was known to the ancient Greeks- andfe- JJfjglJWP’ 
condly, this Ifland mult have been known then long before the former Geo- w-*™' 
graphers *, for the Pifijlratida were banifted • A thens in the third year of the mgm & 

67 Olympiad\ the twelfth of Darim Hrfiafpis , the 244 of the City (at the t htophyle. 
fame time that Tarquimtes was banifhed) 508 years before the birth of Chrift, 
though they write chat he flourilhed in the 50 Olympiad , in the firft year 
whereof Piftjlratus indeed got the Soveraignty over chat City. Thefe things 
fojfiriently prove, that Britain wa? known of old to feveral Nations, though 
vve;meprioned not what Bochartus probably conje£hiretbconcerning the Ety- 
mpiogy of the name. The Phoenicians trading hither for Lead or tin, might 
juftlycall it Barat-AnaCj that is. The Land of Lead or Tin, as the Greek* 

Caffiterjf • and this might eafily be changed into Bretanica. Ar.ac figniheth 
both Lead and Tin , no places in the World -are ’fo fruitful of either as the 
British lflee. And it may feem no wonder that the Word ftvculd be fo al¬ 
tered, feeing that from Phcenice are derived Panicus , Punicus , Pnniceus , 
and Poenus. He at fogiveth other marks of the Phoenicians their planting in 
thofe Iflands, in.the 39 Chapter of the firft Book of that excellent Work 
entituled Canaan, concerning the Colonies and Language of th.tr People, 
to which wee refer the ftudious in Antiquity, having thus farre in fome 
fort feemed to vindicate the honour of our Country, yet with fubmitfion 
to. the, impartially Learned Reader. Now to return to the courfe of our

over the their heads onely above water) though the Britains had faftned (harp flakes 
Tbtm.s, under the hank, and there made all oppofition they could, which was inconli- 
derable. Palling on in Cajftvellaun’s Countrey he wafted it, CaJfiveRaun (or 
CajjihiRln ) having diftniffed all his Army except 4000 Waggons, where¬ 
with he much endamaged the Romans by making fallies upon advantage out 
of the Woods. But the 7 ri*ob antes (inhabiting thofe parts long after by the 
Saxons called Efix and Middle fix) having nad their King lmannemm 
killed by Cafivellaun^ot that Mandubratm his fon had efcaped to Cafar, 
yielded themfelves, and defired chat the young man being reftored firft to his 
father's Kingdom might be protected againft Caffivellaun. This Cafar grant¬ 
ed, receiving 40 Hoftages and Corn for bis Army; and thefe having prote¬ 
ction given them, others near adjoyning yielded themfelves. Then did Ca- 
v far cake CafivelauH’sJown not far diftant, being onely a fortified place in 
the Woods. He fent into Kcnty where four petty Kings, Cingetorix, Car- 
mi,ut , Taximagtilns , and Segonax reigned , ordering them if poffible to 
fdze on Cafir’s {hips; but Cafar having left to guard the Camp ten Com¬ 
panies of foot and 300 horfe,thefe repulfed them wirh great Ioffe, killing 
many of their men, and amongft the reft Lugatorix, a Captain of great ac- 
Casfivcllann count. Cajfibetlaun hearing this , and knowing the defection of the Trim- 
bcggeth peace yantes and the reft, fenr, and begged peace of Cafar y who being refolved, for 
and cafar rc- fear 0 f infurreilions in Gall, there to winter, for that Summer was now al- 
S 3 W moftfpent, commanded him.ro deliver in Hoftages, ordered what Tribute 
Britain Ihould pay yearly to the People of Rome , commanded him not co of¬ 
fend Mandubratius nor the Trinobants , and then drew down his Army to the 
Sea, which he wafted over at twice, for that he had many Prifoners, and many 
fhips had perifhed by Tempeft. The feafon being very good they came all 
fafe to land,and he quartered them about in feveral places, becaufeProvifions 
were very fcarce in Gall. This fecond expedition of Cafar into Britain hap- 
ned the next year after the former; L. Domitius ^nobarbus , and Appius 
Clattditts Fulcher being Confuls. 

The Galls ro ao... This Winter did moft of the Galls revolt. Firft, the Ebarones (now 
vole. inhabiting the Bifhoprick of Liege) by the inftigation of Ambiorix their 

Prince, who by treachery circumvented two of Cafar’s Officers, QJTiturins 
Sabinas , and L. Arunculeius Cotta , with a whole Legion. He alfo befieged ldm ibidt 
Q.Ciceroy who commanded the Legion that quartered amongft the Nervis , 
who had their feats about 'Tournay in Flanders. But Cafar came in to the Dio lib. 40. 
refeue, and overthrew the Galls . Labienus lying with another Legion about 
RheimeSy the Treviri and Inimiomarus came to his Camp, intending to de- Orofmlib. 6 . 
ftroy him; but he cook his opportunity, and powred out his men upon them, 
willing his Soldiers to be fure that they killed IndutiotnaruSy which being 
done, things again were a lirtle fetled. Whileft Cafar was thus Employed a- 
7 *lta dierh. b roa d>the Cicie, this year died his daughter Jalia ? Pompey’s Wife, in Child- 

J ’ bed, and the Infant (whether Son or Daughter,'tis as uncertain, fo immate¬ 

rial) with her. Hereby was the bond of friendlhip betwixt them two bro¬ 
ken, and their mutual envy, which thereby onely was reftrained, now wanted 
but an occafion to ventitfelf. But Cafar forefeeing great ftirs in Gall , in- fefar cownnmt 
creafed his forces, fubdued the Nervis, brought under the Stnones and Car- lib. 6 . 
nutes (now changed into Chartres) the Menapti alfo; whileft Labienus re¬ 
duced fuch as inhabited about Triers. Then did he again croffe the Rhine t 
becaufe of the Conjun&ion of the Germans with the Galls , and atcempt- 
cafar rcduceth mg fomething upon the Sucvi to no purpofe, turned againft the Eburones. 

Rcvoker*. Whileft he harrazed their Territories, the Sigrnnbri fee upon the Camp of 
Cicero then abfent, which they could not ftorm, though they caufed great 
cortfternation amongft his'men, and killed many.

and oppreffioh of the peoples liberty. The Confuls being debarred bv the 
power of the 7 riespm* froth leading out. Armies, or Waging Wats accord 
ing to the ancient right and cuftom, made up their markets out of the publick 
Revenue, Or their Offices by indirea praftices, and therefore norte of ho¬ 
nour would feek after the Confulfhip, Pompey connived at this, hoping than 
a necefficy of affairs would draw upon him the Dittaiorfhip, as fome of his 
Creatures, though nor in his name, did. not ftick to hint. This year efpe- 
cially was there fuch an horrid cohtentioh atnongft the Canditates (all or moft 
men of large conferences) as for a longcime noConful could be ele&ed * 
and this heigbtned the matter, that T. Annins Milo, one of them, bein* at 
great enmity with ClodiUs, killed him as they met in the way not Far from 
Mite killeth the Citre. This fait the people ill refenced, and naughty, and diffolute ner-

rages in Rome. This turned indeed all men’s eyes upon Pompey as the fit 
teft perfon to redreffe thofe evils, and whileft they thought of makino him 
Dtbla'or Cato drew the Senate to this refolucion, that he Ihould be made 
Conlul alone, that he might be called ro an account for his male-admiftra- A - 3 91$.

Now, moft of the 
Galls being revolted, he firft overthrew VerdngetoriXy then purfued and 
cafar rcduceth befieged him in Ale ft Ay a Town of the Mandubii, which , when the 'Galls 
them. • were not able to relieve, t^ercingetorixy according co his own offer. Was de¬ 
livered up,with A left ay and all their Arms. Then reduced be the HeduL the 
Arvtni alfo yielded, with divers others, which being done, he fent the Armv 
. away into its Winter quarters. In winter the Galls hatched a new confpi- - 
A new confpi- racy. Cafar therefore departing from Btbratte, wafted the Territories of H irtmlib.8 . , 
y theBiiuriges ( about Bordeaux ) and of the Car nutes ; fubdued alfo the 

Billovactw'uh others. C. Fabius alfo reduced fome in the mean time, and 
Canimus having routed feveral parties, with him Cafar joyned, and befieged 
UxeUodinumy a Town of the Cadurci , very ftrongly fortified by its’ fituation. 

He obtained chis Town without ftriking one ftioak,by cutting theveins ofa

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Se c t. 6 . Fountain which ferved them with water. After this the Cities of Aquitaine 
L/ r V^W yielded, and going to Narbon he difpofed of his Army into their Winter 
quarters. Thefe things hapned in the eighth year after his coming into Gait, 

D'f mxiinted Ser. Sulpit ius Rufus ,and M.Claudius Marcellas being Confuls, where- 
Lmappo . ^ were began thofe contentions betwixt him and his adverfaries at 
Rente, that fliortly after brake into Civil wars, which proved deadly in the 
end to the heads of both the faaions, and fatal to that form of Govern¬ 
ment which (though labouring under mortal diftempers) was yet on 
foot. 

a 4 . C * far's carriage, efpecially in his Conful ftp, had rendred him very 
diftaftefull to the Senate. Pompey on the other fide, by his fair demeanour 
had of late gained much upon ic, which Cafar being aware of, defired leave 
to (tind for a fecond Confulfhip in his abfence. This was granted him ; but he 
fearing the malice of his adverfaries in cafe he were reduced to a private 
condition, further importuned the Fathers that he might have hisGovern- 
tv,. menc of Gall prorogued, calling about all manner of wayes to keep his Ar- 

Jnd occafions my till he fhould be Conful. This was hindred by Marcellas the Conful, 
of the Civil w ho had fucceeded Pompey • whereupon Cafar laying hts hand upon his 
Wars betwixt g wor j f a id, thac that fhould obtain it for him. This Marcellas was very Appian.dtbtU 
Pompey and bitter againft him, preffing hard that a Succeflor fhould be fent to him; but lo civili tib.i. 
c *> ar - this was 3 croffed by Pompey, either out of-good nature, or policy. Such were VtUim 
defisned Confuls for the enfuing year, as were moft oppofite to Cafar, viz. 

L. l&milius Paulas, and C. Claudius Marcellus Nephew to the former 
Conful by his brother: Curio alfo,an inveterate Enemy of Cafar , was 
nude Tribune. Yet all thefe, except Claudius, were drawn afide by money; 

Paulus by 1500 Talents, and Curio,who was much indebted,by 100000 Se- 
fterces. Marcellus then urging thac a Succeffor was to be fent to Cafar % 

Curio flifly withftood it, alleging that then ought Pompey alfo to difmifle his 
Army; for that his power was equally dangerous to the publick liberty. 
pompey outwardly feemed willing, and faid he would disband his men; but 
Curio fell foul upon him, telling him, thac promife without performance was 
nothingjand, that he might feem to ftand for the good of the Commonwealth, 
and not carry favour with Cafar, he defired,thac if they boch refufed^ 
to disband, they fhould, the one as well as the other, be declared Enemies to 

25. Pompey exceedingly neded hereat threatned him ; but he ceafed not 
to urge the thing. The Senate could have, wifhed them boch reduced, but 
feared to disbtnd Pompey's Army, looking upon Cafar as the more danger¬ 
ous perfon. Pompey fent now to him for the Legion he had lent him, both of 
them being ordered into Syria to defend the Eaftern parts now in danger by 
the overthrow of Craps ; he fent him this Legion, and another of his own $ 
but there being no need of them in Syria, they wintred At Capua. Thofe 
that brought them into Italy did ill Offices for Cafar, and gave out, as if 
his Army at his return would all revolt, which though very falfe was be¬ 
lieved by Pompey, who thereupon negle&ed to provide for fo dangerous a 
War a3 followed. The next year C. Claudius Marcellus and L. Corn. 

Lentnltes were Confuls, and ic was propounded to the Senate, whether both 
Pompey and Caefar fhould lay down all power. Though once ic was carried 
thac Cafar onely fhould, when the Conful propounded it feverally, yet 
* Curio again putting it to the queftion, it was carried againft both by * confute Ap* 
r r£ . . . 343 voices. Hereat the Confuls inraged, left the Cicie, and gave Pompey 

«h h«d for power as from themfelves to fight for his Countrey againft Cafar , which 
Cafar. he feemed not altogether to approve. Now Cur,o perceiving himfelf in 
danger, and that he could do no more fervice for Cafar , fled unto

3. A rumour was alfo it this time fpred abroad, that the 'QUmdecUhviri 
had found in SibyU 's books, that the Parthiaris could onely be overcame by the 
Roman sunder conduct of a King ; and that at the next fitting of the Senate, 

L.Cotta, one of the Quindecimviriy would move that Cdfar might have the 
title. ‘ ome gave out/thac he was indeed to be called Dittatffr, or Mp'erator, 
of the Romans, but plainly King of the other Nations fubjeft to their Em¬ 
pire. Thefe things drew envy'upon him, and the indignation of the great 
ones, even of fuch as he had (as to their particular) Welldeferved of. Antfthat 
faying undid him, Sylla nefeivit liter as, non pbtuit diUart, utterly thereby 
cutting off all hope chat he Would give over the JZiftktorfhip. ^ Being fenfible 
of che envy he ha<a concra&ed,he defired to bafte out dfthe'Citie,but four dayes 
before the rime appointed, he was flain incheSenatc-houfe by a Confpiracy 
of above 60 Senators and Equltes. Though his death was portended feveral 
way'es, yet he negleM it. ’Tis ftid, that as he Went down to the houfe that 
very morning, that the names of the Confpifatofs Were put into his hands, 

but he folded them up amongft .other papers arid never read them. The chief a. m 39*1.

number of battels, and of chofe chat were flain.' For-having, carted on the 
War in Gall not fully ten years, he cook above 800 Cities, fuhduad 300 
feveral forts of People, and having ingagad at feveral times with three mil¬ 
lions of men, killed the third part, arid took the other alive. So great was 
the affe&ion of his Soldiers to him, arid their care to pleafe him, chat where- 
JHis charaftcr. as other wife theywerenoching becterthan others, yer being invincible for 
his credit, they would riot refufe any darker. This difpofirion in them he 
firftbred and thenriiaibcained by conferring honours and rewards upon them, 
wherein he fpared nothing; then by. undertaking all dangers with them, and > 
refufing'no labour. Hisboldneffe indeed and courage, conhdering chat ic 
proceeded from incredible defire of glory, they admired not fo much ; but 
his labour and toil which he indured above his ftrengeb did alloniflithem. For, 
he was of a chin habit of body, pale and tender, n?d a fickly bead, and was 
fubjeif to the falling fickneffe or EpHepfte, which firft took him at Corduba. 

: But he took not an occafion of lizinefle from his wane of health, but by Expe- 
ditionsj moft difficult journeys, flenderneffe of diet, and by continuing a- 
broad m the open air, fought to drive away his difeafe, and keep his body 
healthful. Moft commonly he flepc as he was caried in his chariot or litter, 
fo that his fleep was not idle. On che-day time he was caried about the Forts, 

Cities and Camps, with a boy fitting by him, who wrote down what he di¬ 
lated, and a Soldier With afword ftandingat hisback. He made fo great 
journeys, that in his firft Expedition from Rome, in eight incampings became 
to the River Rhodanus. From his childhood be had learnt and pra&ifed ri¬ 
ding, fo that putting his hands behind him upon his back, Ke would fit an horfe 
in His full fpeed, which was very much for onethat had his difeafe. More¬ 
over in that Expedition he exercifed himfelf fo, that riding, hewoulddi- 
ftate feveral letters to two Secretaries or more. He was a man ambitious of 
power, and tmfatisfied With any thing on this fide Sovereignty, but Vi£fory 
pleafed him, not revenge rtor cruelty, in which refpe A Cicero, to note his 
ambition, and yet acknowledge his goodneffe of nature, compared him to 
Piftfiram.

War,"whoever kept him clofc to him in their travail, and was now lent by gu jt 0 . 
him to Apolltma to ftudy, intending to take him along with him in the Par - Vio l. 4 $. 
thian War. There he heard of his death, and the inheritance left to> him. 

His Mother and Father-in-Law Martins Pbilippus , were unwilling he Ihould 
cake the name of Cafar, as fubjea co much envy; but after fomepaufe he 
refolved to the contrary, andafluming the name of Cafar OHavianus, made 
ufe of thegood affe&ions of his Uncles friends in Greece, who accompany¬ 
ing him to fhe City, he was met by a vaft number of others from Rowe. Here, 
after he had accepted of the adoption, and confirmed it by the authority of 
th zPrator as the cuftom was, he went to Antony, whom he expe&ed to have 
' his friend and affiftant in profiting bis Uncles Enemies. But after fome 
waiting, he entertained him with great contempt, and though ,he had got a 
oreat quantity of C a far's money, yet he deniedto let him have any, fearing 
. r . fie (fiould grow into too much efteem. Cafar hereupon fold; his own mheri- 

tance to pay the legacy given to the People, which procured him much love, 

Ac Peoplef his Uncle's ( or Father’s, as now he muft be called ) old Soldiers flocked to 
him, whom he accepted of out of fear of Antony , who now became every 

day more odious, both to him, to People and Senate. .

After Cafar bad recovered, according to their agreement at parting he fet A< m. 3^4," 
himfelf to divide Lands to the Army in Italy , which hereby was put into a r.c.7 13. 
great eombuftion, the number of Soldiers being fo grear,that multitudes of 
Inhabitants were turned out, and many Towns emptied to give place to thofe 
new comers, who Committed many outrages, and had not purchafed thofe 
Lands by any fervieg to the State (as was complained) but byferving to in- 
tbratl it to the Dominion of three men. Fulvia the wife of Antony t and 
Lucius his brother now Conful, envied Cafar this popularity witb the Sol¬ 
diers, and contended eameftly that they ought to fettle the Soldiers of Ante* 
ny , which was granted. But herewith not contented, they refolved to profe- 
cute him with War. She, for that fhe defired her husband -might be recalled 
thereby from Cleopatra, concerning whom fhe had roomuch caufe to be jea¬ 
lous of him : and he out of defire to innovate, pretending an indeavour to fup- 
pteffe-che Triumvirate , and to reduce the ancient form of Government, and 
c aiftmg much to the ihengeb of hisbrother.

J ftraighcs betwixe them two, (though Vemidius and Afinius, two o£A„ t omc’s 
Captains were not far off) that glad he was to betake himfelf for fecuricy to 
Peru fa a ftrong Town, where he wasclofely befieged by Cafar and his 
party. He flood out very couragioufly,till forced by famine ro yield to mercy; 
then coming our firft, and catting himfelf into Cafar’s hands, he interceded* 
for his Soldiers, and defired all the blame might be upon himfelf: he was re¬ 
ceived honourably, and his Soldiers were pardoned ac the defire of their Ene¬ 
mies. The Town was to be plundred, but by a mad-man, who fet his own 
houfe on fire and therein perifhed, it was burnt down to the ground. About ’

Yet the 
preffure of the famine brought them together again, and amongft other things 
it was concluded, that Pompey retaining all the Ijlands he had already, and 
Peloponnefus over and above, as long as they fhould hold their power j and 
having liberty to be Conful, and to dtfcharge the Office by any of his friends, 
procurcch an he was to leave the Sea open, and pay to the People what corn was due out of 
a ^hT- ent Sicily.

20. Antony departed towards the Eaft again for the Parthian Warre, 
which hitherto Ventidius his Lieutenant had managed with good fucceffe, ha¬ 
ving got feveral viftories, wherein Labienus , who brought them into Syria, 
and Pharnapates , (or Phraates, or Barzapharnej, being called by feveral 
names) the greateft of their Captains, with Pacorus fon to Orodes the King, 
percch aeainft vvere ^ n * After this he repelled them in Media and Mefopotamta , ami 
the Tttrtbwis. befieged AntiochusComagenus in Samofata, whom he fuffered, upon promife 
of i ooo calenc?, to fend Ambaffadors unto Antony, who now drew near, and 
for that the fiege was likely long to continue, by reafon of the defperat refo- 
lution of the defendants, granted him Peace for 300 talents, accepted but 
of two Hoftages, and thofe inconfiderable ones; and he gave him leave to put 
to death Alexander, who had formerly revolted to the Roman'. ' This by 
fa) fome he was thought to do for fear of the Army, which was angry at his 
ill ufage of Ventidius ; though others fay, he honoured him according to his 
deferts, who though a man of an obfcure excra&, now firftof all others tri¬ 
umphed over the Parthiam. Antony having fetled the affairs of Syria, de¬ 
parted to Athens, where he fpent the winter with Oft avia. But the (O.peace 
with Pompey continued but a fliort time. Thecaufe of the breach ( whate¬ 
ver lecretly was aimed at) was pretended to be, for that Antony being to quit 
Peloponnefus, would do it but upon this condition 9 that Pompey fhould give 
him farisfa&ion for fuch moneys as was due to him from the Inhabitants. But 
Pompey liked not of any fuch condition, and therefore rigged a new Fleet, 
and provided himfelf of forces, perhaps giving credit to Metrodorus, who 
would tell him, that the prefent ftate of affairs was no true Peace, but ra¬ 
ther a ceffation of arms. He then renewed his Piracy, which renewed the 
former grievances, and made the People cry ouc, that the matter was onely 
: altered from three Tyrants to four. But Metrodorus revolted to Cafar, 
bringing in with him Cor ftca, Sardinia, and three Legions , and rhen Anto¬ 
ny was called to Brundufium to confult about the War. Thither he came at 
the day appointed, but keeping no: his word he ftaied not for him, 
either not liking the breach of the Peace, or for that he envied Cafar all that 
with Pomey P ower he favv him have » for they fufpe&ed and grudged each other. Bur 
broken. 1 Cafar being provided, fecouttoSea, as to invade Sicily, and was beaten 
back by Pompey, though he took him at unawares, who heard nothing of the 
revolt of Metrodorus, till alfo of Cafars coming.

Con¬ 
cerning this he wrote privately to Antony , who, whilft Cafar was thus im- 
ployed about Pompey, had called Cleopatra into Syria, and there given her 
Phoenicia , Calefyria, Cyprus, a great pare of Cilicia , with part of Arabia 
Antony doat« Nabathaa, and fo much of Judaa as brought Ba/famum. Then fending 
ethon cltopx- her home, he marched into Armenia , where yet he could do nothing (for 
m ‘ defire of her) like hirafelf; but ever thought of returning to her, which 

fliortly after he did; but was much troubled in his paffage by the Parthians , 
to whom his Army had revolted, but that they killed fuch as firft paffed over 
to them. 

24. The year following, and that wherein Pompey was {lain, he was foli- 
cited by the King of Media in con jun£lion with him to make Warre upon 
the Parthian ; but was hindred byftirs which hapned betwixt Cleopatra and 
Oft avia his wife, who now returning to him ouc of Italy, met with letters 
at Athens to flop her there , he pretending neceffary avocations by Warre.

Thefe things, together 
with the difgrace of his filler provoked Cafar, who made report of them to 
the Senate and People. Hereby he incenfed men’s minds againft Antony, 
who.ftiorriy after went into Media, and entered into league with the King 
thereof. C&far at the fame time fought againft feveral People of Illyricum, 
and the next year both provided for the Civil War betwixt themfelves.

Por, Cafar befides what we for- 
tall ouc. merly mentioned, accufed him of taking vAgfpt as his Province, killing 
Pompey , abufing A rt avafdes the Armenian King, to the great infamy of the 
Roman State; but above all upbraided him with Cleopatra, and what he had 
afligned to their children , as alfo for that he owned Cafario as begotten by 
C&far, though to the Senate he had acknowledged him for his own fon, Anto¬ 
ny, bewitched by Cleopatra fo far as not to be able to rule himfelf, wrote to 
the Senate to have thofe things confirmed, which he had fetled upon her and 
her children. The two Confuls Cn. Domains and C. Softies being much for 
him, were forced to leave the City, and get over to him, who now alfo ha¬ 
ving raifed great forces, fent to Rome, to drive OH avia out of his houfe' and 
if taking his opportunity he had this Summer invaded Italy, 'he might in all 
probability have puc an end to the quarrel. For, C&far was nor yet provided, 
wanting money exceedingly, which he now exa£led throughout Italy , But 
this delay herein helped him, that men’s minds were more and more bent 
gainft Antony, efpecially after C<e/> had publiihed his Teftament, where¬ 
in he difpofed as formerly, to hisand Cleopatra’s children, and ordained, that 
though he ftiould dye at Rome, his body ftiould be fent to her ac Alexandria: 
it was alfo reported, that he meant, if his matters profpered, to give her 
Rome, and transfer the feat of the Empire into t/Egypt. Hereupon the 
Warre was decreed againft her, and he was devefted of his Triumvirate, 
but not declared an Enemy, for fear of thofe with him. For then muft they 
neceflarily have been included in the fame capacity, and fo driven upon de- 
fperace Councils: to them therefore rewards were promifed , if they would 
forfakehimj and hereby was he thought rendred more inexcufable, in that

that he was in love with her, hoping (he might kill Antony, and preferve Antonio. 

Now 
going down into Egypt he fent Comelrns GaUus before him, who feized on 
Paratonium the Chief Citie on that part near Africk^ ; and Pelujtum the 
o.her ftrongelt Town towards Syrta did Cleopatra b^tny. to. him»fecretly 
forbidding the Alexandrians to go out againft him. Antony, once fought 
profperoufly againft his horfe, and the fecond time was beaten ; then he 
lent him a challenge, which Cafar refufed, faying, chat if Antony fo pleafed 
there were 1000 wayes lying open for his deftru&ion. Wherefore bethink¬ 
ing himfelf that he could not die with more credit than in battel, he re- 
folved to oppofe Cafar both by Sea and Land / but Cleopatra procu¬ 
red,that both his Navy, and horfe revolted. Hereupon he returned into 
the Citie, crying out, that be vtOt betrayed by her for rvbofe fake he had taken 
uptimes. She being afraid of him departed to her Monument , and fent 
fome to tell him (be was dead, pretending fear qf Cafar. Upon which mef- 
fage, he refolving to follow her, wounded himfelf in the belly. The wound 
not-quickly difpatching him, (be fent for him up into her Monument, whi¬ 
ther he was pulled up by her felf, and two women, being willing to live 
Atm killeth novvt that (be was alive, and hoping he might poflibly recover. But he 
himfelE. fliortly after died, willing her as well as (be could to provide for her felf, 
and not grieve for him, but rather rcjoyce, in that he had been the moft fa¬ 
mous of men, as alfo moft powerfull, and now being a Roman was not through 
lazineffe overcome by a Roman. Such Was the end of this man, who through 
defire of ftme became the Author of fad Tragedies to his Coimtrey, who' 
in the ufe of his power greatly abufed it, ana was not onely overcome by 
a Roman , but alfo by a Woman , and then fo behaved himfelf, that he 
could not be excufed from lazineffe, effeminaceneffe, and luxury, all which ' 
things checked that goodpeffe of difpofition fuppofed once to be in him, 
and left Cleopatra little caufe to rejoyce for any real glory that might accrue 
unto him*.

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CHAP. r. 

From the ahfolutenejje of O&avius, to the death c/Tiberius, 
containing the [pace of 66 years. 

HE Rowan Empire had now fwallowed up the 
Macedonian , with fuch Kingdoms and States 
as were ac ail confiderabte, and Contemporary 
with .it (whereof though fome might retain a (hew 
of liberty, yet, were they but in a condition 
of vaffalage ) except the Parthian Kingdom, 
which as yet acknowledged no fubjefiion, and; 
when it did, being forced thereto for the molt 
part by inteftine divifions, not long, continued, in that acknowledgement. 

2. This Empire novy laboured under it’s own weight, and, like to fome un¬ 
wieldy thing, daggered, by reafon of the currency of it’s.inward burthen, 
without any extraneous violence : it wasgrown up to an arhletick hib’t, and 
had already fufjficiently manifefted the danger of tfiif confticurion.. For, be¬ 
ing all heaa.and no body, it wanned thofe limbs, which by^ direction from a 
ftfperiour fenfe,' could fecure it’s progreffe; or indeed being all body, and 
Ccccc a no 
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ft laboureth no head, it was void ot' chat influence which effeilech an orderly motion and 
undar if* own j s n ecefiary for the fubflftence of life ic felf. The proper fruits of Popular 
own weight. (j overiinti w * were now grown fully ripe. Every one would command, ancF 
none would be ruled, yet every man challenging a part in the Supreme 
power, none enjoyed it much, and therefore but few were really folircicous 
for the upholding of it as Popular, any further than fome private inrerefts led 
them. The heady multitude indeed was violently carted on in it’s defires af¬ 
ter the chief command; but fome defired ic rather chat others might not en* 

joy it, holding this Principle,to oppofe all rifing, though excellent perfons 

whatfoever. Others tickledwith an humour of ruling, and in intellectuals 
above their fellows, fee themfelves to pleafe the rabble by maligning other 
men, crying up liberty and equality, extolling the jufttce of the Agrarian, 
and vaunting of great matters intended to be done by themfelves, when in a 
capacity. Sometimes their boldrfefl'e aiid cunning procured their rife, mod 
co aamonly fome capitulations, ancf otherwhiles mony diftribuced to the rabble, 
wheja the ftep was great. For after thac the R^man; pafled the Seas, more 
luxury* avarice, and corruption, than of Viftory was brought-'home. When 
they came abroad, nocWu hltanding the repute of their abftinence, theyfound 
the fame temptations as other men, and made themfelves Matters of the man¬ 
ners, as well as the poflelfions of the conquered. All things were now bought 
and fold, fromchemeaneftOfficetotheConfulfhip, and the loweft privi¬ 
lege to che right of Suffrages. 

3. The daily fight ,of tnefe things corrupted fuch, as elfejni^t have pro¬ 
ved juft. ic feenadUpfuddioPrinciple, raxbcif toCdrrftriafsdlt.haft co be com¬ 
manded ; rather to buy than to be fold, and to get fomething, rather than dif¬ 
fer all things co be lott. The body of the People was now grown large, the 
liatianshzxno received to the freedom of the City, and liberty of Suffrages. 

Hence ambitious men had ad vantage, enough co make parties, and to carry 
things in the Comitia or AfleVr&liei, Having onda by lndireif pra&ices ingrati¬ 
ated themfelves. Having obtained commands afar off, they had opportunity 
to inereafe their poweF, through the diftanceef^aeejtWredk-of theircon- 
quefts, and the a flexions of their Armies. Power once obtained, is diffi¬ 
cultly hid down, bothbyreafon chat Oman’s natu {4 isaverfe co diminution, 
and for that fomething may be committed in height of paffion, or through 
convenience, orotherwife, vyhereof it might not be fafe to give an account, 
as neither to lye opera and haltedcothebnlicC of revengeful Enemies. The 
And under being n ° w va ^» fereral men at the fame time might be found in thefe 

fuchdiftem- capacities, fo that jealoufies and emulations muft thence be heightned, and 
pers one ftrive to reduce the other into order. Further, the largnefle of Empire 

afforded multiplicity of places, alw'ayeS.of feveral, and fometimes of contra¬ 
ry incereft? or humour?, which would efpoufe quarrels accordingly, whence' 
never would be wanting fufficienc and convtnkpc matter for pubfickcombu- 
ftions. 

4. Such was the prefent State of 'Roman affairs, and fuch had been their 
conftitution before the prefenc jun&ure, which loudly, in the undemanding 
As Monarchy °f a ll prudencmen, called for the help of fomefingle Perfon duly . qualified, 
could oncly whofe Monarchy could onely puc an end co the civil diflemionS, by removing 
<urc. the loofe liberty of the multitude, which gave occafion to thofe difteffipers, 
by preventing ambitious indeavours of private perfons after Sovereignty, 
which fomented them, and by checking all exorbitant power Of particular 
men, which effe&ually procured them. Cafar on the One /ddCOnfiAtring 
thefe things, as alfo being fenfibleof the power he akeady eKjo^yi^ #od of 
the danger he mi°ht incur by removing himfelf to a private life^ and on. the 
other, weighing the envy ana odium he fliould contra^ by the eftibli {lament of * 
himfelf, after he had conquered Antony and Cleopatra , and (having entered 
his fourth Confulfhip in tne Ife Samtu) returned to Rome, he‘asked the ad¬ 
vice of his two moft inward Counfellors and bofome friends, Agrippa and 
Mtctnat, Hpfaniu* Agrippa, a man of mean Parentage ( which Fepfaub 
m manifefling, he changed into Match *) and no great endowments , except

7. Thefe things fufficiencly evidence, that it was impoflible in an humane 
way for the Empire to fubfift in a Commonwealth fo called; and not onely 

Dcmocratical that, but any one confiderable Nation, or more (not to fpeak of one, or a 
SSable fC r W Cit / es \ or P laces ac prefent) which muft neceflarily confift of mult fades 
in one or more °fj e ¥fydtverfly qualified, varioujly inclined , and very unequally poffeffed 
Nations, con- °t and honours. Such having the Supream power in their own hands 
ftderable for muft needs foment feveral humours. The rich, and honourable, muft either 
wealth, and of not medle, and fo out of difconcent watch for an advantage to alter chines, or 
var.oiu mte- jf they do, they will not be content with equal imploymenrs. When any ex¬ 
traordinary power is obtained, fuch inforcements as were formerly mentioned 
will happen, which being driven on by that ambition which is but natural to 
all mankind, will drive either fear, or defire,into Monarchy. A civil war efpe- 
cially produced] this, and more efpecially when the quarrel is betwixt fingle 
perfons; and yet more efpecially is it inforced by a religious pretence, under 
which V izard the greaceft deceit hath triumphed, accompanied, or ulhered in 
by a facrilegious affercing of approving providence, whereby inviolable Ma- 
}cfty,Od<*, Propriety, and all things excellent have been contaminated, over¬ 
turned, and trampled on, and yet a ftrufture erefted at length out of the ma¬ 
terials of thofe very things , which formerly were onely by the intruders ac¬ 
counted bad, bfcaufie they flood upon another ground. But not onely in a 
Democratical way is it impoflible for one, or more confiderable Nations 
to be governed, but in an Ariflocraiical alfo. For if che wealth and propriety 
of a Nation be djffufed,and not limited in the poffelfions of a few of the 
chiefell jperfons, fuch would find a continual repugnancy in their fubjefts, 
others thinking themfelves as capable of power as they. Hence quarrels and 
implacable enmities muft arife , and he who (hall be beft able will at len°th 
command the reft, though he ought to have been their fellow fubject, and 3e- 
monftrate a necelfity of Monarchical Government. 

8. The affairs of the Gracians urged by Agrippa to make againft Mo¬ 
narchy do much plead for it, and evince the necelfity of it. For after that

Such were the extravagancies of the multitude,that 
the beft men were rejected, and bold , impudent, and fawcy fellows domi¬ 
neered, who being corrupted with money, bought, and fold all that was of

confequence, and by their cunning fpeeches turned, and Jed che rabble which 
way foever they pleafed. As for what Agrippa urged, that they one(y did 
things of moment after that the power came into the peoples handi- thofe 
things of moment were amongfi themfelves, and fuch as made them mife 
rable, they tearing one another in pieces in the Petoponnefian, and other 
Z*!? *'***"£ "*** b “\ rage, malice, and revenge agawft one another . 
Nothing of conference did, or could they do againft the Barbarians, as they 
accounted allbefides themfelves, till reduced under che Monarchy of AleV 
ander they became inftruments in; his hands. Common danger inga^d them 
againft Xerxes, whofe multitudes deftroyed themfelves; but had it ^oc been 
for che meer wifdom of Themifiocles, want of Order , of Government and 
tifation, had ruined them all in deputing into Peloponnefus ,* and 
foohfhly applying themfelves to the fortify ing of the Jfibonus. Thoueh chev 
feveral times aftifted the Ionians in their rebellion, yet ftill at Ienpth 
were jheir endeavours defeated. Cimon indeed got feveral victories 
and did notable exploits in a piratical way , buc what efte&s produced chev * 
The moft that vvas effected at land was by Age flans, but he having noc done 
much was recalled , for that many Cities having been allured with Per ban 
Uo!d (which never failed to corrupt the Councils, overthrow rheproie&s 
fo , thef = E*“y States by tilling off the great Leaders of 

the rabble) had confpired againft Sparta . But what great matters they could 
do againft Monarchy appeared; in that firft, Ph.hp , then Alexander his fon 
and their Succeffors, eafily fubdued, and kept them under. As for their 
Lolott.es, each one ufually followed the fortune of its Metropolis • little hur 
tumults, baniftamencs, and Maffacresdowe hear of, or of private mens o ec . 
ting the power over them, for that wanting rightfull, and fucceffive Princes" 
they lay open to the cheats of their,fellow Citizens. The particular cafes of 
Corcyra,Samus, Syracufe, and othersdemonftrace this, and therewith the 
danger, and infirmity of Amimonarcbical Government.

An anfwer to of the City. Romulus did exceeding much for his time, and fo did his fuc- 
s/gripfia's Ar- ce flbrs in their feveral wayes, with fo fmall a power as fuch a Colony could 
f UmCl v, t ^ ken produce, infomuchasrevengefulandfurious Brutus acknowledged, thac no 
mans- K °‘ better way of Government could be found out than what they had chalked out 
' 15 to them. The faults in it feem to have been his fomething too much indulg. 

ing at his firft conftitutions a popular humour which might bring him to his 
end afterwards. Then Serifim to curry favour with the rabble, thac they 
might maintain him in his illegally procured power, diminifhed the Regal au¬ 
thority, and that of the Senate, which gave the multitude fuch a fcope, as af¬ 
ter could they not be reduced into any order. After him 7 arquimu* the heir 
of Prtfcm might go about to recover this power (for, a lirtle charity may be 
allowed us, for one who lived info dark and remote times, andwhofe acti¬ 
ons were onely recorded by his Enemies, feeing we have formerly relaced his 
ftory as we find ic) and thereby might incur that prejudice which , together 
with the fault of his fon, and the implacable malice of Brum , procuredhis 
banifliment. This may be added as an ill accident, thac Romulus dyinjj 
childleffe, the Kingdom came to be elective, which thing muft at length 
bring great inconveniences; fo thac experience now hath taught fuch King¬ 
doms to continue the Government to particular Families.But Brum his giving 
to his Confuls full regal power (though they were two, and Annual ) and 
putting the fword fully into their hands, together with his acknowledgement 
of the|ood government of all the former Kings, do more than make us fuf- 
pett his fpleen to have a£led him moft in the change of the power? efpecially 
checonfequences confidered. For, the power of the Confuls being (hortly 
after dimimftied, or rather enervated by Valerius (who by flattering of the 
multitude got the name of PoplicoU) the common fort got head, and con¬ 
founded all things , nothing but changes, and re-changes hapetjing, till at 
!en°ch they quite outed the Patricians of their power, giving them leifure to 
repenuheir joyning with Brum, and brought things to that ruine anddifor- 
der formerly mentioned, as compelled them to turn abouc, and by their Lex 
Regia (hereafter to be fpoken of) to devolve all their power upon a fingle 
Perfoii. 

- ii. Such and to many were thefe fedidons and tumults, that thrice the 
common fort departed, from the Patricians out of the City. And no fooner 
was the War agiinft their King ended, but the ftirs begun ; and thefe very 
The difo ders ftirs have we proved from Dionyfm , to have procured immediately the fetting 
and tumults up of another King in effea, for half a year's continuance, viz,. the Delator, 
arifing from to which Officer they were forced to flye in all difficulties. Nowit fufficient-

The weight of Ufury and oppreflion 
was the firft pretended caufe of thefe ftirs; but-from ic the multitude pafled 
on from one thing to another, never refting till it had got all Offices of dig¬ 
nity, power, and profit, into it’s own hands, as hath been at large made our.

And fo far, was. this pr,efent kind 
of Government from being inflrumental to them, that it manifeftly hindred 
;and obftru&ed all good preceding?. for, when a Confil’s year was our y - 
Grcat con- t hen muft he be recalled, and a fucceffor fent him, though he was in never fo 
made by*** fair a for the Wiring of any Nation, _ which at length" began to bq 
fingle perfons. underftood, and then was their command continued to them, under the name 
of Proconfuls , after which time it was, that the great matters were perform¬ 
ed ; before this the Generals being glad to (huffle up a Peace, left they ftiould 
be defrauded of the credic of ending cne NSTaw.by their fucceifors. The main 
caufe of the growth of their Empire (under the all- 4 ifpofing Providence of 
God) was the valour and virtue of their Captains and Senators, ,at that time 
when Pyrrhus fee upon them; the courage alfo of the Soldiers was extraor¬ 
dinary, fothat (as Pyrrhus fpokeof himfelf) a King, whofe command and 
conduct would have been conftapt and unconcroled, might have done grea¬ 
ter wonders with fuch men. But as for .the .Government, fo far was it from 
contributing to juftice or virtue, thac, even in thefe times, which their Wrir 
ters fo celebrate for thefe things, the multitude having by the Horten ft an 'Law 
Wrefted this power from the Senate, to. oblige all whatfoever by their Plebi- 
feita , decreed aid to be fent to the Mamertines , though againft all equity 
and confidence, the Senate having utterly refufed to aflift thofe thieves, mur¬ 
derers*, intruders. But the mnltitude was cold of great profit-which would 
accrue to all men in particular, and therefore profit muft bear down right, and 
forces muft be fent into Sicily to get footing there, to inrich thefe vertuous and 
temperate men: and henag:is-toT'fe fetched the rife of the Carthaginian 
Wars (which with what infmice they were managed on the Roman parr, 
hath been feen) and indeed this was the original of all their conquefts. The 
main things performed were done by fuch, as racher awed the people, than 
were awed by it, though to obtain their commands, they corrupted the mul¬ 
titude with money. Mmus, Sylla , Pompey , and Cafar, after they had fuc- 
ceflively ingrofled the power, made the great eft conquefts. After the over- 
. y throw of Carthage efpecially, ■ fc.arcely any great command was obtained, but 
by fome great .promifes under-hand, fome new attempts of innovation, or 
money diftribut<d to the Tribes. So weak, imperfe&, and vicious was the 
Government. . 

Hence appea- Thefe ch ’ n § s evWence excellency of Monarchical Government 
reth cheex- above the reft ; a neceeflity of it in any confiderable Nation or Nations, and 
cellency and *in Cities which extend the freedom of Suffrages to their Subjects or Affoci- 
of aces, and are confiderable, for number, power,, and inrereft.

mentioned in this Work," fome of them we (hall find to have been kept in 
chat way by fuch ftrange difcipline,and principles of equalityandleveljjngjas are.

ordained for man’s comfort and delight.. Such was the conftitution of that of 
Sparta, which yet fecured it not from the tyranny of the Ephori, and when 
but the ufe of Gold, Silver, and other things, very lawful in themfelve?, came 
up, the Lacedamonians were fenfible of their flavery tofuchharfti confticu- 
^tions, and the Government tottered. : Again, in others thac were left-more 
to their liberty, we fee how impolfihle it was for the People to ufe it, -b,ut for 
their own deftruftion ; fo that for any one place to fubfift vvirhouc fuch mife- 
xiesanddifafters, \s nearcoa miracle. Monarchy , chough ic may have it’s 
defers (as all things managed by meer men) yet in it felf includes more or¬ 
der, certainty, and feturicy, it’s force being commonly turned outward.

‘ be fuffered to ufe any exceffe in buildings or in games: none to ufe any pecu¬ 
liar coin,weight,or meafure. None were to fend any peculiar meffage to him, 
4 except the matter required his infpe&ion, but have recourfe to the Gover- 
‘nourof the place, who was therewith to acquaint Cafar. Ambaffadors ei- 
4 ther from Enemies or confederate Kings or - States, were to have audience 
‘ from the Senate, chat the power feeming to be in tMFSenate, they might 
4 fee how many Enemies they fhould have if the cafe to required , and mac¬ 
acos beingdifpatchedby confentof the Fathers , the Majefty of theEm- 
4 pire would be the more eftablifhed. All of Senator ion rank ne would have 
«impeached before, and judged by the Senate, that Cdfar might efcape the 
fl envy of condemnation, and others by fo formal proceedings, might be 
4 kept in awe. As for any fcandalous words againft himfelf, he told him he 
How feinda- < neither hear any accufation, nor punifh them. For it was not good, 
bedioueticof. 4 he faid, that he fhould believe, that any one would injure him, who hurt 
6 * ‘nobody, but did good to all; for, faith he, bad Princes onelydo this, 

4 whom their guilty confciences make credulous. Neither is it fitting to take 
4 thofethings ill, which if trueoughc not to have been done, and if falfe 
4 fhould be negle&ed and diffembled: for that many by punifhing them, 

4 minifter greater occafion of worfe difeourfe. Hisfenfe therefore of fcan-' 
4 data words was this: that he ought to be higher than all injury, and 
4 neither himfelf to fancy, nor make other believe, that any one durftbe fo 
T . 4 fawey, but that the fame opinion of veneration was had of him, as of the 

tobe puX f eterna l gods. If any plotted his definition, he would neither have him 
c 4 ( p 4 himfelf to judge, nor fentence him, but-refer him to the Senate, and if fie 

* were convicted, to punifh him as lightly as might be, that his crime might 

* gain belief. But he here-excepted fuch, as having command of Armies, 

* made open infurretions, who were not to be* formally arraigned, but pu- 
Thc Senate 4 mfhed as Enemies. 

to be made 20. * Thefe things, and moft of the reft which concerned the Common- 
ufc of. 4 wealth, he would nave him propound to the Sewmt, wherein all the mem- 
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< bers fhould have equal power of voting, except any of them were accufed. 

* If the parry indeed were not as yet a Senator , or but of the rank of* Qua. 
‘ft°r t all might have voices; but it was againft reafon chat he, who never 

* had been a i ribune of the People , 6r ^£dilu ,fhould paffe fentence upon him 
4 that had born thefe Offices, or that thofe fhould do it upon one o( Prato- 
4 rian rank, or fuch an one upon a Confular perfon:but it was fitting enough 
*that thofe of Confular Dignity might judge all the feveral forts, and .the 
4 reft their equals or inferiburs. Cdfar himfelf was to be Judge in aH Appeals 
4 made from the greater forts of Magiftrates, his Procurators, the Governour 
4 of the Citie, Subcenfor, Chief Juftices, Overfeers of Provifions or Prove- 
‘dirors, and Matters of the watches : for none ought to have fo dbfolute a 
4 power , but that appeal ought to he from him. Of thefe he ought to take 
4 Cognifance, as alfo of thecaufes of Equites, Centurions, ox prime Officers, 

vhac Cafes 4 when the controverfie is about life or reputation. For thefe Cafes ou°hc 
■eals ought < 

to be referred to him alone, and for the fore mentioned caufes none other 
* to t*“ ‘ought to Judge them. Yet to the hearing of them he might nominate 
4 fome of the principal men of Senator ian or Equeftrian rank, or of Confu- 
4 lar,or Pratorian Dignity , that he and they having had hereby experience 

* one of another, he might imploy them in other matters abroad. In the 
4 Cafes of greateft confequence he would not have him ask their opinions 
4 openly, left favouring their friends they might not fpeak freely their minds; 
‘but their opinions were tobe written down, and then prefently blotted 
4 out, which fecrecy would procure them to ufe all freedom. He advifed 

* him in his affairs of Caufes, Letters, bufinetfe of Cities, and Petitions of 
4 private men, and in other things of Government, to ufe the afliftance of 
■ the Equites. To refufe to hear no mans advice, and to look at the Will, 

4 and not at the fucceffe, both of Councillors and Soldiers; as, neither, to en- 
4 vy the glory of military men. For, many fearing the envy of Princes and 

.. 4 States, have rather chofen to lofe than gain in the Wars, to provide for their 

Military men 4 own fafety. Wherefore he would not have him (whom efpecially the event, 
not to been- 4 either as to profit or difprofit would concern) in word others, and indeed, 
‘to envy himfelf. ' 

21. 4 He deftred him fpeak and do fuch things, as he would have his Offi- 
4 cers to think and practice, for this would more eafily teach them their duty, 
e men being led m£e by example than precept, and the aitions of Princes 
•v being efpecially pried into, and more imitated than their threacnings feared. 
Rules for ca- 4 The lives of others he fhould look into, but not greatly enquire: what 
fa/s General 4 Crimes by others were detected he ought to punifti, but diffemble fuch as 
carriage, «had no accuferand know how to correft mildly, which in fome cafes 
4 doth more good than rigorous proceedings. Then as for rewards, he told 
Deferving 4 him, he was to requite deferving perfons rather above than below their 
perfon* rather * merits ; for this was the way to win upon them, and to make them virtu- 
ded u ewar " 4 ous ’ He then advifed him not to admit of any extraordinary honours from 
then^elow Senate or others, for this would be needlefle, chargeable, and dangerous, 
their meric*. * He bade him by virtue feek for immortality , not by Temples built unto 
4 his name. The gods he told him he was ever, and all over to worfhip, ac¬ 
cording to the.cuftom of his Countrey, and compel others fo to do i and to 
‘punifti Authors of ftrange religions, not onely for reverence to his gods, 

4 but alfo becaufe fuch things draw men to the ufe of foreincuftoms, whence 
4 confpiracies, and bandyings arife, which are no whic agreeable with the 
‘Government of a fingleperfon. Neither was he tofuffer any Magicians, 

4 and to have a care of PhUofophers alfo, who by their foretellings^ often 
* raifed Seditions. He was to be ftudious of peace, content with prefent en- 
v c ; joyments, and yet to be ready for War upon all occafions. Though he muft 
x ufe Intelligencers and Spies; yet he ought not to be too credulous, and not 
c indulge his fervants, or Dependents too much, for all their failings would be 
1 imputed to him. He was to right inferiour and private men, inCourage arts*,. 

4 and profitable occupations, as to punifti idle, and vicious perfons; not to 
4 fuffer contentious, or animofitids to grow, nor peculiar names to be.affu-* 

4 med, 
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4 med, nor any other ching whence difcord might arife. He was to keep an 
* equality in his granting requefts as much as could be; and therefore not to 
4 fuffer any to ask him what he Ihould nor grant; but to indeavour thac Done 
4 Ihould petition for any thing forbidden. In fum, he advifed him never to 
4 abufe his power, and not to think this a diminution of it, if he did not do 
‘ all that he might: but by how much the more he could do what he would, 
‘by fo much to take care to will all : things that became him. He bade 
4 him alwayes conftder whither he did well or ill: whether by fuch an aiti- 
4 on he procured love or ill will, that he might do and forbear accordingly. 

4 He told him, that though he heard no body blame him, yet ought he not 
4 to conclude, that therefore he did Well ; nor tp expeit that any fhould be 
4 fo mad as openly to upbraid him. This no man would do, though moft ex- 
4 tremely injured. Nay, many,faich he, are conftrained openly, to commend 
4 thole by whom they have been wronged, left they ftioufd be thought to blame.

12 i ‘ Thefe, and ocher like things he would have him do; for many things

his advice. 4 modeft, of unblameable life, and excellent both in Peace and War; when 
4 he ihould neither difgrace nor injure any one, but carry bimfelf humbly: 

4 not exait money from others, whileft-he bimfelf flowed with wealth; not af- 
4 fliiting others whileft he was luxurious; not punifhing others whileft he 
4 himfelf was loofe and licentious; but in all things as it were fharing with 
‘them? Therefore relying on that defence which would be great in thy felf 
4 if thou hurceft no man; believe me, faith he, thou wilt have no body, nei- 
4 ther hate thee, or devife any thing againft thee, which being fo ,thou muft 
4 needs lead a plea fa tit life. For, what can be more fweer,whac more happy, 

4 than for one with virtue to enjoy all humane good things, and to be able to 
4 confer them upon others ? In condufion, thofe, and other things heretofore 
4 fpoken being confiderdd, he bade him yield to him, and not contemn For-' 

4 tune, which had preferred him, picked out from amongft all others, to be 
4 chief. Now, if taking in reality to himfelf alone the Soveraign power* 

4 he feared the name of a Kingdom as odious he might omit that, and order- 
f his matters under the other of Cafar : if he defired other dries they would 
4 give him that of Jmperator, heretofore given to his father: they would 
4 adorn him alfo with fome other venerable note of honour, fo that he

‘ feditions, had brought them into that eftate : but if they did not pun&ujilly 
* obferye it, they would make him repent of what he had done,, and caftthem- 
.‘felvesag^ into manifold Wars,, arid great dangers,, / , 

a6 ''C*far having read his writing, the minds of the Senators were marvai- 
loufly affe&ed. Some there were who knew his defien, and therefore agreed 
with him ; the reft either fufpe&ed his intent, or believed him. Of thefe 
fomc admired his craft in concealing bis purpofes; others were troubled at 
hisdefign’: fomeat his. cunning ; and- others at hisrefufal of the Govern-•' 
ment. F.or there were fome who hated the Popular form as turbulent, and 
approving of the change, were well pleafed with Cafar's adminiftration. 
Yet the produdf of thefefeveral affections was the fame; for neither they 
that believed he fpak;? as he chouphc, could rejoyce j thofe that wiftied he were 
reduced to a private condition, being yet fearful how things would go; and 
they that defired he might keep his power, being forry for the Ioffe of their 
hopes. Neither could they that believed him not reprehend him, becaufe to 
,fome will, and to others courage was wanting. No man yet, whether he be¬ 
lieved him, or believed him nor, durft commend his fpeech, for that fome 
liked it hot, and others feared to do it. Wherefore having often interrupted 
himwhilftfpeaking, when he had done, they all befought him- with many 
words,., that he would alone undertake the Government, apd by many argu¬ 
ments compelled him at length to accept of the Sovereignty. Then r that nis 
Thereby con- perfon mi°ht be preferved, theyprefently decreed the pay of his Guard to be 
firmcchit. double to that of other Soldiers. 


27. Cafar by this artifice pretending thac he would laydown his power, 
effected that it was confirmed to him, by Senate and People. Yet that he 
might feeiri to be Popular, he faid, he would not govern all the Provinces, 
nor obtain perpetual power over fuch as he fhould take care of; therefore the 
weaker, becaufe they were more quiet, he left to others: the moft powerful 
which had appearance of moft danger (having an Enemy near at hand, or 
likely to be turbulent) he kept himfelf, under pretence that the Fathers 
might enjoy their power fafely, and be himfelf undergo labour and dangers; 
but by this device he rendred the Senate really helpleffe, and weak, and en- 
Divideth the g f offedt ro himfelf the Militia. To the Senate and People was left Africk., 
Principalities JAumiaia, AJia, Greece, mth Epirus, J)almatut, Macedonia, Sicily, Crete, 
beehixethe Libya caKed Cyrenaica, Bithyuia, with the neighbouring Pouttts, Sardinia, 
^nace and and that part of Spain called Hijpania Batica, Cafar kept the reft of Spain, 
himfelf. a ji Qtu anc j Germany, as alfo Calefyria , Phoenicia , Cyprus , and 

Over thefe Provinces he affumed the Government but for ten years, within 


which time he undertook to reduce them into order, addin® with a certain ju¬ 
venile kind of boafting, that asfoon as ever he could quiet them , he would quit 
his power . Then did he fet over the Provinces of both forts, men of PatrL 
dan dignity, but over v£gypt one of Equeftrian rank onelv , forthecaufes 
above rehearfed. To Senators he allotted by themfelves Africk. and Aft a, 
and the reft of the Provinces to Pratorians, .He forbad either to rake this 


employment within five years after they had born Offices in the City. They 
held their Governments but for a year. And as foon as fucceffors were fent: 
them, they were prefently to depart the Provinces, and not loiter in their re¬ 
turn, but come to Rome within three monechs. The diftribution of the Pro¬ 


vinces, was made on the Ides of January, as may be gathered from Ovid, who 
thought alfo that CafarOttavianus had the Sirname of Auguftus given him 
the fame day, which indeed vvasthe fourth day after, asappearerh from Cen- 
jorinus. 

28. For, the Provinces being divided, and all things fetled , it was deba¬ 
ted in the Senate, whether he ought not to be called Romulus, becaufe he 
had founded the Empire; but the other more venerable name of Auguftus, 
propounded by Munacius Planctts, at length feemed beft; for, facredpla- 
cesand Templesconfecrated by Augurst he Romans termed Augufta.

50. But as fot the interpretation of this Law, fome difference there hath 
beenamongftExpofitors, who lived fince the Civil Law wasreftored in the 
A different Weft. For fome there have been ever fince that time, who rightly under- 
manner of ex- ftood all manner of power and authority, to be fo by the Roman People tranf- 
poundingit. ferred upon the Prince by that Law, that they affirmed the People thereby 
deprived and made defticute of all power and_ authority. Others thought 
power and authority indeed was given to the Prince to make _ Laws, but fo 
that by this conceflion the power of the People was in no'forrdiminiflied, and - 
the force of Plebtfcitums and Senatufconfultums, as well future as paft, was 
the fame as formerly; fo that Prince* People,: Senate, and Commons, had 
equal authority in this matter: both thefe opinions being held * as appeareth 
from Accurfuu , Hoftienfis, and others.. But the later of themfeemeth 
The Reafan ^enceco have rilen, thicthey miftookthis.L** Regia (called alfo corruptly 
sn ‘ Lex Remnta) for the Hortenftan Law, or rather thence, as a late (a) learned 

manjudgeth, that the Profeffors and Students of the Civil Law, which was fb.Selde. 
newly reftored, were fearful, left by aflerting the true power of the Em- f 
perours, they fhould give offence to fuch People and Cities, as then lived in fell. f. 
a courfe contrary to fuch a prerogative, and thereby injure their newly reftor¬ 
ed profeflion. And hence might that moft known controverfie arife, concern¬ 
ing the power of the Prince» from this Law, betwixt the Martini an s and Bul¬ 
garians. But as for that conceit about the Hortenftan Law, it was ena&ed by 
< 2 - Hortenftu the Dttator, in the 468 year of the City (not the 422, as that 
fame learned man hath it) and the 284 (not the 330) before the birth of 
Chrift, upon the third reparation of the Commons, and 2 5^ before the en¬ 
suing of the Regal Law. The purport of it was, that all Quirites or Romans 
fhould be bound by the Pltbifcita, or the Decrees of the People. Hence, as we 
formerly obferved out of Pomponius, concerning the Original of the Reman 
Laws, the authority of making Laws was the fame , though the fafhions dif¬ 
fered, although the fame thing in effeft, was done long before the Horten c »jr c , 0J 
fan Law, viz., by L. Valerius and * M. Horat'm the Confuls, who got ic 
enafted by a Law in the Centuriata Comitia , that what the Commons refol¬ 
ded on in their Tribes, or Tributa Comitia, faith Livy , but in their Curia 
or Cur iata Comitia, faith Dionyfus , fhould bind the whole People, which 
j , , thing we having formerly omitted in it’s own place, here fupply, having-yet .

31. Now ftrange it is, that Accurfius and others* ftiould wreft any thing of 
the Hortenftan Law, and apply it to the Lex Regia., or rather make them all 
one, as he doth, expounding the Regia thus; Sctl. lata ab Hortenfio mira - 
biliOratore, although he acknoWledgeth, as neceflarily he muft, that the 
Hortenftan Law made onely exprelfe mention of the power of Senate and 
Commons.

As for the Trsbunitial 
power, which every eminent Emperonr was wont to have, it inableth them to 
interpofe again ft any thing that may be done contrary to their plea fare , and 
they are thereby Sacrofanft , or Inviolable,/* that if any one injure them by 
the leaft , not onely deed, bat word, they may pm him to death without procejfe 
> Piacularty Criminal. The Emperonrs count it unlaw full to be Tribunes’, be - 
cnnfi i hey ar c Patricians , but they receive Tnbstnittal power as large as ever 
' ariy dnjoytd' atid as renew trig it yearly with the annual Tribunes, the years of 
theii feigd or power, are counted accordingly. Theft things, as they Were 
eftdb'ijhed in the Popular Government, do the Emperours, together with the 
nahte , take unto thtm, that they may appear to have nothing but what was 
freely conferred on them. 

34. But they have another privilege (fo Dio proceeded) which never 
wdi un.verfally granted to any Roman. Pot the JEmperours are loo fed from 
thi Laws ; by which thing atone liberty h given them to dothofe which we 
haVe tilated,and ail other things. After this manner, with theft names which 
wise Ufedin the PopularStaitfthty receive aU the power of the whole Com- ... 
monwealth, arid the Kingly a/fo, fhunning onely toe name. For, the titles of 
Gasfar and AuguftoS add"nothing of peculiar power unto them :' but. the one 
r fti^fitth f h* fate effion ,and the other the fplendour of their Dignity. As for 
the name c/Fathers, though it giveth them fuch right over their fubjetls. 

Os Patents have over Children; yet at fir ft it was given onely for honour, 

abd to admonifh them to hold their Subjects as dear as Chtldren,and theft them 

as Parents. 7 heft are the titles which the Emptrours according to the Laws 

and Cuftoms ufe even in our dayet and in our age, alt thefe are at the fame 

time given to them, except that of Cenfor; but in times paft they were Jeve- 

rally according to the Laws decreed to them.

For Tiber J*°- 
fo overflowed, fhat all the lower parts of Rombyi&t Navigable, Which the 
Fortune tellers interpreted to fignifie hisgreac advancement , and that he 
Should have the whole Citie injhis power, (‘ijow many fought to flatcar 
him, but the indeavourS of Sextus Pacuvists (or Apudius) exceeded aft, who - 
being Tribune bf the People, afteV thfc cUliOrri of the Spaniard^ corifecrated 
himfolf.to him, 'and caufed othefs to do fo.

Of the other Ma&iftcates he-made choice of .ope out of each fore, 
courfcof^- and out of the Senate fifteen chofen by lot, who were for fix monetbs to be 
minUlr«ion his Counfellocs j that hereby he might feem to communicate his defigns. to the 
reft. Some.thmgs he brought down to the whole Senate; but he thought it 
fitter to confide with a few perfons at leifure abouc the greateft affairs. He 
called alfo thefe menfomecimesco decide caufes: although the Senate ftill 
heard certain, matters, and gave anfwer to the Ambaffcdors of Kings and 
States as formerly. Although the Comitia, or Affemblies of the People 
were fometimes held , yet nothing was done but according to the pleafore 
of Auguftuj. He partly named Magiftraces, and left others to be created by 
the People; onely taking care chat no unworthy perfons by indirect practices 
advanced themfelves. This was the general courfe of Auguftus hi$.admini- 
ftration, faith Dio.

Being fent into Pannoma (of which Hangaria is part) he ftilled.the Natives 
by the rumour of his coming, and returning into Campania , died (hortly af¬ 
ter. Then was Tiberius compelled to mary Julia , although he had already 
to wife Agrippina the daugher of Agrippa. Within two or three years after, sutm.inclm- 
Drufus having pierced very far into Germany, and entered his Confullhip dio. 
togetherwith L. Quintius Crifpinus, died alfo, leaving two fons, viz. Ger- 
, manicns and Claudius, in the 746 year of the City. 

38. The fame year that Drufusditd (by a fall from his Horfei as Livy 

wrote, who intended his Hrftoryjuftfo far) Auguftus being High-Prteft sueminOfa. 
(which Office he took no: upon him till the death of Lepidus) amended the wo. 
Calendar, corre&ed formerly by his adoptive Father. For in thofe q <5 year's Vlimus 1. 18. 
amendeth t h ere h a d been made an intercalation of twelve dayes , whereas there c - x y ... 

•he calendar, ought to have been but of nine, therefore he commanded that the twelve cap.iu * ’ 
years following fhould paffe without any intercalation at all, that fo the three viol.s$,p.^t. 
dayes mighc be (wallowed up. Now he named Auguft after himfelf the A.;M. $996. 

. monixh'Sextilis, becaufe in it he entered his firft ConfuHhip, and had the E.C. 74 S. 
firft enftgns of Victory and Power, rather than September wherein he was ^ u g cm w Ttk ' 
:zr.\u'u born. Not long after did Tiber ms , rather by craft than force of Arms, serna de bese- 
• mailed again fubdiie the Germans, who maintained a molt 'difficult Warre. After his fidis. 1.31. 

Triumph he withdrew himfelf inco the Ifland Rhodes, either becaufe of Cams TacitnsAml. 
-i-i -j'. all( j Lucius, or by reafon of the intolerable difhonefty of his wife Julia ; for itb% x * 
fhe was fo abominably wanton, that her father at length banifbed her into the 
Wand Pandataria , and very imprudently in his anger, revealed her naughty 
cariage in way of complaint to the Senate , of which indiferetion being af¬ 
terward fenfible, he would often fay, that if either Agrippa or Maecenas had 
lived, r.o fuch thing had hapenedto him. 

39. Agrippa , aswefaid, having quieted Pannonia, died after his return 

into Campania , in the 743 year of the City, three years before Druftu. a. M. 3993. 
Pliny telleth, that they were firft called Agrippa, which were born with the V. Q. 743.

40. Auguftus having agairrquieced all Nations, and fhuc the Temple of 
Janus the third time; having ordained a general taxation throughout the 
Empire, that he might know the State and worth thereof ; hiving alfo refu- 
fed the name of Dominus or Lord with great eameftneffe, which he forbad 
even his Children and Nephews by an edi<ft to ufe towards him, the Lord and 
Heir of all things came into the World, in the fulneffe, of cime, revealed by 
the Angel Gabnel to the Prophet Daniel, for the fulfilling of the promifes 
The birth of mide concerning the feed of the woman, which fhould break the ferpencs 
our Lord/r/ 7 a head. Great difference there is in aligning the year of the World wherein a.m. 400? 
chnjt. our Saviour was born, by reafon of the difficulty of computation arifing from oi. 194.^3.

of the Judges, the variety of the forms of years, and che feveral reckonings Ctfm Auguflo 
as to parcels of fuch as are related in Scripture. A great help jor che regula- M T i autl0 s - 
don of thefe things is afforded from prophane Hiftories. Buc ic beginneth but i m toff. * 
with Cyrus, whofeHiftory, astothe reftiuration of the Jews, prefentetbu^ 
with the firft certain note of conjun£tion (he being fo named both by holy 
and prophane Writers, but not Nebuchadnefar). and yet the duration of his 
reign is alfo uncertain. Yet as from all thefe opinions Weighed together, a 
good account may be given in another place, more proper for the length of it, 
as to the yeir of the World, fo the Evangel ft teaching ,us, tijit in the fif¬ 
teenth year of Tiberius, Chr'ft was about thirty years old, it muft needs fol¬ 
low, that Auguftus reigned fifteen years after his birch ; fo that if we Count 
(asfomedo) che reign of Auguftus from the death of Julius Cafa v , it li¬ 
fted 57 years, and then muft Chrift be born in the 4 i of it. But if we fol¬ 
low them (as.the order of this Work.doch) Who with more reafon fetch the 
beginning of his Empire from, the death of Antony , and the cpnqueft of 
fAEgypt, then Chrift's birch fell incothe 18 year thereofand according to 
the computation Which we moft approve into the 4603 year of the World, 
the75z of the City, - and the third year of the *94 Olympiad, Wherem'Cr- 
far Auguftus himfelf the thirteenth time, and M. Plaurfus SiUmuyitte:

magnificent Prince, chat he liked him extremely, and confirmed him in his 
is reconciled eft ] ce \ After Cafar's return out of ^Egypt into Syria , he entertained him , 
to tS ha- and as he thereby procured the reputation of a noble and heroick fpirit, fo alfo 
ving fided * an addition Kfhis Kingdom. Yet was he unfortunate at home, having com- 
wich Antony, bunded feveral times, that if any thing hapened in his abfencei they fhould 
make away his beloved wife Martamne. She hearing of it ufod'him froward- 
ly i whereat being inraged, he was throughly perfWaded to put her to death 
by his fitter Salome , which envious woman feigned cercainaccufatiorts againft 
itillcth his -her.

But there¬ 
by were they more incenfed, and Antipater making ufe of his time got more 
and more into his father’s affe&ions, who commended him in efpeaal man¬ 
ner to Cafar (though he had not a thought, at firft of making Him his Heir) 
and Tent him to Rome to procure the Emperour’s favour. 

fiecPtbat he carried them to Attgttftus then at Aqnileia, and erievoufly .ac- cap.y. &e. 
cufed them of an intention to poyfon him. Yet the youn® men by their tears, 
and Alexander's refutation of. th e calumny, fo moved Cafar , that he recon- 
- ciled them ; and for that Herod had given him 300 Talents, and been very 
liberal, as his cjftotn was to be in all places, unto the people of Rome , He be- 
ftovved.on him half of the profits of the Mines in Cyprus , and gave him li¬ 
berty to Te.ive which of bis fons he pleafe.d his Succeffor, or if he would, to 
diftribute his Kingdom amongft them all, which Herod prefently would have 
done, but Cafar would not permit it. In his abfence the Inhabitants of Tra~ 
chonim a cbnfi'derable part oftis Kingdom rebelled, and were reduced by 
his Captains. After his return he made a fpeech to the people,and named to 
fucceedbim firft Antipater, and then his fons by Mariamne, which naining 
a Succeffor beforehand, when the inheritance is uncertain, hath ever wrought 
great inconvenience to both parties. After he had opened David's §e-cap.jx.&r* 
pulchre tofeirch for.Treafure, (is john Hyrcantts had done before him) 

Where he found none except very cbftly Attire, an.d Ornaments of Gold, Vis . . 

qbferyed that, his family fell into a very fad condition, nothing being heard.but 
complaints^: accufations one againft another.The grearett pm of Antipater’s 
malice fell upon Alexander, and the Court Hereby was filled with tortures and 
{laughters. Herod fufpe&ipg all, and trufting none, put many to death, and 
thofe.of his moft intimate friends, and committed Alexander,.to prifon, be-, 
ing captivated by To great a fear of an untimely death, that he was almoft 
foady to run iriad.. Thefc things were diverted by the rebellion of the Inba- 
bibmts of TrdjehonitU (which Countrey having taken it from Zeno-. 

gave unbo^im) who again revolting, were prote£ied by Sylla'us an 
Arabian; that being to. marry his fitter Salome was rejected , becaufe he 
wbuld not turn Jew. • Saturtfintts afid Volummus PrefidefstsM Syria , re- 
folved jie might,by. force.of Arms chaftize thefe Rebels, whereupon he entred 
Arabia, and haying formerly deliroyed tbeir, families,which-they left in their 
Cqi^n Countrey,„tpok a Caftelthiey held there.

iffue of whom the Pharifes promifed the Kingdom. For refilling to take the J 
Oath of Allegiance, they wfere fined by Herod, to-whofe Kingdom they pro-' 
phefied deftru^ion, and happinefle to the family of Pheroras , becaufe his- 
•wife payed their fine. Hired getting out thefe things by the means of Sa~

ceflary being provided, the very fame report gave information that Augufius hb. u 
Tiberius fuc- was dead, and 7 ibertus poffeffcd of the Soveraincy. For. he had fecured it 
ccedeth him. t0 himfelf by ftrength, though he playedthe diffembder moft egregioufly, re- 
fufing the Government fo long as till the Senators fell doton at his feet, 
and befought him to accept of it , whom he anfwered with ambiguous 
words, and at length complaining that a miferable and intqllerable fervi- 
tude was impofed on him, received it as by conftrainr, and yet fo as he 
feemed to fignifie that be would again relinquish it. Indeed there was

He was eveeffively cove¬ 
tous, both as co getting, and keeping whit was un juft. He was fo unducifull 
to his mother, as he refufed to' come at her, when .living, and when dead, he 
neglected to bury her; neither would he perform her will, bur perfected 
her friends; buc flae was juftly rewarded (though as to him un juft! y) hiving 
over and above other wicked practices been fufpeCled to have had an hand 
His Char*. j a c be death of Germanicus. So cruel, and filthy he became, that he verified 
him b^hi 1 ^ ara< ^ er S lven him.when but young, by Theodoras Gadartm his c chool- " 
School- ma- niafter>that he was Stfacctf zrt<$u^t>y, or Dirt mingled with blood. 

fter. Having chofen twenty of che principal men. of.the Citie to be his CourffeU- 

Ggggg lor?; 
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lors, he fcarcely left two or three of them alive, Seianns being found out, 
andpunilbed juftly for his Wickedneffe, amongft others chat were innocent, 

Hefpared not the familiar friends of his mother, nephews, Agrippina or 
Seianns. No day either holy or prophane was free from (laughters. Every 
offence little or great was Capital. Many were codemned with their wives 
and children. Rewards were propofed to informers, and all teftimonies ta¬ 
ken for true. Simple death he accounted nothing, and therefore invented 
painful waies; efpecially after he knew how his fon Drufus died, he neither 
fpared any perfon nor fort of torments. Calm the fon of Germanicu/ he ca¬ 
red not for,as fufpe&ing him, and Tiberius his grandfon by Drufus he defpi- 
fed, as conceived in adultery. 

5t.In the twelfth year of Tiberius ms Pontius Pilate fent into Judaat o' 
fucceed Valerius Gratus, the fourth Governour after the banifbment of Ar- ^ ^ 
_ . pilate chelates the fon of Herod to Vienna. Coponius was the firft, M. Ambivius tufeb. Ecclef. 
fucceedcth thefecond, Anmus Rufus the third, and Grains the fourth. Pilate at his HiJUx.c.j. 
G/atas in Ju- firft entrance fet up the Images of Cafar at Jerufalem, which moved the Dlc - 3* 

Jews to fedinon ; but overcome by their intreacies, he removed them to C<t- 
farea. He being now Governour of Judaa, Herod A nil pas Tetrarch of Galile, 
his brother Philip Tetrarch of Ituraa and Trachonitis , and LjJania* of Abi¬ 
lene ; Annas ( who, formerly having had the Office, though difplaced by 

Grains , yet for his authority ftill caried the name) and Cephas ( otherwife 

called Jofephy whom lately Cm#* had placed in the room of Simon, by him 
depofed alfo) being High-Prlefts, in the fifteenth year of Tiberius entering,. 

John Baptijc JohnBaptift began to preach and baptize in the refemblance and fpirit of Elias. 
beginnethto Amongft others he baptized Chrift himfelf, of whom he was the forerunner, 

preach and His miniftry is thought to have commenced on the tenth day of the feventh 

baptize. moneth, which was Penitential , and fo great a Faft , that the foul which did a. D. a?. 

not afflift it felf, was to be cut off from amongft it’s People; and was alfo 6 l.tm.anA. 
Expiatoric, wherein the High-Prieft (the Type of him before whofe face V. £ 7*i< 
John was fent) entred into the Holy of Holies alone , with blood expiating 
the fins of the People, this being alfo the fame day wherein by trumpet the 
Jubile was proclaimed. 

6 t. Jefus now about thirty years of age, being baptized of John in Jor¬ 
dan (and owned for the Mejftah and fon of God, by the defcending of the 
Holy Ghoft in the form of a dov*, and reftmg upon him , as alfo by a voice 
from Heaven) was led of the Spirit into the Wilderneffe to be tempted of 
the Devil. After his temptation he returned in the power of the Spirit into A. D. 30. 
Gal He. Going into Galile he received Andrew and Simon his brother, the Oi.tot.an.i. 
day following called Phlip of Bethfaida the City of Andrew, and Simon fir- c - 781 - 
named Cephas or Peter by the Lord. On the third day being invited to a ma- 
riage in Cana of Galile , he turned water into wine, this being his firft mira¬ 
cle, and by it his glory was manifefted, and his Difciples believed in him. 

Afterward he went down to Capernaum with his mother, his brethren, (or 
il kinfmen) and difciples, where they abode not many dayes.Then came he to 
his Miniftry. the exercife of his Miniftry, the a£ls whereof are diftinguifhed by four Paffe- 
overs. Amongft the four Evangelifts which deferibe them, Matthew alone 
hathnegle&ed the order of time, which is conftantly obferved by the reft, 
except in theHiftory of John's calling into prifon, as Luke hath recorded ir. 

6%. Jefus having afeended to JerufaUm at the time of the ft'ft Pafcover, 
caft buyers and fellers out of the Temple, wrought miracles, and inftru£ted 
Nicodemus in the myftery of Regeneration, ana Faith in himfelf. Leaving mutiil 
. then Jerssfalcm he went into Judea with his Difciples, where abiding, he i e & nicked* 

Paflbover baptized by the miniftry of them ; John then baptizing in o£non • for he fono epifeopo 

thereof. was not yet caft in prifon. A certain queftion arofe about purifying betwixt Machadenfi 

fomeof John’s Difciples and the Jem. John inftru&ed now his Difciples inprovincia 

t concerning Chrft the laft time, as they told him of his a<fts with fome emula- Amachana ‘ 

tion, and not long after he was caft into prifon, for reprehending Herod the 
Tetrarch his inceft with his brother Philip's wife. Jefus hearing of his cap¬ 
tivity, and thatthe Pharifees took notice that he baptized more by the hands

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of h^ Difciples, .deparcqd.put of(where he hadjemaineifome eight, 
moneths) .an^fpafl^e m.cp K GaliIe. In his paffage through Samara jbe-difegur- 

fe^i-WWh a.-Wdm*n ap a V^ejj near_ unto the..Ciey.. the Inhabitant of 

which by her means, he brought, to the acknowledgement of himfelf, four 
monethsbefore, bar veft,.or thq f aff’over, afyout the micldle of the ninth monech 
,Having ftayedcwo dayes at Bychar, he proceeded, and returned 
thefeconcj time into. Gdik l out oi Judaa after hisbaptifm, being received 
with &reat ; refpe^:by the Galuaans,. who had feen what : he did a tjernjalem. 
Prea&g jntheir Synagogues here, heajfo healed at Cana, the Ton of the 
Noblerman that was Tick at Capernaum, which was his fecond miracle m-Ga- 
lile . Haying wrought miracles at Capernaum, he went to Nazareth, where he 
had been brought up, and expounding the Prophet Efay concerning; himfelf, 
they firft admired, and then caft him out, and would have thrown him' down 
headlong', but he paffed away through the midft of them. 

- 64. Leaving then Nazareth, he taught at Capernaum, where they were 
aftonilhed at his do&rine, and caft out an- unclean fpirit that was firft com¬ 
manded filence. ' Departing out of the-^Synagogue into the houfe of -Simon 
and Andrew, he cured- of a. Feaver Simons wive’s mother. At Sun-fet he- 
healed fickfolkes brought to him, and caft out Divels, firft put to filence. In 
the morning he went out. into a defert place, to pray, and the multitudes en¬ 
deavouring, to detain. 1%, he anfwere<j,he muft alfo preach in other places; 
and coafting through' Galile , he preached in their rSynagogues, and caft out 
Devils.! The^taughc he the People out of - Simon’s Ihipon the Lake of Ge- 
nefarttb, and helped them to a miraculous draught of fifties, whereupon Si¬ 
mon Peter, Andrew, James, and; John, being commanded to follow him, 
he makethfifhers of men* Then going through all (?^/<?.-bealing and teach¬ 
ing, bis faipfcfpred through Syria, and multitudes flocked to him." In a cer¬ 
tain City he heated a Leper, vvhich though forbidden, yet noifed his fame,’ 
and fuch companies now followed jiirathac, he could not enter the City, but 
taught widiouc-in defert places, and prayed.;- After-afew dayes he returned 
co Capernaum ^ ;and teaching in his .oivp.houfe be healed; the Paralitica j who- 
was let down jn a bed, andforgave him .his fins before ,the fhar ifees. ■ Thence- 
gbing t tovyards theSea, he taught, and paffirg by called Levi;<x Matthew, then 
fitting atThe teceitof cuftpm, ; by. wnombei,ngfeafted,;he defended;his;di- 
fciples againft the Pharifees, for eating wi ^Publicanc and finnersand. for 
not fafling.’ , , And \t came to pafle, that on the fecond Sabbath after the firft 
(that is, ; .on.tbe fecond Sabbath of the new year , inftituted after their, return 
ouc of iAZgJpty and beginning with the moneth Nsfanqi Abib) Jefus paf_ 
fingthrougjnche Corn^iejds, defended his Difciples, who plucked and ate ears 
of Corn, againft the Pharifees , and explained the Dodlcine of the obfervati- 
onofcheSabbatht, . ..u, _ 

65. Afiterthefethings'.therewasa Feaft-of .the. J/fijfJ (that is, the fecond- * 0 f, t 
Pajfeovet of 'his Miniftry) and Jefus went up to Jerujalem ,' where on the J 
The fecond Sabbath-day he healed one who had layn 3 8 years difeafed at the Pool of Be - 
pafleover. . thefda, for which thing,.and becaufe he had called God his Father, the j twt 
wenc.abo\it, to,kill him, and he oppofed againft themhis.moft divine apology. 
Departing-thence, in the Synagogue, on another Sabbath , he healed .a man 
that had a withered hand, for which the Pharifccp and; Herodians prefently 
fought to.kill,bun. knowing th\s, departed to the Sea,, where,teach¬ 

ing the People, he commanded a little Veffel to. wait on him, beetufe the 
multitude .crouded him. Inthefedayeshe-fpenpa wbofenight in prayer-upon a 
mountain, and when it -was day, made, choice of twelve, vvhorn he called 
4 pofiles. . Going down into the plain he healed the fiGk,.,and comibg^home, 
fuch was theipreffe, that they could not eat!, whereupon, his friends cameto 
take him,, fuppofing he had Seen befidei himfelf. , When he had feen the mul- 
titude .he afeended into the mountain^ ajidhis Difciples coming to him, there 
he preached his long Sermon, firftfpeaking to the Apoftles , and then to.-the 
multitude- Having ended aft his. wordsmthe audience of the People, he en¬ 
tred into Capernaum ,' and healed the Cenwrions- feryanc- tfady -todie. r-The 
Ggggg a ' day 





day Mowing he raifed from the dcadthcwiddoW’s Ton in the 'Git 
whence his fame was fpread abroad. Tbenfenc )w*his Difciples from pri- 
fon to him, to ask whether he wot the man, or they mufti confer another, 
who being departed With an anfwer, Chrtft took dcafiorf to fyeak of fob*, 
and upbFaided cheCttie^ aquiefcingin the Will of his Father .as ^o the re- 
vealingor htding*6e tftirtgs of faharion. Thto Simon iftt Wirifet inuring 
him todihner, a woman that Was a firmer wafhed his fleet wHffi her tern, 
winch defending agamft Sim**, beforgaveher her fins. And it cameto paffe 
afterward, that hepteached through every City and Village, his Dkiples be¬ 
ing With hini, and certain women thiniftrhjg t6 him, amongft whichw$s #- 
4WM the wife of € hr fa, BeredY Steward. Then healed te a roanpolfeffed 
with a dumb and deaf Divd, and defend Himfelf again ft the tkarifires, 
who (aid,that he caff out Divets by BetteeUb Prince pf f>ivtl?. To the Seribcs 
and Pharifees demanding a figh ,be bnely giyeth that .of Jonas, and his fflo- 
thet^ridbrethreh asking to fpeak with him, he deciaretb who afebis neareft 
relations. On that day going to the Sea, he taught the People from the (hip 
in the Parable of the Sower and others;' On this Csme day when ft was eve¬ 
ning, he would they (hould paffe td the further fide, and having diftniffed the 
multitude, when in their paffa&e arrest Tempeft atofe, he chiding the winds 
flitted the Sea, and faved his Difripjfe* then in danger. Coming unto the 
further fide into rbe Country of tfe Gaderatr,- or Gcrgafintf, which lycth 
over againft Gtitle, two Dzmon lacks met himi> exceeding fierce.(whereof 
A^^ and L*k? mention but one) but ofwhich he caftmgtheDivdls, permit¬ 
ted them to enter into the Swtite. The GadertiH Hereupon definng Mm ro 
depart out of their Coafts, he (having difmiffed the man who defied to be 
withhim, and upon rfcfufal, preached throughoht Debapolis 'Whit things Je» 
fit* had done for him)' returnm by (hip unto the further fide, andfoto Mywr- 
uaum his own City.- :• 

66 . And it canle to paffe, chic ythenjefut was returned, the People glad¬ 
ly-received him; for they were all waitingfor him. And being by the Sea- 
fide, he anfwered the Difciples of John, inquiring why his Difriples faffed 
not, feeing they, and the Difciples ofthe Phart feci faffed often. Whilft hi 
fpake, he wasbefought to heal the onely daughter of Joint * ; and .as he was 
gotng down, a Woman that had had an iffue of 'blooa twelve years, - was by 
tourMflg'the feeth of his garment made whole. Palling thence', he cured 
two blind men, whom he charged with threarning tpftynothihg of'him* but 
in vain. As they paffed away, a man poffeffed With a dumb Dtvel was pre- 
fentedunco him, whom he healed, the company idteking, irrA Hb^ ^harifter i' 
blafpheming. Then going about to all the Towns, he taught and healed,' 
and coming into his own Country was contemned again by bis Cbffntf y-inbi, T 
as he taughc in the Synagogue on the Sabbath-day, tpey calling UmCdrptmer, f 
though they admired him. Going about the Villages he taufe - arid pitying" 
the multitude becatife the Harveft was great and the UhoUrefsfeW, he bade bis 
Difciples prayfof labourers into che ; Harveff; Then font , he but bis twelve 
Di fciples two and two, commiffionated with power to preach and beak Ha¬ 
ving madean end of commanding them , he went and preached' ip'tteir Ci¬ 
ties: and'the twelve Went about the Villages , teaching' arid'healths cvfcry 
where. Now about this time was.Jobu Baptift beheaded, through tne : pro¬ 
curement of Herediat , which being told mtojefusby his Difci^l^» who bu¬ 
ried him, after the return of his own, he went with them, by .Imp info a dei 
fertplacecalldd Bethfaida. The multitude hearing of it, got thither be- 
fofe hi®, where he taught and healed them. And Jefus went up into a moun¬ 
tain, afld'there fife With Ms Dileipfes, and the was nigh: It be¬ 

ing fate, he having.compaffion on the multitude, fed the number of 5 oob 
men .(befides women and children) with five barly loaves, arid'two fjratt 
fiffves;: whereof twelve baskeiisfulibf, fragments were taken up.; When they 
would Come and cake him by forcefo make hiih a King, he daitfed his Difci- 
pbs topaffe over to the other fide’dtmerite to Bethfiriaa, and towards Caper- 
*&m; : 'H*vfog prajWinathdwittwfapttt, became towards hist>ifciples,

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* ' and'vVJdktftgupbn the Sea^ vvhen they had now rowed 45. or furlongs,'-and 

were troubled wichaconttary vvmd. They being affrighted ac timrlfc 1 made 
krtoWn himfelf,and faying P*t*r (whohad aefited. he would bid him come to 
hi® on thp water) whOnbe was finking, he paffed over with them. G6- 
mmg inco the Uhd’O^Gtn'tfit^ they -brought all fores of difeafed perfons to 
him, P defiringthey might touUh but the hem of his Garment,which as mkrfy as 
cOtrched were made whole. The day after his paffage came the people which ' 
hft had left on che further fide to Capernaum to feek him, where in theSyna- 
<j 0 oue he preached concerning the brt*& of life, afferting himfelf to be it a- 

t °amft the murmuring Of the Jews, Many now of his Difciples departed 
offl, and waited no more with him. And though the li'refufed to depart, 
yet he declared that ohe of them was a Devil, meaning J*d* ffcariot , who 
fbould betray him, being one of the twelve. ■ . 

The third 67. After th^ third PHjJiwir of his Mmi ftery, the Scribes and Pharifees 
Paffcovcr. that were come faotti jer-faifth came to him, and complained thac his Dif¬ 
riples ate With unwalhed hand's, to whom he ahfWered' Concerning their abo- 
li&img God's commands bytheir Traditions, and taught the multitude what 
he declared to his Difciples,chat *ot whnemtcik in^Ut what cmeth out 
defleth aman. Departingitito the CoafiS'of Tyre and Sido*, he caft the 
Devil out of thedaughteroif the S/rophamia* woman, becaufe ofthe great- 
neffe of her faith. Paffin| thence to the Sea of Gable through the midft of 
Dtcapolis , He healed a deif man, who had an impediment in his fpeech, and 
afcenditig into a Mountain healed many. In thofe dayes a great multitude 
having ftayed with him tfhtee dayes, ne fed them to the number of 4000 
nten,befides women and Children, with feveft Loaves, and a few little wbes • 
and feven baskets full of fragments were taken up. Taking fbip prefently he 
came in to the parts of thhndhmha, or the Coaff s of Magd#/*, The fhdti-. 
fits airing a fign, he fighed deeply in his fpirit for that tftefe Hypocrites could 
difeem the face of the sky ,ana not the figns of the times ; and refufinp to 
give them any , other fign than that of Jovai, he left them, and returned by 
Ihlp to the further fide. His Difciples having forgot to take bread, and 
brought but one loaf with them, he bids them beware of the Leiven of the 
JPha/ifees and of Herod ; and expoundeth his meaning ro be of the Leaven 
ofDoritrine. Coming theh to B#te/W<*,he Cureth a blind man by degree? 
without the Town. Palling thence into the Towns of Cafore*- Philippi, he 
asked his Difriples concerning the opinion Which men had of him, and then 
what they chemfelves thought, to Which for chemfrivea ^w^ anfwered , 
thac he wot the Chrifi , which thing he forbade them to declare, foretold hiS 
death and refurreftion, called Peter Satan for checking him about his fuf- 
ferings,and foretold his transfiguration, which after fome fixdayes Was ful¬ 
filled. The day following coming down, he caft out a D'dvil Out of the Luna* 
ridtj which his Difriples c&uld hot ejedl. Palfing thence, they journeyed 
through Gaitle, which he woilld not have known, and caught his Difriples 
fhat he muff die, and rife again, Which they undemanding not Were troubled, 
and afraid to ask him. Bring arrived at Cdptmaute, tht Lord paid Tribute- 
money,.and taughc his Difciples humility by the example of a little Child, 
fpeaking aifo againft offending one's weak brother , and forgiving obe an¬ 
other fevency feVen times by the Parable ofthe Kings two debtors; John 
telling him that they had feeft one carting out Devils in his name, he fiid’ he 
I wak not to be forbidden, and again fnake againft offending weak ones, and 

bade them beware that no Member offended them. After thefe things Jefits 
walked in Golite , for he would not walk in Jury, becaufe the Jews' fought 
to kill Him. Now the Jews feaft of Tabernacles (the Scerlfydgia) was 
at hand. His brethren, orKinT-men willed him to go up that his Dif¬ 
riples might believe in him ? but he refufed to comply With them therein i 
Wnothemfelves believed not, and went up after them, not opetily, but as it 
Were in fecret. * . ' • 

<58. When the time was come that he fhoitldbe received up, he ftedfaftly 
fee his face to gbtb JerufaleM. The Samdritans not receivinghim'he cheeked. 

his' 
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hiS'Pifciples, who would have had fire calleddqwq from Heaven,upon them. 

Several in his paffage defiring to.follow him, he- gayeanTw-er tQ tteitn^all.^ Af¬ 
ter thefe things he fent out 70 Difciples before his face, two int.o .every Ci¬ 
ne and place where he would cojne. And in the midft of the; feaft when 
the multitude was bufie in inquiring about him, he. came, and taught .in the 
Temple Some were .fent to lay hold of him* On the laft r ancLgreatday ; of 
the Feaft, when he fpake of faith in himfelf, a great difference arofe, and the 
Meffengers that were fent to apprehend him, with Nicodemut , defended him 
agrinit the Pharifee*. -Departing into the Mount of Oiivfs 9 he returned ear¬ 
ly in the morning,, andrefufed as a Judge to.condetnn the woman taken in 
Ad ulcery. In the Treafury he fpake much concerning many truths,concluding 
with before Abraham was I am ; whereupon the fern took up ftones tocaft 
at him; hut he hid himfelf } and.paffed ayvay through themidft of them. 
Palfingby,he faw, and cured a man chat was born blind,.who for vindicating 
him was call out .of the Synagogue. . He then preached concerning the true, 
ihepherd. Sheep, and Poor, as alfo of Thieves, and Mercenaries, which caufed' 
adilfention amongft bls : hearers.. The 70.then ,recurn with joy, and a cer¬ 
tain Lawyer asking him what he fhould do to inherit eternal life, he fendetb 
him rq che L?w,; and : to declare who is our neighbour, fpeaketh the Parable 
of the man that fell rinpngft Thieves, After tfe-he was entertained in the 
houfe of Martha, which miniftred to ; fiim» yy&gjp her fitter Mary hearing his 
word was preferred before her. , And. it cam? 40 paffe that afc$r he Had 
done-praying-in a certain, place, one of his Difciplesdefired him to teach them 
copra y,as John alfo caughc his Difciples,tberfore be preferibed theCcd^time' 
the fame Lordsprayer,adding arguments for conftancyand firEn^ej^falt^ 

Hecaft out a Devil which was dumb, & proved ag^inft the-bl$ph#£&riat he! 
did it not by Beelzebub. While hefaid cnefe things a certain : 
fed us the womb that bare thee , And the paps that gave thee fuck jtqj^hich he 
anfwered. The mulritude gathering about him, he faid,that Generationfought 
for a fign, bur no fign, but chat oi Jonas tbe Prophet fhould be given it,'.lay¬ 
ing, that the Queen of the South, and the Ninevites fhould condemn it; in 
judgement. Dining with a Pharifee who had invited him, and wondred that 
he wathed not, he fpoke againft their Hypocrifie, and denounced alfo woes 
againft the Expofitors of the Law. He bade his Difciples beware of the Lea-, 
ven of the Phan feet (Hypocrifie) and not fear thofe that could kill the body. 

He refufed to be a judge betwixt a man and his brother about- the inheritance, 
and thence took occafion to fpeak.againft anxious cares of theWorid, bidding 
them be ready againft the uncertain rime of their Lords coming. , 

69. 'There being fome thac told Jefus oithtGalfteant, the bloud of whom 
Pilate mingled wtrn their facrifice, he took thence occafion toprefle repen¬ 
tance, and fpake the Parable of the barren Fig-tree. On a certain Sabbath 
healed awoman that had a fpirit of infirmity 18 years, which aft-he de¬ 
fended againft the ruler of the Synagogue, and.-compared the Kingdom ot 
God to a Grane of Muftard feed,and to Leaven: Journeying towards Jeru- 
falem to the beaft oftheDcdication he tat^ht through the Cities and Vil¬ 
lages,and anfwered that qaeftion whether few [hall be faved? To. certain 
Pharifeety who-bade him be gone for fear olHerod,he gave a couragious ari- 
fiver. Being invited to eat in the houfe of one of the chiefeft Phartfees, he 
heiled one of che Dropfie, defended ir, and fpake the Parable of thofe that 
were invited to the feaft, inftrufting the Pharifee who had invited him. One 
ofthe Guefls, faying, thac Blejfed ts he that(hadfat bread in tbe Kingdom of 
Godyht took occafion to fpeak the Parable of the great S upper , and the ex- 
cafes of fuck as were invited. To the multitude following him he preached 
concerning the denial of life it felf for his fake, propounding the Parable of 
one who1 was to build a Towr , and che King going to battel. Upon the Publ't - 
cans and [inners their coming to hear him, the Phartfees aA irmured , and! 
he fpake to them the Parables of the lofl fheep, the groat , and the Prod<~ 
gal Son, Tp his Difciples he alfo fpake chat of’ th cuujteft Stuward , 
which applying, the Phartfees. who were covetous derided* him, where¬ 
upon

lupon preachipg againft them, amongft ocher things he fpake the Parable of 
tbz Rith+man and Lojcoth*, Speaking to'his Difciples againft offences, he 
ajfo reach# thac we muft forgive 6ur offending brother. The Apoftles de- 
rficing bimcpincreafe their faith, he fpeaketh of the power of thac Grace, and 
by tie Parable of the fervant fheweth, thac when we have done all we Can we 
late unprofitable fervantjyhtfing done buc what we ought. Palling through 
Samaria &nd-Gai 4 /e, cowards Jerufalem, he healed the un Lepers wbefeol 
one onely teturned and praifed God. To; the Pharifiet asking him when 
cthe Kingdom of God lfeouldcotae,heanfwereth,and declared! to his Difci¬ 
ples, chap the d^y of the Ton of man fhould be like to thofe of Niah and Lot , 
but he muft firft fuffer mahy things. To incourage bis Difciples to pray, h t 
fpake the Parable of the unjuft Judge, and to fome that thought themfelves 
righteous and defpifed others, thac of the Pharifee and the Publican. 

70. At the Feaft of Dedication, when it was Winter, Jefus walking in So. 
lament Porch, .to the Jews, who bade him tell them plainly Whether he was 
Chrift or not, he anfwered , thac He and his father are eke , vvhereupon 
they caking up ftones to throw at him, he defended hisDivkiky by his works, 
and the Scriptures, and efcaped when they fought to take him. ~ Palling be¬ 
yond Jordan into that place where John baptized, he taught and healed, 
many believing on him, andanfwered the Pbarifeet, tempting him, that 
it is ttnlawfall for a . man to put away hie wife ., except for Adultery. Now ad¬ 
mitted he Infants, though his Difciples rebaked fuch as brought them, and 
as be was pairing thence to come into the way, he anfwered the young Rich 
manthat asked him what he Ihould do to inherit ecernal life, and bade him 
fell all he hi*d, and' pvi it to the poor, then to follow him. Hearing char Lai 
xtArus was - lick, he abode in the place where he was two dayes, and then 
coming to Bethany, after he had been dead four dayes-raifed him from the 
dead. Hereupon faiphat Prophecying thac he was to die for the people, they 
refolved to put him to death, which he. imderftanding, went inco the Citie 
Ephraim, and there caughc. Attending cowards Jerufalem, he wenc before 
his Difciples, who were amazed and afraid. He now. told them of his fuf- 
ferings, which they did not at all undertime?; and the fonsof Zebede asking to 
fit on his right, and left hand in his Kingdom, he gave them a repulfe, and 
improved it to che teaching of them all humility. Coming near to - Jericho 
he healed a blind man. In Jericho he called, and Was entertained by-Z*. 
chdtus, and pairing thence reftored fight to two blind men, whereof one was 
Bartimaut ; when they drew near to Jerufalem, they thinking that the 
Kingdom of God was near, he fpake the Parable of ths Kmg, who going a 
journey committed ten Talents to his fervants to be improved till his return. 
The Pafteover.being now at hand, many went up to Jerufalem to purifie 
themfelves, and Jefus fix dayes before ic came co Bethany, where they made 
him a Supper. Lazarus fate at Table with him, buc Mary anointed his'feer, 
and wiped them With her hair. Many of the Jews came not onely to fee 
him, but LaxiOrus alfo, upon whofe accounc, for that many believed on 
him, the Chief Priefts confulted alfo to kill Lazarus, Going towards Je¬ 
rufalem, when he was come nigh to Bethphage and Bethany , at the Mount of 
Olives (on the a# of March) he fenc his Difciples for the Affe’s Colt 
whereon he rode to Jerufalem. When he came near the Citie he wept over 
ir, foretelling its final deftruftion. Out of the Temple he caft buyers and 
fellers, where the Children cried Hof anna, and many -believed on him, die 
greac ones ftudying how co kill him. Certain Greeks Who were come to the 
Feaft defiring'to fee him, he preached concerning his pafljon,and had'a 
voice from Heaven anfwering his prayer, which fome thought to be of ari Art- 
gel, and others of Thunder. It being late,he went to Bethany with the 12/ 
Nocwithftanding, rhe multitude had feen fo many works, yet they believed 
no-, chat the faying of Efaias might be fulfilled. Yet many of thzChief Priefts 
believed on him, buc durft nbt confefle him for ch c PharifeCs. Jefus cried,and 
fpake concerning faith in himfelf. 

71. The next morning as he recumed he'hungretf, an'dcurfe d the barren 

Tig- 
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Fig-tree. He caft buyers and fellers again out of the Temple, and fuffered 
nothing to be caried through it. Wbilft he caught concerning Faith in him¬ 
felf, the Chicf.PrieJh confulted how to kill him / Tearing the 'People. Ac 
evening he went out of the City , and returning in the morning, they found 
the Fig-tree withered ; whereupon he took oecafion to preach concerning 
the power of Faith. As he taught in the Temple, the Chief-Priejh, and 
rifeesy ,and Eldcls, asked him by what authority he did thefe things? to whom 
Ije anfwered, with another queftion concerning John’s authority, fpake the 
Parable of the two]fans, asking them , whether did the will of his father? 
and ofthe husbandmen, who hilled, the heir of the vinyard, applying 
them.to thqfe 9$0>KVvho now ftudied 'howtoapprehend him, but feared the 
People. ;Agaih, i hefpake.to them the Parable ofthe manage of 1he King's 
fo», And the excn fet of the invited, mith the want of the wedding garment. 

, Thep she Pharifees fpnt fome to incrap him in his talk, who asking him rvhe- 
ther U veas lawful to give tribute to Cafar? admired his anfwer, and left him. 

Qnthatday the Saduces asked him concerning the woman maried to feven 
husbands, wnofe fbp'lhould beat therefurreftion? to which having anfwered, 
and afferted thej#Curreftion, a Lawyer tempted him, asking him which is the 
greateft Commandemtnt ? Hiving anfwered him, he asked the Pharifees 
whofe fon Chrift is ? and no man could anfwer him any' thing, nor durft 
thenceforth ask him any more queftions. Then fpeaking of the Scribes and 
Pharifees, he pronounced eight woes againft them, and upbraiding Jerufa - 
Itm wjch her cruelty and obftinacy, forecelletb her deft raft ion. Sitting over 
agunft the treafury,; he faw a poof widdow Caft in two mites, and going out 
to his Difciples, who - admired the ftrufture, he foretold it’s ruine. His Difci¬ 
ples asked him on the Mourn of Olives when thefe things fhould be, concern¬ 
ing the fign of his coming, and the end of the World, he anfwered largely, 
advifing them to watch, for they knew not what hour their Lord would come, 
iHuftracing his doftrineby the Parable of the Ten Virgins, and the talents 
commuted to the fervants to traffic^ And he deferibed che laft Judgement 
by a fevering of goats from tbefhtep. By day he caughc, at night he went to 
the,Mount of Olives, and all che People came in the morning to hear him in 
the Temple. When he had ended thefe fayings, he faid to his Difciples, Test 
hnotv that after two dayes is the Feaft of the Paffeover, and the fon of man is 
betrayed to be crucified. The great ones affembling in thehoufeof Caiphos 
the High-Prteft, confulted how co-kill him; but they faid, not on the Feaft- 
day y lift there be an uprore among ft the People. Jefus being in Bethany in 
the houfe of Simon the Leper, a woman poured oyntment upon his head, 
which he defended againft his Difciples, forerelling his burial. Thenentred 
Satan into Judas, who offered himfelf, aed covenanted for money to be¬ 
tray him. 

72. In the Fourth Pafeover Je\tti himfelf, Our Pafeover, was offered, 

The Fourth and an end thereby was put to all: Sacrifices, which were but types of this, 
wherein 1 Some thac he did not this time eat the Pafchal Lamb , but onely unlea-

with,defire 1 have defined to eat this Paffeover with you before I fuffer , the 
fame learned man expoundeth asmeahr, that he hafted to that Supper be- 
c at*fe the time of his death was at band, which would take from him the li-

a . day before the Jews obferved it, (b) another contended) thac 
Chrift kept ic on the true day , and thac the Jews receding from the Law, mime*Symbol* 
put u. off till the following day, or the 15 of the moneth Hi fan , being the Difp.

* Sabbath, 
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Sabbath, left they fhould be debarred of working for two dayes together. 

But the other opinion is more probable , which holdech that he anticipated it, 
being as the true Pafeover, to be offered up on che true day of killing the 
Pafeover, which fell out on the day preceding the Sabbath, and not m the 
Sabbath day. Ic clearly appeareth in Scripture, whac things our Lord did and 
fuffered f6r unworthy finners, after he had eaten this Supper, though the or¬ 
der of the former paffages concerning his preaching be obfeure, ancl therefore 
we have more largely deferibed them. Being betrayed by Judas into che 
hands of the Chief.Priefts, and by them delivered up to Pilate the Governour, 
he being convinced of his innocence and their malice, fought how to deliver 
him, till they told him, thac if he did it he was not Cxhr’s friend; whereupon 
fearing to be accufed to Tiberius, of prorefting one who affefted the King- a. D. a*, 
dom, he condemned him, and delivered him to che Soldiers to be crucified. o‘l. iQi.au. 4. 
This was about the fixe hour, or a little after noon, at whac time a.greac dark- ^ f. 787. 
neffe arofe, for thac the Sun was obfeured, and continued till the ninth hour, 
or three of che clock. Then Chrift to (Lew the bitcerneffe of his torment 
cried (yet) with a loud voice, Eli Eli Lamafabachtani, and receiving the 
vine^er, after he had commended his foul into the hands of his Father, °gave 
up the ghott. Thus he who was in rhe form of God, and counted ic no rob¬ 
bery to be equal wich God, made himfelf of no reputation, and fuffered 
death, even che ( moft ignominious) death of the Croffe for ingraceful 
men. " 1 

73. Some chink thac the darkneffe which hapened at our Saviour’s Palfion, 
was onely in che Land of Judaa. B« others, finding thac the Evangelifts v 

mention * the whole Earth, conclude that this Eclypfe was Oecumenical dr t hvym-,Mat. 
Univerfal, Luke exprefly faying, thac the Sun it felf (che eye of the whole 
World) was darkned. Some conceived that the Sun was darkened by the Iff’ ** are ‘ & 

. interpoficion of che body of the Moon, whereof (a) Dionyfius the Areopa - * 

filSfc P“ (« he calleth himfelf) was an eye wfcneffe, Ywhatclmehe and Ap- 
at our Savi- tyrants the Philofopher being at Heliopolis, obferved the Moon fuddenly to 
our’s death, caft her felf before the Sun (though ic was not the time of con junftion) and 
again from the ninth hour to the evening, oppofing her felf to the middle line 
of che Sun. If fo, it was an extraordinary miracle, the Moon being nowat 
the full (as (0 Augnftin obfervech it to have been ever at the Pafeover ) and fb) Dc c’-itit 
confequently at the greateft diftance from the Sun, out of which refpeft others Deil, 3. 5* ‘ 

feem to have held, thac the Sun was darkned, nor by the interpolation of thac 
luminary, but the recencion of his beams. Thac the darkneffe was univerfal, 
appeareth from che records of Heathen Writers, which, as(c) Orofwfa ch, (0 Lib.j.c 4. 
befides the Evangelifts , mentioned the greatneffe of che Eclypfe. And 
(d) Tertullian writing to Pagans faith, Tou cannot make this wonder fufpe. , ,v A „ 

Lied, feeing your own Calendars have remarked it, and yourfelves retain the 
teftimonies thereof in your own regifters. Amon°t\Greek Authors, Pb/e?on 
Recorded by (*) Tr alii anus the Freed-man of Adrian the Emperour, in bis Work" of /v , , rrt 
the Heathen. Olympiads or Chronicle, which confifted of fixteen Books, clearly fpoke of 

this Eclypfe, writing in his thirteenth Book, that in the fourth year of the Orig!°conira & 
202 Olympiad, the greateft Eclypfe hapened that ever was known ; for, at Celfim. t. 2. & 
thefixth hour of the day it was night , fo that the Starrs were feen in the hiMattb. 
Heavens. 

74. That Chrift was put to death in che reign of Tiberius by Pontius Pilate 
(<a) Cornelius Tacitus wrirech, an Author guilty of Ethnick ignorance, and (<0 Jbsm, 
prejudice. But (0 Jojephus the noble Jewi(h Hiftorian giveth him an ho- l - *5.^44/ 

nourable teftimony, writing, that At the fame time there was one Jeftts a (P)Aatiqj. 18.

And whereas by the malice of our Princes , Pilate condemned 
him tone crucified, yet notwithftanding they who firft loved him have per- 
fevered. For he appeared to them alive the third day 5 the Prophets having 
foretold in their writings , thefe, and many other wonderful things Concerning 
H h h h h him: 
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Tfoherslacethtstarte’haTfpAenof chacSerlitionWhigh hapenod .bgaufc 
of Filfuc his bringing in of C*/5<r?s Images. _ Some ftotn amongft out Celves 
have not given credit to this relation, chinking it to be foiled in byfoine 
Chriifians, for che greater .honour of our jReUgiop. But .as inept* frftnfa 
fuppofed to have been ufed by the Privative Cbriftjfw, are rather ^created 
than ocherwife, by fome, who either pedantically, and out of oftejraoop feejc 
for applaufe from the prejudice of their own caufe ( as one hath pone of lace 
in reference to themaccer in hand ) or as opt of a melancbohck anadiltruftful 
humour queftion the evidence of the truth ; fo is.there no reafon that thiste- 
flimony mould be condemned amongff them. For Jofiphys maketh mention 
of John Baptifl, giving himlarge commendations, and relatech alio that he 
was beheaded; chough he afflgnechche caufe to have been but of jeajouue 
of him, and left he fad make fome commotions through his popularity, 
which likely enough might be fome caufe, qfpectally the malice of 
confidered, which woman would not be wanting to fill his head with fufpiuon, 
although the main reafon was his reproving of che .inceft. He alfo maketh 
mention of James the brother of Alphas whom he calleth tbt brother of 
Jeffs Chrifl, how he was put to death at Jcrufcltm, faying, that ailgood.men 
wereforely troubled at it, and clearly expreffeth himfelf difl^tished in at, 
writing, that Ananas, who commanded the murder to be done, did ill, and 
this he faith not onely becaufe the Judicial power was taken away from the 
Jews, as is evident from the courfe of his words.

Whom fJcrojjgrippa could have pleafed in the killing of the other James 
^ ' . . the brother of John ; and truly among!* the fas, fuch as were not extreme- 
Defended to j' maIiciouS aga i n ft,Chritt, wereforaeching indirung to him, if Wfconfider 
not fcfgned by tne temper of that People. _ It cannot therefore be fait), that Jofiphft* was fo 
Chriftlns. inveterately defpightful agamft Chrifl and Ckrifttfins , that , as fome baye 
thought, he utterly paffed oyer the ftory of Chrifl upon that account. This 
Principle would have induced him to rail rather than to be filenr, to befparter 
the Chriftian generation, rather ro fay nothing , or rather to feem difpleafed 
at their fufferings. It’s true, he was with the younger A grippe y but almoit 
a Chriflian, and therefore we rathe]; follow the tranflacion of Jerome, which 
rendereth his words credtbam ejfe Chriflm , than to take them as Eufibm 
and Rufinas have them, and as they are found in the prefenc copies, o yg&os 

But fome there were amongft the learneder 

fort of Jews, who knew not really what to blame as to Chrifl , pay they be- 

lieved inhira, onely they defiled Bill to* tep the law, fuch were their te- 

nacioulneffeastoit.

ward condition, and expefted a Mttfuh to reign at J'mM'm. Buc Jefi- 4> ,, 

thus lived to fee Jerstfalem uccerly deftroyed, and thereby an occafion for 

fuch an advantage taken away ; and affliction maketh men more ferioufly to 

confider things; fo that he might be favourable enough towards Chriftbim- 

felf, though as to the Law he might ftill be pertinacious, as many of them 

were. Eufebius writeth, that the Verfes of Sibylla were accounted by fome as 

feigned by the Ecclefiafiicks , but not a word of this matter. 

The Jews had great expeaations of the coming of the Mejflah , at 
that very time when the Lord Jeffs was upon Earth.

Thisexpe- orientetotoyfr 
aacion was fo great, that it poffeffed che whole Eaflern part of the Empire, t m & con\lm 
though ic was underflood in the fame fenfe onely, as by the carnal fort of M >J‘f. 
amongft whom how many counterfeits do we read of, winch at that time pre- 
fumed upon it? Hereupon, though Chrifl came man humble way, yet ms. mm 
Miracles caufed a reverence and efteem of hisperfon, nay they durft not out pwentur, 
think well of himasth sM'Jfldb (bow long dofl thoumakev ta doubt?) suet min 
till confounded by thefpiiitualnefle of his preaching, offended at his oppofi- 
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tion of their Traditions, and Pharisaical Tenents (as contrary to their. La w 
- which they thought muft. neceffarily ifldure for ever) and efpecially moved > 
(the.greaceft of them) by. their corrupt interetts of profit and applaufe 
1 (which made them deny him, though they knew the refurreaion, and to fin 
, againft their own confidences, and the holy Ghoft) they rejeaed, and put 
him to death. That faying amongft the Talmudifls, and aferibed to the houfi 
ot Eli* (whom fomewtll have to be John Baptifl) is commonly known

Concerning their Gods; or that We do believe that h tforefaw the happy and 
glorious myftery of our Serbiosirs coming 1 but that he might avoid their 
cruelty , and fpeal^ bis audience to the accuftomed mknher. Some of late al¬ 
fo have re jotted the Poems aferibbd to thefe Wa/nen as feigned By Chriftians , 
becaufe they feem tofpeakmori plainly of Chrift, than the true Prophets do, 
and ekhibic rather anhiftory of Chrift alt&idy coihe, than a Prophecy of his 
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coming. They think it contrary to the Word of God to think that thefe 
Some of late profound myfteries fhould be more clearly propounded to the Gemilcs chan to 
have alfo the Jews. This alfo much movech them (for we will confeffe the utmoft") 

queftioned that they perceive many of the ancients in the moft primitive rimes, to have 

thcm * counted it the choiceft work they could perform, to help the heavenly truth 
by their fiaions, whereby the new doarine might more eafily be admitted by 
the Pagan wife men. And as they cannot but moft' grievoufly reprehend this 
thing, fonoc fufficiently can they admire the judgment of thofe Fathers , who 
with fuch facility received thefe writings, and as doubt not to produce cefii- 
monies from them, co underprop the heavenly truth. 

82. But it is anfwered by way of utter denial, that there were many, in the 
Primitive times, who fought to eftablifh the truth by fiaions and lyes, and by 
challenge made for them to produce any one lye or fiaionmade orufed by 
the moft antienc Fathers, though fora good end. Certainly they, which in 
their deputations with the Pagans , appeal to the teftimonyof che Sibylls , de- 
ferve great commendations for their prudence. And hence may it be pro¬ 
ved, that thofe teftimonies were not forged, becaufe tfiey in all conftias 
more willingly had recourfeto them than to' any other.' 1 For, canweima- 
■ gine them fools, with whom thefe Fathers bad to do? They were as cunning 
and knowing as the beft; they were Philofophers , Rhetors , Profeffirs of 
. Artt, Statci-men, and moft commonly fuch as enjoyed the greatefi honours. 

But in vain, where is it objeaed by any of thefe in the moft Primitive times, that thefe 

teftimonies were feigned by Chriftians ? This, anfwer'would have beeneafie 
and ready; and fuch as would inftantly have flopped che mouths of Primitive 
Saints. But the wifeft and bittereft of the Enemies, of Chriftians, do not 
make anyTuch reply, in the moft antienc times, knowing well enough thefe 
. Oracles, ro which che Romans had ever ; recourfe, and.vyhich were known fuf- 
ficiencly to the whole World, .through which it ran for current, that in the 
. Books of the Sjbylls wa§ held forth, that one fhould reignwho came out of the 
Fafi. The cie'afnefle of teftimonies concerning Chrift , can make no¬ 
thing againft them V for not more evidently of phrift than Ba¬ 

laam, who faid, that a Star fhould rife out of Jacob. Whodare prefcribe to 
1 God a manner of prophecying ? as if ic were not free to. him to fpeak plainly 
or obfcurety. to Jew or Gentile, or as if there were not in the Scripture moft 
clear prediftions concerning Chrift. But grant that the Sibylline Oracles are 
deirer. Ought.not thofe things which are predi&ed to tfje Gentitles cor- 
cerningf^rifttp be clearer, becaufe they wanted fiiofcs, and the reft of that 
learningj^vhich fhould djrea them unco him, that what here was wanting 
might be fupplied by the perfpicuicy of thefe Oracles ? Although we ought 
not co judge of thefe Oracles, by that light which atprefent appeared)., For , 
what things are moft evident to us after theacpamplifimcnt, ware moft obfcure 
when thy-werepredsfod'fjf. fry ohciad.fei»ned tbemv he’.would have : made 
* them induftrioufly more obfcufe, ,thac they mighc feem'written before'the 
things were done, and like, tQ thofe Prc^iec;es which . ary contained in rhe 
Scriptures., Thefe Heathen Prophets/fp^ke fometimes,clearly y according 
to the intention of God,/who override^ them; bud,often abruptly. It’s 
thought they prophecied of old Balaam's Afle fpoke, apd not otherwifedid 
Hydafpes and the Sibylls fpeak clearly of the.coming of Chrift. the Holy Sjpiric 
moving them, and governing their tongues.

gy to the Pagans,mmno alfo in another^) place of the fame excellent Work, w ^ ll * 

.t hat Ptlat e , who in his heart believed in Chrift , at the fame time wrote aBthe 
Hiftory of hips to the Emperour Tiberius, whereupon the Oefar'j them/elves 
had worfhipped our Mafter , if their Government wfo doing bad been con ft- 
ftent with the men of this World, and Chriftians permitted to have beenfatu - 
ted Csfars. He givech another reafon, why Chrift was not at firft worftiip- 
ped as a God. There wsu an antient Law that forbad introducing new cere¬ 
monies into Religion, as worfiippiug ftrange Deities, unleffe approved by the 
Senate f and this was an unviolable and unalterable Law , to which the Prince 
himfelfwasfubjeEt. He inftanceth, that Marcus mil ins would have 
had fttvine honours rendredto his Idol, called the god Albarnus, but could 
not obtain it. As for Juftin Martyr , he maketh it more evident, telling plain¬ 
ly che Pagans i n hisfecond Aplogy, that they may know thefe things thus to 
have been, in the A<fts which were written under Pontius Pilate, and a^ain, 
that they might know, that Chrift wrought fuch miracles, from the ( or 

Atfs) made under Pontius Pilate. Now the word Alla fignifieth fomedmes 
the Journal Book, of the Senate , then called Alta Sen at us, and otherwhiles

Publica, wherein might be recorded what notable things hapned in the Pro- hb ’ 
vinces; and fer under the adminiftration of the feveral Deputies or Gover- 
nours : or rather thofe Atta which Pilate himfelf compofed in his Province 
For we cannot but imagine, that care would be taken for the recording of 
thing? memorable, as well in other places asin the City ic felt. The Provin¬ 
ces had their Subcenfors and their Tables. And the Prefidtms and Deputies 
not onely certified by letters occafionally whac happened, bur, as vvemayea- 
fily apprehend, did refer in Alia all memorable things; wh'ch were fent co 
Rome, and there, it’s probable, either transcribed into, or laid up with, the 
Alta Publica. But, thus much of che teftimonies of Jews and Heathens 
concerning Chrift. 

85. the Lord Jefut having rifen the third day from the dead, and after 
his refurredhon given commiftion and inftru&ions to his Difciples, whom he 
ordained his Ambalfadors co che whole World; forty d&yes after he arofe,

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The Afcenfi- afcended into Heaven, and fent down the HolyGhoft upon his Difciples, ae¬ 
on oiChrift, cording to his promise, for the furniftiing of them to the Work, ten dayes 
after his afeenfion. Many being converted to the Faith, the Church increa- 
ied, and living in Love and Unity together /they had all things common, : 
none -calling any thing his own wbicn he pofleffed- About the end of the year, 
as is rationally computed, the Greeks or Hellenifts (Jem which living out of 
Judta fpake Greek in a peculiar dialed*, which is called Hellemftickyand ufed 
the Scriptures in their Synagogues in that language) murmured aeainft the 
Hebrews (or thofe who both read and (poke Hebrew) for chat their wid- 
dows were negledted in the daily miniftration. Hereupon the Apoftles com¬ 
mitted ic to the number of the faithful , r to chufe feven men who ihould take 


T . r care of what was gathered for the poor, and thefe' Eeriefiaftical miters call 
Deacon^ 6 ™ Deacons. About this time James the Apoflle the fon of Alphaus (who is 
nude. alfo called the brother of the Lord i and was firnamed Juft) was created the 
firft Bijhop of Jerufalem. For thus Clemens wrote in the fixth Book of his 
Hypotypofeon, as he is cited by Eufebitu. Peter, and James, and John, though 
they were preferred , after the afeenfion of the Lord , contended not among ft 
them[elves for glory and honour ; but with one confent appointed James the 
Juft Bifhop of Jerufalem. The fame Clemens in his firft Book, diftinguiftied 
thus concerning the two which bore the name of James. There were two 
v firft James, the one termed Juft, who was thrown down headlong from the pina - 

Bifhop of 7 c- clc, and brained with a Fullers club , the other beheaded. Of him that was 
rnfalem. called Juft, Paul made mention, faying : / faw none of the Apoftles fave . 

James the brother of the Lord. In the year following Chrift’s refurre&ion, ■_ 
a great perfection was raifedby the Jews againftthe Church , wherein Ste¬ 
phan one of the feven Deacons and the Protomartyr was ftoned to death , by 
the procurement efpecially of Saul a Jew of 7 arfus in Cilicia. But in this 
.fame year as this Saul was journying to Damafcus to make havock of the A D 
Church, he was converted, and called to the Apoftleftnp i after which he went 01.20}%. i. 
from Damafcus into Arabia, as he himfelf teftifieth in his Epiftle to the V.Q:_ 787. 
Galathians. Eufebius in his Chronicon placeth the conveffion of Saul ( af- 
Saul conver- te rwards called Paul) in the nineteenth year of Tiberius. 

Plate akine ^ 6 ‘ About this time it happened, that a cercain man who fought by all 
a^flaughter of means-the favour of the multitude* drew the Samaritans to Mount GertzAm fofepb. Antiq. 
the Samari. ( which they accounted holy above all other mountains) promifing to ftiew l> 5. 
tans, them there the holy Veflels buried in a certain place by Mofes. Many bad ga¬ 

thered themfelves to the foot of the hill, where ftaying for more company 


that they might afeend all together, Pilate prevented them, and killing fome, 
took many, difperfed the reft, and put to death the chief of thofe he had ta¬ 
ken. Hereof the Senate of Samaria complained to Vitellius Prefident of 
Syria , who fent MarceUsss his friend to take charge of Judaa , and comman¬ 
ded Pilate to go to Rome, there to anfwer before Cafar what fliouldbe laid 
to his charge. Hereupon he departed, after he had governed Judaa ten years. 
Is fent to Rowe but ere he reached Rome, Tiberius was dead. About the fame time that thefe 
to give an ac- things hapned in Samaria , the Jews were banifhed Rome by the Emperour 
count of it. u pon this occafion. A certain Jew flying his native Country for breaking of 
the Laws, came to the City, where he profeffed himfelf an expounder of 
them, and drew to him two or three no lefle reprobate than himfelf. They 
made a Profelyte Fulvia the wife of Saturninus an honourable perfon, and per- 
fwadmg her to fend fome Purple and Gold to the Temple of Jerufalem , con- 
Thtfcws ba- verted it to their own ufe. Saturninus complaining of this to Tiberius, he 
niftied %omc. thereupon commanded all Jews to depart Rome. Of thefe the Conf els chofe 
out and lifted 4000 men, whom they fent into Sardinia, and puniftaed many 
that refufed to bear arms, upon no other account, than becaufe they would 


not tranfgrefle the Ordinances of their Country. 

87. About two years after the deach of Chrift, died Philip thzTetrarch, 
fon to Herod the Great, a man of a modeftand quiet difpofition, whofe

men of Parthia, to efcape his cruelty came to Rome, and defired a King 
from Tiberius , who thereupon gladly named Phraales the fon of Phraates 
chat had been of a long time Homage ac Rome , and he dying in Syria , be 
commended to them i iridates. Mithridates brother to Pharrfments King 
of the Hiberi was alfo ordered to get Armenia , who breaking into ic jovned 
the Albanians to him, and procured the death of Arfaces • for the Parthians 
were eafily overthrown, being difeouraged by a falfe rumour of the death of 
Orodes their Captain, another of Artabanus his fons. Artabanus having 
before this attempted Cappadocia, fent alfo to demand the Treafure which

* who with great perfidioufnefle killed the owner at Antioch ; and he further * idem in Tib. 
demanded the ancient Borders .of the Per fans and Macedonians, bragging c > 4?.

Buc Vitellius the Prefident of Syria having drawn many of his fubje&s from Tacitus ut fa¬ 
ther truft, his mind fo changed, that he fled away cowardly with a few to pA cap.*.

Affumeth di-fuch titles. Ac length he began to take to himfelf Divine honour. For he &c 
vine honours, caufed the images of their Gods to be broughc to Rome, whereof the heads 
being taken off, the image of his own was placed upon each in their ftead. 

He would offer himfelf to be adored amongft his brother gods as he called 
them, and ordained Temples and Priefts with facrifice of no commoner chinos 

chan Peacocks, Turkies, and Pheafants, which were to be offered every day; 

and he inviced the Moon to his imbraces. He could not endure to be ac¬ 
counted the off-fpring of Atgrippa, becaufe of his ignobility; but gave out 
chat his mother was conceived of the inceft of Auguftus with his daughter 
Julia. He himfelf committed inceft wich all his lifters, and fparednotthe 
chafticy of either Sex. So imperious he was, that he would make perfons of 
greateft rank run by his Chariot, and ftand girt with Towels when he was at 
His Vices, meat. So cruel, that he killed his Grand-mother Antonia by unkindneffe, he 
murdered his brother Tiberius, though he had adopted him, with all his kin¬ 
dred • except his Uncle Claudius, whom he preserved for a laughing', flock • 
and he fbreed Macro and Ennia to kill themfelves. As for others, he made 
havock of them, caufing fome co be knocked in the head wich Clubs, if he 
were but difturbed in-the Ihows. He would caft old men, or infirm, to wild 
hearts, and Ihucting up the Bams and Score-houfes proclaimed a famine. Ma- 
n y.o f qu^liry, being firft ftigmatized he condemned to the Mines, or to re¬ 
pairing of High-wayes, fliuc them up like beafts in a Den, or fawed them afun- 
def - and chat for no greater matters than if they had not high thoughts' of his 
gifts and .{hews, or had not fworn by.bis Genius.

Demanding of one whom he had recalled out of banilh- 
mfept! what he did all that time } upon anfwer that h t prayed for the death of 
Tiberius, and that he might fucceedhim , fuppofing'thac all whom he had 
bamlhed prayed alfo for his death, he gave command that they Ihould all be 
killed/ He would fnffer none to be put to death but by degrees, that fo as 
he laid they might feel themfelves die. He forely affli&ed the order of 
Knights , and being incenfed againft the multitude for favouring a party 
againft him, he ttilhed. that the People of Korns had but one neck° He was 
wdne openly to complain of the condition of his time, becaufe not finalized 
by .any publick calamity, and how by the ferenity thereof he fhould be bu¬ 
ried in bblivion (his being herein contrary to the difpoficion of Phalarti) in 
fo much ^ he would wifli for fome overthrow of the Armies, fome Famine, 

Peffilence, .Fire, or Earth-quake. He purpofed utterly co deftroy the works 
of l. r 4 . Jbd Livy, and cake away the Law. He cook away honour from fa- 
mili^ahd wheh he-met with any beautifull perfon rpade them as deformed 
^ he cquld. He w.as'To prodigal that he would drink moft precious Pearls 
Vinegir ? ahd. invent all forts of delicacies, by which courfe he 
fperit f! mnnite futns in the fpace oF three years, which Tiberius had hoarded 
up; and to recruit his'Coffers raifed unheard-of Tributes, Amongft other 
means for increalitig his revenue he fee up flews in his Palace, and' fome were 
feric about to invite : all forts of men co them, fuch as came being com¬ 
mended for increating Cafar’s revenues. He purpofed to depart co Autium

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* andthenceco Alexandria, but firft cokillall the chief both of the Senator 

run and Equeftrian rank* and anfwerably hereunto were there found after 
his deach two Books, whereof the title of one was Gladius, or Sword-, and 
the other Pugio, or Dagger, wherein were written the names of fuch as he 
intended to murder. A great cheft alfo was found full of divers poifons, 
which being by Claudius his appointment call into the Sea, the water is re¬ 
ported to have been fo infefted, that the fi(h was therewith killed,. and was 
aft up by the tide upon the (hoar. Thefe things are reported by Suetonius , 
concerning which Author yet it is obfepved by fome, that he wrote the lives 
of the Emperours with at great liberty as they lived them. 

6. Many defired to have an hand in removing him, yet durft not 'attempt 
anythin^. But Caffine Chareat the Captain of his Guard being gnevoufly 
affronted by him (forever when Cains gave him the watch-word, it (hould 

He is flam by fog fome effeminate or obfeene name, and he continually charged him with 
Cjfius chtreas covvarc ji ze S fully refolved to kill him,and broke the bufinefle to others, whom 
his Guard" °* he thought to have the fame defire with himfelf. They killed hint as he retur- 
' red from the games of the Palace to refrefh himfelf, Chareas giving him the 
firft wound. Bis guard of Germans (which loved him exceedingly, becaufe 
of the profit they reaped from the execution of his cruel commands) in a 
oreat rage killed all they could meet in the Palace, and with much ndoe were 
Eept from putting thoufands to death, that were now aflembled m the the¬ 
atre. Nay the common People allured by his (bows and largeffes, endea¬ 
voured to find out the authors of his death, to whom Valerius A fattens (who 
bad been Confiul) coming forth whilft they were in an uprofr, and every one 
inquired who had done the deed, O, faid he, / wifh l had dene it. Being 
onceadvifed to beware of a Caffius, he fufpefted Caffius Longinus the Pro- 
conful of A fa (of the fame family with C a fins one of the murtberers of 
Julius Cafar) and fending for him, put him to death, never thinking that 
Chareat had alfo that name. Having reigned three years and tenmpneths 
with eight dayes, and lived 19, he thus died, on the ninth before the Calends A . D 4l 
of February , in the 794 year of the City, and the 41 after the birth of o/.ioj. ‘an. 1. 
Chrift, hee himfelf the fourth time, and C. Sextius Saturniuus being V. c. 794. 
Confuls. 

7. The Senate now, as Jofephus tellech us, thought of refuming theannenc 

form of Government, though it was utterly imprafticable, Sat ur mutts the 
Cew/W/efpecially (tickling for it. But the Soldiers rightly judging, that fuch jr,de fofeph. 

an Empire could not be ruled in a Popular way, and efpecially looking at Antiqli^.c.i, 
their own advantage, refolved the contrary. Tiberius Claudius Drufus,bro- 

ther to Germamcus Cafar, andfonto Dwfus (by Antonia the younger,, the dioCtlQ f 
daughter of Antony the Triumvir and of OH avia the fifter of Auguftus) 
was yet living. Him they judging moft fit to fucced his Nephew, pulled him 
Claudius hi* out of an hole where he had hid himfelf to fave his life, and ftraight-way de- 
unde fuc- dared him Emptronr. He was at firft difcouraged by the meffages of the Se- 
cc«dcth him. nate , but again took heart, atthecounfel and dire&ions of Kinjg Agrippa, 
fo that the Senators clefpairing of fuccefle, gave over theip enterprise., Tnit not 
without (fome of them) feeking the Soveraignty for themfelves, whidi would 
have produced as great flaughters and defolations as everhad any of them 
obtained liberty to profecute their defires. The People were for Claudius 
his preferment, envying the Senate it’s ancient power., and making account 
by the Soveraignty of one to be (heltred from it’s avarice. Hereby alfo they 
thought to avoid fuch Civil Wars as fell out amongft the great ones in the rime 
of Potnpey. The wifer fort knew chat it was impoffible the Commonwealth 
(hould fubfifl but under Monarchy: fome onetney were Cure would eftablifh 
himfelf, and that through defolations, confufions, and (laughters, cheymuft 
come to ic at laft. Self-prefer vation therefore and publick. mterefteafily kd 
them to the next heir, who by his birth could challenge an incereft. For he¬ 
reditary Monarchies, by prefer ving due reverence, 'excluding emulations and 
centefts amongfi equals, by preventing numerous pretenfions, and the ex¬ 
travagant grandeur of divers families, can onelyfecure the Place and profpe.

after the Pafeover, but he was miracuioufty delivered.by. an Angel. A juft 
punifhment from God overtook Agrippa not long after : For having begun 
to build the walls of Jemsfalem, when upon complaint of Mar Jus Prefdent 
of Syria, he was forbidden by Claudius, he descended to Cafarea , there to 
celebrate games in honour of Cafar, Being clothed with a robe of filver, 
which glittered exceedingly by the reflexion of the Sun-beams, he reje&ed 
not rhe flatteries of thofe who aferibed to him divine hopoip, and was pre- 
w , fently feized by a pain in his guts, and being eaten with worms, gave up the

(lattdmrdko- (giving one part of Cilicia to Polemo in requital) and another part of this 
Prbc« eraI Country to Antiochus with Qommagena j, for he had alfobeen deprived of this

it. Tiberius nothing tranfporced with an inordinate defire of inlarging 
the Empire, feemeth to have refted in that counfel of Auguftus ; For he 
brought out a Book written with Augufttu his own hand, wherein was con¬ 
tained the whole wealth and eftate oj the Commonweal, what number 
as well of Roman Citrons at Allies were in Arms, how many Navies, King¬ 
doms, and Provinces >' what tributes and impofts belonged to the State, with 
a refolution annexed thereto of containing the Empire within the fame bounds . 
Which advife and refolution of Auguftus contented himfo well, that, as 
Tacitus reported!, he would actempt nothing in Britain , nor maintain any 
Tiberius ncgle- (^airifon or Deputies‘there. For , whereas Tacitus reckoned) up the 
Acdic * number of Legions, and what Coafts and Countries they defended at that 
rime, he maketh no mention at all, of Britain. And yet it feemeth, t hat ^ the 
Britains entertained amity with th e Romans. For when as ar the fame time 
Germanicus failed the Ocean, fome of his Company being by force of Tem- 
peft driven to this Ifland, were by the Princes thereof fent back again. That 
Cains Cafar caft in his mind to enter this Ifland is certain: but by his ihittle 
brain,' fudden repentance, and wonderful attempts againtt Germany it came 
to nothing. For to the end that he might terrifie Britain and Germany (over 
vvhifh he hovered) with the fame of fome mighty piece of work, he made a 
bridg^ between Bait *nd the Piles of Tuteoli , three miles and 600 paces in.- 
Caius his rare length. But baying atchieved po greater exploit,, than received to grace Ad- - 
exploits minim the fon of Cynobelliuus King of the Britans (who being by his Father 
bamfhed, had fled oyer Sea with a fmall power and train about him) he fent 
magnificent and glorious letters toRome, as if the whole Ifle had been yiel¬ 
ded up into his hands: warning and wifhing the Polls to ride forward direct¬ 
ly into the Forum and Curia, and in no wife to deliver the faid miffives unto 
th tConfuls, but in'the Temple of Mars, and that in a frequent AJfembly of

P. F. which they expound thus, Caius Caligula Pharum Fecit, ! thar is, 
Caius Caligula made this Pharus' (or Watch-tower) fo called, I fuppofe, 
from that notable one, and one of the Worlds wonders, builc by Ptolomy 
Philadelphus in the Ifland Pharos ■ from which * fome wouW havethe-antient 
Kings of called Pharaohs. It is probable, that this Watch-tower 

afterward being repaired by Septimus Sever us , became a Granary for recep¬ 
tion of Corn, which was brought out of Britain, whence it might take it’s 
name of Britenhuis, For Zb&irinsWntQth, faith CambdenJ^ that Corn was 
wont to be brought out of Britain by (hips to this place, and thence with bar¬ 
ges and boats haled up the againft the ftream, to ferve the Roman Gar- , 

rifons : feeing that Julian the tniperour builc GarrifortS,as Matotdus faith, 
wherein might be inned and kept the Corn, chat the Britains ufuafly tranfpor-' 
ted thither. * 3 - 
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13. Bur,afterwards the inland pares of Britain wafted rather with Civil ~ 
Wars and Factions chan by the force of the Romans , came by little and 
lictle fubjeded to them. Some making choice of their protection fvvore al¬ 
legiance to rhem, and pradifed by all means to fubje& their Native Coun¬ 
trey unto their government. The principal of thefe fugitives was one BerU 
cus , who moved) and perfvvaded Claudius ro give the attempt upon Britain 
which none allayed to do fince the time of Julius C&fa - , and ‘which then 
was up in a broil and commotionfor that the faid Fugitives wCre not ren- 

claudius fend- dred again unto them. Claudius therefore in bis fecond year ordered A.Plan - 
eth Tlantiiti uus the Prator to patfe over out of Gall, who having by the means of Nar- 
uuo Britain. c ijfus quieted the Soldiers that refuted to make War without the compaffe of 
the World, overthrew feveral times the fons of Cy»obethnus[ His Lieute¬ 
nant was Flavius Cefpa ft an, who behaved himfelf very g-illarftly in thefer- 
vice. But Claudius in hisfourrh year being very ambitious of a-triumph (as 
not concerning himfelf with triumphal Enfigns decreed to him by the Se¬ 
nate) without a juft caufe pitched upon Britain as yet tediticus, becaufe their 
Fugitives were not reftored. Sayling from O/Ha, he was twice in danger of 
Jhipwrack, once near Liguria , and again near the Iflands Stachades (four or 
five in the French Sea near Languedoc and Provence ) wherefore from Majft-

14. So great a matter it was, and of fuch confeqaefhce to have ‘Conquered 
even fo fmall a parcel of Britain, that the Senacethereupon cfeer^d in ho¬ 
nour of Claudius , yearly Games with triumphal Arihei, both at Rome, and 
zlfo ztGttfwaeum in Gall, and^ moft honourable and (lately Triumph. To 

Extraordinary the beholding hereof GovernOurs of Provinces, and fome bahitiied perfons 
expreflions of alfo were permitted to come ro the Cicie: a naval Crown was fixed on the 
joyac Rome, loover of the Palace, as the Enfign of the Britifh Sea fubdued by him: the 
Provinces brought in Crowns of Gold, and GatUaComata one above the reft 
weighing nine pounds: and the hither part of Spain, another offeven pound 
weight. He mounted up into the Capitol by theftaifi 6h His- knees, fup- 
ported, and heaved up by his fons-in-law on eithef lide: HC etitfei in Trium¬ 
phing wife the Adriatic^ Sea* embarked in a Vefthf more like (Me exceed¬ 
ing great houfe than a (hip.

The Britains. for a party left to awe the Sihsres was incompafled by the Britains' and if 
again are up. help had not prefently come in from the ad joyning Villages and Fortreffes, 
had been utterly cut off, befides, chat the Commander in Chief with eighj 
Centurions, and many others were (lain. Not long after fuch as went to fa¬ 
ther forrage, and feveral Companies fent in to their aid, were alfo routed, and 
the Enemy was hardly reftrained at length by the help of the Legions.

20 . Claudius, the twelfth year of his reign ending, beftowed on Aguppa j gpcph:Ar!li . 
the Tetrarchy of Philip, as alfo that of Lyfanias , taking Chalets from him quit. lib. :ou 
after he had governed it 4 years. After this he reftored the Rhodians to their «/>.$. 
former liberty upon their repentance, and eafed the Inhabitants oUlium of ™r 
all charges and tributes * as being the Authors of the Roman race. Nero 6 ' ^ J- ’ 
pleaded the caufes of both Cities, whofe mother Agrippina now began to be 
difeovered to her husband. He chanced in his drink to fay that it was fatal to 
him firft to endure, and then to pmfh the wickjdneffe of his wives , and he 
repented of his folly in preferring her fort before his own. She bethinking her 
felf how to efcape the danger, firft gave him poifbn in Muftirooms his be- 
cltutdius poy- joyed meat, but it palling through him, (he ufed the skill of fonophon the A. D. §*. 
fonedby phyfician, who as it were to help him to vomit put fomething down his V. c - « c 7 - 

535"“ his throac di p ped in a violent poyfon, and fo he died, who within a fmall 

• time upon a very fmall account had put to death 35 Senators and 300 sucm ir. clau- 
Kmghts. He vvas a man that befdre his coining to the Government vvasde- dio. 
fpifed by his relations as fome imperfeft thing , and afterwards was but 
counted blockifh, and defpicable by others, yet fomecimes he would judge 
very wifely and circumfpe&ly, and fo far profited in liberal ftudies (which 
he very much plied ) that he wrote divers things, and amongft the reft a 
learned defence of Cicero in anfwer to the books of AfiniusPollio. He was 
H* rban fearfull above meafure, fochat (amongft other demonftrations) when Ca~ 

“ millus, vvho attempted a Rebellion, fent to him a reprochfull, and menacing 
Letter, willing him to lay down the Government, he was in doubr,and fe- 
rioufly confulted whether heftiouldnot doit: and this made him put many 
to death upon idle and malicious accufations. He was the very flave of 
his Freedmen (whereof Narciffus and Pallas were chief ) who rather reigned 
than he; for, they managed all things according to their pleafure or luft, be- 
ftowing favours upon whom they pleafed,and killing any,though never fo wor¬ 
thy, or nearly allied to him. He excufed his anger and peeviftinefle by a pu- 
blick Declaration. He was fo forget full that he would feveral times ask for 
fuch as he had put to death. He would eat and drink at any time, or in any 
place: he was a great player at Dice, of which Art he fet forth a book. He 
died on the third before the Ides of Oftober, in the 64 year of his age, when 
he had reigned thirteen years, eight moneths, and twenty dayes, in the 807 
year of the Citie, the 5 * after the birth of Chrift , M. Afimus Marcellas and 
M.Acilius dviola being Confals. 

21. Now that we may note briefly fuch Ecclefiaftical matters as fell out 
Icdefuftical inthe reignof Claudius. Inhisfirft year James tbe brother of Jehnwas, as - 
matters in his we faid, put t© death by Agrippa, and Peter being caft by him into prifon 
reign. vvas delivered by an Angel. In his fecond, Paul returned out of Arabia to 
Dawafcus , whence he came to Jerufalem to fee Peter. Hence he wentto 
Tarfut, a nd not long after to Antioch , being fent for by Barnabas , who had 
been fent thither.by the Apoftlet. In his third year Paul preached fora 
whole year at Antioch , together with Barnabas. In his fourth, Paul carried 
. the Altnes of the faithfull from Antioch to Jerufalem , becaufe of the Famine 
foretold by Agabus,. Thence returning to Antioch, he vvas fent with Bar¬ 
nabas to preach the Gofpel in A ft a. In this fourth then, and the fifth year of 
Claudius he preached Chrift in Cyprus,Pamphylia ,, Pifidia, I comum, Eyftra , 
and Verba, and returned to Antioch. In the fixth he vvas fent from Antioch 
to jerufalem to the Council with Barnabas , whence returning to Antioch 
he reprehended Peter, who came thither a little after him,for his diffembling, 
and not- ; long after, went with Silas into Afia to confirm the Churches he 
had founded. Inthefeventh of Claudius he preached Chrift in Crete, and 
through Pifidia, Pamphylia, and Phrygia, vifited the Churches, converted the 
Galatians to the Faith. In the eighth he came to Treat, and thence into Ma¬ 
cedonia, where at Philippi, as alfo at Theffdlonica, at Beraa, and then at : A-

thens he preached the Gofpel. About the end of the ninth year he carnet--- 

Corinth, where he found AcytiU and Pricilla, with whom he ftiied half a 
year preaching the Gofpel, and thence wrote both his Epiftles to the 7 heir* 
lomans. In the eleventh year he came from Corinth to Ephefus with Aquila 
and Prifcilla, whom there leaving, he went to jerufalem to the Bead 
Thence he returned to Antioch and Ephefus through Phrygia, Gal nth. an d 
the higher pares of Afia. Being at Ephefis in the twelfth year, th^e he con 
nnued two years till the tumult raifed by Demetrius. Hence he vvroce his 
Epiftle to the Galatians ; the former alfo to the Corinthians, and to Titus 
but about the end of the following year; as alfo the firft to Timothy. About 
the end alfo of the thirteenth year, or the beginning of the following he 
came into Macedonia md Achaia, to receive rhe colieaions to be cariedto 
l er . 2 aem \ And hence C from Corinth) being to paffe into A fit, he wro^e his 
Epiftle to the Romans about the end of the following year. Abour the end 
alfo of the fourteenth ye^r he wasimprifoned at Jerufalem. And bein° caried 
toCafarea was there kept prifoner by Felix for two years.

We do not-find he ba 3 
any trouble, and this was by reafon of his abfence. It’s probable that he 
Went away when Aquila and Pricilla departed Rome , and met Sc. Paul at 
Corinth. Eufeblus indeed often mentioned his being at Rome , and wricech, 
that he fuffered Martyrdom together with Paul under Nero. This mi°hc be 
at his fecond return unto Rome, fo that we may count 2 < years from hit firft 
coming under Claud™ unto the end of his Martyrdom under Nero • it being, 
to fay truth, better thus'ed reconcile Writers, than flatly todeny all, of to 
fay, he never was at Rome.

Nero came to the Government, - being feventeen years old, fix 
years after he had been adopted by Claudius. ,

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The Senate nay to fuch fordidnefle. oE fpirit wasbotn Senate and People degenerated, Tacitus utfk* 
and People that returning to the Citie, they met him with as great Pomp> as if he had 
flatter hm. come £ rom fome notable vitay ; for the feveral Tribes , and the Senate 
received him, their Wives and Children being placed according to their Sex 
and Age. Hereupon he grew exceflive proud, as Lord over fo many Jlaves, 
and prefently unmasking himfelf, without any care of his addons, fell into fuch 
diforders, as he appeared rather a Devil incarnate than a man. He became 
a Stage-player, learning that arc, and exercifing himfelf therein in uublick 
His enormi- continually. He ordained Games to be folemnized at Rente every fifth year, 
det. in imitation of the Greek.*, and called them Nertnia ; perfons bf all fbrts, 

and degrees, being conftrained to be adlors. Thefe being continued night 
and day, mofi horrid things were committed, Prince ; Senate^ and People, ei¬ 
ther through aflfedlion or fear, not onely giving way, tut compelling to fuch 
Corbulo profpe-filchinefie. Cor bale at this time profpering in Armenia had Tig ranocerta 
rethin Armc- yielded to him, and then placed in that Kingdom, Tigraves Giahd-fon 
J? ‘ to Ar chelates King of Cappadocia, with whom having left a Guard, and 

fettled matters, he departed into Syria to fucceed Vinidius the Gpvernour. 

The year following, being the 814 of the Citie, wherein Cafonius Pains and 
Petronius Turpilianus were Confuls, the Romans received a fad defeat in 
Britain.

But vvhilett thefe things were adoing, nevvs eame zoSuetonius of the-revolt of 
His Province bis Province.

the Colony was uccerly defeated, all the foot being cut in pieces, and the horfe witb him- 
deftroyed, gj ac j co run aw ,iy, to the Camp; whereupon Cams patted over iiird Gall, 
having by his avarice been the oreat caufe of this defbtiion. The fame de-

places of defence, fee upon fuch as were moft obnoxious to their fury. Ac 
both places were maflacred 70000perfons, none being taken or fold after 
the cuftom of War, but either put co the fword, hanged, burnt, or crucified 
as Malefa&ors. Suetonius patted chrough the midft of his Enemies to Lon- 
dinittm (now Londony a Town not then notable in refpeft of the Colony, 

- but for multitude of Merchants, and plenty of Traffick very famous. Per¬ 
ceiving it but badly provided of Soldiers, although he once thought to make 
it the feat of the War, he left it, being not prevailed with to flay either by the 
prayers or tears of the Inhabitants. For, refolving wich the lofle of one 
Town co preferve the rert, he took all along wich him that could go, and all 
others, whom either Sex or Age, or the pleafantnelfe of the places detained 
were deftroyed by the Enemy. Having got together an Army of 10000 men, 
he refolved to venture a battel with all expedition; and for that purpofe 
made bis choice of convenient ground. Boadicia carrying her two daughters 
in the Chariot with her about to the Companies, told them it had been ufuil 
before for the Britains to fight under the conduit of women, but (Tie was 
now in another capacity thin berAnceftors, being not co fight for a King¬ 
dom , but as one of the ordinary fort to revenge her loft liberty, her 
own ftripes, and the violence offered to her daughters. As for her 
felf (he faid (he was refolved to win the field, or die; as for men, 
they might live if they pleafed, and be (laves. Suetonius on the other fide 
coufidering the weight of the Enterprize, was not filenr. 

31. The Romans, though far inferiour in number, yet in Military know- Tacitus ut 
lege and Difcipline far exceeding che Britains, put them to theworft, and P r ^ sCa PP-i 7 > 
made of diem great daughter by reafon of the difficulty of flight; for thofe 3 ’ 

Suetonius de- having brought their wives to behojd the battel, and be eye-witnefles of 
B4tahs if C ^ e k valour, they had placed them in Waggons about the Army.. Some re- 
battci. ponied that fcarcely fewer then 80000 of the Conquered were (lain, and of 
the Conquerors about 400. and Boadicia ended her life by poyfoti. A fter¬ 
wards, the Army being increafed by a great fupply fent over by Cafar, wafted 
the Countrey with fire and fword, which was alfo forely opprefled by fa¬ 
mine ; for being intent upon the War, the Britains had negle&ed the row¬ 
ing of Corn, hoping alfo. to enjoy the Provifions of the Enemy. For all this 
they were not forward to ask Peace, beinp incouraged by Julius Cajfilianus, 
who being fent to fucceed Catus, difagreed fo far with Suetonius, and fo illed 
him to thofe at Rome, that te wrote they muft not expe& an end of the War 
till fome one was fent to fucceed him , attributing all mifiiaps to his un- 
ficnefle, and all fucceffe coche good Fortune of the Commonwealth. To 
view then the condition of Britain, was Volycletus the Freed-man of Nero 
fent over, who coming in wich a great train feemed terrible to the Roman 
Soldiers, but ridiculous to che Britain/, who burning with affection to li¬ 
berty , and as yet ignorant of the phwer of fuch, wondred that the Gene¬ 
ral and.Army (which had put an ertd to fuch a War) would obey (laves. 

Titrpiliam ■ Suetonius was commanded to detive\up his Army to Turpilianus, who 
(uccccding vVas even now out of che Confulfliip, and neither provoking; nor being pro-

Seneca was now backbited, and by Nero fleighted, of whom he 
defired leave to withdraw himfelf, having been with him fourteen years, and 
he offered to give up his great eftate into his hands (Tor that had brought him 
fo far into envy;) but Nero having learnt, and praaifed diffimulation, under 
vero marrieth colour of refpea denied his Petition. Now did Nero marry Popped , whom 
Vopbga. all this while he had kept as his Concubine, and difmiffed Oltavia loaded with 
accufations of barrenneffe and greater Crimes; and when the people troubled 
at it grew feditious, he caufed her to be put to death in that fatal Ifland Pan- 
deteria. The fame year alfo as ’tis believed he poyfoned the Chief of the 
Liberti or Preed-men, Peryphorus, becaufe he was againft his marrying Pop¬ 
ped, and Pallas, fox that living very long, he had feraped together a vaft fum of 


money.

was fent to defend that Countrey, who by his ignorance in Military matters 
The ftirs in and rafhnefie undid all. Being befieged, he was glad to Covenant for his 
Armenia re- prefervation to quit Armenia, and remove the Garrifons thence, which done, 
newed. Nero was to be fent to. Yet fo ridiculous and degenerate were they at Feme, 

as to ere& Trophies over the Parthians , though they knew nothing of the fuc- 
ceffe, either one way or other. The Parthian Ambaffadors came to Borne to 
defire that (as they hintedj which had been gotten by force , but without 
effedt, for War was decreed againft them to be managed by Corbulo ; yet were 
they difmiffed with gifts, fo as there might be hope, that, if Tiridates himfelf 
would intreat for the Diadem, it fhould not be in vain. Corbulo again in¬ 
vaded Armenia , at which the Parthians affrighted came to a Treaty , 
wherein it was agreed that Tiridates laying down his Diadem at the feet 
of Nero’s Statue fliould not receive it without his leave. Nero now grortr- , . 

ing now worfe and worfe, broke out into moft horrid impieties, well nigh 
beyond all belief.

Being puffed up with the fuccefle of his cruelty, he faid, that None of 
his Preface (fori knew their power , hinting alfo, that he meant to deftroy me 
remnant of the Senators. It was believed he had a great defire to deliver up 
quick men to be devoured of an Egyptian, a monftrous eater of raw flelb, 

o\ any other thing that was given him. . - .. u 

3 7 Neit her was there wanting to him luxury and effeminatenelle, luitable 
to his'cruelty, nor any other vice, whereby the truth of that fayingof jp^- 
tius his father might appear, who hearing of his birth, faid, that Of hmfelf 

and Agrippina cou/dproceed nothing but accurfed, deteflab.e, and to the dam- NermCth9 . 

mace of the Commonwealth. For in him feemed to meet and be conjoyned ^ ^ ^ 
not onely all the vices of his own family (which of late had been too preg¬ 
nant of them) but all the corruption of his Country, from the beginning 
T . . . , . to his very time. He lengthened his feafts from Noon to Midnight, ac- 
!counting no ufe of riches but in the abufe of them. Such he thought to be 
kcdaefle fordid and bafe, as took account of their expenfes, and he extolled and admi¬ 
red his Uncle Cains, for fpending in fo frnort a time fo vaft fums, as had been 
hoarded up by Tiber ms. To T iridates that came to Rome to take the Diadem 
from his hands, he allowed an incrediblefumfor his daily expenfes, and 
asprofufely gratified him at his departure. He put on no garment twice, 
rlaid for vaft fums at dice, fifried with a golden net, when he joumyed any , 

whither, he never bad lefle than ioco Caroches in his train, and hecaufed bis idem tbtdx.it, 
mules to be (hod with Silver. But his houfe exceeded all belief, having built T J /W AmL 
it out of theruinesof the City. For length, for pleafantneffe of groves and 
filli-ponds it was incredible, garnifried alfo with Gold and precious (tones. 

To the madneffe of this expence he was incouraged by one that made him fair 
promifes of difcovering a vaft treafure in A jrick y , which Dido the Queen fly¬ 
ing out of Tyre (hould thence bring with her. But being deceived, as was 
likely, with fo foolifri a projed, he took fuch courfes as became Nero to re¬ 
cruit his coffers. , . 

28. When Tiridates was departed into Armenia, he went into Greece , 
there to aft Tragedies, to fine, and run races in the Chariot. Running in 
the OlrmpickGames, although he fell from his Chariot, yet he was rewarded 
with a crown as Viaor. He took from Apollo the Cyrrhaan Territory, and 
defaced the place whence they were wont to receive Oracles, killing men at 
the hole whence the blaft came. He attempted to cut tnrough the Ifthmus of , 
Peloponnefus, dicing firfthimfelf, and carying out thehrft basket of Earth 
upon his (boulders: but with the fame fucceffe as others had before h.m. 

When he was in Achaia news came from Cejhus Galias Prefident of Sjrta 
concerning the rebellion of the Jews. Being long vexed with the injuries of 
the Deputies and Govtrnours , they could no longer contain themfelves. 

Chrift’s blood lying heavy upon them, and crying for vengeance, they chern- 
The Jews rc-felves executed part of it. For fuch robberies m the Country, fuch and fo ^ jy 
be!. many murders in the City were committed, and fuch delufionshy falfc Pro- y c. 8ip. 

phets prevailed amongft them, as after a wonderful manner turned r “ eir 
eftate upfide down, drew upon them the malice of their enemies, and detnon- 
ftr ited the high difpleafure of Almighty God, The particular occa(ion of their _ 
rebellion was from Floras their Governour, who through the mhnuations of yifa fofephum 
his wife into Poppaa having procuredthac Office, caried himfelf as worthy of dehello fudai. 
fuch a Matter- He flew to rhac height of impudence and w-ckednefle, as by 
The occafion publick Crier ro give free leave to rob and fteal through the. whole- Country, 
s hereof: on condition that he might have part of the booty. It was his defign to pro¬ 

voke them to rebel, thachis impieties might thereby be covered. After fle 
and the Townfmen of Cafarea had grievoufly abufed fuch Jews as there lived. 
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he came to Jerufalem with an Army, rifled the Forum, plundred the houfes, 
killed the Inhabitants, whipped and hung up feveral, who, though jews 
born, were made Knights of Rome , and all under pretence rhac fome had re- 
viled him for his cruelty. Not content herewith, he perfwaded the People 
of Jerufalem to go out to meet, in a courteous manner, certain Soldiers that 
were coming thither, to whom he fent, rhac they (hould not return their civi- 
licy, that fo they might be offended, and give out words, which advantage 
he commanded them to take, and fall upon them.This was performed, and ma¬ 
ny perifried, whom the Chicf-priefts and others with lamentable increases bad 
perfwaded to go forth, hoping thereby to pleafe the Tyrant, and prevent the 
mifehief. From this violence fprung the War, in the twelfth year of Nero’s 
reign, the feventeenth of Agrippa , thefecond of Floras his Government, 
the 819 of the City, and 67 after the birth of Chrifl, C. Suetonus Paulli- 
nns and L. Pontius Telefmus being Confuls. 

39. Some of thofe chat were moft eager after rebellion, affaulteda Caftle 
called Majfada, and killing the Romans placed therein a Garrifonof their 18. 7i 
own. And in the Temple Fleaa,ar the fon of Ananias the High-Priefl 
Captain of the Guard and a forward young man, perfwaded the People no 
more to offer the facrifices which were wont to be offered for the good of the 
Romans. The Chief-Priefi and' Nobilicy diffwaded them all they could from 
rebellion, but profiting nothing , befoughc Agrippa and Floras to come and 
fuppreffe the fedicion betimes. Floras glad to hear fuch news, gave no an¬ 
swer. Agrippa fent 3000 Horfe, which being received into the upper part 
of the City, che Rebels took the lower part with the Temple, and after fome 
adoe brake alfo into the upper quarters, burnt divers Palaces and publick hou¬ 
fes, and thenbefieged the Tower of Antony , which having taken within two 
dayes, they put che Garrifon co che fword. After this they laid fiege to the 
K mgs Palace , whither Agnppa' s Souldiers being retired, upon their defire 
they were difmiffed. But che Romans yielding upon the Faith of Eleanor, 
were all cut in pieces contrary to his word, except Metitius their Captain, 
who begging hard for his life, promifed to be circmucized and turn Jew: arid 
this was done on the Sabbath-day in September. On • the fame'day- were all 
Greac (laugh- the Jews of Cafarea maffacred by che inhabitants, to the number of above 
ters of them 2ooooo, not one being left alive ; for thofe that efcaped were taken by Fid. 
m Uvcrai pla- rtiS , and brought out bound to the People. Throughout all Syria the (laugh-: 

ters of the Jews were renewed. At Alexandria alfo a fedicion being railed, 

50000 Jews were (lain in one day by two Roman Legions. 

40. Cefin s Galius as foon as he heard of chefe motions, came with an Army 
into Judaa, wherein taking fome Towns he fate down before Jerufalem , at 
the Feafl of Tabernacles. But though he might eafily with a little patience 7 
hive taken the City, yet raifed he his fiege, having negleaed many opportu¬ 
nities.. He departed to Antipatns lofiiig many of his men by the- Way ;

4 1 * deliberating whom he (hould fend into Judaa, wanted CorbW' 
whom he had killed.. Ac length he pitched on Vefpafian, who . having bettil 
trained up in Martial matters all his youth* he thought him onely capable' ’of : 
fuch a charge, though a little before grievoufly offended at him, for that he 
little regarded his finging (either departing from off the ftdge;oc ileeping 
if there) he forbad him not Onfely his prefenee ; > • but alfo publicly to (alike’ - 
LI HI a him. 
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him. Hereupon he withdrew himfelf, and lurked out of the way in fear of 
his life; but Nero having now need of him, and nor fearing him, becaufe of 
the raeanneffe of his birth and name, gave him this imployment. Fefpaftan 
difpatched away his fon Titus to Alexandria , thence to bring forces into 
Vefpafian fent Judaa , and he himfelf palling the Hetlefpom into Syria gathered together 
againft them. c he Roman Soldiers with fupplies from the Princes , and came to Ptolemais ■ 
where T itm reached him fooner than was expe&ed for the Winter feafon! 

Nero returning towards Rome in Triumphant manner, after he had been two 
years in Greece, C. Julius findex a Gall by birth, but of Senatorian degree 
amongft the Romans , incenfed his Countrey-men againft him, for that they , 
groaned under his intolerable exa&ions, yet ftriving noc for the Principality 
himfelf, he offered it to Ser. Sxlpicius Galba an old Soldier, and now Go- 
Vindex and vernour of the Tarraconian Province in Spain , who, as well for his own 
Gatoa confpirc fafety, as to gracifie ambition, accepted of it. Nero being come to Naples 
againft 1 h ear( j 0 f t he confpiracy on that day he had killed his mother, & was then little 
moved ac it j but feemed rather to rejoyce for the occafion that was thence 
offered to fpoyl the rich Provinces of Gall . For though the Mathematicians 

had cold him that he Ihould be forfaken, yet he interpreted it of the Ioffes 
fuftained in Britain and Armenia; and fome alfo promifed him, though in 
this condition,the Empire of che Eaft, and fome by name the Kingdom of Je- 
rufalem ; but moft affirmed that things would go well at this time. He 
took nothing fo ill in all the opprobrious fpeeches of Vindex, as to be called an 
unskjlfnU Muftcian&c., after tne name of his family, i/£nobar basket ac length 
terrified by many meffages he returned to Rome. Now hid he moft horrid pro¬ 
jects in his head, as of killing the Captains and Govemours of Provinces , with 
all the Exiles, and all oiGafiifh Original at Rome; ofpoyfoning the whole 
Senate in feafting, burning theCitie, and letting loofe wild beafts upon the 
people, thereby to hinder the quenching of the flames. From thefe things he 
was thought to be terrified more by defpair of accompli filing them, than out 
of any repentance concerning his purpofe. In preparing for his expedition his 
efperial care was for the choice of carriages wherein to convey his Concubine* 
ana inftrumencs for the ftage. 

42. When he heard of the revolt of the reft of theArmies, in a great rage 
taking fome poyfon with him in a Golden box, he left hishoufe , and fend¬ 
ing fome of his cruftieft fervancs to OJlia to make ready fome ftiips, moved the 
7 rtonnes and Centurions of his Guard about flying with him; but fome dag¬ 
gering at it and hanging backwards,ochers flatly refufed it.Then he confidered 
whether he fliouldnot fly to the. Parthian, or in an humble manner to G*lf>ay 
or whether going to the Roflra in a mourning liable, he fliould not there ask 
pardon in as dolefull a manner as he could for what was paft ? but he was fear- 
full to be pulled in pieces ere he could reach the jpublick meeting-place • and 
put off^hofe thoughts till the next day. At nignt finding his Guards with¬ 
drawn, he ftarted out of his bed, and fending his friends about to their Lodg¬ 
ings, went alfo himfelf; but none would anfwer ; fo that he returned tohis 
Chamber, whence his attendants alfo were now fled, having taken away the 
furniture, and removed out of the way the box of poyfon. Then defired he 
that fome one would kill him, but none attempting it. Then, faith he, / 
have neither Friend nor Enemy, and run down as to throw himfelf into Tiber. 

But flopping ere he came there, he defired fome lurking hole wherein he 
might recover his fpirics, and Phaon his Freedman offering him his, afliftance, 
he went with him to a Village four miles diftant in a difguife, hearing as he 
paffed the prayers of the people for his deflru&ion. Here being ailed on JL,\ Z>. **

golden houfe. Buc A.FiielliMs was fhortly after faluted Emperour in Germa¬ 
ny by the r Army there, being fon to t. Fitellius, who governed Syria. Be¬ 
ing fent into Germany by Galba, hederiied nothing to the Soldiers, buc grant¬ 
ed chem their wills, with impunity in all things, and for that was rewarded 
with this Ele&ion. Hereupon Otho defired the Senate that they would fend to 
him, to acquaint him with his Ele&iori, and co perfwade him to be quiet; but 
he himfelf by Letters offered to be .onely partner with him in the Soveraignty, 
and to be his fon-in-law. The Enemy drawing near, the Pratorian bands 
Being oppofed flood very faithfully to him, even. fo fah, that with much ado, and with the 
by yfteUius, {laughter of fome of their Officers,were they kept from deftroying the Senate, 
which they fufpe&ed to be falfe to him.' His intereft was to draw out the 
War in length, having the Enemy at advantage, who wasftraightned both for 
ueceflaries, and byreafon of the narrowneffe of the paffage : Butheraftily . 
and imprudently refolved on a battel, either for that Pitelliut was not yec 
come, or urged by the earneftnefle of the soldiers. They had four ingage- 
mencs, whereof in the firft three he had the betcer , but in the laftac Bcbria- 
cum (a V illage in Italy betwixt Cremona and Verona, noW called Labemein) 
was worfted; yec fo as ; be might without difficulty have recovered himfelf, 
though taken at unaware, and deceived by pretence of a parley. But being 
He killeth ' afhamed to feek his own eftablifliment with the hazard of fo many mens lives, 
fctatfeif ratherdban out of any defperation,he killed himfelf. He was much extolled 

for his generous death (as it was accounted) which rendred him fo much more 
defirabfe than his life had done, that many thought him to have killed Galba, 
not fomuch out of the defire of rule,as to reftore liberty fo called to the Com¬ 
monwealth. He died on the 12th before the Calends otMayjn the 38th year 
ofhis age, and the 95^.day of his Empire/

people, 
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People, and gave hopes of an excellent Prince ; but carrying on all things af¬ 
terwards according co his natural inclination and former courfe of life, he de¬ 
fer ved co be ranked amongft the worri of Governors. 

4. He returned to Rome in a triumphant manner, and gave up himfelf co 
luxury and excefle, wherein he alfo tolerated his family and Soldiers, as in 
all manner of wickednefle. Coming through the fields where the Armies 
fought, when many loathed the noifomnefle of the carfleifes, he ftuck not to 
bvcrvvici- fay ’ uptime olere occifum ho&em, & melius chem • that A [lain Enemy 
oui, 1 fmeUswell , but fleeter aCithen. He drunk much wine in the place before 

them all, to prevent any hurt that might proceed from the flench, and caufed 
this liquour to be diftributed to the Soldiers,with the like vanity and infolence. 
Entring the City as into a field with trumpets founding co the charge,* 
with colours flying, and in his coat-armour, he fell more and more into the 
neglea of all Laws, divine and humane. He made himfelf Perpetual Con - 
fttl y and that it might be feen after whofe pattern he meant to govern, in the 
Campus Martins attended by a number of Priefis he facrifizea for the Soul 
of Nero j and atafolemnfeaft commanding a Mufician tofing fometh'ingof 
Domitim, he leaped up and applauded the beginning of Nero’s fongs. 'He 
governed State matters ac the will and diferetion of the vileft Player and cha¬ 
riot driver, efpecially of A fiaticushisFreed-man, He gave himfelf over to 
fuch luxury as he had been accuflomed to in the dayesof Caius and Nero ; 
efpecially to gluttony, the abhominable excefle whereof turned him into a 
very Monfter.For, he would eat four or five meals a day, which that he might 
be able to bear,he ufed frequent vojnitin°; and inviting himfelf to the houfes of 
his friends, he would, as Nero did, put themco incredible expenfes. Ac his 
coming to Rome his brother made him a feaft, wherein were ferved up 2000 
feveral diflies of fifh, the daintieft chat could be found, and 7000 forts of 
fowl. But he far exceeded this preparation ac the Dedication of the Great 
Platter, which he called Minerva's! arget, in which were mixed together 
the livers of Guilt-heads , brains of Pheafarts and Peacocks, with the tongues 
of Phanicopters , and the fmall guts of Sea-Lampries fetched as far as the 
Carpathian Sea and the Straights of Gibraltar. He would alfo eat meat ta¬ 
ken from the hearth in time of facrifice, and fetched fronS Vi&ualling houfes, 
either fmoaking, made ready the day before, or half eaten. 

And cruel. 5. He was prone to the killing of any perfon and for any caufe whatfoever: 

Noble-men, his School-fellows and contemporaries, he deceitfully made 
away by degrees. To one in a Feaver, defiring a draught of cold water, he 
gave poyfon in it with his own hands. He fcarcely ever fpared any of his 
creditors or others that asked him the money he ought. One of them falutin* 
him, he fent away to be put to death, and prefendy again calling him back 
(for which the jby-ftanders commended his clemency) he caufed him to be 
killed before his eyes, faying, that he wouldfatiate his eyes mth the /laugh¬ 
ter of him j and another that interceded for him, he put to death with his 
two fons. A certain Knight whom he commanded to be {lain, to fave his life, 
told him he had made him his heir, whereupon he commanded his vvillco be 
produced , in which finding that the man’s Freedman was made coheir with 
him, he caufed them both to be put to death. He was moft cruel towards 
Mathematicians, becaufe they foretold his reign would be bur fliorr. And 
to compleat all, he was fufpe&ed to have killed his mother. Thefe vices one¬ 
ly feemed to put him in mind of his condition, fqr elfe fo great a ftupidity 
had feized on hina, that if others had not known him tobe the Prince, he 
himfelf would quickly have forgot it. He accounted all fliarp that was whole- 
fom, -liking of nothing buc what was pleafant; and fortifying himfelf onely 
with mirth and fottiflinefle againft all dangers, he forgot all things paft, and 
regarded nothing prefentor cocome ': not a word of Warre proceeded from 
VefbaRan buc “Fi*. the rumour and talk of which was forbidden in the City. Buc he was 
upon feek«ne vvic ^ in a ^ orc time rouzed by the coming of the forces of Vefpafian, who

After this were Gambia, Gifca/a , and the Hill I tabu- 2j &c% ' ‘ 
rium taken, and all Galile being reduced, Vefpafian and Titus returned to 
Cafarea. 

Th Tews fall 7* The Jews were now imbroyled in civil diffentions, whilft fome defired 
euc amongft Peace, and others would not hear a word of it. Parties were made and fought Um m C) 
themfelves. in every City, and rafh young men prevailed every where againft the grave 6 . 
and elder fort, whoforefaw the calamity. At firft they robbed one another 
finoly ; but at length turned thieves, in whole troops committing fuch cruel¬ 
ties, as equalled the misfortune receivedfrom the Romans. At laft the thieves 
loaded with plunder brake into Jerufalem , where they not onely confumed 
the provifions of the People, but filled the City with (laughters, rapines, 
and diffentions. They caft the principal of the Citizens into prifon, and then 
putthem to death unheard, pretending that they intended to betray the City 
to the Romans ; yet for all this wickedneffe they boafted of z,eal for the 
Law of God, and cuftoms of their Country, and thereupon were called 
h m out- Zealots. The People being about to rife againft them, they betook themfelves 
neescom/ cc > the Temple , where they made one Phanias an ignorant fellow High- 
mitted by the Prieft, though he was not of the order of Priefts • but they were oppofed by 
zealots. Ananus, who procured the People to rife againft them, and beat them into 
the inner part. Hereupon they fent to the Idumaans, accufing Ananas of an 
intention to betray their Counntry, and forafmuch as they fought for the li¬ 
berty thereof, and now were befieged, they implored their affftance. 

Twenty thoufand came, and being let into the City, together with the Zealots , 
committed horrid outrages againft the Inhabitants. They flew 8000 the firft 
night, and afterwards other 1200 of thechiefeft, (amongft whom was A na¬ 
nus) befides an infinite number of the common fort: rhen at length the Idu¬ 
maans perceiving the wickedneffe of th t Zealots, and that they had falfely ac- 
cufed the Nobility, fet at liberty zoco which they had imprifoned, and return¬ 
ed home. After their departure the Zealots renewed their (laughters, and ra¬ 
ged more cruelly than ever, especially againft fuch as they had found attempt¬ 
ing to dye to the Romans. 

\ But they prefently after fell out amongft themfelves, by reafon of one idemt. $. e.y 
John, who with a feditious party holding Gifcala , pretended to receive 4 >1,6, &c.

kREuiflicth manner together witnthe mother City. _ Vefpafian excited by the feditious, 
in an un- and intreated by the fugitives to fave their Country, prepared for the fiege 
licard-of man-of Jerufalem, and that he might not leave an Enemy at his back, took in 
ncr ‘ Gadara (where 13000 were put to the Sword) and all other places beyond 

the River, except the Caftle of tJMacheron. He built Caftles at Jericho

9, Vefpafian hearing of Othos death, and having compaflion on the State, 
thought of freeing the Commonwealth from the tyranny of VitelUtu • but for 
chat it was now Winter, and he was at a great diftance from Rome , he ftrove 
to conceal chat indignation which he had conceived. But MucianusVvifi- 
dentof Syria perfivaded him to it very earneftly: certain Soldiers alfo who 
were removed out of Syria inco Mafia, giving him large commendations,- 
the three Legions which proceeded as far as Ajuileia to help Otho , refolved 
to proceed, notwichftanding his death, and put Vefpa fiat's name into their Co¬ 
lours. Firft of all others, Tiberius Alexander Governour of l /Egypt, on 
the firft of July fwore the Legions to him, and cwo daies after the Army in TaeHue Hifior 
Judaa, compelling him with threats to cake the Government upon him, took llb - & 4. 
The Armies che oach - The Armies thsn in feveral Evinces declaring for him , he fenc Sjf M "!> Vi ~ 
in the Eaft Mncianus with forces into Italy , and went himfelf to Alexandria, to make ZhuTde 
declare for Cure of o£gypt. The Mafian Legions hearing of Mucianui his coming Mofudaico 
Vefpafian, chofe Antonius Primus an excellent Soldier (who had been baniflied by Nero l - S. c. 10, 12. 
and reftoredby Galba) for their Captain , and hafted for Italy , that they 
might have the plunder of the Country. Cacina (ocherwife called AJlienus) 
the General of Vitellius,made hafteand got to Cremona before them; but con- 
fidering the effeminateneffe of his Army, he hearkned to the friendly ad¬ 
vice fent him by Antonius , and perfwaded his Soldiers, by laying before 
them the weakneffe of Vitdliw, and the force of his adverfary, to revolr 
They accordingly (ware fealcy to Vefpafian, but prefently repenting, caft 
bonds upon their General as a craytor, and exhorted even Antonius to im- 
brace the quarrel of Vitellius\ then coming to blows, though they wanted a 
Leader, maintained a moft ftnrp fight, both parries being pofleffed with fuch 
fury, as night ic felf could not fever them. They knew and talked to one 
another, nay intermitting the fight for fome time, gave visuals one to ano¬ 
ther, and yet after their reparts fell to it again. But in a morning the Sol¬ 
diers of the third Legion fluting according to the fafhion, the rifin^ Sun 
Vitellius his men thought Mucianus was arrived , and thereupon betook 
themfelves to Cremona , where loofingCW;»4, they procured him to make 
their Peace, and the Mafian Army entering the Town made g-eat dif'

12. The report of Vitellius his death through Germany and Gall doubled the tdem ^ 
War. For now Civilis without any pretence of friendfhip to Vfpafian 9 car-' 
ried himfelf as an Enemy to the Romans , and ViuetUus his Soldiers rathpr 
wifhed for external fervitude than his Govermenc: the GaUs alfo ^dok 
heart, interpreting the burning of the Capitol to prefage the deftru&ion 
of the Empire. The Treviri therefore (now Inhabitants of Triers ) and 
the Lingoues (now of Langres) revolted, when all Gall was in a tottering 
condition, and what was worfe, and unheard of, the Legions proved un* 
faithfull, and were corrupted. For Vocula being {lain, they took an Oath 
for the Empire of Gall, and to them other Legions in feveral places joyned 
themfelves, fome being befieged upon necenity, and afterwards cut in pieces 
by Civilis as they had deferved. In the mean cirtie Julius Sabinus one of 
the revolted taking on him the name otCafar, led a great and disorderly 
Company againft the [Seqnani (inhabiting the Countrey now called JL* 
tranche Conte ) who'not refuting battel routed the multitude, and put him 
to flight. Tbefe things being reported at Rome rather with improvement, all 
things feemed there to be loft, whereupon Domitian the fon of l^efpa- 
fian , and Mucianus , addrefled themfelves to the War, and four Legions 
were prefentlydifpatched away towards Germany. 

12. By this time the Galls by the means efpecially of Jultns Vtndex , be¬ 
gan to confider of the power of the Romans, and at length approved rattier 
of a fervile peace than a dangerous War; Tetilm Cerealts alfo gave the Tre¬ 
viri a great overthrow, and* moft of the revolters returned to obedience. 
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After this he accepted of battel from Civilis and Clajficus his companion 
in the beginning whereof he had the worft, for the Legions began to be 
broken, the horfe was put to flight, and the bridge over the River Mo fell* 
Corapofedby gained by the Enemy ; but though he had now loft even all for wane of heed 
pudw caea - yet he rettored all by his diligence , fo as on the fame day he took, and de- 
s ' ftroyed theEnemie’s Camp. Domitian and Mucianus heard of the fuccefle 

ere they came to the nips, and Mucianns perfwaded Domitian againft mar¬ 
ching further, knowing his ambitious and naughty humour, which he had al¬ 
ready betrayed whileft at- Rome ■ but his advice fucceeding not, he went with 
him out of compliance to Lyons , whence, as ’cis faid, Domitian wrote pri¬ 
vately to Cerealts to deliver up the Army to him, that he mighc therevvich 
feize on the Empire. Bur perceiving he was defpifed for his youth, he be¬ 
took himfelf to fuch courfes whereby he thought that hisdefigns mighc heft 
be covered. During thefe ftirs F’efpafsan was yet at Alexandria. After- 
vvards both Ctvilts recruited his Forces through Germany , and Cerealts 
alio doubled hisftrength, whereupon followed feveral .fights, the effect of 
wmch was a Peace, For the Batavians were fo chalked, as glad they were 
to accept of it, as Civ tits of pardon; both of which were offered by the Roman

The War being thus ended, the Gene- 
ral taking care for the future, fortified the places with ftronger Garrifons, that 
the pillage might be utterly impalfable to the Barbarians . Thefe firft erup¬ 
tions of the Barbarous Northern Nations are therefore more to be noted, 
becaufe at length they over-ran and deftroyed the Roman Empire. Now re¬ 
turn we to the affairs of the Jems, and the War managed by Titus.

Holland in the Low-Countreys) rebelling firft at the inftigation of Claudius 
Oulu* the moft eminent amongft them , who having been fenc prifoner in 
Chains unto Nero, and difmiffed by Galba, came into danger again under Vi- 
tellins , the Army requiring that he fhould be put to death. He drew into the 
confpiracy, befides the Caninafates (a more inconfiderable people inhabiting 
the fame Ifland) by fecret meffages the Auxiliaries of Britain , and the Bata¬ 
vian Cohorts, which then quartered at Mogontiacum, now Mentz,, They 
caft out, or deftroyed the Rowan Garrifons, overthrew Aquilius Captain of 
the Vantguard , and after him Mutnius Ltspercut the Lieutenant. Heren- 
nius Galius alfo endeavouring to hinder the march of the Batavian Coharts, 
wasworfted by them. CivilU after the coming of the Cohorts, ttkcol&xr the 
matter], fware his Soldiers to Vefpafian, and beheged fuch as re(ufed ip rbeold 
Camp. After this the Rowans mutining againft Hordonius , the ccmjaaatf 
was given to P'icw/^and Herennius Galias was made his LieutenanriTTfo#/* 
in his firft ingagement with CivilU had the worft, but at length by good 
hap overthrew him , the Vizard of his friendfhip to Vefpafian being 
drawn of. 

12. The report of VitelliHS his death through Germany and Gall doubled the ifoj' 

War. For now CivilU without any pretence of friendfhip to Vtfpafian, car-' 
ried himfelf as an Enemy to the Romans , and Vitillists his Soldiers rather 
wifhed for external fervitude than his Goverment: the Galls alfo pdok 
heart, interpreting the burning of the Capitol to prefage the deftriiaion 
of the Empire. The Treviri therefore (now Inhabitants of Triers ) and 
the Lingones ( now of Langres) revolted, when all Gall was in a tottering 
condition, and what was worfe, and unheard of, the Legions proved un* 
faithfull, and were corrupted. For Vocula being flain, they took an Oath 
for the Empire of Gall, and to them other Legions in feveral places joyned 
chemfelves , fome being berimed upon necerfity, and afterwards cut in pieces 
by CivilU as they had deferved. In the mean tirfie Julias Sabiuus one of 
the revolted taking on him the name of Cafar, led a great and diforderly 
Company againft the [Sequani (inhabiting the Countrey now called La 
Franche Conte ) who not refufing battel routed the multitude, and put him 
to flight. Tbefe things being reported at Rome rather with improvement, all 
things feemed there to be loft , whereupon Dowittan the fon of Vefpa¬ 
fian, and Mucianus , addreffed themfelves to the War , and four Legions 
were prefentlydifpatched away towards Germany. 

13. By this time the Galls by the means efpecially of Julius Vindex , be¬ 
gan to confider of the power of the Romans , and at length approved rather 
of a fervile peace than a dangerous War; Fetilius CerealU alfo gave the Tre¬ 
viri a great overthrow, and< moft of the revolters returned to obedience. 
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After this he accepted of battel from CivilU and Ctafficm his companion 
m the beginning whereof he had the worft , for the Legions began to be 
broken, the horlewas put to flight, and the bridge over the River Mo fella 
Corapofcdby gained by the Enemy ; but though he had now loft even all for want of heed 
Pctiiw cerea. y ec he rettored all by his diligence , fo as on the fame day he took, and de- 
Us ' ftroyed theEnemie’s Camp. Domitian and Mtscianus heard of the fuccefle 

ere they came to the Alps, and Mucianns perfwaded Domitian againft mar¬ 
ching further, knowing his ambitious and naughty humour, which he had al¬ 
ready betrayed whileft at? Rome ; but his advice fucceeding not, he went with 
him out of compliance to Lyons, whence, as ’tis faid, Domitian wrote pri¬ 
vately to Cor tabs to deliver up the Army to him, that he might therewith 
feize on the Empire. But perceiving he was defpifed for his^outb, he be¬ 
took himfelf to fuchcourfes whereby he thought that hisdefigns might beft 
be covered. During thefe ftirs Vefpafian was yet at Alexandria." After¬ 
wards both CivilU recruited his Forces through Germany, and ’ Cere alts 
alfo doubled his ftrength, whereupon followed feveral .fights, the effect of 
wmch was a Peace. For the Batavians were fo chalked, as glad they were 
to accept of it, as C tv tits of pardonj both of which were offered by the Roman 
General. 1 

J h .iiT l!o “ , M- Wich the aforefaid revolt of the Germans, at the fame time, faich * Jo- . Mlo ,, 
fir hiu > a ? re2d boldnefle of the Sc,thin,. For thofe that are called dZlib.j, 
SruMt*, in great multitudes having privily palled over Ifter , being violent, «M3. 
and moft cruel, through thefuddenneffe of their invafion killed many of 
the Romans whom they found in Garrifons, wich Fonteius Agrippa the Lieu¬ 
tenant (who valiantly refilled them) and wafted all the adjacent Countreys 
with fire and fword. Vefpafian hearing of this, and the watting of Mafia, 
fenc Rubrius Galius to diaftize them, by whom many being flain , fuch as 
efcaped returned home in great fear. The War being chus ended, the Gene¬ 
ral taking care for the future, fortified the places with ftronger Garrifons, chat 
the pillage might be utterly impaflable to the Barbarians. Thefe firft erup¬ 
tions of the Barbarous Northern Nations are therefore more to be noted, 
becaufe at length they over-ran and deftroyed the .to*# Empire. Now re¬ 
turn we to the affairs of the Jews, and the War managed by Titus. 

The zealots , 1 5 * During the former tranfa£fions in the ivejl, a fadlion was raifed againft Jofcphus tie 
fall out a- the Zealots by one Simon the fon of Giora, who getting cogether a company hello Jndaico 
mongft them- of Thieves and Murderers chat were aflembled on the Hilly Countrey, fell llb -1- ca P>9- 
iclvcs. upon many Villages and Cities , brought all fdumaa into his power, wafted 

Judea, pitched his Camp againft Jerusalem it felf, and became a great ter¬ 
ror to the poor Inhabitants, who were moft cruelly opprelfed by the Zealots 
Within. In the mean time Cuch/dumaans as had of late fled into the Citie, 
and were become of John's party (whom the Zealots had now chofen their 
Captain) fell at odds with him, decefting his cruelty, and killing many of 
his men, forced the Tyrant out of his Palace into the Temple ; buc'he, and 
the Citizens fearing that by night he might fall out upon the Cicie, they let in 
Simon, and then fee upon the Temple, but in vain. After this Eleazar, who 
once had been chief amongft the Zealots, envying John his power, withdrew 
fome Soldiers from him, and kept the inwardft part of the Temple, whereby 
John was forced to fight, both againft Simo wand him. Hereby all things about 
the Temple were burnt up, and Provifions deftroyed, which might have ferved 
theni a - long time, and for want whereof they were opnrefled with famine in 
the fiege. 

T/fwbefiegeth 1$. But Titus in profecution of his fathers orders came from Alexandria idem ibid. T 
c ie * £° L £ f* reA y where gathering together fome forces with aids from the Neigh- & 
bouring Kings, he appointed the reft co follow him, and marched towards

» ic * though the befieged made divers Tallies. They beat him out again, but the 

fourth day after he recovered the place, and prepared for the battery of the 
third Wall. Yet he fent Jofph the Wjiorian to them, who exhorting them 
with many words to yield, was entertained onely with feoffs and reproaches. 

The people thinking to efcape out of the Citie, John and Simon flopped up 
all paffages: yet the famine increafing many came out, whom being taken 
Titus caufed to be Crucified to fuch a vaft number that room' was wanting 
for Croffes , and Croffes for perfons. On the 12th of May ,he began four 
Mounts whereon to place his battering rams: two near to the CajUe^ntoma 9 
where he hoped he might take the Temple, and other two near the Monu¬ 
ment of John the High-Prieft, where he thought he rtiould with mott eale 
break into the upper part of the Citie. But John , whofe part it was to op¬ 
pofe the Romans in the former place, caft down, and burnt them two; ana 
two dayes after Simon did as much by the other, though feventeen dayes. a 
been fpent in making them all. Hedeftroyed alfo many rams 2nd engines, 
and brake into the very Camp of the Romans ; but was repelled by Titus from 
Antonia , who in a Council of Officers refolved now to compafle the whole 
City with a trench, which with incredible diligence and celerity was nniihed. 
in three dayes, with thirteen forts to hinder the flighc of the befieged, arid 
hinder the conveyance of relief into the City. . 

17. The feditious were nothing herewith moved,though the famme not only 
raged amongft the common fort, but themfelves alfo were preffed by it. A. 
certain Noble woman fod her child to eat it, and fuch a mortality enfued. 

Famine ra- that from the fourteenth of April to the firft of July were caned out to be

was told by one Mannaus, who was appointed to pay the money. Divers 
Noblemen that fled to him, certified him alfo that 600000 ofcbeordmary 
fort were caft dead out of thegates, and others that were dead befides, were 
innumerable ; forbecaufe they could not cary all out, they laid them P 
houfes. Abufhel of corn was fold for a talent, finks and holes were raKea 
to find old dung of Oxen to eat, which much moved the Romans to com¬ 
panion, but the feditious were hereby nothing charged. For Simon not on- 
ftainingfrom murders and rapines, notwithftanding this lamentable condi 1- 
on, killed Matthias the High-Prtefi , by whom be. had been let into the 
City, with his three Tons, and fixteen others, pretending that they purpolea 
to flieto the Enemy. Judas one of his own Officers hereupon weary of his 
cruelty, attempted to betray a certain Tower, whereof ne had the charge, 
the Romans • but being difeovered, was put to death with ten others of hi 
complices. John alfo being driven by neceffity > converted the Gold 
Veffels of the Temple with thefacred Money toprophane ufes, an

18. Titus cut down all the jroves within a great difiance of the City, Jdcml . 
and caufing more mounts or fcaffolds to be erefted within 21 dayes, on the & c . ’ * 

firft of July began to batter the wall of Antoma y John that oppofed him be¬ 
ing beaten back, and on the lift day broke into the Caftle. At this time 
many falfe Prophets fuborned by the feditious, told the multitude they muft 
expeil affiftance from God, ana therefore though 7 itus often exhorted them 
to yield, they flatly refufed, boafting that they would rather endure all mife- 
ries. The conreft was earneft about the Temple. The wall of the inward 
part thereof was too ftrong for the battering rams, and the defendants vali¬ 
antly refilled at the top : the foundation of the gates could not be undermi¬ 
ned, and therefore thus was conftrained to fee them on fire. Yet vvas it 


his intention tofave the Temple, but on the tenth of Augufi^ a certain fol- 
dier without any command, (nay againft the command of his General) moved 
as by an inftinft from above, caft fire into the buildings on the North fide, 
which catching the flame imparted it to the Temple it felf, notwithftanding 
The Temple all that Titus could do to quench it, on the fame day of the fame moneth that 
burnt. ic was formerly fee on fire by the command of Nebuchadnezzar. The Tem¬ 
ple thus burning Titus was faluted Impemor by his Soldiers, and the Tyrants 
with their companions fled into the City. They now defired a parly with 
the General himfelf , who checked them much fortheirobftinacy, but pro-, 
mifed them life if they would yield. But refufing to commit themfelves to 
his fidelity, they required to depart the City with their wives and children, 
wherewith being greatly angred, he commanded to be proclaimed by a Crier, 
that They (hould not look any longer for mercy. 

19, He permitted his Soldiers to plunder and burn the City, but the fedi- idem ibid. 
tious wretches got to the King's houfe , where many had depofited their C l *. 1( i 
wealth, and thence repelled the Romans. They alfo killed of their own 17 ’ ,8 ‘ 
Country People to the number of 6400, and rifling the money got them in¬ 
to the upper and ftrongeft part of the City, called Sion, where for all 
this danger theyftill moft cruelly tyrannized. Titus having confidered the 
ftrengthof the place, provided engines ro batter the walls, and began fo to 
do it on the feventh day of September. Parc of the wall being broken down, 
the Tyrants were feized with great fear and amazement, not knowing what 
to do. Some faid the Eaft part of it vvas broken down , others that the Ro¬ 
mans were e tiered, and that they faw them out of the Towers; fo that the 
power of God appeared in the overthrow of thefe wretches; for they for- 
fook the Towers which were their onely ftrength, and in vain feeking to 
efcape, hid themfelves in caves and privies. The Romans entering, put all 
to the Sword, and burnt the houfes with all that fled to rhem for fafeguard. 

Tim com- 7 itus commanded both the Temple and City to be utterly razed by a plow 

mandech the brought over them, according to the cuftom ; onely the Weft part of the wall

tcriy n y of c ^ e ftatelineffe of the Cicy to pofterity. They would have crowned him ol z\z. an. & 
as a Conquerour for this work, but he refufed the honour, denying he was V,c. 8»g. 
the author of it, for that he onely ferved God herein, who by it demonftra- 
ted his wrath againft the Jem. To fuch an end came this famous City, on 
the eighth day of September, in the fecond year of Kefpafan } he and Titus his 
fon being Confuls, 38 years after the death of Chrifi , the Blood of whom 
now fell heavy upon them. It had been taken in all fix rimes; by Afochaui 
or Shijhack^ King of t/£gypt 9 Hebuchadnefar, Antiochus Epipbanes, Pem¬ 
pty 9 Herod and Sofius y and now by Titus ; but twice onely was ir deftroy¬ 
ed, viz,, by Nebuchainezar and Titus. It was firft built, faith Jofephus y 
by MelchifedeckJSat^ of Salem, and afterwards inlarged by David. Ic was 
deftroyed by the Babylonians 1468 years and fix monechs after the founding of 
it, and 477 years and fix moneths after it had been taken by David from the 
Canaanites. By Titus Kefpafian it was deftroyed 1179 /ears after David 
took it,but from it’s firft founding to it’s laft definition intervened 2 177 years. 
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10 John and Simon having hid themfelves were taken , and the former 
bein" condemned to perpetual prifon, the other wasreferved for a Triumph. 

The reft of the thieves and feditious were difcovered, one telling of another, 
and were all {lain. Of thofe which during the whole War were taken cap¬ 
tives the number amounted to 97000, and of thofe that periled in the liege 
to 1100000. ‘o heavy was the guilt which lay on them for the death of 
Chrift, and fuch were the horrid enormities committed by them, that we have 
reafon to agree with Jofephus, who thought, that if the Romans had delay- jjf,. 6, it, 
ed to come againft them, the City would either have been fwallowed up of 
the Earth, or have periled byfome Deluge, or elfe by Thunderbolts and 
Li a htnin a have undergone the puniflimfnts of Sodowy whofe Inhabitants they 
exceeded^ wickedneffe.A year after was Luciltns Bajfus Cent Lieutenant in¬ 
to Jud&a, who taking the Army of CereaHsVittllianus took the Caftle of 
Herodian and of Macharun beyond Jordan. Not long after Vefpafian 7 £ 2 * 
wrote to Liberius Maximus the Governour, to fell all the Land of the Jews, ^ • 3 73 * 
upon whom wherefoever they lived he impofed a yearly tribute to be paied 
into the Capitol, it being that they were wont to pay into the Temple at Je- 
rttfalem. About a year after Publius Sylva fucceeded Bajfus then dead , and 
The War fi- failed the War, taking the ftrong Caftle of Majfada from Eleazar, who 
nUhed by Syt- j t with 960 hackfters, who upon his motion fee fire on the Caftle and 
va ' all their goods, and then killed themfelves. Many fuch as thefe flying out of 

the Country came to Alexandria in i&gypt, where they follicited the Jews 
to revolt, but were by them delivered up to the Romans , and thofe of them 
that then efcaped were afterwards taken. Vefpafian hearing of their attempt,

21. But the Jews of Cyrene were alfo infefted with a diftemper of mad- 
neffe. There one Jonathan a Weaver led many of the Ample fort into the 
Wilderneflfe, promifing to ftiew them figns and wonders; but by the chiefeft 
of the Jews the matter being difcovered to Catullus Governour of thofe 
parts, he fent Soldiers who flew moft of them, and not long after Jonathan 
A fedkion of himfelf was taken. Catullus a covetous man procured him and others to ac- 
thc Jews m cu p e man y un j u lfly } whom having flain and feized on their eftates , he caried 
Cy(£nc ' him to Rome, where following the fame trade, Jofeph the Hiftorian was alfo 
accufed; but Vejpafian havingfoundoutthe deceit, caufed Jonathan firft to 
be whipped, and then burnt alive. Catullus at prefent efcaped through the 
mildneffe of the Emperour, but not long after fell into grievous anguilh of 
mind, imagining he faw the ghofts of thofe he had flain, and his bowels rot¬ 
ted away from him, that he died miferably. Thus far hath Jofephsss com- 
municated to usthe affairs of the Jews , who bein- kindly enrertamd by Vef- 
pafian , was honoured with a Statue, and his Books were thought worthy of "A 
the publick Library. For the truth of his Hiftory concerning the Wars, he ’ » 
had the teftimonyof the Emperour s, King Agrippa and others. T { tus . 

The end of would have the certain knowledge of thefe Wars delivered unto the World nb u 

jofcpJw his by his Books onely, commanding them to be publiflied wich the p riv, Iege of . ^tiquih ' 
Hiftory. his own hand. And King Agrippa wrote 62 Epiftles, wherein he teftined 
of the tme Hiftory delivered by him. But his Jewifh Antiquities he finifhed 
not till the thirteenth of Domhian, when he himfelf was 56 years old, as he 

teftifieth at the end of that Work.

23. In the fourth year of Vefpafian, C&Jeunius ^w/p re fident of Syria 
zcaited Antiochus King of Comagena and Epipbanes his Son, as holding 
correfpondence with the Parthian, whereupon order was given him to pre¬ 
vent what might enfue. Pat us then invaded Comagena, which Antiochsts 
vatiu. gainctb king loth to fight, and fled into Cilicia. His fons alfo, after they

Cappadocia now began to be over-run with barbarous Nations, to reftrain 
whom he added Legions, and placed one of Confular dignity over it m room 
of a Knight. At length all Wars and tumults being fuppreffed both at home 
and abroad, he (hut the Temple of the fixth time from the foundation 
of the City. It was his principal care firft tofetleand eflablilhthe amidted 
and tottering condition of the Empire, and then to adorn it. Whereas the 
City was very deformed by feafon of the burning of it, he permitted an Y 
build upon old plots, if the owners would relinquifh them: he alfo re-edifi¬ 
ed the Capitol. As to his perfonal quality, he was of much temper and 
clemency, eafily palling by and forgetting injuries. The meannefle of his 
Kis character. former concj ; tion he foughc nor to hide, but fometimes would profeffe it open¬ 
ly. He took not the Tribunitial power , nor title of Father of hu Country for 
fome time. If any innocen t perfon were puniftaed it was forely againft his 
will, and for want of knowledge. He palled bv the treafon of many that 
' had plotted hisdeftruSion, faying, 'ihty were fools , and knew not 

weipht and trouble the Empire was :• he weeped and groaned at the pumih- 
mentof an offender. To fohgofes King of Part hi a who wrote to him thus: 

Ar facet King of Kino t to FI. Vefpafian, without any reproof he directed his 
anfwerthus, Fl.fofpafuw to Arfaces King of Kings. The onely vice re- 
prehendedin him was covetoufreffe, and yet to that feeking earnefily for mo¬ 
ney, he was contained through the neceffuies of the State. Tis certain he 
ufed it well however gotten , being very liberal in fenfting, relieving im- 
poverilhed Senators , and others of defert. Hee incouraged learning, 
and gave the firft ftipends out of the Exchequer to the Profelfors thereof. He 
was Conful eight times (befides once before he was Emperour) and in his 
laft Confulfhip died of a flux, in the 69 year of his age, the tenth of his reign 
HU death, [j e j n g compleared; in the 83 2 of the City, A. D, m J e (f *!L n “ l 

time and Thus Cefar the feventh being Confuls. He was the firft Em¬ 
perour whofe fucceffor was his own fon. In his time flourilhed Eliuy the el¬ 
der and writer of the Natural Hiftory.. Who alfo the fame year that he died, 
whilli he went to fee what might be the caufe of the burning of the hill fofu- 
vlw , was ftifled with the fmoak thereof, and died, as Pliny Junior his ne- 
And that of phew writesin his Epiftle * to Trajan. Now alfo Quintilian and other learn- « ^ g 
viinj, ed men were famous. 

25. Titus his eldeft fon fucceeded him (by whom Jerufalem had been ta- 
Titm fuccecd- ken an d deft roved) on the eighth of the Calends of June. He was born 
« hWm - that year wherein To/w was flam, and brought up with B'itmcm the fon of 

Claudius, being ipftru&ed in the fame things by the fame Matters : he was 0 w n^i ‘ ‘ ( 2 t 
thought alfo to have drunk fome of the poyfon which Nero gave to that 
Prince, and that this was the caufe of his want of health fome conjectured. 

He performed the Office of Tribune both in the Wars of Germany and Bn- 
tain with great commendations, and afrer that, being Queftor, came to have y -j 
the command of a Legion in Judea. After his father came to the Govern- Tlti f . 
ment he was fufpe£fed by fome, when he was yet in t/Epjpt-,^ intendmgto 
eftablifh himfelf, whereupon he hailed to Rome to cut em ail jealoufies. Ta¬ 
king rhen part with his father in the publick cares, he rnumphed with him 
over Judea, executed with him the Cenforjhip , Iribunefhip , and leven 
Confuljhips • nay taking as it.were all upon him, he dilated letters m his fa¬ 
thers mine, published edicts, fpake in the Senate, and that ill the room of 
the Qua for, and rook on him the Government, of the Palace, which never 
had formerly been difeharged but by fome Roman Knight", and this Office 
he executed with fuch rigor, that he contra&ed much.envy, and wasaccounted 
cruel. He was fufpe&ed of luxury, for feafting with voluptuous perrons till 
midnight. ; of incontinencyalfo, being (amongft other arguments) too fa¬ 
miliar with Berenice the lifter of KingAgrippa , to which Lady he is alfo 1laid 
to have promifed marriage, but performed it nor, becaufe of the diftafte 

of the People. Moreover rapacity was laid to. his charge. Hee was 

both accounted and Openly talked of another Nero, and fcarcely did 
1 • 7 any 
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any ever came with more fear or Idle favour to the Government. 

26. But fo concrarily to expe&acion did be behave himfelf, that his for¬ 
mer cariagedid but fee him off with the greater luftre ; and fo free was he 
His admirable from all vice, and adorned with fo many virtues , that he became the Love 
virtues. and delight of mankind, and by an happy exchange wasfp called. His tem¬ 
perance he fhewed in the moderation of his diec, the choice of his compani¬ 
ons, and putting away Berenice .* 'bis moderation by abftaining utterly-from 
orher mens goods, and refilling often ordinary benevolences, although ftp 
man ever exceeded him in munificence. He was the Mirrour of courtefy , 
being wont to fay, that no man jhouldgo forrowful from the prefence of the 
Prince • and -on a day having done no courtefie for any man , he faid, Amici 
diemptrdidi , My friends I have lofi a day. Several fad accidents banned in 
his licle time 3 fo great a Peftilence as feldom had been known.: So* great i 
fire there was in Rome , and kindled from Heaven, that it burnt three dayes to- 
gether. fofuvius alfo-the hill in Campania burft forth with great flames, 
mlries infos*’ anddel * ro y ed a l } round about it; all which miferies he kffened as much as he 
time. could, neicher fparing coft nor pains to relieve the diftrelfed. At the fame 
time another War arofe in Britain , wherein Cn. Juhns Agricola harrazed all 
the Country of the Enemies, and firft of all the Romans that we know of, 
faith Dio*, knew that Britain was compared about by the fea. For certain Sol¬ 
diers in a Sedition hiving killed their Centurions and Tribunes fled to their 
ftiips, and lanching out, failed about that part of Britain which lieth towaid 
the Weft, being caried by waves and wind: when they had done this, and 
by chince lighc upon rbe other Camp of the Romans on the other fide, Agri- 
cola fenc out others to hold the fame courfe, from whom he alfo knew that it 
was an Ifland. Thefe things being done in Britain , Titus was faluted Impc- 
rator che fifteenth time. Agricola patted the reft of his life in ignominie 
and poverty, becaufe he had done greater things than were fuitable for a Pre- 
tor ; and for that caufe he was afterwards put.to death by Domitian, chough 
by the permiffion of 7 itus he had triumphed. But concerning thefe things 
Tacitus is rather to be confulted in the life of Agricola. ° 

27. Titus put down informers, ufually tollerared before. His mercy was 
too great; for he vowed he had rather perifh than deftroy another , as accor¬ 
ding to the judgment of fome it came to piffe. Amongft others that plotted 
his deftrutlion, he not onely fpared his brother Domitian , but had him in the 
fame refpeft as from the beginning, and owned him as his partner and fuc- 
ceffor; onely betwixt them two he befought him with tears at length to relent 
to Love and Unity. He was a man of excellent parts, both outward and 
inward accompliftiments ; but to the great Ioffe of man-kind, Wasprefently 
He dieth. caken avv ay, whether by the treachery of his brother or no, is uncertain/ In 
the beginning of his fickneffe he is faid to have look’d up to Heaven, as taking 
it ill he fhould dye fo foon, being not confcious to himfelf of anv fin , fave 
one, which as he did not expreffe, foit is altogether unknown. He was with 
good reafon fadly lamenced throughout the Provinces. He died in che fame 
Village his Father had ended his daves, near the Country of the Sabines , in 
the 42 year of his age, when he had reigned cwo years, as many monetbs, 
r and twenty dayes; in the 8^4 year of the City, A. D. 81, M. Plan tins 
Stlvanus , and M. Anvius for us being Confuls. 

■Domitian his (fo called from DomitUla their mother) fucceeded Titus , 

brother fuc- being more like to Nero , Caligula, or Tiberiusfthm either facher or brother 
ceedcth him. His youth he paffeddifgracefulty enough; Doubring upon the death of his 
father, whether he fhould not give a double donative to the Soldiers co ob¬ 
tain their good-will, he never feared to boaft that he was left partner in the 
Empire by his father, but that his teftament was corrupted. He never ceafed 
to plot againft his brother fecretly or openly, and ere he was quite dead com¬ 
mands him to be caried out as fuch. In the beginning of his reign he - re- 
ftramed himfelf; for his cruelty was then imployed upon flies, which pri¬ 
vately in a room hee was wont to catch- and prick with a bodkin, fo chat 
oneasking whether any body was within with Cefar ? it was not unfirly an-

This he finiflied ab^nt with admirable fell- 
ovcrcometh. c j c y. f or> that very hour the fight Was to be, the Rhine fWelled fa high, chat 
it hindredthe Auxiliaries which were tent to Amcnnsitom joyning withhim. 
In the fecond year of his reign Agricoladzfated the Or devices m Britain, 7 
and took thelfle Mona about'Autumn, and that upon his fir ft coming into 
the Ifland. So that the years 1 of the Expeditions which Tacitus afterwards 
relateth, are rather to be reckoned from the Kalends of January of the for¬ 
mer year, as jacobus CappeUus hinteth. Though DionC * flirts, as appeareth 
from Xi phi lin , referred che difeovery of that Britain an Ifland to che reign 
of Titus. Yet others unto the time of Vomitian, who at length envying 
Agricola that great glory he had got in reducing Britain, recalled him under 
pretence of tending him into A ft a ; and he died two years after, on the tenth 
of the Calends of September in the 5 6 year of his age, Pompeius CoHega and 
Cornelius Prifcus being Confab. Whether hee died of poyfon or not, 
thouoh there wanted not fulpicions, Tacitus his fon-in-law darech not affirm. 

His cruelty 30. Domitian having fuppreffed the rebellion of Antonius,j> rew extra¬ 
ordinarily cruel, putting men to death upon fmall and trivia! accounts. 
Thofe of any note that were of his party he tortured to death by wayes unheard 
of, and confounded the caufeof tne innocent with that of the guilty, raging 
againft the Chriftians with a fecond perfection. He arrived at that horrid 
arrogance, chat he flicked not to fay in the Senate , that he gave the Em¬ 
pire to hie father and brother, who did but reftore it to him; and.(Wbat was 
worfe than this) he would be called eat Lord and God. Bfeing hereby ren- 
dred terrible and hatefull unto all, he wrought his own deflation, which 
fearing, and being foretold it by the Chaldaons, he grew timorous out of mea- 
fure, and was ruined with the leaf!: fufpition. Hence did he caufe the place 
where he was wont to abide tobebefet with theftone Phengttes ? that he 
might fee if any one came behind him ; and thourfi he was fufficiently am¬ 
bitious, yet did he refute an extraordinary honour offered him by the Senate, 
viz,, that when he bore the Confalfhip, Knights fkontd go before hsmwsth 
[pears among ft the Sergeants. Hence alfo he put Epaphroditsts hts Secretary 
to death, becaufe it was believed that he had helped Nero in difpatchtng bim- 
felf; and he killed Flavins his Uncle, though he had openly owned hiS two 
fons as his Succeffors, whereof the one he called P’efpajian, and the other 
... , , Domitian ; which haffened his deftrudion. Eight moneths after he was llaiii 

His death. ^ own f emnts? 0 f whom Parthemus the chief of his Chamberwas prin¬ 
cipal, Domiiia bis wife being drawn in to che confpiracy, for that Ihe feared 
to be poyfoned for her kindrieffe to Paris. Longinus Proculus then in Oer- 
tnany is faid to. have foretold the very day of His death, and Apollonius Jya- 
riiU't a ftmbusMagitian (who being convented before him vamfhed out of 
fight) fpoke of it that very hour, exhorting Stephanas as it were to fir ike hint 
hd Je. The people took his death indifferently,the Soldiers heavily, which 
they teortly after revenged upon the murtherers; but the Senate as it were 
triumphed, and ordered the memory of him to be abolifhed. The beft thing 
We find concerning him was, that though he Was no Scholar himfdf, he cook 
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care for repairing of Libraries. He was murchered on rhe fourteenth before 
the Calends of October, in the 45th year of his age, and the 15 th of his reign,

felf the Saviour of the World, and that he came from Heaven to fave man- Thilajtr. 
kind,& chat all who would be faved muft be baptized in his name. Out of his 
Do&rine (chac we may fpeak of thefe Hereticks briefly) budded that of Satur- 
ninus of Antioch, who not long after in like manner caught, 1 That the world 
was made by feven Angels, without the knowledge of God the father. 2.That 
Chrift was W the fliaaow of a man, for he had neither the.true Body nor Soul 
of a man , and thus he fulfilled themyftery of our redemption. 3 He faid 
moreover that marriage and procreation was of the Devil. Bafihdes, of 
whom were named the Baftlidiani, agreed in feveral points with Simon, 

Adenander, and Saturninus. He taught, that Chrift did not fuffer but Simon 
of Cyrene ; that Chrift taking the form of Simon laughed them to fcom. 

2 He turned men away from Martyrdom, affirming that it was no fin to 
deny Chrift in time of perfection. 3. That the Angels made 365 Heavens, BufcbdA* c. 7. 
and thac thefe Heavens made the World. He wrote 24books upon the Go¬ 
fpel,and feigned to himfelf Prophets, whom he called Barcabds and Barcoph. 

He commanded filence to bis Scholars for the fpace of five years, after the 
manner of Pythagoras. 

34. Irenatts writeth, thac in the time of thefe two Carpocrates lived, the 
father of the Herefie held by the Gnoflicks, who thought good not to make 
known the Sorcery of Simon privily bat openly, glorying of charmed love- 
drinks, of Devilifh,and drunken dreams, of afliftant and affociate fpirits, with 
other like illufions. They taught further, chac who fo would attain to the 
perfe&ion of their myfteries muft work fuch fatts chough never fo filthy, 
othervvife could they not overcome ( as they termed them ) the fecular Po¬ 
tentates, unlefle every one played his part after the fame fecret operation. 

Thefe were the moft vile Hereticks in filthineffe of all others. They held 

1. That the Soul was made of thefubftance of God, and that brute beafts 
have reafon as man hath. 2. That there are two Gods, a good and an evil one, 
and chat this evil God was che Creator of all things. Carpocrates alfo taught 
1 That Chrift was a meer man born of Jofeph , and not of the bleffed Virgin, 
that he was a good man, and therefore after he was Crucified his Soul went 
up into Heaven, but his body is ftill in the Grave, a. That the World was 
made by Angels. 3. That there is no refurredi'jon. 4. He reje&ed the Old 7 V- 
ft ament as not Canonical. Befides thefe, at this time arofe the Herefie of the 
Ebionites, fo called from Ebion. He taught, that Chrift was but a meer man. 

2. That when Jefus was 30 years old there detcended on. him, and dwelt in 
him another perfon called Chrift , and thus Jefiu and Chrifldmk , and were 
united together. 3, He agreed with Cerinthus in the reft of the Herefies, 
touching Circumcifion, and keeping all the Law of Mofes. He denied the 
Epiflies of Paul , accufing him that he fell from the Law. The Jewijh Sabbath, 
and ocher Ceremonies he obferved together with the Jews, onely the Sunday 
he celebrated as we do in remembrance of the refurrettion. *Tis reported that 

Sr. John hearing Ebion was in the Bath refrained his company, and having feen Hi( -

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CHAP. IV. 

From the death of D.omitian to that of Pertinax, and the 
expopng of the Empire to publick fale by the 
Soldiers , the fpace of 97 years. 

1. JT is reported of Domitian 7 that not long before his death he dreamed, SuettniiiVa * 
that a golden ncckjtnd head was grown up on his (boulders, and thac he tnitian. 
Golden dayes was fully allured, that after him were thereby portended golden dares to the 
after Dm/utiM. Commonwealth, This truly came to paffe through the abftinence , moderati- viom™* * 
o.n, and excellent government of the fix fucceeding Princes, during the reign 
of whom the Roman Empire (for temporal refpe&s) enjoyed more happi- 
neffe, th in ever before or after, Strangers affording chac, which the Na¬ 
tives of Italy would not contribute to their own Country. 

2. Cocceius Nerva, an old man, and born in Crete (fay fome, though Aml'mVi- 
others make him a native of Narnia in Italy) after the death of Domitian ftor. 

‘Hymi 1'uc- hid the Empire put upon him, by the Legions which then quartered amongft 
cocdeth him. c he Seq.umi in Gall. After his alfuming the Government, a ftrong rumour 
went abroad, that Domitian was yet living, which fomewhat perplexed him, 
till by Parthenius, and Peironm 7 Captains of che guards, he was put out of 
doubt; and afterwards his ele&ion was confirmed by the Senate. He took 
down the golden and filver Statues created to Domitian, whereof was raifed 
a great fum of money, and forbad any to be fee up to himfelf. He recalled e itfeb. tcclef, 
fuch as his predeceffors bani (Fed, and amongft others che Chriftiam, fo that Hijt. /. 3. c.ii; 
Sc. John the ApoflU returned out of Path mo s unto Ephefus. Calpurnius 
Cr a flits by vaft promifes attempted to draw che Soldiers from him; but being 
happily dilcovered, he onely banilhed him to Taremttm. He eafed the Com¬ 
monwealth of the grievous impofitions laid upon it 9 and having conjoyned 
thefe two things, in che times of fome of his Predeceffors infociable, viz. 

Soveraimy and Liberty , although he had kindred of his own, yet he adopted 
M. lllpius Trajanus, ^Spaniard born, who then ruled Germany, preferring Tacitus in 
Adoptedi herein the publick good before private refpe&s. He lived with him buc three Agricola. 
•fra'tM and moneths. Por falling out with one Regains a Senator , he was in fo great a 

tilech. pillion, that it drove his natural heat into a Feaver, whereof he died on the ; 

lixth before the Calends of February, having lived 6 5 years, and reigned one 
year, four moneths, and nine daves, in the 851 year of the City, A.D. 98, 
he himfelf the fourth , and 'Trajanus Cafar the fecona time , bein»

3. 7 ^»fticceededhim, and took the Enfigns of the Empire at Agrip¬ 
pina a Colony in Gall: He prefently reduced ail Germany beyond the Rhine 0 ro f tliS 
Trajan fuc- V^° ' c>s wonced condition, brought under alfo feveral Nations beyond the 
ceedeth him, r‘ vcc Dnmtbius. But Diurpanes (or DiurpanU , Decebaltts , or Decibdlus , 
for he hath feveral names) King of the Daci, who had formerly forced Do- 
mitian to pay tribute, held him ftifly to it for the fpace of five years, with y 
the.expence of fo much blood, that there wanted linnen to bind up che Trawut!’ 

His Wars, wounds of che Soldiers, and che Emperour care his own robe to fupply che 
defeit thereof. Buc at length he brought them under, and planted Colonies 
in that Country. He reduced Armenia, having killed him chac feized on it, 
conquered Parthia ( whence he was called Partbicus ) and palling over 77 - 
gris and Euphrates, invaded Perfia and Ajfyria ; and got into his hands Se- 
lettcia, Cteftphon , and Babylon. Confidering Trajan as an Heathen Prince, 
in excellency of Government he was fecond to none. He extended the Em¬ 
pire further chan any of his predeceffors ; fo that now. it reached from the 
Irijh Ocean beyond che River Tigris : from the Atlantic^ Sea to the Per ft an 
He cxcendcch Gulf ; from the Mount. At las to the Calidonian Forreft : as alfo as far as the 
furcherthan » and beyond Danubius. He had in his intention to invade In- 

ever. dia with a Fleet, which he ordered to be provided in the Red Sea. He was 

faluted 
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faluted Optimus by the Senate. His moderation was exceeding great, being 
backed withfuch a confidence of his own innocence, that giving a dag¬ 
ger to Saburanus according to the cuftom, when he made him Captain of his 
A moderate Guard, he bade him ufe it in his behalf if he did well, but imploy it a- 
pcrfon in ci- gainft him, if he found him to tranfgreffe the bounds of Law and equity, for 
vil matter*, as muc h as ^ 0U ghc to look to others, fhould moft of all look to him- 
felf. He fo ufed his Subjects as he himfetf (he faid) would defire his Prince 
fhould ufe him, were he a private per [on. Though he was not learned him¬ 
felf, yet he much favoured humane and fecular Learning, converfing very fa¬ 
miliarly and often with the Profeffors thereof, whom he alfo preferred to 
publick Offices. 

4. Humane and Secular Learning he favoured, and that onely. For he 
raifed the third perfection againft the Heavenly Do&rin and the Church 
But perfecu- of Chrift, to which cruelty che worldly wife menfeem moft of all to have 
ceth the contributed. Being puffed up with the Vi&ory he had obtained over the 

Church. D ac i atK } 7 hracians (after the ending of the fecond Dacian War, in the ninth 

' year of his reign, Decebalus having killed himfelf) as he was maching againft 

Ofrtes or Chofdroes the Parthian King, and the Armenians , having com¬ 
manded all that would not worfliip hisfalfe sods to be put to death, Jgna- 
tius the Scholar of St.John the Apoflle, ana Bifhop now of Antioch, was 
brought before him, whilfthe lay (in his paffage) in this City. Ignatius 
ftancfmg in his prefence, he faid, who art thou Devil (Cacodaemon) who 
His ditceurfe makeft hafle to tranfgreffc our Commands, and perfwadeft others to deftroy 
with ignaiins themfelves ? Ignatius anfvvered. No body calleth Theophorus a Cacodaemon, 

^ f or devils flic from the Servants of God. But / know thou fo catleft me bt- 
caufe / mole ft them. For I confeffe / have Chrift the heavenly King • and 

dijfolve their councils. 'Trajan demanded who is Theophorus > Ignatius re- 
plyed, He who hath Chrift in his breaft. Trajan hid, Doft not thou think, 
we have the Gods in our breaft which affift us againft our Enemies ? Igna¬ 
tius anfwered, In that thou efteemeft the Devils of the Gentiles to be gods, thou 
err eft. For there is one God, who made Heaven, and Earth, and Sea, with 
all that are in them ; and he hath one oneli begotten Sonne Jefus Chrift , 
whofe friendjhip l have obtained. Trajan then faid, Thou fpeakeft of him 
that was crucified by Pontius Pilate •* Ignatius replyed, Of him who cruci¬ 
fied fin and the inventor of it ; and who approveth not of him that fervoth 
Idols, but who in his heart wifely underftandeth this. Trajan Added, Doft 
thou then carry Chrift in thy felfi Ignatius faid. Tea, for it is written, I will 
dwell and walkjn them. T f ajan concluded thus, I award that Ignatius, who 
faith, he beayeth in himfelf the Crucified, be conveyed in bonds by Soldiers to 
the great City Rome, there to be devoured of beaftsfor a fhow to the People. 

This was accordingly executed upon the moft holy Marty, on the ao of De- 
cember, as it is recorded in his Alla or the Memorials of him colle&ed by 
Philo , Gains, and Agathopes, who followed him from Syria to Rome - con- 
Whomhe , earning which, as alfo three Epiftles which go under his name , the Differ- 
ciftttj wild rations of the moft Reverend and Learned Arch-Bifhop of Armagh are to 
beads at beconfulted. 

Rime. 5. Ignatius being vexed by a tedious journey, that his conftancy might be 

fhaken, when he came to Troas (or new Troy, built not far from the place 
where that of Priamus ftood)underftood that Peace was reftored to his Church m \ n 
of Antioch. This came to paffe whilft Trajan ftift continued there, conful- Epijt. ignatii 
ting about the Parthian War, as appeareth from Malela the Hiftorianofthat advhiladet- 
Tibmtums his City. For Tiberianus the Prefident of the chief Nation of Paleftine, moved phtnos. 
letter to Tra- ^ E m p erour t0 moderation by this letter: I am wearied with punijhing and 
putting to death the Galileans ( who come before us under the name of Chri¬ 
ft sans) according to your Commands, yet they ceafe not to reveal themfelves 
for the flaughter. And although I have laboured both by exhortation and 
thr earnings, that they might not dare to makjt known themfelves to me at pro- 
f effort of that doftrine ; yet being profecuted, they do not ceafe. I defire 
therefore that what your pleafure is in this kmd, your Majefty would pleafe 

to 
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to certifie. me. * Saidas mentioning alfo this meffage of Tiberianut unto voce 
'Jrajan, addeth, that the Emperour forbad all, his Subje&s to- punifti the T ?*'**©\ 
Mitigatcth Chrifiians. Yet that , this indulgence was not fo univerfal, but that it moft 
the Pcrfccu- ef 'i 3 Uy concerned PaUfiine, Syria, and-othe« parts,of the Eaft r where the 
t,0n, Emperour then- refided, appeateth from Ignatius his deprecation, that the 

perfection might ceafe, when he was even to be brought into the Amphthe - 
acre •; as the Aft* or Memorials concerning .him relate. But befides 
this Letter of Tiberianus, there'is extant another- of Plnty che younger,- 
.who was moved to write to the Emperour upon tjie fame occasion, and for

6. For being Proprietor of Bhhynta, the variety of cafes tn thofe that 

were accufed troubled him ; although, to comply with the iniquity of the. Epiflyy. 
As alfo the fjmgs fo fcclarcth,, that fach as flood out his threatnings thrice , he com-. L io. 

of Vhny manded.tobe led to punifhttent. He fignifierh, that out of fueh as had for - 
J ' m-erly been Chrifiians, but now worfhipped the Images of the Emperour, and 

the (rods, and blafphemed Chrift, he could not get any confeffion of any 
other fault or error, than that they were wont on a day appointed, beforeit was 
light, to meet together, and fing an hymn to Chrift-, and bound themfelves ' ff;; 
by a Sacramenrum or religtous oath, not for any wickjdneffe, but that they 
fhould not commit robbery, theft , or adultery, thatthey, (kould not..break, pro- 
mife nor cheat. Which being done, they were wont to depart, and meet a- 
gain to eat, promifcuoufly but innocentlyToget out the truth he tortured 
two women fervants, but could not find any thing, juftly chargeable , though 
thrott 1rh his Ethnick pravity and defire to pleafe the Emperour, he termeth the 
/Wf//Superftitio prava & immodica, or a naughty and immoderatfuperftition. 

Headdech, that itfeemedto him a thing worthy of. ferious confideration ; 
cfpecially for the number of thofe that were in danger for many, faith he, 
of every age and order , and of both Sexes, are brought, and will be brought 
into danger. For not onely hath the Contagion of this fuperfthion gone 
through Cities ; but a{fir Villages, And fields, which as it feemeth might be flop- 
ped andcorrefted. To be fure , it’s clear enough, that the Temples which 
were almoft defolate begin to be frequented, and the facrifleet of long time 
intermitted to be reftored, beafh for that ufe now going off,, which tilt new 
fcarcely any would buy. Whereby it.iseafie to gueffe, what a multitude of 
men might be reclaimed, if there were but place for repentance : Thus Pliny, 
to whom Trajan anfwereth (that we may onely repeat the fum) that Chri- 
ftians are not to bo p^ght for , but if accufed and convicted, except they re¬ 
cant, to bepuuifhed 5 concerning the abfurdity and injuftice of which Sen- 
tence, Tertullian excellently argueth in his * Apology, moft worthy to be read 
of all Chriftians. «

How John caufed at Ephefus his grave to be made, and in 
prefence of divers went in alive, and being no fooner in and to their feeming 
dead they covered him. Which kind of reft faith be, is rather to be termed a ' 
fleep than death.

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' the manner of a Well, by reafon of John's rcfting in it, and breathing: a fign 
of his flumbring therein. Though hedi’ed at Ephefiu, yet was not the fuc- 
ceeding Bifhop, much lefle any ocher, Heir of chat Authority, which for fo many 
years he had obtained in the Church , as having many years outlived the reft 
of the Apoffles. For to the Apoftles fucceeded not Apoftles nor uniyerfal 
Meffengers of Chrift, of which fort John was for many years, and he; alone, 
but Biftiops, every one circiunfcribed within his own limits.

_ . . % * The perfecution of the Ctiriftians drew down heavy judgements upon 

the Empire in the time of Trajdtii In the later end of his reign bapned mod 
Trajan for his grievous Earth-quakes in feveral places, by which four Cities in Aft a, three 
pcrfccuring in Greece, and threein Galatia were overturned. Antioch alfo whiled he 
Chriftians. wintered there was grievoufly fhaken , whereby multitudes, which for his 
fake had flocked thither, perilhed by many forts of deaths. He himfelf was 
by an unknown band drawn out of a window, and continued in the open 
air till the Earth-quake ceafed, not daring to venture himfelf in any houfe 
for many dayes. He was now marching towards the Eaft, and not being re¬ 
moved from his purpofe,'proceeded, croffed Tigra, fubdued Adtabene, and 
peirced as far zsCtefiphon and Babylon : but prefencly it came to paffe through Otofm lib:7. 
the fickleneffe of fuch as bad revolted to him,that he, who had already oe- 
voured the whole Eaft, was forced to retreat to defend his own. For the 
Jews 1 fuppofing him intangled in an Inextricable War re. _ 3.

- The 
feel , J fury of this rebellion fell upon Egypt, Cyrtne, and Cyprus. The manner of

not-related by moft credible, and moji impartial Writers. They ate their Vl9 ^g% t 
flefh, befmeared themfelves with their bloucW wore their skins, fawed them 
aftinder, call them to wild beafts,made them kill one another, &c. Befides 
the particular butcheries which they committed throughout Egypt j about py¬ 
rene they flew 200000. and in Cyprtts 250000. Trajan refolving to purfue 
them throughout his Dominions,not as Enemies or Rebels of the Empire, but 
as Creatures noxious to humane fociety, with rc y en p e L 1 ^ ^ * ormer 

outrages,Cent Marcus Tubcro with a great power,both by Land and Sea. 

9. He neither in a ftiorc fpace,nor withouc long,and cruel hoftility hmified 
the Wat; but be flew many Myriads of the Jews. Partly for the better le- 
, curity of the Cyprians in time to come , partly in memory of their tonner 
mifery, and the infamy of the Jews it was publickly enabled : That no jew, 
though driven by Tempefis thither, {boutd prefume to fet foot within their 
Coafi, upon pain of prejent execution, as already condemned by hts very ap¬ 
pearance onthat foil, which had been tainted with the deadly venom of hts 
c ountrey-men. Their carriage in the Weft made the Emperour fufpeft their 
brethren in Mefopotamia, whereupon be commanded A. Quint sett to bam in 
them that Countrey, and he joyning battel with them flew alfo a great num- 
ber. In the time of Trajan was Nero’s golden houfe burnt, and alfo the an. 
theonbv Thunder; notthe Pantheon ofAgrippa, as Scaltjer and c appelut 
note, but perhaps that of Jupiter Ultor or Minerva Medusa, AUengcli 
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Trajan dieth. Trajan died in Cilicia of a flux in Ar.gttfi, having reigned 10 yearsTlbT" 
monechs, and 15 daves, in the 64th year of his age, the firft of the 224 Ohm. 
piad, of the Citie the 870. A. D. 117. Quintiui Niger y and T. Vipfanins 
Apronianus being Conjuh. He was firft of all Emperours buried in the 
Citie, being fo beloved, that in fucceeding times the people in their acclama¬ 
tions to their Princes would wifh them the felicity of Augufius, and the 
goodneffe of Trajan. In his time flouriflied Plutarch, Lucian firft a Chri- Eufeb.k chon ’ 
flian , and then an Atheift; Plinius Secnndus, Suetonius, L.Florus Cor.Ta¬ 
citus, and others. ’

Coufin German, and born alfo in Spain, m the Citie I talk a, near to Civil 
the birth-place of He was more iogaged ro TU,m. the Empreffe xiphi r ms „ 

than to her husband for his fucceflion; for /he, ere his death w?,s publi/hed vione. 
figned the Teftament whereby he was made Heir ; and the PoJdibrs flandin^ 
to him, he took upon him the government in Syria, where he was Prefident. 

At his firft beginning he cut off all he fufpeaed,and reftored Difcipline to Aml.Vittot. 
the Army. He croffed the Seas into Britain, where he reformed divers spaniam 
things, and caufed a Wall 80 miles in length firft to be made to fever th evedm Hunts 
Barbarians from the Romans. He took the greateft pains of any Emperour in J 
vinting the Provinces,(or coming into Britain out of Gall and Germany , he 
alfo went into Spain ; then did he vifit Mauritania, Putthia, A pa’ and 
Greece-, and by Sicily returned to Rome. After this he went Into A fkl^ 
again, and thence returning into the Citie,once more into Greece, thence into 
Arabia, and fo into Egypt . He ever travelled on foot, and without any thing 
on his head, either in heat or cold. For this travelling Elor us the Poet twir- 
ted him, to whom he as wittily anfwered. 

11. He overrh r ew the Sauromata (or Sarmata inhabiting the Countreys 
now called Rujfia and Tartary') but the greareft conteft was with the Jews. 

I he principal caufeof their rebellion was, for that he built a new Citie , and 
therein a Temple to Jupiter Capitolim , where Jerusalem flood, and called 
the place after himfelf z/£lia Capitolina , and he forbad them to be Circum- 
The/rwa- CI ^ e d.

ner fbaken with this Commotion of the Jews. Hadrian lent the bell Cap- ‘ 9P ' 791 
qains he had againft them, whereof the chief was Julius Sever us, who ac this 
time governed Britain. Albeit in the end he had the .vi&ory, vet would he 
not have wifhed for many Triumphs at the fame rate. For very many of the 
Romans fell; infomuch that Adrian writing to the Senate, ufed not that be¬ 
ginning which other Emperours were wont: Si vos liberiejue vefiri vale Us, 

Eeneefi ; Ego quidem & exercitus valemus. But the extraordinary ftreiwh 
which now appeared in the Jews was given them for their deftruaion. the 
greater danger their mutiny had occafioned to the Empire, the greater was 
the Emperours feverity in puni/fiing their rebellion paft, the greater his car.e 
to prevent the like in time to come. In battels & skirmi/hes were /lain of them 
580000. _befides an infinite number confumed with famine and difeafes, du- 
rmgthe time of this lingring War, protraaed of purpofe by the Romans , not 
wiling to try it out in open field with fuch a forlorn defperate multitude# 

. Ut c ° >wh°_hved not long after this time, emphatically notes, that they were 
izitjew in member, their Land laid wafie, fifty of their ftrongtfi Munitions 
utterly r**>*d 9 and 985 of their Chief, and moft populous Towns fackr, and 
comumed by fire.

The State of the Jews from this time untill the expiration of the Ro¬ 
wan Empire cannot eafily be gathered from any Rowan writers, who feldom 
vouchfafethe Jews or Chriftians any mention, unlefle mforced thereto by 
fome famous war or mutiny, or by fome other event redounding to the 
Roman °l'ory. Judaa after this time was not famous for any tumult nil the 
ruin of Romes greatnelfe; the Jews wanted ftrength and the Chriftians 
willing minds to procure the Emperours glory by Seditions. Hereupon what¬ 
ever calamity either of them fufferedby the Romans,ms pafTed over by 
Roman writers, as private wrongs not worthy regifiring ini their ^nals. 

Uoon this account’tis no wonder they took no notice of our Saviour, or nis 
AAs, all tending to Peace and Loyalty. For as Tacitus notes, was 

moft quiet in Tiberius his time, which was the beft news the Romans ca¬ 
red to hear thence- Yet the general eftate of the Jews between Adrians 
and Honor ins his timers * one obferves, may be gathered out of the reverend * vr. jackfon 
Fathers of the Primitive Church;who ufually flopped the mouths of 
or blafphemous Atbeifts,by propofing their condition,then known nntoall the ^ 

World, for fuch as our Saviour had foretold it. Thus much of the Jews unnll 
the feries of time and affairs reduce us to them. 

! 2 Adrian , if we look at his natural difpofinon,was as it were com- 
, J pounded of vice and virtue, yet fo as he feemed to have the command of 
'hem, and may be reckoned amongft good Princes. He was mucb »dd,aed 
to fludies, and well feen in moft of the liberal Arts i here was his fault, that 
he defired to comprehend all, and did not referve himfelf for the moft wor¬ 
thy, being one of the moft curious men chat ever lived. And m him that lay¬ 
ing was fufficientlydemonftrat td. Non eft curiofusjuw idem fit m ^ evo ^ 

For he was fo envious that he mortally hated all better Scholars than him- 
felf, and confequently the greateft Profeffors m all Sciences; but tuchaswerz 
unable for their Profeflion he would difmifle with great rewards. He killed 
Apollodorus the Archited for Chewing him femething freely the errours in 
his buildings. The Captain of his Guard was Slmilis, vyho as Dio wrttecn, 
oettin^ leave to retire, and live quietly in the Countrey his l^ft f e ^en years, 
commanded this Infcription tobefet on his Tomb . Hereto* smiths, whofe 
life conftfted of many (or 6 j) years, yet he laved bitt y. His cruelty toward 
his later end vve may in charity impute to his peeviflmeffe contraded by the 
Dropfie with which he was fore vexed in every part. In his time the Church 
was under fome perfection ; for Xiftus Biftiop of Rome was Crowned with 
Martyrdom in the tenth year of his reign, on the eighth of the Ides of April , 
to whom fucceeded Telefphorus,zcco:d\n°to Vamafits ; but this was rathei 
from the malice of others, and the picked cuftom then on foot than out of 
his inclination. Being fomething fatisfied with the 

tut and Ariftides^wo learned men, he wrote a Letter to Mmuttus Fun-.

The State of the Jews from this time untill the expiration of the Ro¬ 
wan Empire cannot eafily be gathered from any Roman writers, who feldom 
vouchfafethe Jews or Chilians any mention, unlefle inforced thereto by 
fome famous war or mutiny, or by fome other event redounding to the 
Roman glory. Judaa after this time was not famous for any tumult nil the 
ruin of Romes greatneffe j che Jews wanted ftrength and the Chriflians 
willing minds to procure the Emperours glory by Seditions. Hereupon what- 
foever calamity either of them fuffered by the Romans, was palled over by 
Roman writers, as private wrongs not worthy regiftring in their Annals, 

Upon this account Vis no wonder they took no notice of our Saviour, or his 
A&S, all tending to Peace and Loyalty. For as Tacitus notes, Jud&a was 
moft quiet in Tiberius his time, which was the beft news th z Romans ca¬ 
red to hear thence- Yet the general eftace of the Jews between Adrians 
and Honor ins his timers * one obferves, may be gathered out of the reverend * vr. fackfon 
Fathers of the Primitive Church; who ufually flopped the mouths of Heathens, b.i. chap* 7. 
or blafphemous Atheifls,by propofing thekcondition,then known unto all the £”« ed upoQ 
World, for fuch as our Saviour had foretold it. Thus much of the jews untill 
the feries of time and affairs reduce us to them. 

Adrian, if we look at his natural difpofition,was as it werecom- 
n pounded of vice and virtue, yet fo as he feemed to have the command of 

Adnm Cha- and be reckoned amongft good p r i nC e S . He was much addled 

to fludies, and well feen in moft of the liberal Arts 5 here was his fault, that 
he defired to comprehend all, and did not referve himfelf for the moft wor¬ 
thy, being one of the moft curious men that ever lived. And in him that fay¬ 
ing was fuffidently demonftrated, eft curiofus quin idem Jit malevolm. 

For he was fo envious that he mortally hated all better Scholars than him¬ 
felf, and confequently the greateft Profeffors in all Sciences; but fuch as were 
unable for tW Profeflion he would difmifle with great rewards. He killed 
Apollodorus the Architect for (hewing him fcmething freely the errours in 
his buildings. The Captain of his Guard was Similes , who as Via wnreth, 
netting leave to retire, and live quietly in the Countrey his laft feven years, 
commanded thislnfcriptiontobefet on bis Tomb • Her* treih similis, wh 0j c 
life conked of many (or 6f)years 9 yet he lived butq. His cruelty toward 
his later end we may in charity impute to his peevifhnejk contracted by the 
Dropfie with which he was fore vexed in every part- In his time the Church 
was under fome perfection; for Xiftus Bilhop of Rome was Crowned with 
Martyrdom in the tenth year of his reign, on the eighth of the Ides of April, 
to whom fucceeded Telefphorus , according to Damafus ; but this was rather 
from the malice of others, and the .wicked cuftom then on foot, than out of 
his inclination. Being fomething fatisfied wich the Apologies of Quadra- 
tus and Ariflides, two learned men, he wrote a Letter to Minuuus Fun-

If this 
opinion may be attributed to any Haerelie, or if this prejudice did not arife 
from the imputation of this kind of cruelty by the Heathen to Chrifliamty it 
felf, the Carpocratians rather than the Montanifts were guilty of it But 
becaufe both forts were called Gnoflicks (as fwelling with an opinion of know¬ 
ledge ) what was adied but by one, might eafily be attributed to the other. 

So becaufe Montanus* as full of the Holy Ghoft called upon men in the name 
of the Father, he was believed to confound the perfons of the Trinity into 
one, which was the invention of the SabeUiam 100 years after. Tis further 
raid of him, that he baptized the dead, and not allowing of fecond marriages 
permitted married perfons to be feparated when they themfelves would. 

That he took away repentance , affirming that finners could never have their 
fins pardoned by repentance. And that the Apoftles and Prophets underftood 
not any thing they had written, but were Arreptitii. Now to return to civil 

2.1. Pitts being dead on the Nones of March , Marcus the fon otAnnius 
Ofi. Aurelius* Verut fucceeded , who was fir ft adopted by Catiltus Serenut his great Grand- 
Anionims , father on the mother’s fide, the fecond time by Lucius Commodw* and the 

‘Pbilofopbus, t j,i r< j by p t us. He made Lucius the fon of Lucius Commodus* by whom he 

and l, Venn. was a ^ 0 p te( 3 ^ f eC ond time, partner with him in the Empire, as his brother, 
and fix moneths after having a fon born to him on the Calends of September* 
named him Commodus , after his faid adoptive father. Marcus ana Lucius 
were the firft two that ever joyntly, and with equal power and authority ru¬ 
led the Empire, being very contrary in difpofition, though through the good- 
nefle and prudence of the former they maintained concord betwixt d^nfl" 
felves. sJMarcus notwithftanding his publick place was fo in love with the 
liberal Sciences, that he would frequent the Leflures of Philofophers: Lucius 
having little capacity, and leffe aflfeflion for fuch matters, gave himielf up 
to luxury and idlejieffe, onelyfo far reftraining himfelf as his intereft com¬ 
pelled him to comply with his Collegue , although he might have been di¬ 
verted from fuch courfes by the Wars. For Vologefus King of Parthia brake 
into Armenia* Cappadocia* and Syria , laying all wafte before him, overthrew 
the Reman Army, and put to flight Attidius Cornell anus* who at that time 
governed Syria . Againft him Lucius was fent, and by his Captains did very 
<>reat things, not onely for the recovery and relief of thofe places,but alfo m 
*A[Syria. For, he therein took Scleucia* fituate upon the River Hidafpes 
with 400000 perfons,for which he ,triumphed with his brother. But after they 
had reigned eleven years Lucius died of an Apoplexy as he rode with his Col- 
Tegue in the fame Chariot. 

22. As for the difpofition and carriage of Marcus , both as a (Heathen) 

Man, and a Prince ; he fcarcely ever had his Superiour in goodnefle and vir¬ 
tue. Being extraordinarily learned (upon which account he was firnamed Phi - 
lofophus ) he abounded according to the dilates of right reafon; with mode¬ 
ration, juftice,and clemency. For the maintenance of his Wars,that he might 
not be burthenfom to his fubje$s,he fold feveral things to raife money. 

The head of AvidiusCaftius* who having rebelled againft him was flam in the 
Eaft, being fent to him , he caufed it prefently without any infulcing language 
- .,. rTl to be buried. Aurcl. Vitior relleth us that in his time the freedom.of the 
the. freedom Citie was promifeuoufly given to all; fo that Cambden feemeth miftaken, 
of the Citie who writeth that by the ordinance of Pius* as many as were in the a oman 
eoali. World became Citizens of Rome. This freedom of the Citie was wont to.be 

given either with privilege of fuffrage or without. The firft that had it with¬ 
out fuffrage were the Carites. We underftand , faith Gellius* that the Caerites m>j6,capjs. 
veer e firft made Municipes without the right offujfrage : and that it was gran¬ 
ted to them* that they flouldreceive the honour of the Roman Citie, but be 
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freed from bufine fie* and (yurtbens* fir that they received* and kept the facra 
Freedom of {or idols ) in the Gallick war. Paterculus alfo tellerh us, that. in the Conful- 
the Citie va- ft up of' Sp.Pofthnmim and Veturtm Calvinus*Campana data eft civitas par - 
nous. tiejue Samnitium fine f»fir agio * and in the fame place M. Curio & Rufina 

Cornelio Cofs. Sabines fine fufir agio data civitas. What Municipium was, 
and who Municipes* is worthy of confederation. In the time oi Gellius it ap¬ 

pears from him that thofe words were much in ufe,but nothing underftood. 

For fuch as were of Colonies would call both themfelves and their Countrey- 
men Municipes* which, faith he, is far diflantfrom reafon and truth. Even fo 
what Muncipi are* and how much they differ from a Colony* we are ignorant* 
and we think, that Colonies are in a better condition than they. 

23. Of this opinion fo full of errour Adrian the Emperour learnedly dif- 
courfed in his Oration which he made in the Senate concerning the Itali- 
cenfes , or Inhabitants of Italic a in Spain * (as they were called) from whom 
he himfelf descended. He wondred that the Italicen fes and other antienc 
Municipia (amongft whom he named them of Utica) when they might live 
according to their own cuftomes and laws, were tickled with a defire to be 
changed into the condition of Colonies. He faid that the Pr&neftines ear- 
neftly defired of Tiberius to be altered from the ftate of a Colony to that of a 
Municipium,md that the Emperour granted it, in confederation that under 
the Walls of their Town he had recovered from a deadly difeafe. Munici¬ 
pes therefore (fo Gellius concludeth) are Roman Citizens of the Municipia* 
ufing their own freedom and Laws, onely partakers of honourable imploy- 
ment {Muneris honor arii) with the Roman people, from undertaking which 
imployment (d (jiiomunere capcfiendo) they feem to be named, being bound 
by no other neceffities, nor by any Law of the Roman people, for as much as 
their Land never belonged to it. Then proceedeth he to diftinguifh in the 
matter of. the Carites * betwixt fuch Municipes as had ri°ht of fuffrage, and 
not, for if there had been no fuch diftin&ion he would never have faid. 

The jitft Municipes we underft and to have been made without right of fuf¬ 
frage were Czrites. For a more clear difeovery of the relations of other 
places unto Rome * we fhall obferve this four-fold diftinftion of privileges.

Ice” 0 lrm ’ J us Civitatis was freedom of the Citie, and we find in Paterculus that it 

ivas cum fufragio dr fine fufiragio. Jus Municipii we find in Gellius to J KS Civitatis 
have alfo been freedom of the Citie, for Municipes were alfo called Cives & jus Marl 
Romani* and were named sv/nnivtpes* a muneribus capiendis * or capefiendrs ■ tipii. 
there was alfo as appeareth from Gellius Jus Muncipii cum*&fine fuffra?io\ 

Jus Civitatis therefore & Jus Municipii feem to have differed little -"the . . 
tormer was larger, refpe&ing fingle perfons fometimesabfolucely con fidered 
without relation to any place that was related to Rome as a Municipium. 

For fingle perfons (Ambaffadors or others) have had the freedom of the Citie 

beftowed on them primarily without refpett to any place at all, who perhaps 

could not be called Municipes* becaufe fuch feem to have been proper, and 

onely Free-men of Municipia , and not otherwife than mediately to have 

been free of Rome, The power or right of fuffrage will not fuffer us to imagine 

that, becaufe Gellius dalleth the imployment of the Municipes , munus hono _ 

ranum* therefore it was but titular. For by the right of fuffrage they had 

power to affemble in the Qmitia* and Vote in their Tribes* Centuries , and 

C stria* as the occafion required : and hence doubtleffe were capable of hono- 

rable Offices. And the word it felf, though fometimes it may be expounded 

titular* as th z Confuls after Conftantinest ime (nr Hither ConfUUYes* as 

they are called in * Cajftodorus* ancFfh^r Office Conftrlaritas) ate-earned * Libfi.epift 

Lon Jules Honor arii* being but Titular € onfuls ; yet it ! alfo refpe£tech autho- 2 °- 

rity and power as well as meer Title* in-thar the Law bf the Prsstor (whereof 

we have formerly fpoken) is called JusfJonorarium. ■ 

. M* ^ or c ^e Jut Cotoni&* it fo termed by Tacitits'l ilfo in thofe words: 

Italiavctus oppidumPuteoli Jus Colonhe & Coanomentum a Nerone 
adipifeuntur. Gellius diftlnguiffiech it from the Jus Municipii* after this 
manner. Put of Colonies there is another relation or alliance (neceffitudo.) 

For 
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For they do come extrin ft c ally into the City, neither do they ft and on their Jus Coloni*. 
own roots; but are as it were begotten by the State, and have Caws and Infti- 
t a lions, not of their own, but thofe of the Roman people. Tet this condition , 
although it be more obnoxious and leffe free, is accounted better and more ex¬ 
cellent ^ for the amplitude and Ma'\efty of the Roman people • whereof thefe 
Colonies fiem to be certain Images and refemblances : and alfo becaufe the 
rights of the Municipia arc cbfcure andobiiturated, which by reafon of igno¬ 
rance the owners cannot ufe. From this it appears that Colonies were free of Lib.i. c. 14, 
cheCitie, in which refpeft Paterculus giving us account of the feveral O- i$.‘' ‘ * 
Ionics that were planted till the time of Alarms, mixeth with them fuch pla¬ 
ces as to which freedom was given, making it as it were the fame thing. If 
it had been otherwife, there would noc have been any companion as to pri¬ 
vilege betwixt Municipia and Colonies , and it would have faved Gellius the 
labour of proving againft the common belief that the Jus Municipii was 
greater. Now as for the Jus Latii, Suetonius diftinguifheth it from Jus Ci - OV- 47 - 
vitatis, for fpeaking what ysuguftus did to feveral Cities, he hath this expref- 
fion amongft the red : Latinitate vet civitate donavit. Spartianus in the life 
of Adrian faith, Latium multis civitatibus dedit. And 7 acitus (coming up 
to our Term) faith of Nero : Eodem anno Csefar nationes Alpinm maritima- Annal.l.i 5. 
rum in Jus Lam tranftulit. The Latines were ever counted of the kindred c. 31. 
of Rome, the Romans having defcended from them, and upon this account fas Lath, 
there was a drifter League and Alliance with them than any other people, 
which in joyed not the freedom of the Citie. 

25. The Latines envying the rifing fortune of Rome their Colony, laboured 
to fuppreffe it , but dill were worded, and ever forced to fubmit. Servius 
Fu Hi ns the fixth King of Rome breathing after glory in future times, in imi¬ 
tation of the Council of the dmpkyttiones in Greece, and other publick con¬ 
ventions ( as we have formerly faid ) perfwaded both Nations to build at 
Rome a Temple or Afylum out the common expenfe , where the Cities meet- pionyf. Hall- 
ing yearly, jhould facrifice ,hold a fair ascertain times , and if any conten- cam, lib, 4. 
tion hapned amongft them, it might be compofed in a religious manner by 
their fellow Cities, Gathering money he built the Temple of Diana in the 
Aventine iMount (the mod eminent in the Citie) and wrote down the con¬ 
ditions of the League, with the manner of observing the Fead and Mart. 

And that they might not be abolifhed by the injury of time, he ingraved 
The ftria the Decrees of the Council in a pillar of bralfe, and the Cities which were 
League and partakers of this fociety , which pillar continued, till our age, faith Diony- 
Ailiance be- ft HJ) dedicated in the Temple of Diana , inferibed with fuch Cbarafters as 
Romans and Creece anciently ufed, which is no light argument that Rome was not built 

Latines, by Barbarians. Tarquinius the lad King, and Succeflor of Servius ,renewed 

this League, and taking in the Hernici and Volfci 9 appointed another place in 
the middof all thofe Nations, viz. a Mount near to the Albanians, called 
alfo Mons A Ibanus , where yearly Fm'rf^era Fedival) were to be cele¬ 
brated, and for that time , in refpeft of the religion of the place, and the 
Law made for that purpofe, they were all to abdain from all manner of vio¬ 
lence, and in common facrifize to Jupiter Lattalis and Fead together; it 
being appointed how much each people fhould contribute and receive. Of 
thefe Feria, and this facrifice were partakers 47 people, and in our age, faith 
the Hiftorian, ^eRomans obferve thefe FerU (called Feria Latina) and 
fome contribute Lambs, fame Cheefe, fome a certain quantity of Milk , a ”d 
others Cak,es or Wafers made up with Milk.. 7 'he facrifice is one Bull for 
all, of whofe inwards a certain portion is given to every people. They fa- 
crifi&e for all in general, and the Romans preftde at the facrifice. Thofe 
Feria at fird confided but of one day, which Tarqumius appointed. Af¬ 
ter his banifhment the people added another. And about fix years after, 
when Peace was compofed betwixt fatritians and Plebeians, after the Crea¬ 
tion of the Tribuni Plebis and y£diles, a thifd was added ; at what time 
the League was alfo renewed with the Latines, becaufe that after the Peace 
made with them at the end of the War with Tarquinius (whofe part 
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they took) they had continued peaceable and faithful to the Rowans during 
their conditions and fedirions. 

26. * Dionyfists mentioning the renewing of this League, giveth us the * ^ 
fubdance of it, by which defeription our defign is accomplished as to the Jus ' 

The Content* Lath. Thefe things were contained in the League ; Let there be mutual 
of the League. p eAce betwixt the Romans and Latines, as long as the Heavens and Earth keep 
the fame Station \ and let neither make War upon the other, nor procure others ■ 
to do it, nor give free pajfage to fuch at would, but to the utmofl help each 
other infefted by War, and, equally divide the prey and fpoils. Concerning 
private contrail j, let the controverfie be judictarily decided in the Forum of 
that People where the contrail wot made. Let nothing be added to the condi¬ 
tions of the League, nor taken away, without the confent of the Romans, and 
all Lacine People. To this purpofe a League was edabliflied betwixt the 
parties, and fworn to by all facred things. This near confederacy is to be* 
taken as explanatory of the Jus Lati'i, including fuch a drong alliance as was 
not made with any, but afterwards according ro this preferipr. In procefle of 
time the Latines came to have the freedom of the City. When this 
freedom was given to them is fomethimg obfeure. Diony fins fo relateth the 
dory of- Cajfius (in whofe fecond Confulfhip, according to him, this League 
was renewed) as if at the fame time was given to them the freedom of the 
City ; for Cajfius to curry favour with the Hernici gave them the fame 
league,and when he would have in his third Confulfhip the Agrarian to paffe, 
he caufed the Latines and Hernici to be prefent at the Comttia', to cary k by 
the greater number of voices. But if any fuch thing were, it was done ra¬ 
ther by his over forwardnefle to gratifie them, and without the confent of the 
State, as thofe Privileges were which he bedowed upon the Henries. Howe¬ 
ver , it appeareth that they had not the freedom till this time ; for Cajfius in 
. *'s flattering fpeech to the multitude concerning the excellent afts performed ^ionyf.l.t, 
oy them in his three Confulfhips, faith, that in his third the fedition being ap¬ 
peared, the Commons were reduced home: the kinfmen of the Ro¬ 
mans, but emulators for glory and Empire, were received into friendfhip and 
into the City , that afterwards they might edeem Rome as their Country, and 
not as an adverfary, Though formerly there was a League with them, yet it 
feemeth they were not received into the City till now, and that rather by Caf- 
fius his flattery, fo that neither they nor the Hernici retained this privilege, 
and we dp not find that they were admitted into any Tribe, or gave thence¬ 
forth their fuftrages in the Comma. This confirmeth what we fay, that * Flo- * Li, 04 .1 
rus declareth the caufe of their revolt afterwards, to have been an emulation 
for Empire and Magiftrates, and that contemning the Romans after the burn¬ 
ing of the City, they required Jus civitatit amongft other things. 

27. This they did not now obtain, being fubdued and reduced by War to 
obedience, and punillied feveral wayes. However the antient League feem- 
ech to have been renewed $ at lead with mod of them, who were dill called 
Socii nominis Latins, Often the Jus Civitatis was promifed them, but dill 
deferred and put off by the Fathers , who alone knew the fecrec of Empire, 
till at length they broke out into the Social War, and yet then were they fub¬ 
dued again, and brought under by force, and then was given to them conquer¬ 
ed, what they could not obtain by ftrong hand. After this, the hedge being 
broken down from about the Roman State, and through the variety of the in- 
terefts of Roman Citizens parries and faftions arifing, Freedom came to be 
given to other placesone after another, though when, to whom, and by 
whom, we now mud noc inquire. Augufttts was very fparing in the grant 
thereof; but fucceding Princes fpred this privilege far ana wide, rill at length 
Antoni mu Philofphus communicated it to the whole body of the Empire, ic 
being now nothing material, feeing that the multitude met not together in the 
Comitta, to give their fuffrages, which had by variety of interefts, humours, 
and inclinations confounded all things. Now again to our matter. 

28. Marcus AureUus Antoninus, like a good Patriot, orrather Pater Pa- 
tria, did non fatisfie himfelf in providing for the publick good for his own 
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time only.For he took fpecial care for the good education of his fon Commodus, 
commuting him to the moft eminent men he could obtain for money to be 
educated in good literature and manners. To Lucius rather than him > is to 
r , r . be imputed the fourth perfecution, which in their time raged throughout the 
ncrfecutlan Provinces. Herein fuffered Poly carpus that famous Birtrop of Smyrna, as is 
’ teftified in the Epiftle written by his Church unto the brethren m Pontus. He 
was ordained BifhopbySr. and other Apoftles, with whom .he conver- 
fed, and his Scholar he was, as Ttrtullian , Irttuus , and feveral of the 
Antients do teftifie, and had ferved Chrift86 years, for he was older by 
much than thus, as Reverend * Ujher hath evinced. He caufed meatto.be fet 
before thole who apprehended him, and with wonderful alacrity and refolu- 
tion. underwent his Marryrdom by fire, on thefeventh of the Calends of 
April, the ninth of M. Aurelius Antoninus, and the 169 of the ordinary 
^£ra of C6ri/?,which was the fame wherein Lucius died,as fome Infcriptions 
of Grttterus do teftifie. Now fuffered alfo Juft in Martyr , who after he had 
publifhed his fecond Apology for the Chriftians, through the malice of Crr- 
fcens the Cynick (whom railing ngainft Chriftianity he had taxed for his fil¬ 
thy kind of life) as he even foretelleth in his Apology. The Churches of 
Lugdunum and Vienna in Gall were efpecially exercifed in this fiery cryal, as 
is to be feen in the Hiftory of Eh {thins. 

29. It may without curiofity be obferved, that ufually the perfections of 
Gods People were followed with judgements upon the adverfaries, as ic now 
through Gods providence came to pafle. For fo great a Peftilence fell upon 
the Provinces, that Villages, Towns, and fields in Italy, were left with¬ 
out Inhabitant or Tiller, and Galen the Phyfician ran away from it from Rome 
home to Pergamus. This was followed by a War with the Marcomanni , 
which could not be caried on without new levies, wich for three years toge¬ 
ther the Emperour made at Carnutum (now Chartres) in Gall. Forbefides 
the Marcomanni (a People inhabiting that now called Merhern) th z Quads 
(whom fome will have the fame with the prefenc Auftrians, others with the 
Saxons and Sileftans) the Van dal Is (inhabiting in the now Kingdomof Swt- 
den) Sarmatians, andSuevians, and almoftail Germany were up in arms, 
and invaded P*»*o*ia. The Roman Army refitting thefe motions, peirced 
into the borders of the Quadi ; but there were befet bytheir adverfaries, and 
encountred by a greater Enemy, being all ready to peritti by thirft. At this 
time the Soldiers of the Legion called Melitina being Chriftians , fell upon 
their knees in prefence of their fellow Soldiers, and in the name of thrift 
fofar prevailed with Almighty Go'd, that prefently. abundance of ram fell, 
and the Enemy was defeated by Thunder and Lightning. This Legion was 
thence called Fulminatrix or Thundering, and the Emperour confefTmg the 
Vi&ory to have proceeded from the prayers of Chriftians, was thenceforth 
favourable to fuch) and owned the deliverance in a publick inftrumentor let¬ 
ter to the Roman People and Senate. Herein, after he hath related the ftorf, 
and improved it in the behalf of Chriftianity, he commanded! fuch asaccufe 
Chriftians meerly as fuch, to be burnt alive, and no conftraint to be ufed to¬ 
wards the faithful. This his conftitution he would have confirmed by a Sena .- 
tufconfultum , and propofed to be feen and read in the Forum of Trajan. He 
ordereth Verafius Pollio to take care that it be fent into all the Provinces, and 
that any one that pleafeth may take a copy of it. 

30. This letter is published at the end of Juftin Martyr’s fecond ApoUt- 
TheEmpe—together with thofe of Antoninus and Adrian. It could not be added 
by Juftin himfelf, for ere this time be had fuffered Martyrdom. Pertonius 
Chriftianity thinketh, that onely that of Adrian was added by him, and the other two by 
i * fome other, who faw them pertinent for the place. Bur Eufcbitu in his Hi¬ 
ftory mentioneth that of Antoninus as well as that of Adrian , m the * words 
di M'Ut a Bifhopof Sardis, who wrote an Apology to the Emperour, and 
alfo * exemplified rhe Epiftle it felf. This letter alfo of M AmonnusPhilo- 
fopfrn , is extant in the moft antient Copy of the Vatican library ,m the end 
of Juftin Martyr’s works? added by fome ftudious and well-afFetred pcrfon. 
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fi r ft cranflated into Greek .out of Latin , and again into Latin out -of Greek. 
moft accurately, as we are informed by Sy bur guts in his Annotations upon 
Juftin Martyr, But the Emperour being called into Pannonia for the finifla- 
in CT of the War there, and patting into Sarmatia , fell lick. . Hereupon feri- 
oufly bethinking himfelf wnat might happen to the Empire in the minority of 
his fon, thefe parts being not fully reduced to obedience, efpecially in cafe he 
ttiould degenerate from the worth of his anceftors,and give himfelf up toluxury 
and cruelty, he called his friends together, and ferioufly commended him unto 
them, to be advifed and a'flifted for the beft.After this he lived but one day and 
a night,to the grief of all men.He died at Vendebona the 17 of March , in the 
Si1. Aurelius 58 year of bis age, and of his Empire the 19, the 93 2 of the City. A.D.180. 
diech. Arrius Prafeus the 2 time and es£Hus Gordtantts being Confnls. 

. 3i. Commodus his fon (forwhofe fake D/7maketh the Phyficians to have 

ornnuuu. lilted him) fucceeded him, having two years before been madeaConful, 1 ‘ lt 

through a difpenfacion with the Lex Annaria, as Lampridiw writeth, al- 13 9 ' 

though it feemeth fomething ftrange, that this Law could take place upon V.c.91 2. 
thofe, to whom the title of Auguftus was not denied. Being owned by the A, D. 180. 
Army, for fome time he governed according to the dire&ionof his Father’s 
friends, but being obnoxious to flatterers by reafon of his youth, who fought 
to make their own ends out of him, he (hotly after, contrary to the judge¬ 
ment of his beft Counfellors, made a difhonourable Peace wich the Enemy, 
and away hewenttoenjoythepleafuresof Rome t where he was joyfully re¬ 
ceived for his fathers fake, his beacuty alfo much commending him to the eye. 

For a time he here alfo harkned to his fathers friends, buc making one Peren- 
niuizn old Soldier Captain of his Guards, he being exceflively covetous, al¬ 
lured him at firft by pleafures co idlenefle and negle& of bufineffe , then go¬ 
verning all himfelf, he falfely accufed them and others of the richer fort, that 
he might feize on their eftates. This his defignwas furthered by Lncilla the 
Emperour’s After, who grudging that Crifpina Commodus his wife friould take 
place of her, entered into a confpiracyagainft her brother, and ingaged one 
Quadrants a young Noble man therein, who perfwaded Quintiantu to kill 
Hisdifficul- Commodus. But he meeting him, had no power to do the deed, onely 
tics. fhewing his dagger, faid. The Senate fends thee this , and fo was apprehen¬ 

ded and put to death with his complices, Thefe words concerning the Senate 
thus foolifhly fpoken, never went out of the Emperours mind, but made 
him fufpedt all the Fathers, which advantage Perennins took, and.perfwaded 
him to kill all the chiefeft of them. This being performed, this man affe&ed 
the Soveraignty, but was in good time difeovered, both he and his Tons* 
whom he had fent into Illyricum to draw the Legions co revolt, and received 
^ their reward. 

32. Commodus to prevent the too great power of one man, put two into 
his place, Cleandtr and Niger, for the time to rome; and yet prefentl v after 
had more plots laid for his life. There was one Mat emus, who praifi ling the 
trade of robbery, got a great company of Highway-men together, and 
makinghimfelf Captain of a confiderable Army, wafted Gall and Spain, and 
thence repelled, refolved to venture for the Soveraignty it felf. Having bi c 
litclerhope to obtain ic by force,, becaufe of the People, and the Precorian 
bands* he betookhimtohiswits.- At thac time the Annual folemnity was 
kept in honour of the:mother of their gods, wherein ic was lawful for Soldiers 
of atiy other to imitate Magiftrates or their Officers. Taking this opportuni¬ 
ty, he fent fome of bis Soldiers privily armed to get amongft che Sargeants 
and Officers of the Emperour* and fo to kill him; but being betrayed by 
his own party, : he and his plot both mifearied. After this fucceeded- a ter¬ 
rible Peftilence; accompanied with a Famine, which Cltander a Phrygian, 
one who from a (lave came into greateft power, made an occafion to advance 
himfelf. He bought up all the Corn, thinking by a largefle ■ thereof to pur- 
chafe the Empire of the Soldiers and People, "but thefe rifing agffnft him, as 
the caufeof the Dearth and Plague too, after that with great difficulty, -by 
reafon of his power,' the matter was revealed to Commodus , he alfo received 
P p p p p 2 his 
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his reward. Thefe things caufed the Emperour to be jealous of all men, to 
caftoffall care of State affaires, and giving ear to every back-bic'er,tokillany. 

Hence alfo no perfons of worth being admitted into his prefence, he was ru¬ 
led by diffolute companions, and fell more and more into diforder. 

33. He turned charior-driver, andfpent his time, in killing beafls with Umibidr 
darts, and other unworthy exercifes. He was the beft markefman that ever Orofimi.7 .cat. 
was known, fcarcely ever miffing any mark he aimed at. He publickly kil¬ 
led multitudes of wild beafls upon the theatre, amongfl the reft a Panthere, 

which juft being about to devour a man, he hit and flew in the nick of time, 
as {he was about to feize on him. In ftead of Ccmmodus the fen of Marcus, 
he commanded himfelf to be called Hercules the fon of Jupiter. Cafting 
off the ufual Robe of Princes, in ccmplyance with that name, he would lye 
on a Lyons skin, and have a club in his hand j yet he would wear purple gar- 
Hiscariagc. ments and cloath of Gold. To his foimer title he added Amazonian and 
Conquerour ; Rente he ftilled Immottal and Fortunate, and the World Hie 
Colony . A great fire hapened in the City, which burned that excellent Libra¬ 
ry gathered by his Praedeceffors, with the Temple of Peace, and other build¬ 
ings, which accident as the People accounted an ill omen, fo they laid the 
guilt upon him, knowing well his practices, which he never ftroveto conceal. 

Though his throwing of darts upon the theatre much derogated from the Impe r 
rial Majefty, they were indifferently pleafed with it; but when he came na¬ 
ked upon the ftage and ailed the common fencer, it feemed intolerable. At 
length at theFeaftof Janus refolving not to proceed from his Palace as Em- 
peroHr , but as a Fencer from che fencing School, attended with fuch like to 
the view of the People, this occasioned his end. _ 

34. For, this his refolution being known to his Friends, Mania his be¬ 
loved Concubine, Latus bis General, and Elcttus his Chamberlain, laboured 
with all intreaties to divert him from fo fhameful a thing. He herewith ex- 
treamly difpleafed, betook himfelf to his Chamber, where in a roule he 
wrote down the names of fuch as he would have killed, and amongft them 
thofe three in that order we mention them had the firft places 5 them follow¬ 
ed a great number of Senators, the goods of whom he intended to diftribute 
amongft the Fencers and Soldiers, to purchafe mirth and jollity from them, 
and defence from thefe. This writing he laid upon hisbed, where he did not 
fufpedk that any would come at it. But a little boy with whom he was wont 
to play, coming thither, took it up, and went out with it in his hand , whom 
Mama meeting* and taking up in her arms, fearing it might be fomething 
of confluence, read it, and thereby difeovered the matter, which fliepre- 

fently imparted to the other two. They all concluding that hafle was to be Eutrop.l. 8. 
made. Mania gave him poyfon, and when that fucceeded not, they hired xiphil. cx Di- 
one Narciffus to ftrangle him. So Commodus died, who by his Lieutenants one. 
overthrew the Moors and Dacians , and bridled Pannoma, Germany, and vmr ‘ 
Britain , which would have thrown off the yoak. Vie died on che laft day of 
the Julian year; the 32 of his age, when he had reigned . almoft 13 years,

35 .The Confpirators did not make known his death,till they had made mdan$ 
for a Succeffor, and then gave out that ht died of an Apoplexy , which waS 
eaflly believed, becaufeof his voluptuous life. He upon Whom they pitched Kerodia*. Ia 
was Hchins Pertinax , an old Soldier, who had done good fervice in Britain , 
where he was near killing by his Soldiers,' but feverely Corre&ed their info- 
ience. Hehadbeen thrice Conful, yet being thusdellvered from rhe 'dan¬ 
ger he waS in by Commoelus, confidering: the ineanneffe cf his birth, be would 
.. . • verti- have declined the but then, but it was puttipon him by the Senate, and the 
Army acknowledged him. He gave great hopes of an excellent Prince, be- 
having himfelf modeftly and fuitably towards all men. He reftrained Pro- 
meters, took away divers tolls and gabdls lately itnpofed, and reftrained the 4. 
rapines and infolence of the Soldiers. This troubled the guards exceeding- F.c. 44 ?. 
ly, who being fo much the niore fenfible of the change brought upon them by A • *** 
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ftrift difcipline, as they remembred the liberty given them by Commodus , 
refolved to make cryal of another, and an end of Pertinax. In the ftrengch 
of this refolution they fee upon and killed him, though he had like fo excel¬ 
lent a perfon gravely and ftoutly admoniflied them of their duty. He died in 
the 8 5 day of his reign, and the 69 year of his age. <£. Sofsus Falco , and 
C. Julius Erucius Clams being Confuls. 

3 6. Now, that we may briefly carry on theferies of Ecclefiaftical mat¬ 
ters, whence we left them. In the fecond year of M. Aurelius Phtlofiphus 
died Anicetus the Bifhop of Rome and So ter being che 13 th of this Sea fuc¬ 
ceeded him, according to Damafus. In his 10th year Soter died,and was fuc¬ 
ceeded by Eleutherius. In the 6th of Qommodus died Eleutherius , on the 
7th before the Calends of June, Matcrntts and Bradua being Confuls , in 
which year Commodus and Cteander to overturn the power of the Confulfhip 
created a? Confuls, for which Cleander was afterwards puniflied, being car¬ 
ried to Rome amongft the worft fort of flaves. In the following year Eltu- 
therus was fucceeded by Vittor an African, Commodus the fifth time, and 
Glabrio being Confuls. Touching the purity of the Church of Rome at this 
time tAZgefippus thus wrote, (a) When I came to Rome / flayed there till U) EufebMifl. 
Anicetus chofen Bifhop, whofe Deacon was Eleutherius, whom Soter fuc- hbA.cap.t a. 
ceeded,& after him Eleutherius. In all their fucceJfionj,and in every one of their 
Cities its no other wife than the Law and the Prophets, and the Lord himfelf 
preached, Irenaus alfo wrote: Novv(^) Eleutherius was the 12th Bifhop ( b)Eufcb.l.%, 
from the Apofiles, after the fame order , the fame Doftrinc and tradition cap.6.

37. During the reign of Commodus were feveral Synodes or Councils held 
againft the Herefie of Montanas , and about the Celebration of Eafier. Be- 
caufe before this time Councils Were but few , we would not give any ac¬ 
count of them in a fcattered manner ; but now fliall briefly recice from che 
firft of all fuch as hapened untill the end of Commodus. The ( a) Apofiles (.aJABs 1. 
immediately after the afeenfion of our Saviour returned from Mount Olivet 
to Jerufalem , and there affembled together for the election of one to fuc- 
ceed in the room of Judas the Traitor, where they chofe Mathias. This is 
the firft Council. The (b) fecond wa$ fummoned of the Apofiles and (A; Acts 6. 
Difciples at Jerufalem , about removing the tumult rifen betwixt the Gre¬ 
cians and Hebrews about their Widows, wherein they chofe feven Deacons 
as they are called by Ecclefiafiical Writers. The (c) third was held by the (c) Aft* 19. 
Apofiles, Elders , and Brethren at Jerufalem, concerning circumcifion and ob- 
fervation of the Law, where it was refolvedy that che faithfull fhottld abfinm 
from blond,from that which is (frangled, and from fornication , the which 
they publifhed by their Letters unco the Churches of Antioch, Syria , and 
Cilicia. The fourth was held by James Bifliop of Jerufalem, Paul, and the Alls 21 
Elders at that Citie alfo, where for removing of fufpicion, and winning of the 
brethren, it was decreed, that Paul fiould clear and putt fie himfelf according 
to the Law, yielding for fome time to the Ceremonies of it. After the death (e) Eufib. l.f

Chtiftians of A ft a on the fourteenth of Nifan, March 19. on the fourth Ferta, 
three dayesbefore the VernalEquinox.

quinox hapned on March the 25. and that fo icever did, and for this caufe 
chat the Sun was on that day created , and that Cbrift arofe again the .ame 
day, as alfo that the Lords Supper was inflituted on the 22 of March ^con¬ 
tended that is was utterly againft reafon to prevent the Epoche of the 
hox fo many dayes, and the day whereon the Lords Supper was inftituced.

Hereby he ho¬ 
ped it would come to paffe, that Eafter would L ever be obferved within the 
moneth of Aries. In the Synode of PaUftitte where thefe Canons were 
made, the aforefaid Theophilus Bifhop of Cafarea, and Narcijfus oiferufa- 
lem prefided. Of that at Rome, Vidor the Bifhop was Prefidem. In that of 
Pontus, Palmas, as the moftantient did govern. In that of th^ Bifhops of 
Gall, Irenaut prefided. There was anotber of the Bifhops throughout Oftroe- 
na, and the Cities therein contained ; and efpecially held by Bauchllus 
Bifhop of Corinth with many others; all which fakh Euftbius with one and 
the fame {entence and judgement ordained the fame Decree. With thofe alio 
4onfented Cajftus Bifhop of Tyre, and Claras Bifhop of Ptolemats. They af¬ 
firmed that it was the Apoftdick tradition and cuftom as yet retained , that 
the faffing dayes fhould be broken up on no other dayman that wherein 
our Saviour arofe from the dead. And the Church of Alexandria celebrated 
Eafter on the felf-fameday with them. . ... 

a 9 . But all the Churches throughout Afia, as ofa„ antient tradition 
thought good to obferve the higb-feaftof Eafter in the 14th Moon, on whicii 
day the Jews were commanded to offer their Pafchal Lamb. As much as ro 
fay, that upon what dayfoever in the week that Moon fell, thefalling daye* 
were finiflied jnd ended, tcljcrom of Ephcfrs, chief of thefe Bifliops, his 
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Epiftle to the Church of Rome , lheweth the cuftom of Afia obferved unto 
his time,in thefe words. We obferve the mvMated, day 0/Eaflcr, neither ad¬ 
ding any thing thereto , neither taking any thing front it* For notable pillars 
of Chi iftian Religion h,tve re fled in Afia, which fhad arife at the loft day 
wbqp the Lord fh.tll come home from Heaven. with gl°ry, and reflate all the 
Saints to joy. Philip, one of the twelve Apoftles now. lying at Hierapolis, 
and his 1*0 daughters, who kfpt.tbenifelves Virgins, all the dayes of their 
lives,the third alfo after the end of her-holy conversion rifted at Ephefitf. 
John alfo , who lay on the Lord's breaft, and worethe Prieftly Attire, both a 
Martyr and a Do&or flept at Ephefus.- Moreover , Polycarpus Bifhop of 
Smyrna, and a Martyr. Thrafeas an Eumenian, both a Bifhop and a Marcyr 
jiepe at Smyrna, what [hall / fpeak^ o/Sagaris, both a Bifhop and a Martyr 
lying at Laodicea ? Alfo of bleffed Papirius and Melitod« Eunuch, who was 
led and guided in all things he did by the holy Ghpft, and now reftetb at 
Sardis, waiting the mejfage from Heaven when he pall arife from the dead. 
All thefe celebrated, the Feaft of Eafter, according to the Gofpel, in the four- 
ft enth Moon,fwarving no where, but observing the, ruU'offaith. To be port, 
and I Polycraces the meaneft of you all do retain the tradition of my fore¬ 
fathers, of which alfo I have imitated fome. For there were ftven Bifhops 
before me, and I am the 8 th which alwayes have celebrated the Feaft of Ea¬ 
fter on that day tn which the people remove the leaven from among ft them. 
1 therefore (my brethren ) who now have lived $5 years in the Lord, have 
conferred with the brethren throughout the World, and have read , and over¬ 
read the holy Scriptures ,yet will not be moved at all with thofe things which 
are made to terrific ns. - For my Anceftors and Elders have faid that we oueht 
rather to obey God than men. Afterwards he fpeaketh of the Bifhops that 
contented, and iubferibed to his Epiflle, after this manner : / could repeat the 
Bifhops that were prefent, whom you requefted me to aftemble , whom alfo l 
have affembled together, who ft names, if I fhould write would grow unto a 
great number ; they have vifitted me a fimple Soul, and a man of fmall ac¬ 
count, and have conjented to this Letter. They alfo know that / bear not 
thefe gray hairs in vain, but alwayes have had my converfation in Chrift 
Jefus. 

40. Immediately upon this, Vittor Bifhop of Rome went about to fever 
from the unity in the Communion all the Churches of Afia, together with the 
adjoyning Congregations,as favoring not aright, and inveyed againft them in 
his Epiftles, and pronounced flatly all the brethren Ehere for excommunica¬ 
ted perfons. But this not pleafing all the Bifhops, they exhorted him to feek 
after thofe things which concerned peace, unity, and love between brethren. 
Their words are at this day extant (faith Eufebins) that fharply reprehended 
Victor Bifhop Vittor. Of which number Iren am in the name of all the brethren in Gall 
ot Rome iharp- t hat were under his charge, wrote, and allowed the fame fentence, viz,. The 
ljr reprehen Mjft er y 0 f t j> 9 refurretiton of our Saviour to be celebrated on the Sunday 
ondy. Yec as it was very meet he put him in mind at large of his duty,that he 
ihould not eftrange,or cut off all the Churches of God,which retained the tra¬ 
dition of old cuftom. He told him,that there was not onely a controverfie 
about the day, but alfo the kind or manner of fafting, that this variety be¬ 
gan long before their time i yet for a|l this they were at unity one with an¬ 
other,/or this variety of fafting, faith he, commendeth the unity of faith. 
He told him, that his Predeceffors in the Sea of Rome , A nice tm. Dins, Hy- 
ginus, 7elefphorus , and Xiftus, neither did fo obferve ic themfelves, neither 
left any fuch commandment unto pofterity, and yet they were at unity with 
them which refortedtotbem from other Churches, and aid obferve the fame. 
Polycarpus being at Rome in the time of Anicetut, they varied between them¬ 
felves about trifling matters, yet were they foon reconciled, and not a word of 
this matter. Neither was Anicelus able to perfwade Polycarpus that he 
ihould not retain that which he had alwayes obferved with John the Difciple 
of pur Lord, and the reft of the Apoftles with whom he had been converfant: 
neither did Polycarpus perfwade Anicetus to'obferve it, but told him be 

ought 
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rought co keep the ancient cuftom of the Elders whom he fucceeded. Thefe 
tbinps being at this point, they communicated one with another. And in the 
Church Anicetus granted the Eucharift unto Potycarpus (or as Ruffmux un- 
t derftandeth it, granted the miniftration of the Communion to him) for the 
reverence he owed him, and in the end they parted in peace ; and all fuch ‘ 

,as retained contrary obfervations throughout the whole universal Church held 
faft the bond of Love and Unity. Thus Irenaus, not degenerating from the 
Etymology of his name, and parting all others in the gift of reconciling the 
;brethren, prattifed forEcdefiaftical peace. He wrote not onely to Vittor, 
but alfo.co:fundry Govemours of divers other Churches, in feveral Epiftles 
concerning the faid Gontroverfy. ' . „ 

aV. • Thus do we fee the firft controverfies about this Feafi of Eafter. Al- 
though the hypothefes of Theophi/us concerning the ^uinollial will not 
abide tryal, yet doubdeffe, thofe had more reafon on their fide, who intend¬ 
ing to celebrate the refurre&ion of Chrift, refufed to do it, but on that day 
herofe from thp dead; the other pra&ice Teeming to have rifen from a cufiom 
of keeping the Pafleovef at that time, by fuch as were originally of the few- 
ifh Nation. Notwithftanding they differed about time and manner, yet be¬ 
fore the. government of ri Ror, we fee they agreed in brotherly love. And 
■it appeareth that the cuftom of obferving this Feaft, was mofi ancient, even 
in the Apoitles dayes, as appeareth from,what is faid by Polycrate r, and by 
■Irenaus^ in:behalf of Polycarpus. Though they differed in the manner a- 
bout.keeping it, yet We do not findthac any denied it was to be kept at all, 
although they were alfo- for the true and fpiritual obfervation of it, and againft 
abufesyas.all good Chriftians have reafon to be. But (thac we may conclude 
this contrioverfie) in procefle of time both they of Afia and others, leaving 
their own cuftoms, admitted of the Pafchal Canons, made by the Orien¬ 
tals, efpecially by thofe oiPalaftine and Alexandria. At length few diflen- 
ters remaining, a neceflity of obedience was impofed by Con ft amine , who 
herein followed the judgement of two Synods, viz,, that of Arelatum or 
Arles, A. D. 314* and the other of Nice, A. D. 325. But (that we may 
note thus much'by way of Anticipation) The antient British Church as it 
feemeth fubmitced not to thofe Decrees, obferving Eafter from the fourteenth 
to the twentieth Moon, which computation, faith ( a ) Be da, is conteined 
within the Circle of 84. years. And for this, when they would not comply ’ 

with Auguftine the Monk (who had been fent from Gregory the Great Bi- 
fhopof Borne to convert the Saxons, and was made by him the firfl Arch- 
Bifbop of Canterbury) who fought to draw them to uniformity, 1200 Monks 
of Bancor were put to the fword (whether through procurement of Auguftine 
or no, I fhall not now determin) by King Ethelfrid, A.D. 603, the Scots 
alfo then inhabiting Ireland obfer Eafter at the fame cime as the But tins 
did, co whom therefore Laurentim the Succeflor of Auguftine in the Sea 
of Canterbury wrote, to drive them from their Angularities. But how 
much he hereby profited , the prefent times do yet declare , faith (b) Be da, (b)uhfupv* 
who lived A. D. 700. 

42. And being thus occafionally brought to Britain , we mult obferve m 
behalf of out native Country, chat the thick mills of fuperftition being feat- * 

When Bafaiatered, in the reign of Csmmodus (not Under M. Aurelius and L.Vtrus, as 
received the /?«<<* writeth) when Eleutherus was Bilhop of Rome, the heavenly light and 
Chtiftian brightnelfeof Chrifttanity, by the means of King Lucius Ihone upon this 

Faith. Ifland. This Prince admiring the holy life of Chriftians, made pennon unto 

Eleutherus by mediation of Elvan and Meduan, Brstains, that both him- 
. felf and his Subjects might be inftru&ed in the Chriftian Religion. He fent 
forth-with Fugatius 2nd Donaitanus, two holy men,with letters, which at this 
day, faith Cambden, be extant, and, as very many be perfwaded, nor forged, 
but Authentical, as bearing date when L. Aurelius Commodus the fecond 
time,land yefproniusvi&z Confuls. This Vifpronius was Vefprontus Can¬ 
didas.,: whom Onuphrius and Baronius make theCollegue of Commodus in 
.the fir'll year of his Fathers reign, though an Inscription of Gruterus men- 
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tions Aurelius I'erus ; fo that to the very firft beginning of Commodus the 
preaching of thefe men is to be afcribed ; Thefe holy men inftrudled the 
King and others in themyfteries of Chriftian Religion. Hereupon Ninnius 
writeth : King Lucius is firnamed Lever Maur, that is, a Prince of treat glo¬ 
ry* for the Faith which in his time came. Now fuch as call the being of this 
King into queftion, for that they think there was at this time no King in Bri¬ 
tain, which was wholly and fully reduced into a Province before; Cambden 
wilheth to remember, That the Romans had by antient cuftom in their Pro¬ 
vinces, Kings, as the inftruments of their bondage, thac the Britains even 
then refufed to obey Commodus, and thac they themfelves poflefled and held 
freely thofe parts of the Ifland, which were beyond the aforefaid wall, and 
had tnere Kings of their own, and that Antoninus Pius a few years before, 
having put an end co War, permitted Kingdoms to be ruled by their own 
Kings, and Provinces by their own Comites. He ciceth lertullian, who much 
about this cime wrote, that Thofe places amongfl the Britains which yielded 
the Romans no accefe, are now fubdued unto Chrift. Britain h inclofed 
within the eompajfe of the Ocean. The Nation of the Mauri, and the bar¬ 
barous Geculians are befet by the Romans, for fear they might pafe beyond 
the limits of their Countries. What fhould l fpca&f the Romans, who with 
Garrifons of their Legions fort{fie their Empire f neither are they able to ex- t 
tend the power of their Dominion beyond thefe very Nations. But the King¬ 
dom and Name of Chrift reacheth further ftill, tt is believed in every place, 
and is worjhipped of all thofe People above named) &c. 

4j. But our Ecclefiaftical Writers (thus Cambden proceedeth) who have 
imployed both time and diligence in the confideracion of this point, endea- 1 

vour and labour to prove, and that out of antient Fathers of credit, that be¬ 
fore this cime, in the very dawning and infancy of the Church, Britain had 
received Chriftian Religion : and namely that Jofeph of Arimathea, a Noble 
Senator, failed out of Gall into Britain, and that Claudia Rufina the wife of 
Aulus Pudens (which woman as is credibly thought Sc. Paul namech in his 
later Epiftle co Timothy) and whom the Poet Martial fo highly commendech, 
was a Britain born. They cite the teftimony of Dorothea, who commonly 
goeth under the name of the Bilhop of Tyre , who in his Synopfis hath re¬ 
corded, that Simon Zelotes having travelled through Maur\u**>a, was at _ laft 
flain and buried in Britain , as alfo thac A'riftobulw, whom Sc. Paul tnention- 
eth in his Epiftle to the Romans, was made Bilhop of Britain (co which Ni- 
ccphorus inclined*) noewiehflanding he ipeakech of Brittana and not of Bri- 
tania. They report likewife upon the authority of Simeon, that great Me- 
taphraft, and of the Menology of the Greeks, chat St. Peter came hither and 
fpread abroad the Light of Gods Word : out of Sophromus alfo and Theodo- 
ret, that St. Paul after his fecond imprifonment in Rome, vifited this our 
Country. Whereupon * Venantius Fomnatus wrote of him , ( except he 
fpeaketh of his Do£trine) if he maybe believed as a Poet. But to this pur- * T/unfit Oce 
pofe, faith our Author , maketh efpecially, that which ere-while I alleged anum &qim 
out.of Tertullian, as alfo that which Origin recorded), how The Britains fstninfulapoi 
with one confent imbraccdtke Faith, and made way themfelves jo God by 
means of the Druidae, who did alwaies beat upon this Article of Belief, That tanrns habet 
there is but one God. And verily of great moment is that with me, which terras quafque 
GUdas writeth, after he had mentioned the rebellion of Boodicia, and treat- Httim Mule. 
edof the revenge thereof. In the mean while, faith he, Chrift that true 
fun fhiniug with bis mo ft glittering brightneffe upon the univerfal World, not 
from the temporal skie and firmament, but even from the higheft cope of 
Heaven, exceeding all times, vouchfafed firft his beams, that is to fay, his 
precepts and doftrine, in the time, as we know, •/Tiberius Cartar, unto this 
frozen I (land full of ice, and lying out as it were in a long trail of earth re- 
metefrom thevifible Sun. Chryfoftome likewife, to note ib much by the 
way, wrireth of the Chriftian Religion.in this Ifland as followech. The 
£riti(h Ifiands feated without ibis Sea, and within the very Ocean , have feht 
the power 0} the Word (for even there alfo be Chur chef founded, and Altars 
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ercftcd) of that Word I fay, which is planted in the Souls, and now aljo tn the 
lips of all People. And che fam uChryfiftome in another place : How often 
have People in Britain/W of mans fitjh? but now with fafting they refrejh 
the Seal. Likewife St. Hierome : The Britain divided from our World, if he 
proceed tn Religion, leaving the Weftern parts towards the Sunt felting, will 
feet Jerufalem, a City known to him by form onely, and relation of Scrip. 
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44. As for Heretickj which lived in the time with the forementioned B- 
Herciicks. fhops^nd the reigns of Marcus and Commodus : There were the Secundtans, 
calledfofrom Secunduj, who together with Epiphanes and Ifidorus taught 
the fame with Valentinus. In life they were beaftly, all women among 
them were common: they denied the refurre&ion of the flefh. Pto tomans 

of whom were named the Ptolomai , taught the heretical opinions of the fytyban. 
Gnojlickj and of Valentinus , adding thereunto of his own certain heathen- ffSbus. 
ifh doftrines out of Homer. Marcus of whom xhz MarcoJi i 9 Color bafts of 
whom the Colorbafii , and Heracleon ef whom the Hereticks were called He- 
racleonites, facrifized with witchcraft; to amaze their auditory they pronoun¬ 
ced Hebrew words. Many women coming to Church, under colour of re¬ 
ceiving the power of Prophecy from them r confeffed they were abufed by 
them. Marcus ran away with another mans wife. They poured oyl ana 
water upon che head of the deceafed, hoping fo to redeem them. They faid, 
that the life and generation of man confifted in feven Starrs: that Chrift fuf- 
ferednot indeed, and that there was no refurre&ion of the flefh. Alctbia- 
des refraining the ufe of Gods Creatures, was reformed jay Attains the Mar- e nfek l. f. 
tyr. Archonttici, Hereticks in Pale fine, referred all things unto mans, pow* c. 3. 
ers. They faid, the Sabbath was the God of the Jews, and the Devil the 7. 

fon of the Sabbath, (b) Tatianus the Scholar of Juflin Martyr gave origi¬ 
nal to the Encratita , fo called from continencie. For they abhorred mariage, 
forbad the ufe of living creatures, offered water inflead of wine in the Sacra¬ 
ment, and denied that Adam was faved. Severns of whom were named 
the Sever tans, added to the opinions of Tatianus, reviling Panl , rejecting 
his Epiftles, and the A6*i of the Apoftles. He faid, that a woman was of 
the Devil, thacman from the midle ^upwards was of God, and beneath of 
the Devil. Apelles, Pontinas, and other Marcionites, about this time alfo di- 
fturbed the Peace of the Church. 

45. There were alfo certain Hereticks of Galatia and Cappadocia called £ .. 
Pepuzians, as alfo Quintiliani and Prifcmtam, trecaure'ttiey raid, that Chrift ‘ 
in form of a woman being the bed*fellow of Quinulla or PriciBa, revealed 
unto her Divine Myfteryes. Women were Priefts amongft them, and their 
facrifices were alike to the Montanifts , of which Seft they feem to have 
been, feeing alfo his Propheteffes were of the Totvn Pepuz,a. Artotyriu 
were Hereticks which offered bread and cheefe inthe Sacrament. A logs de¬ 
nied Chrift to be the Word, condemned John?*. Gofpel, and faid, that Ce- 
rinthus the Heretick wrote the Revelations. Theodom a Montdnift through 
Sorcery took his flight towards Heaven, but down h'e fell and died miferably. 

Adamites devifed a Church after thefalhion of ah hot-houfe, to keep them 
from cold for the fpace of an hour or Service timer they were all naked men 
and women : Virgins preached unto the reft: their Church they called Pa- 
radife,md themfelves Adam and Eve. (a) F lor inns and BlafiusidX from the ^ E ufeb.Eccl.

CHAP. V. 

Prom the death of Pertinax, and the expofwg of the Empire 
to fale 3 to the death of Maximinus the {irk elefled 
Emperour without confetti of the Senate 3 the 
fpace of 45 years. 

i- T" 1 HE Soldiers having murdered Pertinax , got rhem to their Camp, 

X and fee the Empire to fale, proclaming, chat they would prefer him Hf radian. 
that fhould offer moft. Two there were found who bade money for it: firft 
Snlpieianus a man of Con fular dignity , Governour of the City, and Facber in 
Law to Pertinax, and Dsdiusjuiianut of the fame degree, a great Lawyer> 
and exceeding rich.. The Soldiers being jealous left the former fbould have 
an intention to punilh them for the murther of Pertinax, accepted the: offer 
of Julianas, who promifed what chey would ask, having, as he faid, trea- 
Dlditts Julia- fures of Silver and Gold. Being by a ladder received up to the wall, and 
T ^ rch . a&tl1 i nt:0 the Camp, he promifed to reftore che honours and ftatues of Commo- 
the Empire. ^ co granc them what liberty chey enjoyed under chat Prince, and to give 
them more chan chey cold ask or expe&, he wascaried Into the Palace, the 
people by the way curling and upbraiding him with his purchafe. Having 
thus invaded the Empire, he gave himfelf up to all Luxury, but being un¬ 
able to perform his promife to che Soldiers, loft their favour, and fell into the 
contempt of all men, the people defiring another Prince. At this time IV- 
feeminus Niger was Governour of Syria, who as well for the greatneffe of 
his place (his Province containing all from Phoenicia unto Euphrates') as for 
his popularity, was moft eminent: him did the People extol, and they implo¬ 
red his aftift.ince. He being glad of this opportunity, eafily perfvvaded his 
Soldiers to accept of him for their Emperour, and entertained Ambaffadors 
which now had recourfe to him as the lawful Prince. But then giving himfelf 
up to idleneffe, he negle&ed to fede and confirm his eftace . by going to/ 

Rome, and (what was more) by drawing the Army in lllyricum to his fide, 
and fo loft all. ■« 

2. Ac this time governed both the Pannoniaet L. Sept insists Sever us an ■ 

African born, a man forward and crafty, who feeing the Roman Empire ■ 
thus obnoxious to every man’s carch, refolved to venture for it amongft the 
reft, efpecially in regard that of thofecwovvho had feized on it, the one 
was negligent andfecure, the other hated anddefpifed. Being alfo incoura- * 
ged by fome dreams, he firft of all inveighed againft the Pratorian bands 
which had killed Pertinax, whom knowing to be' much beloved by his Sol¬ 
diers, he highly extolled him, and eafily perfwaded them co revenge his 
death, who once was Lieutenant of the forces in lllyricum. Then prefently 
(though he pretended he fought it not) was hefaluced Emperour, andtooic 
upon him the name of Pertinax , which he knew was acceptable to all. After 
this he marched with great foeed to Rome , the Italians ( who ever finee the 
dayes of Auguflus had not been ufed to War) receiving him in all places, 
and Julianas his Soldiers ve-y llowly providing for refiftance , though be had 
now diftributed to them all the money he could by any means compaffe. Se¬ 
ver us conveyed his Soldiers in a difguifed manner into che City, which was 
full of them privily armed ere Jutianus or the People were aware; where- 
upon Julianas wrote to him, to fignifie he was willing to receive him into 
participation of .the Empire, and afterwards defired he might relign it. For 
the Senate feeing him fo timorous, and che ocher now at hand , being 
called together accordingto che ancient cuftome by the Confuls, decreed 
death cohim, and the Empire to Severus. Julianas held the dignity feven 
moneths, having pu.rchafed death at an exceflive race.

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scvmu ob- 3. Sevtnus having thus obtained the Empire , that he might non at firft 
taineth ic. crac k hiscredic by falfifying bis word, got thofe Soldiers into his power that 
had (lain Pertinax , & making them be (tapped of their Military Cloaths,ba- 
nifhed them 100 miles from the Citie. Then entring the Court, he promifed oijmp. 243. 
great things to the Senate, profeffmg his intention was togovern after the pre- ann.t. 
feript of Marcus^ and not onely to take the name, but alfo difpofiiiqn of 
Pertinax, although there were fome who fo well knew him that they could A. d. 1 ^ 3 . 

‘ not be deceived. After this he prepared for an expedition againft Niger, but 
fearing to leave an ^Emulator at his back, he endeavoured to prevent him. 

This was Clodtus Albinus, who at this time governed Britain, was of Patri¬ 
ot an rank^, and had a drong Army at his Command. He flattered him with 
the title of C&far, ,befeeching him,as the fitted perfon,to take care of the Em- 
. pire, for that he himfelf grew old,and his Children were Infants. Albinas 
, overjoyed that he fhould obtain what he had defired without any trouble, 
fooled himfelf in his vain confidence, efpecially for that Sever us had writ¬ 
ten to the Senate in the fame drain, had ordered money to be damped with 
his Image, eredled him fome Statues, and did him honour orhervvife, to de¬ 


ceive him. 


4. Ntger much troubled at his coming towards him, took care for fecuring Lege Hcrodiait. 
the paflages into AJia, gathered together all the forces in thofe parts, ob- 
tainedaid from the Parthian and Atrenian Kings, feized on Byzantium, PMW.Hb.p. 
and fortified the Araights of the Mountain Taurus, Severus therefore di- 
re£led not his courfe towards Byzantium , but marched for Cyzjicus, where Xipbit. c'xDio- 
^/£m\l\anus General to Niger met him, and either for that he was over- nc. 
marched, or defirous to fave his Children (whom Sever us, as alfo others of OrofmmUb.7. 
his adverfaries had got into his hands) betrayed his trud, and lofl his Army. ca ?‘ l7 ‘ 

Then did Severus invade Bithynia , wherein they of Nice media revolted to 
him j but the Inhabitants of Nice duck clofe to Niger :.thence he proceeded 
into Galatia , and fo into Cappadocia to paffe over Taurus. The paffage was 
fo fortified and defended, that no hope there was of breaking through, till a- 
bundance of Rain-water falling down from the Mountains broke down the 
Wall, whereupon the Defendants fled. Then came Niger with an Army 
very numerous, but not to be compared with the Legions of Illyricum for skill 
and valour, and they met at Iffus, where Darius was overthrown by Alex an- 
Supprefleth ^ e . re bad the fame fortune in a great and bloudy battel, after 

•Niter, which going back to Antioch , and being purfued by a party of horfe, his head 
was cut off, having brought himfelf to this end by bi» delay and idleneffe. 

Severus having thus removed him, now cad his thoughts towards his friend in 


Britain . 


5. He now confulted how he might fecure the Empire to his family, which 
could not be done as long as Albinus continuing Cafar had fome title to it, 
and to whom in his abfence the great ones had demondrated their affecti¬ 
ons, as to a man of great nobility,and far more worthy ofrhe Sovereignty 
than he who at prefent poffeffed it: he therefore refolved to remove him 
out of the way. By open War he thought it not convenient co do it, and 
therefore at firft attempted his defign by treachery, fending fome who under 
colour of bringing Letters fhould make him away. Albinus having warning 
to beware of him, this fucceeded not, fo that he betook himfelf to force, and 
with incredible expedition returned into the Wed. Albinus terrified at his 
hafty retreat made all poffible Provifion for refidance, and paffed over into 
Gaul, where after many skirmifhes they joyned in a pircht barrel near E*g- 
And Albim. . Victory at the firft fofar inclined towards Albinus,that Severus 

* cad off his Robe, and hid himfelf, but by the coming in of Laws , who de- 
figned to dedroy them both, and fet up for himfelf, the fight was fo changed, 
that Albinus was routed, and flying to the Citie, there had his head ftruck off. 
Then returned to-ikwe with all his Army# which co reward, he not 

onely beftowed money upon them, but alfo fuch privileges, which though to 
him they might procure refpeCl and fervice , yec proved the bane of the 
Commonwealth. For the Soldiers having formerly through the loofneffe and

* to hand near Ctefiphon , the chief Cine where Artabanus the Kin® then re¬ 
dded. Artabanus ftruck with the fuddenneffe of the thing fled amain, and 
Severus .taking.dfc Citie with eafe, got great Treafures, with multitudes of 
Captives, and returned to Rome in a Triumphant manner, having more bv 
good fortune than policy atchieved this Enterprize. When he had done thefe 
-great things abroad, and (confidering the Princes by him defeated and the 
wonderfull expedition heufed at all times) had approached near unto the 
greaceft Military glory of the mod famous Captains, he lay idle at home, or 
ipending his time in judicial affairs he let fall the vizard of goodneffe, which 
in the beginning he had put on. His extraordinary covetoufneffe increafed his 
innate cruelty, fo that under pretence of taking off his Enemies, he put to 
H.s vices, death unheard 43 perfons of cbiefed rank. In defpite of the Senate he Cano- 
nized Commodus for a God, cad Narcifus , who ftrangled him (as he had de- 
ferved) to the Lyons, called himfelf his brother, and co bis fon BaJJianus, 
whom he made partner with him in the Empire., he gave the fimame of An- 
The fifth per- tomnus. His cruelty was alfo extended to the Church, againd which he rai- * ,, „ , „

‘Irons. 4 Cutting off their heads. 5. Expofing them to the rage of wild 
‘ beafts. 6. Throwing them into flames. 7. Condemning them to work in 
‘ Mines, and 8. confining them .to Iflands ; ‘‘all which forts are expreffed in 
one (-») Chapter of Tertullian's Apology. In another (b) place he thus writeth. ( a )etp.u. 

« How often do thofe people being our Enemies, of their own accord, without {by Cap. 37. 

* your authority, affault us with ftones,or burn us ? They are verily fo inraged 
‘ aoainft us,that during the furies of the Bacebina/ei ,they fpare not even Chri- 
«(flans that are dead, but trouble the reft of their Graves, they violate their 
‘ Sepulchres which are as Sanctuaries of the dead, they draw forth their bo- 

< dies not to be known whofe bodies they are, after mangled by them, which 

* with extreme inhumanity they tear, and drag in the ftreets. (r) [Elfewhere;] (c) cap.9. 

‘ How many are there among you,0 ye people, that are this way greedy of the 

‘ bloud of Chriftians ? and alfo among you, O ye Magiftrates, after you ap- 
«pear fuch Jufticiers by the feverity you treat us with, whofe confciences I 
‘would ftnke with true reproaches of having procured the death of your own 
«Children ? Yec if you did but fimply put them to death, it were fomething; 

‘ but by atirangeexcefle of cruelty you throw them into the water, you ex- 
‘ pofe them ro the rigour of cold and hunger, and the rage of Dogs; you will 

* Sot take their lives away with the fword, becaufe too gentle a death, and 
‘ which men of the age of difcretion had rather fuffer,than any other that 
‘ hath violence in it. 

21. But, when the time of perfecution drew towards an end, then eipe- 
ciallv did the Devil rage with variety of torments again!! the Primitive Saints. 

For befides thofe formerly mentioned, (d) Serapion was thrown down,and had g> 
his neck broken. Some having their fle!h rent in pieces with the lafti of the tib 6 / Ci p ^ h 
whip were broyled upon Gridirons ; others having their skins razed , and 
fcorched, being tied by one leg were hanged on Trees with the head down¬ 
wards 


wards. They pulled out the right eyes of others, fearing the empty place, 
and fawing off the left legs of others, feared their hams, and condemned 
them to thcs mines, which ufage was accounted clemency. Some they fcour- 
ged to death, cut out their tongues, and ftrangled them. One Apphianus, 
being all disfigured with ftripes, had his feet wrapped in flax, oyled all over, 
whicn being fet on fire, it ran over his flefli and confumed it, and peirced in¬ 
to the marrow within the bones, fo that his whole body diftilled like to mel¬ 
ting wax. Three dayes he was fuffered to remain in prifon after this torture, 
and when, byreafonof bis wounds he was ready to yield up the ghoft, then 
was he thrown into the Sea. Others were forced by buckling, jufting, and 
buffeting, to kill one another. Others of mens eftate were gelded and con¬ 
demned to the quarries. Others were tormented grievoufly and ch.illized 
with imprifonmenc and fetters, of which number was Pamphilus, of all my 
familiars my dear eft friend, a man who among all the Martyrs of our time , 
faith Eufebius , excelled in every kind of virtue. He had his Tides mangled 
with !harp razors, and then was ordered to be kept in the noifom ftench of 
the clofe prifon, where the reft of the Confeffors remained, till at lengch he 
was put to death, being a Presbyter of the Church of Cafaraa, concerning 
whofe life Eufebius wrote three books, and for his familiarity with, and affe¬ 
ction to him, had the firname of Pampbitus. This variety of the torments 
of Chriftians, appeareth from feveral paffages in the feyench and eighth Books 
of his Ecclefiaftical Hittory, which fo far exceedeth all inferiour punifhmencs, 
or (that I may fpeak in the phrafe of Lawyers)the diminutiones capitis , that we 
need not mention how Chriftians were denied the title of (£) Roman Citizens. {f>) Tcrtut. 
But one kind of punifhmenc far more grievous than the reft there yet was, 1 • * 6 ' 

which more tormented Chriftians than all other tortures put together: and 
that was the lofe of their chaftity. This Engine bartered the fort of Or/fen's 
conftancy, who chofe rather to facrifize to idols than be abufed by an t Ethio¬ 
pian , as Suidas writeth. (c) Tertulltan givech us another inftance, that we ^0 A ? oI ‘ e - ulu 
may enquire no further. “ And indeed a few dayes fince, (faith he) you con- 
* demned a Chriftian maid to be rather proftituced to an infamous corrupter of 
‘ her chaftity, than to be expofed to the rage of a Lyon ; you acknowledge 
‘there is no puniflament nor kind of death, which is fo intolerable to Chri- 
<ftians, as the Ioffe of their chaftity. 

22. Such was the entertainment Chriftians found in this World , now lec 
us fee how far they deferved it, as to their demeanour, and cariage; forrhere 
is no need to fpeak here to the two fir ft ob jeCtions. “ The Heathens (*) be- r a 1 Tcrtul ub‘ 
‘lieve a man could not make profeflion of Chriftianity, without being tain- fupr.i c. 1. ‘ m 
‘ced with all forts of crimes, without being an Enemy to the gods, to Prin¬ 
ces, to the Laws, to good manners, and co nature, and that a Chriftian 
‘ could not be acquitted, unleffe he dented himfelf to be fuch an one. “ But 
their cariage was fo quite contrary to all thefe furmifes, except that concern¬ 
ing the worfhip of Heathenifti vanities, or Devils, under the name of gods, 
that they onely were the fervants of the true God, they onely were free from 
all forts of crimes, were the bed friends and Subjects of Princes, of the 
Laws, good manners, and nature, and truly affirming themfelves Chriftians, 
might juftly-in this refpeCt have been acquitted from thefe accufations. “They 
‘ (b) affembled together by troops in their prayers co God, as if thereby they (b) idem ibid, 

‘ would carry by force the grant of whatfoever Prayers were prefented ro him, c < 39 • 

4 this being a violence agreeable to him ; they prayed ro him for the Empe- 
‘ rours, their Minifters the Magiftrates that had the exercife of their power, 

‘ fortheState, the tranquillity of the Empire, and the retarding of the gene- 
* ral diffolucion that muftput an end to all things. They affembled together 
The un- 1 to read the Holy Scriptures, and they read them according to the condi- 
blameable * t ' on of-the times; what ferved either to admonifh or confirm the faithful, 

demeanous of*IneffeCt,the Scriptures nouriftiedtHeir faith, lifted up, and affured the 
Chriftians in ‘ confidence they had in God, nevertheleffe they ceafed not to confirm their 
their Affem- « difcipline by the ftrength of precepts they continually repeired. In thefe 
tcs * ‘ Affemblies, (faith Tertullian , for the former are alfo his words) we mike 
' • ' 4 exhorta- 
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4 exhortations and chreatnings, and exercife Divine cenfure, which banilheth 

* (inner?* and excludes them from our Communion: we judge them with very 
4 much circumfpe&ion, becaufe we know that God is in the midft of us, and 

* fees whit we do; and cercainly ic is a great foretelling of the judgment that 
x God will one day pronounce againft the wicked, when the Church moved 
‘ with the enormity of their crimes, darts out upon wilful finners the Thun- 
4 derbolts of excommunication, and deprives them of the participation of it’s 
4 prayers, it’sfociecy, and all forts of holy commerce with it. 

4 2^.In our aflemblies there are Bilhops that prelide,and have authority over 
4 all the faichful committed to their charge; they are approved by the fuffra- 
4 ges of them whom they ought to condu&, and ic is not bribes chat acquire 
4 them this honour, but reft i monies given of their good life. For in the 
4 Church of God nothing is done by the allurement of gifts; if there be 
4 among us any kind of treafure, the money laid up makes our Religion nor 
‘alhamed. And every one contributes a little fum at the end of the moneth, 

4 or when he will; but it is if he will andean; for none areconftrained to 
4 give. If we get any alms ic is of good will, riches gathered in this man¬ 
ner are as the pledges of piety; we do not confound them in eating and 
4 drinking with excelfe ; we make not ufe of them for the foul and loathfom 
4 exercife of gluttony : but we employ them in feeding the poor, burying 
4 them, in comforting poor Orphans, in helping old men who have fpent their 
4 beft dayes in the fervice of the faithful, in helping the poor that have loft by 
4 (hipwrack what they had, and in affifting them that fervein the mines, are 
4 banilhed into Iflands, or fliuc up in prifons, becaufe they profefle the Reli- 
4 gion of the true God, that during the time they fuffer for the confeflion of 
4 his name, they may be nourilhedby the (lock of the Church. But it’s a 
4 ftrange thing, that this charity among us gives occafion to fome to blame us. 

‘See, fay they, how they love one another; this aftonifheth them, becaufe 
4 they hate one another. See fay they, how they are ready to die one for ano- 
4 ther; but as for them they are ready to kill one another. [A little after : ] 

4 As we live with the fame intelligence, as if we had all but one fpiric and one 
4 foul; we have nothing in particular but our wives, of all things in the 
4 World there is nothing but wives, whereof we reject community ; and on 
4 the contrary, among them of their wives onely there is a community with 
4 other men. [Again] : Now feeing we live together with fo much charity, 

4 that all our goods are common, why (hould they wonder if we make good 
•chear? for it’s one of the exceflesyou reproach us wich ; befides the infa- 
4 mous crimes whereof you accufe our repafts, you charge it with prodi- 
galley. 

24. In the fame place : u But you need but confiderthe name given ro our 
4 repafts, to know the quality thereof. They exprefle themfelves with the 
4 fame word that fignifies Love with the Greeks ; whatfoever the coft is that . 
4 is made, it is profitable, for they gainalwaiesin this expence, becaufe it * 

4 hath piety for it’s foundation. Its a fweecnelfe wherewith we comfort the 
< want of the poor, but we do not treat them as you thofe infamous gluttons, 

4 who glory in felling you their liberty for the price of their good bits, where- 
4 with they fill their bellies in the midft of a thoufand indignities. But we 
4 will have the leaft ferved with our goods, becaufe they we know, amongft 
4 all men, are the moft acceptable unto God. Then feeing our feafts have fo 
4 honeft an end, confider what our difciplne (hould be in the reft of our afti- 
4 ons, even thofe which more concern the duties of Religion 9 it permits no- 
4 thing that is dishonourable, nor far from modefty. Before we go to table 
‘ we are fed with heavenly meat, which is the Prayer we make to God 9 we 
4 eat as much as is neceffary to fatisfie one’s appetite , we drink as much as is 
4 permitted to perfons that* have a care of their purity. They that fitthere,take 
4 their refe&ionwith fo much temperance, as they may remember they are 

• obliged to worlhip God even at night. They entertain one another as People 
4 chat know God hears what they fay.After tne repaft done, they have walhed 

* their hands, and lighted the candles, they are invited to praife God and fing 

Pfalms 
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‘Pfalms taken out of the holy Scripture, or Hymns every one comrofeth 
‘according to the capacity of his mind. By this it may be known, if thev 

* have committed any excelfe at table ; as the repaft began with Prayer, fo it 
‘ ends; they go forth not in divers troops to defile their hands with the blood 
4 of men, not in feveral bands running in the ftreets, not to do mfolencies • 

‘°^wuh the fame care they had in coming in, prefer ve their modefty and’ 

‘25. Finally, Chriftians retire with fo much ftayednefle, that wemavverV 
4 well fee they are not fed fo much with corporal meats as the fubftanee of 
heavenly and holy difcipline. Certainly, ic were but reafon that this foci- 
ety of the Chriftians (hould be reputed unlawful, if it were like to that the 
Laws forbid ; it were but good reafon it (hould be condemned , if it were 
not different to that which deferves to be condemned ; if one would re- 
. ‘ P^h it with the fame things wherewith they accufe famous focieties But 

tell me, Did weeveraflemble to pro ure the hurt of any one ? we are the 
fame in a body, as when feparated: as we are in particular, fo we are in Ge¬ 
neral : thans to fay, in whatfoever eftate we are found, we injure no body 

* when any virtuous or godly People are aflociated, when any pious or chaft 
perfons aflemble together, their union (hould not be called a fa&ion, but a 
lawful fociety. Thus Tertullian , to whofe words, as to the harmlefle cariage 

of the Chriftians in their Aflemblies, Apoftates witnefled, as appearethfrom 
what Plmy 'the younger wrote to Trajan. As for the crimes fuppofed to be 
committed by them, they ever challenged any witnefle to be produced of 
them, and fufficiently confute the vain reports in their Apolo°ies^ Thev 
laughed at the fi&ion of the Alfes head, andfuch like fluff, and as for wor- 
(hiping Crofles, Otlavw in his anfwer to Cecilitu faith, Cruces etiam neccoZ 
limns nee optamus. Crojfes we neither wor/hip nor wijhfor. Neither did they 
meet for feditiouspnds, as for the alteration of Governments, deftcu&ionof 
Princes, or changing of Magiftrates. Though they rather than any of late 
They were CI ?J e “" 8 ^ P rerend [° Sjimjhip, yet did they not make it an advantage to 
good and lof- themfelves; whereby,they laid no claim to, the riches,power,or dominion 
al Subjefts. of the World ; they did not hold that temporal dominion was founded in 
grace, nor that the true and fpiritual Kingdom of Jefus Chrift deftroyed the 
right and intereft of earth! y Princes. They made no infurretfions, covered on 
rebellious defigns wich the name of Religion, neither did by violence attempt 
a reformation ; although they were fo many rhoufands, as'in all probability 
they might have born down all before them ; though they filled all places 
confifted of all degrees, and hereby (hared in all interefts, in power and in¬ 
telligence, and by their combinations might have taken their opportunities 
and eifily by force of arms made way for their defigns; yet obedience to 
their Princes they ever held moft inviolable by the Principles of their Reli¬ 
gion, and made ufe of no other weapons than prayers and tears, though for 
their own fafety and prefervation. Hear to this pupofe what challenses 7 V- 
tstllian makes to fuch, as if he had not had truth on his fide, would have been 
fufficiently ready to inftance wherein the Chriftians offended, which they vet 
never adventured to do. ' 1 ' 

*26. In th b midft of all thefe outrages have you obferved that thefe People, 

‘ who (as you think) have framed fo ftrange a confpiracy, and on the other 
* might be animated enough for revenge, by the puniflimencs wherewith 
4 you take away their lives, endeavoured any thing againft you to reflent the 
‘evil creating they have received ? Think you that they want an occafion ? Teaul. Apolog. 
when m one night nnelyafmallnumberof torches would he enough to fa- c - 37 - 
‘ cisfie their Revenge, if with us it were permitted to render evil for evil ; 

‘ but God forbid we (hould do fo. A Religion that is all divine, ought not to 
4 revenge by the inftigation of men, and muft not think it ftrange to fuffer that 
4 which is made ufe of to prove them. If we would declare againft you as 
4 open, rather than purfue you as fecrec Enemies, might we not have forces 
4 and troops enough ? It may be the Moon and Marcomanns , the Parthi- 
4 4 «, or whatfoever People they are (hut up in the bounds of the Country they 

‘ inhabit. 
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c inhabit- make a greater number of men than they-that are fpresd throughout 
. “u ndtave no other limits thanthat of the Wo,Id Our Re- 

Migipnisbut of hte, end we fill already all F««r *^owledg- 

<ech, Cities, Fortreffes, Ifles, Provinces, the Afiembhes of the People, 

* the Armies alfo, the wards and tenths of Rome, the Palace, the .enate, 

< and thePublick places ; Finally, we leave you but the Jemples. What 
‘ Wars were we not able to undertake ? with what readmeffe might we not 
‘ arm our felves, although we (Witf be the weaker ? Wethat fuffer our felve 
‘foAvillinaiv to be killed, if in our Religion it were not rather lawful to let 
‘ air felvelbe killed than to kill others , vve could ilfo make War againft you 

* without taking up arms, by caftbg our felves into a hevolt; it Were enough 
‘not to live wkh you, and to feparateourr felves, our divorce wou d pnnt 
‘ fhameinyour foreheads. For if Chnftians, who make fo great a multi- 
«rude of all forrs of perfons, Ihould abandon you to retire urico fomeCoun- 

* trv of the World difperfed from all fociety; truly the tolfe of fo many Ci¬ 
tizens, of what condition foever, would difparage your Government, an 

‘ alfo our retreat would be a rude pumfoment to you ; without doubt thisfo- 
‘litude that would remain with you, this filenceof all things, this^eneral 
‘ aftonifhment of nature, even as if all the world were dea<£ would frijite 
‘ you ; you might gofeek Subjeas to command, there would remain to you 
«more Enemies than Citizens: now you have more Citizens than Enemies, 

‘ becaufe there are a greater number of Chnftians among you. . 

27. Thus we fee their peaceable demeanour, how their minds flood af- 
feaed towards their Princes, let lenullian alfo inform us. As for us, in apoUs o. 
‘ the prayers we make for the Emperours, we cal upon the eternal God, the 
‘trueGod, the livirig God, C^. [ In the fame place :] 
t we chriftians addreffe our prayers, make them with hands opened and lifted 
‘ up> becaufe innocent; the head bare,becaufe no caufe to be alEamed when we 
‘pray to God. There are none tellethus the words we are to fay, becaufeit 
‘ is our heart that aaeth rather chan out tongue. We pray for the Empe- 
4 rours, and ask of God that he would give them a long life, that their bm- . v . 
‘pSnjoy a profound Peace, their houfe happy 

• innumerable, themfelves aflifted with good Councils, the People remain in 
‘ their duties, no trouble arife in the World againft their authoriry. In co 
‘ clufion, we forget nothing the Prince can wilh for, either as a man or as a 
‘Emperour. [A little after: ] Whilft we implore the graceof Godfor the 
‘Emperours with our hands lifted up, and ftretched cowards Heaven, let 

< irons peirce us, let us be put on gibbets and croffes, fires confume us, knives 
/Shroats: beafts devour Ss: A Chriftian while m prayer Itog up 
‘hishandstoGod, is in a condition fit to receive all forts of puniftment, 

‘and therefore continue O Magiftrates fo affefted to Juftice; ravijh our 
e c ou t s w hilft they are in prayers for the welfare of the Emperours, and make 

< a crime of Truth and the Service of God. f In the following Chapter] 

‘We intreat them who believe ourReligiontakes no care of ^ p r efef- 
‘ vation of the Emperours, to examine the Laws of out‘God> J:oradw 
‘Books which we hide not, and which by divers accidents h\\ «?»<»« 

‘ hands than ours. They will learn there, that it is commanded by a fupera^- 
‘bundant charity, to pray to God for our Enemies, ch * 

‘ thatperfecuteus. Now have we greater Enemies, and ^der perfecutors, 

‘than thofe who make offended Majetty the ground of the 

‘ unto us ? Holy Scriptures content not themfelveswith this commandment, 

‘ they have another more precife and clearer. Pray., fay they, for Km , 
t Princes, and Powers, that you may live m peace inthe midft of publ ck 
c tranquillity. [In another place :] But why ftiould I ftay lohger in making 
‘known with what fence of Religion and Piety Chnftians honour Empe- ^ 
‘rours? It fufficethtofay, we are obliged to render them our duties, as to 
c whom our Matter hath commanded us fo to do.. . ... 

28. As thefe Primitive Saints were good Chnftians in the exoercifc of that 
Religion, and dutiful Subjeas cowards their Princes, fo alfogood men,Jr« 
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from vice, and adorned with Virtues; or if any were noced to be of contra¬ 
ry praaice they were difowned, and rhe Cenfures of the Church cut them off c ^ a P- 4 +* 
from it’s fociety. “Wefpeak as boldly (faith Tertullian ) of the Chrifti- 
1 ans you put to death, for we have an unreproveable reftimony of cheir in¬ 
tegrity, which we take alfo from your Regifters. You who are imployed 

* every day in judging thofe that are kept in prifons, and who terminate their 
e proceffes by the fentences you give againft them, of all the malefactors ac- 
‘ cufed before you of fo many forts of crimes, is there any of them charged 
‘ wichMurther, Robbery, Sacrilege , and other faults, to whom they fm- 

* pute alfo that he is a Chriftian ? either, when Chriftians are prefentedto be 

c puniftied as Criminals, becaufe they are Chriftians, is there any amongtt . 

‘ them whofe life is like that of other prifoners ? all the MaLefadiors where- 
c with your prifons are fo filled, that they are overcharged, are of your Reli- 
4 giori; they are alfoof your Religion that make the Mines grone under the 
‘weight of their ftroakes, they are the wretched creatures of the fame Reli- 
‘ giori you are, wherewith the wild beafts fill their bellies. All thofe poor 
‘ Criminals which your Citizens keep to make them cruelly kill one another 
‘ before a bloody people, have the fame opinion you have of the Deity. Fi- 
‘ nally, among all thofe wretched creatures there’s not one Chriftian, unleffe 
‘he be charged by juftice, becaufe of his name Chriftian : Or if there be a 
‘Chriftian found attainted of the fame crime, he hath no more the name 
‘ C.hrifhan , becaufe he hath loft that divine quality in lofing his innocency. 
[Elfewhere: ] But fome will fay,-even among us there are a people that give 
‘ themfelves the liberty of doing evil, that free themfelves from fubjediion to 
‘ our Laws, from any what ever exa& obfervation of what is legally comman- 
4 ded by us. It is true there are.fdme fuch, but fo foon as they fall into this 
‘diforder, we hold them no more for Chriftians. The fear of God, and 
purity of his precepts conftrained them to this holy demeanour; for opinion 
of men and their rules, as this our Author obferveth, canot reach the heart, 
not procure that Virtue which is truly good. “The admirable fruits their 
‘ do&rine produced (the knowledge whereof became puhlick by the com- 
‘ merce.they had in the World) made fo down-right a cor.flidl with rude in- 
e credulity, that to defend herfelf fhe was forced co fay, that their profef- 
‘ on had no Divine maccer in it, but was onely a Se£t of Phjlofophy, that 

* obliged Chriftians to rank themfelves there in the exercife of Moral 

* Virtues; 

29. Though there was fome diverficy of opinions amongft them, yet as we 
ihewed before, they maintained mutual Love ; and thac herein they were 
highly eminent as to all pious effedls, is already evident. Origen in his 
W ork againft Cel fas (wherein he efpecially anfwereth to cavils raifed againft 
the Author and Dodlrin of Chriftian Religion) takes off that prejudice that 
■ might arife from diverficy of opinions, by a comparifon of this difference with 
■thenumerous (or rather innumerous) Se&sof HeathenPhilofophers. Ter- 
tulhan l iyeth the great guilt of Herefie upon fuch, who being animated with 
the fpirit of Philofophy, infe&ed the purity of theGofpel with the corrup- 
rion of their own opinions. In the fame place he acquaintetb us what was the 
Primitive toif%-ftone of Do&rines moft worthy now to ; be confidered. 

“ Thefe People (faith he) rhat are feparated from us have violated the Faith 
‘of Je r us Chrift, and we beat down their errors by. this onely exception, c - 47 . 
‘ that the true rule of Truth is, that which hath been taught by our Mafter, and 
‘ rrinfmirted to us by thofe holy perfons, who had the happineffe to hear his 
I w or d, and receive his Divine Inftitutions; we fhall fhevv in another place, 

‘ chit nil which is not conformable to this rule, hath been invented by, new 
‘Doftors, who came not till after the bleffed companions of the Sonne of 
‘God. , 

50. All thefe excellent qualities in thofe holy'perfons, might have fufiiced 
to ftop the mouth? of Calumniators, and had weight fufficienr to have moved 
the minds of all men to the trurh. But thit Vifto^v which Chriftians obtain¬ 
ed over Devils, might much more have convinced them of the power which 
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-was fuperiour co that of their falfe Gods. “ Chriftians were wont to drive away 
' 4 thefe Devils from the bodies of m,en, forced them to confefle that they were 
I ‘-no other than Devils, and that Jefus Chrift was the Son of God, and his 

; ‘way the true Religion. [As to the former, firft hear Tertulllan : ] But if ^ }7 - 

* we were not near you, who would fnatch you away from thefe fecrec Ene- 
4 mies, whofe malignant operations make fo Grange a confufion in your 
‘ minds, and fo horrible an alteration of your healths ? I have heard fpeak of the 
4 poffeflion of Devils, wherewith you are tormented, from whence wedeli- 
‘ ver you freely, and without reward; if we had the ljpirit of Revenge, it 
4 were enough tofatisfieus, that thefe corrupted fpirits might at all times 
4 feize on your bodies, and that entrance therein were alwayes open to them. 

4 But as you do not think of that you ought, viz. fo dear a prote&ion, you 
‘ceafe nor to declare a Peopleto.be your Enemies, who do you no hurt, 

4 whofe affiftance is fo abfolutely neceffary for you. It is true y we are Ene- 
4 mies, yet not of men but of their errors. [In another place: ] As for

- 31. That Chriftians conftrained Devils to confefle themfelves fuch, and co 
acknowledge the truth of the Gofpel, in this matter hear alfo Tertullian : 

44 If a man fhould bring before your tribunals one that were truly poflefled of 
• 4 a Devil, if a Chriftian fhould command him co fpeak, this wicked fpirit 

4 will confefle thac he is a Devil, with as mucbtruch as he faith falfely at ano- ^ApoCcsp.x^. 
‘ rher time he is a god. Let them prefent any one of thefe they believe to be 
‘wrought upon within by a deity; that in the ceremony of the Sacrifices they 
4 offer on the altars have the virtue of a God, in fenting the fmell which goes 
4 our of the Sacrifices; who with force belch out words out of their fto- 
4 machs; within breathing declare Oracles; if this heavenly Virgin thatpro- 
4 mifeth rain; if this ^Sfculapius whoteacheth the fecrets of Pnyfick, who 
4 preferves the lives of them that muft lofe the fame foon after, confefle not 
4 bv the mouths of thefe Jmpoftors, the fegined infpirations of whom deceive 
4 the World, that they are but Devils, if the prefence of aChriftian takes 
4 not from them the boldneffe of lying, we are willing, that iffthe fame place

[ In the fame Chapter:] Now feeing by our means your gods difcover ro you

i 4 our mouthes, the Devils feized with fear at the fight of the flames that en- 

l 4 vironthem are forced co obey us, to come out of the bodies they poflefle, 

| * in defoite of them, and with murmuring ro fuffer this ftiame in our prefence. 

| ‘You that are wont to believe them when they lie, believe them when they 

| ‘ fpeak of themfelves. None will tell a lye to get flhame by ir, but rather 

| 4 to gain honour; one will fooner believe them that confefle againft their own 

4 intereft, than thofe that denie co their advantage. Thefe teftimonies which 
4 we have of your gods make men to be Chriftians; for we cannot give a full 
1 belief to what they fay, without believing in Jefus Chrift our Mafter. 

\ ‘ Your gods kindle in our hearts the Faich which the holy Scripture reacheth 

4 us, they ftrengchen our hope, and confirm us in the aflurance we have of 
i 4 our Salvation. As for you, co honour them, you offer them alfo che blood 

| 4 of Chriftians; and if it were permitted them to lie when Chriftians inter- 

4 rogace them, and labour to make you know the truth by their confe/fion,

33. No wonder then chat thefe impure Spirits inraged at Chriftians, fought 
all manner of. wayes codeftroy them. But yet in their deaths they overcame 
them, and in all forts of indignities and tortures triumphed over their im¬ 
placable ndverfaries; for The blood of the Martyrs was the feed of the 
Church. That this was fo indeed, Tertullian alfo informed! us, the veracity 
of whom, as to thefe rhings alleged is unqueftionable, becaufe appealing to 
his adversaries, he muft needs in behalf of his caufe produce fuch things as 
were moft certain : rheconcrary whereof would have Apologized fufficienrly 
for what he laboured co confute. We fhall with the laft words of his excel¬ 
lent Apology conclude this moft delightful Subjeft. “But do what you 
They tri- * pletfe, all inventions the moft exquifice cruelty can advife you unto are to no 

umphedover ‘purpofe; fo fa r a re c hey from profitting you, that concrarily they draw all 

their enemies e the World ro our Religion. The oftner you make an harveft of the Cbri- 
m their vcr y 4 ftians, the oftner their number increafech: their blood is a feed which dies 
u enngs,^ < not Qn t jj e eirt; h ^ b ut p UCS forth profperoufly. Many among you have la- 
4 boured co perfwade men.to fuffer conftantly pain and death, (as Gicero in 
j 4 his Tufculans , Seneca in his Treacife againft cafual things, Diogenes , Pyrrhon , 

4 and Callinicus) but Chriftians have better caught conftancy, by the examples 
‘they havegiven, in fupporcing patiently fo many evils, than all the Philo- 
4 fophers with all cheir difcourfes. This fame obftinacy, wherewith you re- 
l ‘proachus, is an excellent miftreffeof truth which we believe : for vyho is 

| 4 there noc thac ftriveth with contemplation to feek what it is ? who after his 

1 4 rearch made, comes not on our fide ? who having imbraced che Faith of 

‘Jefus Chrift, defires not co fuffer for him, thac by his fufferings he may get 
‘ the infinice treafures of che grace of God, and chat in the price of his blood, 
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‘they any obtain the pardon of thcr faults ; for the remiflion of all our fins, 
c i S attired recompence of our puniihments. This is the reafon that when 
* they read your fencences of death unco us, we render you thanks; becaufe 
« by an happy emulation thac meets between the Judgements of God , and the 
‘judgement of men, at f he fame inftanc when you condemn us here below,

a 4 . The Soldiers being ac a lbnd after the murther of Amomnas BafjU- 
M , were without an Emperout for two dayes. Then hearing that Art aba. 
m$ t cbe Parthtan , was coming to revenge the injury offered to him, they made 
choice of At dentins one of their principal Officers, butheexcufed himfelf by 
his age, and the dignity was conferred on Macrinae, by the efpecial indca- 
vour of the Tribunes, who alone were confeious oE the fact towards Auto- lege Herothan. 
ninut. He gave battel to Artabantu , and made incredible (laughter of men l > 
fo: two dayes, during which time, the P-wto knewnothing of hisEne- 
mies death, but on the next day being certified thereof by M*cn*<u , be re- f * 
ccived the Captives with the fpoil taken in his Country, and making a League 
with the Raman Emperouf, departed into his own Kingdom : Macrinae re- xiphilin.ex - 
turnino t o Antioch , by letters gave the Senate an account of his fuccefle, and cerpt. ex Diene, 
endeavouring to remove all prejudice which might arife from the obfcuricy of 
his birth, promifed to rule with as much moderation as any. He was chear- 
fully owned, not fo much out of refpe& to himfelf, as hatred towards his 
Preaeceflbr, During the time he reigned, things were well reformed; but lying olymp. n 9 . 
idle at Antioch , he gave up himfelf to pleafures, and keeping there the Sol- an.i. 
diers againft their inclination, thereby drew contempt and hatred upon him- £ % 

(elf, which wrought his deftruaton. , „ 

3, Mafa a Phoenician, fitter to Julia the Wife of Several, bad two 
daughters, Sc$mis and Mammta. The former a fon named Baffianae 
fourteen years old , and the later one called Ahxianm two years younger. 

Both thefe boyes were Priefts of the Sun, in the Phoenician language called 
HellogMat, and the elderbeingthe chief, was alfo a youth of an excellent 
beauty, and for it was very much admired by the Roman Soldiers. Their 
Grandmother Me fa hereat took qccafion ro affirm (whether truly or other- 
wife) that they were both {he fojis of Antonlnut , who had been familiar 
with both her daughters, dWefling with her under the fame roof. Having 
sot great (lore of wealth by living at Court in her fitters time, Ine pro¬ 
mifed large fumS to the Soldiers, in cafe the Empire could be devolved upon 
one of them. The Soldiers gladly doling with her offer, received them in¬ 
to their Camp ; which M*crim» hearing of, negleaed ir, onely he fenc 
lianas with a party againft cheRevolcers; but this party allured with the fight 
of the Boy and money together, cutoff their Captains head, and fending it 
backao Miicrinus, were alfo received into the Camp. After this a bucel 
was fought in the confines of Syria and Phoenicia, ^wherein Macrinas ha¬ 
ving the wotft fled towards Italy, but was taken ac C halcedon, where he fell 
fick of his journey, and his bead was ftruck off after he had reigned abouc 
fourteen moneths. He was more (harp towards his Soldiers than was fuitable 
10 his condition, being orherwife alfo very fevere, foashe burnt Adulterers 
quick with their bodies joyned together. He was (lain in the 54 year of ms 
age, together with his fon Diadamenianos , to whom he had given the title 

3 6 ^ Antoninas Jleliogabalas fucceeding Macrinas, continued fiill in his 
Office of Prieft, wearing the ornaments belonging to it, and dancing con¬ 
tinually in that Antick habit. He gave up himfelf to all filtmnefle, luxury, 
and uncleannefle, and killed many thac talked againft his courfes. He maned 
the Image of Pallas (which never had feen light, except when the City was 
burnt, fince its bringing from Troy) unco his god, as alfo that of Mtam* (by 
which the Africans meant the Moon) reported to be brought out of Pbanicta 
by Dido. He built a fumptuous Temple for his god, who was broughnnco it 
in a chariot adorned with gold and precious ftones, the Prieft himfelf leading 
the horfes, dnd going backward all the way. He painted his face though he 
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had much natural beauty, wore Pearls in his fliooes, never fupped under the ~ 
race of thirty pounds, was drawn by Dogs in a Chariot up and down the Pa¬ 
lace, alvvayes fate either amongft FJovvers or fvveec Odours, and when he 
journeyed had no lefle then 600 Carriages in his train. Being told by the Sr. 
rian Priefts that he (hould die a violent death, he provided filken Halters, 

Golden Knives, and a Turret floored with Gold and Pearl, faying, his death 
(hould be coftly and luxurious, that it might be faid, No man died wjuch 4 
fort. Of his mother he was fo fond, thac be would do nothing without her, 
and carried her with him into the Senace-houfe. But thefe courfes occafioned 
the ruine of them both. 

_ $ 7 . His Grand-mother fearing thefe courfes would bring bim inco contempt 
with the Soldiers,prevailed with him,though otherwife heady enough,to adopt 
Alcxianus his Coufin German, that all might not mifcarry Together with him. 

She perfwaded him to ir, by (hewing how hereby he mighc provide for his plea* 

Cures and attendance on his God, the other taking care of State affairs. He 
fought to train up Alexianas, now called Alexander, in his own way,* and 
Mamma* having provided him Tutors, able men to bring him up in good 
literature, he either putto death or banifhed the chief of them, as corrupting 
his fon. He preferred none but Players to publick Digniries, and gave the 
governments of Provinces to the fikhiett amongft his (laves. By thefe things 
he drew more and more upon him the hatred of the Soldiers, who all inclined 
to Alexander as a youth of good hope, who alfo had money from his mt>:her 
for a bait, without which all had been nothing. Antoninus knowing this, en¬ 
deavoured all wayes to poy fon him, and this fucceeding not? he gave out he 
was dead,to fee how the Soldiers would cake it,who hereupon mutined.To ap- 
peafe them, he took him along with him in a Chariot beautified with Pearl 
and Gold to the Camp. Here was Alexander fainted and honoured alone, 
no refpe& being given to Heliogabalus , who being incenfed cherear, went 
about to animadvert upon fuch as made acclamations j butche Soldiers catch¬ 
ing at this advantage, flew him, together with his mother, and thofe that ac¬ 
companied him, their two bodies being tumbled up and down the ftreets were 
at length caft into Tiber. He thus died having lived 18 years,and reigned five; 
A.y.C.^y^. A.D.izz. 

38. Alexander then was received as Emperour, and ruled with great mo- olymp. »yo. 
deration and clemency,being kept from ill company by Mammaa bis mother, am.*. 
and otherwife of his own inclination abhorring blond, io char in all his rime ^ c 97f- 
not any one was put todeath innocent and unheard. He carried himfelf wirh A% D r ‘ l21, 
great courcefie towards all; nay, Gtw^attempung new matters , heonely fanubfr^ 
thanked that he was willing to receive that burthen which good men refufed. pa. ‘ J 
His faying was, Quad tibi fieri non vis altcri ne feceris. what thou woulaefi Lamprid. in 
not have done to thy felft do not to another.

Wirr the Great) or rather in the 538 year of the Seleucida. Not content 
herewith, he fent to Alexander to demand whatfoever the Romans had cken 
from the Perfians, and having a great ambition to recover whac ever had be¬ 
loved to that Empire, invaded Mefopotamia , giving our he would reduce all 
Afia unco his power. Alexander was conftrained to march againft him,and fo 
repelled and weakned him, though with great lofle of his own men, that for 
divers years no more vyas heard of him. 1 By his Lieutenants be profpered in 
the Wars of Mauritiana, Idyncum, and Armenia, but being called for a- 
gainft the Germans who wafted Gad ,either becaufe he was defpifed for want of 
fuccefle in this expedition, for his fevericy,or rarher/or chat the Soldiers loved 
to fifli in troubled waters, he was craiceroufly murdered, together with his mo¬ 
ther, 
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thar, and Maximinus was fee up in his flead. Mamma* his mother was 
firft inftruited in Chriftian Religion by Ortgen^ whom fhe called to her ac 
Antioch, but afterwards learnt of the Gnoftickj, i. Openly to deny what (he 
privately owned and 2. to keep, and worfhip images of Chrift. She inpu¬ 
tted her ion in the fame Do£trine,who would nave made a Temple for Chrill, 
but was prohibited fait h Lamp idius ; that is, would have made one if he 
could have done it with the good will of the Romans, Ulptan the great Lawyer 
was his chief Juftice, and was (lain by the Soldiers. Paulus alfo, Vomponius , 
and Modephus flourilEed in his time, which abounded with able men of this 
profeffion. Alexander was {lain in Gall near Moguntiacum, on the fourth be¬ 
fore the Nones of OElober, having lived 3 9 years, and reigned 15. A.lf.C .988.

w 39. Maximinus by whofe procurement Alexander was murdred, was 

m^deTmpe. born in Thrace, his father being a Goth, and "his mother an A lane. Being at 
mur by the firft an Herdf-man, he was for the vaftneffe of his body made a Soldier, and 
Soldiers. by degrees was preferred in the Army. He had teen fet over the new raifed 
Soldiers, to train, and exercife them, and by his great valour, and enduring all 1 
labour and toil together with them, procured their favour, and hereby his own 
rife. As he was a man of .flupendous bulk and proportionable diet, fo alfo of 
avarice and cruelty, to the later whereof he was the more provoked by a con- 
fpiracy or two, which were difeoverrd ere they took effeit. He overthrew 
the Germans, and wafted their Countrey, threatning alfo to fubdue all the 
Northern Nations as far as the Ocean, and had his other carriage been anfwe- 
rableto his valour, he might have enjoyed time and opportunity for the per¬ 
formance of much. This occafion of revolt from him was firft given in Ajrtck. 
by his Officer ac Carthage , whofe rapacity fo far incenfed certain young men, 
r ,that they killed him, and compelled Gordianns the Proconful to take upon 
\ ' * hi m the Purple, who being of the age of 80 years, was joyfully owned both by 

Senate and People. But he going about to revenge private injuries ,deftroyed 
himfelf, by conftraining Capellianus who governed Mauritian* to come upon 
him with an Army, wherewith being worfted he hanged himfelf, his fon ha¬ 
ving periflied in the fight at the age of 46. They fcarcely enjoyed the title 
3 6 dayes. ... 

40. The Senate, that they might have fome to oppofe againft Maxima - 
,_j nus, chofe two Emperors, Maximus and Balbinus ;but the people not be- 
B.1 Ibintts. ing fatisfied therewith, and being defirous to have a Prince out of the Aockof 

Gordianus , they gave the title of Cafar to G or dianus his Grandfon by bis 
daughter, a boy of 13 years of age. A little after it hapned that two old Sol¬ 
diers who had belonged to Maximinns going to the Senate-houfe to hearken 
for news, were {lain by two Senators, which thing railing a great tumult, 
the Soldiers in Town fee the Citie on fire, whereby a great part of it was 
burnt down, and got them to their Camp. Balbinus was appointed totake 
care of Rome , and Maximus went into Italy to raife forces againft Maxi- 
minus , who now marched faft for Rome. Finding no refiftance at the Alps, 
he accounted himfelf moftfure of victory, but found fo much at Aquileia as 
flopped his journey 3 for the Inhabitants furnilbed by the commodioufneffe of 
the place with all forts of Provifions moft ftoutly defended themfelves. They 
threw down fo much fealding Pitch and Sulphur upon his Soldiers, that they 
were not able co continue the ftorms, and the women, ’cis faid, cut the hair 
from their heads to make Provifion for bow-firings. This unexpeited oppo- 
fition drove him to fuch a rage, that having no power to torment the Enemy, 
he exercifed his fury upon divers of his Captains whom he puc to death, as if 
through their lazineffe and negleit the Town flood ouc. This cruelty, toge¬ 
ther with the fcarcity of Victuals in the Camp (for the befiegersvverefobe- 
fieged that all Provifions were cur off from them) induced fuch of the Sol- 
diers, as had rheir Wives and Children ac Rome, to confpire againft him. To- 
killed by his eerber with him fell his fon, fuch an one as himfelf, whom he had named 
own men. Cafar, the Soldiers crying out, that of an ill Litter not afVhelp was to be 
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preferved. He alfo perfecuced the Church by the fixth perfection, comman¬ 
ding that Governors onely and the principal Minifters of our Saviour’s Do • Enfeb Hilt l g- 
&rine ftiould be puc co death. But co fuch an end came he, being the firft c. 19, fa in ‘ * 
Emperour created onely by the Army without confent of the Senate, after he cbm, 
had reigned three years, A. V. C. 991, A. D. 238. 

41. Now co our continuation of Ecclefiaftical matters. In the firft year 
of Alexander or the laft of Heliogabalus , the day preceding the Ides of 
Otlober, Calliflus Bilhopof Rome was crowned with Martyrdom. The Sea 
was vacant fix dayes, and then fucceeded Urbanus the fevenceenth Bifhop, ac¬ 
cording to Damafus, on the twentieth of Ottobcr , and firft Feria. In the 
tenth of Alexander, on the eighth before the- Calends of June died Urba- 
nus. The Sea was vacant thirty dayes, and then Pemianus fucceeded on the 
eighth before the Calends of July, the fixth Feria. In the firft of Maxi- ’ 

minus, Pontianus being banilhed into the Ifland Sardinia , there died on the 1 * 
thirteenth of the Calends December , and Anther us fucceeded him , who 

in the year following on the third of the Nones of January was crowned with 
Martyrdom, becaufe he had diligently gathered an Hiftcry of the Martyrs 
and laid it up in the Church. The feat was vacant thirteen dayes, and then 
was Fabianus elected on the feventeenth of January , and the firft Feria 
being she twentieth Bifhop of Rome , according to Damafus. And about the 
^eleventh year of Alexander, Heraclas who once was Ori(ten’s Ufher in the *, f H 'h 
School of Alexandria was Bifhop of chat Sea, where he “continued fixteen c,l$>l6y 
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From the death of Maximinus the firft created Emperour without 
confent of the Senate , to the Monarchy of Conftantine the 
firft Chriftian Emperour , who reformed Religion , and 
tranflatedthe Imperial feat to Byzantium , the 
fpace of §6 years. ■ 

*• r I * H E news of Maximinus his death being brought to Rome , filled • 

. . J- the City with extraordinary 'joy, having taken Maximus as he was 
lifting men in Italy, who thereupon went to Aquileia , and received the Ar¬ 
my, co which he pardoned all things paft. Then returned he to Rome , where he 

and his Collegue managed matters with diferetion enough, could they have . . . 

agreed betwixt themfelves ; but the one being jealous of the other, and both znimmli 
endeavouring co grapple all the power into their ovvn'hands, thereby wrought Eutm l 9 ’ 
co themfelves fodain deftrudtion. The Pratorian bands hated them boch? as 

created by the Senate* and refolved for the removal of fuch an indignity of¬ 
fered to the Army, to make them away, which Maximus undemanding, 
would have fent for the Guard of Germans , which he knew both to be faith¬ 
ful to him, and able to refill the power of the other; but Balbinus fufpefting 
that he intended fomeebing againft himfelf, would not.fufferic ; and fo the 
Soldiers entering the Palace haled them ouc, and after all forts of indigni¬ 
ties offered to their perfons, upon report that the Germans were coming, 
flew them both. Now knowing no fit perfon whom they might prefer, and 
being aflured ic would be very acceptable to the People, they made choice of 
Gordianus, who had been formerly made Cajar. At his beginning fo ^reat 
an Eclypfe of the Sun happened (April’ 2. on the fecund Feria, as Cappellut 
agreeth with Mulierus) that the day feemed to be turned into night, and 
nothing could be done in houfes without candles. Sabinianus in Africk^ at- 
tempted new matters, buswasflain. Gordianns being yet very young un- vic. 99 
dercook an Expedition againft the Per [tans , over whom Sapor es in his "third o. 138*. 
year began to reign,_ having fucceeded Artaxerxes their firft King. By the 
good conduit of Mifttheus his Father-in-Law he profpered very well, but he

‘ lin°ly obeyed, and declared by his works his fincere and religious mind towards 
God.,' The Mirtyrologies will have him and his fon converted by occafion 
of the folemnicy of the"icocth year, and being baptized by Flianas Biftiop 
of Fvswfj after confe(Fon of his fins, ro have been admitted to the Com¬ 
munion. ’ But faith Cappellus, if any of this had been true, would the Se¬ 
nate; char- was fo fet againft the Chriftians have reckoned himamongft the 
gods:? ;Atleaft would not Deciu f have objedled this as acrime againft him? 

The Scythians in his time infeftirg the Empire, he repelled by his Lieute¬ 
nants. Marinas railing a Commotion in Pannonia, he fent Decius to quiet 
the Soldiers, who put the purple upon him. Philip then led an Army againft 
this llfurper, and they met at Verona, where the old Emperour was defeated 
and (lain, which news coming to 'Rome, his fon a child of twelve years of 
age was murdered by the Pr&torian bands, after they had reigned about five 
years. ' *- '

At the defire of the Senate, to which he commended the Commonwealth pomponium 
in his abfence, he marched againft and overthrew them infeveral battels Latum. 
(notwithftanding that he loft his fon, and Prifcus Governour of Philippi re¬ 
volted) and had perfefted his Vi&ory, but that he was betrayed by Gallsss 
Jioft’tlianus Governour of the lower Mafia. He perfwaded him ro fight in 
a fenny ground, and then revealed bis intention to the Enemy, by whom be 
was befet, and was {hallowed up in a bog , foa$ his body could never.be 
found. He was courteous enough to all but Chriftians, and gave fatisfa&ion 

to Senate ar.d People. He reigned rwo years and an half. 

4. Vibius Galius Hojlilianus fucceeded him,bothi;n his Empire, his malice 
towards Chriftians, and his puniflment. He clapped up an ignominious Peace 
with the Gothes, unto whom he promifed money> a thing fcarcely heard of 

before amongft the Romans • and this not being long kept, rhe Gothes and tump. 1.9. 
Scythians made inctirfions into ^ hr ace , Macedonia , and Theffaly , and alfo Pompon. Lam. 
into Afia, making great fpoils in all places. Many other Nations after their ViRou 
example rebelled, and madehavock of the Provinces: the Part hi ans alfo 
peirced into Armenia, and thence expelled 7 iridates the King. The Scy¬ 
thians proceeded fo furioufty, that they feemed ro.carry all before them, till

. who all this time had reigned with him terrified hereat, flopped the Perfecu- n . r , 
tionof the Chriftians; but many of the Romans who had been theinftru- c „ ' r * 
mentsof che Emperours cruelty, being to be punifhed as well as he, many iutrop.1.9. 
Nations fell like a flood upon the Roman Empire, Gallienus giving up him- 
feif to all wantonnefle and luxury. The Germans over-running Rhatia znd 
pare of Italy, came as far w Ravenna, the AUemans alfo wafting Gall peir¬ 
ced into Italy. Greece , Macedonia , Pont us, and Afia, were overwhelm¬ 
ed with an inundation of the Gothes and Scythians . Dacia beyond Danu- 
bius was perpetually loft,. the Quadi and Sarmau feizqd on Pannonia , and 
the Parthians having got into their hand s-Mefopotamia, made incurfions into 
Syria.

He was an excellent Sol¬ 
dier, and reftored the Empire well nigh to it’s former bounds. He ; drove 
out the Gothes from about Danubius 4 then returning to Rme, and ft hire 
Ttctt puni tiling 
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puniftiing fome Seditious perfons, he marched into the Eaft, to reduce thofe 
parts to their former obedience. 

7. In the dayes of Gallium, the Perfians having fubdued Mesopotamia, 
and invaded Syria , One Oden am an inhabitant of Palmyra, a Citie of this 
Countrey, gathering Together a company of Boors, fell upon them, and fo or¬ 
dered his affairs, that he beat them out of Syria, recovered Mefopotamia, and O/oftut.

bent his endeavours againft Tetricus, who reigned in Gall. Tetricus being 1 or ' 

vexed by his Seditious Soldiers, defired him, whom he termed Invincible, to 

refeue him from fuch evils, and betrayed his Army into his hands. Valerian . 

growing proud upon fuch fuccefle, firft of all Romans fet a Diadem on his cap.30. &in 

head, and adorned himfelf with Gold and Pearl. He began alfo to perfe- cbm. 

cute the Chriftians 5 but undertaking a War againft the Perfians , he was {lain 

betwixt Byzantium and Heraclea, through the malice of his Secretary, in the 

fixth year of his reign. In his firft year, Hormifdat he third Per fan King be- ^gathiae. 

gan his reign,which lafted but one year. Him fucceeded Varane, and reigned 

three years, and him followed Narfes who continued 28. In his firft year 

alfo died Plotinus the Platonift , who deriding all religion, periftied through the 

juft judgement of God by a filthy and painfull difeafe, although he had cho- 

fenapleafant and wholefom place wherein to live in Campania .

8. There was an inter-regnum after the death of Valerian for 8 moneths, 0 - M [iJf ■ 
the Senate and Army {training courtefie the one with the other, at length the ca pfU. 

Senate made choice of Tacitus, a man of Confular Dignity, who in his fixth mrop.lil1.9i ! 
moneth died of a Feaver at Tarfus. The Senate defired him, that in cafe he 

ftiould dieprefently, he would not leave his Children his Succeflors, but fome y 
man of approved worth and valour, as the neceflicy of the State required. * 

This man was Probus ; yet notwithftanding Florianus the brother of 7 acitus 
invaded the Empire, but was cut off by Probns near Tarfus, within the fpace z°V mu *. 
of two or three moneths. Probus unwillingly receiving the burthen upon 
him, managed the Government with great commendation. He recovered *"“ 

Gad out of the hand of the Prancones a people of Germany , which now firft 
feized on it, after many bloudy battels, and after this was ingaged in Civil 
Wars. For Saturninus was faluted Emperour in Egypt, who was overthrown 
alfo, and killed alfo againft bis mind, and the fame fucceffe he had againft 
Proculus in Gall and Bonofus a Britain born. He overthrew the Sama- 
tians, fubdued feveral barbarous Nations about Thrace by the terrour of his 
name onely,quieted all A fa, and forced the Parthian King to defire peace, 
which he granted. Returning afterward into Thrace , he planted feveral 
barbarous people within the Roman Empire, whereof fome revolting, he 
ebaftized and reduced them. Now all things flouriftied exceedingly through 
peace and fecurity, which made him fomeching flight the Soldiers, who there¬ 
upon,as he was marching through Illyrkum againft the Perfians ,murdered him 
at Syrmium, though he fled for fafety into a Fortified Tower. That faying 
undid him, Sivixero non opus erit ampliits Romano Imperio militibus , a 
fpeech of great defpair for the Soldiers. Witty and fliarp {beeches fallen 
from Princes have often given fire to Seditions. Surely, faith tne moft learn¬ 
ed Vifcotmt of Sc. Albans , Princes bad need in tender matters, and tick- 
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H{h times, to bmare what they fay, efpecially in thoje Jhort fpeeches , which 
fiy abroad like Darts , and are thought to be Jhot out of their feerct in - 
. tention * For at for large Difcourfes , they are flat things, and not fo much 
noted, 

9. M. Aurelius Corns, of the Province of Narbon in Gall, fucceeded olymp. 161, 
bim, who, when he had created Cafars his two fons, Carinus and Numerla - can. 3 . 
»w,reftrained the Sor motions, that upon the death of Probus threatned Italy : v - ^ 

But going againft the Perfians, after he had recovered Mefopttamia, and ta- * ‘ 
ken the two noble Cities of Parthia, Ctefipbon , and Cochu, he was {lain by a 
"Thunder-bole in his Tent near to the River Tigris. Of his two fons, Name. O rofm. mm. 

rianus was with him, and Carinus was left behind to look to Gall, Name - Vopifcus. 
rianus returning out of the Eaft as Conquerour, and lying fick in his Litter, 
was killed by Arius Aper his father-in-law, who gaped after the Empire. 

Scarcely after fome dayes was this wickedneffedece^ed by the flench of the 

Viotletiax Carkafe, and then the Author of it being alfo difeovered, Valerius Deocletia- 
nus , who governed the family of Cams, was chofcn Emperour, and rewarded 
Aper as he had deferved. On the 15th before the Calends of December, and 
xo dayes after, he entred Nicomedia in Purple. From the beginning of this 
Diocletian thz Egyptians began a new o£ra, fetching its rife from the new 
Moon oil both the preceding moneth (Augufi 29; which they called the 
v£ra of Grace for fome reafon or other. Cappellus obferveth, that theflu- 
ftuating and vicious Chronology of Baronins henceforth beginneth to be right. 

For thinking, faith he, chat he exhibited the years both of the true; and re¬ 
ceived t/£ra of Chrift, in truth, he exhibit©! neither the one fort nor the 
other. Beginning the j£ra of Diocletian from the 284 year of our Lord, its 
true, and right, fo that it be underftood of the received, not of the true 
o£ra of Cnrift: and the fame is to be faid concerning the years of the fol¬ 
lowing Emperours. But after this, Carinus and Diocletian fought for 
the Soveraignty, and Carinus after much ado was {lain by his own Sol¬ 
diers for his lafeivioufneffe, which made an end of a bloudy and laborious 
War. 

10. Diocletian then enjoyed the Dignity alone; but great ftirs arjfing in 
Gall,Carat*fins alfo who was fet to defend the Sea-£oafts from the invafiori 
of the Franks and Saxons, rather taking part with them than Otherwife, he 
was conftrained to create Cafar, Maximianus Herculesit. He fuppreffed Q ( 0 r m ubifu- 
the motions in Gali, but commanding Caraufims to be killed, this man put on pi cap.*1. 
the Purple, though a man of mean condition, and feized upon Britain. A - Eutrop.nb.p. 
chilleus rebelled in Egypt, Africa was in trouble, and Narfes King of Per - * H f Kt 
jta invaded the Eaftern parts. Diocletian awakened with theft: dangers, pro¬ 
moted Maximianus to be Augufius , and they two adopted for Cafars 
Maximianus Galerius , and Confiantius Chlorus, who married Tneodora the 
wive’s daughter of Herculeus , and by her bad fix fons, as the other,the d iugh- 
terof Diocletian. Caraufius valiantly held Britain for feven years, and then 
was {lain by A Hell us, who having kept poffeflion of the Ifhnd three years, 
was overthrown by Afclepioderus. Confiantius fighting ’gainft the Allemans 
in Gall, at firft was worfted, but afterwards got a great victory, wherein 60000 
of them are faid to have been (lain. Maximianus Herculeus reduced Africky 
Diocletian himfelf befieging Achillens in Alexandria % moneths, at length 
flew him therein, gave up the Citie to be plundred by the Soldiers , and 
vexed all Egypt with proscriptions and {laughters. Galerius was overthrown 
by the Per fan King, and fled to Diocletian, who received him with great dif- 
dain,and made him run in his Purple Robe for fome miles before his Cha¬ 
riot. Galerius much moved by this difgrace recruited his Army throughout. 

Ulyricum and Mafia, and returning againft Narfes, routed his Army, took his 
Camp, his Wives, Sifters, and Children, many of his Nobles, and preat Trea- 
fure, wherewith returning into Mefopotamia unco Diocletian , he Was then 
received moft honourably ; for he had taken Ctefipbon , fubdued Affy- 
ria , and recovered thofe five Provinces beyond Tigris, which revolted from 
Trajan, 
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!\ After this w~re che Carpi, Baftam*, and Sarmaticms 6vz rchrown, and 
divers'ocher Nacions quieted. Diocletian now fuffered himfelf to be called 
Lord, and worftiipped as-aGod* He In rheEaft,and his Collegue in the 
Weft, raifed againft the Chriftians the moft heavy perfection that ever yet 
T , «. had hapned both for length and cruelty. The Soldiers were firft begun With, • ■■ l 

I h f .c Cfl iin whereof all fuch as would not facrifize to Devils were caftiiered ; but the 
Cr t,C perfecutors proceeded to fuch cruelty and rage that fome were Crucified, 0 .. t jj ks ut p tlm 
others burnc alive, others roafted with flow fiers, and others pulled m pieces ^ 
by having their limbs made faft toboughs of Trees, which being brought tog 
ther for that purpofe, were afterwards fuffered to return to their natural pofi,«£ ^ ^ 
tion.

Women were hung naked by one foot, and fome hadI their 
breads feared : no Sex, no Age, no condition was feared. A terrible Earth¬ 
quake followed in Syria, which deflroyed many thoufands about 7 >r. and 5 - 
dan. But in the fecond year of this perfecution Dtoc.etian perfwaded his Col -

to make the figure of the Croffe which he had feen, and to wear it in his Co¬ 
lours in the field. Proceeding againft Maxentiu •, he overthrew his forces 
four times, although four times larger than his own; at the later time 
Maxentius flying amain towards Rome, was drowned in the River. Maxi¬ 
minus published an Edid againft Chriftians, but was forced tofinga palinode 
twice, although his flattery was as unprofitable as his threats, for he died of an 
horrible difeafe at Tarfus. Then did Confiantine and Licinius enjoy the Em¬ 
pire together. The former after his Vi&ory over Maxentius was confirmed 
in the Chriftian Faith, and owned Chrift for the Author of his fucceffe. Li¬ 
en tut complied with him for a time in incouraging the Chriftians ; but after¬ 
wards plotting againft him, he alfo began a grievous perfecution againft the 
People of God, changed the good Laws, ana laid heavy impofitions on his 
Subjects. Confiantine being hereby contained to mike Warre upon him, 
overthrew him in Pannonia , and feveral rimes afterwards, for that he had re¬ 
newed the War both by Land and Sea moft perfidioufly, and given the tide 
of Cafar to Martini anus. At length he forced him to yield his perfon, and 

licinius put to deliver up his Robe by the hand of his wife, which was C on fi amine’s fitter, 
death. given him on purpofe to oblige him. He fent him to 7 hejfalonica, where he 
afterwards attempting new matters, he commanded him ro be {bin.

[sans, and Marciams Tpriegetos of the Megairians, being fo named from H'^tium in 
Byzai their Country-man and Captain of the Colony. It flood right over C„pZ-' 2 ‘ 
againft Chalcedon in a far better foil, wh : cb mad Apollo term che founders p,° m ‘ rl l ~ 
of the later blind men , becaufe they paff$d by fo excellent a place. Ic ran ‘ 
through various fortune according to that influence which Greece had into it’s 
affaires j as we have from time to time obferved upon occafion. Severusthz 
Emperour almoft deftroyed ic, but by the Soldiers of Galiems it was brought, 
to ruine, and now reftored and augmenred by Confiantine. 

1 6. This Empire being now in it’s declining condition, by reafon of it’s 
old age (for all fublunary things are fubjeft tothe viriftitude of rime) and 
forely diftempered by inward heats, inro which want.of hereditary Monarchy, 
and the horrid licentioufneffe of a {landing Army had thrown it, as alfo la¬ 
bouring under fo huge a bulk, and fo great a plethora as Mature could not well 

govern, 
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ootern, being forced as it were by Conflautine to change its natural, fuitable, ' 
conftantine by and nacive air, by fo violent an alteration contracted itsmortal infirmity, 
tranflating as plants being tranfplantedout of their native foil,into other regions divers 

tbither the j climate an d quality, retain little of tbeir natural virtue; fo humane affairs, 

™Sn«r efpecially Dominions *d Empires, by fircb great muutionslofe their vigour 
Ac rube ol (lability, even alto as we fee it happened! to fcveral forts of AmmaU. 
the Empire. p 0 r this caufe the Senate would never content to the Commons to depart trom 
Rome to Veii, though a place much more pleafant and commodious , efpeci- 
ally after Rome was burnt by the Galls . All great and fodain mutations as to 
the body natural, fo to the body Politick, are ever dangerous. But thistranf- 
lation of the Imperial Seat to Byzantium , feemeth alfo to have given feme 
occafion to a fecond error of Confiamine , whereby dividing his Empire into 
three parts to his fons, of one great one he made three, with a notable dimi¬ 
nution of authority and ftrength. For his fons falling out among!* them- 
felves, they fo defeated one another, as the Empire was exhaufted, and ener¬ 
vated amongft them. 

17. For although it fometimes a little recovered under one Prince, yet 
u .. remained it fo lyable to divifions, that it feldom happened but it was dm- 

ded into Eaflern and Weflern, till at length Odoacer King of the ***«[’ 

P ' Turingi entering Italy with a great Army,caft Auguflulus mto fuch ftraights, 
that out of defperation he quitted the Weftern Empire, which happened 
about the year 476. The Hutsni ere this had paffed over />*»**'*'» Ala- 
rlcus King of the Mats had taken Rome. TbettdUj frft feized on An- 
dalufia , and afterwards on Africk.: the Alam on Lufltania (now Portugal) 
and the Gotbes on the greater part of Spain , the AngL on Bntatu, and tne 
Burgundians on Provence. Juflinian theEmperour by driving the Vandals 
out of Afnckjnd the Gctbs out of Italy , did a little repair thefe decayes. 
but the effe& thereof continued not long, for about the year 710 the Armies 
and Herefieof Mahomet began to difturb the Eaftern Empire; andma feorc 
time the Saracens over-ran Syria , t/EgJft , Africl^, Sicily , and Spam, 

About the year 7 3 5 they alfo feized on feveral parts of Gall, pus was the 
Weftern Empire by little and little tom in pieces and cantomzed. At length 
by a new title it came toCharls tho Great, in whofe family it fcarcely conti¬ 
nued 100 years, and then cametobe Ele&ive by feven Perfons, and fo con- 
tinUeth rather a refemblanceof an Empire than otherwife unto this day. As 
for the Eaflern, it continued fo weak, that fcarcely fometimes could it de¬ 
fend the Metropolis again!* the Saracens ; much leffe could it afford any affi* 
fiance to the other; and after the Saracens, the Turks got ground of it by 
little and little, till having for many years left the Emperours little more chan 
anemptyname, at Iaft Conftantinople alfo was taken by Mahomen he Great. 

No more at prefent by way of Anticipation, either concerning the decay of 
the Roman Empire, or of thofe particular Kingdoms, Principalities, and 
States that were cut out of it, all which are referred to the method of ano¬ 
ther Volume. But as we faid, the divifion of the Empire took its original 

fromthetranflationof the Imperial Seat to Byzantium, it mcreafedby plu¬ 
rality of Princes, and came to perfection in the promotion of Charts the 
Great, after which there was no communion of Government, Laws, Ma- 
giftracy, or Councils, as had been before. Now to our continuation of Ec- 

Biftops, C,e S 1 In thetond year of Decius was Fabiatius BUhop of Rome crowned 
with Martyrdom on the fourteenth of the Calends of February, The Sea was 
vacant for one year, and then was chofen Carntlbu , whofe eleChon difpleaf- 
ino fome, Novatus ordained again!* him Novatiantu. The year following 
Cornelius was Martyred on the eighteenth before the Clients of Ottober , and 
Lucius fucceeded him, who Ihortly after was bamftied. In the fecond of 
Gallienus was he beheaded, and after a vacancy of 35 dayes, Stephen Tucceed- 
' ed on the ninth of April the fir!* feria , who interceding fov Bafiltdes con¬ 
demned by the Spaniards , they defended their right againft him , and con¬ 
demned his ufurpation againft the Africans as appeareth from 
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Epiftles, as alfo that the boldneffe of the Roman Sea was now checked by all 
the Provinces. After three years Stephen was beheaded by the command of 
Valerian , and Sixtus fucceeded him, who being beheaded when Laurence 
the Deacon was fried to death by the command of Valerian, Dionyflus fuc¬ 
ceeded. After him came Felix, and then Eutychianus , who being martyred in 
thefirftof Car us, after nine dayes Cains fucceeded, December 16. Cains was 
crowned with Martyrdom in the twelfth of Diocletian, and after eleven dayes 
Marcellinus fucceeded, who through fear offering incenfe to Idols, when he 
denied it, was overborn by the tettimony of a multitude of witneffes, con- 
feffed his fault, and afterwards redeemed his credit by fuffering Martyrdom. 

Marcellus fucceeded him. After Marcellas fucceeded Eufebius ? and then 
Miltiades, then Syhefier , who was Bftbop at the time of the Council of 
Nice, in the twentieth year of Conflamine. 

1 p. After Alexander , Maz,abants was Bifhop of Jerufalem untill the 
reign of Galias and Volnpanus , after him Hymeneus till the time of Aure-

ceflion continued unto his own dayes. After Hermon Macarius was Biffiop, Soerat 
and Was prefent at the Council of Nice. In the Church of Antioch tin: scholaji.'i. t . 
Philetus fucceeded Zeblnus, and then Baby las, who died in prifon, in the cap. *,13. 
perfection under Decius. Him followed Fabius, him Demetrianus, and 
him Panins Samofatems the heretick, who denying the Divinity of the Son 
of God, was excommunicated, aad deprived by the fecond Synod held 
againft him at Antioch in the dayes of (c) Aurelianus. And when he would M Eafeb. 1 . r . 
heither depart the Church, nor avoid the houfe, the Emperour was befought e. 2$, 30, ’ 
(the firft application co the Prince in this nature by the Chriftians) to interpofe 
and command by edi<ft, chat fuch fhould have the houfe as agreed in do&rine 
With the followers of theBiftiopof Rome and Italy. Domnus was by the 
Synod appointed to fucceed him , after whom followed Timeus , Cyrillus , 

Dorotheus , Tyrannus, Vitalis, Philogonus a Marryr, and (d) Euflathius, (d) Secret. l.u 
who was at the Council of Nice. He fell into the Herefie of Sabelhus, who c - 9> aj. 
being the Scholar of Noetus, taught that the three Perfons of the Trinity 
were but one; but they differed, in that Sabellius faid not the Father co have 
fuffered. He was depofed by a Council held at Antioch. _ Eufebius PamphL 
lius Bifhop of Cafarea confuted him. After his depofition the Sea was va¬ 
cant eight year s. In the Sea of -rttexandna after Her a cl as , Dionyflus the 
Scholar of Origen was Bifhop, in the third year of Philip. He reporceth in 
(e) Eufebius the peril he flood in , and the perfection he fuffered under De. 
cius. He wrote of the Alexandrian Martyrs to Fabius Bifhop of Antioch • ,7,^ v J. d - 
and to Novatus the Heretick, who being a Prieft of Rome fell from his order’ ' 
and calling his Se& Cathari ,would not admit unto the Church fuch as fell after' 
repentance, and he abhorred fecond mariage. Dionyflus alfo wrote to Her. 
mamon, to Steven 9 and Xiflus Bifhops of Rome, unto Philemon a Minifter 
< 3 f Rome, and unto Dionyflus Bi!hop of Rome. He confuted the Book of 
Nepos the Chiliafl, and confoundedin open deputation Coracion his difeipie. 

Hitherto this»error of the Millenaries propagated by Papiat, had many of the' 

Fathers that adhered to it, who yet held that Cbriftwhen he came was to do 
his own work, without any prejudice to Earthly Princes in the mean time. 

Some obferve, that Dionyflus ftriking at this error , traducerh the Apocalypfe, 
as alfo defending the diftin&ion of Perfons againft Sabellm, feemeth to make 
three Effences. Many betook themfelves to Dionyflus Bifhop of Rome, that 
he wb^jd reclaim him, and obtained it. After he had governed the Church 
feventeen years he died , and Maximinus fucceeded him, whom followed 
Tbeondf, and Him Peter , who Was martyred under Diocletian. Him fuc¬ 
ceeded Achilla, and then came Alexander, who was at the Council or 
Nice, Hee by preaching of the Trinity fomewhat curioufly, gave oc- . 

Cafion to Arias one of his Clergy to fall from the Faith, as * Socrates in-* i > , . f -f. 
formeth us. 

i o. In the fifth year of Philip w\i\\&FabiaHus was Bifhop of Rome, Do - 
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ft auu the Bifhop of Carthage died, and Cyprian fucceeded him by confent of 
all men except, Felicijfimus, who, whileft the Heathens invaded his patrimo¬ 
ny, endeavoured to deprive him of his Biflioprick. Feliciffimus was or¬ 
dained Bifhop by Novatus, who alfo ordained Novatianus againft Cornelias yi ta & cpifto- 
Bifhop of Rome. Yet Cornelius favoured Felic ffimus againft Cyprian , and U Cypriani. 
would have taken Cognilance of their bufineffe, whereupon Cyprian vehe¬ 
mently rebuketh him, and denies that any one beyond the Sea hath righc to 
paffe judgement upon any matters concerning A fuck* And a little after, 
the pride of the Roman Sea was reprehended by all thofe of the Provinces, 
anoccafion being given about Bafilidcs, who being cenfured in Spain, com¬ 
plained to Stephen the Bifhop of Rome. Cyprian was feveral times driven 
into exile. (a)Eufebius maketh him to have erred in rebaptizing Heredcks. (ajjjb.j.c.y 
Origan. In the fourth of Valerian died On gen feventy years old, a man of admira¬ 
ble parts, moft auftere life, indefatigable induftry, and ftupendious learn¬ 
ing, but of impure DotVine. Jerome iheweth how full of portentous er- 
rours his book vsifi eegxfSV is. (b) Augufin faith, he held the Devil at length (b).Quemcon- 
fhould be delivered from Hell, and affociated with the holy Angels, and. for fifMecivitate 
this, and other things, efpecially for holding alternate or fucceffive blef- 
fednefle and mifery for ever, the Church did reject him. Pamphilus wrote 
an Apology for him. But his works are to be read with efpecial care , and 
efpecially his Commentaries upon the Scripture, concerning fome of which 
7 heodore (c) Bez,a pafleth this cenfure : Certe hoc aufim dicere,ft hac funt (c) In Rom. 
Origenis cujm tit a lam praferunt, hunc hominem fuijfe felettum Diaboli or - ver J- * 0, 

ganum Apoflolica Dottrina evertenda deflinatum ; for he evaporaceth the 
folid and fubftantial Doitrine of the Gofpel, into Allegorical, and aery No¬ 
tions. 

21.. But, God having exercifed his people by many a fiery trial, was plea- 
fed to: preferve the bufh unburned, and at length to grant them Peace by 
Conjlamine , who proved a nurfing father to the Church , taking away all 
penal Laws againft them, and ena&ing new ones, not onely for their pre¬ 
servation, but convenience and comfort. And as he preferved them from 
external violence; fo he alfo took care for their inward peace. This had 
been fomewhat of late difturbed by the Herefie of Manes, from whom his 
followers were named Maniches, who began to publifli his impure Do- 
ftrine. in the firft of Probus, in the 277 year of the ordinary, or received 
^£ra of Chrift. This fellow being a PtrftoM, faid that he was born of a Eufeb.li.e. 1$. 
Virgin, that he was both Chrift and the holy Ghoft, and fent out twelve 
Difciples to preach his Do&rine, which was made up of many old Herefies 
heretofore named. But his, and other grofle opinions found not fuch enter¬ 
tainment as to procure fo much difturbance as that of Arius did, who ha¬ 
ving as we faid heard Alexander the Bifhop of Alexandria difcourfingcu- 
rioufly of the Trinity, and thinking that he maintained the error of Stbel- 
lius, in oppofition to him fell to deny the blefled Trinity , and affirmed 
that the fon of God was like unto Godin name onely, and not in fub- 
The Council fiance. His Herefie having been condemned in many Synods, Conftanting 
of i n the 20th of his reign A.D. 525. fummoned a General Couycil to meet 

at Nice, where affembled 318 Bifhops. In oppofition to Arianifm was 
framed rhe Nicene Creed , June 19. Ho ft us prefided as he had done in the 
- Synodes of Egypt , and firft fubfcribed the Canons. Befides the condem¬ 
nation of Arias , the San&ion concerning Eajler made at Arles and m 
P ala fine was confirmed. Moreover, twenty Ecdefiaftical Canons were 
eftablilhed, than which no good Author mentioneth more, flow were the 
Temples of Idols overthrown, and Churches Erected, the Service of Devils . 
was banifhed, and the vvorfhip of, the true God owned and incouraged,;.now 
faich and patience triumphed over moft tedious and exquifice perfections,and 
truth difpelled theClouds of prejudice and errour. . •' ’ . V
